the  knife.., 

WHY 

the  sheep? 


Every  New  Year,  the  Synagogue 
becomes  a  hall  of  confessional. 
Everybody  brings  his  inner  stories 
and  conflicts.  These  are  set  off 
in  prayer  as  the  age-old  drama 
of  Abraham  and  Isaac  versus  God 
i  re-enacted.  Those  who  know 
the  mythic  tale  re-live  it;  for  those 
new  to  the  legend,  it  is  an  absorb- 
ing story  of  a  father  who  was  pre- 
pared to  sacrifice  his  son  lor  God. 
No  greater  love  to  make  such  a 
sacrifice.  That  God  is  said  to  have 
sent  an  Angel  emissary  to  pre- 
vent the  action  is  supposed  to  in- 
dicate that  some  sacrifices  which 
humans  are  ready  to  make  are 
senseless.  It  somehow  does  not 
sufficiently  explain  His  earlier 
role  in  the  request  simply  to  test 
Abrahams  loyalty.  But  sacrifice 
could  be  a  theme  ol  the  New  Year. 

The  dictionary  offers  several 
meanings  for  the  word  and  one 
of  the  most  interesting  is:  to  make 
sacred.  It  is  holy  to  give  up  some- 
thing of  value,  not  as  an  atone- 
ment, but  to  achieve  a  better  end. 
God's  demand-Tut  Abraham  was 
a  test  of  his  loyalty.  It  was  per- 
haps also  part  of  the  ethos  of  a 


time  when  human  sacrifice  was 
both  abundant  and  accepted. 
There  are  pails  of  the  world 
where  it  is  still  performed.  Most- 
ly on  self.  Immolation  is  an  act 
acceptable  to  certain  religions  and 
people  but  still  shocks  the  western 
mind.  But  after  a  while  the  drama 
dissipates.  Nothing,  it  seems,  is 
more  expendable  than  the  human 
being. 

The  Jews,  from  lime  immem- 
orial, have  been  the  physical  ex- 
piession  of  sacrifice.  They  are 
truly  the  experts.  But  how  do  you 
pierce  behind  the  physical  phe- 
nomena to  the  concept  itself,  how 
do  you  evaluate  the  need  to  sacri- 
fice, the  purpose  and  the  end  ol 
such  an  act?  Much  of  the  thrust 
of  modern  day  conceptualizing, 
both  ideological  and  secular,  is 
to  divide  the  stampede  of  current 
events,  to  create  insights  enabling 
us  to  understand  the  onslaughts 
cm  our  bodies  and  sensibilities. 
While  no  man  today  would  sacri- 
fice a  son  as  Abraham  was  pre- 
pared to  do,  thousands  watch 
their  sons  go  to  their  deaths  daily  . 
Sacrifice  therefore,  has  to  be  sep- 


arated, as  the  wheat  from  the 
chaff,  the  concept  from  the  act,  in 
order  to  understand  the  human 
value  in  both. 

Perhaps  these  are  times  which 
call  for  sacrifice,  or  as  Mr.  Web- 
ster defined  it,  "to  give  up  or 
surrender  in  favor  of  a  higher  or 
more  imperative  duty  or  claim." 
But  everywhere  you  look  at  the 

obe,  there  is  conflict.  There  is 
;>  limit  to  the  amount  of  sacrifice 
one  can  make.  Maybe  one  should 
start  asking  epiestions  the  way 
Isaac  did,  enroute  to  his  near- 
death:  Why  the  knife,  why  the 
sheep.  Why?  Why?  Perhaps  then, 
we  should  re-examine  our  whole 
history,  recapitulate  it  in  the  light 
of  the  contributions  we  have  made 
to  civilization:  The  Bible,  Rabbis 
of  the  Renaissance  times,  young 
Marx  the  Humanist  (not  the  eco- 
nomist) who  spoke  of  the  aliena- 
tion of  the  spirit  and  Freud  who 
probed  it. 

And  then  say,  an  end  to  sacri- 
fice, of  our  sons,  and  their  sons 
and  symbolically,  an  end  to  sur- 
rendering our  future  or  destiny  to 
an  uncertain  grave.

Sell-abasement  in  Jewish  writ- 
ten; is  nothing  new.  Nor  is  violent 
attack  on  the  Jewish  community 
b\  its  own  members.  The  annals 
of  the  Old  Testament  bristle  with 
indignation  over  the  backsliders 
of  Israel  —  Jeremiah  with  his  vis- 
ions of  sword  and  pestilence, 
E/ekiel  who  girded  himself  with 
sackcloth.  The  Psalms  ate  as  fill- 
ed with  self-reproach  as  with  cele- 
brations. 

What  is  new  in  this  era  of  the 
speed  with  which  modern  com- 
munications have  scattered  the 
dybbuks  of  the  Jewish  psyche. 

The  Jewish  mother  —  once  a 
sentimental  and  cherished  symbol 
—  has  become  the  Medusa.  The 
Jewish  ethic,  the  visionary  love 
of  God  and  ones'  fellows  by  which 
Jews  lived  and  died  for  a  mil- 
lenium,  is  now  dismissed  b\ 
alienated  Jewish  writers.  If  "Port- 


noy's  Complaint"  had  been  writ- 
ten by  a  white  Anglo-Saxen 
Protestant,  he  would  have  been 
labeled  an  anti-Semite  by  both 
Jews  and  Christians.  But  since 
this  onanistic  walpurgisnacht  is 
by  a  Jewish  writer  using  the  "new 
freedom"  in  attitude  and  lan- 
guage, it  has  been  welcomed  by 
some  Sanhedrin  of  American- 
Jewish  Criticism  with  the  fatalis- 
tic objectivity  of  concentration 
camp  Trustees  watching  their  fel- 
low inmates  marching  off  to  the

For  several  years,  I  have  been 
visiting  Jewish  communities  in 
America,  lecturing  at  synagogues 
and  community  centers.  Facilities 
differ  dramatically;  some  towns 
have  Taj  Mahals  for  assembly, 
other  centers  are  shabby  and  an- 
tiquated. All  breathe  dedication 
and  humanity  ...  the  basic  at- 
tributes of  Jewishness.

that  SHOFAR 


When  you  hear  the  Shofar  on 
Rosh  Hashanah  or  Yom  Kippur, 
ponder  its  significance. 

True,  the  shofar  is  not  sounded 
when  Rosh  Hashanah  comes  on 
the  Sabbath.  It  is  sounded,  how- 
ever, when  the  holydays  are  con- 
cluded. 

Whether  you  hear  it  or  envisage 
it,  the  shofar  sounds  lor  you. 

It  has  a  message,  indeed,  a 
number  of  them. 

First,  remember  that  the  shofar 
was  once  used  as  an  instrument 
of  war.  It  assembled  the  troops  to 
oppose  the  enemy.  Now  the  mili- 
tary item  has  been  converted  to 
a  moral  one,  summoning  us  not 
to  combat  against  a  human  foe, 
but  against  a  formidable  enemy: 
the  implusive  and  the  impetuous 
within  us.  As  the  shofar  is  sound- 
ed we  are  called  upon  to  review 
and  to  revise  whatever  in  our 
make-up  can  be  improved. 

Remember,  too,  that  the  jarring 
sound  of  the  shofar  is  meant  to 
awaken  us  from  lethargy. 
Throughout  the  year  we  get  jad- 
ed and  insouciant.  We  forp^t  our 
obligations  to  lead  and  live  a 
better  life.  The  ram's  horn  is  like 
an  alarm  clock,  urging  us  to  arise

irom  torpor  and  move  towards 
spiritual  amelioration. 

1  hen  there  are  those  shofar 
calls.  The  long,  smooth  takiah  re- 
minds us  that,  as  the  prayerbook 
teds  us,  our  soul  "came  pure  from 
thee."  In  the  course  of  a  lifetime, 
our  spirits  are  marred  and  scarred 
by  our  faults  and  failings.  The 
greatest  miracle  of  nil  is  the  power 
of  regeneration  given  us  from  on 
high.  So  the  final  tekiah  sound 
tells  us  that  we  have  it  within  us 
to  restore  the  purity  of  our  soul, 
by  renouncing  anything  unworthy 
and  going  back  to  the  smoothness 
of  our  original  nature. 

The  truah  sound  is  traditionally 
the  call  of  concern.  It  has  an  ur- 
gency to  it.  In  the  Book  of  Num- 
bers the  truah  is  called  the  note 
of  alarm.  But,  interestingly,  this 
series  of  piercing  alerts  is  not  sup- 
posed to  induce  retreat.  No,  the 
Bible  says  that  the  truah  should 
be  followed  by  an  advance.  So 
when  you  hear  or  imagine  the 
truah,  bear  in  mind  that  it  should 
augur  neither  fright  nor  flight, 
but  fight.  In  too  much  of  society 
panic  and  pandemonium  ensue 
when  we  are  alarmed.  Progress 
and   "forward   march"   ought  to 
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follow   the  truah. 

Then  there  is  that  series  of 
sounds  called  the  shvarim,  a  word 
which  literally  means  "breaks." 
The  blasts  sound  like  sighs,  like 
moans  and  groans.  They  recall 
the  anguish  we  have  caused  other 
people  by  our  slights  and  cruel- 
ties. They  indict  us  for  the  short- 
comings and  errors  we  have  com- 
mitted to  the  detriment  of  the 
feelings  of  others.  They  simulate 
the  cries  we  have  produced  in 
those  we  have  neglected,  both 
those  in  our  immediate  orbit  ami 
those  in  society  at  large  who  re- 
main distressed  and  disadvantag- 
ed because  of  our  indifference  or 
indolence. 

Ask  not  lor  whom  the  shofar 
sounds.  .  .  .

In  the  midst  of  self-doubt  and 
quandary,  American  Jews  have 
much  to  appreciate  about  them- 
selves. Everywhere  I  went,  I  was 
struck  by  the  vitality  of  Jewish 
participation  in  American  cul- 
tural life.  American  [ews  are 
fierce  supporters  of  symphony  or- 
chestras, museums,  libraries,  bal- 
let companies  and,  of  course,  the 
stage.  Cultural  programs  in  com- 
munity centers  and  temples  seek 
involvement  with  contemporary 
problems,  fewish  commitment  to 
political  and  social  progress  is  a 
vital  truism  in  American  life. 

And  within  the  Jewish  com- 
munity, there  are  many  good  and 
thoughtful  people  —  warm,  gentle 
and  concerned  —  doing  their  best 
to  achieve  stability  and  decency 
lor  themselves  and  their  children 
in  a  bewildering  world. 

In  the  avalanche  of  self-hatred 
that  is  sweeping  modern  Ameri- 
can Jewry,  it  is  important  to  re- 
member that  we  can  also  regard 
ourselves  with  respect  and  affec- 
tion. We  can  be  proud  of  our 
origins,  our  achievements,  our 
lathers  and  —  yes,  even  of  our 
mothers. 
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HOW  JEWISH  SCHOOLS  TEACH 
ABOUT  THE  JEWISH  COMMUNITY

Keren  Ami  —  or  "My  people's 
Fund,"  is  the  term  popularly  used 
to  describe  the  community  chest 
drive  in  which  the  children  of 
Jewish  schools  traditionally  parti- 
cipate. It  was  Americas  unique 
contribution  to  the  nostalgic  tra- 
dition of  the  Pushkeh  or  tin  col- 
lector's box  which  graced  Jewish 
homes  and  which  was  frequently 
used  by  children  in  door-to-door 
solicitations.  American  efficiency, 
as  applied  to  the  Jewish  school, 
suggested  that  if  the  children  were 
taught  aboui  Jewish  philanthropic 
and  organizational  needs  and  were 
then  trained  to  make  regular  and 
modest  contributions,  they  would 
learn  the  meaning  of  Jewish  civic 
responsibility.  For  more  than 
three  decades,  this  educational  and 
fund  raising  technique  has  been 
practiced  and  promoted  in  Jew- 
ish schools  around  the  country. 
But  it  was  not  until  the  American 
Association  for  Jewish  Education 
undertook  a  survey  of  Keren  Ami 
activities  that  we  have  had  any 
appraisal  of  its  dimensions,  suc- 
cesses and  failures. 

In  my  report  to  the  Governing 
Council  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion, based  on  the  study  just  com- 


pleted by  Dr.  Gerhard  Lang,  Con- 
sultant to  the  AAJE's  Department 
of  Statistical  Research,  I  was  un- 
happy to  note  that  the  technique 
of  Keren  Ami  is  not  used  so  wideh 
as  we  might  have  expec  ted.  While 
it  is  estimated  that  more  than  one 
million  dollars  is  raised  by  Jew- 
ish school  children,  the  average 
contribution  per  child  is  only 
about  7c  per  week,  or  less  than 
the  cost  of  a  candy  bar.  Such  an 
amount  does  not  reflect  a  serious 
consideration  ol  the  cause  of  Jew- 
ish philanthropy.  Nor  does  there 
appear  to  be  any  meaningful  re- 
lationship between  the  automatic 
process  of  bringing  money  and  the 
more  important  process  of  learn- 
ing why  one  is  expec  ted  to  make 
a  contribution.  The  reports  were 
sparse,  but  demonstrated  convinc- 
ingly that  very  lew  schools  teach 
civics  or  explain  the  work  of  Jew- 
ish agencies,  or  involve  students 
in  an  intelligent  program  which 
will  help  them  understand  the 
causes  to  which  they  allot  funds. 

The  paroc  hialism  of  Keren  Ami 
allocations  is  palpable.  While  there 
are  more  than  250  beneficiary  or- 
ganizations, most  of  the  schools 
seem  to  be  guided  by  the  rule  of 
zealous  support  of  their  own  par- 
ent or  sister  ideological  institu- 
tions.

While  it  is  to  be  expected  that 
dramatic  and  urgent  overseas 
needs  will  receive  more  grants 
than  domestic  purposes,  there  does 
not  appear  to  be  any  reasoned 
analysis  of  what  causes  most  need 
money  at  a  given  time. 

Equally  consternating  is  the  re- 
velation that  educational  bene- 
ficiaries rank  low  on  the  school's 
philanthropic  scale.  Apparently, 
we  have  as  little  success  in  per- 
suading students  in  Jewish  schools 
that  Jewish  education  is  important 
as  we  have  in  persuading  their 
parents  and  elders. 

This  study,  followed  immedi- 
ately by  a  study  on  THE  TEACH- 
ING OF  JEWISH  CIVICS,  re- 
veals one  of  the  major  gaps  in 
making  Jewish  education  rele- 
vant. I  do  not  suggest  that  Keren 
Ami  alone  will  make  Jewish  edu- 
cation more  instructive  than  it  has 
been;  but  it  is  evident  from  the 
size  of  the  collections,  the  pattern 
of  distribution,  the  absence  of 
elated  instruction,  the  failure  to 
lulh  involve  the  children  them- 
selves, that  we  are  grievously  mis- 
sing an  opportunity  to  explain 
the  Jewish  community  —  its  struc- 
ture, its  agencies,  its  social  respon- 
sibilities, its  internal  and  external 
relationships  to  our  young  chil- 
dren and  to  adolescents.

. . .  in  the 
time  of 
the 
Caesars

The  American  Jew  who  makes 
ihe  pilgrimage  to  Jerusalem  to 
recapture  his  past  at  the  Western 
Wall  of  the  ancient  Temple, 
might  well  pause  en  route  in 
Rome  and  there  discover  evi- 
dences of  continuous  Jewish  life 
which  dates  back  for  twenty-two 
centuries. 

Dominating  the  ruins  of  the 
Forum,  the  heart  of  the  Imperial 
City  of  the  Caesars,  is  the  Arch 


of  Titus,  erected  to  commemo- 
rate that  Roman  general's  con- 
quest of  Jerusalem  and  the  de- 
struction of  the  Tenvple,  in  the 
year  70  C.E.  A  sculptured  frieze, 
carved  out  of  the  stone  pillars  of 
the  Arch,  portrays  Roman  soldiers 
carting  off  the  Sacred  Ark,  a  men- 
orah,  other  religious  objects— and 
a  group  of  Jews,  destined  to  march 
in  chains  through  the  streets  of 
Rome,  behind  the  chariot  of  Tit- 
us, the  aging  general  of  plebian 
origin  who  had  risen  through  the 
ranks  and  who  would  return  for 
his  triumphal  procession  and  his 
brief  reign  as  emperor. 

Those  Jews  who  were  spared 
the  crowd  -  pleasing  executions 
which  frequently  climaxed  such 
victory-parades,  were  condemned 
to  slavery;  and  Jewish  labor,  it  is 
assumed,  was  largely  responsible 
for  the  building  of  the  Colosseum 
—within  sight  of  and  a  short  walk 
from  the  Arch  of  Titus. 

But  two  centuries  earlier,  Jews 
had  first  come  from  Israel  to 
Rome  —  and  under  much  happier 
circumstances.  In  139  B.C.E.,  Si- 
mon Maccabeus  having  thrown  off 
the  yoke  of  Greece  and  re-estab- 
lished the  independence  of  Judea, 
sent  ambassadors  to  Rome,  to  con- 
dude  a  treaty  of  peace  and  friend- 
ship with  the  Empire  and  to  en- 
sure its  support,  should  the 
Greeks  again  invade  his  country. 

According  to  a  contemporary 
historian  Julius  Caesar  himself 
particularly  favored  the  Jews,  who, 
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because  they  had  already  spread 
out  to  all  the  countries  of  the 
known  world,  could  provide  a  use- 
( HI  cosmopolitan  framework  up- 
on which  to  cement  and  consoli- 
date the  ties  between  Rome  and 
the  countries  it  had  subjected. 

Within  the  area  of  the  Forum, 
i he  Jewish  traveler  will  find  the 
remnants  of  the  temple  of  the 
G<;d  Julius  built  on  the  spot  where 
Julius  Caesar  was  cremated.  The 
Jews  had  found  understanding 
and  support  from  him,  and  the 
historian  Suetonius  recalls  the 
long  lines  of  Jews  who  paid  hom- 
age at  Caesar's  funeral  pyre  and 
who,  for  many  nights  thereafter, 
mourned  for  him  outside  the 
tomb  in  which  he  was  buried. 

Under  Julius  Caesar,  the  Jews 
enjoyed  complete  religious  free- 
dom; and  documents  preserved 
from  that  period  record  the  many 
acts  and  decrees  by  which  Caesar, 
and  Augustus  after  him,  assured 
to  the  Jews  not  only  liberty  to 
worship  but  certain  other  privi- 
leges as  well. 

Able-bodied  Jewish  men,  for 
example,  were  freed  from  military 
service  in  order  to  carry  out  re- 
ligious obligations;  and  the  Jew- 
ish community,  which  was  by  then 
well  established,  with  a  popula- 
tion of  8,000,  was  exempted  from 
Caesar's  decree  dissolving  all  as- 
sociations —  because  the  commun- 
ity constituted  a  "college  of  law- 
ful religious  cult.'' 

Augustus,  Caesars  nephew,  who 


succeeded  him,  followed  the 
same  policies  of  acceptance  and 
tolerance.  Jews  were  excused  from 
appearing  before  a  tribunal  on 
the  Sabbath  —  indeed,  Augustus 
even  granted  them  a  special  law 
court  of  their  own,  a  Beth  Din. 
presided  over  by  the  Chief  Rabbi. 
Collections  for  the  Temple  in 
Jerusalem  (later  to  be  destroyed 
by  Titus)  were  protected  by  law, 
and  the  theft  of  sacred  scriptures, 
even  from  private  homes,  was 
punished  as  a  sacrilege. 

Along  the  old  Appian  Waj, 
leading  south  out  of  Rome,  are 
the  various  Jewish  catacombs  — 
underground  cemeteries  —  in  the 
same  area  as  the  better-known 
Christian  catacombs  —  adducing 
further  evidence  of  Jewish  life 
under  Augustus,  and  even  earlier. 

The  Jewish  catacombs  are  very 
extensive  and,  structurally,  very 
similar  to  the  Christian.  No  traces 
of  wall  paintings  have  been  found 
in  them,  but  only  decorations  of 
a  symbolic  nature  —  menorahs. 
shofars,  palms,  tables  of  the  law. 
The  inscriptions  are  in  Greek,  for 
the  most  part,  as  are  nearly  all  the 
Jewish  inscriptions  found  in 
Rome.  The  Jews  who  had  emi- 
grated there  had  originally  spoken 
Greek:  Hebrew  was  the  language 
only  of  prayer  and  liturgy. 

Further  out  of  Rome  are  Ostia 
di   Lido,    the   city's  present-da) 
beach-front   along   the  Mediter- 
ranean,  and  Ostia  Anticua,  the 
site  of  the  port  of  ancient  Rome 
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and  of  a  synagogue  —  the  oldest 
of  which  ruins  still  survive  — 
dating  from  the  beginning  ol  the 
Christian  era. 

You  get  there  by  electric  train, 
a  fast,  comfortable,  30-minute 
ride  on  the  Metropolitana  (sub- 
way system).  The  round  trip  is 
only  500  lira  (80c);  and,  even  if 
your  destination  is  the  Lido  and 
a  dip  in  the  warm  waters,  of  the 
sea,  it  is  worthwhile  to  interrupt 
your  journey  with  a  stop  at  Osti;i 
Anticua,  a  sleepy  little  village  only 
five  minutes  before  the  Lido  sta- 
tion. 

Ostia  Anticua,  then  located  at 
the  mouth  of  the  Tiber,  was  the 
original  seaport  of  Rome  —  be- 
fore the  river  carried  the  earth 
three  miles  further  on  to  the 
present  coastline  at  Ostia;  and 
archaelogists  have  long  since  un- 
covered the  ruins  of  what  was 
once  a  flourishing  commercial 
center.  They  reasoned  that  there 
must  have  been  Jews  in  the  an- 
cient port,  through  which  goods 
and  food  supplies  from  every  part 
of  the  Empire  were  transported 
to  Rome. 

But  no  trace  of  the  Jewish  trad- 
ers and  financiers  of  that  period 
could  be  found  —  until  the  recent 
construction  of  a  new  highway 
between  Rome  and  the  Leonardo 
da  Vinci  Airport  uncovered  the 
remnants  of  the  2,000-year-old 
synagogue. 

Still,    intact    are    lour  marble 


columns;  a  black  and  white  tiled 
floor  with  a  rosette  pattern,  often 
seen  in  early  Hebrew  art;  a  basin 
sunk  in  the  floor  which  was  prob- 
ably used  for  hand-washing  before 
prayers;  a  marble-topped  table  and 
an  oven  used  for  the  kneading  of 
dough  and  the  baking  of  matzoth; 
and  a  shrine  on  which  a  menorah. 
lulav,  esrog  and  shofar  are  scul- 
ptured. 

The  synagogue  is  at  the  far  end 
of  the  old  city  —  a  good  two-mile 
walk  from  the  entrance  —  and  its 
existence  is  virtually  unknown  by 
the  agreeable  but  non-English- 
speaking  guides  who  shepherd 
tourists  around  the  better-known 
parts  of  Ostia  Anticua;  but,  if  you 
strike  out  for  yourself,  beyond  the 
grass-covered  cobblestones  of  the 
streets,  across  fields  of  purple 
clover,  and  under  a  barbed-wire 
fence  which  encloses  a  flock  ol 
grazing  sheep,  you  will  find  —  and 
delight  at  your  discovery  —  these 
relics  of  a  Jewish  life  that  stretches 
deep  into  the  past  and  that  con- 
(inues,  in  present-day  Rome,  with 
vigor  and  vitality.

a  STILLNESS 
«  JERUSALEM 


By  HARRY  M.  ROSEN 

There  is  a  special  stillness  in 
Jerusalem  on  Rosh  Hashana,  on 
Yom  Kippur.  You  sense  it  in  the 
home,  you  sense  it  in  the  streets. 
The  noises  oJ  a  bustling  capital 
are  gone. 

It  is  more  than  the  quiet  oi  the 
usual  Sabbath.  To  be  sure,  the 
buses  don't  run  on  the  Sabbath 
and  on  other  holidays.  But  there 
is  a  festive,  holiday  air  —  and 
sound  —  on  the  Sabbath  and  on 
other  festivals.  On  these  days  there 
are  many  cars  on  the  street,  as  the 
non-observant  take  off  for  the 
beaches  and  the  mountains,  or  to 
visit  friends  and  family.  The  peo- 
ple are  their  usual  voluble  and 
volatile  selves  —  perhaps  more  so 
because  these  sabbath  and  festival 
days  mean  release  from  the  labors 
and  tensions  of  weekday  work. 

On  Rosh  Hashana,  on  Yom 
Kippur,  no  cars  move.  The  streets 
arc  full  of  people  at  the  times  of 
going  to  and  coming  from  the 
synagogues.  But  it  is  a  ouiet  com- 
ing and  going.  Perhaps  it  is  the 
quiet  of  reflection— reflecting  on 
the  past  year,  on  the  loss  of  loved 
ones  in  action  along  the  Suez  Ca- 
nal, in  "incidents"  along  the  bor- 
ders with  Jordan  and  Syria  and 
Lebanon.  Perhaps  it  is  also  reflec- 
tion on  the  year  that  is  beginning, 
the  yearning  for  peace.  For,  de- 
spite the  stubborn  hostility  of  its 
neighbors,  peace  is  the  persistent 
hope  and  prayer  of  all  Israel. 

On  these  High  Holy  Days  al- 
most all  Israelis  go  to  Synagogue 
—  the  observant  and  non-observ- 
ant, the  believers  and  the  non- 
believers.  There  are  only  a  lew 
large  synagogues  in  Jerusalem 
and  they  are  packed  with  well- 
dressed,  quietly  worshipping  Jews. 
The  overall  impression  is  not  very 
different  from  that  of  a  typical 
congregation  elsewhere  in  the 
western  world. 

The  color  and  diversity  is  to 
be  found  in  the  hundreds  of  small 
synagogues  that  abound  in  Jeru- 
salem. Small?  They  are  no  bigger 
than  the  livingroom  in  a  middle- 
class  western  home.  Into  these 
small,  these  tiny  synagogues 
throng  the  Jews  from  a  hundred 
countries,  each  group  giving  to 
its  place  of  worship  the  special 
flavor  and  color  of  its  origin  — 
in  dress,  in  language,  in  the  man- 
ner of  prayer,  in  the  chanting  of 
the  service.  They  are  the  Bok- 
haran,  Greek,  Yemenite,  Moroc- 
can, Iraqi,  Iranian,  the  variety 
of  Chassidic  congregations  from 
the  shtetlach  of  Eastern  Europe, 
and  many  more. 

These    synagogues    are  tucked 


away  in  the  most  unlikely  places, 
in  tiny  streets  and  passageways 
in  the  old  part  of  West  Jerusalem 
to  which  the  Jews  moved  when 
they  first  left  the  Old  City  a  hun- 
dred years  ago.  Even  in  the  newer 
sections  of  Jerusalem,  the  little 
synagogues  have  the  same  modest, 
unobtrusive  quality,  the  blending 
into  their  surroundings.  They  are 
identifiable  as  synagogues  only 
when  the  worshippers  come  out, 
and  stand  for  a  few  moments  to 
catch  a  bit  of  sun  and  air  before 
returning  to  the  day-long  sen  ice, 
or  when  the  sounds  of  the  service 
reach  the  ear  of  the  passerby. 

It  is  at  the  Western  Wall  that 
you  see  the  wonderful  unity  in  all 
this  diversity,  especially  just  before 
Rosh  Hashana  and  after  the  close 
of  Yom  Kippur.  Here  too  each 
group  clusters  together  according 
to  national  and  ethnic  origin.  You 
can  spot  the  Kurds  and  the  Yem- 
enites and  the  Chassidim  from 
Eastern  Europe,  and  the  Moroc- 
cans and  the  Iraqis,  the  Ashken- 
azim  from  Western  Europe  and 
the  "Anglo-Saxim,"  each  small 
group  worshipping  ac  cording  to  its 
tradition  and  its  custom.  It  is  a 
kaleidoscope  of  color  and  move- 
ment and  sound. 

But  soon  you  realize  that,  with 
all  the  difference,  it  is  a  whole, 
it  is  one  people.  Jerusalem,  the 
city  of  peace,  is  united  in  its  pray- 
er for  peace. 

In  the  streets  of  Jerusalem,  there 
is  a  special  stillness.  It  is  the  end 
of  the  old  year,  the  beginning  of 
a  new  year. 


RESEARCH  CONFERENCE

This  past  year  we  have  witness- 
ed the  continuing  tragedy  of  those 
of  our  people  still  remaining  in 
Iraq  and  in  Egypt.  We  have  seen 
new  onslaughts  against  our  people 
in  Eastern  Europe,  with  the  at- 
tackers cloaking  their  anti-Sem- 
itism in  the  euphemism  of  "anti- 
Zionism."  or  "fighting  against 
Zionist  Imperialism." 

The  Jews  of  the  free  world  have 
spoken  out  and  acted  as  one 
against  these  newer  oppressions. 
World  opinion  was  sought  out  in 
order  to  focus  it  on  the  perpetra- 
tors of  these  crimes  against  our 
people.  At  the  same  time,  during 
this  past  year,  the  threat  to  Israel 
continued  to  mount  as  our  Arab 
neighbors  have  been  re-armed  far 
beyond  their  pre-Six  Day  War 
strength.  But  Israel's  power  to 
defend  its  borders  has  increased 
so  that  we  can  walk  the  streets  of 
our  cities,  till  our  fields,  even 
under  menace,  and  continue  to 
build  the  Jewish  homeland.  And 
in  the  face  of  these  enormous  dif- 
ficulties, we  have  brought  to 
places  of  safety  those  among  our 
people  who  could  escape,  and 
many  of  them  to  Israel. 

In  fact,  we  have  been  able  to 
go  about  the  business  ol  building 
Israel  at  a  pace  unprecedented  in 
the  twenty-one  previous  years  of 
the  State.  The  economy  is  grow- 
ing. The  cry  is  for  more  workers, 
especially  skilled  workers,  to  man 
the  nation's  growing  and  tech- 
nologically advancing  industrial 
plant.  Basic  problems  of  human 
needs,  many  of  them  the  residue 
of  the  unfinished  job  of  absorb- 
ing the  earlier  mass  immigration 
—were  tackled  with  new  vigor. 
Increased  resources  were  applied 
to  assure  that  every  citizen  will 
be  brought  into  the  mainstream 
ol  the  still  developing  modern 
Israeli  society.  This  becomes  an 
extremely  important  activity  be- 
cause, after  several  years  of  de- 
cline, immigration  took  a  sudden 
spurt  after  the  Six-Day  War  anel 
continues  to  grow.  Especially 
satisfying  —  and  vital  to  Israel's 
progress  —  is  the  increased  im- 
migration from  the  Jewish  com- 
munities of  the  free  world,  an 
immigration  based  obviously  on 
choice. 

All    these    achievements  have 


been  made  possible  b>  the 
strengthening  of  the  unity  of  the 
Jewish  people.  For  we  have  also 
witnessed,  this  past  year,  the  fur- 
ther reinforcement  of  our  ties 
with  one  another  and  the  intensi- 
fication of  our  sense  of  mutual  re- 
sponsibility. Huge  tasks  still  con- 
front us  in  the  year  that  is  about 
to  begin.  Some  300,000  Jews,  not 
including  those  in  the  Soviet 
Union,  live  in  a  condition  of  op- 
pression. We  must  bring  those  to 
safet)  and  an  environment  of  hope 
who  will  be  permitted  to  leave. 
This  can  be  done  by  our  pressure 
on  the  conscience  of  the  world. 

Although  the  security  of  Israel 
is  based  on  the  power  ol  its  arms, 
the  strength  of  Israel  is  also  in 
the  quality  of  its  people.  But  this 
must  be  reinforced  by  the  under- 
standing of  our  friends.  For  this, 
we  can't  depend  solely  on  the  jus- 
tice of  our  cause.  We  must  count 
and  depend  on  world  Jewry  to 
interpret  —  and  support  —  our 
cause. 

Nor  can  the  building  of  Israel 
be  measured  only  by  the  growth 
of  its  economy.  What  is  of  mount- 
ing importance  is  the  vital  be- 
ginings  now  being  made  in  meet- 
ing; the  human  needs  of  those  im- 
migrants who  brought  with  them 
the  physical  and  social  handicaps 
of  their  previous  conditions.  The 
poverty  of  the  deprived  cannot  be 
allowed  to  perpetuate  itself  and 
the  weak  must  become  strong. 
Regardless  of  any  physical  distance 
between  us,  we  are  one  people  and 
we  share  one  dream:  That  Israel 
Live  In  Peace  With  Its  Neigh- 
bors, That  All  Mankind  Live  In 
Peace,  and  that  our  human  and 
material  resources  will  build  in 
Israel  a  society  expressing  those 
Jewish  values  which  are  still  the 
moral  indicators  in  a  divided 
world. 

It  is  this  dream  which  makes 
all  Jews  one  people. 

It  is  this  dream  which  will  sus- 
tain us  in  the  trials  which  are 
bound  to  come. 

It  is  this  dream  which  will  in- 
spire us  to  confront  the  challenge' 
of  the  New  Year.

As  we  prepare  to  enter  the  new 
year,  mankind  looks  to  the  skies 
For  his  greatest  technological 
achievements,  whilst  at  the  same 
time  must  face  the  crisis  of  soul 
and  community  here  on  earth. 
This  conflict  of  accomplishment, 
stressing  our  most  noble  strivings 
and  our  most  frustrating  failings, 
reaffirm  that  neither  the  heavens 
nor  the  earth  are  mans  domain, 
but  that  all  of  the  universe  is 
God's  creation. 

There  is  little  doubt  that  the 
world  today,  in  the  midst  of  its 
greatest  struggle  for  the  survival 
of  the  democratic  heritage,  stands 
at  the  crossroads  of  history. 
Great  efforts  are  being  made  now, 
as  the  turmoil  of  daily  confronta- 
tion fills  our  lives,  to  create  the 
world  anew.  The  decisions  which 
must  be  made  may  fix  our  course 
for  centuries  to  come  and,  if  great 
crises  recur  in  future  years,  they 
will  spring  primarily  From  the 
indecision  of  today. 

If  we  expect  to  Fashion  a  better 
world,  we  must  First  determine 
and  understand  the  causes  that 
have  brought,  and  continue  to 
bring,  so  much  misery  and  mis- 
fortune to  a  time  which  should 
be  the  most  advanced  in  human 
civilization;  a  century  which  may 
draw  upon  the  common  pool  of 
human  efforts,  achievements  and 
experiences,  and  bring  to  all  the 
world  the  blessings  of  peace  and 
prosperity. 

The  social,  political  and  eco- 
nomic conflicts  now  raging,  I  be- 
lieve are  the  direct  result  of  the 
crisis  in  our  moral  and  spiritual 
life.  This  crisis,  of  course,  is  re- 
flected also  in  the  Field  oF  educa- 
tion. 

There  was  a  time  when  people 
thought  education  alone  could  as- 
sure the  salvation  of  humanity, 
and  that  human  knowledge  could 
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save  mankind  from  all  misfortune. 
We  find,  however,  that  knowledge 
alone,  while  it  may  lead  to  ma- 
terial progress  and  the  advance- 
ment of  human  intellect,  can  never 
provide  a  moral  mode  of  living, 
or  insure  salvation  lor  mankind. 
Thus  our  youth,  no  longer  im- 
pressed by  the  affluence  of  society 
are  demanding,  at  many  times  in 
unacceptable  ways,  the  spiritual 
rebirth  of  a  nation.  They  challenge 
us  to  practice  what  we  preach  .  .  . 
and  also  what  we  teach. 

IF  present-day  educators  and 
leaders  in  government  are  alarm- 
ed that  this  nation,  with  its  great 
seats  of  learning  and  universities, 
has  Failed  to  stem  the  force  of 
unrest  in  the  land,  it  is  primarily 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  modern 
age  has  overestimated  the  power 
of  material  knowledge  to  influence 
the  conduct  of  human  beings.  Our 
knowledge  of  the  natural  sciences, 
the  social  sciences  and  the  human- 
ities has  not  failed  us;  we  have 
Failed  it  by  expecting  these 
branches  of  learning  to  serve  a 
purpose  which  is  not  within  their 
domain  —  namely,  the  creation 
of  an  ideal  society. 

The  complete  divorcement  be- 
tween scientific  research,  which 
is  based  upon  the  creative  ingenu- 
ity of  man,  and  spiritual  and 
moral  ideals,  which  are  based  up- 
on divine  knowledge,  has  brought 
disastrous  consequences  to  our  so- 
cial order.  A  society  which  remains 
indifferent  to  the  importance  of 
morality  in  the  life  of  society  be- 
comes, in  the  course  of  time,  an 
opponent  of  morality.  Our  great- 
est problem  in  the  field  of  educa- 
tion is  not  lack  of  knowledge,  but 
the  responsibility  of  determining 
the  purpose,  end  and  function  of 
education. 

I  believe  that  what  is  needed 
most  is  a  unifying  principle  in 
the  pursuit  of  knowledge.  A  prin- 
ciple which  begins  in  the  home. 
A  responsbility  of  teacher  as  par- 
ent, and  parent  as  teacher,  each 
promoting  the  importance  ol 
moral  and  ethical  values  which 
lead  to  an  ideal  evaluation  of 
men  and  the  world  we  live  in. 

This  spiritual  philosophy  is  but 
a  reaffirmation  of  the  noble  Jew- 
ish concept  of  the  sacred  worth 
of  the  individual.  The  knowledge 
that  the  world  is  the  sum  total  of 
its  parts,  the  nation  the  sum  total 
of  its  families,  the  family  the  sum 
total  of  its  individual  members, 
and,  as  our  Sages  say,  each  mem- 
ber of  the  universe  laying  claim 
that  for  his  sake  was  the  world 
created. 

We  should  take  careful  note  of 
this  as  we  stand  precariously  on 
the  threshold  of  the  universe.  The 
future  form  of  our  government, 
our  social  order,  and  the  many 
diverse  groups  in  society,  depends 
upon  each  of  us!

and  the 

GENERATION  GAP

"Happy  is  the  generation  in 
which  the  elders  listen  to  the 
young:  the  result  will  be  that  the 
young  will  listen  to  the  elders." 

It  is  particularly  significant  that 
this  insight  is  found  in  the  trac- 
tate of  the  Talmud  which  bears 
the  name  "Rosh  Hashanah"  (Page 
25B),  containing  the  laws,  customs, 
and  teachings  about  these  holy 
days  of  the  New  Year.  It  focuses 
on  the  crucial  issue  of  our  times, 
apparently,  as  of  all  times  —  how 
can  the  right  values  be  communi- 
cated effectively  and  meaningfully 
between  old  and  young,  parents 
and  children,  teachers  and  stu- 
dents. What  a  boon  to  contem- 
porary life,  if  we  could  begin  to 
handle  this  challenge  with  wis- 
dom! 

A  key  phrase  in  creating  a 
meaningful  relation  between  gen- 
erations is  found  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  the  "shema"  (Deuteron- 
omy 6:4).  It  is  usually  translated 
as:  "teach  it  (Torah,  values,  truth) 
diligently  to  your  children."  A 
better  translation  of  "v'shee-nan- 
tem  l'vah-ney-chaw"  would  be 
"spell  it  out  (or  sharpen  the  point) 
for  your  children."  The  implica- 
tions are  clear:  The  reasoning  be- 
hind a  value  (or  a  course  of  ac- 
tion), patient  concern  with  a  wil- 
lingness to  listen,  genuine  involve- 
ment, are  all  necessary  if  the  old 
is  to  influence  the  young. 

This  attitude  that  should  gov- 
ern the  relationship  between  par- 
ents and  children  relates  directly 
to  teacher-student  relations,  which 
is  central  to  all  education.  In  the 
Ethics  of  the  Fathers  (1:1)  "raise 
many  disciples"  is  related  to  the 
responsibility  of  a  teacher  to  spell 
out  his  reasoning  and  the  need  to 
influence  a  student  by  the  person- 
al example  of  the  teacher,  as  well 
as  what  he  says. 

The  entire  system  of  American 
education  —  on  the  high  school 
and  especially  the  college  level  — 
suffers  from  the  failure  to  grasp 
this  basic  Jewish  view  of  educa- 
tion. A  wall  exists  between  teacher 
and  potential  disciple;  "raise  your 
salary"  (with  government  or  pri- 
vate foundation  jobs)  is  too  often 
the  faculty  goal,  rather  than  "raise 
disciples."  The  glory  of  "publish 
or  perish"  takes  the  place  of 
"teach  (well)  or  perish."  The  re- 
sult is  a  factory  for  degrees  that 
leads  to  higher  standards  of  liv- 
ing, instead  of  school  of  learning 


for  training  in  character  to  make 
a  better  life.  A  college  student 
once  told  me  that  the  only  time 
he  received  a  call  from  the  office 
of  the  Dean  of  Students  in  his 
four  years  of  college  was  to  inform 
him  to  stop  folding  his  IBM  iden- 
tification card! 

Decentralization  of  the  burge- 
oning campus  into  a  multi-uni- 
versity: teacher  rewards  (even  ma- 
terial ones)  and  recognition  for 
raising  disciples:  new  (or  really 
old)  methods  ol  creating  an  at- 
mosphere of  genuine  involvement 
between  teacher  -  student  -  society 
arc  urgently  needed.  This  must 
happen  if  American  education  is 
to  "stop  the  carnival"  (Sloan  Wil- 
son's description  of  it  a  decade 
ago)  and  we  are  to  achieve  the  real 
goal  of  learning  as  defined  by  Mr. 
George  II.  Leonard,  Senior  Editor 
of  Look  Magazine  as  "individual 
human  change." 

On  Rosh  Hashana  it  is  vital  to 
stress  this  central  role  of  education 
and  the  challenge  to  raise  a  gene- 
ration with  character  and  under- 
standing. As  it  has  been  said:  it 
takes  more  wisdom  to  fashion  a 
child  into  a  good  adult  than  to 
develop  or  improve  the  atom 
bomb. 

It  is  in  such  wisdom  that  Ju- 
daism is  rooted.  On  the  holy  day 
of  Rosh  Hashanah,  which  com- 
memorates the  birthday  of  Adam, 
the  father  of  all  mankind,  we  pray 
for  such  wisdom  to  guide  the 
family  of  man  in  our  own  nation 
and  throughout  the  world. 


A  brief  filed  in  the  United 
States  Supreme  Court  argues  that 
the  vaguely  worded  delinquency 
regulations  of  the  Selective  Ser- 
vice System,  under  which  regis- 
trants can  be  reclassified  I-A  and 
called  up  for  immediate  induc- 
tion, give  local  draft  boards  un- 
constitutional powers  to  deter- 
free  speech. 

The  brief  was  filed  by  the 
American  Jewish  Congress  acting 
as  a  "friend  of  the  court"  in  two 
cases  which  the  Supreme  Court 
will  hear  in  the  fall. 

The  brief  argues  that  "failure 
of  the  regulations  to  limit  the 
scope  of  the  delinquency  proced- 
ures affords  local  draft  boards 
"unbridled  discretion"  in  decid- 
ing in  each  case  when  and  if  the 
procedures  are  to  be  invoked.

An  Israeli  spokesman  made  it 
crystal-dear  this  week  that  ihe 
[erusalem  Government  will  never 
again  allow  the  clock  to  be  turned 
back  either  to  1948,  1956  or  to 
1967.  "There's  a  new  Mideast 
reality  today,"  he  told  this  writer. 

Analyzing  the  current  situation 
in  the  light  of  the  many  efforts 
being  made  to  solve  the  Middle 
East  crisis,  the  spokesman  painted 
the  following  picture: 

The  Six-Day  War  had  brought 
about  two  developments  that 
fundamentally  changed  the  stra- 
tegic and  political  map. 

1.  It  created  for  the  first  lime 
an  avenue  of  potential  negotia- 
tion for  peace,  the  occupied  areas 
being  subject  of  critical  concern 
and  interest  to  the  neighboring 
Arab  States. 

2.  For  the  first  time  Israel  has 
gained  secure  defensive  lines  along 
natural  strategic  barriers  —  the 
Sue/  Canal,  the  fordan  River,  the 
Golan  Heights  —  removing  the 
threat  to  all  of  Israel's  population 
centers,  with  the  exception  of  a 
number  of  villages.  The  situation 
before  June  1967  was  the  very  op- 
posite. 

These  developments  are  with- 
out precedent,  as  are  the  prospects 
for  peace  which  they  have  gene- 
rated. 

The  justification  for  this  view 
is  the  interrelationship  between 
the  aforementioned  situations. 
The  cease-fire  status-quo  gives  Is- 
rael an  immeasurably  strengthen- 
ed security  that  it  can  indefinitely 
maintain. 

The  Arabs  States,  on  the  other 
hand,  give  top  priority  to  the  re- 
storation of  their  territories.  Given 
a  situation  in  which  these  States 
would  conclude  that  neither  an 
all-out  war  nor  an  imposed  politi- 
cal settlement  would  succeed  in 
changing  the  existing  status-quo 
in  their  favor,  there  are  grounds 
to  assume  that  they  would  ponder 
the  alternative  of  a  negotiated 
peace.  The  emergence  of  such  a 
situation  depends  on  two  factors: 

1.  The  maintenance  of  Israel's 
deterrent  strength  as  the  means 
to  eliminate  the  Arab  option  of 
renewed  full-scale  war. 

2.  The  insistence  on  the  part  of 
powers  anxious  for  a  genuine 
peace  upon  the  principle  of  re- 
c  mediation  between  the  parties 
through  a  direct  negotiation  of 
iheii  differences. 

Any  development  that  weakens 
Israel  militarily,  or  that  feeds  the 
Arab  hope  of  an  imposed  political 
settlement  short  of  peace  under- 
mines this  organic  peace  process. 

Full-scale  war  is  not  imminent 
because  Nasser  is  not  ready  for  it. 
He  acknowledges  that  were  he  to 


attack  in  strength  now.  he  would 
face  the  prospect  of  another  de- 
feat. This  is  not  to  say  he  is  not 
arming  and  planning  for  war.  But 
to  the  extent  that  Israel  is  able  to 
maintain  an  arms  balance,  an 
Egyptian  assault  remains  unlikely. 

Israel  has  argued  that  the  So- 
viet Union,  though  certainly  an- 
xious to  see  a  continuation  of  Mid- 
east tensions,  does  not  want  war 
in  the  Mideast.  The  Soviets  fear 
war  because  they  fear  its  likely 
end-defeat,  the  fall  of  Nasser  and. 
with  him,  the  loss  to  the  Soviets 
of  their  major  foothold  in  the 
area.  Rusisa  fears  the  danger  of 
super-power  confrontation. 

With  regard  to  the  terrorist 
question,  the  considerable  atten- 
tion focused  on  these  organizations 
ha-  imparted  to  them  a  military 
and.  political  significance  which 
Israel  does  not  share.  They  do  not 
have  the  strength  to  threaten  the 
cease-fire  regime,  nor  do  the\ 
have  the  capacity  to  bring  about 
full-scale  war.  Militarily,  they 
have  proved  a  failure,  mo^i  oi 
their  incursions  being  intercepted 
and  their  losses  high.  While  suc- 
ceeding, occasionally,  in  endan- 
gering the  lives  of  individual  Is- 
raelis, they  do  not  pose  a  threat 
to  Israel  itself.  The  total  active 
strength  of  the  terrorist  groups 
is  counted  in  the  thousands. 

The  Israeli  spokesman  conclud- 
ed that  "the  passage  of  time  has 
not  witnessed  an  acute  deteriora- 
tion of  the  overall  situation.  Noth- 
ing has  developed  since  Tune  1967 
that  can  legitimately  be  cited  as 
reason  to  compromise  on  the  cru- 
cial objective  of  peace,  directly 
negotiated  between  the  parties. 
For  only  such  a  peace  can  be  a 
lasting  peace."

Israel  Hails  Cardinal 


Cushing  s  Stand 


ON  MIDEAST 


Jerusalem.  (WIT)  -  The  Gov- 
ernment here  has  taken  note  oi 
a  recent  speech  on  the  Middle 
East  situation  delivered  hy  Rich- 
arc'  Cardinal  Cushing  oi  Boston 
before  an  Interfaith  Assembly  at 
Somerville,  Massachusetts. 

Delighted  with  the  position 
taken  by  the  noted  Catholic  lead- 
er, the  official  Government  press 
office  released  the  entire  speech 
which  contained,  among  other 
things,  the  following  five  basic 
points  which  were  introduced 
with  this  statement: 

"Israel  is  still  suspected  by  many 
of  having  in  the  past  stolen  the 
land  of  Palestine  from  its  right- 
ful owners;  she  is  accused  of  cal- 
lous indifference  towards  the  ref- 
ugees who  left  their  former  homes: 
she  is  accused  of  atrocities  and 
terror,  of  expansionist  designs. 
These  suspicions  and  accusations 
are  false.  The  facts,  to  my  mind, 
are  as  follows: 

"L  The  land  of  Palestine  was 
not  stolen  by  Jews  from  the  Arabs 
but  was  both  purchased  in  part 
and.  allotted  in  international  law 
to  the  Jewish  people  according  to 
a  partition  plan  by  a  large  major- 
ity vote  of  the  UN  by  reason  of 
its  continuous  historic  tie  with 
the  land. 

"2.  On  several  occasions,  Israel 
has  made  clear  her  desire  to  solve 
the  refugee  problem  equitably  but 
has  had  her  efforts  rebuffed  every 
time  by  her  enemies.  Moreover, 
every  reasonable  person  knows 
that  this  grave  problem  cannot  be 
resolved  before  there  is  peace. 

"3.  Israel  is  the  prey  of  a  mas- 
sive campaign  of  terror  and  atro- 
cities against  her  citizens,  despite 
a  cease-fire  agreed  to  by  both 
sides.  Since  the  end  of  the  Six- 
Day  war,  some  230  Israeli  citizens 
have  lost  their  lives  in  terrorist 
raids  and  870  have  been  wound- 
ed. 

"4.  Time  and  again  Israel  has 
called  for  peace  negotiations  with 
the  Arab  countries  of  a  kind  that 
will  produce  a  durable  peace,  but 

DR.  NEUMANN  CALLS  UPON

New  York,  (WUP)  -  in  a  state-

"5.  Previous  to  such  a  peace  she 
is  unwilling  to  withdraw  to  the 
boundaries  of  May  1967  because 
she  rightly  considers  such  a  move 
suicidal.  Should  she  do  so,  the 
Arab  armies,  fully  re-equipped  by 
Russia  and  with  thousands  of  Rus- 
sian technicians,  would  be  poised 
in  the  Gaza  Strip,  28  miles  from 
Tel  Aviv. 

"The  Jordanian  Army,  strength- 
ened by  10,000  Iraqi  troops,  would 
o  c  c  u  p  y  the  edge  of  the  West 
Bank,  less  than  ten  miles  from  the 
Mediterranean  Sea.  The  Syrian 
Army  would  occupy  the  Golan 
Heights,  there  to  take  up  again 
its  20-year  barrage  on  the  Jewish 
settlements  of  northern  Galilee. 

"Jerusalem  would  once  again 
be  a  divided  cit\,  and  Moslems 
as  well  as  Jews  of  the  New  City 
would  be  refused  access  to  their 
sacred  shrines  in  the  Arab  Old 
City  —  in  place  of  the  open  access 
all  believers  have  under  the  pres- 
ent Israeli  occupation." 

Cardinal  Cushing,  the  Israeli 
release  noted,  concluded  his  im- 
portant statement  by  saying  that 
"it  cannot  be  stressed  too  much 
that  the  central  issue  of  the  Arab- 
Israeli  conflict  is  a  genuine  con- 
cession on  the  part  of  the  Arab 
countries  of  Israels'  right  to  exist 
and  develop  peace.  The  failure 
to  concede  this  is  the  root  of  the 
entire  conflict."

ONCE  A  SEETHING  METROPOLIS  OF  NEIGHBORHOODS  .  . 
MANHATTAN  LOSING  NOW  ITS  LONE  JEWISH  "GHETTO'' 

GHETTO

The  other  day  New  York's 
Landmarks  Commission  looked  in 
on  Manhattan's  lower  East  Side 
and  designated  as  "historic  sites" 
two  Irish  churches,  two  Orthodox 
Jewish  synagogues,  a  savings  bank, 
an  old  Dutch  church,  a  public 
library  and  an  old  |ewish  grave- 
yard at  the  loot  of  the  old  no- 
torious Bowery. 

Local  denizens  —  a  hard  core 
of  East  Side  oldsters  who  still  re- 
call spectacular  days  of  their  van- 
ishing Jewish  Atlantis  —  will  tell 
yon  that  the  old  neighborhood  is 
mere  history  now,  its  "real"  land- 
marks things  of  the  past,  that  for- 
ever is  vanished  every  old  haunt 
that  once  gave  the  region  its  folk- 
sy flavor.  That  primeval  immi- 
grant mile  where  Mamie  O'Rourke 
used  to  trip  the  light  fantastic, 
obviously,  no  longer  shelters  I  oik 
"who  say  such  things  and  do 
strange  things,"  as  goes  the  old 
bouncy  tune. 

In  the  great  days  when  "Bow- 
ery" and  "Sidewalks"  and  "Eili 
Eili''  were  musical  portraits  of  the 
East  Side's  multi-ethnic  human 
variety,  they  called  it  "ghetto,"  a 
world  now  taking  on  new  dimen- 
sion. They  also  called  it  "little 
Jerusalem,"  and  the  Sunday  roto 
sections  depicted  the  neighbor- 
hood always  as  a  noisy,  crowded, 
"mysterious",  many-peopled  strip 
overrun  with  Europes  dropouts. 
That  strip  —  east  of  the  Bowery 
and  south  of  Fourteenth  Street  — 
has  not  altogether  given  up  its 
Jewish  ghost,  but  it  has  certainly 
changed.  As  ghosts  go,  too,  that 
Jewish  ghost  is  still  alive  there, 
though  not  as  agile  as  it  used  to 
be. 

Gone,  for  example,  are  its  great 
Yiddish  theaters  —  People's  The- 
ater, Windsor,  National  and, 
finally,  Schwartz's  Yiddish  Art 
Theater.  The  last  two  converted 
Second  Avenue  once  into  a  Yid- 
dish Picadilfy.  Before  that,  when 
Yiddish  theater  was  still  on  the 
Bowery  —  at  the  old  Windsor, 
for  example  —  Yiddish  chorus 
master  Sandler  composed  "Eili 
Eili,"  two  years  after  Lawlor  and 
Blake  gave  birth  to  "Sidewalks  of 
New  York"  and  four  years  after 
Hoyt  and  Gaunt  conceived  "Bow- 

er>\ 

Yiddish  immigrants  in  those 
early  Manhattan  clays  were  as 
drama-minded  as  their  Irish 
neighbors  were  vaudeville-mind- 
ed. Famous  story  of  those  days 
concerns  an  audience  applauding 


Author!  Author!  after  a  Yiddish 
performance  of  Hamlet.  The  pro- 
ducer announced  that  Shake- 
speare was  dead  but  that  his  Yid- 
dish translator  would  take  the 
bow.  "Faker!"  screamed  the  audi- 
ence. On  another  occasion,  "up- 
town" Reform  Jews  swooped 
down  to  warn  the  audience  that 
Yiddish  drama  could  only  retard 
the  "Americanization"  of  East  Sitt- 
ers. "Heraus!"  responded  the  au- 
dience to  a  man. 

Today,  almost  eight  decades 
later,  the  East  Side  claims  no  such 
involved  audiences.  An  erstwhile 
plethora  of  theaters  has  simmered 
down  to  occasional  hasty  puddings 
commemorating  the  old  smashes 
or  a  "benefit"  three-acter  based 
on  the  Nazi  holocaust  or  on  the 
birth  of  Israel.  Even  these  are 
not  staged  in  houses  of  theii  own, 
however,  but  put  up  lor  a  brief 
run  at  the  auditorium  of  Forverts, 
Yiddish  daily  still  holding  on  to 
a  nostalgic  readership,  or  at  Edu- 
cational Alliance,  a  social  welfare 
institution  down  East  Broadway 
c;nce  dedicated  to  wayward  moth- 
ers. 

Dead  is  the  great  Maurice 
Schwartz,  and  with  his  passing,  at 
sixty-nine,  died  the  Yiddish  Art 

Theater  that  he  founded  in  1918. 
When  Maurice  died,  six  years  ago. 
his  theater  on  Second  Avenue  at 

Twelfth  Street  was  taken  over  by 
"stripper"  Ann  Corio.  And,  in  the 
fall  of  f960,  too,  barely  six  months 
after  Maurice's  death,  the  Avenue's 
perennial  song-and-dance  man 
Aaron  Lebedoff  passed  on,  at 
eighty-seven,  leaving  the  Avenue 
sans  musical  comedy  as  Maurice 
had  left  it  sans  drama.  Both  had 
been  actor-impressarios,  and  the 
Hebrew  Actors  Union  lists  at  least 
half  of  its  roster  of  three  hundred 
members  as  unemployed. 

Their  "hangout,"  a  three-story 
white-plastered  brownstone  on 
Seventh  Street  east  of  Cooper 
Square,  by  the  Bowery,  is  their 
sole  reminder  of  better  days.  It 
used  to  be  their  check-in  point, 
where  they  picked  up  fan  mail, 
messages  and  reading  parts.  The 
club  is  as  redolent  of  old  New 
York  as  its  older  Irish  neighbor 
iMcSorley's  Old  Ale  House,  a 
couple  of  doors  away.  Back  in 
1854,  when  Second  Avenue  never 
dreamed  of  becoming  "Yiddish," 
McSorley's  regulars  had  the  curb 
to  themselves.  Then  things  chang- 
ed —  when  the  Irish  left.  Not 
until   1907,  however,  that  some- 
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bod)  got  the  idea  to  open  "Bres- 
lau's  Cafe,"  and  rechristened  his 
Yiddish  rendezvous  Cafe  Royal. 

But  in  195.S  Cafe  Royal,  too, 
passed  from  the  scene.  Unlike 
McSorley's,  which  moved  into  its 
second  century,  Royal  could  not 
move  even  into  its  second  half- 
century.  Moreover,  while  McSor- 
ley's found  its  bard  when  Joseph 
Mitchell  penned  a  bestseller  "Mc- 
Sorley's Wonderful  Saloon,"  Royal 
departed  silently.  But  it  had  serv- 
ed the  Yiddish  illuminati  faith- 
fully, being  their  Flore  and  Deux- 
Magots  and  Sardi's  combined. 

In  an  ear  that  preceded  espres- 
SG-by-candlelight,  a  sittery  like 
Cafe  Royal  was  no  minor  institu- 
tion. Its  Stammtische  even  boast- 
ed occasional  pilgrims  like  Ceorge 
M.  Cohan,  Alec  Woolcott,  Theo- 
dore Dreiser,  Sinclair  Lewis,  Fan- 
nie Hurst,  Hendrik  Willem  Van 
Loon,  not  to  mention  Charles 
Chaplin  and  John  Barrymore.  Its 
demise,  therefore,  was  the  most 
revealing  syndrome  of  the  state  of 
the  Ghetto,  a  lethal  blow  to  the 
"Yiddish  East  Side."  Old-timers 
at  Forverts  still  recall  how,  in 
1917-  Leon  Trotsky  plotted  at 
Royal  the  Russian  revolution,  and 
Chaim  Weizmann,  later,  the  State 
of  Israel. 

As  famous  as  Second  Ave.  was 
for  Yiddish  theater,  the  Ghettos 
streets  were  even  more  notorious 
lor  workers'  struggle  for  higher 
pa\  and  shorter  hours.  Mel- 
pomene, Thalia  and  Terpsichore 
often  took  second  place  to  Marx, 
Engels  and  Lenin.  Its  streets  re- 
sounded always  with  agitators,  pa- 
rades, lockouts  and  walkouts. 
Second  Avenue  was  the  dividing 
line  between  the  East  Side's 
sweatshop  workers  and  the  West 
Side's  sweatshops  in  a  booming 
Manhattan  at  the  turn  of  the  cen- 
tury. The  Ghetto  teemed  with 
"lyceums"  and  halls  whose  roof- 
tops were  a  mishmash  of  rococo 
pilasters  and  onion-shaped  cupo- 
las. Traces  of  some  of  these  are 
still  around,  recalling  the  podi- 
ums  and  rostrums  long  since  rip- 
ped out  to  make  room  for  the 
slum  dwellers. 

All  this  of  course  is  ancient  his- 
tory. What  remaining  halls  are 
still,  functional  are  now  used  for 
weddings.  On  Saturday  nights, 
you  may  still  hear  an  old-time 
Yiddish  waltz,  polka  and  kosa- 
chek,  reminiscent  of  the  'Eighties, 
when  such  halls  mushroomed  and 
Yiddish  nuptials  were  still  a  nov- 
elty east  of  the  Bowery.  Now,  too, 
trie  old-time  waltzes  melt  into  a 
bouncy  suite  of  oldies  like  "Bow- 
ery" and  "Sidewalk,"  which  the 
old-timers  accommodate  as  eager- 
1)  as  they  do  the  kosher-liver 
snacks,  though  both  are  a  bit  too 
much  for  the  old  bodies.  Man- 
hattan's old  ballads  have  become 
traditional  fare  at  Jewish  get-to- 
gediers  in  the  east,  though  the 
sights  and  soilnds  that  originally 
inspired  these  "oldies"  are  no 
more. 


Over  a  half  million  sweatshop 
workers  inhabited  the  Ghetto  be- 
fore World  War  One.  Its  noisiest 
denizens  were  the  radicals,  their 
demonstrations  always  defying 
Torah  -  scroll  processions  that 
would  mark  the  opening  of  a  new 
"shul"  (synagogue),  or  a  patron- 
saint  Italian  festival.  Economic 
adjustment  was  the  order  of  the 
day,  and  its  arch-spokesman  was 
"Abe"  Cahan,  editor  of  the  work- 
ers' paper,  Forverts  ("Jewish  Daily 
Forward")  and  ally  of  London- 
born  Sam  Gompers,  Jewish  first 
president  of  the  American  Federa- 
tion of  Labor.  Even  Emma  Gold- 
man, fiery  anarchist  Jewess  from 
Russia  at  first  aided  and  abetted 
them.  So  did  Margaret  Sanger, 
not  a  Jewess,  urging  the  sweat- 
shop workers  to  cut  their  birth- 
rate down. 

But  no  radical  was  as  involved 
with  the  Ghetto  as  Abe  Cahan. 
He  died  in  1951,  and  to  the  day 
of  his  death,  at  ninety-one,  had 
never  abandoned  the  East  Side.  In 
his  vigorous  days,  that  intrepid 
lighter  for  the  poor  would  be 
seen  walking  down  to  his  office 
on  East  Broadway  from  his  du- 
plex apartment  on  Fifth  Avenue 
at  Ninth  Street.  Editor  in  chief 
of  the  largest  foreign  language 
newspaper  in  the  country,  he  so 
loved  the  Ghetto  that  he  took  time 
off  to  turn  out  several  genre  nov- 
els with  an  East  Side  locale.  His 
"The  Rise  of  David  Levinsky" 
remains  the  Ghettos'  epic  to  this 
day. 

"The  East  Side,"  he  had  writ- 
ten, "has  become  the  Ghetto  ol 
the  American  metropolis  and,  in- 
deed, the  metropolis  of  the  Ghet- 
tos of  the  world  —  a  seething  hu- 
man sea  fed  by  streams,  stream- 
lets and  rills  of  immigration 
flowing  from  all  the  Yiddish- 
speaking  centers  of  Europe."  When 
he  wrote  these  lines,  Edison  was 
first  showing  off  his  motion  picture 
camera,  the  first  gas-driven  car 
was  chugging  along  a  street  in 
Springfield,  Mass.,  and  the  third 
American  Presidential  assassination 
had  already  taken  place.  The 
young  anarchist  who  shot  down 
the  fifty-eight  year  old  McKinley 
had  called  him  "an  enemy  of 
good,  working  people,"  and  so  it 
was  whispered  that  the  assassin 
had  been  inspired  by  the  Ghetto's 
radicals.  The  East  Side  was  finally 
relieved  when  it  was  learned  that 
the  murderer  was  not  a  New 
Yorker,  to  begin  with. 

By  then  the  East  Side  had  al- 
ready become  predominantly  Jew- 
ish. The  Irish,  who  had  first  set- 
tled the  quarter  after  the  great 
potato  famine  back  home,  and  the 
Germans,  who  had  joined  them 
after  a  revolution  in  their  own 
country,  were  fast  leaving  the 
streets  east  of  the  Bowery.  Neither 
the  Irish  nor  the  Germans  were 
sure  whether  it  was  the  Jews  from 
Russia  that  were  crowding  them 
out  or  the  Italians  from  Sicily  and 
(Please  turn  to  Page  16) 
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Sardinia  moving  in  simultaneous- 
ly. For  the  East  Side  had  already 
separated  into  a  "little  Jerusalem" 
and  a  "little  Italy"  —  the  Bowery 
a  borderline  between  them  and 
Mulberry  Street  for  the  Italians 
what  Hester  Street  was  for  the 
(ews,  an  open-air  market. 

And,  finally,  like  t he  Irish  and 
the  Germans  before  them,  the 
fews  and  Italians  too  —  between 
the  Depression  Twenties  and 
World  War  Two  —  bowed  to  a 
new  influx,  from  the  West  Indies. 
Then  —  after  World  War  Two  — 
paradoxically,  again,  a  new  influx 
of  Jewish  "refugees"  from  the 
cauldrons  of  Hitler  infiltrated  the 
ever-changing  streets  east  of  the 
Bowery,  in  a  kind  of  last  Jewish 
flicker  before  the  Ghetto  lights 
go  out.  If  the  East  Side,  then, 
has  changed  in  all  other  respec  ts, 
it  has  certainly  changed  in  this 
respect  too  —  that  the  old  radical 
Jewish  canards  are  heard  no  more, 
in  fact  are  sheer  blasphemy  now. 

Now,  curiously,  even  one-lime 
Y  iddish  radicals  might  drop  in  to 
join  the  minyan  (prayer  quorum) 
at  the  old,  remaining  shuls  on 
Willett,  Forsyth,  Henry  or  Riv- 
ington  Streets,  and  particularly 
on  East  Broadway,  once  the  hub 
of  the  "Anarchisten"  and  "Sozial- 
isten."  Those  able  to  scrape  up 
enough  cash  for  a  cooperative 
apartment  in  one  of  the  new  hous- 
ing developments  that  have  re- 
placed the  old  "lung  blocks,"  may 
now  be  spotted  on  the  high-rise 
terraces  wearing  the  ancient  "yar- 
mulka,"  headgear  denoting  Ortho- 
dox piety.  In  the  old  days  —  their 
"sweatshop"  days  —  they  scoffed  at 
the  "yarmulka  wearers."  Those 
were  the  days  when  the  "ready  to 
wear"  suit  was  created,  and  they 
identified  their  fifteen-hour  work- 
day with  Orthodoxy.  Many  "bos- 
ses" were  Orthodox,  wore  the 
"yarmulka"  and  ran  the  East  Side 
shuls,  besides  the  dirtiest  sweat- 
shops. 

Be  it  as  it  may,  the  East  Side's 
"ready  to  wear"  items  now  are  the 
yarmulkas  —  bushels  and  bushels 
of  them  in  cotton,  satin  and  vel- 
vet, besides  blue  and  red  velveteen 
coverlets  and  mantelets  for  Torah 
scrolls.  And  besides  such  sacrosanct 
paraphernalia,  there  are  black- 
striped  prayershawls  for  the  Or- 
thodox and  bluestriped  silk  or 
rayon  prayer-stoles  for  the  Con- 
servatives and,  above  all,  for  the 
nations'  barmitzvah  lads.  If  there 
are  any  traces  of  the  old-time  East 
Side  "sweatshop,"  it  is  due  to  this 
new  industry  in  sacred  articles  and 
vestments. 

The  blackstriped  prayershawl 
used  to  be  worn  by  ancient  Jews 
like  a  Roman  toga.  The  present 
abridged  version  in  blue-striped 
silk  or  rayon  is  regarded  as  an 
East  Side  creation,  long  popular 
for  "Confirmation"  events.  "Con- 
firmation,'' as  you  may  know,  ap- 
plies to   18-year  olds,  and   is  ac- 


companied by  lavish  banquets. 
The  blue-striped  stoles,  therefore, 
outsell  the  Orthodox  black-stripes 
about  ten  to  one,  according  to 
Ghetto  ledgers.  But  the  yarmulka 
outsells  them  both,  for  no  Jewish 
affair  is  complete  now  without  a 
white  satin  skullcap  for  every 
male. 

They  turn  those  beanies  out  on 
Suffolk,  Norfolk  and  Broome 
Streets  at  about  $1.05  per  dozen 
"plain"  —  minus  linings  but  with 
your  name  gold-stamped  inside 
or  out.  The  needle-workers  that 
turn  them  out  are  mostly  concen- 
tration-camp DPs.  happy  to  pedal 
their  sewing  machines  at  a  Federal 
minimum  pay.  They  pull  no 
strikes  for  higher  pay  or  shorter 
hours  as  their  predecessors  did 
back  in  1888,  for  example,  when 
the  East  Side  launched  United 
Hebrew  Trades,  alma  mater  of 
David  Dubinsky  and  the  late  Sid- 
ney Hillman.  In  Dave's  and  Sid- 
ney's rookie  days  "operators"  sat 
buried  under  a  mountain  of  fabric 
turning  out  a  dozen  pants  for  a 
dollar. 

Thus  today's  East  Siders  are  no 
revolutionaries.  Their  belief  in 
Utopia  was  shattered  even  before 
they  reached  Manhattan.  Now 
they  pray  while  they  work,  for- 
getting even  the  "time-and-one- 
half"  allowed  for  overtime  work. 
As  for  their  "bosses,"  often  they 
are  hardly  more  affluent  than 
their  workers,  having  all  started 
their  East  Side  shops  on  a  shoe- 
string. Yom  Kippur  finds  boss  and 
worker  at  the  same  shul.  In  the 
old  days,  Yom  Kippur  chiefly  lur- 
ed the  "boss"  to  prayer,  for  most 
workers  were  busy  reading  Marx's 
"Manifesto."  Now  too,  however, 
the  twenty-two  letters  of  the  He- 
brew alphabet  which  used  to  spell 
out  that  Manifesto  in  Yiddish, 
have  even  taken  on  still  another 
industry. 

Like  Aaron's  rod,  which  sprout- 
ed almonds,  the  Jewish  aleph-beth, 
so  to  say,  has  burgeoned  into  a 
sacred  book  industry  almost  attain- 
ing "bestsellerdom."  Canal  Street 
east  of  Sara  Delano  Roosevelt 
Park  has  even  become  a  kind  of 
Hebrew  and  Yiddish  Madison 
Avenue.  Of  course,  Canal  Street's 
publishing  industry  is  nothing  like 
Publishers  Row  uptown,  where  a 
product  like  Jaqueline  Susann's 
"Valley  of  the  Dolls'"— a  light,  one- 
volume  enterprise  —  becomes  a 
national  "bestseller."  Imagine,  in- 
stead, a  de  luxe  set  of  Encyclo- 
pedia Brittanica,  and  you  get  an 
idea  of  what  is  involved  in  a  mul- 
ti-volumned  "Babylonian  Tal- 
mud" as  done  on  Canal  Street. 
Big  business  without  benefit  of 
TV  "plug." 

Back  in  the  old  sweatshop  era, 
the  East  Side's  Yiddish  presses 
used  to  turn  out  risque  dime- 
novels,  and  small  "job  printing" 
shops  had  a  field  day  always  in 
circulars  and  broadsides.  "Dead- 
lines" always  tied  in  with  Ghetto 
events,  mostly  "demonstrations"  of 
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one  kind  or  another.  The  old  lino- 
typers,  of  course,  have  since  gone 
to  the  beyond,  some  of  them  to  a 
beyond  which  the  pious  consigned 
them  to  and  where  they  will  prob- 
ably have  to  do  much  explaining 
in  the  Yiddish  that  they  used  to 
spell  out  impeccably  on  their  letter 
presses  and  cm  their  Mergenthal- 
ers,  mostly  second  hand  machines. 

Though  their  East  Side-born 
sons  did  not,  it  seems,  follow  them 
to  the  Yiddish  Mergenthalers,  the 
gap  was  filled  in  1933  when  —  in 
that  year  alone  —  129,078  literate 
[ewish  DPs  found  their  way  to 
New  York,  and  an  average  of  eight 
thousand  more  per  year  later,  just 
as  literate.  Many  of  them  pious, 
they  crowded  into  the  southeaster- 
most  corner  of  the  Ghetto,  and 
some  across  the  bridge,  into  Wil- 
liamsburg. They  had  come,  of 
course,  empty-handed,  surely  min- 
us books.  In  fact,  their  persecu- 
tors had  bonfired  Jewish  books 
long  before  they  had  thought  ol 
Manhattan,  most  of  that  Jewish 
stuff  invaluable  incunabula  and 
rare  sacred  editions. 

So  East  Side  printers  now  run 
off  annually  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  outsize  tomes  in  the  an- 
cient quadratic  Hebrew  and  Ara- 
maic alphabets,  with  text  in  the 
middle  of  the  page  and  margin- 
alia surrounding  the  text  like 
whipped  cream  on  a  birthday  cake. 
The  new  lithography  techniques, 
evidently,  have  been  more  con- 
ducive to  lower  prices  than  the 
old  linotypes  or  letter  presses.  And 
Canal  Street  has  thus  become 
Publishers  Row  for  about  forty- 
five  hundred  Orthodox,  Conserva- 
tive and  Reform  synagogues,  con- 
gregations and  temples  the  coun- 
try over,  not  to  mention  about 
1  if  teen  rabbinical  seminaries  and 
about  two  hundred  and  fifty 
parochial  "day  schools." 

\Vfithin,  then,  of  a  radius  of 
seven  East  Side  blocks  beginning 
north  from  Delancey  Street,  south- 
ward, Hebrew  Publishing  Com- 
pany, for  example,  a  pioneer,  turns 
out  prayerbooks,  breviaries  and 
hymnals  with  English  translation, 
while  on  Canal  Street,  Goldman- 
Reinman's  emporium  focuses  on 
scholia  for  the  pedants.  The 
"giants"  dominate  the  industry, 
as  everywhere,  putting  out  "pack- 
ages" in  gold-stamped  leather  and 
"leatherette,"  feeding  the  private 
libraries  of  devout  newlyweds,  an 
honored  Jewish  custom.  As  Canal 
Street  will  confess,  at  least  a  sixth 
of  America's  six  million  Jews  have 
become  "Jewish-book  conscious." 

But  if  that  figure  is  accurate, 
it  is  sheer  irony.  For  the  old 
Ghetto  even  at  its  peak  made  no 
such  boast.  So  sigh  the  old  Yid- 
dish cynics  watching  the  "boom" 
in  Yiddish  and  Hebrew  esoterica 
from  their  Garden  Cafeteria  tables 
next  door  of  Forverts.  "Garden 
Cafeteria,"  in  fact,  has  become  a 
sort  of  lunchtime  Cafe  Royal,  sit- 
uated as  it  is  alongside  the  last 
two  Yiddish  dailies,  where  East 


Broadway  touches  Canal.  The 
Yiddish  literati  indeed  sigh  for 
the  good  old  days  when  the  neigh- 
borhood was  not  so  Talmud- 
minded,  when  instead  it  preferred 
to  put  out,  as  it  did  indeed,  one 
hundred  and  fifty  daily,  monthly 
and  holiday  publications  in  Yid- 
dish, besides  a  bumper  crop  of 
"yearbooks"  jampacked  with  East 
Side  ads. 

Reminiscing  at  Garden  Cafe- 
teria now,  the  die-hard  fraternity 
recalls  how  it  used  to  be  easy  in 
the  old  days  to  start  an  avant- 
garde  publication  and  keep  going 
on  local  Ghetto  ads  alone,  Ghetto 
merchants  advertising  anything 
from  arch  supports  to  abdominal 
trusses.  Garden  Cafeteria  table- 
hoppers  now  frankly  lament  a 
state  of  affairs  that  has  relegated 
Yiddish  classics  like  Sholom  Alei- 
chem  to  second  place.  Totally  re- 
signed, they  call  it  a  reversion. 
Yiddish  has  reached  such  a  pass, 
they  say,  that  leg-men.  rewrite 
men  and  columnists  at  Forverts 
and  Day-Morning  Journel  have 
had  to  promise  the  pious  Talmud 
perusers  that  they  will  never  more 
write  editorial  copy,  or  set  it  up 
in  lead,  on  the  holy  Sabbath,  when 
no  decent,  pious  Jew  works,  takes 
a  smoke  or  a  subway  ride.  The 
newsmen  pull  the  shades  down 
if  they  do  find  themselves  in  their 
Yiddish  City  Rooms  on  East 
Broadway  on  the  Sabbath. 

The  newsmen  now  placate  the 
pious,  something  they  would  never 
have  done,  say,  in  1916,  when  the 
Yiddish  dailies  claimed  537,982 
readers,  with  out  ol  town  editions, 
in  Chicago,  Philadelphia  and  Bos- 
ton, and  a  nationwide  contingent 
of  stringers.  By  1933,  however, 
combined  readership  was  down  to 
less  than  half,  threatening  to  go 
further  downhill  but  for  the  pious 
newcomers.  Still.  b\  1946  the 
Ghetto's  dailies  had  shrunk  to  hall 
its  readership  again,  despite  336,- 
996  newcomers  checked  by  HIAS 
(Hebrewr  Immigrant  Aid  Society) 
and  most  of  them  Yiddish  speak- 
ing. According  to  A.  B.  C.  figures, 
the  last  two  dailies  of  the  Ghetto 
now  barely  claim  one  hundred 
thousand  subscribers  —  most  of 
them  not  on  the  East  Side,  how- 
ever. 

So  even  Forverts,  militant  So- 
cialism -  oriented,  labor  -  directed 
organ,  has  been  devoting  more 
and  more  space  to  the  old-time 
religion,  space  formerly  occupied 
by  the  International  Ladies  Gar- 
ment Workers  Union  and  the 
Amalgamated  Clothing  Workers 
of  America.  Both  Forverts  and 
Day-Journal  now  run  features 
aimed  at  Orthodox  readers.  Fri- 
day editions  are  packed  with  rab- 
binical greetings,  Orthodox  nu- 
ptials, barmitzvah  announcements 
and  "torah"  news  catering  to  East 
Side  and  Brooklyn  shul  readers. 
Where  years  ago  these  dailies 
headlined  the  ill-housed,  ill- 
clothed  and  ill-fed,  they  now  head- 
line ecclesiastical  news  in  addition 
(Please  turn  to  Page  18) 
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to  rabbinical  sermons  disguised  as 
"think  pieces."  As  once  the  beards 
of  Marx  and  Engels  and  Trotsky 
dressed  up  the  columns,  so  now 
do  the  beards  of  legendary  Hasi- 
dic  saints.  East  Side  readers  now 
find  "miracle"  tales  based  on  the 
ancient  Jewish  mystics  more  topi- 
cal, more  germane  to  their  own 
'"Hasidic"  lives  in  the  Ghetto. 

Hasidic?  Hasidism  was  launch- 
ed back  in  the  Eighteenth  Cen- 
tury, by  so-called  pietists  at  about 
the  same  time  that  Pietism  began 
in  the  Lutheran  church.  It  be- 
came so  popular  among  the  Yid- 
dish-speaking farmers  and  prole- 
tarians ol  Poland,  Galicia,  Hun- 
gary, the  Ukraine  and  the  whole 
Carpathian  region  —  that  it  ulti- 
mately reached  into  the  East  Side 
Ghetto.  But  that  had  happened 
before  World  War  One,  when 
East  Hasids  were  the  special  tar- 
get of  the  Ghetto's  Marxists, 
anarchists  and  nondescript  radi- 
cals. Now,  however,  they  roam  the 
Ghetto  unmolested.  You  may  see 
them  strolling  on  Sabbath  days  in 
their  long,  black  caftans  and 
shtrainmel  fur  hats,  the  latter  a 
kind  of  astrakhan.  Underneath 
the  furred  brim  jut  out  long, 
braided  side-curls,  typical  of  the 
old  Hasidic:  hemlets  of  Eastern 
Europe. 

Not  very  long  before  Maurice 
Schwartz  died,  however,  such  garb 
was  chiefly  stage  props  in  Second 
Avenue's  Yiddish  theaters  —  opera- 
bouffe  treatment  of  the  colorful 
cult  of  Hasidism.  Stars  like  Lud- 
wig  Satz  —  he  died  in  1944  —  were 
notorious  for  preferring  Hasidic 
roles  topped  by  sh  trammel,  so  to 
say.  Hasidism  —  remember  the 
"Dybbuk"?  —  always  lent  itself  to 
song  and  dance  and  theatricalism 
light  and  serious  and,  above  all, 
to  "mystic"  vestments  required  by 
religious  theme  and  plot.  Now, 
however,  though  the  Yiddish 
theaters  are  gone,  it  is  the  Ghetto's 
streets  that  constitute  the  sage  for 
the  Hasidic  boots,  caftans,  pan- 
cake hats  and  sh  trammels. 

Into  Williamsburg,  across  the 
bridge,  too,  much  of  the  East 
Sides  more  authentic  and  more 
fervid  Hasidic  activity  has  spilled 
over,  particularly  during  the  past 
decade  and  a  half.  On  the  Man- 
hattan side,  however,  Hasidism 
has  taken  on  a  more  eclectic  and 
international  flavor  —  with  Lith- 
uanians, Latvians,  White  Rus- 
sians, Israelis  and  American-born 
Orthodox  Jews  vigorously  com- 
mitted to  that  happy  cult.  Not  at 
all  surprising,  for  there  had  always 
been  a  hard  core  of  Hasidic  Or- 
thodoxy east  of  the  Bowery.  Not 
until  the  Hasids  began  coming 
in  in  droves,  however,  much  later, 
did  the  East  Side's  Orthodox 
crawl  out  of  their  shell,  as  it  were. 
Until  then  they  had  kept  pretty 
much  to  themselves. 

Telling  their  story  in  his  old 
age.  Abe  Cahan  remembered  the 


Ghetto's  pious  handful  thus:  "In 
1887  I  taught  at  a  very  strange 
school,  Etz  Chaim,  on  East  Broad- 
way between  Market  and  Pike 
Streets.  Orthodox  East  Siders  of 
the  old-fashioned  kind  wanted 
their  boys  to  be  brought  up  like 
their  ancestors  —  for  instance,  the 
kids  to  wear  their  caps,  which  was 
done  at  the  city  schools,  and  to 
spend  their  days  over  the  Talmud. 
Anyhow,  they  started  a  parochial 
school  —  yeshivah  —  and  the  dean 
received  no  more  than  eight  to 
ten  dollars  a  week,  which  was 
more  than  his  employers  earned." 

By  "employers"  the  cynical  old 
radical  meant  the  handful  of 
timid,  pious  sweatshop  workers 
and  pushcart  peddlers  who  had 
steered  clear  of  his  battle  for  the 
Marxian  Utopia.  Curiously,  1 
should  add,  threescore  years  later, 
the  school  in  which  Cahan  had 
once  taught  elementary  English 
evolved  into  "Yeshiva  University," 
with  graduate  and  undergraduate 
schools  all  over  the  city  and  a 
c  ampus  that  shelters,  besides,  the 
Albert  Einstein  College  of  Medi- 
cine. "Yeshiva",  of  course,  first 
had  to  abandon  the  East  Side  for 
roomier  Washington  Heights, 
which  it  did  yet  back  in  the  late 
Twenties,  when  the  Ghetto  was 
still  going  strong. 

But  by  that  time,  it  had  already 
broken  ground  for  others  like  it, 
which  arose  in  the  old  Ghetto  to 
fill  the  gap  left  by  Etz  Chaim's 
departure.  Needless  to  add,  too, 
since  then  East  Side  seminarians 
now  do  wear  their  "caps"  not 
only  in  their  classrooms,  but  on 
East  Broadway  while  playing  ball. 
What  is  more,  it's  yarmulkas  that 
they  wear  now,  not  the  jaunty, 
perky  caps  that  the  Socialist  edi- 
tor remembered.  The  headgear  he 
remembered,  in  fact,  was  the  kind 
flaunted  on  East  Side  streets  by 
everybody,  even  by  "Indian 
Louie,"  by  "Big  Zellig"  and  by 
"Gib  the  Blood,"  types  that  one- 
time rabbinical  seminarian  Ed- 
ward G.  Robinsoti  "immortalized" 
on  the  screen.  The  Jewish  "Little 
Caesars"  of  the  Ghetto  could  stand 
up,  it  was  said,  to  their  "goyische" 
contemporaries  "Dago  Frank"  and 
"Chick  Tricker"  any  day,  as  Her- 
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ben  Asbury  records  vividly  in  his 
"  The  Gangs  of  New  York." 

According  to  the  city  authori- 
ties, however,  the  Ghettos  perky- 
capped  delinquents  never  approxi- 
mated the  number  of  those  on  the 
streets  west  oi  the  Bowery.  The 
Orthodox  used  to  boast  that  for 
every  West  Side  tenement  that 
harbors  a  young  candidate  for  the 
states'  penitentiaries,  the  Ghetto 
harbors  a  college  lad.  True  or  not, 
the  East  Side,  even  before  its  anti- 
climatic  pious  era,  had  its  lair 
share  of  quiz  kids.  Only  the  other 
day,  United  States  Senator  Jacob 
K.  favits  came  down  to  Stanton 
at  Essex  Street  to  unveil  a  bronze 
tablet  at  his  alma  Mater,  Public 
School  20,  bearing  the  names  of 
one  hundred  illustrious  former 
East  Siders.  Most  New  Yorkers, 
however,  will  mention,  say.  Irv- 
ing Berlin,  Eddie  Cantor,  George 
Gershwin  and  maybe  Billy  Rose 
and  David  Sarnoff. 

J t  remains  to  be  seen  whether  a 
changed  East  Side  will  still  turn 
out  such  "success  stories."'  Every 
shul  now  has  a  new  neighbor  —  an 
[glesia  Cristina  Primitiva,  as  poor 
a  house  of  worship  as  its  Jewish 
neighbor  used  to  be  in  the  Ghet- 
to's heyday.  Even  one-time  all- 
Jewish  Rivington  Street's  First: 
Roumanian  Congregation,  an  Or- 
thodox bastion  founded  in  1885, 
has  one.  The  iglesias  open  in  tene- 
ment stores  or  lofts  much  as  the 
old-time  shuls  did  in  earlier  days. 
Thanks  to  low-cost  travel  from 
San  Juan,  about  a  hall  million 
Spanish-speaking  Americans  have 
come  to  New  York  City,  making 
East  Side  streets  as  "Spanish"  as 
a  generation  ago  they  were  still 
predominantly  Jewish.  Thus  for 
the  first  time  in  its  octogenarian 
history  that  the  Jews  are  bowing 
out  to  another  majority,  as  once 
the  Germans  and  Irish  bowed  out 
before  them. 

The  Ghetto  now  seems  to  be 
sagging  under  the  weight  of  two 
dynamic  population  elements  in- 
advertently vieing  with  one  anoth- 
ei  for  a  place  in  the  old-time 
"lung  blocks."  The  East  Side,  you 
might  say,  has  become  the  most 
"integrated"  section  in  the  coun- 
trv,  with  Puerto  Ricans  and  Ne- 
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groes  crowding  the  old  streets. 
Four  years  ago,  too,  in  the  spring 
of  1962.  still  another  population 
element  became  manifest  on  the 
western  borders  of  East  Broad- 
way, the  Ghetto's  oldest  main  ar- 
tery. A  Presidential  order  waived 
immigration  laws  for  Hong  Kong 
refugees  who  had  fled  Red  China, 
adding  about  seven  thousand 
Chinese  to  an  already  multi-eth- 
nic Ghetto.  From  its  southwestern 
end.  where  "Chinatown"  has  been 
an  old  landmark,  they  are  now 
pushing  into  Division  Street,  the 
Ghetto's  old  garment  center. 

Chinatown  itself  was  born  when 
the  Ghetto  was  born,  back  in 
1882,  when  the  Chinese  Exclusion 
Act  was  passed  by  Congress. 
Charles  Hale  Hoyt,  who  wrote 
"The  Bowery,"  had  a  smash  run- 
ning for  650  performances  depict- 
ing the  growing  "oriental"  char- 
acter of  Pell,  Doyers  and  Molt 
Streets,  and  thus  "Chinatown"  was 
added  to  the  multi-racial  Ameri- 
can  chronicle  with  "Little  Italy" 
and  "Little  Jerusalem,"  its  neigh- 
bors. Now  Chinatown  has  belated- 
ly come  to  life  again,  shrinking 
tlie  Ghetto  longitudinally  as  the 
newcomers  from  the  West  Indies 
have  been  shrinking  it  latitudin- 
ally. 

Oldsters,  however,  who  remem- 
ber more  "Jewish"  days  in  the 
Ghetto  say,  for  all  that,  that 
"Little  Jerusalem"  will  continue 
for  some  time.  The)  cite  Orchard 
Street,  its  bargain  bazaars  as  rau- 
cous as  ever.  Manhattan  column- 
ists used  to  call  Orchard  Street 
"oriental,"  though  it  was  chiefly 
Russian-Yiddish.  But  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  street  is  more  oriental 
now,  what  with  the  Arab-Israel 
jihad.  Since  the  Suez  crisis  in  1956, 
the  Israel-Arab  feud  has  replen- 
ished the  region  with  Egyptian, 
Syrian,  Iraqui.  Turkish,  Persian 
and  Israeli  Jews,  who  peddle  their 
wares  from  sidewalk  stands— from 
oriental  silk  purdahs  to  a  pair  ol 
ivory  pyramid-shaped  bookends. 

Sundays  find  United  Nations 
personnel  making  the  rounds  with 
their  ladies  in  powder-blue  saris. 
The  bargain  hunters  will  dicker 
with  a  bearded  Hasid  who,  snif- 
fing a  sale,  intuitively  dredges  up 
the  right  French  phrase  that 
clinches  negotiations.  Some  of 
these  Hasidis  can  turn  a  chic 
French  phrase  when  protocol  re- 
quires, having  first  passed  through 
Marseilles  from  German  DP 
camps  before  they  reached  Or- 
chard. Their  precursors  could 
hardly  manage  a  primitive  Anglo- 
Saxon  argot  when  they  first  con- 
verted the  street  into  a  fruit  and 
vegetable  pushcart  mart  for  "up- 
town" bargain  hunters. 

Uptowners  like  F.  D.  R.'s  moth- 
er, lor  example,  no  stranger  to 
Orchard  Street  herself,  once  pre- 
vailed on  Mayor  La  Guardia  to 
tear  down  the  blighted  slums  sur- 
rounding that  pushcart  area. 
When  Chrystie,  Allen  and  East 
(Please  turn  to  Page  20) 
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Houston  Streets  were  dedicated  at 
last  by  the  "Little  Flower"  as 
Sara  Delano  Roosevelt  Park,  Or- 
chard Street  seemed  to  be  doomed 
to  oblivion.  But  a  stark  realist, 
La  Guardia  accepted  the  bazaar 
personality  of  the  area  as  a  de 
facto  condition,  except  for  its 
pushcarts,  which  he  called  an  "eye- 
sore." Of  the  20,000  pushcarts 
throughout  the  city,  the  East  Side 
was  more  notorious  than  any  other 
district  for  those  "eyesores."  So 
into  what  he  called  the  Municipal 
Enclosed  Retail  Market  he  forced 
the  Ghettos'  pushcarts  indoors,  as 
it  were.  "M.E.R.M.,"  he  used  to 
boast,  was  the  forerunner  of  the 
modern  supermarket. 

There  is  indeed  something  about 
Orchard  Street's  sidewalk  stands 
that  lures  the  hagglers.  Brass  and 
topper  samovars  redolent  of  the 
czarist  epoch,  goosefeather  pillows 
and  eiderdown  quilts,  and  brie  a 
brae  from  East  and  West  gleam 
antl  bulge  from  the  stands.  From 
Orchard  Street  to  First  Avenue- 
Allen  Street,  from  Grand  to  Hous- 
ton Streets,  the  hagglers  have  a 
field  day.  The  asked  price  is  mere- 
ly an  ice-breaker.  Dealers  try  to 
give  their  wares  a  mouldy  look. 
Their  instinct  for  an  antique  hun- 
ter is  infallible.  Never  before  has 
so  much  cash  passed  hands  on 
Orchard  Street. 

Jewish  immigrants  were  always 
at  home  with  junk.  Napoleon 
knew  this  in  1806,  when  he  called 
in  a  group  of  Jewish  notables  to 
do  something  about  the  poor  Jew- 
ish peddler's  penchant  for  junk. 
For  Jews  kept  out  by  Christian 
Europe  for  centuries  of  bona  fide 
commerce,  junk  was  the  last  re- 
sort, of  course.  But  —  East  Siders 
have  augmented  that  old  junk 
with,  for  example,  Louis  Quinze 
and  Seize  ormolu  candelabra  and 
signed  statuary  which,  by  the  way, 
they  will  readily  electrify  for  you 
to  match  your  teakwood  moderne. 
Not  to  mention  Meissen  or  Rosen- 
thal chinaware,  with  which  they 
became  familiar  thanks,  ironically, 
to  Nazi  plundering  of  middle  class 
Jewish  homes. 

Since,  the  Nazis  filched  "Polish 
silver"  too,  (an  80%  alloy,  con- 
fined to  Jewish  candelabra) 
"Jewish  antiques"  are  costlier  now 
than  real  sterling  (92% -plus-cop- 
per.) Jewish  antiques  were  melted 
down  by  the  stormtroopers,  for  the 
Nazis  had  no  use  for  Jewish  cere- 
monial objects.  At  the  drop  of  a 


hat,  Orchard  Streeters  will  tell  you 
how  they  learned  the  fine  art  of 
silver  repair  in  the  Nazi  concen- 
tration camps.  "One  thing  leads 
to  another,  sir,  and  now  1  am  also 
Spezialist  with  Meissen,  which  is 
as  far  from  silver  as  this  dreck-ish 
stand  is  from  Jensen's."  The  Ger- 
mans, he  says,  made  him  squat  on 
dirty  flqors  to  rub  down  to  a  line 
patina  all  that  silver  loot. 

Some  of  the  "loot"  are  chalices, 
ampullas,  spice  boxes,  Torah 
aprons  and  pointers,  "Sabbath 
knives"  and  filigree  Purim  megil- 
lahs.  Some  of  the  stuff  has  been 
picked  up  by  the  Jewish  Museum, 
uptown,  because  of  the  Eighteenth 
Century  hallmarks.  The  traffic  in 
Jewish  antiquities  from  Orchard 
to  Allen  Streets  has  brought  down 
committees  from  all  over  in  quest 
of  rare  items  for  the  community's 
"Judaica"  collection,  a  post  war 
fad.  And  —  once  on  the  East  Side, 
they  make  a  day  of  it. 

Recalling  the  old  days,  they 
push  their  way  west,  to  Second 
Avenue,  street  of  Jewish  restau- 
rants still.  All-kosher  or  merely 
"kosher  style,"  their  epithelial  or- 
gans, they  know  for  sure,  will  re- 
spond with  the  old  vigor.  East 
Side  dishes  have  become  staples 
of  "continental"  cuisine  the  coun- 
try over.  Derived  from  a  conglom- 
erate of  recipes  concocted  by  Yid- 
dish housewives  in  the  hamlets  of 
Hungary,  Rumania,  Galicia,  Lith- 
uania and  the  Ukraine,  "Jewish 
style"  edibles  are  by  no  means 
parochial.  Rumanian  dishes,  how- 
ever, predominate  in  the  Ghetto's 
restaurants  as  once  the  Rumanian 
Yiddish  dialect  predominated  in 
its  theaters.  Gourmets,  of  course, 
will  readily  identify  the  national 
origin  of  any  piece-de-resistance. 

Gourmet  or  gourmand,  until  a 
year  ago  —  before  Moskowitz  8c 
Lupowitz's  closed  down,  after 
more  than  half  a  century  —  the 
Lincoln  Continentals  headed 
straight  for  the  foot  of  Second 
Avenue,  home  of  sarmale- 
umpluta,  a  juicy  Rumanian  dish 
made  with  kosher-flanken  (or 
pork.)  But  if  the  aging  innards 
craved  less  potent  stuff,  there  was, 
up  north  a  bit,  Rapoport's,  and 
Ratner's,  where  "mother's  gefilte 
fish"  or  sourcreamed  borsht  could 
be  had  warm  or  chilled.  The  lat- 
ter is  a  bowl-served  beverage  of 
beet  juice  at  100  deg.C  chilled, 
but  to  the  nostalgic  ones  it  is 
Piper  Heidsick.

THE 
CHILDREN 
OF  THE 
MOUNTAIN

The  children  are  still  asleep  ai 
five  o'clock  in  the  morning  when 
the  border  patrol  hall-track  be- 
gins its  slow  crawl  along  the  roads 
surrounding  Kibbutz  Menara's 
fields.  Three  young  soldiers  take 
nearly  two  hours  to  climb  from 
the  valley  to  the  top  of  the  moun- 
tain as  they  search  for  mines  that 
"El  Fatah"  terrorists  may  have 
planted  during  the  night. 

The  danger  is  very  real  and  the 
children  sense  it.  Only  last  Oc- 
tober two  kibbutzniks  were  driv- 
ing their  tractor  in  the  vineyard 
directly  adjacent  to  the  Lebanese 
border  when  they  hit  a  mine.  Two 
young  men  dead  at  the  age  of  24. 
Both  born  in  Menara,  married 
in  Menara,  fathered  the  begin- 
ning of  the  second  generation  in 
Menara  and  —  finally  —  dead  in 
Menara. 

War  is  very  real  to  the  children 
of  the  mountain  —  for  they  have 
mothers  without  husbands  and 
they  grow  up  without  fathers.  For 
two  generations  now,  they  have 
been  born  and  raised  on  the  hos- 
tile border-  and  even  the  youngest 
ones  know  what  it  means  when  a 


mine  goes  oil  or  artillery  shells 
begin  to  explode. 

Life  has  always  been  hard  up  in 
the  Naftali  Mountains  which 
from  Israel's  northernmost  border 
with  Lebanon.  The  terrain  is  too 
rocky  and  uneven  for  (arming 
and,  therefore,  the  fields  are  lo- 
cated in  the  Huleh  Valley  below 
and  the  members  travel  down 
each  day  to  tend  their  crops. 

Menara  has  little  area  on  the 
mountain  itself  and  the  kibbutz 
had  to  build  upwards  because 
there  was  no  room  to  expand 
laterally.  Looking  up  from  the 
road  below,  the  three-story  dwell- 
ings loom  over  the  landscape  and 
seem  to  be  skyscrapers  perched  on 
the  edge  of  the  dill. 

When  the  first  group  ol  pion- 
eers settled  in  Menara  in  the  win- 
ter of  1943,  they  lived  in  caves 
and  had  no  water.  In  order  to  get 
water  they  had  to  walk  or  ride 
mules  to  Kfar  Giladi,  the  oldest 
kibbutz  in  the  northern  Huleh 
Valley  and  where  the  first  chil- 
dren born  to  Menara  lived  until 
there  was  adequate  shelter  built 
in  their  kibbutz.  At  the  time  ol 
the  War  of  Independence  in  1948. 
there  were  twenty  children  living 
in  Menara  with  their  parents. 

One  of  three  settlements  guard- 
ing the  border,  Menara  was  not 
directly  attacked  in  the  beginning 
of  the  War,  but  Arabs  succeeded 
in  blockading  the  only  road  lead- 
ing up  to  the  kibbutz.  Convoys 
had.  to  be  formed  in  the  Huleh

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The  dirt  paths  make  it  easy  for  Arab  terrorists  to  plant  mines  during: 
the  night.  Menara  has  one  new  asphalt  road  adjacent  to  her  fields  along 
the  border  which  lessens  the  danger.  But  the  soldiers  must  still  patrol  daily 
along  the  old  roads,  scrutinizing  the  ground  for  hidden  death-traps. 


Valley  to  bring  supplies  up  the 
mountain  pass.  The  Arab  snipers 
and  the  casualties  were  heavy. 

To  bypass  the  blockade,  the 
army  turned  to  flying  in  material. 
One  day  the  inevitable  happened: 
as  a  plane  flew  over  menara.  the 
children  —  thinking  it  was  an  Is- 
raeli aircraft  —  ran  out  into  the 
open:  instead  of  food,  they  got 
bombs. 

W  hen  the  army  decided  to  eva- 
cuate all  the  children  of  border 
settlements  and  move  them  to  the 
safer  area  of  the  coastal  plain,  one 
of  the  biggest  logistics  problems 
was  how  to  get  the  children  off 
the  mountain  and  down  to  safety 
without  arousing  the  suspicions  oi 
the  Arab  irregulars. 

A  daring  pian  was  devised 
whereby  under  the  cover  of  night, 
a  group  of  soldiers  left  the  valley 
floor  and  climbed  the  sheer  face 
of  the  cliff  to  Menara.  The  next 
night,  the  children  —  who  had 
been  drugged  into  sleep  so  that 
they  would  not  make  any  noise 
thai  might  arouse  the  Arabs  near- 
by —  were  each  strapped  to  the 
back  of  a  soldier  who  then  began 


;he  harrowing  descent  into  the 
valley. 

In  his  book  Exodus,  Leon  Uri^ 
desaibes  the  tension-ridden  night 
when  the  people  on  the  mountain 
kept  a  silent  vigil  waiting  for  the 
signal  that  their  children  were 
safe  —  or  the  shot  that  would 
mean  discovery  —  and  death  —  b\ 
the  Arabs. 

"Those  left  behind  stood  at  the 
gates  ...  in  silence.  There  was 
nothing  to  do  now  but  wait  until 
morning.  They  began  drafting 
back  toward  their  bunkers,  where 
they  would  spend  the  sleepless 
night  in  silence,  trembling  with 
fear  for  the  children  and  for  the 
late  of  this  strange  convoy." 

When  dawn  broke,  the  people 
began  to  congregate  at  the  edge 
of  the  cliff  searching  for  some  sign 
in  the  mist  below.  Suddenly  a 
sentry  spotted  a  light  in  Kfar 
Giladi  blinking  the  coded  mes- 
sage: "X1416". 

But  lift  up  thy  rod,  and  stretch 
out  thine  hand  over  the  sea. 
and  divide  it;  and  the  children 
of  Israei  shall  go  on  dry  ground 
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through  the  midst  oi  the  se;i. 

—Exodus  14:16 

The  children  were  safe! 

Shortly  thereafter,  the  Arab 
leader  Kawukji  began  his  last 
concerted  attack  to  break  through 
the  Galilee.  He  started  with 
Menara  and  for  14  days  the  kib- 
butz was  under  siege  until  the 
Israeli  army  broke  through  from 
the  south  and  chased  the  Arabs 
back  across  the  Lebanese  border. 
Of  the  fifty  men  holding  Menara, 
some  sixteen  were  killed. 

The  Lebanese  border  was  Is- 
rael's quietest  front  for  the  next 
several  years.  There  were  some 
disturbances  around  the  time  of 
the  Suez  Campaign  in  195(),  but 
no  one  was  killed  and  Menara 
passed  the  next  decade  relatively 
undisturbed. 

Then  in  the  spring  of  1967, 
light  artillery  shelling  began  to 
rain  on  the  kibbutz  ushering  in  a 
new  chapter  in  the  Arab-Israeli 
conflict. 

The  people  of  Menara  spent 
most  of  the  Six  Day  War  down 
in  their  bunkers.  When  the)  came 
out  for  air,  they  were  able  to  see 
the  Syrian  bombardment  of  the 
Huleh  from  the  other  side  of  the 
valley.  Many  of  the  members  were 
in  the  army  and  one  —  the  23- 
year-old  father  of  the  first  child 
of  the  second  generation  born  in 
Menara  —  was  killed  in  the  battle 
of  Jerusalem. 

Five  sons  of  Menara  —  all  be- 
tween the  ages  of  20  and  2-1  — 
have  been  killed  since  March 
1967.  In  memory  of  each  one,  the 
kibbutz  prints  a  little  book  filled 
with  poignant  letters  and  poems, 
pictures  and  stories  written  by 
the  dead  boy's  family  and  friends. 

Opening  the  booklet,  the  first 
thing  one  sees  is  a  photograph  of 
the  deceased  with  the  dates  of  his 
birth  and  death  underneath.  It  is 
startling   to  read:  1947-1967. 

It  is  overwhelming  to  think 
that  this  child  who  was  carried 
down  the  mountain  to  safety  in 
the  War  of  Independence  is  now 
dead  —  killed  by  the  sons  of  the 
same  people  who  tried  to  kill  his 
father.  It  seems  like  a  never-end- 
ing cycle. 

One  looks  at  the  young  children 
of  Menara  today  —  care-free  and 
friendly  like  all  children  —  scam- 
pering across  the  rocks,  shrieking 
with  delight  —  and  wonders  if 
they  will  too  have  to  be  the  vic- 
tims of  yet  another  war.  .  .  . 
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El  Al  Airlines 
Open  Additional 
J.F.K.  Terminal 

El  Al  Israel  Airlines,  in  a  pre- 
cedent-setting move,  opened  a 
second  terminal  at  J.F.K.  airport 
on  June  22,  it  was  announced  by 
Menachem  Cohen,  vice  president. 
North  America. 

According  to  Cohen,  construc- 
tion of  the  new  facilities,  located 
behind  the  International  Hotel, 
is  almost  completed,  and  will  be 
in  operation  in  time  to  reduce 
crowded  summer  conditions  at  the 
existing  terminal  in  the  West 
Wing  Departure  Area  at  |.F.K. 
Passengers  will  be  bussed  directly 
to  their  planes  for  boarding. 

The  new  terminal  will  be  re- 
ferred to  as  the  O  RAN  OF  TERM- 
INAL while  the  existing  facility 
will  be  called  the  BLUE  TERMI- 
NAL. Departures  will  alternate 
between  the  two  areas  and  El  ATs 
"Shalom"  escort  service  will  trans- 
port passengers  arriving  on  con- 
necting domestic  flights  to  the 
lounge  from  which  their  El  Al 
flights  depart. 

"The  new  Orange  Terminal  oi- 
lers a  temporary  solution  to  the 
limited  facilities  currently  avail- 
able at  the  International  Arrivals 
Area,"  Cohen  said.  "Hopefully, 
the  Port  Authority's  plans  lor  ex- 
pansion of  departure  facilities  will 
eliminate  the  need  for  the  Orange 
Terminal,  but  in  the  interim  we 
anticipate  that  the  rate  of  increase 
of  international  travel  will  con- 
tinue and  our  primary  concern  is 
for  the  comfort  of  these  increased 
numbers  of  passengers  and  their 
relatives  and  friends  coming  out 
to  see  them  off." 

Last  year  El  Al  transported 
440,500  passengers  on  its  IT.  S., 
European  and  African  routes. 
Utilizing  a  fleet  of  nine  jets,  they 
cany  more  than  half  the  people 
who  visit  Israel  each  year. 

In  1968,  El  Al  registered  a  42 
percent  increase  over  1967  in  pas- 
sengers carried. 

A  substantial  increase  over  that 
figure  is  expected  during  the  cur- 
rent year  and  again  in  1971,  when 
El  Al  will  take  delivery  of  two 
Boeing  747  jumbo  jets.

NEW  TOWNS  IN  ISRAEL

Everyone  is  concerned  about 
the  urban  crisis.  Traffic  conges- 
tion and  die  .great  increase  in  the 
urban  population,  making  greater 
demands  on  space,  have  created 
gigantic  problems.  An  American 
commission  has  gone  so  far  as  to 
recommend  the  creation  of  a  hun- 
dred new  cities. 

Perhaps  the  world  may  take  a 
lesson  or  two  in  the  matter  from 
Israel.  Israel  has  both  the  oldest, 
and  the  newest  cities  of  the  world, 
ferusalem,  harking  back  to  the 
days  of  King  David,  is  more  than 
.1,000  years  old,  and  Israel  has 
new  cities  like  Ashdod,  Dimona 
and  Tel  Aviv,  not  to  mention 
those  urban  centers  that  have 
been  built  at  Elath,  Ashkelon 
and  Arad,  where  nourishing  com- 
munities have  not  existed  since 
Biblical  times. 

The  newest  reborn  Israeli  town 
is  .Arad,  the  town  built  by  chem- 
istry. It  is  located  on  a  plateau  in 
the  desert  rising  3,000  feet  above 
sea  level,  sixteen  miles  from  the 
Dead  Sea.  Its  principal  industry, 
and  indeed  the  reason  lor  its  be- 
ing, is  its  proximity  to  the  Dead 
Sea  and  its  potash  deposits.  That 
and  the  discovery  of  large  deposits 
of  phosphates  in  the  area  have 
been  responsible  for  the  program 
to  build  a  vast  complex  of  fac- 
tories in  Arad  with  the  aid  of  Is- 
rael Bonds.  It  is  expected  that  the 
new  chemical  complex  will  be  Is- 
rael's largest  single  employer  of 
labor. 

Arad  will  be  unique  in  many 
ways.  Town  planners  envision  a 
population  of  50,000.  A  person 
qualified  for  residence  will  be  able 
to  rent  a  modern  apartment  for 
the  equivalent  of  thirty  dollars. 
He  may  build  his  own  house,  it

he  has  the  means.  The  pedestrian 
malls  of  the  shopping  centers  will 
be  barred  to  al!  vehicular  traffic. 
Arad  will  also  be  ecpiipped  with 
swimming  pools,  motels  and  ho- 
tels. 

To  qualify  lor  residence,  one 
must  have  a  job.  It  is  expected 
i hat  most  of  the  inhabitants  will 
be  employed  in  the  chemical  com- 
plex or  in  the  Dead  Sea  potash 
works.  And  many  tourists  are  ex- 
pected to  be  attracted  by  the  pure 
air  of  the  city,  which  has  been 
found  helpful  to  those  suffering 
from  asthma  and  other  respira- 
tory ailments. 

Another  of  the  new  towns 
which  has  already  reached  very 
sizable  proportions  is  Ashdod.  It 
is  the  new  port  city  south  of  Tel 
Aviv  which  is  last  becoming 
Haifa's  chief  rival  as  a  gateway 
of  foreign  trade.  Ashdod  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  a  population  oi 
100,000  in  the  not  too  distant  fu- 
ture. Its  new  deepwater  harbor 
serves  principally  for  the  export 
of  oranges  and  other  agricultural 
products  from  the  southern  halt 
of  Israel. 

Tel  Aviv,  the  first  of  the  new 
cities,  is  currently  celebrating  its 
sixtieth  birthday.  It  is  the  "senior 
citizen"  among  the  new  towns  and 
the  country's  chief  metropolitan 
center.  It  was  back  in  1909  that 
some  of  the  Jewish  pioneers  de- 
cided to  convert  several  hundred 
acres  of  sand  dunes  into  a  resi- 
dential suburb  of  Jaffa.  The  town 
was  named  after  a  Jewish  "best 
seller",  Theodor  Herzi's  "Alt- 
iNeuland."  The  name  was  sym- 
bolically translated  by  die  Zion- 
ist leader,  Nahum  Sokolow.  "Tel.'' 
meaning  hill  or  mountain,  sym- 
bolized    "Old,"     and  "Aviv." 
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(spring)  stood  for  the  new,  so  Tel 
Aviv  was  Old-New  Land. 

Tel  Aviv  was  planned  as  a  gar- 
den community.  But  years  later 
events  upset  the  plans  of  the  orig- 
inal founders.  By  the  1930's  im- 
migrants were  coming  in  large 
numbers  and  most  of  them  flocked 
to  Tel  Aviv.  Housing  was  con- 
structed rapidly.  As  a  result  the 
city  experienced  a  phenomenal 
growth.  It  is  the  largest  city  ol 
Israel,  with  a  population  of  al- 
most 400,000.  It  even  has  a  32- 
story  skyscraper.  Now,  in  its  more 
advanced  age,  it  is  beginning  to 
give  serious  thought  to  proper 
planning.  Newer,  finer  and  larger 
buildings,  planned  by  skilled 
architects,  are  beginning  to  ap- 
pear. 

Israel  in  fact,  has  now  become 
generally  architecture  -  conscious, 
and  other  parts  of  the  world  are 
beginning  to  take  notice.  It  has 
been  said  that  one  of  Israel's  best 
publicized  exports,  except  for 
Jaffa  oranges,  is  Habitat,  the  com- 
plex of  box-like  housing  units  by 
the  architect  Moshe  Safdie,  which 
was  a  sensation  at  Montreal's  Ex- 
po 67. 

Safdie,  who  caused  so  much 
architectural  commotion  al  Mon- 
treal, was  a  student  of  the  late 
Prof.  Alfred  Neuman,  a  teacher  at 
the  Haifa  Technion,  who  develop- 
ed a  geometrical  style  of  archi- 
tecture. His  "space-packing"  units 
are  designed  to  offer  the  most 
economical  and  efficient  method 
of  utilizing  space. 

Some  of  the  newer  structures 
ol  Israel  have  attracted  world  no- 
tice, not  only  for  saving  space,  but 
for  beauty  of  form.  The  City  Hall 
of  Bat  Yam,  a  suburb  of  Tel  Aviv, 
has  been  described  as  "a  tinker 
toy  of  brightly  colored  triangles." 
An  apartment  house  at  Rama  l 
Gan  is  regarded  as  one  of  the 
handsomest  examples  of  architec- 
ture to  be  found  anywhere. 

A  good  deal  of  planning  went 
into  the  building  of  Beersheba. 
the  capital  of  the  Negev,  now  ap- 
proaching the  100,000  population 
mark.  In  Beersheba,  as  in  some 
other  towns,  the  settlers  were  al- 
most all  new  immigrants.  This 
policy  has  been  changed.  Ii  has 
been  found  better  to  balance  the 
population  more  evenly  between 
immigrants  and  native  Israelis. 

While  Beersheba  historically 
dates  back  to  Bible  days,  it  was 
little  more  than  a  village  of  sev- 
eral hundred  Bedouins  when  the 
State  of  Israel  took  over.  Its 
growth  in  two  decades  has  been 
of  historic  proportions. 

Another  town  which  existed  in 
name  only  when  the  State  was 
established  is  Elath.  In  1948, 
when  Israel  occupied  it,  there  was 
nothing  there  but  military  bar- 
racks. 

As  in  the  case  of  Ashdod  and 
Arad,  there  was  a  definite  eco- 
nomic reason  for  building  Elath. 
Situated  on  the  Gulf  of  Eqaba,  an 
inlet  of  the  Red  Sea,  it  represents 


Israel's  link  witli  the  countries 
of  Asia  and  East  Africa.  Copper, 
phosphates  and  various  agricul- 
tural products  of  the  Negev  arc- 
shipped  from  Elath. 

At  the  same  time,  Elath  plays 
a  decisive  role  as  the  receivi'ig 
port  for  oil  from  countries  n  the 
Persian  Gulf  area.  An  oil  pipe- 
line, built  with  the  aid  of  Israel 
Bonds,  takes  oil  from  ships  berth- 
ed at  Elath  and  brings  it  to  the 
relineries  at  Haifa.  A  new  larger 
pipeline,  also  financed  in  substan- 
tial part  by  Israel  Bonds,  is  now 
under  construction,  and  will  be 
able  to  carry  much  larger  quan- 
tities of  oil  from  Elath  to  the 
Med  iterranean  coast . 

It  may  be  worth  noting  that  in 
x « 1 1  of  the  basic  work  of  building 
new  cities,  private  capital  could 
not  be  expected  to  take  the  risk. 
Fortunately,  Israel  Bond  money 
lias  been  available.  The  multi- 
tude of  people  who  have  bought 
Israel  Bonds  ma}'  be  regarded  in 
;>  very  real  sense  among  the  foun- 
ders of  these  new  cities  which  are 
milestones  in  the  progress  and 
growth  of  the  State  of  Israel.

NATION

"There  is  one  kind  of  security 
that  I  am  able  to  give  you  — 
thousands  and  thousands  of  chil- 
dren  in  Israel.  These  children  are 
growing  up,  proud,  safe,  self-re- 
specting Jews.  They  are  going  to 
accept  this  debt  as  we  accept  it, 
a  debt  which  the)  are  honor- 
hound  to  pay  back  with  interest." 

Those  words  were  spoken  1>\ 
Prime  Minister  Golda  Meir  in 
Oc  tober,  1950  when  she  was  asked 
what  Israel  could  put  us  as  secur- 
ity to  guarantee  the  safety  of  a 
Bond  Issue  it  wanted  to  float  in 
the  United  Stales. 

Both  the  question  and  the  ans- 
wer given  by  Mrs.  Meir.  who  was 
Israel's  Minister  of  Labor  at  the 
time,  reflected  a  general  feeling 
of  doubt  about  the  validity  of  the 
decision  of  a  poor  nation  with 
relatively  few  assets  and  even  less 
economic  potential  to  offer  its 
bonds  to  investors  in  the  United 
States. 

But  the  financial  experts  who 
considered  the  projec  t  doomed  to 
failure  were  wrong.  T  hey  under- 
estimated the  tenacity  and  deter- 
mination of  the  people  of  Israel, 
and  the  vision  of  its  leaders  who 
understood  the  urgent  need  for 
a  new  financial  instrument  to  pro- 
vide the  resources  necessary  to  en- 
able a  shaky  economy  to  cope  with 
great  waves  of  immigration  in  the 
first  years  of  statehood. 

David  Ben-Gurion,  Israel's  first 
Prime  Minister,  played  a  decisive 
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role  in  the  creation  of  the  Israel 
Bond  program.  When  the  financial 
community  turned  its  back  on  the 
Israel  Bond  program,  he  said: 
'These  people  may  know  finance. 
But  I  know  the  Jewish  people— 
they  will  support  us." 

Ben-Gurion  was  right.  The 
Jewish  people  in  the  United  States, 
and  later  in  Canada,  Western 
Europe  and  other  parts  of  the  free 
world  responded  to  the  call.  They 
purchased  Israel  Bonds  and  blaz- 
ed a  new  trail  which  started  Is- 
rael well  along  the  road  to  de- 
velopment. 

Since  May,  1951,  when  the  Is- 
rael Bond  drive  was  established, 
more  than  $1.3  billion  in  Israel 
Bonds  has  been  mobilized  for  the 
growth  and  expansion  of  Israel's 
economy. 

Approximately  2,000,000  indi- 
viduals have  invested  in  Israel 
Bonds  and  Israel  has  repaid  this 
display  of  loyalty  and  friendship 
with  solid  economic  achievements. 

The  children  whom  Golda  Meir 
offered  as  security  have  grown  in- 
to productive  citizens,  fulfilling 
her  prophecy  that  their  effort  and 
sacrifice  would  build  a  nation  thai 
effectively  utilized  Israel  Bond 
capital  to  expand  its  economy  as 
the  foundation  for  its  capacity  to 
absorb  many  thousands  of  immi- 
grants and  for  Israel's  emergence 
as  a  dynamic  democracy. 

Economic  boycotts  and  block- 
ades, the  agony  of  three  wars  and 
continued  Arab  belligerency  and 
harassment  have  not  diminished 
Israel's  economic  progress,  which 
is  reflected  in  its  rapid  advance- 
ment in  the  fields  of  agriculture, 
mining,  commerce  and  industry. 

The  extent  of  Israels'  economic 
reconstruction  since  the  start  ol 
the  Israel  Bond  drive  in  1951  can 
be  seen  in  the  growth  of  its  Gross 
National  Product,  which  has  in- 
creased at  an  unprecedented  rate 
of  approximately  10%  a  year. 
There  was  a  16%  increase  in  its 
G.N.P.  in  1968,  the  highest  rate 
of  growth  in  the  country's  his- 
tory. 

Another  impressive  indication 
of  the  scope  of  Israel's  achieve- 
ments, and  the  increasing  measure 
of  stability  which  characterizes  its 
economy,  has  been  the  response 
by  American  corporations  to  in- 
vestment opportunities  in  Israel. 

Thirty-one  of  the  top  500  cor- 
porations in  the  United  States 
have  opened  plants  in  Israel  and 
negotiations  are  under  way  with 
ten  more.  Scores  of  other  Ameri- 
can firms  have  established  fac- 
tories in  Israel  or  have  made  in- 
vestments in  Israeli  enterprises, 
often  in  partnership  with  Israeli 
businessmen. 

American  concerns  have  invest- 
ed in  Israel  in  a  wide  variety  of 
fields,  including  automobiles,  bev- 
erages, chemicals,  cosmetics,  hotels, 
paper,  plastics,  radios,  recordings, 
steel,  telephones,  textiles  and  tires. 

To  a  great  extent,  the  pioneer- 
ing development  projects  financed 
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with,  the  aid  of  Israel  Bonds  cre- 
ated a  favorable  climate  for  the 
promotion  of  such  private  invest- 
ments in  Israel. 

In  recent  years,  encouraged  by 
the  growing  response  of  the  Jew- 
ish community  and  the  general 
public  to  investments  in  Israel 
Bonds,  the  Government  of  Israel 
has  held  a  number  of  economic 
conferences  to  stimulate  addition- 
al capital  investment  in  its  future 
development  among  American 
and.  Western  European  financiers 
and.  business  leaders. 

J  list  a  tew  months  ago  in  Jeru- 
salem, Prime  Minister  Meir  ad- 
dressed such  a  group  of  conference 
delegates  to  tell  them  of  Israel's 
economic  needs.  In  the  course  oi 
her  remarks,  she  reminisced  about 
the  early  pioneer  days. 

"When  I  came  to  this  country 
in  1921,"  she  said,  "the  heavy  in- 
dustry was  chocolate.  When  I  ask- 
ed. Why  does  it  taste  so  sandy?" 
1  was  told  'Sand  is  our  only  nat- 
ural resource.' " 

Mrs.  Meir's  anecdote  served  to 
bring  into  sharp  focus  the  enor- 
mous progress  Israel  has  made, 
even,  to  the  extent  of  uncovering 
such  natural  resources  as  copper, 
phosphates,  potast,  o  i  I.  B  u  t 
throughout,  its  human  resources 
—  the  pioneers,  the  tillers  of  the 
soil,  the  technicians,  educators, 
engineers  and  scientists  —  these 
have  been  the  dominant  factor. 

Israel  has  invested  its  human 
resources  in  a  historic  program  ol 
nation-building,  so  that  it  can 
make  good  its  promise  to  secure 
the  economic  future  of  the  coun- 
try. It  has  been  these  human  re- 
sources, coupled  with  the  financial 
resources  of  Israel  Bonds,  which 
have  been  responsible  lor  the 
enormous  programs  of  construc- 
tion in  the  areas  of  housing,  road- 
building,  railways,  harbors,  irri- 
gation, factories,  farms  and  mines 
during  the  past  two  decades. 

In  the  coming  years,  Israel  will 
have  to  continue  to  use  its  human 
resources  and  Israel  Bond  funds 
to  industrialize  the  nation  and  to 
increase  the  production  of  goods 
for  export  to  improve  its  balance 
of  trade.  Israel's  exports  presently 
earn  only  62%  of  what  it  pays  out 
for  its  imports. 

The  Government  of  Israel  has 
in  recent  months  approved  a 
number  of  new  laws  to  encourage 
the  establishment  of  industries 
which  will  help  Israel  achieve  this 
goal.  Some  of  the  new  laws  were 
designed  to  utilize  Israeli  training 
and  skills  for  science-based  indus- 
tries, many  of  which  are  now  man- 
ufacturing such  "sophisticated" 
export  products  as  optical  equip- 
ment, electronics  and  fine  chemi- 
cals. These  industries  rely  less  on 
imported,  raw  materials  and  more 
on  skilled  manpower  and  advanc- 
ed technology. 

With  Israel  gearing  its  economy 
for  accelerated  export  production 
and.  the  growing  involvement  of 
American  firms  and  investors  in 


export-oriented  industries,  there 
has  in  recent  years  been  a  height- 
ened response  by  many  of  Ameri- 
ca's leading  banks  and  other  fi- 
nancial institutions  to  the  oppor- 
tunity to  invest  in  Israel's  develop- 
ment through  the  Israel  Bond  pro- 
gram which  has  channeled  a  total 
of  more  than  $1.3  billion  into 
Israel's  economy  since  May,  1951. 

There  has  been  a  rising  rate  of 
Israel  Bond  purchases  by  both  na- 
tional and  state  banks,  reaching 
a  total  in  excess  of  $70.6  million 
as  of  the  end  of  May,  1969.  Israel 
Bond  sales  to  the  trade  union,  pen- 
sion funds  and  insurance  com- 
panies totaled  about  $50.3  million 
in  the  same  period. 

It  is  worth  noting  that  a  large 
proportion  of  the  funds  provided 
through  Israel  Bonds  remain  in 
the  United  States,  paying  for  the 
purchase  of  machinery  and  equip- 
ment and  for  the  repayment  of 
loans. 

It  should  also  be  pointed  out 
that  Israel  imports  more  goods 
and  services  from  America  than 
from  any  other  nation  in  the 
world.  During  1968,  for  instance, 
Israel  imported  some  $487  million 
in  goods  and  services  from  the 
United  States.  It  exported  about 
$271  million  in  goods,  consisting 
primarily  of  textiles,  diamonds, 
food  items,  chemicals  and  cement, 
as  well  as  services,  to  this  country. 

Despite  the  fact  that  Israel  had 
to  defend  its  sovereignty  in  1948, 
1956  and  again  in  1967,  the  coun- 
try has  made  unprecedented  strides 
toward  economic  independence. 
There  is  hardly  a  major  develop- 
ment project  initialed  since  1951 
which  has  not  been  stimulated  by 
Israel  Bond  capital.  This  includes 
the  construction  of  the  National 
Water  Carrier,  which  is  now  bring- 
ing the  waters  of  the  Sea  of  Gali- 
lee to  the  Negev  desert,  and  a 
series  of  desalination  plants  for 
the  conversion  of  sea  water  into 
fresh,  water. 

In  the  area  of  mining,  Israel 
Bonds  are  being  used  to  exploit 
the  country's  limited  natural  re- 
sources. The  Dead  Sea  Potash 
Works  and  the  Bromine  Works 
have  been  expanded,  as  have  min- 
ing and  refining  facilities  at  King 
Solomon's  copper  mines  at  Tim- 
na.  Oil  deposits  and  natural  gas 
have  been  discovered  in  the  Ne- 
gev, to  provide  for  a  substantial 
part,  of  Israel's  fuel  needs,  and  a 
new  giant  42-inch  oil  pipeline  is 
being  built  from  Elath  to  Ashkelon 
to  facilitate  the  transshipment  of 
oil  from  the  Red  Sea  to  the  Medi- 
terranean and  European  coun- 
tries. Large  phosphate  deposits 
are  being  exploited  at  Oron  and 
Arad,  where  the  first  stage  of  a 
huge  new  chemical  complex  is 
nearing  completion. 

As  for  transportation  and  com- 
merce, the  twin  guideposts  of  ex- 
port trends,  Israel  Bonds  have 
been  utilized  to  enlarge  the  port 
facilities  at  Haifa,  Elath  and  Ash- 
dod.

A  New  Year's  Message  by 
ABRAHAM  FEINBERG

We  enter  the  New  Year  forti- 
fied by  the  spiritual  and  cultural 
light  radiating  from  Israel  but 
distressed  by  the  grim  crisis  which 
has  blocked  its  path  to  peace.  It 
is  toward  the  people  of  Israel,  to- 
ward the  land  which  is  the  cradle 
of  the  Jewish  faith,  that  American 
Jewry  looks  for  inspiration  as  it 
responds  to  the  need  for  a  more 
profound  sense  of  identity  and 
peoplehood.  At  this  crucial  junc- 
ture in  Israel's  history,  we  seek  to 
give  meaningful  expression  to  our 
heritage  and  tradition  through 
greater  support  for  Israel. 

Our  kinship  with  the  people  of 
Israel  has  found  expression  in  con- 
crete action,  especially  through 
the  channel  of  Israel  Bonds,  The 
growing  impact  of  the  Israel  Bond 
program  has  made  itself  felt  in 
large-scale  development  of  the 
land,  its  agriculture  and  industry, 
which  has  furthered  the  absorp- 
tion of  some  1,400,000  immigrants 
during  the  past  two  decades. 
These  remarkable  strides  in  na- 
tion-building testify  to  the  vital- 
ity of  the  twenty-one  year  old 
State  and  to  its  ability  to  over- 
come the  obstacles  of  limited  nat- 
ural resources  and  the  hostility 
of  its  neighbors. 

Exemplary  use  has  been  made 
of  Israel  Bond  funds  in  the  imple- 
mentation of  many  major  develop- 


ment projects,  including  the  Na- 
tional Water  Carrier  for  irriga- 
tion of  desert  land,  construction 
of  harbors  at  Ashdod  and  Elath 
for  increased  trade  with  Europe. 
Asia  and  Africa,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  scores  of  new  develop- 
ment towns.  In  Israel's  present 
position,  however,  the  protracted 
struggle  for  peace  has  created  an 
unprecedented  defense  burden 
that  has  pre-empted  practically  all 
of  the  country's  financial  re- 
sources. As  a  result,  economic  de- 
\  elopment  cannot  be  maintained 
unless  additional  Israel  Bond  re- 
sources are  provided. 

While  we  turn  to  Israel  for  in- 
spiration, Israel  looks  to  us  for 
understanding  of  its  urgent  need 
for  development  funds  to  main- 
tain the  pace  of  its  progress.  This 
period  of  trial  and  crisis  calls  us 
to  reaffirm  our  ancient  covenant 
to  strengthen  Israel  and  to  uphold 
our  sacred  responsibility  for  its 
full  illment  in  our  time.  The  na- 
ture and  extent  of  our  response  in 
the  coming  year  will,  we  are  con- 
fident, reflect  the  faith  and  com- 
mitment which  since  June,  1967 
have  influenced  the  Jewish  com- 
munities to  establish  a  new  spirit 
of  unity  and  new  standards  of 
activity  in  behalf  of  the  preserva- 
tion and  nrogress  of  the  State  of 
Israel.

DR.  NEWMAN  WELL  REMEMBERED 
ON  HIS  79TH  BIRTHDAY 


Scores  of  patients  and  friends 
from  all  Southside  Virginia  and 
Northside  North  Carolina  spent 
the  week-end  visiting,  telephon- 
ing and  taking  gilts  and  cards 
to  Dr.  Samuel  R.  Newman  a( 
770  Main   Street,    in  Danville. 

The  occasion:  the  Danville 
pediatrician,  humorist  and  philo- 
sopher's 79th  birthday,  Saturday, 
June  21st. 

Auto  license  plates  outside  the 
combination  Newman  residence 
and  offices  might  just  as  well  have 
been  parked  at  Yankee  Stadium 
for  all  the  variety  of  cities  and 
counties  they  represented. 

And  the  traffic  of  people  into 
the  Newman  doorway  was  mixed, 
equally  as  many  children,  it  seem- 
ed, as  adults.  They  came,  they 
saw  and  they  were  all  conquered 
by  the  radiant  smile  and  warm 
personality  of  Dr.  Newman. 

At  the  Doctors'  side,  as  always, 
was  his  charming  wife  of  almost 
52  years,  Mrs.  Ida  Greenberg 
Newman,  who  became  his  bride 
on  December  25,  1917. 

Friends  who  chicled  Doctor 
Newman  about  his  long  "sentence 
served  in  marriage"  received  the 
inevitable  reply:  "The  Governor 
of  Virginia  ought  to  give  me  a 
pardon."  Then,  "I  deserve  a  medal 
for  patience  and  she  deserves  one 
for  fortitude." 

Dr.  Newman  is  believed  to  be 
the  oldest  and  longest  practicing 
physician  still  on  the  active  list 
in  Danville.  He  first  hung  out  his 
medical  shingle  on  March  17, 
1920,  50  years  in  March,  1970. 

Friends  of  Dr.  Newman  paid 
tribute  Saturday  to  his  long  and 
useful  life  as  a  professional  man 
and  public-spirited  citizen  of 
Danville.  Since  his  graduation 
from  the  University  of  North  Car- 
olina in  1915  and  the  receipt  of 
his  medical  degree  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  Virginia  in  1917,  Dr. 
Newman's  life  has  been  filled  with 
good  deeds  toward  his  fellow  men 
and  heaped  with  honors  and 
awards  upon  himself. 

To  enumerate  the  scores  upon 
scores  of  citations  and  awards 
heaped  upon  the  Danville  phy- 
sician would  cover  several  long

The  best 
eulogy  that  has  been  found  so  far 
attesting  to  his  life  of  service  to 
humanity  was  written  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  1921,  by  the  late  Josephus 
Daniels,  Secretary  of  the  Navy. 

Wrote  Secretary  Daniels:  "The 
story  on  the  life  of  Samuel  R. 
Newman  is  so  interesting  a  story 
that  I  will  get  you  to  get  a  photo- 
graph of  Col.  Newman  in  his  uni- 
form and  print  it  with  another 
little  chapter.  HIS  STORY  IS

ITS  BEST!"

Some  time  ago,  February  26, 
1956,  Congregation  B'nai  Jacob, 
Wilkes-Barre,  Pa.  —  among  old- 
est orthodox  synagogues  in  Pen- 
nsylvania —  paid  one  of  the  most 
unusual  tributes  in  their  history. 
They  held  what  they'd  planned 
would  be  a  modest,  vestry-room 
testimonial  dinner  honoring  then 
81-year-old  cantor.  Reason?  To 
salute  his  60  consecutive  years  of 
service  to  orthodox  Judaism. 

But  the  modest  little  vest]  y- 
room  dinner  was  not  to  be.  In- 
stead, to  everyone's  astonishment, 
people  clamored  for  reservations 
from  everywhere.  Congratulations 
poured  in.  There  were  messages 
from  President  Eisenhower,  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  Sena- 
tors, Congressmen,  judges,  edu- 
cators, cultural  figures  like  Her- 
man Wouk. 

Instead  of  a  vestry -room  affair, 
the  community-wide  celebration 
had  to  be  held  in  one  of  the  area's 
largest  halls.  In  this  supposedly 
materialistic  world,  the  general 
outpouring  of  feeling  was  a  re- 
sounding answer  to  those  who  say 
selfishness  is  all. 

Strange  to  say,  the  man  they 
were  honoring  was  unknown  per- 
sonally to  many;  his  name  one 
they  had  probably  never  heaid 
before.  Nor  probably  have  you. 

It  is  Cantor  Aaron  Horowitz. 

1  was  at  that  testimonial  din- 
ner. I  have  been  trying  since  to 
put  my  finger  on  why  so  much 
love  and  affection  should  be 
showered  on  a  man  who,  even  in 
his  own  community,  has  been 
known  for  just  a  few  of  his  qual- 
ities. I  have  known  him  most  of 
my  life.  A  short  story  I  wrote  for 
Harper's  Bazaar  —  God's  Agents 
Have  Beards  —  later  dramatized 
over  the  "The  Eternal  Light"  and 
widely  anthologized,  was  based  on 
him.  I  think  I  am  in  a  position 
to  speak. 

First  of  all,  that  60-year  record. 


As  far  as  can  be  ascertained  it  is 
unique.  It  entitles  Cantor  Horo- 
witz to  the  encomium,  "Dean  of 
American  Cantors."  Today,  going 
on  95  November  11,  1969,  he  is 
Cantor  Emeritus  of  United  Or- 
thodox Synagogue,  a  merger  of 
several  orthodox  congregations  of 
i  he  community,  and  holds  what 
must  be  the  outstanding  cantorial 
longevity  record  in  the  nation. 
But  that  alone  would  not  do  it 
not  even  service  like  Cantor 
Horowitz'.  For  72  years  he  has 
sung  for  the  glory  of  God.  He 
has  married  countless  happy  men 
and  women.  ("Let  Cantor  Horo- 
witz marry  you  and  you  stay  mar- 
ried.") He  has  made  last  rites  of 
beloved  ones  a  thing  of  beauty 
and  meaning,  and  brought  three 
generations  of  families  closer  to 
God  through  his  worshipful  bari- 


tone voice.  ("Cantor  Horowitz' 
service  is  more  expressive,  musi- 
cally, than  opera.  ")  He  has  cir- 
cumcised countless  baby  boys.  One 
of  them,  Attorney  Joseph  J.  Savitz, 
as  toastmaster.  opened  the  pro- 
ceedings with:  "I  first  met  him 
when  I  was  eight  days  old,  and 
have  never  had  occasion  to  regret 
that  meeting  since." 

That  72-year  record,  with  thou- 
sands of  beneficiaries,  is  memor- 
able. But  it  alone  would  not,  in 
one  evening  of  testimonial,  place 
him,  all  at  once,  in  the  category 
of  "great  men."  Length  of  service, 
alone,  does  not  entitle  any  man 
to  the  spontaneous  love  of  his 
fellow  man. 

Nor  is  it  the  physical  facts  of 
his  life,  as  such,  although  they 
make  up  a  saga  of  courage,  enter- 
prise   and    achievement.  Cantor 


Horowitz  was  born  in  the  small 
town  of  Dukor,  in  a  region  which 
was  sometime  Poland,  sometime 
Russia,  depending  on  who  march- 
ed where  —  in  ghetto  poverty 
which  was  so  ridiculous  it  had  to 
become  laughable  to  be  borne. 

At  pre-school  age,  his  father, 
Abraham,  a  deeply  religious, 
other-worldly  teacher,  embarked 
him  on  his  special  studies  —  Tal- 
mud, Hebrew,  the  Bible.  In  his 
teens  he  journeyed  forth  to  learn 
the  cantorial  arts  under  eminent 
European  cantors.  At  21,  he  mar- 
ried Bertha  Chazan,  a  lovely, 
spirited  girl  from  a  neighboring 
town,  and  .got  his  first  job.  In 
1900  they  moved  to  Malmo, 
Sweden,  where  they  reared  a  fam- 
ily of  eight  —  and  on  again  in 
1914  to  America  where  he  and

his  family  found  fruition  finally 
as  citizens,  musicians,  artists,  peo- 
ple of  letters  in  what  they  hail 
as  the  sweetest  land  of  liberty. 

That  too  is  not  unique.  It  :s 
like  the  story  of  many  another. 

In  this  case,  it  is  something-  else 
again.  It  is  the  way  a  man  has 
lived  for  94  years  in  unfailing  ex- 
emplification of  a  principle  which 
most  people  in  this  age  say  can- 
not work  —  a  principle  he  learn- 
ed from  his  father  who,  in  turn, 
learned  it  from  his  —  back  2000 
years. 

When  he  was  first  old  enough 
to  understand,  his  father  took 
him  aside  and  gave  him  the  rule 
—  and  thereafter  never  stopped 
hammering  it  home.  "In  all  your 
life,  regardless  of  your  occupation, 
always  be  the  least  among  the 
least.  Never  stop." 

At  first  blush,  this  would  ap- 
pear to  be  the  worst  sort  of  par- 
ental advice,  the  most  abject  kind 
of  humility.  "The  least  among  the 
least."  Last  among  the  Last! 

Hut  wasn't  it  written  for  truth 
back  there  2000  years  ago?  ".  .  .  to 
do  justly,  and  to  love  mercy,  and 
to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God"? 
And:  ".  .  .  the  last  shall  be  first, 
and  the  first  last"? 

Cantor  Horowitz  might  have 
interpreted  it  as  escaping  from 
life,  or  "theoretical",  or  living  in 
a.  cloister,  or  giving  up  the  battle. 

Instead,  very  simply,  he  applied 
it  literally.  You  make  yourself  in- 
to the  least  by  giving  the  most  and 
taking  the  least.  And  you  do  so 
where  there  is  no  audience  to 
applaud. 

One  of  my  favorite  examples 
how  it  worked  all  his  life  was  the 
case  of  the  refugee  who  moved 
to  town  with  his  wife  at  the  close 
of  World  War  II.  He  had  fought 
as  a  partisan  in  his  native  Poland 
against  both  the  Nazis  and  the 
Reds  and  had  endured  horror 
and  hardship.  Penniless  and  with- 
out resources  he  came,  almost  by 
instinct,  to  Cantor  Horowitz  who 
took  him  in  hand,  had  him  out- 
fitted, saw  to  it  he  was  provided 
furniture  and  a  place  to  live  by 
benefactors,  and  then  spent  days 
getting  him  oriented. 

The  refugee  had  been  given  a 
ritual  schochet  job  in  the  com- 
munity. Cantor  Horowitz  at  the 
time  was  doing  the  same  work  as 
one  aspect  of  his  general  duties. 
That  phase  of  his  job  paid  him 
approximately  $20  to  $25  weekly. 

One  day,  called  on  to  perform 
a  wedding,  he  asked  the  newcom- 
er to  spell  him  for  a  few  hours. 
The  refugee  agreed.  But  at  the 
end  of  the  day  he  came  to  Cantor 
Horowitz  and  told  him  he  owed 
him  $20. 

"Twenty  dollars  for  just  a  few 
hours?  I  make  only  $20-$26  from 
it  a  week,"  Cantor  Horowitz  said. 

The  newcomer  was  grim. 
"That's  what  you're  going  to  pay 
me,  a  week's  pay." 

He  bothered  to  explain.  He'd 


learned  fast.  That's  how  you  got 
ahead  in  this  new  world;  you  had 
to  be  tough,  take  all  you  could, 
hit  and  run,  never  stop  pushing 
yourself. 

Cantor  Horowitz  smiled  gently. 
"One  day  you  may  want  me  to 
substitute  for  you." 

"Hah,  never,"  the  refugee  said. 
"You'll  never  get  your  $20  back 
that  way." 

But,  one  day,  the  refugee  did 
have  need  of  a  substitute.  There 
was  a  grave  emergency.  He  had 
to  be  away.  He  came  to  Cantor 
Horowitz. 

And  there  were  those  who  said: 
"After  all  lie  did,  here's  your 
chance  to  put  that  rat  in  his 
place.  Spit  in  his  face." 

Rut  Cantor  Horowitz  worked 
lor  him  all  that  day.  And  the 
next.  And  the  same  people  came 
to  him  and  said:  "At  least  give 
him  the  business  now.  Charge 
him  the  limit  —  what  he  charged 
you." 

And  Cantor  Horowitz  did 
charge  him  the  limit  —  nothing! 

For  a  long  time  shame  kept  the 
refugee  away.  But  one  day,  when 
he  left  town  for  a  hetter  job,  the 
last  person  he  came  to  say  good- 
bye to  and  hless  was  Cantor  Horo- 
witz. 

There  are  other  examples  that 
can  be  cited  to  show  how  Cantor 
Horowitz'  philosophy  of  "least- 
hood"  worked  to  make  the  world 
and  people  about  him  better,  and 
bring  him,  in  return,  the  true 
coin  of  love. 

There  was  that  first  job  he  had 
in  America  —  at  $5  a  week,  with 
ten  mouths  to  feed  —  and  the  way, 
instead  of  grumbling  or  asking 
lor  more,  he  devoted  himself  so 
completely  to  the  physical  and 
spiritual  needs  of  his  under-pay- 
ers,  when  he  left  nine  years  later 
the  congregation  treated  it  as  an 
irreparable  personal  loss. 

Or,  the  way  he  spurned  fame 
which  beckoned  several  times.  He 
might  have  gone  in  for  a  big 
career  in  a  big  city.  He  might 
have  thrown  everything  over  and 
became  a  full-time  composer.  Or. 
he  might  have  gone  in  for  money- 
making. 

But  in  all  cases  "leasthood" 
stayed  him.  And  his  standards  of 
work:  Give  the  job  at  hand  every- 
thing it  needs,  as  measured  not  by 
the  clock  or  the  pay  envelope,  but 
by  the  needs  of  someone  close  by. 

In  all  cases  one  thing  is  clear. 
"Leasthood"  was  never  mere  hu- 
mility, humility,  doormat  or 
otherwise,  was  not  enough.  To 
give  you  had  to  have  something  of 
value  to  give.  Primarily,  if  you 
were  giving  of  yourself  to  others, 
you  yourself  had  to  be  better.  And 
from  the  beginning  that  was  what 
Cantor  Horowitz  quietly  set  for 
himself  —  to  make  himself  the 
proper  kind  of  a  person  to  be 
least.  In  brief,  it  meant  becoming 
a  person  of  boundless  growth  and 
wisdom. 

It  began  as  a  boy.  At  14  he  went 
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to  Minsk  to  stud)  Talmud.  But 
music  was  his  great  love.  At  that 
time,  the  idol  of  Minsk  was  a  boy 
coloratura  who  sang  alto  in  the 
Synagogue  choir. 

Hungry  lor  knowledge  —  and 
least  among  the  le.ast  —  Aaron 
frankly  avowed  to  him  the  little 
he  knew  about  music,  and  the  boy. 
surprised  and  captivated,  took  him 
to  heart  and  gave  him  an  invalu- 
able course  of  lessons.  In  return, 
Aaron  taught  him  Hebrew  and 
Bible  —  and,  much  later,  in 
America,  more  than  repaid  the 
debt  by  tutoring  young  already- 
engaged  cantors  in  the  repertory 
and  techniques  of  their  profession 
—  quietly  in  Cantor  Horowitz' 
parlor  where  the  students*  con- 
gregations need  not  know. 

Music  was  his  special  field  — 
and  perfection  his  goal.  But,  it 
was  more  than  mere  esthetics.  He 
saw  his  voice  and  music  as  the 
agency  through  which  he  must 
give  the  congregation  a  clearer, 
more  elevated  kinship  with  God 
through  chanted  worship. 

In  Sweden  this  passion  for 
growth  burgeoned.  The  atmos- 
phere was  free,  liberal  and  civiliz- 
ed. His  duties  were  heavy,  his 
family  growing,  but  he  embarked 
on  a  strenuous  program  of  har- 
mony, composition,  violin,  piano, 
choral  work  —  all  through  self- 
instruction  in  two  new  languages: 
Swedish  and  German!  What's 
more,  the  voice  depended  on  your 
state  of  health.  This  puny  Tal- 
mud-trained boy  from  a  Russian- 
Polish  ghetto  rolled  up  his  sleeves, 
absorbed  the  famed  Swedish  sys- 
tem of  calisthenics,  learned  the 
technique  of  correct  breathing, 
went  hiking,  swam  in  the  icy 
North  Sea  —  and  taught  his  fam- 
ily to  do  the  same.  To  this  day, 
he  has  the  chest  and  shoulders  of 
an  athlete.  What's  more,  for  many 
years  it  was  a  rare  summer's  day 
when  he  and  his  wife  missed  their 
daily  swim  in  the  coldest  nearby 
lake. 

Musically,  his  prowess  was  soon 
recognized.  He  was  invited  to  be- 
come a  charter  member  of  the 
Malmo  Philharmonic  Society  un- 
der the  famed  Anders  Hallen, 
conductor  of  the  Stockholm  Royal 
Opera.  In  the  synagogue  world, 
too,  he  began  to  attract  notice. 
He  was  in  touch  with  Theodore 
Herzl,  founder  of  Zionism,  and 
organized  the  first  Zionist  group 
in  Malmo.  And  he  was  invited 
to  apply  for  the  post  of  Cantor  in 
one  of  the  biggest  synagogues  of 
Germany. 

But  you  didn't  go  chasing 
money  or  fame  when  there  was 
an  important  job  to  do  at  hand. 
Right  now  there  was  a  commun- 
ity to  serve  —  children  to  teach. 
Now,  too,  he  might  have  gone  off 
and  achieved  success  as  a  compos- 
er: the  talent  and  drive  bubbled 
in  him.  But,  again,  the  commun- 
ity and  family  came  first  —  and 
lie  last. 


And,  indeed,  music  was  not  alJ. 
In  Sweden  also  was  the  great  won- 
derful new  world  of  secular  know- 
ledge —  philosophy,  science,  lit- 
erature. To  be  effectively  least 
you  had  to  be  a  full  man.  Ho  be- 
gan those  studies  and  never  stop- 
ped. In  Cantor  Horowitz'  family, 
conjecture  about  space  -  travel, 
life  on  other  planets,  meaning  of 
the  cosmos,  was  common  talk  a 
generation  ago.  Through  the  years 
scholars  have  come  to  him  and 
discussed  intricacies  of  philosophy, 
Hebrew  grammar,  life  itself.  The 
"least  among  the  least"  gives  them 
all  they  can  carry  away  and  re- 
ceives, in  return,  love  from  ever- 
widening  circles. 

This  lifelong  passion  for  pro- 
gress, not  so  long  ago  —  at  the 
age  of  81!  —  brought  out  still 
another  trail  of  his  "leasthood." 
When,  despite  the  universal  ap- 
proval of  doctors  and  parents,  his 
use  of  a  newly  developed  surgical 
clamp  for  circumcision  was  criti- 
cized by  a  small  group  as  too 
much  of  an  innovation,  the  old 
viking  with  the  young  ideas  took 
up  a  fighting  stance.  He  knew  it 
was  best  for  the  health  of  the  chil- 
dren. What's  more,  it  was  kosher. 
And,  with  flashing  eyes,  he  so 
proved  it  chapter  and  verse.  Be- 
ing least  among  the  least  did  not 
mean  being  spineless.  If  necessary, 
you  fought  for  the  truth,  for  the 
right  to  give  help  to  others. 

Through  the  years,  the  day-to- 
day  example  of  this  life  has  touch- 
ed many  and  given  them  special 
insight  into  the  conduct  of  their 
own  lives.  Never  was  the  example 
more  luminous  than  dining  ad- 
versity. 

My  favorite  example  is  a  story 
that  might  be  called  "Cantor 
Horowitz'  Chicken  House."  Al- 
though engaged  primarily  as  a 
cantor,  Cantor  Horowitz'  talents 
included  certification  as  a  shochet 

—  one  who  slaughters  cattle  or 
chickens  according  to  the  kosher 
Hebraic  rules.  During  one  period, 
this  gentle  soul  who  could  not 
hurt  a  fly,  found  it  necessary  to 
take  it  on  as  one  of  his  duties. 
Was  it  a  demotion,  a  catastrophe? 

Indeed  it  was  not.  He  became 
the  best  shochet  anyone  had  ever 
seen.  He  set  up  duty  rosters  for 
himself  and  his  colleagues  which 
were  a  model  of  efficiency.  He  de- 
vised —  from  a  study  of  anatomv 

—  a  method  of  slaughtering  chic- 
kens which  brought  him  the  bies-

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sings  of  the  pluckers;  it  made  their 
work  much  easier.  And  for  final 
victory,  what  did  he  do  during 
his  spare  hours  in  that  cold  mis- 
erable chicken-house  midst  feath- 
ers, blood,  and  squawling  —  but 
compose  the  most  lovely  lyrical 
music  of  his  career! 

When  it  was  no  longer  neces- 
sary for  him  to  be  a  shochet  he 
was  glad.  But  in  the  meantime  he 
had  turned  it  into  a  triumph. 

In  1955  there  came  a  new  phase 
into  his  life.  At  the  age  of  81  — 
and  finally  ahead  a  lew  doliars 
in  the  bank  —  lie  decided  the 
time  had  come  to  buy  himself  a 
home.  He  and  his  wife  had  never 
owned  one.  At  the  age  of  81  it 
would  not  seem  like  undue  haste. 
After  all,  it  was  now  time  to  start 
planning  ahead  and  not  neglect 
this  important  aspect  of  self-de- 
velopment. 

So  he  quietly  bought  a  modest 
home  near  the  synagogue  —  and 
word  got  out.  Synagogue  Presi- 
dent Morris  Lid/  thought  it  too 
good  to  miss;  it  was  an  opportun- 
iv  to  show  the  beloved  man  what 
the  congregation  thought  of  him. 
The  gentle  man  with  the  viking 
shoulders  who  for  60  years  had  al- 
ways been  last  with  demands  for 
himself,  had  no  idea.  It  would  be 
a  quiet  little  family  affair  in  the 
vestry-rooms  for  members  of  the 
congregation.  There  woidd  be  a 
speech  or  two,  perhaps  a  tear  or 
two,  and  then  a  contribution  to- 
ward purchase  of  the  home. 

But  nobody  reckoned  on  the 
true  power  of  love  —  nor  the  long 
memory  and  gratitude  of  strangers 
and.  friends  whose  lives  had  caught 
a  2000-year-old  divine  spark  from 
this  "unknown"  man.  The  oppor- 
tunity to  show  him  their  love  and 
affection  was  seized  on  spontane- 
ously —  and  a  whole  community 
joined  in  and,  in  a  sense,  the 
nation. 

\mong  the  innumerable  glow- 
ing tributes  from  everywhere  (in- 
cluding Texas,  New  England, 
California,  Mexico,  Canada) 
three,  to  my  mind,  stand  out  for 
special  reasons. 

First,  was  President  Eisenhow- 
ers' telegram  from  Thomasville, 
Ga.,  sent  at  the  moment  the  des- 
tiny of  America  awaited  the  de- 
cision of  the  34th  President

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United  Nations,  (WUP)  -  The 
Fourth  o£  July  season  marking  the 
birth  ol  this  great  nation  was  a 
good  time  for  the  U.S.  delegation 
to  the  UN,  indeed,  for  President 
Nixon  and  his  Administration  — 
currently  preoccupied  with  a  sort 
oL  half-measured,  appeasement- 
proposition  for  the  settlement  ol 
the  Mideast  conflict  —  to  reflect 
somewhat  on  the  spirit  which 
moved  the  Founding  Fathers  to 
establish  the  American  Republic. 

Surely  none  of  the  present  lead- 
ers are  unaware  of  the  fact  that 
the  Hebrew  Bible  and  the  very 
lives  of  Israel's  Founding  Fathers 
served  as  models  in  the  founding 
of  America  for  such  men  as 
George  Washington,  Thomas  Jef- 
ferson, John  Adams,  Benjamin 
Franklin  and  most  of  the  co-sign- 
ers of  the  Declaration  ol  Inde- 
pendence. 

Despite  their  awareness  of  this 
historic  fact,  its  significance  has 
been  lost  to  them  and  over- 
shadowed by  the  immediacy  of 
current  political  pressures. 

It  took  a  great  American  soul 
like  Robert  St.  John  to  shake  the 
American  people  out  of  their 
lethargy  and  remind  them  of  the 
manifold  contributions  that  He- 
braic thought  and  Jewish  tradi- 
tions have  made  to  American  life 
during  and  since  Colonial  days. 

Doubleday  &  Company  has  ren- 
dered a  great  service  in  presenting 
to  the  world  Mr.  St.  John's  latest 
390-page  book,  "Jews,  Justice  And 
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Judaism  —  A.  Narrative  of  the 
Role  Played  by  the  Bible  People 
In  Shaping  American  History." 
The  very  readable  and  intriguing 
volume  is  a  masterpiece  and  this 
correspondent  would  recommend 
it  as  a  must  reading  for  the  U.S. 
diplomats  here  at  the  UN,  for 
every  Senator  and  Congressman, 
yea,  for  President  Nixon  himself, 
his  advisers  and  Cabinet  mem- 
bers. 

One  thing  is  clear,  and  il 
evolves  from  Robert  St.  John's 
document  —  theres  an  uncanny 
historic  relationship,  a  close  link, 
between  the  two  peoples,  the  early 
settlers  and  the  Jews,  a  mystique 
which  may  one  day  be  unraveled. 
It  is  this  mystique  which  will  com- 
pel the  present  Administration, 
indeed,  any  Administration,  to 
stand  by  the  Slate  of  Israel  no 
matter  what  the  circumstances 
and  regardless  of  the  risks. 

"American  history  is  a  great 
tapestry,"  says  the  author  ol 
"Shalom  Means  Peace"  —  a  book 
reviewed  by  the  writer  in  1949  — 
"a  never-ending  series  of  scenes 
and  episodes,  continually  being 
woven  out  of  the  dreams  and  the 
nightmares,  the  follies  and  the 
ambitions  of  a  determined  people. 
Through  the  fabric  run  certain 
definable  threads,  some  of  striking 
colors.  "These,"  he  adds,  "repre- 
sent Judaism's  contributions  to 
the  American  panarama.  'Without 
these  threads  there  still  wotdd  be 
the  tapestry,  bul  it  would  not  be- 
so  rich  or  nearly  so  significant.  .  .  . 

Each  of  the  twenty-nine  stir- 
ring chapters,  written  with  the 
brilliant  pen  so  unique  to  the  au- 
thor, is  a  gem,  a  classic.  All  to- 
gether these  chapters  constitute  a 
faithful  history  of  the  birth  and 
growth  of  the  American  Republic 
in  which  the  "golden  thread" 
stands  out  conspicuously  in  each 
generation. 

"Long  before  the  arrival  of  the 
first  Jew  on  Colonial  Soil,"  writes 
St.  John  in  chapter  Two  —  "In- 
spiration For  the  Puritans"  — 
"Judaism  had  exerted'  an  indirect 
influence  on  the  New  World.  The 
Puritans  made  no  secret  of  their 
ambition  to  establish  a  theocratic 
state  modeled  on  ancient  Israel. 
They  knew  the  history  of  the  Jews 
better  than  they  knew  English 
history.  Their  popular  heroes 
were  Abraham,  Isaac,  Jacob, 
Moses,  David,  Solomon,  and  Jere- 
miah. Their  preachers'  sermons 
were  nearly  always  based  on  Old 
Testament  texts.  They  decided 
that  because  the  Old  Testament 
had  been  written  in  Hebrew,  He- 
brew must  have  been  the  mother 
tongue  from  which  all  other  lan- 
guages sprang  .  .  ." 

Robert  St.  John,  who  resides  in 


Maryland,  has  had  a  long  and 
successful  career  as  a  writer,  lec- 
turer and  broadcaster,  with  a 
special  interest  in  Jews,  Judaism, 
and  the  State  of  Israel.  Among  his 
sixteeii  books  are  his  "Tongue  of 
the  Prophets,"  "Ben-Gurion"  and 


The  Man  Who  Played  God."

Israel's  development  towns  are 
coming  into  their  own.  A  new 
dynamic  approach  to  their  prob- 
lems was  made  at  the  Conference 
on  Human  Needs  in  Israel  which 
took  place  in  Jerusalem  recently. 
Among  the  participants  at  the 
conference  were  200  delegates 
from  20  countries  who  sat  for  long 
hours  with  Israeli  experts  to  re- 
view the  entire  range  of  Israels 
human  needs,  including  educa- 
tion, housing,  health  and  social 
welfare.  Inevitably,  these  subjects 
also  crept  into  the  deliberations 
on  development  towns,  whose  hu- 
man needs  are  most  pressing. 

When  these  towns  were  first 
added  to  the  map  of  Israel  in  the 
early  days  of  the  State,  it  was 
mainly  to  assure  dispersal  of  the 
mass  influx  of  immigration  at 
that  time,  as  well  as  to  settle  large 
areas  whose  previous  emptiness 
constituted  a  security  threat. 

To  speed  the  integration  of  the 
newcomer,  particularly  to  the  de- 
velopment towns,  the  Keren  Hay- 
esod,  which  is  the  Jewish  Agency's 
principal  source  of  funds,  spends 
over  ninety-million  dollars  a  year 
on  the  various  stages  of  absorp- 
tion. Some  of  this  enormous  sum 
goes  into  the  housing  and  institu- 
tions that  benefit  the  individual 
immigrant  in  the  development 
towns.  Partly  as  a  result  of  this 
investment,  the  towns  are  begin- 
ning to  pass  the  stage  of  instability 
which  was  characterised  by  a  shift- 
ing population,  large-scale  unem- 
ployment and  in  many  cases,  that 
sense  of  fatalism  which  stemmed 
tG  an  extent  from  patterns  of  life 
in  the  Moslem  world  from  which 
the  majority  of  the  residents 
came.  The  initial  difficulties  were 
also  an  outgrowth  of  the  lack  of 
experience  and  the  paternalistic 
methods  of  planning  and  admini- 
stration that  were  inevitable  in 
the  conditions  prevailing  in  the 
early  days  of  the  State.  This  cre- 
ated a  vicious  circle:  the  better 
uualified  did  not  come  and  the 
more  enterprising  elements  left. 

"Had  anything  been  done  to 
create  a  local  'Peace  Corps'?"  ask- 
ed a  Canadian  delegate  to  the 
Human  Needs  Conference,  and 
gave  some  examples  of  how  such 
volunteers  had  been  used  in  his 
part  of  the  world.  There  had  been 
similar  efforts,  an  Israeli  social 
worker  replied.  Apart  from  the 
NAHAL  groups  (Army  Pioneer 
Settlers  Corps)  girls  had  come  to 
the  towns  to  do  their  national  ser- 
vice, and  some  had  done  import- 
ant work  combating  illiteracy.  In 
addition,  'Sherut  L'Am'  (Service 
to  the  Nation),  organised  to  send 
\olunteers  to  the  border,  included 
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the  development  towns  in  the 
scope  of  its  endeavours. 

The  Jewish  Agency  also  launch- 
ed at  the  end  of  1967,  a  provision- 
al volunteer  programme  to  help 
the  development  towns  —  pending 
the  formulation  of  long-range 
schemes  which  would  require  ap- 
propriate resources  in  terms  of 
planning,  budgets  and  manpower. 
Begun  in  Beit  Shemesh  and  Neti- 
vot,  they  were  designed  to  test 
the  possibilities  of  improved  co- 
ordination and  local  initiative 
through  specific  schemes  of  social 
as  well  as  economic  interest. 

Evaluating  the  results  after  a 
year-and-a-half  of  operations  with 
a  view  to  implementation  in  other 
communities,  Air.  Ancona  report- 
ed that  the  rehabilitation  of  de- 
velopment towns  is  possible  in 
stages.  "There  must  be  a  gradual 
transfer  of  authority,  leading  to 
the  complete  autonomy  and  in- 
dependent activity  of  the  Develop- 
ment Council  —  a  local  executive 
body  of  decision-making  volun- 
teers," he  said. 

"What  about  the  relatively  low 
educational  level?"  a  Belgian  del- 
egate asked,  referring  to  the  sur- 
vey material  handed  out  before 
the  conference,  which  had  report- 
ed on  a  compartively  high  rate 
of  illiteracy  and  the  backwardness 
of  cultural  life,  if  measured  by 
Western  or  urban  Israeli  stand- 
ards. 

"The  attack  oir  both  these 
towns'  educational  and  economic 
problems  is  being  conducted  with 
due  regard  for  their  short  and 
long-term  needs,"  Mr.  Ancona  as- 
sured his  questioner,  citing,  among 
other  things,  the  successful  anti- 
illiteracy  campaign,  'enrichment' 
classes  for  children  in  higher 
grades  and  the  establishment  of 
day  nurseries  to  start  the  educa- 
tion process  as  early  as  possible. 
These  nurseries  also  enabled  more 
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women  to  work  during  this  period 
of  high  employment,  which  in  it- 
self is  having  a  positive  impact  on 
the  towns. 

Other  'lines  of  action"  included 
guidance  to  returning  soldiers 
with  the  aim  of  preparing  them 
for  professional  positions,  so  that 
they  will  identify  themselves  with 
their  own  towns;  summer  camps 
and  playground  facilities  for  chil- 
dren and  cultural  activities  for 
adults;  as  well  as  fundraising  ac- 
tivities for  various  economic  pro- 
jects, such  as  hotels,  restaurants 
and  swimming  pool. 

"The  new  social  image  develop- 
ing should  attract  both  investors 
and  immigrants,  and  this  will 
make  possible  the  further  exploi- 
tation of  the  hidden  potentials  ol 
the  present  population."  Dov 
Ancona  concluded. 

The  picture  was  indeed  a  chal- 
lenging one,  for  Beth  Shemesh 
and  Netivot  serve  as  an  indicator, 
and  their  problems  and  solutions 
can  be  applied,  if  necessary,  to  any 
of  the  other  development  towns 
spread  throughout  Israel. 

The  report  and  the  ensuing  dis- 
cussion left  the  impression  that 
there  was  a  new  kind  of  dynamic 
approach  to  the  development 
towns,  which  were  passing,  like 
the  individual  immigrant,  from 
the  stage  of  dependency  to  thai 
of  productive  contribution  and 
absorption  into  the  life  of  the 
country. 
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Nixon-Rumanian 
Visit  Hailed 
By  JWV  Head 

President  Richard  M.  Nixon's 
trip  to  Rumania  indicates  "a  bold 
and  imaginative  diplomacy  de- 
signed to  support  freedom  while 
easing  global  tensions,"  National 
Commander  Charles  Feuereisen  ol 
the  Jewish  War  Veterans  of  the 
U.S.A.  said  today. 

Lauding  the  President's  initia- 
lise. Commander  Feuereisen  said 
the  trip  "is  designed  primarily  to 
encourage  the  limited  freedom  ol 
expression  by  Eastern  European 
States  —  a  blow  to  the  notion  thai 
the  United  States  and  the  Soviet 
Union  have  divided  the  world 
into  rigid  spheres  of  influence." 

The  Nixon  visit  may  have  the 
effect  of  "inhibiting  Soviet  re- 
pression and  forestalling  any  dan- 
ger that  Moscow  will  make  Ru- 
mania another  Czechoslovakia. 
The  approach  to  Bucharest  ac- 
centuates the  United  States  posi- 
tion that  this  country  must  be  a 
partner  in  all  negotiations  regard- 
ing Europe  and  to  any  security 
agreement  on  Europe  if  American 
interests  and  the  security  of  Eu- 
rope are  to  be  preserved.'' 

"If  the  Soviet  Union  is  sincere- 
ly dedicated  to  peaceful  co-ex- 
istence, then  Moscow  should  wel- 
come the  visit,  which  is  so  clearly 
intended  to  clarify  the  atmosphere 
and  reduce  chances  of  misunder- 
standing;' said  the  JWV  Com- 
mander. 

"I  am  convinced  that  President 
Nixon  has  no  intention  of  pro- 
voking the  Soviet  Union  by  visit- 
ing a  nation  that  has  incurred 
Russian  disfavor.  Actually,  his 
trip  amounts  to  an  invitation  to 
live  and  let  live.  The  Kremlin 
certainly  recalls  that  Soviet  states- 
men in  the  post-Stalin  era  visit- 
ed almost  all  of  the  nations  allied 
with  the  United  States.  Mindful 
of  this  precedent,  they  can  have 
no  legitimate  complaint  because 
the  President  of  the  United  States 
claims  the  same  right  to  make 
personal  contact  with  the  leader- 
ship of  an  Eastern  European  na- 
tion," said  Commander  Feuer- 
eisen. 

The  JWV  Commander  said  that 
Jewish  veterans,  especially,  were 
pleased  by  the  trip  to  Rumania 
because  of  that  country's'  "display 
of  Integrity  and  independence  by- 
refusing  to  heed  pressures  from 
Moscow  and  the  Communist  In- 
ternational line  to  sever  diplo- 
matic relations  with  the  State  of 
Israel.  Rumania  insisted  on  taking 
an  objective  and  neutral  approach 
to  the  Arab-Israel  dispute  and  re- 
jected all  attempts  to  force  her 
to  adopt  a  one-sided  anti-Israel 
and  anti- Jewish  position."

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HEBREW  UNIVERSITY 
OPENS  NEW  DEPARTMENT 
OF  DEMOGRAPHY 

The  Hebrew  University  of  Jeru- 
salem has  announced  the  opening 
ol  a  new  Department  of  Demo- 
graphy. The  announcement  was 
made  by  Professor  Roberto  Bachi 
and  Helmut  Muhsam. 

The  department  will  be  staffed 
by  teachers  engaged  in  research 
in  various  fields  such  as  general 
theory,  methodics,  the  links  be- 
tween population  problems  and 
social  and  economic  problems, 
special  aspects  of  Israeli  demo- 
graph)  and  of  Jewish  and  Arab 
demography,  etc. 

One  of  the  subjects  which  is 
considered  especially  suitable  for 
such  work  is  the  development  of 
research  into  the  demography  of 
Jews  who  live  outside  Israel.  This 
is  being  done  in  cooperation  with 
the  Institute  of  Contemporary 
Jewry.  This  work  is  of  great  im- 
portance from  scientific,  national 
and  practical  points  of  view.  The 
various  Jewish  Diasporas  have 
special  demographic  characterist- 
ics which  should  be  researched  in 
part  to  discover  what  they  have 
in  common.  It  is  hoped  to  receive 
from  the  countries  in  which  the 
majority  of  Diaspora  Jewry  lives 
considerable  information  based  on 
a  survey  which  inquired  into  the 
growth  of  the  Jewish  population, 
its  demographic  distribution,  its 
demographic,  social  and  economic 
characteristics,  and  the  questions 
of  Jewish  identity.  This  material 
will  serve  as  a  basis  for  several 
further  research  projects  which 
will  be  undertaken  partly  in  Is- 
rael and  partly  abroad.  It  will  be 
the  responsibility  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Demography  to  provide 
well  trained  persons  qualified  in 
general  demography  who  know 
how  to  use  modern  tools  of  popu- 
lation research. 

Another  subject  which  will  be 
considered  is  the  demography  of 
Israel.  This  has  been  researched 
to  some  considerable  extent  and 
there  exists  a  comprehensive  doc- 
umentation established  b)  the 
Central  Bureau  of  Statistics.  At 
the  same  time,  however,  there  is 
considerable  room  for  a  deepen- 
ing research  into  subjects  which 
have  not  yet  been  clarified.  The 
plans  exist  and  there  is  a  good 
chance  of  financing  them.  All 
that  is  lacking  are  young  people 
to  carry  out  the  work.  Professor 
Bachi  pointed  to  two  research 
problems  being  carried  out  by 
University  Departments  in  con- 
junction with  the  Central  Bureau 
of  Statistics:  an  inter-disciplinary 
research  project  on  the  integra- 
tion of  immigrants  since  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  State,  and  a  re- 
construction of  the  demographic 
development  of  the  Arabs  in  Is- 
rael in  the  same  period. 

Israel  in  its  pre-1967  boundaries, 
together  with  the  territories  cur- 
rently held  by  the  Defence  Forces, 


constitute  an  area  in  which  pop- 
ulation groups  at  different  stages 
in  economic  development  live  side 
by  side.  It  is  hoped  that  this  re- 


search will  help  in  a  general  un- 
derstanding of  the  demographic 
results  of  economic  and  social  de- 
velopment.

A  video-tape 
of  this  experiment,  now  being 
used  by  the  Voice  of  America 
throughout  the  Far  East,  will  also 
be  shown  by  NBC  Television  in 
the  capitol  city  and  possibly  in 
other  cities  as  well.

Second  communication  came 
from  Cantor  Henry  Rosenblatt, 
son  of  the  late  Cantor  Joseph 
Rosenblatt  whose  world  pre- 
eminence as  a  cantor  was  univers- 
ally accepted  without  question 
everywhere. 

The  wire  read:  "Happy  are  all 
they  who  have  the  privilege  ol 
being  inspired  by  such  a  sweet 
singer  of  Israel  as  you  who  know 
the  meaning  of  the  prayers.

Morningstar."  He  cited  the  tra- 
ditional Hebrew  concept  that  in

Continuing,  he  ob- 
serves, ".  .  .  the  Jewish  Day  School, 
now  a  neighborhood  public  school 
open  to  any  Jewish  child  in  Ha- 
bana (and  if  he  lives  at  any  dis- 
tance the  government  provides 
transportation  to  and  from  the 
school)  has  set  aside  an  hour  and 
a  half  daily  for  Jewish  children 
to  devote  themselves  to  Jewish 
studies  .  .  .  the  Jewish  Cemetery, 
now  State  supported,  continues 
with  Jewish  religious  needs  and 
preferences  fully  respected.  .  .  . 
A  'Shochet'  continues  to  function, 
and  while  all  meat  is  severely  ra- 
tioned, Jews  may  obtain  their  full 
quota  of  kosher  meat  if  such  be 
their  desire.  There  are,  however, 
many  shortcomings  to  Jewish 
communal  life  in  Cuba  and  Rabbi 
Gendler  stresses,  in  conclusion, 
that  further  contact  and  fellow- 
ship between  Jews  in  the  United 
States  and  Cuba  will  result  in  the 
reduction  of  "the  painful  sense  of 
isohttion"  felt  by  Cuban  Jewry.

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Israel's  merchant  fleet,  which 
totaled  6,000  tons  in  1948,  has  al- 
ready passed  the  1,500,000-ton 
mark.  Israel's  ships  now  dock  at 
the  ports  of  more  than  100  coun- 
tries throughout  the  world. 

Israel's  shipping  industry  plans 
to  expend  $150  million  to  bring 
its  displacement  capacity  to  3,-

$350  million  has  already  been  in- 
vested in  the  development  of  Is- 
rael's merchant  marine  since  the 
establishment  of  the  State. 

In  1968  Israels'  shipping  com-

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of  approximately  10%  over  1967. 
Israel  expects  this  figure  to  rise 
another  10%  by  the  end  of  1969.

"How  My  Judaism 
Makes  Me  A 
Better  Citizen"

Anyone  who  practices  the  be- 
liefs of  Judaism  will  be  a  good 
citizen  in  our  society  today.  The 
standards  of  a  good  citizen  in  our 
society  today  are  essentially  the 
same  as  the  standards  of  a  good 
few. 

In  a  democracy  like  ours,  it  is 
believed  that  all  men  are  created 
equal,  regardless  of  race  or  re- 
ligion. Jews  are  taught  this,  too. 

It  is  also  believed  that  (very 
generally)  you  are  free  to  do  or 
say  whatever  you  want,  as  long 
as  you  don't  harm  anyone  or  any- 
thing in  any  way.  This  is  respect 
for  other  people's  rights  and  prop- 
erty, both  of  which  are  taught  in 
the  Commandments,  "Thou  shah 
not  murder:  thou  shah  not  com- 
mit adultery;  thou  shalt  not  steal; 
and  thou  shalt  not  covet  thy 
neighbors  possessions.''  These  are 
basic  to  civilized  society.  A  Jew 
is  taught  to  "honor  thy  mother 
and  thy  father"  and  honor  and 
respect  all  people  in  authority.  A 
good  citizen  should  honor  and  re- 
spect people  in  authority,  too,  in- 
cluding lawmakers.  This  means 
honoring  and  respecting  the  laws 
made  by  these  people.  Through 
the  Bible,  a  Jew  is  taught  to  ob- 
serve and  obey  laws. 

A  Jew  is  taught  to  learn,  and 
to  be  aware  of  whats  going  on. 
A  good  citizen  should  know,  too, 
what's  going  on  in  his  nation, 
state,  and  community. 

A  Jew  is  taught  the  importance 
of  education.  This  is  needed  for 
an  understanding  of  our  world 
and  country  today. 

A  Jew  is  taught  respect  for 
other  people's  rights  and  prop- 
erty and  the  acceptance  of  respon- 
sibility, in  his  family  life.  A  good 
citizen  should  have  these,  too. 

A  Jew  is  taught  to  give  charity 
to  all,  and  to  help  and  love  his 
fellow  man.  Obviously,  this  con- 
cern for  others  would  make  you 
a  better  citizen.  A  good  citizen 
should  care  about  people  around 
him  and  try  to  help  them  as  a 
help  to  his  community.  There  are 
always  some  people  that  don't 
have  enough  education,  oppor- 
tunity, know-how  to  help  them- 
selves. Someone  is  needed  to  help 
them  out.  This  is  where  the  con- 
cept of  charity  can  be  put  to  prac- 
tice. 

Through  his  own  persecutions 
and  sufferings,  a  Jew  should  be 
more  sensitive  to  the  feelings  of 
others.  Because  people  are  pre- 
judiced against  him,  a  Jew  should 
not  be  prejudiced  against  others. 
This  makes  him  a  better  citizen.

"You  may  be  able  to  get  along 
without  us,  but  we  can't  carry  on 
without  you,"  Israeli  Defense 
Minister  Moshe  Dyan  emotionally 
informed  world  Jewish  leadership 
gathered  in  Jerusalem  for  an  In- 
ternational Conference  on  Hu- 
man Needs  in  Israel. 

Speaking  at  the  King  David  Ho- 
tel, while  Israeli  Air  Force  Jets 
struck  back  at  Iraqi  and  Jordan- 
ian artillery  and  guerrilla  posi- 
tions along  the  Jordan  river,  the 
Israeli  leader  addressing  the  204 
representatives  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  and  other  major 
fund  raising  bodies  in  the  United 
States  and  23  other  countries,  ex- 
pressed increasing  concern  that, 
"if  the  present  crisis  continues 
without  a  peace  settlement,  Arab 
intensification  on  all  borders  will 
be  rapidly  upgraded."  He  said 
that  "Israel  has  to  anticipate  more 
difficult  times  both  next  year  and 
the  year  after."  Dayan  expressed 
renewed  confidence  that  "Israel 
can  take  it,  and  adapt  itself  to  a 
long  drawn  out  war  of  attrition 
along  the  lines  of  current  border 
lighting."  He  said  that  "Israel 
laces  a  long  period  of  this  kind 
of  border  fire  and  pressure,  in 
which  .Arabs  show  no  respect  for 
the  cease-fire,  but  yet  avoid  a 
showdown  in  an  all-out  war." 
"The  so-called  cease-fire  lines," 
he  said,  "have  now  become  fronts 
lor  our  survival." 

Speaking  of  the  two  year  mili- 
tary role  in  the  occupied  areas, 
Dayan  said,  "The  greatest  achieve- 
ment has  been  a  political  and 
historical  one  in  Israel's  oppor- 
tunity to  establish  close  contact 
with  the  Arab  people,  the  people 
we  will  have  to  live  with  in  the 
future." 

Referring  to  fsrael's  continuing 
military  crises,  the  Israeli  Gen- 
era), said,  "As  far  as  the  Arabs 
are  concerned,  the  new  war  has 
already  begun.  Although  it  may 
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not  be  a  full-scale  war,  it  is  a 
situation  in  which  we  witness 
daily  ac  tivation  of  military  forces 
along  all  the  lines,  ever  increasing 
artillery  fire,  sniping,  and  the  free 
passage  of  saboteurs,  commando 
troops  and  terrorist  attacks.  All 
of  this  amounts  to  a  clear  infringe- 
ment by  the  Egyptians  of  the  cease- 
lire  status. 

Dayan  pointed  oui  to  the  con- 
ference the  possibility  of  a  fur- 
ther deterioration  on  the  front 
lines  in  the  near  future.  "It  need 
not  be  a  drastic  or  sudden  change- 
over into  total  war.''  "The  pres- 
ent situation,"  he  said,  "was  more 
<rmvenient  for  the  Arabs  today, 
■since  in  this  manner  they  can 
-continue  their  terrorist  attacks 
Avithout  the  risk  of  being  involved 
in  total  war." 

Israeli's  Chief  of  Staff,  Gen- 
■eral  Chaim  Bar-Lev,  told  the  con- 
ference of  three  principal  achieve- 
ments of  the  post  war  period. 

1)  Israel  managing  to  hold  fast 
along  all  ceasefire  lines: 

2)  The  Administration  of  over 
one  million  Palestinian  Arabs, 
which  is  being  conducted  satis- 
factorialy  and  without  difficulty: 

3)  The  failure  of  terrorist  or- 
gan i/ations  to  achieve  their  aims 
to  arouse  uprisings  in  the  held 
areas  and  to  disrupt  normal  life 
in  the  State  of  Israel: 

Bar-Lev  thought  that  the  pres- 
ent situation  would  continue  and, 
"as  far  as  Israeli  Forces  and  re- 
sources are  concerned,  Israel 
would  be  in  a  position  to  hold 
out  for  a  long  time."  Bar-Lev 
said  that  "it  is  generally  assumed 
that  Egypt  and  the  other  Arab 
countries  would  not  accept  the 
situation  of  Israel  holding  the 
present  lines,  and  would  try  to 
change  it  by  force."  "This  they 
will  do,"  he  said,  "when,  accord- 
ing to  their  evaluation,  they  can 
expect  to  win  both  on  the  field 
of  battle  and  in  the  international 
political  arena. 

Concerning  military  suprem- 
acy, the  Chief  of  Staff  stated  that, 
"the  qualitative  supremacy  Israel 
enjoyed  due  to  motivation  and 
the  gross  technical  supremacy  of 
the  country  would  continue  to 
stand  the  nation  in  good  stead  in 
the  future."  The  Israeli  military 
leader  said,  "our  topographic  and 
geographical  position  today  is  far 
better  than  it  had  been  before 
the  Six-Day  War,  and  concerning 
means  of  warfare,  although  we 
have  the  minimum  requirements 


for  achieving  victor)  in  the  case 
of  all-out  war,  we  hope  to  obtain 
the  maximum." 

United  Jewish  Appeal  Execu- 
tive Chairman,  Herbert  A.  Fried- 
man, speaking  before  a  conference 
workshop  on  campaigns  said,  "the 
situation  of  no  peace  may  deterio- 
rate into  a  permanent  one  for 
many  years  to  come.  The  best  we 
can  hope  for  is  to  maintain  the 
present  level  of  expenditures.  If 
the  situation  gets  worse,  then  we 
can  expect  expenditures  naturally 
to  increase  drastically."  The  UJA 
leader  statetl,  "1  do  not  see  any 
'essening  of  the  amount  needed.

UJA'S  GINSBERG  CALLS  FOR 
NEW  COMMITMENT 

Edward  Ginsberg  of  Cleveland, 
general  chairman  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal,  has  made  an  ur- 
gent plea  to  world  Jewry  to  re- 
new their  commitment  to  Israel. 
He  issued  the  call  at  the  Con- 
ference on  Human  Needs,  held  in 
jerusalem  recently.  The  confer- 
ence was  attended  by  20i  repre- 
sentatives of  major  Jewish  fund- 
raising  agencies  throughout  the 
world.  Mr.  Ginsberg  led  the  UJA 
delegation. 

Mr.  Ginsberg  spoke  at  the  clos- 
ing session  which  was  attended 
by  Israeli  Prime  Minister  Golda 
Meir,  President  Zalman  Shazar 
and  other  Israeli  dignitaries,  as 
well  as  the  conference  delegates 
and  Jewish  Agency  officials  in- 
cluding Louis  Pincus,  its  chair- 
man. Among  those  who  addressed 
the  group  during  the  conference 
were  Minister  of  Defense  Moshe 
Dayan,  Deputy  Prime  Minister 
and  Minister  of  Absorption  Yigal 
Allon  and  most  members  of  the 
cabinet. 

The  UJA  leader  said  that  the 
paramount  challenge  to  Jews  to- 
day ".  .  .is  our  very  existence.  It 
is  our  future.  We  must  ask  our- 
selves what  is  the  price  that  we 
are  willing  to  pay  to  see  that  Jew- 
ish life  —  here  in  Israel  —  and 
equally  important,  in  our  respec- 
tive communities  —  to  see  that 
Jewish  life  shall  survive  and 
flourish. 

".  .  .  Let  it  be  said  that  we 
came  to  Jerusalem  —  to  the  Con- 
ference on  Human  Needs.  We 
heard.  We  listened.  We  partici- 
pated. We  learned.  We  conclud- 
ed. We  believe  we  have  imparted 
constructively  some  of  our  know- 
ledge to  our  friends  in  Israel."

Space  age  medicine  and  its  prac- 
tical application  here  on  earth  has 
intrigued  the  imagination  of  a 
group  of  doctors  and  technician, 
from  the  Department  of  Aging  at 
Duke  University.  Under  the  lead- 
ership and  guidance  of  such  in- 
ternationally famous  gerontolo- 
gists  as  Dr.  Ewald  W.  Busse  and 
Dr.  Carl  Eisdorfer  they  have  de- 
veloped for  practical  application 
on  earth  equipment  containing 
many  of  the  NASA  components 
used  in  monitoring  the  condition 
ol  Astronauts  in  space. 

A  team  of  these  doctors  and 
technicians,  headed  by  Dr.  John 
Nowland,  brought  this  equip- 
ment, part  of  which  is  portable, 
part  truck  mounted,  to  the  North 
Carolina  Jewish  Home  for  testing. 
According  to  Dr.  Nowland  the  til 
timate  value  of  such  equipment 
will  be  its  accessibility  to  the  pa- 
tient in  their  own  home  environ- 
ment, when  sophisticated  diag- 
nosis and  monitoring  is  desirable, 
particularly  in  the  care  of  the 
elderly  where  transfer  to  a  hos- 
pital or  other  strange  surround- 
ings can  be  most  traumatizing. 
Fringe  benefits  that  can  develop 
out  of  the  use  of  this  equipment 
would  be  the  lowering  of  costs  of 
care  for  the  elderly  by  cutting 
down  the  use  of  crowded  hospitals, 
thus  in  turn  indirectly  reduce  in- 
patient hospital  costs. 

The  equipment  is  set  up  into 
two  units,  one  for  transmitting 
and  the  other  for  receiving.  The 
sending  unit  will  transmit  simul- 
taneously to  the  receiving  unit 
such  reactions  as  electrocardio- 
grams, brain  waves,  blood  pies- 
sure,  respiration  rate,  muscle 
spasm  and  other  similar  physiolo- 
gical situations.  This  unit  can 
provide  an  immediate  reading 
while  recording  the  data  on  tape 
for  more  sophisticated  computor 
analyses  and  study.  Included  in 
the  transmitting  unit  is  an  inde- 
pendent supply  source  lor  a  con- 
stantly regulated  electric  current, 
a  set  of  preamplifiers  which  con- 
vert body  signals  into  a  recogniz- 
able form,  and  a  miniature  radio 
station  which  relays  the  signals 
to  the  receiving  unit. 

The  receiving  unit,  housed  in 
a  van  sized  truck,  unscrambles 
the  radio  transmissions,  which 
can  be  viewed  in  a  scope  or  re- 
corded on  tape.  A  transceiver  is 
used  to  maintain  contact  between 
the  units. 

fn  addition,  the  equipment  in- 
cludes a  portable  television  unit 
wth  camera,  television  tape  re- 
corder and  television  set  to  show 
the  recordings  made  on  tape. 

According  to  Dr.  Nowland,  this 
first  field  test  was  successful  with 
subsequent  tests  being  planned  at 


the  North  Carolina  Jewish  Home. 

"It  is  expected  that  this  equip- 
ment will  prove  of  practical  value 
not  only  in  the  future  care  of  the 
aging,  but  also  for  the  study  of 
I  actors  pertaining  to  longevity 
and  the  well  being  of  the  aging," 
said  Elbert  E.  Levy,  director  of 
the  Home.  Levy,  also  a  gerontol- 
ogist,  further  stated  that  "there  is 
envisioned  a  time  when  this  "suit- 
case"  type  of  equipment  can  be 
taken  by  technicians  to  rural  areas 
and  private  households,  transmit 
the  data  to  a  hospital  center  for 
immediate  computerized  interpre- 
tation which  will  then  in  turn  be 
relayed  to  the  family  physician 
lor  his  use  in  the  immediate  care 
of  the  patient." 

Dr.  Nowland  indicated  that  by 
bringing  the  hospital  type  diag- 
nostic; equipment  to  the  public 
instead  of  the  public  to  the  hos- 
pital, more  persons  could  prob- 
ably be  served  than  heretofore  at 
less  per  capita  cost,  less  hospital 
crowding,  and  better  utilization 
of  professional  time. 

While  this  is  the  first  step  in  a 
complicated  space  age  type  pro- 
gram, it  proved  conclusively,  that 
at  least  from  a  gerontological 
standpoint  the  project  has  merit.

It  is  specifically  designed  to  equip 
Youngsters  with  the  basic  skills 
needed  to  start  school  on  par  with 
the  average  middle-class  child. 

In  discussing  the  National 
Council  of  Jewish  Women's  role 
as  endorsing  sponsor  of  the  Chil- 
dren's Television  Workshop,  Mrs. 
Leonard  H.  Weiner,  president  of 
i  he  organization,  mentioned  some 
of  the  ways  in  which  volunteers 
would  be  helping  to  spread  the 
word  within  the  inner  city  through 
block-by-block  doorbell  ringing 
and  flier  and  poster  distribution 
at  supermarkets,  churches,  schools, 
movie  theaters,  etc.  She  also  point- 
ed out  that  they  would  be  organiz- 
ing groups  in  the  inner  cities, 
procuring  television  sets  and  im- 
provising viewing  sites  for  the  pre- 
school audiences  in  vacant  stores, 
church  basements,  etc. 

"To  our  100,000  volunteers", 
Mrs.  Weiner  continued,  "Sesame 
Street"  as  a  wall-less  nationwide 
nursery  school,  is  another  chal- 
lenging pilot  project  within  the 
broad  national  day-care  center 
program  recently  launched  by  our 
seventy-six  year  old  community- 
action-oriented  organization.  We 
view  with  enthusiasm  the  possi- 
bility of  using  the  most  powerful 
medium  of  our  culture  today  as  a 
means  of  stimulating  our  children 
to  learning  rather  than  lawless- 
ness."

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The  Growth  of  Community 
Centers  in  Israel

Please  send  us  a  music  teach- 
er," the  mayor  of  one  of  Israel's 
development  towns  pleaded  when 
asked  to  list  his  community's  most 
urgent  needs. 

Main  months  before  the  Con- 
ference  on  Human  Needs  in  Israel 
convened  in  Jerusalem  last  June 
Lo  project  Israel's  essential  social 
requirements  lor  the  next  decade, 
its  planners  conferred  with  the 
mayors  of  developmenl  towns  and 
others  to  determine  the  social 
needs  they  considered  to  be  of 
greatest  importance. 

I  hat  the  need  lor  a  iiiuiic 
teacher  was  a  priority  request  of 
a  development  town  at  a  Lime 
when  Line. tls  to  Israel's  peace  and 
security  have  necessitated  the  di- 
version of  energies  anil  resources 
from  tnaior  problems  of  educa- 
tion, health  and  welfare  is  signifi- 
cant. It  indicates  that  Israeli  lead- 
ers are  fully  aware  of  and  increas- 
ingly concerned  with  the  impera- 
tive need  to  provide  the  services 
which  can  assure  a  rich  and  satis- 
fying existence  lo  the  people. 
There  is  a  particular  challenge 
to  be  met  in  confronting  die  con- 
centration of  social  problems  in 
the  development  towns  whose 
populations  consist  of  people  of 
diverse  cultural  backgrounds  with 
varying  levels  of  educational  and 
social  experience,  who  must  be 
helped  to  become  a  full  part  of 
the  community. 

Realizing  this,  the  Workshop  on 
Education  at  the  Conference  on 
Human  Needs  saw  the  importance 
of  a  plan  proiected  bv  the  Min- 
istry of  Education  and  Culture  to 
spend  $40,000,000  in  the  next 
three  years  to  create  in  13  de- 
velopment towns  and  similar  areas 
of  need  community  centers  and 
other  cultural,  recreational  and 
leisure  time  facilities.  The  Israel 
Education  Fund  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal  has  in  recent  cam- 
pa  iens  raised  funds,  and  is  con- 
tinuing to  do  so,  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  centers,  thus 
giving  impetus  to  the  plan. 


The  decision  lo  undertake  wide- 
spread development  of  commun- 
ity centers  in  Israel  is  linked  to 
the  need  for  intensified  programs 
to  absorb  new  immigrants  who 
have  already  come  to  Israel  or 
who  will  be  arriving  in  the  days 
ahead.  It  reflects  also  recognition 
thai  centers  already  operating  in 
Israel  are  performing  a  singular 
roll  in  furthering  the  integration 
Oj  newcomers  into  the  lile  of  Is- 
rael. The  army  and  the  schools 
p'.av  a  vital  part  in  achieving  this 
goal,  and  the  capacity  of  com- 
munity centers  to  contribute  to 
this  objective  is  widely  acknow- 
ledged. Though  h  is  essential  that 
people  be  provided  with  jobs, 
housing.  health  services  and 
schooling,  these  alone  are  not 
enough  for  a  full  and  satisfying 
life.  There  is  need  for  people  to 
experience  the  enriching  values 
of  informal  educational,  cultural, 
leisure-time  and  recreational  ac- 
tivities, and  community  centers 
art  seen  as  hav  ing  a  unique  role 
in  bringing  this  about. 

The  Jewish  community  ol  the 
United  States  has  had  over  a  cen- 
turv  ol  experience  with  Jewish 
Community  Centers.  Today,  no 
Jewish  community  of  significant 
size  in  the  I  niled  States  is  lack- 
mg  a  Jewish  Community  Center 
program  and  everywhere  Centers 
are  considered  to  be  an  essential 
part  of  the  services  which  make 
for  a  complete  Jewish  communal 
life. 

Though  there  are  a  variety  of 
distinctive  and  different  qualities 
to  life  in  Israel,  the  American 
experience  with  the  Jewish  Com- 
munity Center  was  seen  from  the 
itart  as  having  an  important  po- 
tential contribution  for  Israel.  In 
1948,  the  World  Federation  of 
VMHAs  and  Jewish  Community 
Centers  established  a  Young  Men's 
and  Voting  Women's  Hebrew  As- 
sociation in  Jerusalem.  This  was 
intended  as  a  model  or  prototype 
ol  die  American  Jewish  Commun- 
ity Center  in  Israel  adapted  to  the 
unique  needs  of  the  country. 

After  struggling  for  many  years 
in  small  and  inadequate  facilities, 
the  Jerusalem  YM-YWHA  has 
been  functioning  since  November, 
l%7,  in  .i  beautiful  new  building 
on  Kehov  Herzog,  in  the  heart 
of  Jerusalem.  This  building  was 
erec  ted  with  contributions  secured 
by  the  World  Federation. 

The  Jerusalem  Y  is  demonstrat- 
ing a  number  of  qualities  which 
increasingly  are  being  included  in 
the  community  centers  which  are 
being  planned  and  developed  in 
Israel.  Foremost  among  these  is 
the  inclusiveness  of  the  commun- 
ity center,  embracing  in  its  mem- 


bership and  participants  all 
groups  in  the  community,  whether 
they  be  religious  or  non-religious, 
members  of  one  political  party  or 
another,  adherents  of  one  ideology 
or  another.  This  differs  from  the

many  community  centers  which 
presently  are  sponsored  by  and 
serve  particular  segments  of  the 
population.  Here  a  living  example 
is  being  provided  of  the  fact  that 
the  community  center  embraces 
the  whole  community,  bringing 
together  a  cross-section  of  its  peo- 
ple for  a  common  and  unifying 
community  experience. 

The  V  in  Jerusalem  is  proving 
that  the  community  center  can 
include  all  the  age  groups  in  the 
community,  from  the  very  young 
to  the  old  and  the  whole  family. 
This  contrasts  with  man)  of  the 
traditional  fsraeli  community  cen- 
ters which  are  limited  to  a  par- 
ticular age  group  (usually  youth) 
rarely  bring  together  people  of 
all  ages,  and  infrequently  involve 
the  family  as  a  whole.  This  broad 
approach  enables  the  Center  to 
help  build  a  stronger  family  life 
to  create  understanding  and  co- 
operation between  the  generations. 

The  example  of  the  Jerusalem 

V  is  demonstrating  the  potential- 
ities of  an  inclusive  community 
center  program  in  which  social 
activities,  sports,  recreation,  cul- 
tural and  educational  efforts  all 
find  their  place.  Thus  the  com- 
munity center  is  not  limited  to 
cultural  activities  or  to  sports 
alone,  as  so  many  arc  today  in 
Israel,  but  embraces  a  much 
broader  program.  The  Jerusalem 

V  further  illustrates  how  profes- 
sional staff  trained  in  the  field  of 
social  group  work,  which  is  a  part 
of  social  work,  can  contribute  to 
the  effective  functioning  of  a 
community  center.  It  helps  train 
such  workers  by  providing  a  lab- 
oratory in  which  trainees  can  se- 
cure field  experience  and  prepare 
for  careers  in  this  field.  It  is  also 
showing  how  a  community  center 
can  invoke  the  involvment  and 
participation  of  the  people  of  the 
community  it  serves,  who  share 
actively  in  determining  the  Cen- 
ter's policy  and  program. 

This  concept  of  a  community 
center  already  has  had  an  import- 
ant impact  upon  Israel.  It  is  evi- 
dent in  the  conceptualization  and 
planning  of  the  new  community 
centers  in  Israel  that  many  of  the 
ideas  which  grew  out  of  the  Amer- 
ican experience  and  are  being 
demonstrated  at  the  Jerusalem  Y 
are  being  adopted  by  the  Israeli 
community  centers. 

Active  planning  is  under  way 
for  a  program  to  train  the  direct- 
ors of  these  communitv  centers 


through  a  cooperative  effort  b\ 
tlje  Paul  Baerwald  School  of  So- 
cial Work  and  the  School  of  Edu- 
cation of  the  Hebrew  University, 
together  with  the  Ministry  of  Edu- 
cation and  Culture.  American 
know-how  in  community  center 
work  and  the  training  of  com- 
munity center  workers  is  helping 
to  shape  this  program.  Likewise, 
the  interest  of  Americans  is  en- 
couraging enlargement  of  the 
training  of  group  workers  in  the 
established  schools  of  social  work 
in  Israel. 

Expansion  of  the  supply  of 
community  center  workers  is  be- 
ing furthered  by  the  cooperative 
program  of  the  National  Jewish 
Welfare  Board  and  the  Youth  De- 
partment of  the  Jewish  Agency 
through  which  20  workers  from 
Israel  are  serving  on  the  staffs  of 
Jewish  Community  Centers 
throughout  the  United  States. 
These  people  are  receiving  in- 
valuable training  which  will  en- 
able them  to  return  to  Israel 
better  qualified  to  serve  in  the 
country's  emerging  community 
centers.  Also  under  discussion  i^ 
the  establishment  of  twin  relation- 
ships between  community  centers 
in  Israel  and  those  in  the  United 
States  which  will  enable  members 
and  leaders  to  develop  contact,  to 
correspond,  to  visit  one  another 
and  to  engage  in  joint  projects. 

The  spread  of  the  communit) 
center  idea  in  Israel  is  by  no  means 
limited  to  the  development  towns. 
The  Rothschild  Centers  in  Haifa 
have  developed  in  a  pattern  close- 
ly resembling  those  in  America, 
and  others  have  as  well.  Commun- 
ity centers  established  in  the  fu- 
ture in  the  cities  of  Israel  under 
both  public  and  voluntary  auspices 
undoubtedly  will  be  significantly 
influenced  by  the  American  com- 
munitv center  experience. 

Application  of  the  communit) 
center  idea  so  highly  developed 
by  the  American  Jewish  commun- 
ity has  not  been  limited  to  Israel 
alone.  Since  the  end  of  World 
War  II,  there  has  been  a  pheno- 
menal expansion  of  Jewish  Com- 
munit) Centers  in  European  Jew- 
ish communities,  particularly  in 
France.  A  Center  movement  em- 
phasizing work  with  youth  has 
been  in  existence  for  many  years 
in  Great  Britain.  All  of  these  pro- 
grams have  a  working  liasion  with 
the  American  Jewish  Community 
Centers  through  the  World  Fed- 
eration of  YMHAs  and  Jewish 
Communitv  Centers.

THE  BARONESS  MIX  DE  ROTHSCHILD 
TO  RECEIVE  1969  SILVER  AWARD 

Highest  Honor  of  Organization  Awarded  to  Women 


The  Baroness  Alix  cle  Roths- 
child, world  patroness  of  the 
Youth  Aliyah  movement  which 
has  rescued  and  educated  more 
than  135,000  Jewish  children  since 
its  inception,  will  receive  the  1969 
Silver  Medallion  Award  of  the 
Mizrachi  Womens  Organization 
of  America. 

The  Baroness  will  accept  the 
award  at  a  Silver  Medallion  din- 
ner on  October  14th  at  the  clos- 
ing public  event  of  the  14th  an- 
nual national  convention  of  Miz- 
rachi Women  in  Chicago,  111.,  it 
was  announced  by  Mrs.  Aaron 
Leifer,  national  president. 

The  convention  is  scheduled  for 
October  12-15  in  the  Sherman 
House. 

Mrs.  Leifer,  who  has  just  return- 
ed from  the  International  Con- 
ference on  Human  Needs,  in  Jeru- 
salem, met  with  the  Baroness  de 
Rothschild  in  Israel  and  surveyed 
Kfar  Batya,  one  of  the  Youth 
Aliyah  children's  villages  sponsor- 
ed by  Mizrachi  Women,  with  her, 
in  anticipation  of  the  award  re- 
cipient's appearance  before  the 
organization's  convention. 

"In  the  44  years  of  our  organi- 
zation's history,''  Mrs.  Leifer  re- 
ported, "we  have  presented  but  six 
times  the  Silver  Medallion 
Award,  the  highest  honor  of  our 
organization  to  be  awarded  to 
women  we  admire." 

"We  are  deeply  honored  by  the 
acceptance  of  the  Baroness  de 
Rothschild,  whose  dedication  and 
concern  for  Israels  youth  is  match- 
ed only  by  the  vitality  and  charm 
with  which  she  has  pursued  the 
many  avenues  of  her  humanitar- 
ian concern  and  her  concern  with 
the  humanities."

35th  Aniversary  Year 

The  Baroness  cle  Rothschild 
accepted  the  post  of  World  Pat- 
roness of  Youth  Aliyah  early  in 
1969,  the  35th  anniversary  year 
of  the  youth  immigration  and 
child-saving  movement.  She  suc- 
ceeded the  late  Mrs.  Eleanor 
Roosevelt  since  whose  death  the 
post  had  not  been  proffered. 

It  was  the  intervention  of  Mrs. 
Roosevelt  in  1941  which  allowed 
the  Baroness  to  leave  France  on 
an  emergency  visa  to  the  United 
States,  where  she  sojourned  until 
1945. 

Since  1945,  the  Baroness  lias 
lived  in  France. 

For  the  last  15  years  the  Baron- 
ess has  been  Mayoress  of  the  Vil- 
lage of  Reux,  twice  re-elected,  she 
is  deeply  involved  in  Municipal, 
Social  and  Administrative  work. 
She  is  delegate  of  the  County 
Schools  and  on  the  board  of  the 
County  Hospital. 

Born  in  Frankfort  on  June 
30th.  1911:  on  her  mother's  side 
Baroness  .Mix  cle  Rothschild 
descends  from  the  Frankfort- 
Branch  of  the  Rothschild  family. 
Her  grandmother  was  the  sister 
of  Baroness  Edmond  de  Roths- 
child whose  name  is  closely  link- 
ed with  the  history  of  Israel. 

From  her  father,  Baron  Philippe 
de  Schey,  who  was  a  member  of  an 
old  Jewish,  academic,  Austro- 
Hungarian  family,  and  a  friend 
of  many  famous  artists,  the  Baron- 
ess inherited  her  taste  for  the  arts, 
mostly  the  plastic  arts,  but  also 
for  music  and  literature. 

Having  lived  in  Germany  up  to 
1937  —  three  years  under  the  Nazi- 
Regime  —  the  Baroness  became 
concerned  with  the  rescue  work 
of  Youth  Aliyah.  Since  then,  with 
the  exception  of  the  war  years, 
she  has  devoted  much  of  her  time 
to  Youth  Aliyah. 

For  22  years,  the  Baroness  Alix 
de  Rothschild  has  been  Chairman 
of  the  French  Committee  of  the 
"Friends  of  Youth  Aliyah"  and  is 
Patron  of  all  European  Commit- 
tees. In  that  capacity  she  frequent- 
ly visited  Israel,  where  she  is  also 
a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  Is- 
rael Museum. 

Since  the  Six  Days  War  the 
Baroness  has  become  Vice-Chair- 
man  of  the  French-United  Jewish 
Appeal  representing  the  "Cooper- 
ation Feminine." 

The  Baroness  Alix  de  Roths- 
child's hobbies  are  painting  and 
collecting  contemporary  art.  Her 
activities  are  varied.  She  is  chair- 


man of  the  Society  of  Friends  of 
the  Musee  de  1'Homme  in  Paris; 
as  such  she  has  organized  exhibi- 
tions of  primitive  art  and  was  the 
first  to  show  the  Paul  Tishman 


Collection  of  African  Art  in  Paris. 
The  Baroness  is  also  a  member  of 
the  Board  of  the  Friend's  Com- 
mittee of  the  Museum  of  Modern 
Art  in  Paris.

"The  term  'ecumenism'  signi- 
fied for  today,  a  method,  a  way  of 
life  more  than  a  goal,  and  an  at- 
titude toward  one's  fellow  man. 
Even  if  Jews  cannot,  strictly 
speaking,  be  considered  part  of 
the  ecumenical  movement  of  the 
Christian  Churches,  they  should 
in  some  way  belong  to  it"  states 
Sister  Louis-Gabriel,  in  a  recent 
article  CHRISTIAN  -JEWISH 
RELATIONS  AND  ECUMENI- 
CAL MOVEMENT  (Catholic 
Vlind,  March  1969).  Further- 
more, continues  Sister  Louis-Ga- 
briel, "when  the  Christian  tries  to 
establish  his  common  ground  with 
Judaism,  the  closeness  of  the  ties 
become  evident  and,  therefore,  al- 
so the  fact  that  they  must  form 
part  of  the  ecumenical  quest. 
Christians  are  deeply  indebted 
to  them  for  much  in  the  teaching, 
the  liturgy  and  the  organization 
of  the  Church  .  .  .  the  teaching 
of  Jesus  Himself  ,  though  express- 
ed with  a  new  authority,  often 
takes  up  that  of  contemporary 
rabbis.  If  Christians  wish  to  un- 
derstand themselves,  to  grasp  ful- 
ly the  central  act  of  their  religion, 
Ka  Mass,  they  must  go  back  tr 
the  meaning  of  the  scripture  read- 
ing in  the  synagogue,  to  the  cele- 
bration of  Jewish  feasts  in  the 
home  .  .  ." 


RESEARCH  ON 
OBESITY  INITIATED 

A  three-year  research  project 
on  the  basic  causes  and  possible 
control  of  obesity  in  man  is  be- 
ing initiated  at  Brandeis  Univers- 
ity under  a  $135,545  grant  from 
The  John  A.  Hartford  Founda- 
tion, Inc.,  New  York  City,  accord- 
ing to  a  joint  announcement  by 
the  Foundation's  President  Harry 
B.  George  and  Brandeis  President 
Morris  Abram. 

Studies  of  the  biochemical  basis 
of  obesity,  to  be  directed  by  Dr. 
John  W.  Lowenstein,  professor  of 
biochemistry  at  Brandeis,  will  be 
conducted  in  part  on  a  special 
strain  of  mice  that  suffers  from  a 
hereditary  tendency  to  become 
fat.  This  type  of  obesity  is  sim- 
ilar to  one  of  the  major  types 
found  in  humans.  The  investiga- 
tions  will   include  highly-sensi- 


tive measurements  of  metabolite 
and  enzyme  levels,  and  of  meta- 
bolic and  oxidation  rates  in  nor- 
mal and  obese  subjects. 

Dr.  Lowenstein's  work  centers 
on  the  regulation  of  metabolic 
pathways,  or  the  means  by  which 
living  cells  control  their  various 
(unctions.  He  is  interested  espe- 
cially in  the  control  of  fatty  acid 
and  fat  synthesis. 

A  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Edinburg,  summa  cum  laude,  he 
received  his  Ph.D.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  London.  He  also  was  a 
Beit  Memorial  Fellow  in  Medical 
Research  at  Oxford. 

Dr.  Lowenstein  is  the  author  of 
60  papers.  In  addition,  he  edited 
two  volumes  of  a  series  of  texts 
titled  "Methods  in  Enzymology," 
and  the  book  "Citric  Acid  Cycle, 
Control  and  Compartmentation." 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Ameri- 
can Society  for  Biological  Chem- 
ists, the  Biochemical  Society  of 
London,  the  American  Chemical 
Society,  the  Chemical  Society  of 
London  and  the  American  Associ- 
ation for  the  Advancement  of 
Science.

Mysterious,  Exciting 
Saga  of  Israeli 
Frogman  Carries 
Deeper  Message 
To  Today's  Youth 

The  mysterious  activities  of  the 
Israeli  Navy's  most  elite  corps,  its 
1  rogmen,  are  the  absorbing  sub- 
ject of  PATH  BENEATH  THE 
SEA  by  Devoiah  Omer.  It  is  the 
story  of  that  division's  magnetic 
lure  for  a  young  Jewish  immigrant 
from  Morocco  named  Taboul  Co- 
hen. The  Sabra  Book  is  publish- 
ed by  Funk  &  Wagnalls. 

Taboul  changed  his  name  to 
Uri;  he  trained  hard  and  became 
an  expert  diver.  He  realized  from 
the  very  first  that  the  men  in  this 
special  group  of  volunteers  could, 
in  an  emergency,  be  called  upon 
to  undertake  the  most  dangerous 
missions.  But  he  was  willing  to 
take  risks  in  order  to  become  a 
full-Hedged  member  of  the  new 
nation  that  was  being  forged,  and 
to  be  able  to  stand  on  his  own 
two  feet. 

When  in  the  spring  of  1967. 
war  clouds  gathered  over  the  Mid- 
dle East,  large  Arab  forces  sur- 
rounded Israel  and  promised  a 
war  of  destruction. 

The   emergency    situation  that 
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Uri  Cohen  had  trained  for  all 
those  years  had  arrived.  He  was 
now  called  on  to  lead  a  group  of 
frogman  commandos  whose  mis- 
sion was  to  sabotage  Egyptian  na- 
val units.  This  took  place  in  the 
early  stages  of  the  Six-Day  War 
between  Israel  and  the  Arab 
countries. 

The  details  of  the  Israeli  frog- 
man operations  in  the  Six-Day 
War  are  still  shrouded  in  secrecy, 
but  as  the  author  says  in  her  dedi- 
cation,  this  book  is  "for  Uri  and 
his  friends,  whose  experiences 
served  as  background  for  this 
book." 

The  same  determination  and 
stamina  which  gained  Uri  admis- 
sion to  the  frogmen's  unit  gave 
him  the  strength  to  lace  his  own 
inner  weaknesses  and  mature  in- 
to a  man  who  was  a  vital  force 
in  the  shaping  of  the  State  of  Is- 
rael. 

Although  fictional,  this  young 
readers'  novel  is  based  on  fact  - 
the  tenuous  kind  of  fact  that  keeps 
Israel  alive  from  clay  to  day.  It 
paints  an  exciting  and  dramatic 
picture  of  the  heroic  exploits  of 
Israel's  volunteer  frogmen  and  at 
the  same  time  depicts  a  disad- 
vantaged immigrant's  problems  of 
acculturation  into  Israeli  society. 

More  than  that,  though,  Mrs. 
Omen  sensitive  style  gently  and 
subtly  shows  the  young  reader  the 
universal  need  lor  sell-under- 
standing before  any  achievement 
can  be  meaningfully  realized.  Her 
message  is  relevant  to  future  citi- 
zens of  any  nation. 

Devorah  Omer  was  born  on  a 
kibbutz  in  Israel  and  was  grad- 
uated from  a  teachers'  seminary 
there.  With  her  husband  and  old- 
er child,  she  spent  four  years  in 
Canada  on  an  educational  mis- 
sion for  Israel.  Since  her  return 
to  Israel,  Mrs.  Omer  has  devoted 
herself  to  her  family  (a  second 
child  was  born  in  Canada)  and 
to  writing  books,  stories,  and  ar- 
ticles for  young  people.

The  U.  S.  Continental  Arm) 
Command  has  authorized  com- 
manders of  all  Reserve  units  to 
release  Jewish  personnel  attend- 
ing Annual  Active  Duty  Train- 
ing (ANACDUTRA)  one  day 
early  so  that  they  may  be  home  in 
time  for  Rosh  Hashanah  (Jewish 
New  Year)  services,  it  was  re- 
ported by  Rabbi  Edward  T.  Sand- 
row,  chairman  of  the  National 
Jewish  Welfare  Boards  (JWB) 
Commission  on  Jewish  Chaplaincy 
and  spiritual  leader  of  Temple 
Beth  El.  Cedarhursl.  N.  Y. 

ANACDUTRA  is  required  ol 
all  Reservists  by  the  U.  S.  Army, 
generally  for  a  period  of  14  days. 
The  last  summer  group  of  1969 
will  be  on  duty  for  the  period 
ending  September  13,  the  first 
day  of  Rosh  Hashanah.  Jewish 
personnel  in  this  group  would 
therefore  be  involved  in  training 
on  the  Holy  Day. 

This  was  a  matter  of  great  con- 
cern to  many  Jewish  Reservists 
and  to  the  Jewish  chaplains  in 
their  units.  Accordingly,  JWB's 
Commission  on  Jewish  Chaplain- 
cy made  representations  to  the 
Continental  Army  Command, 
which  supervises  the  ANACDU- 
TRA program,  requesting  relief 
from  this  difficulty  for  Jewish  per- 
sonnel.

IN  U.S.  FOR  "TWO-WAY" 

YOUTH  PROJECT 

An  Israeli-American  youth  ex- 
change program  began  when  24 
Israeli  teenagers  and  four  aduh 
leaders  arrived  for  a  four-week 
tour  of  five  Jewish  communities 
and  to  participate  in  activities  at 
the  B'nai  B'rith  Youth  Organiza- 
tion camp  at  Starlight,  Pa. 

Fifteen  girls  and  nine  boys,  all 
members  of  BBYO's  Israeli  coun- 
terpart, Noar  Lenoar  ("Youth  to 
Youth"),  stem  from  Beer-Sheva, 
Haifa.  Jaffa,  Natania.  Tel  Aviv, 
Jerusalem  and  other  cities. 

Jack  J.  Spitzer,  Los  Angeles, 
national  chairman  of  the  B'nai 
B'rith  Youth  Commission  said  thai 
the  purpose  of  the  tour  —  the 
second  to  date  —  is  "to  bring  Is- 
raeli young  people  into  contact 
with  their  American  contempor- 
aries on  American  soil,  in  a  Jew- 
ish setting." 

The  tour,  he  said,  is  part  of 
BBYO's  "two  way  traffic"  of  teen- 
agers. The  organization  conducts 
two  study-tour  projects  in  Israel 
each  year  for  its  members:  the 
nine-week  Israel  Leadership  Kal- 
lah  and  the  seven-week  Israel 
Summer  Institute. 

During  their  tour,  the  Israeli 


visitors  engaged  in  dialogue  on 
the  problems  of  Israeli  and  dias- 
pora youth  and  sought  ways  ol 
"bridging  the  gap"  of  misunder- 
standing that  some  observers  say 
exist  between  young  people  in  the 
two  countries. 

A  chartered  bus  took  the  group 
from  New  York  to  Asbury  Park, 
N.  J.,  Philadelphia,  Washington, 
D.  C,  Allentown,  Pa.,  and  Camp 
B'nai  B'rith.  In  each  community 
they  spent  several  days.  At  the 
camp  they  took  part  in  the  In- 
ternational Conventions  of  the 
Aleph  Zadik  Aleph,  boys'  organi- 
zation, and  the  B'nai  B'rith  Girls 
which  took  place  concurrently 
from  August  18  to  August  25. 

Noar  Lenoar,  of  which  all  of 
the  young  visitors  are  leaders,  has 
5,000  teenager  members  in  Israel 
who  carry  forward  community 
service  and  social  action  programs 
on  behalf  of  new  settlers,  handi- 
capped youth  and  minorities. 

Marc  Adelman,  BBYO  regional 
director  in  Allentown,  Penna., 
and  Mrs.  Adelman,  accompanied 
the  group  on  its  American  tour. 

The  50,000-member  BBYO, 
with  which  Noar  Lenoar  is  af- 
filiated, is  comprised  ol  B'nai 
B'rith  Girls,  Aleph  Zadik  Aleph 
and  B'nai  B'rith  Young  Adults, 
with  chapters  throughout  North 
America  and  in  many  other  parts 
of  the  Free  World.

Israel  Government 
to  issue  special 
stamp  and  coin

ACCEPTS  FIRST 
KEREN  HAYESOD 
JUBILEE  SCROLL 


Jerusalem  —  President  Shazar 
today  accepted  the  first  scroll  con- 
taining the  Zionist  Council's  ot- 
ticial  resolution  declaring  1970  as 
the  Keren  Hayesod  Jubilee  Year. 
In  presenting  the  scroll  at  a  special 
reception,  Dr.  Israel  Goldstein, 
Keren  Hayesod  Chairman,  told 
the  President  that  copies  would 
be  sent  to  Keren  Hayesod  United 
Israel  Appeal  Committees  in  54 
countries  as  a  prelude  to  their 
marking  the  Anniversary  with  ap- 
propriate events. 

In  Israel,  Dr.  Goldstein  said,  the 
government  will  issue  a  special 
stamp  and  a  commemorative  coin 
to  be  followed  by  various  public 
events  including  a  major  "Ex- 
hibition of  Achievements"  at  the 
Tel-Aviv  International  Fair  next 
summer.  The  purpose  of  the  events 
in  Israel  and  abroad,  Dr.  Gold- 
stein said,  will  be  not  just  to 
honour  Keren  Hayesod  and  its 
achievements,  but  to  use  the  oc- 
casion as  a  means  for  increasing 
the  fundraising  potential  and  the 
identification  of  Diaspora  Jewry 


with  Israel.  In  Israel  the  purpose 
will  be  to  bring  Israelis,  par- 
ticularly the  youth,  closer  to  the 
Jews  of  the  Diaspora. 

In  28  )ears  of  activity  before 
the  establishment  of  the  State,  the 
Keren  Hayesod  served  as  the  prin- 
cipal financial  arm  of  the  Yishuv 
and  the  Jewish  Agency,  raising 
S78  million,  which  comprised  the 
bulk  of  the  financing  for  estab- 
lishing 257  agricultural  settlements 
and  bringing  and  absorbing  487- 
000  new  immigrants.  Since  the 
establishment  of  the  State,  the 
Keren  Hayesod,  together  with  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  of  the 
United  States,  raised  $1,500  mil- 
lion which  was  used  to  establish 
190  new  settlements  and  absorb 
1,300,000  new  immigrants. 

Keren  Hayesod  was  established 
at  the  Zionist  Conference  in  Lon- 
don in  1920  on  the  initiative  of 
Dr.  Chaim  Weizzmann,  Zeev 
(abotinsky,  Nachum  S  o  k  o  1  o  w, 
Baron  Edmond  De  Rothschild  and 
Lord  Israel  Sieff,  among  others. 


There  are  eight  types  of  agri- 
cultural settlements  to  be  found 
in  Israel:  the  Kibbutz  (communal 
village),  the  Moshav  Shitufi  (col- 
lective smallholders'  village),  the 
Moshave  (Jewish  village),  the 
Moshav'Ovdim  (cooperative  small- 
holders' village),  a  rural  town,  a 
rural  centre  with  adjacent  small- 
holders' villages,  an  Arab  village 
in  the  hills,  and  an  Arab  village 
in  the  plains. 

There  is  much  to  be  said  about 
all  these  types  of  settlements,  but 
one  must  choose  the  Kibbutz  as 
having  a  special  form  which  is 
unique  amongst  the  agricultural 
settlements  of  Israel.  All  property 
is  owned  collectively,  and  work 
too  is  organized  on  a  collective 
basis.  The  communal  village  forms 
an.  indivisible  agro-economic  unit; 


as 


consequently,  it  is  arranged 
one  large  farm  and  not  as  a  col 
lection  of  individual  agricultural 
units  as  in  the  case  of  the  conven- 
tional village.  As  a  result,  the  land 
is  divided  into  large  tracts  accord- 
ing to  geographical  conditions 
(soil,  water,  etc.)  for  main  types 
of  crops.  This  principle,  based  on 
suitability  for  a  specific  crop,  per- 
mits optimum  utilization  of  the 
village  lands. 

At  the  time  of  independence, 
with  one-third  of  its  present  pop- 
ulation Israel  was  heavily  depend- 
ent on  imported  food.  Intensifica- 
tion of  agriculture  by  irrigation 
has  enabled  Israel  to  feed  its  pop- 
ulation and  have  an  exportable 
surplus  of  food  on  15%  less  land 
than  was  utilized  for  the  produc- 
tion of  food  in  1948.

East  Flatbush  and  Crown  Heights 
areas  reveals  that  block-busting  by 
real-estate  speculators  "does  irre- 
parable harm  to  both  Negroes  and 
whites"  and  "causes  complete  dis- 
integration of  neighborhood  com- 
munity structure";  NCFJE  scores 
public  apathy  re  this  vicious  practice 
and  proposes  6-point  governmental 
program  to  combat  it.

Charges  National  Committee  For  Furtherance 
of  Jewish  Education. 

VI  ugging, 


purse  -  snatching, 
aimed  robbery,  auto  thefts,  mali- 
cious attacks— these  are  the  crimes 
usually  associated  with  crime  in 
the  streets.  But.  according  to  a 
study  recently  completed  by  the 
National  Committee  For  Further- 
ance of  Jewish  Education,  the  No. 
1  crime  in  the  streets  as  Ear  as 
seriousness  is  concerned  is  — 
"block-busting." 

"The  real  criminals  in  the 
streets  are  the  real-estate  speculat- 
ors who  stampede  the  whites  out 
of  a  neighborhood  and  then  ex- 
ploil  the  blacks  who  move  in," 
commented  Rabbi  Jacob  J.  Hecht, 
NCFJE  executive  vice  president. 

According  to  Rabbi  Hecht,  the 
cost  of  crime  in  the  streets  is  al- 
ways totaled  in  the  millions, 
seemingly  to  shock  those  who  may 
be  unaware  of  its  overall  toll. 
"But  this  devastation  is  miniscule 
to  what  block-busting  costs  in 
terms  of  urban  health,"  he  said. 

As  outlined  in  the  study,  block- 
busting is  a  major  contributor  to 
a  city's  ills.  "Its  inevitable  result 
is  that  the  normal  process  of  in- 
tegration is  drastically  disrupted, 
the  neighborhood's  community 
structure  is  destroyed,  and  irre- 
parable harm  is  done  to  both  Ne- 
groes and  whites,"  Rabbi  Hecht 
said. 

The  National  Committee  For 
Furtherance  of  Jewish  Education 
study  was  concluded  over  the  past 
24  months  in  Brooklyn's  East  Flat- 
bush  and  Crown  Heights  areas 
whose  populations  were  primarily 
Jewish,  with  Italians  forming  the 
second  largest  ethnic  segment.  A 
total  of  513  home  owners,  present 
and  former,  representing  80  blocks 
in  all  were  interviewed. 

"In  both  these  areas,  what  we 
could  call  normal  integration  was 
taking  place,"  Rabbi  Hecht  said. 
"There  were  conflicts  and  ten- 
sions, but  the  community  was 
working  out  its  racial  problems  to 
the  point  that  most  Negroes  and 
whites  were  willing  to  let  the 
other  live  in  peace,"  Rabbi  Hecht 
said. 

But  then,  as  the  NCFJE  study 
revealed,  came  the  catalyzing  ef- 
fect of  the  block-busting  cam- 
paign launched  by  local  real-estate 
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speculators,  and  il  had  the  result 
of  "polarizing  the  blacks  and 
whites  into  two  enemy  camps." 

The  pattern  of  block-busting 
was  almost  without  exception  sim- 
ilar in  all  blocks,  according  to 
Rabbi  Hecht.  "First  came  the  'pan- 
ic stage'  typified  by  fear  and  scare 
tactics,"  he  said.  "The  real-estate 
speculators  started  screaming  to 
the  white  home-owners  that  the 
blacks  were  coining  and  they  had 
better  sell  their  houses  epiick 
while  they  could  still  get  a  price 
lor  them." 

According  to  the  study,  panic 
then  swept  through  the  blocks 
almost  with  the  speed  of  light, 
and  it  so  affected  the  home-own- 
ers that  they  could  see  nothing 
but  the  fruits  of  their  life's  work 
—  their  houses  —  going  down  the 
ch  ain.  "Invariably  one  home-own- 
er on  the  block  was  panicked  into 
selling,  and  the  rest  literally  rush- 
ed lo  the  offices  of  real-estate 
speculators,  desperate  to  sell  too. 
eager  to  accept  prices  far  below 
the  worth  of  their  homes." 

According  to  the  study,  the 
block-busting  al  first  moved  too 
last  to  be  slopped.  "The  reason 
for  this  was  the  rapidity  with 
which  the  panic  would  spread 
through  the  block."  explained 
Rabbi  Hecht.  "Almost  before  any- 
one could  get  organized,  the  block 
was  busted." 

Another  lac  tor  for  the  early 
success  of  block -bus ting  the  "re- 
verse discrimination"  practiced  b\ 
the  real-estate  speculators.  "If  you 
were  white,  they  simph  would 
not  sell  you  one  of  the  houses," 
Rabbi  Hecht  said.  "Employing  all 
types  of  deceit  and  trickery,  they 
held  out  for  the  Negroes  they 
wanted  to  exploit  and'  make  more 
profit  on." 

Still  another  factor  was  public 
apathy.  "From  the  man  in  the 
street  to  municipal  agencies,  al- 
most no  one  wanted  to  get  in- 
volved in  this  issue,"  Rabbi  Hecht 
said.  "  Civil  rights  in  the  South, 
or  food  shortages  in  Appalachia, 
yes,  but  not  the  deterioration  of 
their  own  neighborhood." 

However,  the  study  also  point- 
ed out,  that  once  the  block-bust- 
ing got  started  on  a  large  scale, 
some  blocks  in  line  to  be  attacked 
next,  were  able  to  organize  and 
successfully  combat  the  real-estate 
speculators.  "Once  home  owners 
became  enlightened  and  saw  what 
was  going  on,  they  could  join  to- 
gether and  form  a  united  front 
that  could  defuse  the  panic  but- 
ton pushed  by  the  speculators," 
said  Rabbi  Hecht.  "As  a  result 


there  are  many  blocks  in  East 
Flatbush  and  Crown  Heights  that 
held  firm  and  are  now  still  hold- 
ing firm." 

Even  so,  according  to  the  NC- 
FJE study,  it  is  imperative  that 
immediate  action  be  taken  to 
"stop  once  and  for  all  this  vicious 
and.  immoral  practice  of  block- 
busting." 

Contained    in    the    study    is  a 
seven-part     program     that  the 
NCFJE   recommends    as  "being 
able  to  turn  the  tide." 

(1)  A  federal  investigation  ol 
block-busting. 

(2)  Legislation  (in  all  states 
with  large  cities)  of  laws  enacted 
lo  prohibit  the  practice  and  to 
penalize  offenders. 

(3)  The  formation  in  large  cities 
of  a  single  municipal  agency  that 
would  be  charged  with  the  re- 
sponsibility of  investigating  block- 
busting complaints  and  of  or- 
ganizing —  in  conjunction  with 
law-enforcement  agencies  and 
neighborhood  groups  —  task  forces 
that  would  move  into  threatened 
areas. 

(4)  A  special  investigation  b) 
D.A.'s  in  all  cities  where  block- 
busting has  taken  place,  concen- 
trating on  examining  the  records 
of  real-estate  speculators  for  evi- 
dence of  illegal  acts  over  the  past 
J  ive  years. 

(5)  Coordination  of  non-govern- 
mental   community    agencies  to 
help  light  block-busting. 

((>)  Development  of  commun- 
ity education  programs  to  inform 
homeowners,  actual  and  prospec- 
tive, about  the  ins  and  outs  ol 
block-busting. 

(7)  Larger  subsidies  by  the  fed- 
eral government  to  construct 
more  middle-income  and  low-in- 
come urban  housing  in  order  to 
reduce  shortage  and  remove  some 
of  the  pressure  that  sets  up  the 
situation  for  block-busting. 

"Block-busting  is  an  urban 
blight  that  can  destroy  a  neigh- 
borhood overnight,"  Rabbi  Hecht 
concluded.  "It  must  be  eliminat- 
ed."

The  Occupied  A  reas

What  will  happen  to  the  Arabs 
in  the  areas  occupied  by  Israel 
in  June  1967?  In  government  of- 
fices and  in  sidewalk  cafes  Is- 
raelis debate  this  subject  heated- 
ly. Government  spokesmen,  how- 
ever sympathetic  to  the  plight  of 
the  individual  Arab,  insist  that 
the  occupied  areas  were  and  are 
strategically  essential  to  provide 
the  country  with  tenable  boun- 
daries. Though  some  Israelis  feel 
the  territories  should  never  be 
given  up,  the  government  position 
is  that  they  are  negotiable,  but 
only  as  part  of  a  larger  peace  set- 
tlement. On  the  other  hand,  the 
Arabs  insist  that,  until  Israel 
withdraws  from  these  areas,  there 
can  be  no  talk  or  negotiations. 

While  waiting  to  break  this 
impasse,  Israel  has  to  lace  the 
day-to-day  jjrobleins  of  governing 
close  to  a  million  alien  Arabs 
now  inside  the  ceasefire  boun- 
dries  created  by  the  Six  Da\  War. 
Nearly  all  these  Arabs  are  in  the 
Gaza  Strip  and  in  the  West  Bank 
area  of  the  Jordan  River. 

The  Gaza  Strip,  a  tin)  slice  oi 
land  on  the  south  of  Israel's  Med- 
iterranean flank,  was  given  to 
Egypt  to  administer  by  the  Unit- 
ed Nations  in  1918.  At  that  time, 
to  the  small  permanent  popula- 
tion of  the  area,  200,000  to  250,- 
000  Arabs  were  added  who  came 
as  refugees  from  Palestine.  For 
nineteen  years  the  latter  lived  in 
camps  hemmed  in  by  the  Egyptian 
government,  which  had  its  own 
reasons  for  not  permitting  them 
to  go  elsewhere  and  try  to  rebuild 
their  lives. 

At  army  headquarters  in  Tel 
Aviv,  I  met  General  Shlomo 
Gazit,  liaison  officer  directly  un- 
der General  Moshe  Dayan,  and 
commanding  officer  oi  the  Gaza 
area. 

Blondish,  stocky,  handsome, 
smartly  dressed  though  open- 
shirted,  he  looked  like  the  stereo-

type  of  the  military  man;  but  his 
words  showed  a  depth  of  sociolog- 
ical understanding  that  belied 
this  image.  The  room  in  which 
1  interviewed  him  was  spare  and 
small,  almost  spartanlv  furnish- 
ed 

1  he  general  began  our  discus- 
sion by  drawing  a  sharp  distinc- 
tion between  "the  normal  resi- 
dents" of  the  Strip  —  "a  little 
over  100,000  -  and  the  over  250,- 
000  refugees,  most  of  them  in 
camps." 

The  permanent  Gaza  residents 
are  in  the  same  situation  as  the 
Arabs  of  the  West  Bank,  in  that 
they  have  always  led  relatively 
stable  lives.  "Bui  the  refugees." 
he  went  on,  "kept  for  nineteen 
scars  in  the  camps  without 
work,  without  any  possibility  of 
going  or  coming,  without  any  fu- 
ture —  have  reason  for  bitterness 
and  frustration." 

I  asked  General  Gazit  whether 
the  Israel  goverenment  had  a 
special  policy  toward  the  refu- 
gees. "The  answer  is  both  yes  and 
no,"  he  replied.  "We  have  no  pos- 
sibilit)  of  solving  the  refugee 
problem  by  our  means.  Knowing 
that  there  is  no  future  for  the 
refugees  in  the  Gaza  Snip  is 
perhaps  the  only  common  de- 
nominator between  us.  the  refu- 
gees and  everybody  else.  We  know 
that  the  refugee  problem  must  be 
solved  outside  the  Strip.  We  did 
permit,  for  the  first  time  after 
nineteen  years,  free  exit  for  all 
the  refugees  to  go  and  come  at 
will." 

Once  the  doors  were  open,  the 
Gazza  Arabs  began  to  move  out 
in  droves,  to  visit  Israel  and  the 
West  Bank  —  and  then,  for  the 
most  part,  to  return  to  Gaza.  In 
fact,  as  the  general  informed  me, 
"the  number  who  left  and  did 
not  come  back  at  all  doesn't  go 
over  some  30,000  or  35.000." 

I  expressed  amazement  at  the 
fact  that  those  people  had  not 
left  Gaza  a  long  time  ago.  After 
all,  the  deplorable  conditions  in 
the  camps  were  well  known. 

"It  was  very  difficult  for  them," 
the  general  explained.  "The 
Egyptian  regime  did  not  permit 
them  to  leave  in  a  normal  way. 
For  them  to  leave  meant  emigra- 
tion, and  that  meant  to  go  to 
Cairo,  to  have  papers  arranged  in 
some  other  country,  to  have  a 
visa,  to  have  money.  At  one  time, 
they  had  normal  exit  through  the 
West  Bank  and  the  bridges  east- 
ward, and  they  did  try  and  find 
their  own  living,  their  own  new 
occupation.  If  they  found  some- 
thing, if  they  thought  it  worth- 
while, they  did  do  it.  If  they 
didn't,  they  just  came  back.  But," 
he  continued,  "after  July  1908.

this  freedom  of  exit  was  denied 
diem  by  Jordan. 

"The  natives  of  the  West  Bank, 
on  the  other  hand,  still  go  back 
and  forth  with  ease.  The  West 
Bank  Arabs  are  considered  Jor- 
danians by  the  Jordanian  regime. 
The  Arabs  can't  permit  them- 
selves, for  political  reasons,  to  say 
that  they  won't  let  them  come  in- 
to the  East  Bank.  But  the  Pales- 
tinians of  the  Gaza  Strip  are  not 
Jordanians.  The  Jordanian  de- 
cision is,  I  think,  based  upon  two 
reasons:  One  is  poltical  —  play- 
ing the  Arab  game  which  is 
against  any  solution  of  the  refu- 
gee problem.  As  long  as  the  refu- 
gees are  in  the  camps,  the  Arabs 
can  say  this  is  a  problem  that  Is- 
rael should  solve,  that  Israel  does 
not  permit  a  solution. 

"The  other  reason  is  an  in- 
ternal one.  Things  in  Jordan  are 
very  difficult  today  and  they  can 
hardly  afford  to  permit  any  ad- 
ditional refugees  into  the  East 
Bank.  But,  while  they  can't  keep 
out  the  West  Bankers,  they  can 
keep  out  the  Gaza  Strip  Arabs." 

General  Ga/il  scoffed  at  rum- 
ors that  Israel  was  encouraging 
Gaza  Arabs  to  leave  so  that  the 
area  would  be  free  for  Jews  to 
move  in.  Israel  now  has  "so  many 
.Arabs  that  a  few  more  don't  real- 
ly make  any  difference.  The  prob- 
lem is  whether  these  refugees  can 
remain  in  their  camps  without 
any  hope  and  without  any  future. 
We  can't  permit  that." 

In  his  view,  the  Gaza  Arabs  are 
beginning  to  accept  the  fact  of 
Israel's  presence.  "At  the  begin- 
ning^of  this  present  occupation, 
the  residents  thought  it  wouldn't 
last,  that  Israel  would  retreat. 
That  hasn't  happened  and  I  think 
they  understand  that  this  time 
things  are  different;  that  this  time 
Israel  isn't  going  to  give  back  the 
Strip  —  unless  it  becomes  part  of 
a  peace  agreement." 

As  an  occupied  area,  Gaza  is 
subject  to  military  censorship  of 
news,  though  not  political  censor- 
ship. While  the  Israelis  have  tried 
to  encourage  a  local  newspaper, 
"in  spite  of  all  our  endeavors," 
the  general  said,  "we  have  not 
succeeded  in  finding  somebody  to 
print  one.  The  Arabs  there  be- 
lieve this  would  be  showing  a 
dangerous  degree  of  cooperation 
with  the  Israelis." 

The  general  added  that  the  res- 
idents of  Gaza  are  "free  to  listen 
to  the  Arab  radio,  to  the  Arab 
television  networks,  and"  —  he 
laughed  —  "I  think  they  do  it 
much  more  often  than  they  listen 
to  the  Israeli  broadcasting  serv- 
ices." 

As  General  Gazit  saw  it,  the 
real  problem  for  the  Gaza  Arabs 
is  how  to  attain  stability;  i.e.,  "to 
end  the  impasse,  the  uncertain 
future,  the  cycle  of  one  war  fol- 
lowing another  war  without  any 
political   solution   but   with  re- 


peated physical  damage  and  per 
son  a),  sacrifice.  They  are  very  sin- 
cerely looking  for  a  political  solu- 
tion to  end  this  seemingly  un- 
ending process." 

While  assuring  me  that  Israel, 
too,  seeks  a  political  answer,  he 
made  it  clear  that  "we  will  not 
give  up  the  Gaza  Strip  unless 
that  is  part  of  a  general  political 
solution  for  the  whole  area.  I 
think  the  problem  of  the  local 
refugees  can  be  solved  by  getting 
them  out  of  their  own  camps  and 
settling  them  somewhere  else.  1 
don't  think  there  will  ever  again 
be  a  green  line  —  the  demarca- 
tion line  meaning  no  entry  in 
either  direction  —  which  was  on 
the  maps  between  Israel  and  the 
Gaza  Strip  before  June  1967. 
Whatever  the  future  will  be,  we 
shall  always  be  in  a  position  to 
visit  the  Gaza  Strip,  and  they  in 
position  to  visit  Israel.  Per- 
haps even  more  important,  the 
Gaza  Strip  can  benefit  from  Is- 
rael's technical  advice." 

General  Gazit  then  went  on  to 
talk  about  the  West  Bank,  which 
has  a  population  of  600,000,  of 
whom  more  than  100,000  are  reg- 
istered as  relugees.  Here  the  sit- 
uation has  been  relatively  stable. 
The  general  told  me  that  even  the 
West  Bank  relugees,  though  they 
are  officially  on  the  rolls  of  the 
United  Nations  Relief  and  Works 
Agency  (UNRWA),  "are  already 
organized,  have  their  homes;  are 
employed,  and  aren't  any  problem 
to  anybody." 

Regarding  the  employment  sit- 
uation in  the  area,  he  was  quite 
emphatic.  "They  never  had  it  so 
good!  There  is  almost  no  unem- 
ployment in  the  West  Bank  except 
for  seasonal  problems  —  because 
it  is  an  agricultural  society  and 
there  are  off-seasons.  We  employ 
on  our  government  payroll  some 
ten  to  eleven  thousand  men  in 
the  West  Bank.  The  most  import- 
ant thing  is  that  they  are  employ- 
ed inside  of  Israel  where  the  wage 
is  higher.  In  most  cases  they  work 
in  areas  near  the  border.  The> 
come  in  the  morning  and  return 
home  in  the  evening.  But  ol 
course  there  are  some  exceptions 
when  they  work  a  little  bit  further 
off.  Then  they  go  home  only  for 
the  weekend. 

"The  schools  are  open  and  run- 
ning normally,"  he  concluded 
"There  is  practically  no  censor- 
ship, no  control  over  their  schools 
In  fact,  we  know  of  cases  where 
teachers  and  headmasters  are  pro- 
pagandizing against  Israel  but  we 
don't  do  anything  about  it." 

The  general  volunteered  the 
opinion  that,  by  and  large,  the 
West  Bankers  were  better  off  than 
their  brothers  east  of  the  Jordan 
River.  "Here  they  are  living  com- 
pletely normal  lives,  and  I  would 
say  rather  prosperous  lives.  On 
the  other  side,  in  most  cases,  they 
are  refugees  in  camps  under  dif- 
ficult conditions.  Even  from  the 
political  point  of  view,  I  don't 
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know  it  they  are  as  free  in  the 
East  Bank  to  say  what  they  want 
to  as  they  are  on  our  side." 

Though  he  felt  the  overall  eco- 
nomic picture  was  encouraging, 
he  was  quick  to  admit  that  it  was 
no  easy  task  to  govern  over  half 
a  million  Arabs  who  are  basically 
hostile,  if  not  overtly  dangerous. 
In  the  period  immediately  fol- 
lowing the  Six  Day  War,  there- 
were  some  problems  with  sabo- 
tage, but  according  to  General 
Gazit,  the  population  as  a  whole 
does  not  presently  constitute  a 
security  risk.  He  was  of  the  opin- 
ion that  Israel  had  made  it  clear 
that  "we  have  no  intention  of 
dominating  .Vrabs.  We  did  not 
tome  in  because  Ave  wanted  to  ex- 
pand our  territory;  we  came  here 
because  we  had  a  military  prob- 
lem." 

We  discussed  the  fact  that,  at 
the  beginning  of  the  occupation, 
the  Arabs  tried  civil  disobedience 
against  Israel,  hoping  that,  to- 
gether with  political  action  by  the 
Arab  states,  it  would  force  Is- 
rael to  withdraw  quickly.  But  the 
general  felt  that  this  effort  had 
"failed  completely,  basically  be- 
cause civil  resistance  is  against  the 
interest  of  the  mass  of  the  popu- 
lation. If  they  strike  and  close 
their  shops,  it's  against  the  in- 
terests of  the  local  population. 
If  they  close  their  schools,  the 
ones  that  suffer  are  their  own 
children." 

I  also  learned  that,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  West  Bank  is  oc- 
cupied territory,  Israel  tries  to 
give  the  Arabs  as  much  freedom 
as  possible  in  their  day-to-day  af- 
fairs. Cities  in  the  West  Bank,  for 
example,  have  been  self-govern- 
ing almost  from  the  start  of  the 
occupation.  In  addition,  the  Is- 
raelis are  intent  on  keeping  open 
the  channels  of  communication 
between  the  West  Bank  and  Jor- 
dan itself. 

This  last  remark  led  me  to  com- 
ment on  the  fact  that  Israel  has 
rarely  closed  the  Allenby  Bridge 
leading  to  Jordan,  even 
when  there  had  been  shooting 
elsewhere  on  the  border,  or  ter- 
rorists coming  in  to  commit  acts 
of  sabotage.  Furthermore,  that  be- 
cause of  Israels'  policy,  though 
Jordan  and  Israel  are  technical- 
ly at  war,  the  people  who  live  on 
both  sides  of  the  Jordan  River 
are  working  with  each  other, 
talking  with  each  other,  visiting 
with  each  other  and  trading  with 
each  other.  I  admitted  to  being 
surprised  by  this. 

General  Gazit  agreed  that 
"there  are  large  security  risks  in 
keeping  the  bridge  open.  This  is 
especially  true  now  that  we  have 
the  rest  of  the  border  rather  well 
secured  by  our  military  forces. 
The  only  means  of  infiltrating 
Israel  are  by  the  bridges.  But  we 
keep  them  open  because  we  be- 
lieve it's  now  just  traffic  of  men 
and  goods,  and  it  is  an  important 
beginning  of   a   positive  process 


of  mutual  understanding  between 
the  two  people,  Israelis  and 
Arabs. 

"As  far  as  Israel  is  concerned," 
he  went  on,  "we  are  at  peace  with 
the  Arab  world.  We  are  ready  to 
permit  everything  to  go  on,  as  is 
normal  between  two  people  and 
two  states  which  are  at  peace.  As 
a  matter  of  fact,  if  it  weren't  for 
i  Jordanian  government  and  for 
outside  political  Arab  pressure,  I 
think  we  would  have  had  an  of- 
ficial agreement  long  ago  between 
the  local  Palestinians  and  our- 
selves." 

The  general  underscored  his 
country's  position  on  the  vital 
matter  of  negotiation.  "We  give 
the  people  of  the  West  Bank  the 
option  of  getting  rid  of  us  when- 
ever they  wish  to  do  it.  They 
simply  have  to  put  up  one  small 
linger  and  say,  'we  are  ready  to 
start  negotiating  with  you,'  and 
they  can  negotiate  to  get  rid  ol  us 
It  they  want  to." 

The  future  of  the  West  Bank? 
"It's  for  the  Arabs  ihemsehes  to 
decide,"  General  Gazit  declared. 
"The  first  and  most  important 
point  in  our  policy  is,  we  are  not 
going  to  force  anything.  We  want 
them  to  choose.  We  want  them  to 
decide.  But  if  1  might  be  some 
sort  of  prophet,  I  think  we  are 
not  far  from  the  point  when  they 
won't  have  any  choice  but  to 
negotiate  directly  with  us.  There 
is  a  difference,  of  course,  between 
negotiating  a  settlement  with  the 
local  Palestinians  and  negotiating 
a  settlement  with  the  rest  of  the 
Arab  world.  But  I  am  sure  that 
in  either  case  there  won't  be  any 
difficulty  in  giving  local  auton- 
omy to  the  Arabs  on  the  West 
Bank." 

Before  concluding  my  inter- 
view, I  asked  him  a  last  question: 
Are  you  optimistic  about  the  fu- 
ture? He  smiled.  "Otherwise  1 
wouldn't  be  in  my  post.  .  .  ." 


RUBBER  AND  PLASTIC 
INDUSTRIES  MAKE  GAINS 

Like  most  other  branches  of 
industry  in  Israel,  the  rubber  and 
plastics  industries  enjoyed  con- 
siderable expansion  during  1968 
with  the  help  of  Israel  Bonds.  The 
overall  output  in  these  industries 
increased  by  20%,  with  both  em- 
ployment and  exports  also  rising. 

Production  of  all  rubber  pro- 
ducts, including  tires,  totaled 
125,000,000  Israel  pounds  in  1968, 
nearly  16%  above  the  previous 
year's  108,000,000  Israel  pounds. 
Employment  increased  6%,  to  3,- 
500,  and  exports  rose  by  20%,  to 
12,000,000  Israel  pounds,  or  $12 
million. 

The  output  of  plastic  products 
last  year  was  about  20%  above  that 
of  1967,  totaling  120,000,000  Is- 
rael pounds.  Of  this  total,  more 
than  one-fifth  or  $7.5  million 
were  exported,  representing  an  in- 
crease of  36%  over  the  previous 
year.  ,

Vienna  —  A  new  upsurge  of 
Jewish  refugees  coming  out  of 
Eastern  Europe  and  the  Middle 
East  is  keeping  the  Joint  Distribu- 
tion Committee's  rescue  opera- 
tions on  an  emergency  footing  for 
the  third  year  since  the  Six  Day 
War,  JDC  Director-Ceneral  Louis 
D.  Horowitz  told  the  1969  UJA 
Young  Leadership  Mission  earlier 
this  month. 

JDC  uses  funds  mainly  derived 
from  the  United  Jewish  Appeal's 
annual     campaign     to  operate 


worldwide  welfare  programs  which 
last  year  served  340,000  Jews  in 
27  countries  at  a  cost  of  some 
$23,000,000. 

Here  for  a  firsthand  study  of 
Jewish  overseas  refugee  and  wel- 
fare needs,  this  year's  Young- 
Leadership  Mission  is  made  up  of 
43  young  adults  from  18  cities 
throughout  the  United  States. 
3,000  May  Leave  Poland 
by  End  of  Year 

Mr.  Horwitz  said  that  the  num- 
ber of  Polish  Jews  arriving  in 
Western  Europe  has  already  be- 
gun to  increase  noticeably  as  a 
result  of  the  Polish  government's 
announcement  oir  June  10th  that 
alter  September  1st.  Jews  could 
no  longer  apply  for  emigration  to 
Israel  under  the  provisions  that 
have  been  in  effect. 

He  added  that  current  reports 
indicate  that  the  total  of  Jews 
leaving  Poland  between  now  and 
the  end  of  1969  may  reach  as  high 
as  3,000.  The  present  Jewish  pop- 
ulation is  estimated  at  13,000,  of 
whom  the  majority  are  too  old 
to  leave. 

The  cost  of  this  and  other  un- 
lorseen  demands  on  JDC's  pro- 
gram of  care  and  maintenance  for 
transmigrants  is  expected  to  come 
to  $750,000,  over  and  above  the 
funds  allocated  in  this  year's  bud- 
get, he  added.  JDC  is  currently 
spending  about  $125,000  a  month, 
he  said,  on  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  some  1,250  transmi- 
grants in  Vienna,  Rome  and 
Paris,  while  they  wait  for  their 
visas  and  other  migration  papers 
to  be  processed  by  the  United 
H1AS  Service. 

JDC  Pioneers  in  Care  of  the  Aged 
From  refugee  needs,  Mr.  Hor- 
witz went  on  to  describe  the  ex- 
tensive health,  social  welfare  and 
education  programs  which  JDC 
conducts,  mainly  in  Europe  (in- 
cluding Rumania),  Israel  and  the 
Moslem  countries  of  North  Africa 
and  Iran.  In  Israel,  JDC  is  making 
a  major  change  in  the  orientation 
of  its  work  on  behalf  of  the  aged, 
Mr.  Horwitz  said. 

Charged  in  1949  with  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  aged,  chron- 
ically ill  and  handicapped  among 
the  immigrants  pouring  into  the 
new  State,  JDC  since  then  has 
been  in  the  forefront  of  bringing 
to  Israel  modern  techniques  in  the 
care  of  the  aged.  Its  aim  has  been 
to  provide  a  flexible,  differenti- 
ated program  to  meet  the  needs 
of  those  who,  with  help,  can  go 
on  living  independently;  those 
who  can  still  lead  an  active  life 
in  a  protected  environment;  and 
those  who  require  intensive  (and 
expensive)  medical  care. 

Instrumental  in  the  creation 
this  June  of  a  new  voluntary  As- 
sociation for  the  Development  of 


Community  Services  for  the  Aged, 
JDC  henceforth  will  work  with 
Israeli  voluntary  agencies  to  ex- 
pand institutional  and  extramural 
facilities  not  just  for  immigrants, 
but  also  for  long-term  residents  65 
years  of  age  and  more.  These  now 
make  up  6.5%,  or  over  180,000 
of  Israel's  present  population  ol 
2,805,000,  and  their  number  is 
giowing  rapidly,  he  said. 

Hall  of  the  Association's  five 
year  budget  of  $8,600,00  will  be 
provided  by  JDC.  The  money  will 
be  used  to  augment  facilities  still 
in  short  supply  in  different  parts 
of  the  countr) . 

Groups  of  Needy  Aged  in 
Other  Countries 

Mr.  Horwitz  noted  that,  undei 
different  circumstances,  PDC  is 
also  pioneering  in  the  develop- 
ment of  similar  programs  for 
needy,  aged  Jews  in  Morocco  and 
Rumania. 

In  Rumania,  he  said,  the  care 
ol  the  aged  is  the  major  emphasis 
ol  a  program  conducted  by  the 
Federation  of  Rumanian  Jewish 
Communities  with  financial  as- 
sistance from  the  JDC.  The  pro- 
gram provides  various  forms  of  re- 
lief and  other  welfare  aid  to  some 
40,000  of  the  100,000  Jews  remain- 
ing in  Rumania. 

In  Morocco,  Tunisia  and  Iran, 
the  main  emphasis  of  JDC's  ac- 
tivities continues  to  be  a  network 
of  Jewish  schools,  kindergartens 
and  clinics,  which  in  1969  served 
over  13,000  children,  he  said.

CHAPLAIN  MESSING 
GETS  HIGH 

ADMINISTRATIVE  OFFICE 

HEIDELBERG,  Germany-The 
highest  administrative  position 
ever  achieved  by  a  Jewish  chaplain 
in  the  U.  S.  Army  has  been  given 
to  Chaplain  (Col.)  Joseph  B.  Mess- 
ing, with  his  appointment  as  Dep- 
uty Staff  Chaplain  of  the  U.S. 
A  r  in  y  European  Headquarters. 
Simultaneously,  the  National  Jew- 
ish Welfare  Board  Commission  on 
fewish  Chaplaincy  received  word 
that  Chaplain  Messing  had  been 
awarded  the  Legion  of  Merit  for 
"exceptionally  meritorious  service 
as  director  of  administration,  Of- 
fice of  the  Chief  of  Chaplains,  De- 
partment of  the  Army"  from  June 
1966  to  May  1969. 

Chaplain  Messing,  who  has  been 
in  (he  military  chaplaincy  since 
1945,  served  at  Fort  Knox,  Ky., 
Kobe,  Japan,  and  then  went  to 
Korea  during  the  Korean  War  as 
ihe  first  Jewish  chaplain  on  duty 
there.  Later  he  saw  service  at  Fort 
Jackson,  S.C.,  Frankfurt,  and 
Heidelberg,  Germany.  In  the  lat- 
ter assignment  he  organized  Torah 
convocations  and  religious  retreats 
for  Jewish  chaplains  and  Jewish 
service  personnel  in  cooperation 
with  the  military  and  the  [WB 
Commission  on  Chaplaincy. 

From  1961  to  1965  he  was  on 
the  faculty  of  the  U.S.  Army  Chap- 
lain School  and  then  spent  a  year 
as  Deputy  Army  Chaplain  of  the 
1  tli  U.S.  Army  before  being  as- 
signed to  the  Office  of  the  Chief 
of  Chaplains  in  Washington. 

A  native  of  New  York,  Chap- 
lain Messing  is  a  graduate  of 
Brooklyn  College  and  was  or- 
dained in  1945  by  the  Hebrew 
Union  College-Jewish  Institute  of 
Religion.  Before  entering  the 
chaplaincy  he  was  the  rabbi  of 
Temple  Beth  Tefilloh,  Brunswick, 
Ga.  In  addition  to  the  Legion  of 
Merit,  Chaplain  Messing  also  holds 
the  Bronze  Star. 
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The  press  in  the  Mideast  reilect 
the  growing  tensions  that  grip  the 
area  during  another  hot  summer 
of  sporadic  hostilities  between 
Israel  and  the  Arab  world. 

"Two  years  alter  the  Six  Days 
War  the  attitude  of  the  Arab  pop- 
ulation in  the  occupied  territories 
toward  Israel  varies  from  passive 
dislike  to  open  hatred,"  says  the 
Jerusalem  Post  Weekly  as  re- 
printed in  the  August  issue  of  At- 
las Magazine. 

Lejour  of  Lebanon,  presenting 
an  Arab  viewpoint,  says: 

"The  bitterest  part  of  the  Six 
Days  War  is  that  nothing  has  been 
deduced,  nothing  understood, 
nothing  grasped.  We're  even  more 
traumatized  than  we  were  before, 
with  the  same  illusions,  the  same 
mentality  and  the  same  destruc- 
tive spirit  that  is  both  the  joy  and 
the  good  fortune  of  the  enemy  .  .  . 

"Still  circling  over  the  destiny 
of  the  Arabs  are  all  those  preda- 
tory birds:  despotism,  sloppy  and 
abortive  socialism,  the  nationalist 
and  unionist  monopolies,  persecu- 
tions, and,  above  all,  words.' 

The  article  in  the  Jerusalem 
Post  Weekly  says  that,  after  inter- 
viewing security  experts,  the  bit- 
terness of  the  Arabs  'is  a  continu- 
ous factor  and  will  have  to  be 
dealt  with  for  a  long  time  to 
come."

Schul,  delving  into  security,  quotes 
an  Israeli  intelligence  expert,  as 
saying  that  "the  main  trait  we 
share  with  them  (the  Arabs)  is 
stubborness"  and  adds  that  "in- 
ternal security  may  be  a  problem, 
but  it's  also  a  fact.  This  country 
does  have  internal  security." 

This,  the  Atlas  article  points 
out,  is  indicated  b\  die  failure  of 
the  Arabs  to  establish  a  major  scale 
underground  on  the  West  Bank 
as  seemed  likely  immediately  after 
the  Six  Days  War. 

While  hatreds  continue  to  sim- 
mer, military  sources  offer  several 
reasons  for  .Vrab  failure  to  mount 
an  effective  resistance,  one  of  the 
reasons  being  "frequent  coopera- 
tion of  the  gang  members  with  the 
authorities  .  .  .  You  can  scarcely 
stop  them  talking  if  they  are 
(aught.  The  gang  members,  re- 
gardless of  status,  rank  or  back- 
ground, seem  tremendously  re- 
lieved to  discover  themselves  alive 
and  the  war  'all  over'  as  far  as 
they  are  concerned,  intent  upon 
making  their  future  —  behind  bats 
in  Israeli  jails  —  as  comfortable  as 
they  can.  They  claim  they  have 
been  misled,  lied  to  and  hence 
have  no  obligation  to  any  one. 

"They  often  helped  to  identify 
other  local  citizens  who  had 
worked  with  them.  This  was 
where  the  deterrent  effect  of  de- 
stroying the  homes  of  those  who 
cooperated  with  the  gangs  came 
in.  It  may  have  seemed  a  harsh 
policy  to  some;  250  houses  have 
been  dynamited  so  far.  But  il  had 
results.  People  think  twice  about 
giving  house-room  and  protection 
to  would-be  saboteurs,"  among 
the  1(5,000  West  Bank  Arabs  work- 
in"  in  Israel  every  day.

Around  The  World" 


A  wide  variety  of  gourmet 
recipes  and  styles  of  cooking  ac- 
quired by  Jews  from  the  lands  in 
which  they  have  dwelled  during 
the  past  2,000  years  are  to  be  found 
in  "Jewish  Cooking  Around  the 
World,"  a  new  cookbook  by  Han- 
na  Goodman  published  by  the 
Womens'  Organizations'  Services 
of  the  National  Jewish  Welfare 
Board  (JWB).  Each  ol  the  147 
recipes  featuring  foods  from  12 
different  countries  is  in  accordance 
with  Jewish  dietary  laws  and  has 
been  tested  by  Mrs.  Goodman. 

Issued  by  the  JWB  Women's  Or- 
ganizations' Services  as  part  of  its 
year-round  program  to  help  the 
wives  of  Jewish  members  of  the 
U.S.  Armed  Forces  maintain  a 
Jewish  atmosphere  in  their  homes, 
the  cookbook  appeals  to  every 
woman  interested  in  applying  hei 
own  hand  to  the  Jewish  culinary 
art  that  has  been  molded  by  Jew- 
ish wanderings,  sojournments  and 
settlements  oxer  the  years. 

The  JWTB  women's  group  co- 
ordinates the  work  of  nine  nation- 
al Jewish  women's  organizations 
on  behalf  of  Jewish  men  and  wom- 
en in  the  U.S.  Armed  Forces,  their 
dependents  and  patients  in  Vet- 
erans Administration  hospitals. 
Throughout  the  year,  the  wom- 
en's group  helps  servicemen's  wives 
to  establish  women's  Jewish  chapel 
organizations  and  provides  them 
with  Jewish  art,  music,  books  and 
ceremonial  items,  in  addition  to 
program  materials. 

Mrs.  Goodman,  a  native  of 
Israel,  learned  the  art  of  tradition- 
al Jewish  cooking  from  her  mother 
and  the  science  of  cooking  from 
her  oldest  sister,  who  is  a  profes- 
sional cook.  Ashkenaziz  a  n  d 
oriental  dishes  were  served  in  her 
home.  She  has  traveled  throughout 
Europe  collecting  recipes.  Mrs. 
Goodman  is  now  giving  two 
courses  on  gourmet  Jewish  cook- 
ing at  the  92nd  Street,  N.Y.,  YM- 
YWHA.  She  has  also  taught  simi- 
lar courses  at  other  Jewish  Com- 
munity Centers  and  YM-YWHAs 
affiliated  with  JWB,  including  the 
Samuel  Field-North  Hills  YM- 
YWHA,  Little  Neck,  N.Y.,  and 
the  Emanu-EI  Midtown  YM- 
YWHA,  New  York  City. 

The  12  chapters  of  "Jewish 
Cooking  Around  the  World"  con- 
tain, introductions  giving  brief  his- 
tories of  the  observance  of  the 
dietary  laws  by  Jews  living  in 
China,  England,  France,  Germany, 
Greece,  India,  Israel,  Italy,  North 
Africa,  Persia,  the  Scandinavian 
countries  and  Spain.  They  also 
contain  recipes  of  favorite  native 
dishes,  such  as  egg  foo  yung,  boeuf 


a  la  mode,  kotopoulo  me  lemano 

(chicken  with  lemon  sauce),  and 
biksemad  (Danish  hash). 

From  the  introductions  ,it  is  evi- 
dent that  there  are  many  distinc- 
tively Jewish  dishes  in  these  coun- 
tries , although  none  of  them  seems 
to  be  among  those  that  people  in 
the  United  States  recognize  as  be- 
ing part  of  the  traditional  Jew- 
ish menu.  A  popular  luncheon 
dish  for  Jewish  children  in  Greece, 
for  example,  was  grapevine  leaves 
stuffed  with  meat  or  rice  and  pig- 
non  nuts.  In  Italy,  the  Jews  oi 
Piedmont  showed  a  particulai 
loudness  for  goose.  In  Rome,  arti- 
chokes alia  tjiuclea  were  relished. 

The  Jewish  attitude  toward 
foods  and  eating  is  presented  in 
the  cookbook's  "Food  for 
Thought"  chapter.  This  section  is 
a  miniature  anthology  of  serious 
and  lighter-vein  quotations  from 
the  Bible,  the  Talmud,  Yiddish 
folk  proverbs  and  other  Jewish 
sources. 

The  chapter  dealing  with  "Pro- 
gram. Suggestions"  offers  women's 
organization  leaders  program  ideas 
the)'  can  incorporate  into  theii 
luncheon  and  dinner  [dans  in  or- 
der to  solidily  Jewish  fellowship 
and  international  friendship.

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U.S.  Providing  Israeli 
Publications  To  Major 
Research  Libraries 

For  the  past  five  years  the 
United  States  government  has  been 
conducting  a  program  unique  in 
the  annals  of  Judaic  librarianship. 
Within  the  framework  of  what  is 
commonly  referred  to  as  the  Pub- 
lic:  Law-180  Program,  the  United 
States  government  has  been  ap- 
plying some  twenty-five  American 
research  libraries  with  a  copy  of 
virtually  every  book  and  periodical 
published  currently  in  the  State 
of  Israel. 

The  government's  entry  into  the 
world  of  Hebrew  books  is  the  by- 
product of  an  earlier  humanitar- 
ian gesture.  In  1954  the  Food  for 
Peace  Program  (Public  Law-480) 
was  established,  enabling  certain 
needy  countries  to  purchase  sur- 
plus American  agricultural  prod- 
ucts in  their  own  currency  instead 
of  in  dollars.  Since  the  local  cur- 
rency was  to  be  spent  only  in  that 
country,  large  amounts  accumu- 
lated to  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  in  these  countries.  Some  of 
this  money  was  made  available  as 
grants  and  loans  to  promote  eco- 
nomic development;  other  funds 
were  used  for  various  cultural 
projects.  One  such  project  was  to 
assist  American  libraries  to  de- 
velop their  resources  in  various 
areas.

NETANYA  — One  of  the  most 
luxurious  residential  buildings  vet 
constructed  in  Israel,  a  15-story 
apartment  hotel  built  by  Canadian 
investors,  was  opened  in  August  on 
;■.  ciiffside  park  overlooking  the 
Netanya  beach  between  Tel  Aviv 
and  Haifa. 

Called  the  "Four  Seasons, 
Israel,"  this  first-time  venture  of 
its  kind  here  offers  129  complete- 
ly furnished  and  centrally  air-con- 
ditioned  studio  apartments  and 
otic  and  two-bedroom  suites,  with 
terraces  and  kitchenettes,  for  con- 
dominium apartment  purchase.  At 
the  same  lime  the  Four  Seasons 
will  operate  as  a  luxury  tourist 
hotel  with  apartment  buyers  shar- 
ing the  income  from  general  oc- 
cupancy of  suites  in  owners'  ab- 
sence. 

The  $3V£  million  project  is 
managed  by  the  Four  Seasons 
Hotel  organization  which  operates 
the  Inn-on-the-Park  and  die  Four 
Seasons  Motor  Hotel  in  Toronto. 

The  building  includes  dining 
room  and  cocktail  lounge,  recep- 
tion and  recreation  areas,  tennis 
courts,  saunas  and  seasonally- 
heated  fresh-water  swimming  pool. 
It  is  surrounded  by  several  acres 
of  gardens  and  overlooks  a  1,000 
ft.  private  beach.  The  Netanya 
beach  area  is  believed  by  most 
Israeli  travellers  to  be  the  c outl- 
ays' finest  Mediterranean  shore 
front.  Twenty-five  minutes  from 
Tel  Aviv,  the  Four  Seasons  is  also 
within  a  short  driving  distance  of 
the  countrys'  only  golf  course  at 
Caesarea. 

Four  Seasons  management  re- 
ports that  approximately  half  of 
the  buildings'  apartments  have  al- 
ready been  sold,  mostly  from  plan, 
by  Americans  and  Canadians  in- 
terested in  a  comfortable  "second 
home''  available  for  visits  to  Israel. 

The  developers  emphasize  that 
despite  Israel's  special  appeal  for 
many,  "the  Four  Seasons  is  built 
for  a  general  group  of  persons  who 
want  and  can  afford  a  luxurious 
home  in  a  mild  climate.''  The 
hotels'  complete  facilities  and  Ne- 
tanya location,  they  believe,  per- 
mit the  Four  Seasons  to  provide 
an  "elegant  residence  for  the  most 
sophisticated  people  who  consider 


Mediterranean  or  Caribbean  va- 
cation homes." 

The  Four  Season's  prices  range 
from  $16,500  for  a  Cabana  to 
$35,000  for  an  820  scp  ft.  two-room 
suite,  with  a  complete  stainless 
steel  kitchen.  The  hotel's  four 
penthouses  with  views  across  the 
entire  width  of  pre- 1967  Israel  to 
the  Judaean  Hills,  it  was  said,  have 
already  been  purchased.  Each  suite 
is  fully  furnished  in  contemporary 
si)le  and  is  outfitted  to  the  last 
detail  from  bathtowels  to  televi- 
sion, china  and  toasters. 

An  apartment  at  the  Four  Sea- 
sons may  be  bought  in  foreign 
c  urrency  or  with  State  of  Israel 
Bonds,  it  was  stated.  It  is  an  Israel 
government-approved  project  with 
income  on  investment  and  capital 
return,  if  resold,  repayable  in  tax- 
free  foreign  currency.  Under 
Israeli  concominium  law  the  apart- 
ment may  be  freely  sold  by  the 
owner. 

Suite  owners  in  the  Israel  resi- 
dence, it  was  said,  participate  in 
all  income  derived  from  the  use 
of  the  hotels'  public  facilities  and 
suites.  It.  is  estimated  by  the  de- 
velopers that  at  only  70  per  cent 
hotel  occupancy  an  annual  return 
of  approximately  12  per  cent  on 
the  cost  of  apartments  will  be  re- 
turned to  their  owners  through  op- 
eration of  the  hotel. 

The  Four  Seasons  was  designed 
by  architect  facob  Mattel,  Tel 
Aviv,  in  association  with  Webb. 
Zerafa  &  Menkes,  Toronto,  and 
consists  of  a  striking  contemporary 
15-story  block  of  terraced  apart- 
ments overlooking  a  complex  of 
swimming  pool,  gardens  and  other 
public  facilities. 

Interior  decoration  was  done  by 
designers,  Dora  Gad  and  Arie  Noy, 
responsible  for  the  interiors  of  the 
Knesset  building,  Tel  Aviv  Hilton 
Hotel  and  other  Israeli  public 
buildings. 

Sales  are  being  handled  by  the 
Canisra  Holdings  Ltd.  of  2515 
Bathurst  Street,  Toronto  and  at 
the  Four  Seasons  Hotel  in  Ne- 
tanya. The  management  company, 
Four  Seasons  Hotels  Ltd.,  which  is 
listed  on  the  Toronto  Stock  Ex- 
change, is  building  massive  Four 
Seasons  hotels  in  London,  England 
and  in  Vancouver,  Canada,  as  well 
as  the  1,400-room  Four  Seasons 
Sheraton  Hotel  in  Toronto.

Brandeis  University 
Students  In  Several 
Foreign  Countries 

WALTHAM.  Mass.  -  The  first 
contingent  of  Brandeis  University 
Sachar  International  Fellows  will 
begin  studies  abroad  this  summer 
and  fall,  with  four  of  them  at 
African  universities,  one  in  Eng- 
land, and  another  in  Jerusalem. 

The  Fellowship  Fund,  set  up  by 
the  Trustees  ol  Brandeis  Univer- 
sity and  named  for  the  Univer- 
sity's first  president,  Dr.  Abram  L. 
Sachar,  now  Brandeis'  chancellor, 
will  enable  selected  students  to 
take  part  of  their  academic  work 
in  selected  foreign  universities. 

The  first  group  includes  Ermina 
Davis  of  Antigua.  B.W.I.,  a  grad- 
uate student  in  anthropology: 
senior  Roy  DeBerry  of  Holl\ 
Springs,  Miss.,  a  sociology  student, 
and  senior  Michael  Schonbach  ol 
New  York,  a  political  major.  All 
three  will  study  at  the  University 
of  Ife,  Nigeria. 

Senior  Sandra  Hughes  of  Balti- 
more, an  English  major,  will  study 
at  the  LTniversity  of  Ghana  this 
summer  through  a  special  Sachar 
grant:  and  a  scholarship  from  the 
American  Forum  for  African 
Studies. 

Hillel  Schwartz,  a  published 
poet  and  1969  Brandeis  graduate 
Summa  Cum  Laude  in  History, 
received  a  special  traveling  Fel- 
lowship. Mr.  Schwartz,  a  native  of 
Santa  Monica,  California,  will  at- 
tend universities  in  England  and 
Germany  to  continue  his  study  of 
19th  century  social  history. 

Dr.  James  C.  Moyer,  who  re- 
ceived his  doctorate  in  Mediter- 
ranean Studies  from  Brandeis  in 
June,  will  continue  his  research  at 
the  Hebrew  University  in  Jerusa- 
lem. A  Christian  scholar,  he  in- 
tends to  strengthen  his  knowledge 
of  the  Old  Testament  by  master- 
ing Hebrew,  studying  Biblical 
archaeology,  and  gaining  first- 
hand knowledge  of  the  geography 
of  the  Old  Testament. 

Sachar  Fellowships  will  enable 
up  to  12  Brandeis  students  to  study 
at  selected  overseas  universities 
during  1969-70. 

Among  the  universities  partici- 
pating in  this  highly  selective  pro- 
gram are  the  Universities  of  Ife. 


Nigeria;  Makerere,  Uganda;  Abid- 
jan in  the  Ivory  Coast;  Nairobi  in 
Kenya;  Hebrew  University  in 
Jerusalem;  Sussex  in  England  and 
Tubingen  in  Germany. 

The  program  allows  the  student 
up  to  two  years  of  study  at  a  for- 
eign university  where  he  may  take 
courses  to  supplement  his  work  at 
Brandeis. 

V  a  1  i  d  a  t  i  o  n  for  work  clone 
abroad  will  be  governed  by  the 
equivalent  academic  department 
at  Brandeis.  In  some  cases,  Sachar 
Fellows  will  be  eligible  for  a  co- 
ordinated degree,  awarded  jointly 
by  Brandeis  and  die  foreign  uni- 
versity. 


Israel's  production  of  select 
canned  foods  for  export  to  the 
United  States  is  being  spurred  by 
advanced  agricultural  techniques 
and  improved  processing  methods 
with  the  aid  of  Israel  Bonds. 

Utilizing  Israel  Bond  capital  to 
increase  the  production  of  indus- 
trial crops  and  to  modernize  fac- 
tories which  process  food,  Israel 
has  doubled  its  exports  of  canned 
citrus,  tomatoes  and  apricots  to 
America^  going  from  $1.6  million 
in  1967  to  $3.2  million  last  year. 
Exports  to  this  country  are  ex- 
pected to  reach  $5  million  by  the 
end  of  1969.

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NEW  YORK  UNIVERSITY  LITERARY  PRIZE 
AWARDED  TO  ISRAELI  WRITER 


Prof.  Lea  Goldberg,  Head  of  the 
Hebrew  University's  Department 
of  Comparative  Literature,  and 
89-year-old  author  Gershon  Shof- 
man,  of  Haifa,  have  been  awarded 
the  Irving  and  Bertha  Neuman 
Literary  Prize  at  a  ceremony  at 
the  Hebrew  University,  attended 
by  a  distinguished  gathering  of 
Israeli  and  overseas  guests.  In  the 
audience  was  Mrs.  Rachel  Sha/ar, 
the  President's  wife. 

lite  conferment  was  made  by 
Dr.  fames  M.  Hester,  President  of 
New  York  University,  whose  In- 
stitute of  Hebrew  Studies  admin- 
isters the  SI 000  Neuman  Prize.  Dr. 
Hester,  in  his  opening  remarks, 
expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  He- 
brew University  for  playing  host 
to  the  ceremony.  He  pointed  to 
New  York  University's  ties  with 
the  Jewish  People,  saying  that 
many  persons  of  Jewish  origin 
were  represented  in  its  faculty, 
student  body  and  administration, 
and  added  that  the  number  of 
Israeli  students  at  the  University 
now  totals  130,  making  it  one  of 
the  largest  national  groups  among 
its  overseas  students.  Dr.  Hester 
said  that  this  connection  with 
Israel  was  a  source  of  great  pride 
to  the  New  York  University. 

Touching  on  topical  matters, 
Dr.  Hester  said  that  Israel  is  in  a 
serious  situation,  but  that  he  fell 
stimulated  by  the  confidence  of 
the  Israelis.  He  pointed  out  that 
times  are  also  serious  for  the 
United  States  on  the  foreign  po- 
litical scene,  mainly  in  connection 
with  Vietnam,  and  domestically  in 
the  generation  differences  re- 
flected on  University  campuses. 
He  remarked  that  there  is  a  simi- 
larity between  Israel  and  the 
United  States  in  that  both  are  un- 
dergoing a  period  of  challenge  and 
of  great  creativity. 

Turning  directly  to  the  two 
'aureates,  Dr.  Hester  said  that 
Prof.  Lea  Goldberg  and  Gershon 
Shofman  were  both  well  known 
and  admired  by  New  York  Uni- 
versity students. 

He  then  went  on  to  read  the 
citation  for  the  authors,  to  which 
Prof.  Goldberg  replied  on  behalf 
of    both.    She   stressed    that  the 
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world  of  Hebrew  has  grown  and 
expressed  her  appreciation  that 
Hebrew  authors  are  now  read 
abroad.  "We  feel  that,  alter  all, 
we  are  not  so  alone."  she  said. 

Hebrew  University  President 
Avraham  Harman,  who  chaired 
the  ceremony,  said  that  it  was  an 
honor  lor  the  Hebrew  University 
to  stage  this  event,  and  praised  the 
New  York  University  as  the  first 
American  university  to  offer  a 
course  in  modern  Hebrew  (since 
1933). 

Tribute  was  paid  to  the  two 
laureates  by  Dr.  David  Rudovsky, 
Acting  Director  of  the  New  York 
University's  Institute  of  Hebrew 
Studies  ,who  drew  a  sketch  of  the 
literary  achievements  of  the  two 
prize  winners,  mentioning  that 
this  was  the  first  time  it  was  given 
to  a  woman.  He  added  that  the 
Neuman  Prize  symbolized  the  con- 
taet  between  New  York  Univer- 
sity and  the  Hebrew  University. 
The  prize  was  established  through 
the  initiative  of  his  predecessor  as 
Head  of  the  Institute,  Dr.  Abra- 
ham 1.  Katsh,  who  is  now  Presi- 
dent of  Dropsie  College,  Phila- 
delphia. 

The  first  winner  of  the  Irving 
and  Bertha  Neuman  Prize  was 
Nobel  Prize  Laureate  S.  |.  Agnon, 
who,  in  1963,  received  the  Neu- 
man Prize  from  Dr.  Hester  at  a 
ceremony  at  the  Hebrew  Univer- 
sity. Subsequent  winners  were 
Dov  Sadan,  journalist,  essayist  and 
critic:  (1961);  Uri  Zvi  Greenberg, 
the  poet  (1965);  and  novelist  Haim 
Hazaz  (1966).  The  prize  was  not 
awarded  last  year.  Mr.  Hazaz  was 
on  the  dais  at  the  ceremony  and 
read  a  greeting  from  President 
■Shazar. 

The  donor  of  the  prize,  Irving 
Neuman,  who  established  the 
award  together  with  his  wife, 
Bertha,  is  a  native  of  the  small 
Polish  town  of  Buczaca,  from 
which  the  first  recipient  of  the 
prize,  S.  J.  Agnon,  came  and  in 
which  Agnon  set  so  many  of  the 
stories  which  brought  him  world 
lame.  Mr.  Neuman,  who  is  in  the 
real  estate  and  construction  busi- 
ness, became  interested  in  encour- 
aging Hebrew  writers  through  his 
friendship  with  Dr.  Katsh.  Mr. 
Neumans'  two  sons,  Herbert  and 
Sheldon,  and  their  wives,  were 
present  at  the  ceremony,  as  was 
Mrs.  Hester  and  the  Hester  chil- 
dren.

dom." a  young  American  Rabbi 
has  told  the  annual  American- 
Israel  "Dialogue'  meeting  at  'the 
Technion  here. 

Rabbi  Arthur  Green,  28.  who 
heads  an  experimental  center  for 
|ewish  studies  in  Cambridge, 
Mass..  addressed  a  group  ol  Ameri- 
can Jewish  and  Israeli  scholars  and 
communal  leaders  who  gathered 
here  lor  a  five-da\  seminar  spon- 
sored  by  the  American  Jewish 
Congress. 

"Many  young  American  Jews 
reject  Jewish  life  because  the\ 
identity  the  synagogue  and  jewish 
institutions  with  complacent  bour- 
geois liberalism.''  he  asserted,  ad- 
ding: 

"■Judaism,  as  man)  young  peo- 
ple see  it.  is  the  ally  of  the  most 
dreaded  aspects  of  the  American 
Dream  —  bigness,  superficiality, 
self-deception  and  the  financial 
yardstick  as  the  automatic  measure 
of  success."  Rabbi  Green  declared. 

For  this  reason."'  he  said,  "talk 
ol  the  unhealthy  condition  of  Jew- 
ish life  in  the  Diaspora,  of  poten- 
tial anti-Semitism  and  of  the  dan- 
ger of  assimilation  will  fall  largely, 
on  deal  ears  on  U.S.  college  cam- 
puses." He  continued: 

"II  life  in  Israel  is  to  attract  the 
most  idealistic  and  searching  of 
American  Jewish  youth,  it  must  be 
presented  as  an  alternative  which 
opens  the  door  for  personal  fulfill- 
ment, tor  spiritual  enrichment,  for 
the  chance  to  live  in  a  societv  that 
is  young  and  small  enough  to  be 
open  to  creative  transformation." 

Rabbi  Green  is  the  leader  of  the 
Havurat  Shalom,  a  community 
based  on  the  ancient  Havurat  fel- 
lowships of  learning,  whose  stu- 
dents assert  their  radicalism  de- 
rive* "not  from  rebellion  but  from 


the  Jewish  prophets  and  Jewish 
tradition."' 

The  biggest  problem  laced  b) 
idealistic  American  Jewish  youth 
who  come  to  Israel  is  "disillusion- 
ment with  Israeli  materialism  and 
lack  of  idealism.''  Rabbi  Green 
told  the  "Dialogue"  adding: 
"Those  ol  whom  1  speak  have 
never  experienced  the  struggle  for 
hart  existence  and  survival,  the\ 
cannot  understand  the  sacrifice  of 
radical  idealism  for  the  sake  of 
basis  physical  survival. 

"The  face  of  Israel  that  must  be 
presented  to  them  is  not  of  ever- 
growing convenience  but  one  ol 
challenge,  not  security  but  strug- 
gle. ()nl\  if  thai  Israel  is  a  reality 
can  aliyah  ol  this  generation  be 
expected  from  the  United  States."' 

In  reply.  Mordechai  Bar-On. 
Head  of  the  Jewish  Agency's  Jew- 
ish Department,  invited  Rabbi 
Green  to  come  to  Israel  and  "Help 
bring  into  being  the  creative  so- 
ciet\  of  which  you  speak.''  He- 
said  he  agreed  with  the  American 
Rabbis'  description  of  the  Ameri- 
can Jewish  college  generation  but 
he  added: 

"It  does  not  make  sense  for 
idealistic  young  American  Jews 
who  search  for  self-fulfillment  to 
wait  until  we  achieve  a  kind  ol 
moral  and  ethical  Paradise  here. 

"Come  and  join  us  in  the  strug- 
gle to  preserve  prophetic  Jewish 
values  within  the  context  ol  Jew- 
ish reality." 

Mr.  Bar-On  said  that  Israel's 
adherence  to  the  prophetic  values 
of  Judaism  could  be  seen  in  its 
handling  ol  the  defeated  Arab 
population  and  its  administration 
of  areas  conquered  during  the  Six 
Day  War. 

"Despite  Israel's  need  for  sell- 
defence  and  power  politics,  the 
ama/ing  phenomenon  is  not  how 
much  we  have  had  to  compromise 
our  values  with  reality  but  rathei 
how  much  ol  diose  values  we  have 
managed  to  preserve,"  he  de- 
clared. 
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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  KREMLIN'S 
STRANGULATION  OF  YIDDISH  CULTURE

The  'Declaration  of  Rights  of 
the  People  of  Russia,'  signed  by 
Lenin,  swept  away  Jewish  disabil- 
ities. Shortly  thereafter,  there  ap- 
peared 1 1  daily  Yiddish  newspa- 
pers and  some  tSO  weekly  and 
monthly  journals.  There  were  40 
Jewish  theaters,  a  Jewish  drama 
school  in  Moscow,  a  dramatic  in- 
stitute in  Kiev  and  numerous  Jew- 
ish publishing  houses  printing 
do/ens  of  Yiddish  books  of  all 
kinds,  in  issues  reaching  millions 
of  copies.  Jewish  schools  were  set 
up  in  towns  and  villages  with 
Jewish  populations. 

Even  after  Stalin  began  to  strike 
at  every  aspect  of  Jewish  life  in 
the  1930's,  Yiddish  continued  to  be 
recognized  as  an  official  national 
language  and  from  19.80-1940, 
4700  Jewish  titles  were  published. 
However,  in  1936,  a  substantial 
group  of  Yiddish  schools  were  cur- 
tailed. By  1938.  the  last  Jewish 
collective  farms  were  dissolved,  the 
Jewish  Communist  Party  officials 
of  Birobidjan  were  executed  for 
"Zionist  affiliations"  and  Ernes, 
the  only  remaining  Yiddish  na- 
tional daily,  was  shut  down.  These 
years  saw  the  constant  public  de- 
nunciation of  "Zionist  imperial- 
ism" and  endorsement  of  the 
Mufti's  violence  against  Palestine's 
Jews. 

With  the  Nazi-Soviet  Pact  of 
1939,  Jewish  security  fell  to  a  new 
low.  As  the  Red  Army  moved  into 
Poland,  all  Polish  Jewish  institu- 
tions dissolved,  the  physical  plants 
of  the  world's  greatest  Jewish  pub- 
lishers smashed,  and  Jewish  intel- 
lectuals banished  and  executed. 

When  Hitler  attacked  Russia, 
Stalin  loosened  the  reins  on  Soviet 
minorities  in  order  to  encourage 


patriotism.  This  emboldened  two 
Polish  socialists.  Victor  Alter  and 
Henryk  Ehrlich.  who  had  been 
seized  by  the  XKVD.  to  propose 
the  establishment  of  a  Jewish  Anti- 
Fascist  Committee  to  provide  re- 
lief for  Jewish  war  victims  and  to 
mobilize  Jews  everywhere.  Alter 
and  Ehrlich  were  executed,  but 
shortly  thereafter  the  Jewish  Anti- 
fascist Committee  was  established. 
The  Committee  did  a  good  propa- 
ganda job  for  the  Kremlin  and 
sent  out  Shlomo  Mikhoels,  the 
actor,  and  ftzik  Fetter,  the  poet, 
to  America  and  Europe.  When  the 
Kremlin  reversed  itself  on  Jewish 
affairs  after  the  War,  these  two 
men  who  had  followed  their  or- 
ders so  carefully  were  accused  of 
concocting  a  gigantic  nightmarish 
plot  with  American  imperialists 
against  the  Soviet  Union. 

Perhaps  the  most  significant 
aspect  of  the  Anti-Fascist  Commit- 
tee was  the  wa\  in  which  it  de- 
veloped into  a  "Jewish  address."' 
It  was  an  organ  —  however  dis- 
torted with  Soviet  hypocrisy  —  of 
Jewish  autonomy  and  Jewish  self- 
expression. 

This  was  unwelcome  to  the 
Kremlin  and,  having  outlived  its 
usefulness  to  Soviet  polio  with 
the  end  of  the  war.  the  premises 
of  the  Committee  were  padlocked 
in  October  1948  as  a  center  of  sub- 
version. In  January  1948  Mikhoels, 
its  president,  was  found  decapi- 
tated on  a  Minsk  street.  The  Ernes 
Publishing  House  was  shut  and 
the  Yiddish  typeface  smashed  and 
melted  down.  In  April  1949.  the 
magnificent  Yiddish  Art  Theater 
was  closed.

slept  with  packed  bags  b\  their 
beds,  expecting  to  be  awakened  at 
any  time  by  the  secret  polite.  The 
great  majority  were.  Theater  di- 
rector Zushkin  committed  suicide 
when  the  secret  police  came.  "Dei 
Nistar"  cried  out.  "Thank  God. 
you  have  finalh  arrived!"  The 
world-famous  Dovid  Bergelson 
went  mad  in  prison. 

The  culmination  ol  the  terror 
came  at  the  secret  trial  and  execu- 
tion of  2-1  of  the  most  gifted  Jews 
in  Russia.  They  had  been  associ- 
ated —  some  ol  them  unwillingh 
—  with  the  Jewish  Anti-Fascist 
Committee.  Their  accusers  un- 
ravelled a  fantastic  world-wide 
conspiracy  by  American  imperial- 
ists and  bourgeois  -  nationalist 
Zionists  whose  instruments,  it  was 
"proved,"  they  had  become.  The 
Crimea  and  Birobidjan  were  to  be 
the  points  of  entry  for  America. 

In  the  months  following  the 
executions  on  August  12,  1952,  the 
evil  assumed  nightmarish  propor- 
tions. Soviet  press  and  radio  re- 
sounded with  the  plans  of  Jewish 
doctors  to  poison  the  entire  Soviet 
leadership.  Preparations  for  mass 
Jewish  deportation  to  Asia  were 
under  way  when  Stalin  died.  On 
hearing  the  "Doctors'  Plot"  de- 
clared a  fraud,  Harrison  Salis- 
bury's taxi  driver  in  Moscow  mut- 
tered: "Those  svolochi!  They  got 
away  this  time.  But  their  day  will 
come.  We  will  get  those  Yids." 

It  is  not  surprising,  therefore, 
that  Khrushchev's  1956  secret 
speech  to  the  Twentieth  Congress 
which  contained  many  hours  of 
denunciation  of  Stalins'  crimes, 
made  no  mention  of  the  enormous 
wrongs  done  to  the  Jews.  It  is  true 
that  some  of  the  writers  were 
later  "rehabilitated,"  but  not  in 
proper  fashion,  while  the  survivors 
were  released  on  grounds  of  "in- 
sufficient evidence." 

This  is  characteristic.  Soviet  au- 
thorities not  only  refuse  to  recog- 


nize a  living  Jewish  culture,  but 
the)  will  not  even  permit  the  at- 
tribution of  Jewishness  to  the 
dead.  Hence,  there  is  no  memorial 
for  the  70,000  murdered  Jews  at 
Babi  Yar. 

A  number  of  significant  changes 
have  occurred  since  Stalin's  death 
over  If)  years  ago,  yet  the  funda- 
mental policy  of  strangulation  of 
Jewish  living  and  Jewish  self-re- 
spect remains.  Within  the  overall 
framework  of  oppression  and  de- 
privation, however,  there  has  de- 
veloped a  remarkable  expansion 
of  Jewish  consciousness  among 
young  Jews  and  the  .growth  of  a 
desperate  courage.  A  widespread 
state  of  inner  rebellion  exists  and 
tends  to  spill  out  more  than  ever 
before  into  overt  acts  of  defiance. 
The  letter  of  Boris  Kochubiyevsky 
(appended)  to  Brezhnev  reflects 
this  very  well.  Kochubiyevsky  him- 
self has  no  Jewish  education,  but 
he  wants  his  clescendents  to  have 
access  to  their  own  cultural  herit- 
age. If  this  is  a  crime  in  Russia, 
he  declares,  then  "LET  ME  OUT 
...  to  the  homeland  of  my  an- 
cestors." Typical  again  is  the  re- 
mark of  a  Soviet  official  reported 
by  a  Moscow  Jew,  D.  S.  Drabkin, 
in  his  letter  to  Soviet  President 
Podgorny:  "There  are  too  many  ol 
you  Jews.  We  shall  not  let  you  out. 
We  shall  finish  you  off  here." 

It  is  clear  that  the  combination 
of  deliberate  cultural  strangula- 
tion and  straight  anti-semitism 
makes  the  trials  of  the  martyred 
writers  and  today's  young  men 
seeking  freedom  a  common  one. 
There  are  differences,  however, 
between  them.  The  sufferings  of 
the  earlier  generation  were  com- 
pounded by  their  feelings  of  guilt 
for  having  revolted  against  the 
Judaism  of  their  fathers,  for  their 
personal  emotional,  spiritual  and 
moral  involvement  in  Soviet  Com- 
munism until  they  were  swallowed 
up. 
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TECHNION  -  ISRAEL  INSTITUTE  NEEDS 
FUNDS  TO  INCREASE  FRESHMAN  CLASS 
.  .  .  COULD  ACCEPT  200 


New  York  —  The  Technion-Is- 
rael  Institute  ol  Technology  in 
Haifa  is  prepared  to  increase  the 
size  o£  its  already  enlarged  fresh- 
man class  provided  additional 
funds  become  available  from,  gov- 
ernment and  private  sources. 

This  was  made  known  bv  Law- 
rance  Schacht  of  Orange,  N.  J., 
president  of  the  American  Tech- 
nion  Society,  following  his  attend- 
ance at  the  annual  meeting  of 
Technion's  international  board  of 
governors. 

Mr.  Schacht  reported  that  Tech- 
nion  was  ready  to  act  "in  the  na- 
tional interest"  to  meet  Israel's  in- 
creasingly critical  need  for  more 
engineers,  citing  in  this  connec- 
tion the  assertion  by  one  of  Israel's 
leading  government  figures  that 
"even  if  we  would  have  all  the 
capital  we  need,  it  would  be  of  no 
avail  without  skilled  manpower." 

Mr.  Schacht's  reference  was  to 
statements  by  Yosef  Almogi,  Min- 
ister of  Labor,  who  told  the  Tech- 
nion  governors  last  week  that  "Is- 
rael needed  more  experts,"  and 
that  "we  look  to  the  Technion  to 
help  us  in  this  very  vital  task." 

Mr.  Schacht  reported  that  Tech- 
nion's fall  class  of  freshmen  would 
be  up  by  200  over  the  freshman 
class  of  last  year.  This  would  give 
Technion  an  incoming  class  of 
1,400  out  of  the  nearly  5,000  un- 
dergraduates in  the  student  body. 

Alexander  Goldberg,  president 
of  the  Technion  —  who  was  re- 
elected to  a  second  successive  four- 
year  term  —  said  that  the  univers- 
ity could  accept  an  additional 
200  freshmen  if  it  had  the  funds 
to  defray  the  cost  of  scholarships 
and  teacher  salaries. 

The  overwhelming  majority  of 
undergraduates  are  subsidized  in 
one  form  or  another  to  help  them 
through  school,  Mr.  Schacht  ex- 
plained. 

"If  we  are  to  furnish  the  tech- 
nological personnel  so  pertinent 
to  Israel's  growth,"  Mr.  Goldberg 
told  the  Technion  board  of  gov- 
ernors, "we  shall  need  additional 
financial  assistance  from  the  gov- 
ernment and  our  friends." 

Mr.  Schacht  said  in  this  con- 
nection that  the  American  Tech- 
nion Society  would  be  required 
to  raise  additional  funds  "in  any 
case,  considering  the  sharp  in- 
crease in  Technion's  1969-70 
budget." 

The  Technion  Society  leader 
pointed  out  that  the  university's 
budget  for  the  new  academic  year 
was  24  per  cent  greater  than  last 
year.  The  Technion  in  1969-70 
will  require  $20,725,714  as  against 
$16,674,571  in  1968-69. 


"A  substantial  pan  of  this  in- 
creased need  must  be  met  by  the 
American  Technion  Society,"  Mr. 
Schacht  declared. 

He  reported  these  other  de- 
velopments at  the  Technion  an- 
nual meeting: 

*the  election  of  Israel  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Moshe  Landau  to 
be  chairman  of  the  Technion's 
board  of  governors.  His  term  will 
run  through  June,  1972. 

*the  election  to  a  vice-chair- 
manship of  Maurice  M.  Rosen  of 
Philadelphia,  who  is  chairman  of 
the  American  Technion  Society's 
board  of  directors  and  its  im- 
mediate past  president. 

*the  election  to  (he  'Technion 
board  of  governors  of  world-re- 
nowned virologist  Dr.  Albert  Sa- 
bin,  who  was  named  earlier  this 
year  to  be  president  of  the  Weiz- 
mann  Institute  of  Science  at  Re- 
hovot. 

*establislunent  of  a  Chair  in 
"Telecommunications  to  bear  the 
name  of  Dr.  William  Fondiller 
of  New  York,  a  life  trustee  of  the 
American  Technion  Society  and 
a  retired  vice-president  and  treas- 
urer of  the  Bell  Telephone  Lab- 
oratories, Inc.

A  Rabbi  Campaigns  For  Christian  Understanding 

"WHY  THE  AMERICAN  JEW 
CARES  ABOUT  ISRAEL" 


The  immediate  wake  of  Israel's 
mercurial  victor)  in  the  Six  Day 
War  ol  19(i7  bathed  American 
fews  in  unbridled  pride  and 
thankfulness  —  only  to  wash  them 
into  a  slough  ol  puzzlement  and 
irritation  when  they  realized  their 
emotionalism  was  not  shared  b\ 
their  Christian  brothers. 

Why,  we  Jews  asked  ourselves, 
do  they  not  understand  our  leel- 
ings  about  Israel?  Why  did  they 
not.  applaud  the  victory  of  democ- 
racy's David  over  the  Goliath  ol 
Arab  aggression?  Why  did  they 
not  speak  up  in  favor  of  direct 
Arab-Israel  negotiations  for  a 
peace  and  territorial  settlement? 
Why  do  our  legislators  react  neg- 
atively to  Jewish  constituents  who 
ask  for  governmental  support  of 
the  Israeli  position?  What  has 
happened  to  America's  tradition 
of  rooting  for  a  deserving  under- 
dog? Why  has  the  fabric  of  ecu- 
menism become  frayed? 

The  answer,  it  became  evident, 
was  not  in  Christendom's  wish 
for  Israel's  demise  or  in  any  en- 
dorsement of  the  Arab  position. 
Rather,  it  was  Christian  preplex- 
iiy  over  the  passionate  one-sided- 
ness  of  American  Jews.  The  un- 
precedented outpouring  of  Ameri- 


can dollars  to  fortify  the  Israeli 
cause,  the  immediacy  with  which 
so  many  American  Jewish  youths 
sought  to  rush  abroad  to  bear  arms 
for  Israel  —  these  were  seen  as  in- 
comprehensible acts  of  Jewish 
chauvinism  by  Christian  Ameri- 
cans who  view  the  Middle  East 
issues  as  political,  not  religious. 

Now,  thanks  to  the  dedication 
and  resourcefulness  of  at  least  one 
American  rabbi,  glowing  numbers 
ol  Christian  religious  leaders,  lay- 
men and  political  figures  are  be- 
ginning to  understand  —  and  ac- 
cept —  the  firm  affinity  which 
American  Jews  have  for  Israel, 
and  why  they  will  go  to  virtually 
any  extreme  to  insure  Israel's  well- 
being. 

Rabbi  Joseph  B.  Glaser,  direct- 
or of  the  Northern  California  and 
Pacific-  Northwest  Regions  of  the 
Union  of  American  Hebrew  Con- 
gregations, which  is  the  central 
congregational  body  of  Reform 
Judaism  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada,  has  embarked  on  a  cam- 
paign which  is  broadening  into 
all  areas  of  the  country  and  which, 
hopefully,  will  win  back  the  favoi 
and  support  of  all  fair-minded 
Christians. 

Rabbi  Glaser  has  long  been  ac- 


Over  Four  Billion  Dollars 
Life  Insurance  In  Force 
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live  in  intei religious  work  and  he 
enjoys  the  respect  and  friendship 
of  most  of  the  Christian  clergy 
in  the  wide  area  he  serves.  He 
therefore  accepted  readily  an  in- 
vitation extended  earlier  this  year 
to  address  the  Northern  California 
Baptist  Ministers  Association  on 
the  subject,  "Why  the  American 
few  Cares  About  Israel." 

"It  is  interesting  to  note,"  Rabbi 
Glaser  said  recently,  "that  Ameri- 
can Baptists  were  the  only  Chris- 
tian group  in  Northern  California 
to  come  out  in  support  of  Israel 
following  the  Six  Day  War." 

In  his  talk,  Rabbi  Glaser  traced 
4,000  years  of  Jewish  history.  He 
explained  Abraham's  covenant 
with  God  and  the  fact  that  the 
Land  of  Israel  was  a  prime  term 
of  the  covenant.  He  covered  the 
Exodus  and  Sinai,  and  the  return 
of  Jews  to  the  Land  "for  the  be- 
ginning of  more  than  1,000  years 
of  national  existence  within  the 
geographical  confines  of  Israel." 
He  went  into  the  Roman  con- 
quest, the  destruction  and  dis- 
persion, and  the  2,000  years  of 
Diaspora,  with  its  thrice  daily 
prayers  for  return  and  restoration. 

Rabbi  Glaser  enlightened  his 
listeners  on  the  emergency  of  Eu- 
ivoean  anti-Semitism,  the  Dreyfus 
trial  as  the  beginning  of  Modern 
Zionism  and  the  significance  of 
the  "pushkie"  (container  for  col- 
lecting funds  for  the  poor).  He 
told  them  emphatically  that  there 
always  was  a  large  Jewish  settle- 


ment in  Israel  throughout  (he 
last  2,000  years,  and  he  reminded 
them  of  the  purpose  of  the  Bal- 
four Declaration  and  the  fact  that 
"although  several  empires  had 
claimed  Israel  over  the  2,000  years, 
never  had  a  sovereign  nation  been 
established  there  —  by  the  Arabs 
or  anyone  else." 

In  referring  to  the  Nazi  Holo- 
caust, Rabbi  Glaser  pointed  out 
that  no  American  jew  was  un- 
touched by  it  in  terms  of  the  loss 
of  some  blood  relatives,  "let  alone 
the  horror  in  general  that  was 
sharpened  by  the  feeling  of  Jew- 
ish peoplehood  developed  over 
4,000  years."  He  equated  the  shock 
of  the  actual  Holocaust  with  the 
realization  that  "the  rest  of  the 
world  had  turned  aside  in  selfish- 
ness and  apathy,  not  only  before, 
but  after,"  and  he  recommended 
that  his  audience  read  Arthur 
Morse's  "While  Six  Million  Died." 

Explaining  the  "therapeutic 
effect"  of  the  establishment  of  Is- 
rael in  1918,  Rabbi  Glaser  said 
that  "after  2,000  years  of  home- 
lessness,  wandering,  persecution 
and  contempt,  these  events 
straightened  the  back  of  the 
American  Jew  almost  miraculous- 
ly." He  told  of  the  "astonishment" 
of  the  American  rabbinate  and 
Jewish  lay  leadership  at  the  "sharp 
curtailment  of  ecumenical  activi- 
ties since  the  June  1907  war."  and 
of  the  result  of  "Jewish  dis- 
appointment at  the  lack  ol  Chris- 
tian clergy  support  lor  Israel  fol- 
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lowing  the  war'." 

Aware  that  the  Arab  refugee 
issue  was  a  major  factor  in  Chris- 
tian disenchantment  with  Israel 
and  her  American  Jewish  support- 
ers, Rabbi  Glaser  pointed  out 
"something  which  so  few  Chris- 
tians know  and  are  amazed  to 
learn."  He  recited  the  1948  Or- 
ders of  the  Grand  Mufti,  which 
instructed  Arabs  to  leave  Israel 
"while  the  Arab  armies  come  in 
and  wipe  the  fledgling  State  of 
Israel  off  the  map."  He  disclosed, 
too,  the  extent  of  the  exaggera- 
tion of  the  numbers  of  Arab  refu- 
gees atrd  the  Arab  leadership's 
use  of  the  refugees  in  a  political 
gambit.  And  he  reminded  the 
Baptist  clergy  that  Israel  has  ab- 
sorbed some  500,000  Jewish  refu- 
gees from  Arab  lands  since  1947. 

Rabbi  Glaser 's  presentation  was 
enthusiastically  received  and  he 
was  thanked  lor  clarifying  points 
of  confusion.  He  realized  then 
that  if  this  particular  group  of 
Christians,  which  alone  had  ex- 
pressed pro-Israel  sentiment  after 
the  Six  Day  War,  had  asked  for 
an  explanation  of  the  American 
Jewish  commitment  to  Israel,  it 
followed  that  other  segments  of 
the  Christian  community,  which 
had  displayed  no  pro-Israel  feel- 
ing, were  in  sharp  need  of  en- 
lightenment. 

Communicating  with  other 
Christian  religious  leaders  in  his 
territory,  Rabbi  Glaser  asked  for 
permission  to  speak  on  the  subject 


before  a  regional  group,  or  groups, 
of  clergy  of  different  Christian 
faiths.  He  said  he  felt  there  was 
a  need  to  explain  American  Jew- 
ish concern  for  Israel  and  he  add- 
ed that  Jewish  lay  and  rabbinic 
leaders  had  been  "seriously  at  fault 
lor  failing,  during  all  of  our  ecu- 
menical activity  and  discussion,  to 
explain  to  our  Christian  brothers 
why  we  care  so  deeply  about  Is- 
rael." 

Similarly,  Rabbi  (.laser  got  in 
touch  with  Congressman  Paul  Mc- 
Closkey  from  his  own  district  of 
San  Mateo  County,  California,  and 
asked  if  he  would  help  to  arrange 
a  meeting  in  Washington,  D.  C., 
where  Rabbi  Glaser  might  have 
an  opportunity  to  explain  to  Con- 
gressional representatives  from 
Northern  California  and  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest  why  they  are  be- 
'eaguered  by  mail  from  Jewish 
constituents  who  are  concerned 
with  Israel's  welfare. 

The  responses  from  Congress- 
man McCloskey  and  the  Christian 
clergy  were  immediate  and  af- 
firmative. Several  groups  of  Chris- 
tian ministers  and  priests  gather- 
ed in  different  areas  of  the  north- 
west —  largely  through  the  co- 
operative efforts  of  the  Northern 
California  Council  of  Churches, 
the  Catholic  Archdiocese  of  San 
Francisco  and  the  Episcopal  Dio- 
cese of  California  —  and  were  ad- 
dressed by  Rabbi  Glaser.  He  told 
them  substantially  what  he  had

A  RABBI  CAMPAIGNS 
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told  the  Baptist  ministers  and,  as 
before,  the  response  was  gratify- 
ing. It  became  evident  that  the 
perplexity  which  so  many  had  felt 
was  beginning  to  be  dissipated, 
and  meetings  with  additional 
groups  are  being  scheduled  for 
the  future. 

Through  the  cooperation  of 
Congressman  McCloskey,  "who 
was  absolutely  wonderful  in  help- 
ing with  this  whole  project,"  Rab- 
bi Glaser  was  able  to  meet  in  the 
capital  with  Congressmen  from  the 
States  of  Alaska,  California,  Idaho, 
Montana,  Nevada  and  Washing- 
ton. Of  the  36  Congressmen  from 
Northern  California  and  the  Pa- 
cific Northwest  Regions,  30  at- 
tended the  meeting  in  the  Old 
House  Building. 

Again,  Rabbi  Glasei  spoke  as 
he  had  before  the  Christian  clergy, 
but  he  prefaced  his  remarks  to  the 
Congressmen  by  saying  he  hoped 
there  would  be  no  breakdown  in 
communication  between  Ameri- 
can Jews  and  their  Congressmen, 
"partly  because  the  gist  of  the 
Jewish  message  is  valid  and  partly 
because  the  health  of  the  Ameri- 
can democratic  process  depends 
on  such  communication.''  Jn  com- 
menting on  the  success  of  his 
meeting  with  the  Congressmen, 
Rabbi  Glaser  later  reported: 

"Each  of  them  spoke  to  me  be- 
fore leaving.  They  thanked  me 
for  the  clarification  and  asked  thai 
information  be  sent  to  them  on  a 
regular  basis.  Many  told  me  thai 
they  now  understood  the  adam- 
ancy  of  the  tone  of  much  of  the 
communications  they  had  been  re- 
ceiving from  Jewish  constituents, 
which  often  was  somewhat  harsh 
and  overly  demanding." 

In  analyzing  the  significance  of 
the  meeting,  Congressman  Mc- 
Closkey told  Rabbi  Glaser  that  the 
excellent  turnout  and  the  close 
attention  paid  to  his  remarks  in- 
dicated that  the  Congressmen 
were  deeply  interested.  It  was 
Congressman  McCloskey's  opinion 
that  his  fellow  Representatives 
"profoundly  cherished"  the  sup- 
port of  their  Jewish  constituents 
and  that  they  were  "eager"  to 
receive  as  much  enlightenment  as 
possible.  According  to  Congress- 
man McCloskey,  it  was  believed 
that  95  percent  of  the  members 
of  Congress  favor  Israel's  position, 
and  Rabbi  Glaser  said,  "I  could 
sense  from  the  attitude  of  those 
whom  I  addressed  that  this  was 
true."  Most  of  those  who  listened 
to  Rabbi  Glaser  have  signed  a 
Congressional  resolution  calling 
for  direct  Arab-Israeli  negotia- 
tions instead  of  a  Four  Power  im- 
position. 

The  day  following  his  talk  in 
Washington,  Rabbi  Glaser  met 
with  Senator  Vance  Hartke  of 
Indiana.  "He's  a  great  man  and 
wonderful  friend  of  Israel,"  Rab- 


bi Glaser  said.  "He  agreed  to  come 
to  San  Francisco  on  October  18 
for  a  major  address  in  connection 
with  our  conference  on  'The  Di- 
lemma of  the  American  Liberal 
—  Peace  and  Justice  in  the  Mid- 
dle East  and  Other  Areas  of  Con- 
flict.' " 

The  conclave  will  be  held  undei 
the  joint  sponsorship  of  several 
major  organizations,  including  the 
Union  of  American  Hebrew  Con- 
gregations, which  recently  pub- 
lished a  revised  pamphlet  on  the 
Arab  refugee  problem.  Entitled 
"As  Driven  Sands,"  it  was  written 
by  Rabbi  Balfour  Brickner  and 
updated  by  Marc  Saperstein. 

After  the  initial  success  of  his 
campaign,  Rabbi  Glaser  enlisted 
the  assistance  of  members  of  the 
Board  of  Rabbis  of  Northern  Cal- 
ifornia. These  rabbis  will  address 
meetings  which  are  being  arrang- 
ed by  various  Christian  groups. 
Meantime,  Rabbi  Glaser  has  sent 
kits  of  basic  informational  ma- 
terials to  a  key  list  of  clergy,  sen- 
ators, congressmen,  opinion  mak- 
ers and  the  public  media. 

Rabbi  Glaser,  who  will  depart 
later  this  month  for  a  sabbatical 
leave  in  Israel,  also  is  the  outgoing 
chairman  of  the  World  Jewry 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Rabbis 
of  Northern  California.

is  Israel  I.  Taslitts'  account  of 
how  an  aggressive  boy  grew  up  in 
a  land  of  uncertain  tomorrows  to 
become  the  man  who  led  his  fol- 
lowers to  victory  in  the  Six-Day 
War  of  1967.  It  is  a  Sabra  Book 
published  by  Funk  &  Wagnalls 
on  the  twenty-first  anniversary  of 
Israel's  independence. 

The  face  of  Moshe  Dayan  is 
known  throughout  the  world. 
Study  it,  and  you  well  see  alert- 
ness, intelligence,  determination, 
and  courage  etched  into  it. 

In  the  nearly  two  thousand 
years  that  the  Jewish  people  have 
lived  in  exile  —  since  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  Second  Temple  in 
the  year  70  —  there  have  been 
many  Jewish  scholars,  physicians, 
inventors,  and  scientists.  There 
have  also  been  a  handful  of  high- 
ranking  Jewish  soldiers,  serving  in 
various  armies. 

But  it  was  only  in  the  early 
part  of  the  twentieth  century, 
when  Jews  began  to  settle  in  Pal- 
estine and  established  what  is  to- 
day the  State  of  Israel,  that  there 
developed  a  Jewish  military  tradi- 
tion.

So  states  Albert  Vorspan  in  the 
preface  of  his  new  book,  "My 
Rabbi  Doesn't  Make  House  Calls," 
before  putting  them  to  the  lest 
of  self-laughter  in  a  rollicking, 
incisive,  irreverent,  warmly  affec- 
tionate treatise  that  alternately 
thumps   and  caresses   the  Jewish 
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establishment  as  he  oilers  hilarious 
advice  on  modern  Jewish  folkways. 
As  a  foreshpice,  consider  these 
chapter  headings: 

"How  to  identity  a  Jew  (Even 
It"  He  Doesn't  Look  Jewish)," 
"How  to  Escape  fewish  Fund- 
Raising  (You  Should  Live  So 
Long),"  "How  to  Build  a  Temple: 
The  Jewish  Edifice  Complex," 
"How  to  Organize,  Avoid  and  Sur- 
vive Jewish  Meetings,"  "How  to 
Get  Gray  at  the  Temple  (Or  Bald 
in  the  Center)." 

"My  Rabbi  Doesn't  Make  House 
Calls,"  published  by  Doubleday 
&  Co.,  Inc.,  is  a  broad  satire  that 
will  captivate  anyone  with  a  sense 
of  humor  —  or  pinch  the  con- 
science of  those  whom  the  shoe 
fits.  Rabbis,  synagogue  machers, 
parents,  fund-raisers,  public  re- 
lations mavens  and  many  more 
denizens  of  the  Jewish  scene  come 
in  for  good  natured  roasting  by 
the  keenly  perceptive  author,  who 
readily  admits  to  being  "a  Jew- 
ish bureaucrat"  whose  qualifica- 
tions include  chutzpa. 

Albert  Vorspan  is  director  of  the 
Commission  on  Social  Action  ol 
Reform  Judaism,  a  joint  agency 
of  the  Union  of  American  Hebrew 
Congregations  and  the  Central 
Conference  of  American  Rabbis. 
For  some  20  years  he  has  been  a 
dedicated  leader  in  Jewish  affairs, 
with  his  main  thrust  being  in  the 
field  of  human  relations.  Vorspan 
is  a  well-known  lecturer  and  writ- 
er. He  is  the  author  of  lour  books 
and  many  articles  on  American 
social  problems  as  well  as  count- 
less humorous  pieces  which  have 
appeared  in  a  variety  of  Jewish 
and  non-  Jewish  magazines. 

Vorspan  has  little  patience  with 
those  Jews  who  "cluck  at  public 
expressions  of  self-criticism"  and 
fret  about  Gentile  reaction.  He 
feels  that  "ironic  humor  has  kept 
Jews  alive  in  an  insane  world, 
and  the  timorous  do  not  prevail." 
He  is  respected  throughout  the 
American  Jewish  community  as  a 
devoted  Jew  who  labors  tirelessly 
to  bring  understanding  and  har- 
mony between  Jew  and  Gentile, 
black  man  and  white.  And,  hap- 
pily, he  has  an  infectious  sense 
of  humor  that  provides  necessary 
balance  to  the  seriousness  of  his 
work. 

His  book  is  dedicated  to  "the 
buoyant  Jewish  people,  unwilling 
to  bow  to  adversity,  unquench- 
able in  their  passion  for  life,  un- 
afraid to  laugh  at  the  world,  and 
even  themselves."  For  those  who 
may  bristle  at  some  of  his  obser- 
vations, he  has  this  to  say: 

"If  anything  in  this  volume  of- 
fends you,  I  apologize  in  advance 
and  remind  you  that  not  only  are 
some  of  my  best  friends  Jewish, 
virtually  all  of  them  are,  and  most 
are  rabbis  (some  who  do  and  some 
who  do  NOT  make  house  calls). 
If  nothing  offends  you,  I  will  have 
to  improve  the  book  in  its  second 
printing,  if  any." 


NEW  PUBLICATION  FROM 
AMERICAN  JEWISH  CONGRESS 

'The  JEWS 
of  IRAQ1 

The  tragic  decline  of  Iraq  Jewry 
from  the  golden  age  of  Babylonia 
to  the  recent  hangings  in  Bagh- 
dad is  told  in  a  new  publication 
of  the  American  Jewish  Congress 
entitled,  "The  Jews  of  Iraq." 

The  30-page  booklet  traces  the 
range  of  Jewish  experience  under 
Arab  rule  from  ancient  times  of 
grandeur  and  rich  achievement  to 
the  tragedy  and  ultimate  dissolu- 
tion of  today.  It  was  written  by 
Phil  Baum,  director  of  the- Con- 
gress' Commission  on  Internation- 
al Affairs,  and  Carot  Weisbrod,  a 
former  staff  member,  as  "an  ap- 
preciation and  a  eulogy  for  a  Jew- 
ish community  whose  glory  can 
never  be  reconstituted  and  will 
never  be  forgotten." 

The  story  begins  with  Nebuch- 
adnezzzar's  conquest  of  Jerusalem 
in  57!)  B.C.,  his  subsequent  de- 
struction of  the  Temple  and  the 
exile  of  much  of  Jerusalem's  pop- 
ulation —  the  court,  the  warriors 
and  craftsmen  —  to  Babylon  in  an 
attempt  to  break  the  rebellious 
Jewish  spirit. 

Instead,  this  produced  a  "pres- 
tigious Jewish  community  which 
provided  the  people  of  Israel  with 
intellectual  and  spiritual  resources 
lor  generations,"  the  authors  note, 
adding:  "This  remarkable  era  of 
Jewish  creativity  remains  a  re- 
condite page  of  world  history  .  .  . 
but  of  enormous  impact  upon  the 
whole  shape  and  contour  of  the 
Jewish,  experience." 

Though  many  Jews  remained 
in  Babylon  even  after  the  Jewish 
exiles  were  permitted  to  return 
to  Jerusalem  and  rebuild  their 
Temple,  the  Jews  were  never  as- 
similated and  maintained  close 
contact  with  the  Holy  Land. 

When  Islam  extended  its  rule 
over  Persia  and  Palestine,  North 
Africa  and  Spain,  the  Jews  of 
what  was  to  become  Iraq  were 
treated  fairly  well  so  long  as  they 
paid  the  special  tax  on  infidels 
(Jews  and  Christians).  During  the 
1 0th  century,  Iraq  had  the  largest 
Jewish  community  in  the  world. 
Jews  were  active  in  commerce  and 
banking.  With  Baghdad  a  center 
of  Eastern  culture,  Jews  helped 
translate  Greek  texts  into  Arabic 
and  played  an  important  role  in 
diffusing  Greek  culture  through- 
out the  Eastern  world. 

The  Mongols  overran  the  land 
in  the  13th  century,  sacking  Bagh- 
dad and  devastating  Iraq  by  de- 
storying  her  ancient  irrigation 
system.  Although  some  Jews  serv- 
ed the  Mongol  Khans  as  physici- 
ans and  in  other  posts,  they  soon 
fell  from  favor  and  a  frightful 
pogram  decimated  the  J  e  w  i  s  h 
(Please  turn  to  Page  82)

community.  Man)  died,  some  were 
converted,  others  fled. 

Following  the  Khans  downfall, 
the  Turkish-Persian  struggle  for 
power  raged  from  the  16th  to  the 
19th  centuries.  The  Jews  of  Iraq 
became  an  official  part  of  the 
Ottoman  Empire,  their  conditions 
no  worse  than  for  other  Jews  un- 
der Turkish  rule  and  probably 
much  more  secure  than  for  Jews 
of  Western  Europe.  In  fact,  many 
European  Jews  came  to  find  new 
homes  in  the  Ottoman  Empire 
where  the  Turks  were  glad  to  use 
their  skills  and  resources. 

In  1821  the  entire  commercial 
life  of  Baghdad  was  in  Jewish 
hands.  During  the  long  Persian- 
Turkish  struggle,  however,  Bagh- 
dad was  besieged  by  plague,  flood 
and  famine.  The  population  was 
decimated  and  practically  the 
whole  Jewish  community  driven 
into  exile. 

After  the  first  World  War. 
when  Iraq  came  under  British 
mandate,  the  Jews  demonstrated 
their  remarkable  resilience  by  be- 
coming active  in  the  professions 
and  in  commerce.  In  19.S2,  when 
the  independent  stale  of  Iraq 
emerged,  the  Iraqi  Jewish  com- 
munity numbered  more  than  110,- 
000,  centered  in  Baghdad,  Mosul, 
Basra  and  Kirkuk.  A  General 
Council  administered  communal 
activities,  allocating  funds  and 
setting  communal  taxes.  Baghdad 


alone  had  26  swiagogues  and  re- 
ligious courts  operated  based  on 
Jewish  law.  Jews  were  represented 
in  Parliament  and  many  Jews 
held  civil  service  positions.  Jews 
were  manufacturers,  financiers, 
craftsmen,  doctors  and  lawyers, 
merchants  and  even  farmers. 

But  by  1935,  in  newly-independ- 
ent Iraq,  traditional  religious  hat- 
red and  the  alleged  "economic 
power"  of  the  Jewish  population 
aroused  hostility.  Jews  were  dis- 
missed from  jobs,  Jewish  schools 
were  put  under  government  sup- 
ervision and  the  teaching  of  He- 
brew, except  for  purely  religious 
instruction,  prohibited. 

It  spelled  the  beginning  of  vio- 
lent pogroms  in  1911;  of  riots  in 
1946,  with  hundreds  of  Jews 
wounded;  and  a  steadily  deterior- 
ating situation  as  a  Jewish  state 
took  form  in  Palestine.  There 
were  many  arrests  for  allegedly 
poisoning  drinking  water:  bribes 
were  paid  to  secure  the  prisoners' 
release.  In  1951  it  was  estimated 
that  by  fines,  blackmail,  bribes 
and  other  forms  of  economic  pres- 
sure, Iraq  had  extorted  55  million 
pounds  from  the  Jewish  commun- 
ity. 

By  this  lime,  too,  Iraq's  Jews 
began  secretly  lo  flee  the  country 
—  mostly  through  Iran.  Emigra- 
tion was  legal  for  one  year  (in 
1950)  but  15,000  had  already  slip- 
ped out.  In  1951  new  legislation 
deprived  most  Jews  of  Iraqi  cit- 
i/enship,  bombs  exploded  in  the 
Jewish  quarter  of  Baghdad  and 
some  65,000  remaining  Jews  be- 
gan to  lose  their  jobs.  A  new  wave 
of  terror  and  lawlessness  swept 
Iraq.  Armed  police  joined  with 
professional  criminals  to  beat  Jews 
in  the  streets  and  rob  them  of 
what  little  they  still  owned. 

Between  1948  and  1951  tens  of 
thousands  had  been  flown  from 
fraq  to  Israel  in  a  mass  evacua- 
tion known  as  'Ali-Baba.'*  In 
1955  the  total  reached  126,000. 
In  the  ensuing  years  the  govern- 
ment teetered  back  and  forth  be- 
tween restrictive  and  comparative- 
ly liberal  measures.  Under  the 
Nassim  regime  in  1959  the  four  or 
five  thousand  remaining  Jews 
were  promised  full  equality  with 
other  citizens.  Bui  the  Baathists 
came  to  power  in  1963  and  the 
situation  began  to  deteriorate 
again.  In  March  1964  passports 
for  Jews  were  restricted  to  per- 
sons requiring  medical  treatment 
not  obtainable  in  Iraq.  It  took 
four  or  five  months  to  obtain  such 
a  passport  and  many  Jews  died 
waiting. 

In  early  1969  some  2,500  Jews 
were  left  in  Iraq,  the  majority  in 
Baghdad,  jobless  and  barred  from 
colleges  and  universities.  Only 
five  synagogues  operate  in  Bagh- 
dad. Iraqi  Jews  dare  not  contact 
the  outside  world  for  fear  of  be- 
ing seriously  compromised.  There 
is  strict  military  censorship  on  all 
mail  from  Iraq.  Many  Iraqi  Jews 
jailed  after  the  Six-Day  War  were 


still  under  arrest.  Jews  were  forc- 
ed to  contribute  large  sums  for 
Arab  refugees  and  other  Arab 
causes.  They  can  no  longer  travel 
within  the  country,  let  alone  emi- 
grate. Those  not  in  jail  have  been 
under  virtual  house  arrest,  restrict- 
ed to  the  immediate  premises  in 
which  they  dwell. 

Rabbi  Sasson  Khadouri,  head  of 
the  Iraqi  Jewish  community,  was 
forced  lo  condemn  "the  treach- 
erous Zionist  aggression  and  the 
use  of  napalm  against  Arab  coun- 
tries in  the  recent  war."  He  was 
epioted  over  the  radio  as  proclaim- 
ing that  "I  and  members  of  my 
community  are  Arabs  first  and 
foremost  and  we  abhor  the  shed- 
ding of  Arab  blood."

under  close  police  scrutiny  like 
all  Jews  since  the  Six-Day  War. 

The  world  waits  in  horror  for 
possible  resumption  of  the  execu- 
tion. Jews  of  the  world  cry  "Let 
my  people  go.  Let  them  emigrate. 
We  will  be  responsible  for  their 
care."

(Al  and  Min  Klein  recently  return- 
ed from  their  first  trip  to  Israel.  As 
many  of  our  readers  will  recall  from 
a  previous  issue,  the  Kleins  were 
surprised  with  a  gift  of  a  2-week  trip 
to  Israel,  sponsored  by  the  Sidney 
J.  Stern  Lodge,  B'nai  B'rith  and  a 
number  of  friends. — ED). 

The  first  question  we  were  ask- 
ed —  most  often  —  on  our  return 
to  the  United  States  was  "what 
was  the  most  lasting  impression 
of  your  trip?" 

To  describe  this,  or  to  try  to  re- 
call something  like  this  is  next  to 
impossible  since  the  excitement 
and  the  thrill  of  being  in  Israel 
creates  man)  impressions.  How- 
ever, to  Al,  1  believe  the  thought 
upper-most  in  his  mind  when  he 
stops  to  consider  it,  is  "the  mag- 
nificent spirit  of  the  people  in  the 
face  of  all  they  live  with  and  all 
they  have  to  overcome  every  day." 
He  cannot  stop  talking  about  this

aspect.  To  me,  while  I  whole- 
heartedly endorse  this  feeling,  the 
thought  which  keeps  running 
through  my  mind  is  —  "here  we 
were,  walking  on  the  ancient 
streets  ol  an  old  land:  riding  over 
loads  which  had  been  used  in 
Biblical  times  by  our  ancestors 
4,000  years  ago:  and  suddenly,  as 
the  bus  turns  into  a  street  in  Tel 
Aviv,  or  rides  through  the  New 
City  of  Jerusalem,  or  as  one  looks 
out  of  the  window  in  Beersheba. 
we  are  confronted  with  a  beauti- 
ful, all  modern  six  or  eight  story 
apartment  building  or  a  new-  of- 
fice building  which  will  be  finish- 
ed, within  a  lew  weeks."  This,  1 
believe,  is  what  has  been  with  me 
since  I  began  to  sort  out  my  im- 
pressions, which,  at  best  were  in 
a  state  of  wonder  and  some  con- 
fusion, from  having  seen  and 
heard  so  much.  Because,  in  es- 
sence, this  is  the  wonder  and  the 
miracle  of  Israel. 

Reading  about  Israel,  hearing 
lectures  by  historians  and  archae- 
ologists, gives  one  an  informed 
insight  into  the  events  leading 
up  to  her  present  position  in  the 
world  of  nations.  But  its  something 
else  to  step  off  the  plane  at  Lod 
Airport  and  actually  feel  the 
earth  of  Eretz  Yisrael  under  one's 
feet. 

We  left  JFK  International  Air- 
port on  the  evening  of  Sunday, 
June  8th.  Just  before  boarding 
we  ran  into  a  former  North  Caro- 
linian, Mickey  Abelkop  a  native 
of  Durham  —  whose  family  we've 
known  for  three  generations 
Mickey  and  his  wife,  now  resi- 
dents of  Lancaster,  Pa.,  had  driven 
up  to  New  York  with  some  good 
friends  from  Lancaster,  who  were 
joining  B'nai  B'rith  Tour, 
No.  7105,  so  these  were  th&  first 
people  we  met  among  the  group 
of  40  with  whom  we  were  to 
share  the  Israel  experience  for  the 
next  two  weeks.  Mickey  was  as 
surprised  as  we  were  at  the  meet- 
ing; but  then,  it  happens  to  us 
very  often,  wherever  we  go,  and 
it  was  a  good  beginning. 

After  8V2  hours  of  a  wonderful 


flight,  the  most  difficult  part  of 
which  was  adjusting  to  the  loss  of 
six  hours  when  flying  over  the 
change  in  the  time  zone,  we  land- 
ed in  Athens,  where  a  lour  hour 
stopover  included  a  tour  of  the 
beautiful  city,  a  visit  to  the  fam- 
ed Acropolis,  and  to  us  at  least, 
the  first  step  on  this  overseas  holi- 
day. The  lack  of  sleep  while  trav- 
veling  was  a  minor  discomfort,  in 
the  face  of  the  thrill  and  excite- 
ment of  walking  on  the  streets  of 
Athens,  my  mind  slipping  back 
to  thoughts  such  as:  "this  is  the 
same  street  on  which  Plato,  Ari- 
stotle. Socrates,  and  other  great 
Greek  philosophers  walked  and 
planted  great  ideas!"

and  torty  minutes,  to  Tel  Aviv, 
after  the  Athens  stop-over  and  by 
then  I  was  completely  mesmerized 
with  the  wonder  o£  actually  being 
in  Israel,  and  just  let  myself  be 
tariied.  along  with  the  group,  into 
whatever  else  it  was  we  were  to  do 
next.  It  was  all  so  easy  —  no  worry 
about  the  luggage  from  the  time 
we  brought  it  to  JFK  Airport  in 
New  York  until  we  were  ready 
to  unpack  at  the  Sheraton  Hotel 
in  Tel  Aviv.  The  Daphna  Tours 
had  that  worry  and  they  took  great 
care  of  us.  The  "Welcome  Wag- 
on'*, the  Egged  Tour  bus  which 
was  to  be  our  sightseeing  con- 
veyance for  the  next  13  days,  was 
there  to  transport  us  to  the  hotel. 
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The  hostess,  a  charming,  attractive 
young  lady  who  introduced  herself 
to  us  as  Illana,  was  our  chaperone, 
information  center,  and  mail- 
toting  friend  whenever  we  arriv- 
ed or  left  Tel  Aviv  for  a  tour.  No 
hostess  was  ever  more  gracious.

The  people  of  Israel  lake  edu- 
cation very  seriously  and  the  many 
colleges  and  universities  attest  to 
this  fact.  But,  while  we  had  cer- 
tainly known  about  the  Hebrew 
University  in  Jerusalem,  the  visit 
to  Tel  Aviv  University  was  a  great 
revelation  to  us.  With  the  grow- 
ing population,  Tel  Aviv  Uni- 
versity was  established  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  students  in  the 
area,  instead  of  going  to  Hebrew 
University.  Although  still  new,  the 
student  population  now  numbers 
over  9,000,  with  only  1500  from 
outside  of  the  city,  including  500 
foreign  students.  Our  handsome 
young  guide,  equipped  with  a 
world  of  detailed  information  — 
as  are  all  the  guides  in  the  country 
—  spoke  with  great  pride  of  the 
seven  different  schools  which 
comprise  the  university;  the  ex- 
pansion of  the  graduate  school 
which  now  exists  only  in  Eco- 
nomics; the  Medical  school  which 
cannot  possibly  accept  all  the  ap- 
plications which  come  in;  and  the 
anticipated  growth  to  25,000  stu- 
dents within  the  next  few  years. 
These  young  people,  all  of  whom 
have  served  in  the  Israeli  army 
prior  to  entering  a  college  or  uni- 
versity, know  that  in  order  to 
build  a  future  lor  themselves  and 
for  the  country  which  the\  are 
helping  to  shape,  education  with 
a  goal  plays  the  most  prominent 
part. 

From  Tel  Aviv  University  we 
went  to  the  Israel  B'nai  B'rith 
Center,  where  we  were  entertain- 
ed at  lunch  and  greeted  by  several 
of  their  officials.  This  is  one  of 
the  beautiful  modern  buildings 
in  the  heart  of  the  city  and,  since 
we  were  on  a  B'nai  B'rith  tour, 
were  privileged  to  enjoy  the  hos- 
pitality of  the  group. 

The  final  event  of  the  day  was 
a  visit  to  the  Haganah  Museum, 
a  building  in  a  busy  section  of  Tel 
Aviv,  renovated  after  the  War  of 
Independence  and  established  as 
a  memorial  to  the  brave  soldiers 
of  the  Haganah,  who  played  such 
a  vital  part  in  Israel's  history.  The 
mementos  and  souvenirs  gave  one 
an  insight  into  what  it  really 
took  to  build  this  brave  and  grow- 
ing country. 

It  is  only  61  miles  from  Tel 
Aviv  to  Jerusalem,  "as  the  crow 
flies"  but  our  tour  took  a  day  and 
a  half  to  get  there.  There  is  en- 
tirely too  much  of  interest  to 
pass  up  even  one  small  area. 

Rehovoth,  home  of  the  famed 
Weizmann  Institute,  is  a  center 
of  agricultural  and  scientific  re- 
search and  a  fitting  memorial  to 
the  first  president  of  Israel.  It  is 
a  breathtaking  sight  to  approach 
and  the  tour  of  the  entire  area 
gives  one  a  bird's  eye  view  of  the 
immensity  of  the  work  going  on 
in  impressive  buildings.  In  a  small 
park,    surrounded    by  beautiful

flowers  and  trees,  a  bit  of  this 
beauty  has  been  portioned  off  for 
the  two  graves  of  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Weizmann.  Their  home  is  a  vine 
covered  cottage  now  a  sin  inc. 

Beersheba  was  the  goal  for  the 
end  of  the  day  and  from  Rehovoth 
we  drove  along  the  roads  where 
many  battles  were  fought  in  the 
6-Day  War  the  guide  pointing 
out  exact  places  captured  by  the 
victorious  Israelis  and  the  tre- 
mendous number  of  tanks  and 
other  war  prizes.  The  country 
side  is  still  sandy  and  underde- 
veloped but  the  population  is 
growing,  with  encouragement  from 
builders  who  give  every  induce- 
ment in  the  way  of  apartments 
to  those  who  will  come.  There 
are  many  farms  which  have  been 
developed  since  the  6-Day  War, 
although  there  are  still  some 
Arabs  continuing  to  farm  in  their 
own  primitive  way.  Our  guide 
explained  in  detail  the  scientific 
improvements  in  order  to  create 
the  beautiful,  productive  farms, 
but  how  can  we  possibly  explain 
all  this?  Only  one  incident  re- 
mains: the  Arabs  had  given  up  the 
idea  of  trying  to  raise  anything 
in  this  sandy,  mountainous  area, 
knowing  that  you  cannot  expect 
anything  to  grow  there.  But  the 
Jews,  not  knowing  that  it  was  un- 
farmable,  went  ahead  with  ex- 
periments, since  they  saw  some 
slight  vegetation  coming  out  of 
the  sand  and  decided  that  surely 
other  things  will  grow.  They  did; 
and  thus  the  excellent  farms, 
mainly  dairy,  and  sunflowers. 

We  came  to  the  new  port  city 
of  Ashdod,  built  right  over  the 
Mediterranean  —  out  of  sand  and 
space  since  1948  —  an  old  city 
still  showing  some  of  the  ancient 
stones,  typical  of  the  entire  coun- 
try. Ashdod  is  an  amazing  webb 
of  modern  apartments,  condom- 
inium style;  fast  developing  in- 
dustry, importing  raw  materials 
and  manufacturing  for  export. 
Ashdod,  along  with  Haifa  and 
Elat  are  the  three  main  com- 
mercial ports.  It  is  difficult  to 
realize  that  this  is  the  old  port 
city  which  King  Solomon  built 
after  the  Queen  of  Sheba  visited 
there! 

After  Ashdod  we  stopped  for 
lunch  at  Ashkelon,  now  a  popular 
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seaside  resort,  but  in  the  years  ot 
many  struggles  for  possession  of 
the  country,  it  was  at  one  time  a 
town  captured  by  the  Romans  and 
the  Crusaders.  The  area  is  full 
of  small  settlements  and  we  stop- 
ped where  possible  to  look  at  the 
countryside  in  the  throes  of  de- 
velopment. We  were  amused  at 
the  American  type  signs  printed 
in  Hebrew,  for  SUNOlL,  ESSO, 
and  COCA-COLA  and  various 
other  items  popular  with  Ameri- 
cans. 

We  stopped  at  Y'avneli,  a  small, 
primitive,  very  historial  village, 
about  2,000  years  old.  This,  the 
guide  explained,  is  where  Rabbi 
fochnan  Ben  Zakkai  escaped  to, 
when  the  Jews  were  driven  from 
Jerusalem,  and,  with  a  few  of  his 
followers,  carried  the  Holy  Books, 
thus  saving  Judaism  and  helping 
to  spread  their  learning.  We  saw 
many  such  places  in  our  travels, 
where  our  great  scholars  were  re- 
sponsible for  saving  Judaism  in 
this  manner. 

Ashkelon  is  another  ancient  and 
vital  city,  one  of  five  Philistine 
cities  fought  over  by  the  Greeks 
and  Romans  because  of  its  rich 
minerals. 

One  of  the  many  sad  notes  was 
injected  into  the  tour  by  the  sight 
of  Yad  Mordecay,  a  Kibbutz 
settled  by  survivors  of  the  War- 
saw Ghetto,  named  after  their 
leader,  Mordecay.  It  was  com- 
pletely destroyed  during  the  6- 
Day  War  when  the  Egyptians  ar- 
rived, and  the  few  survivors  set 
up  a  memorial  which  is  now  com- 
plete in  every  detail,  depicting 
statues  of  the  brave  men  who  put 
up  a  fight  similar  to  that  of  the 
Warsaw  Ghetto,  and  showing  even 
some  of  the  equipment  which  was 
left  there.  Across  the  road  there 
is  now  a  thriving  farm.  We  cross- 
ed the  Gaza  Strip! 

We  Reach  Beersheba  — 
And  We  Leave  It 

The  capital  of  the  Negev,  Beer- 
sheba is  another  ancient  city 
where  Abraham  and  his  tribe  set- 
tled, 4000  years  ago.  Occupied 
by  the  Arabs  for  many  years,  it  is 
busy  with  its  vast  program  of 
building  residential  areas  and 
businesses  of  every  type  —  another 
surprising  contrast  of  the  ancient 
and  the  very,  very  modern.  This 
would  be  our  overnight  stop  be- 
fore reaching  Jerusalem  and, 
imagine  our  astonishment  when 
we  "bedded  down"  at  the  Desert 
Inn,  a  modern  Holiday  Inn  type, 
equipped  with  all  the  conven- 
iences we've  become  accustomed 
to,  swimming  pool  and  all,  sur- 
rounded by  architectural  beauty, 
still  indigenous  to  the  area.  Din- 
ner was  excellent;  the  dining  room 
provided  a  dance  floor,  enhanced 
also  by  entertainment  by  an  Is- 
raeli group  of  singers  and  dancers 
—  and  we  knew  we  were  in  the 
heart  of  Israel.  The  gift  shops 
and  the  art  collections  drew  many 
of  us  and  we  began  to  change  our 


dollars  into  Israeli  pounds! 

At  last  we  were  on  the  road 
again,  heading  for  Jerusalem,  full 
of  anticipation,  but  intrigued  by 
the  Bedouin  markets  en  route,  a 
thriving  hub  of  buying  and  sell- 
ing, where  native  products  from 
the  farms  and  handicraft  items 
are  brought  in  by  camels  and 
where  the  bargaining  continues 
until  nightfall.  Our  guide  in- 
structed us:  "don't  eat  or  drink 
anything;  and  DON'T  pay  the 
first  price  asked."  One  has  to  see 
this  in  action  —  it  is  an  experience 
which  cannot  be  described.  The 
Bedouins  are  a  nomadic  Arab 
tribe  who  pride  themselves  on 
the  fact  that  they  live  as  nearly 
as  possible  in  the  manner  of  the 
original  Arabs;  and  are  not  a 
threat  to  the  Israelis. 

We  stopped  at  Hebron  visiting 
the  tombs  of  Abraham  and  his 
family;  this  is  now  an  Arab 
city,  ancient  and.  to  say  the 
least,  not  at  all  clean,  but  we 
were  surrounded  by  natives  try- 
ing to  sell  everything  from  post- 
cards to  native  handicraft  —  this 
is  the  center  of  the  glass  industry. 
Aside  from  the  historical  interest, 
there  was  little  to  hold  us  after 
visiting  the  tombs,  but  this  is  one 
of  the  ancient  places  which  was 
not  open  to  the  Jews  until  after 
the  f>-Da\  War. 

Bethlehem,  the  birthplace  of 
King  David,  and  known  to  us 
through  the  years  as  the  birth- 
place of  Jesus;  holy  to  the  Chris- 
tians, we  were  allowed  to  visit  the 
churches  which  abound  there, 
guided  by  Arabs  who  are  paid  for 
their  services  by  the  Israeli  gov- 
ernment. We  were  astonished  at 
the  ornate,  jewel  encrusted  altars, 
as  we  would  be  later  also,  at  Naza- 
reth, which  is  now  an  all-Arab, 
mainly  Christian  town  of  30,000. 
These  places  attract  worshippers 
of  every  faith  from  every  country 
and  we  met  many  other  touring 
»roups  like  ours. 

Finally,  there  before  us,  was 
"Jerusalem  the  Golden"  —  the 
exciting  world  fought  over  and 
conquered  in  its  long  history  by 
Babylonians,  Persians,  Greeks,  Ro- 
mans and  Turks  —  even  by  Brit- 
ish forces;  a  sacred  city  for  Ju- 
daism, Christianity,  and  Islam; 
shrines  visited  constantly  by 
groups  of  every  denomination; 
still  a  bone  of  contention  since 
the  6-Day  War. 

How  much  there  is  to  see  in 
this  city,  situated  3000  feet  above 
sea  level,  a  city  set  upon  sheer 
rock,  where  workers  in  modern 
cities  have  unearthed  catacombs 
dating  back  2000  years!  The  "-gem" 
of , Israel,  this  is  the  one  city  visit- 
ed by  every  touring  group,  and 
thus  familiar  to  all  of  us,  from 
the  great  Wailing  (Western)  Wall, 
to  the  Hebrew  University  and  the 
marvelous  Hadassah  Medical  Cen- 
ter. No  need  to  describe  the  great

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louring  areas,  in  the  old  and  the 
new  city,  but  our  tour  of  the  Knes- 
set, Israel's  Parliament,  conducted 
by  a  very  attractive,  Canadian 
born  young  Israeli  girl,  was  a 
highlight,  of  the  visit  to  the  area 
of  new  Government  buildings 
known  as  the  Kiryah.  The  bronze 
Menorah,  the  size  of  a  two  story 
building,  which  is  across  from  the 
Knesset,  identifies  this  interesting 
quarter  as  nothing  else  could. 

During  the  four  days  we  spent 
in  Israel,  where  we  were  housed 
in  the  beautiful  Intercontinental 
Hotel,  overlooking  the  entire  city, 
we  had  an  opportunity  to  tour  the 
Old  City  from  the  Damascus 
Gate,  strolling  through  narrow, 
stone  enclosed  alleys,  visiting  the 
sacred  Jewish  sites,  which  of 
course,  included  the  Wall  (just  a 
week  before  an  Arab  bomb  cre- 
ated a  gaping  big  hole  in  it.)  We 
were  awed  and  thrown  back  into 
history  for  thousands  of  years  in 
the  traditional  tomb  of  King 
David,  where  we  were  given  a 
certificate  testifying  that  we  were 
there;  at  the  foot  of  the  Tomb  was 
a  souvenir  and  gift  shop,  a  lucra- 
tive business,  judging  by  our  own 
group,  and  managed  by  several 
Orthodox  Jews.  The  magnificent 
*Dome  of  the  Rock  has  to  be  seen, 
rather  than  described.  This  is  the 
Moslem  Shrine  with  its  jeweled 
stones  which  covet  the  entire 
dome  on  the  inside.  Shoes  have 
to  be  removed  before  entering  this 
building,  but  we  did  not  tarry 
there  too  long  —  too  much  else  to 
see. 

We  saw  this  ancient  city  from 
many  angles  and  climbed  its  many 
hills;  cameras  of  every  descrip- 
tion were  slung  over  shoulders 
and  held  before  squinting  eyes- 
most  of  us  had  to  replenish  our 
stock  of  films  and  the  shops  in 
the  Arab  .Bazaar*;  '.mazed  us  with 
the  familiar,  American  type  items, 
even  the  KODAK  signs  in  the 
windows. 

We  took  a  morning  for  walking 
and  in  the  afternoon  our  bus  took 
us  eastward,  from  Jerusalem  to 
the  ancient  city  of  Jericho,  where 
the  underground  springs  have 
created  a  garden  paradise;  there 
also  were  the  remains  of  a  6th 
century  synagogue,  one  of  many 
we  stopped  to  see,  such  as  in  Cap- 
ernaum on  another  day.  The  day 
ended  with  a  rest  stop  at  the  Dead 
Sea,  a  natural  wonder  and  the 
lowest  point  below  sea  level  in  the 
world. 

Saturday  was  a  free  day  for  all 
to  spend  the  Sabbath  in  any  way 
they  wished  to  do.  Our  group  of 
40,  the  most  congenial  gathering 
of  people  from  many  parts  of  the 
country  which,  I  know,  became 
one  of  the  most  closely  knit 
groups  to  tour  Israel,  scattered  in 
various  directions  —  some  to  walk 
again  through  the  narrow  and  an- 
cient streets;  some  to  just  walk  — 
all  public  transportation  stops  on 
the  Shabbat  —  and  many  to  visit 


art  shows  and  other  delightfully 
charming  places  which  fill  the  city. 
Al  and  I  had  made  plans  to  attend 
services  at  the  Hebrew  Union  Col- 
lege where  our  host  was  Steve 
Mallinger,  a  Rabbinical  student 
from  Pittsburgh,  who  had  been 
our  Student  Rabbi  one  year.  Also 
taxiing  over  to  HUC  were  Rabbi 
and  Mrs.  David  Schwartz  of  Wil- 
liamsport,  Pa.  and  Belle  Huffman 
of  Brooklyn,  our  friends  from 
Tour  No.  7105.  The  Schwartz's 
were  a  delightful  couple  whose 
companionship  we  enjoyed  all 
through  the  tour,  and  Rabbi 
Schwartz  himself  added  much  in 
the  way  of  helpfulness  through  his 
ability  to  communicate  in  Hebrew 
with  the  people  we  met.  Also 
playing  "hostess"  to  our  Shabbat 
gathering  was  Jackie  Hoffman, 
whom  we  mentioned  at  the  start 
of  our  report  (who  will  be  return- 
ing to  graduate  at  Guilford  Col- 
lege, in  Greensboro,  by  the  time 
this  is  in  print)  and  her  room- 
mate, a  darling  Burmese  Jewess 
also  studying  at  the  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity and  so  eager  to  visit  Amer- 
ica. The  girls  prepared  a  tasty 
lunch  for  us  and  we  picnicked  in 
one  of  the  many  parks  in  the  area, 
on  King  David  Street,  not  far 
from  the  Hebrew  Union  College, 
the  King  David  Hotel  and  just  a 
few  blocks  from  the  apartment 
building/super  market  which  was 
bombed  a  few  months  ago.  Very 
casually,  and  as  part  of  the  con- 
versation, we  often  are  told  about 
such  incidents,  but,  the  spirit  of 
all  the  people  being  as  it  is,  we 
never  felt  any  danger,  nor  did  we 
stop  going  to  any  place  because 
something  might  happen  to  us. 
If  you  read  about  the  American 
Peace  Corps  tourist  who  was  kill- 
ed at  Lido  Beach,  at  the  Dead  Sea. 
you  probably  wondered,  as  did 
many  of  our  friends,  about  othei 
tourists  whom  you  knew  to  be  in 
Israel;  well,  we  were  right  there 
just  a  couple  of  days  prior  to  the 
incident. 

Sunday  was  our  last,  and  busiest 
day  in  Jerusalem  and  already  we 
dreaded  the  time  of  departure. 
Off  we  went  in  our  faithful  bus, 
with  Micah  and  Ya'kov,  driving 
through  the  beautiful,  New  City, 
bustling  with  activity  and  full  of 
newly  completed  and  nearly  com- 
pleted buildings.  Most  of  the 
buildings,  old  and  new,  are  com- 
bination apartments  and  busi- 
nesses. Our  eyes,  accustomed  to 
separate  residential  and  business 
streets,  finally  began  to  accept 
this  building  phenomenon  as  a 
necessary  way  of  utilizing  space 
at  least  expense.  It  was  only  in 
Caesarea,  the  one  time  Crusader 
stronghold,  and  now  a  beautiful 
beach  resort,  which  we  saw  later 
on  the  trip,  where  private  homes 
appeared;  here,  we  were  told, 
come  the  wealthy  Israelis  for  their 
weekends  of  relaxing  in  their 
beach  homes,  and  to  play  golf  on 
Israel's  only  golf  course.  But,  I'm 
going  too  far  ahead  of  myself. 
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We  visited  the  B'nai  B'rith 
Children's  Home  for  Disturbed 
Children,  one  of  the  seven  such 
schools,  letting  our  thoughts  wan- 
der, as  the  director  guided  us 
through  the  building,  thinking  of 
the  reason  why  these  are  disturbed 
children  of,  possibly  disturbed 
parents,  who  had  escaped  from 
Hitler's  —  and  Nasser's  —  evils. 
Wondering  where  these  people 
would  have  ended  up  without  Is- 
rael to  come  to. 

A  Full  Day  of  Sightseeing 

We  proceeded  to  the  Hadassah 
Medical  Center,  viewing  with  awe 
this  magnificent  structure  of  heal- 
ing, sitting  in  the  chapel  looking 
through  the  famous  Chagall  win- 
dows. From  there  we  were  off  to 
the  Kennedy  Memorial,  a  build- 
ing of  rare  beauty,  a  great  me- 
morial to  a  great  American  be- 
loved by  the  people  of  Israel,  and 
each  glass  panel  bearing  the  seal 
of  an  American  state.  Of  course 
we  took  pictures  in  front  of  the 
North  Carolina  window,  sad  at 
heart,  but  pleased  with  this  line 
tribute  to  a  friend. 

The  drive  through  the  campus 
of  the  Hebrew  University  was  far 
too  brief  to  get  a  satisfying  view 
of  this  great  university,  so  I  de- 
cided that  if  it  is  at  all  possible, 
I'll  find  some  way  to  get  back 
here.  (I  did  this  later  in  the  week, 
coming  from  Tel  Aviv,  via  bus 
and.  taxi).  The  Israel  Museum 
was  next  and  what  a  thrill  we  all 
got  from  seeing  the  Dead  Sea 
Scrolls  exhibited  in  glass  cases, 
with  special  heating  and  lighting! 

On  the  same  route  was  the 
Herzl  Memorial,  a  beautiful  stone 
monument  to  the  founder  of 
Zionism. 

Yad  Vasheni,  the  memorial  to 
the  Six  Million,  was  a  memorable 
and  deeply  significant  experience. 
Years  of  reading,  talking  and  view- 
ing pictures  of  this  holocaust,  can- 
not be  compared  to  actually  walk- 
ing through  this  building,  set  up 
by  the  Martyrs  and  Heroes  Re- 
membrance Authority  to  comme- 
morate the  victims,  their  commun- 
ities and  institutions,  and  the 
lighters  who  rose  up  against  the 
enemy.  Never  can  one  describe 
the  feelings  at  the  sight  of  the 
Eternal  Light,  flickering  above 
the  vault  containing  martyrs' 
ashes;  the  ceiling  looms  above  a 
sombre  gray  mosaic  floor  on 
which  are  inscribed  the  names  of 
the  largest  concentration  camps 
and.  death  camps. 

Appropriately,  from  Yad  Vash- 
em  our  driver  took  us  over  the 
Road  of  Courage,  passing  on  route 
the  wrecked  and  rusted  military 
vehicles  which  are  shrines  to  the 
heroes  of  the  War  of  Independ- 
ence; then,  to  complete  the  cycle, 
to  the  B'nai  B'rith  Martyrs'  Forest 
where  we  planted  trees.  Although 
we  have  ordered  many  trees  dur- 
ing the  years  through  the  Ha- 
dassah plan  of  Israel  reforesta- 
tion, this  project  actually  took  on 
meaning  when  a  tiny  sprig  was 


handed  to  each  of  us,  and  grub- 
bing in  the  heat  of  about  100  de- 
grees, on  top  of  what  seemed  a 
mountain  to  us,  we  actually  stuck 
this  future  tree  into  the  soil  of 
Israel,  hoping  it  will  someday 
equal  in  size  the  tall,  handsome 
cedars  and  pines  around  us. 

I  bis  was  the  end  of  four  busy 
days  in  Jerusalem,  but  not  the 
end  of  remembering  and  discuss- 
ing. 

Monday  morning  found  us  back 
in  the  bus  which,  by  now,  had  be- 
come home  to  us,  and  our  tour 
friends,  the  family.  Going  north 
through  the  Hills  of  Tudea  and 
across  the  Jezreel  Valley,  seeing 
as   we   traveled,   many   places  of 
early  Jewish  pioneer  settlements, 
on  through  Nazareth  into  the  Hills 
of  the  Lower  Galilee,  and  to  Lake 
Tiberias.  Here  was  a  refreshing 
sight,  the  blue  water  so  inviting 
that  some  of  our  group  cooled 
oil   by  taking  a  swim.  We  were 
told  that  the  best  Jish  in  Israel 
were  caught  here  and  we  would 
stop  for  lunch;  we  found  it  was 
—  just  fish!  But  it  was  a  delightful 
and.     interesting    test    stop  and 
again   we   thought   back   to  the 
early   years,   and  of   what  Lake 
Tiberias   has   meant    to  civiliza- 
tion. The  Israel  part  of  the  Jor- 
dan crosses  here,  eventually  join- 
ing the  Dead  Sea.  And  we  thought: 
THIS  is  the  JORDAN?  Not  near- 
ly as  large  as  we  had  imagined 
it  to  be,  but  how  important  a  pail 
in    world   affairs!    Much    of  the 
lighting   during   the   6-Day  War 
took  place  right  in  the  area  where 
wc  were  now  visiting  and  the  old- 
est Kibbutz  is  only  about  25  feet 
from  here.  (However,  the  Kibbutz 
which    we   visited   the  following 
day,   was  a  pleasant  surprise  in 
modern   architecture,   motel  type 
guest    houses,    a    restaurant  to 
please  everyone  —  in  other  words, 
we  were  told,  this  Kibbutz,  Ayelet 
Hashahar,    which    began    at  the 
turn  of  the  century  in  the  usual 
manner,  with  tents,  then  cabins, 
then  dormitory  housing,   is  now 
an   outstanding  commercial  pro- 
ject and  a  great  tourist  attraction.) 
The  City  of  The  Mystics 
Although  we  knew  that  Safed 
(or  S'fad,  or  Zefat,  among  its  many 
names)  would  be  something  special 
to  visit,  no  one  really  anticipated 
what  actually  faced  us  as  we  be- 
gan to  climb  this  charming  an- 
cient, yet  newly  built  city  on  the 
western  Galilee.  The  bus  could 
not  climb  the  steep  stone  streets 
leading  to  the  quaint  Rimon  Inn, 
our   quarters   for   the   next  two 
nights.   We   walked   the  narrow 
streets,  passing  ancient  synagogues, 
breathing  deeply  of  this  cold,  fresh 
mountain  air,  and  so  busy  listen- 
ing and  looking,  that  we  almost 
missed  the  stone  walks  leading  to 
the  Rimon.  We  couldn't  wait  to 
get  settled  and  start  the  walking 
tour  of  the  many  artists'  galleries 
which  abound  there,   talking  to 
tht  artists  who  have  established 
(Please  turn  to  Page  90) 
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this  colony,  and  hearing  the  his- 
tory of  this  center  of  Jewish  learn- 
ing since  the  16th  century,  when 
it  was  settled  by  remnants  of  many 
holy  Jews  who  were  expelled  from 
Spain  and  the  other  European 
countries.  Here  the  great  mystics 
brought  their  secrets  of  the  Cab- 
balah;  here  Judaism  in  its  truest 
form  was  discussed  and  expound- 
ed and  many  rules  set  down  that 
arc  accepted  orthodox  ritual  to- 
day. Although  Safecl  u  uou  d  busy 
little  town  and  a  tourist  attraction, 
the  ancient  synagogues  and  the 
quaint  old  buildings  are  the  same 
ones  on  the  lanes  of  cobblestone 
that  existed  so  many  years  ago 
This  is  where  we  spent  two  de- 
lightful and  comfortable  days,  en- 
joying the  surroundings  and  in- 
trigued with  the  sights  we  visited. 

It  was  difficult  to  leave  Safed 
but  there  was  still  much  to  see 
en  route  back  to  Tel  Aviv.  The 
guides  must  have  special  treat- 
ment for  their  throats— they  never 
pass  an  area  where  battles  were 
fought,  or  where  any  incidents 
took  place,  without  detailed  stories 
and  accounts.  Along  the  high- 
ways at  the  various  stops,  there 
were  signs  showing  new  highways 
since  the  6-Day  War;  names  of 
various  settlements,  and  all  along, 
indicating  land  purchased  through 
the  J-N.F.  —  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.  We  lost  ourselves  in  an- 
cient history,  and  then  came  upon 
newly  developed  farms  and  sud- 
denly, the  sight  of  a  small  town 
growing  up. 

Back  To  Tel  Aviv 

The  mountain  roads  of  Western 
Galilee  eventually  led  us  to  the 
ancient  walled  city  of  Acre  (or 
Akko)  a  fortress  built  by  the 
Turks,  and,  it  seemed  to  us,  still 
impenetrable.  The  beaut)  of  the 
Mediterranean  set  off  the  white- 
ness of  the  sand  and  the  grayness 
of  the  surrounding  stone  walls. 

For  sheer,  beauty  we  all  nomin- 
ated Haifa,  which  we  reached  in 
time  for  luncheon.  A  city  of  hills 
and  terraces,  the  view  from  Mt. 
Carmel  has  fascinated  all  who 
have  been  there  and  must  be  seen 
to  understand.  Touring  the  city 
itself  we  were  amazed  to  see  the 
large  number  of  businesses  which 
exist  and  which  are  in  the  pro- 
cess of  growing;  we  visited  the 
diamond  center  which  proved  to 
be  a  vast  shopping  and  gift  area. 
It  was  here  that  Al  and  I  called 
Mr.  Kagan's  grandson  to  give  him 
a  personal  message  and  reassured 
him  that  Mr.  Kagan  was  doing 
well  after  his  recent  surgery.  (Mr. 
Kagan  is  known  to  so  many  people 
that  we  do  not  have  to  go  into 
detail.) 

The  golden  domed  Bahai 
Shrine,  which  has  its  world  head- 
quarters in  Haifa,  and  its  beauti- 
ful Persian  Gardens,  attracted 
many  other  touring  groups  besides 
ours;  here  again,  the  carpeted 
floors  could  only  be  walked  on  in 
stockinged  feet  and  no  one  seem- 


ed to  mind  shedding  their  shoes 
at  the  door. 

We  finished  the  Haifa  tour 
with  a  drive  through  the  mag- 
nificent grounds  of  the  Israel  In- 
stitute of  Technology,  known  as 
the  Israel  M.I.T.,  and  gained 
much  information  on  this  train- 
ing institute  of  over  5,000  stu- 
dents. 800  instructors,  and  many 
various  departments  to  which  now 
come  technicians  and  students 
horn  all  over  the  world. 

The  day  ended  with  a  walk 
through  the  excavations  in  Caes- 
area,  being  photographed  by  "the 
Daphna  Tour  photographer  at  the 
ancient  Roman  theatre,  and,  fin- 
ally, back  to  Tel  Aviv  where  our 
tour  would  end.  It  was  good  to 
see  the  familiar  Sheraton  again 
and  to  have  a  few  hours  the  next 
day  to  relive  the  memories  of  the 
week  and  to  gather  our  inner 
forces  again. 

This  was  the  evening  that  Al 
met  General  Weizmann,  who  was 
having  a  drink  at  the  Sheraton 
bar.  The  general  is  a  nephew  of 
the  great  Chaim  Weizmann,  but 
is  a  great  person  in  his  own  right. 
He  is  called  one  of  Israel's  most 
important  generals.  We  learned 
that  he  had  been  in  North  Caro- 
lina several  years  ago,  and  had 
visited  Bob  Gurney  in  Gastonia! 
The  Last  Lap 

Thursday  was  the  day  I  took 
off  for  another  visit  "in  depth'' 
to  Jerusalem  and  a  good  view  of 
the  university.  My  adventurous 
self  debated  with  my  more  norm- 
al self  as  to  the  advisability  of 
taking  this  trip  alone,  but  the 
adventurous  part  won  out  and  it 
was  a  good  experience  in  a  strange 
land  —  I  felt  no  apprehensions. 
Seeing  the  u  n  i  v  e  r  s  i  t  y.  ac- 
companied by  Miss  Shoshana  An- 
ders who  represented  the  National 


Council  of  Jewish  Women  and, 
aside  from  other  views  of  thio 
great  structure,  I  was  quite  satis- 
fied to  see  the  projects  for  which 
the  National  Council  of  Jewish 
Women  has  been  responsible  for 
many  years  —  the  Hebrew  Uni- 
versity High  School,  the  John 
Dewey  School  and  its  most  recent 
venture,  the  Experimental  Pro- 
ject in  educating  disadvantaged 
children;  there  is  no  space  or  time 
left  to  go  into  detail  about  many 
of  these  projec  ts. 

Our  last  day  of  sightseeing  was 
a  visit  to  Jaffa,  Israel's  oldest 
crusader  port,  and  called  Tel 
Aviv's  "sister  city."  Again  we  saw 
narrow  cobblestone  lanes,  artists' 
quarters,  galleries,  gift  shops  and, 
it  is  said,  Israel's  most  popular 
night  club. 

The  concluding  event  of  this 
clay  was  the  visit  to  the  B'nai 
B'rith  Kindergarten,  where  we 
realized  what  this  country  is  do- 
ing for  its  most  important  pro- 
duct —  its  children.  The  B'nai 
B'rith  women  who  help  maintain 
this  tiny  school  at  great  sacrifice 
to  themselves  and  with  so  little 
in  the  way  of  money  and  equip- 
ment, would  teach  us  all  a  great 
lesson  in  self-effacing,  dedicated, 
deep  concern  for  people.  All  of  us 
felt  that  we  never  realized  how 
much  we  ourselves  and  our  fam- 
ilies have,  until  we  could  see  this 
little  pathetic  school  at  work 

Back  in  Tel  Aviv,  after  check- 
ing through  our  mail  from  home, 
we  all  had  the  feeling  of  nostalgia 
which  was  already  taking  hold  of 
us.  But  here  we  were,  to  observe 
the  Sabbath  in  Tel  Aviv  and  we 
made  the  most  of  it.  Al  and  I 
dined  that  night  at  the  home  ol 
friends,  pioneers  from  Eastern 
Europe  who  have  seen  the  country 
come  through  35  years  of  struggle, 
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299-8382 
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and  war  and  growth;  while  no 
Sabras,  these  two  people  filled  us 
with  awe  at  their  dedication  to 
and  deep  love  of  their  adopted 
land.  Although  it  was  the  eve  of 
the  Sabbath,  there  were  no  visible 
signs  of  any  observance;  this  is 
so  typical  of  many  who  have 
helped  bring  Israel  to  its  present 
state,  and  who  are  in  the  midst 
of  its  present  day  struggle  for 
survival.  But  this  is  also  the  great 
spirit  of  the  country,  the  lack  of 
doubts  and  fears  and  the  courage 
and  hopes  which  will  keep  the 
country  alive. 

Looking  back  over  all  that  1 
have  written,  it  seems  impossible 
that  so  much  could  be  seen  and 
heard  in  only  13  days.  But,  I  also 
realize  how  much  more  there  is 
to  say,  which  means  much  to  the 
tourist  on  the  scene.  We  think  of 
such  things  as: 

The  lighted  Menorahs  in  the 
Municipal  Square  in  Tel  Aviv 
where  young  people  tome  every 
Saturday  night  to  dance  and  sing. 

The  tremendous  number  of  cars 
-  all  little  ones  —  which  fill  the 
streets  —  no  garages,  no  parking 
lots. 

The  wonder  of  the  Solar  heat- 
ing system,  which  we  discovered, 
accounted  for  the  barrels  and  bar- 
rels on  top  of  the  apartments. 

And  the  TV  antennae!  Miles  of 
them,  although  TV  is  only  a  bit 
over  a  year  old  in  Israel. 

I've  tried  to  touch  the  high 
spots  here  but  those  who  have 
visited  Israel  will  remember  the 
things  I  did  not  tell;  and  those 
who  are  yet  to  visit,  will  see  them 
for  themselves.  I  hope  this  has 
not  been  too  boring  for  our  read- 
ers; it  is  our  way  of  saying  "thank 
you"  to  our  many  friends  who 
had  so  much  to  do  with  our  going 
to  Israel. 

One  last  thought:  landing  at 
the  JFK  International  Airport  in 
New  York  on  our  return  was  still 
the  most  thrilling  sight  in  the 
world  to  me! 

Many  things  have  happened  since 
our  June  trip,  and  our  readers  are 
familiar  with  the  newspaper  ac- 
counts of  what  is  going  on  there 
now. 


Israel  is  the  only  country  in  the 
world  where  the  trade  unions  own 
a  quarter  of  the  country's  econ- 
omy. The  largest  of  these  trade 
unions  is  the  Histadrut.  70%  of 
Israel's  population  belong  to  the 
trade  unions  —  the  highest  per- 
centage in  the  world  —  and  60% 
of  these  are  members  of  the  Hista- 
drut. 

There  is  in  fact  no  branch  of 
Israel's  economy  in  which  the 
Histadrut  does  not  play  an  im- 
portant role.  It  is  the  country's 
largest  housing  developer  —  rent- 
ing, selling  and  providing  mort- 
gages. It  owns  the  biggest  build- 
ing contracting  company  in  Israel 
'Solel-Boneh',  as  well  as  a  large 
number  of  urban  industrial  co- 
operatives and  consumer  coopera- 
tives.

The  shock  w;ives  of  violence 
and  restiveness  are  keenly  felt 
in  America  and  many  parts  of  the 
world.

Streets  of  our  cities,  campuses 
of  our  universities  and  members 
of  our  communities  bear  the  scars 
of  the  dissidence  and  stress  of  our 
limes.  These  disturbing  events 
bring  sharply  into  locus  the  ur- 
gent need  for  principled,  orderly 
and  determined  combat  against 
the  root  causes  of  social  unrest. 

As  Jews  and  Americans,  we 
must  not  fall  victim  to  those  who 
have  eyes  but  are  blind  to  dis- 
crimination; have  ears  but  are 
deaf  to  calls  for  social  justice; 
have  hearts  but  no  feelings  for  the 
oppressed. 

The  Jewish  New  Near  5730 
comes  to  us  with  a  calendar  of 
commitments  for  those  pledged  to 
constructive  individual  and  com- 
munal action  on  the  vital  issues 
that  have  such  a  direct  bearing  on 
our  iives. 

In  extending  my  warmest  Rosh 
Hashanah  greetings  and  those  of 
the  National  Jewish  Welfare 
Board,  it  is  my  ardent  wish  that 
the  New  Year  will  be  the  harbin- 
ger of  a  just  and  speedy  end  to 
the  conflicts  in  Vietnam  and  the 
Middle  East,  a  period  of  reward- 
ing experiences  for  all  people, 
and  a  year  of  greater  social  health 
and  contentment.

Leaving  the  Towne  Courier  in  1965,  Mr.  Miller  moved  to 
Niles,  Mich.,  where  he  was  a  columnist  and  sports  editor  of 
the  Niles  Daily  Star. 

While  in  Niles,  Mr.  Miller  had  many  speaking  engage- 
ments including  a  state  journalism  workshop  held  at  Ferris 
State  Institute,  Big  Rapids.  Mi^h.  Students  throughout 
Michigan,  along  with  their  college  and  high  school  advisors, 
attended. 

After  his  stint  at  Niles,  Mr.  Miller  became  the  managing 
editor  of  the  Dowagiac  (Mich.)  Daily  News.  Under  his  leader- 
ship, the  Dowagiac  Daily  News  was  judged  as  best  newspaper 
in  the  state  in  its  circulation  class  by  the  Michigan  Press 
Assn.  It  was  also  judyed  as  one  of  the  fi^e  best  in  the  U.  S. 
in  its  circulation  class  by  the  Inland  Daily  Press  Assn.  The 
awards  were  the  first  the  newspaper  had  ever  comoiled. 

At  Dowagiac,  Mr.  Miller  was  also  nominated  for  the 
School  Bell  Award,  for  education  writing  by  the  Dowagiac 
School  Corp.  and  was  nominated  as  Dowagiac's  "Outstanding 
Citizen''  by  the  Dowagiac  Jaycees. 

Mr.  Miller  moved  to  Greensboro  with  his  wife,  Rita,  who 
will  be  assisting  him  at  the  Times-Outlook. 

Born  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  Mr.  Miller  graduated  from  East 
Midwood  Jewish  Center  and  was  brought  up  in  a  conservative, 
orthodox  home.  He  does  not  like  to  be  labeled  however,  and 
says  he  is  conservative  in  some  of  his  views  and  liberal  in 
others. 

As  I  stated  earlier,  the  purpose  of  the  Times-Outlook  is 
to  give  our  community  its  own  magazine.

FOR  WHAT  IT'S  WORTH 
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Richter  Passing 
Mourned  By  All

My  mother  once  said,  "People  are  like  pebbles  at  a  lake, 
the  smaller  ones  cause  little  ripples  when  thrown  in,  while 
the  larger  ones  cause  waves." 

Moses  Richter  was  more  like  a  gigantic  boulder  than  a 
pebble.  And  his  humanitarian  efforts  literally  were  felt  by 
thousands. 

On  Thursday,  Sept.  25,  Moses  Richter  died  quietly  at  a 
Charlotte  hospital  at  the  age  of  69.  He  was  buried  at  Hebrew 
Cemetery  Sept.  27. 

Perhaps  it  was  his  charitable  work  for  worthwhile  causes 
that  made  him  loved  by  Jew  and  Gentile  alike.  Perhaps  it  was 
his  dynamic  personality  or  his  compassion  for  his  fellow 
human  beings  that  made  him  respected  by  all. 

But  whatever  it  was,  Moses  Richter  leaves  a  trail  of  good 
deeds  so  far  reaching,  that  few  men  could  even  travel  a  quarter 
of  the  way  to  the  end. 

The  largest  peach  distributor  in  the  Southeast,  Moses 
Richter  built  a  national  reputation  in  his  profession.  He  head- 
ed up  a  business  that  owns  many  thousands  of  acres  on 
which  grow  peaches,  apples,  cattle,  cotton,  tobacco,  timber 
and  a  variety  of  other  farm  products. 

He  was  president  of  a  six-mill  textile  group,  though  he 
sold  out  ownership  in  the  group  to  a  national  outfit  a  few 
years  ago. 

He  was  the  founder  of  the  United  Mills  in  Mount  Gilead, 
N.  C,  chairman  of  the  board  of  Consolidated  Agriculture  and 
Industry,  Inc..  a  director  of  Dan  River  Mills  and  the  Bank  of 
Charlotte  and  president  of  Collins  and  Richter. 

But  despite  his  accomplishments  in  the  business  world, 
the  father  of  three  always  found  time  for  Jewish  causes,  par- 
ticularly the  United  Jewish  Appeal,  the  State  of  Israel  Bonds, 
and  the  North  Carolina  Jewish  Home. 

Moses  Richter  saw  his  role  in  Jewish  charities  as  one  of 
setting  an  example  by  giving.  He  made  substantial  contribu- 
tions "from  the  heart"  to  many  of  the  hundreds  of  Jewish 
charities  that  sought  his  support. 

One  of  Moses  Richter's  greatest  accomplishments  how- 
ever, was  his  success  in  saving  a  town. 

It  all  began  in  the  1930s  when  one  of  his  sons  tearfully 
told  him  that  towns  in  the  Sandhills  region  of  North  Carolina 
were  vanishing  because  labor  was  moving  to  the  cities.  The 
son  had  learned  of  this  while  attending  the  University  of 
North  Carolina  and  reading  a  renort  on  the  area. 

Tn  1940,  Moses  Richter  decided  to  battle  the  problem. 

He  founded  an  industry  to  hold  persons  in  the  Sandhills 
by  setting  up  United  Mills  to  make  women's  garments.  This 
enabled  women  to  hold  jobs  while  their  husbands  worked  in 
the  fields. 

He  started  with  18  employees,  then  expanded.  There  are 
now  2,000  employees  at  three  plants  in  Mount  Gilead  and  in 
plants  in  Candor,  Hamlet,  and  Norwood. 

Four  years  aex),  10,000  persons  gathered  at  Mount  Gilead 
to  honor  Moses  Richter  as  the  savior  of  the  town. 

A  55-unit  parade,  massive  dinner  partv  and  speeches  by 
Mayor  Floyd  Carriker,  and  Robert  W.  Scott,  then  lieutenant 
governor  and  now  governor  of  North  Carolina,  made  "Moses 
Richter  Day"  one  of  the  biggest  celebrations  in  the  history 
of  the  Sandhills. 

Moses  Richter  was  born  in  Paris  in  1900.  Shortly  after- 
ward his  family  moved  to  western  Russia. 

In  1908,  he  was  sent  to  live  with  his  sister,  Mrs.  Bessie 
Polakavetz,  in  Troy,  N.  C. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Nettie,  of  Charlotte;  three 
sons,  Horace  of  New  York,  and  Israel  and  Bernard,  both  of 
Charlotte,  and  one  daughter,  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Levin  of  Mount 
Gilead. 

When  a  great  humanitarian  dies,  there  is  sometimes  a 
tendency  to  exaggerate.  But  when  a  human  being  like  Moses 
Richter  passes  away,  there  is  just  no  way  to  "overgush."

JEWISH  EDUCATION 

LIKE 

"PLAYING  SCHOOL" 


Jewish  education  in  the  U.S.  is 
more  like  "playing  school"  than  a 
serious  effort,  charged  a  leading 
American  Jewish  educator  who 
said  that  Jewish  schools  in  the  U.S. 
pay  too  little  attention  to  the  study 
of  modern  Israel  and  Hehrew  as 
a  living  tongue. 

Isaac  Toubin,  executive  direct- 
or of  the  American  Assn.  for  Jew- 
ish Education,  told  the  American- 
Israel  "Dialogue"  held  recently  in 
Haifa  that  teaching  and  langu- 
age, the  civics  and  the  civiliza- 
tion of  the  Jewish  State  offered  a 
unique  opportunity  to  strengthen 
Jewish  identity  among  U.S.  Jew- 
ish youth. 

But  he  said  "far  loo  little"  was 
being  done  to  transmit  a  sense  of 
kinship  with  the  nation  and  the 
people  of  Israel  today  among  pu- 
pils receiving  any  form  of  Jew- 
ish education  in  the  U.S. 

"Students  do  not  learn,  teachers 
cannot  teach,  schooling  is  limited 
in  hours  and  years,  and  there  is 
neither  motivation  nor  objective 
to  the  learning  process."  Taubin 
charged. 

The  U.S.  Jewish  education  com- 


munity can  no  longer  afford  the 
luxury  of  having  the  learning  and 
devoutness  of  a  lew  suffice  to  re- 
tain the  loyalties  of  the  many,  he 
added. 

"This  may  have  been  possible 
when  the  few  lived  in  a  real  or 
theoretical  ghetto,  but  in  the  open 
society  in  which  both  mind  and 
body  are  ventilated,  it  is  no  long- 
er sufficient  to  maintain  a  corps 
of  elite  learned  men." 

Such  recent  and  positive  de- 
velopments as  Jewish  educational 
camping  as  supplementary  to  Jew- 
ish schooling,  the  establishment 
of  modern  Jewish  day  schools  and 
the  availability  of  study  in  Israel 
oiler  new  and  positive  potential 
for  strengthening  Jewish  schooling 
in  the  U.S.  he  said. 

He  added,  Jewish  education  has 
tailed  to  make  imaginative  use  of 
new  technology  such  as  tapes, 
films,  television,  slides,  records  and 
programmed  learning. 

In  regard  to  the  task  of  educat- 
ing a  new  generation,  Toubin 
said,  "the  Jewish  community  pro- 
ceeds in  a  horse-drawn  cart  in  an 
age  of  jet  propulsion."

AT  SERVICE  STATIONS 
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WICKED  RUMOR  CLAIMS  JEWS 
SELL  GIRLS  INTO  SLAVERY

Jewish  merchants  were  the  vic- 
tims of  a  galloping  rumor  that 
ran  wild  in  a  peaceful  French  city. 

Orleans,  France,  is  -a  pretty  and 
prosperous  city  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  Loire,  77  miles  southwest 
of  Paris.  It  has  handsome  public 
squares,  a  bronze  statue  of  Joan 
of  Arc  —  the  Maid  of  Orleans  — 
•a  Gothic  cathedral,  a  nine-arched 
bridge,  well  built  homes,  quaint 
crooked  streets  —  and  a  galloping 
anti-Semitic  rumor  reminiscent  of 
the  Middle  Ages. 

Women  are  disappearing  in 
Orleans,  the  story  goes.  Jewish 
merchants  are  drugging  and  kid- 
napping female  customers  and 
selling  them  into  white  slavery. 
I  wenty-six  women  have  been  vic- 
tims so  far. 

The  story,  a  seemingly  sick  joke 
o)  a  plot  for  a  bad  movie,  was  at 
first  ignored  by  Orleans'  600  Jews 
in  a  total  population  of  150,000. 
But  it  spread  like  wildfire. 

The  police  were  deluged  with 
anonymous  letters  and  calls.  Wo- 
men reported  as  victims  were 
found  safe  in  their  homes  —  an- 
noyed at  being  questioned  and 
completely  mystified  as  to  why 
anyone  had  reported  them  miss- 
ing. 

The  story  persisted  and  grew 
in  detail.  Eight  shops,  owned  by 
Jewish  merchants,  were  the  al- 
leged scenes  of  "the  crimes."  In 
one,  Chez  Dorphe,  a  modern  ap- 
parel store  near  Orleans'  central 
market,  three  women  were  sup- 
posed to  have  been  found  bound 
and  drugged  in  the  basement. 
They  had  gone  to  shop,  people 
whispered,  and  "poof,  disappear- 
ed." The  husband  of  one  of  the 
women  went  to  the  police  and  all 
three  were  found  and  rescued 
"just  in  time." 

Why  were  there  no  newspaper 
reports?  "Ah,"  came  the  answer, 
"Jewish  gold  -  $20,000  hushed  up 
the  affair." 

More  details  were  added.  There 
was  supposed  to  be  a  tunnel  from 
the  apparel  store  to  the  shoe  store. 
It  was  a  long  tunnel  —  it  connected 
all  the  stores. 

The  main  victim  of  the  false 
story,  Henri  Licht,  manager  of 
Dorphe's,  said  he  laughed  when 
he  first  heard  that  people  thought 
he  was  dealing  in  drugs  and  wo- 
men. But  then  it  became  no  laugh- 
ing matter.  His  daughter  heard 
the  story  in  school.  Students  were 
warned  to  "be  careful."  The  eight 
stores  were  suddenly  empty,  or 
serving  mere  scatterings  of  male 
customers  or  women  accompanied 
by  their  husbands. 

Licht  said  crowds  gathered  out- 


side his  shop  staring  in  the  win- 
dows and  pointing.  He  started  re- 
ceiving vituperous  phone  calls. 
Shaking  with  anger,  frustration 
and  disbelief  at  the  incredulous 
situation,  he  said:  "They  accused 
us  in  the  Middle  Ages  of  stealing 
children  to  make  matzoh  .  .  ." 

Attempts  to  track  down  the  ru- 
mor proved  futile.  No  one  knew 
who  first  told  the  story  in  Orleans. 
"I'm  certain  it  was  not  spon- 
taneous," a  high  police  official 
said.  He  added  that  he  was  con- 
vinced the  spreading  of  the  rumor 
was  organized  and  deliberate. 

One  explanation,  some  said, 
might  lie  in  an  article  which  had 
appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  a 
sex-and-crime  weekly,  Noir  et 
Blanc,  under  the  title  "The  Odious 
Traps  of  Women  Trafficers."  The 
article  spun  a  tale  of  a  man  wait- 
ing outside  a  dress  shop  in  Gren- 
oble for  his  wife.  He  grew  im- 
patient, went  inside,  and  was  told 
that  she  had  not  been  there.  He 
never  saw'  her  again,  according  to 
the  article.  She  had  been  spirited 
off,  it  said,  to  the  "brothels  of 
the  Middle  East." 

Grenoble,  near  the  Italian  bor- 
der, is  250  miles  from  Orleans. 
The  Orleans'  rumor  began  about 
two  wreeks  after  the  issue  of  Noir 
et  Blanc  appeared. 

But  why  was  the  fantastic  story 
believed  in  Orleans?  Mrs.  Jacque- 
line Llados,  the  non- Jewish  man- 
ager of  a  Jewish-owned  store,  told 
a  reporter  she  was  born  in  Orleans 
and  had  "never  seen  anything  like 
it." 

People  came  by  nudging  and 
pointing,  she  said.  "Business  was 
catastrophic.  They  were  afraid. 
One  of  our  main  customers  is  a 
They  come  in  and 
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charge  things."  At  the  height  of 
the  rumor,  a  sister  from  the  home 
settled  the  account  -and.  told  Mrs. 
Llados  the  store  was  never  to  serve 
any  of  the  girls  unless  they  were 
accompanied  by  adults. 

"None  of  them  have  come  in 
since,'*  Mrs.  Llados  said.  "Hardly 
any  women  come  in  alone  any 
more." 

People  in  the  street  were  ques- 
tioned. "There's  no  smoke  without 
fire,"  said  a  middle-aged  woman. 

A  young  girl,  walking  home 
with  groceries,  declared:  "A  police- 
man warned  me  —  I  won't  go  into 
those  stores  alone." 

A  group  of  teen-agers  giggled 
when  they  were  asked  if  they  had 
heard  the  story.  "Yes,"  said  one  of 
them,  "there  was  a  man  wailing 
for  his  wife  .  .  ." 

A  boy  said  he  didn't  believe  it. 
Several  non-  Jewish  residents,  out- 
raged by  the  rumor,  declared  that 
Orleans  had  "no  history  of  racism 
or  similar  excesses." 

But  they  were  wrong.  Orleans' 
history   is   steeped   in  "excesses." 

According  to  the  Jewish  En- 
cyclopedia, the  Jewish  community 
of  Orleans  dates  from  the  sixth 
century  and  from  the  beginning 
there  were  special  laws  against 
Jews  passed  by  the  various  coun- 
cils which  met  in  the  city. 

The  second  council  of  Orleans 
forbade  marriages  between  Jews 
and  Christians;  the  third  forbade 
Christians  from  permitting  Jews 
to  serve  as  judges  and  prohibited 
Jews  from  appearing  in  public 
between  Maundv  Thursday  'and 
Easter  Monday. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  eleventh 
century,  a  report  spread  through 
Europe  that  the  calif  Hakim  Bi- 
Amr  Allah  had  destroyed  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Sepulchre  in 
Jerusalem  at  the  instigation  of  the 
Jews  of  Orleans.  The  charge  was 
baseless  but  Orleans'  Jews  were 
obliged  to  flee  their  homes  in  or- 
der to  escape  being  massacred. 

They  finally  returned  only  to 
be  expelled  in  1821  by  Philip 
Augustus  who  turned  their  syna- 
gogue into  a  church.  Their  estates 
were  sold,  their  schools  confiscat- 
ed and  auctioned.  When  they  were 
permitted  to  live  in  Orleans  again, 
they  were  made  to  wear  a  badge 
for  which  they  had  to  pay  an  an- 
nual tax.  The  practice  was  com- 
mon at  the  time  in  many  cities 
in  France. 

Another  expulsion  was  decreed 
in  1306  and  it  wasn't  until  the 
nineteenth  century  that  a  small 
Jewish  settlement  was  reestablish- 
ed. 

But  all  of  that  was  too  long  ago 
to  be  known  by  most  of  today's 
citizens  of  Orleans.  What  Jewish 
citizens  remember  is  scapegoating 
in  modern  times. 

"We  are  always  the  victims," 
one  shopkeeper  said  sadly.  "When 
they  need  a  scapegoat,  they  at- 
tack the  Jews.  That's  how  it  start- 
ed in  1932  .  .  ." 

He  also  said  that  neither  he, 
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the  other  merchants,  the  autho- 
rities or  civic  leaders  knew  what 
to  do  when  they  first  heard  the 
Orleans'  rumor.  Some  were  afraid 
that  to  issue  denials  would  spread 
the  story.  For  nearly  two  weeks, 
they  did  nothing. 

By  that  time,  however,  the  ru- 
mor was  completely  out  of  hand 
and  it  was  obvious  that  something 
had  to  be  done.  Six  of  the  mer- 
chants filed  a  complaint  of  slander 
against  "parties  unknown,"  there- 
by setting  off  a  formal  police  in- 
vestigation. Maurice  Rebaudet, 
head  of  the  high  school  parents 
association,  and  two  merchant  or- 
ganizations denounced  the  rumors 
as  vicious  and  false.  The  two  daily 
Orleans  newspaper  published  the 
denunciations  •and  added  their 
own. 

A  committee  to  fight  against 
the  defamation  of  the  Jewish  mer- 
chants was  organized  by  the  writer 
Louis  Guilloux.  More  than  300 
people  attended  the  first  meeting 
and  signed  a  statement  expressing 
friendship  and  sympathy  for  "the 
victims  of  these  odious  accusa- 
tions." 

The  Representative  Council  of 
Jews  in  France  likened  the  slan- 
dering of  the  merchants  to  Nazi 
propaganda  tactics  and  urged  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  to  see 
that  those  responsible  be  brought 
to  justice.  The  League  Against 
Racism  and  Anti-Semitism  also 
issued  a  protest  and  appealed  to 
the  police  to  "unmask  the  male- 
volent slanderers"  since  "public 
safety  is  threatened." 

The  culprits  may  never  be 
caught.  The  Jews  of  Orleans  may 
never  know  why  the  rumor  was 
started.  Some  say  it  was  a  prank. 
Others,  looking  at  the  still  half- 
empty  stores,  think  business  rival- 
ry might  be  the  reason.  A  ma- 
jority believe  it  was  the  work  of 
an  organized  anti-Semitic  group. 
But  all  agree  on  one  thing:  it 
doesn't  really  matter  why  the  ru- 
mor was  started  or  who  started 
it.  What  is  far  more  disturbing 
is  that  so  many  were  willing  to 
believe  it. 

Brandeis  Hosts 
Unique  Conference 

Brandeis  University  hosted  a 
unique  conference  for  scholars  of 
Judaica  recently  when  42  profes- 
sors from  23  institutions  discussed 
the  teaching  of  Judaica  in  Ameri- 
can colleges  and  universities  in 
Waltham,  Mass. 

The  Colloquium  on  the  Teach- 
ing of  Judaica  in  American  Uni- 
versities reflected  a  "tremendous 
surge  of  interest"  in  Jewish  studies 
among  American  universities,  ac- 
cording to  Dr.  Leon  A.  Jick,  as- 
sociate dean  of  the  faculty  of  Arts 
and  Sciences  at  Brandeis.

Posters  display  programs  and 
trips  and  Kol  Israel  ("Voice  of 
Israel")  devotes  entire  radio  pro- 
grams to  the  holiday.  Plays,  con- 
certs and  forums  are  given  in  the 
evening  during  Hoi  Hamoed  (In- 
termediate Days). 

Succot  as  well  as  Passover  are 
seasons  when  children  go  hiking 
and  exploring.  Of  course  the  city 
most  popularly  visited  at  all  fes- 
tivals is  the  beautiful  capital  — 
Jerusalem.  There  thousands  of 
children  come  from  all  sections  of 
Israel  for  an  impressive  outdoor 
ceremony  during  which  the  school 
that  participated  to  the  fullest 
extent  in  the  activities  of  the  Jew- 
ish National  Fund  receives  a  ban- 
ner. 

In  many  of  the  Kibbutzim  (col- 
lective settlements)  the  dining  halls 
are  decorated  and  programs  of 
dance  and  song  are  held  celebrat- 
ing the  harvest  holiday.  In  the 
city,  Succot  (Booths)  are  built  on 
the  roofs  and  balconies  of  the 
concrete  block  apartment  houses. 
Those  of  the  Oriental  and  Sefardi 
Jews  are  most  impressive  and  are 
richly  decorated  with  exotic  orna- 
ments and  beautiful  carpets. 

Throughout  the  land  —  city 
and.  country  —  there  pervades  an 
atmosphere  of  festivity  during  the 
Succot  holiday. 

THE  CEREMONY  OF  THE 
WATER  DRAWING 

On  each  day  of  Succot  in  an- 
cient times,  water  was  carried  from 
the  Pool  of  Siloam  in  Jerusalem 
in  a  golden  ewer  with  great  pomp 
and  ceremony  to  the  altar  in  the 
Temple.  The  water  was  poured 
into  a  silver  bowl.  This  symboliz- 
ed, the  abundant  rain  for  which 
the  people  prayed  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  The  ceremony  was  ac- 
companied by  joyous  festivities. 
A  modern  counterpart  is  the  cus- 
tom of  Succot  parties  today. 


"He  who  hasn't  seen  the  Simhat 
Bet  Hashoeva  —  the  'Rejoicing  at 
the  Water-Drawing  Place'  —  has 
never  seen  real  joy  in  his  life!  .  .  . 
Men  of  piety  and  good  deeds  used 
to  dance  before  the  spectators  with 
lighted  torches  in  their  hands,  and 
recited  songs  and  praises.  And  the 
Levites  with  harps,  lyres,  cymbals 
and  trumpets  and  other  musical 
instruments  without  number,  were 
upon  the  fifteen  steps  going  from 
the  Court  of  the  Israelites  to  the 
Court  of  the  Women  standing 
with  their  musical  instruments 
and  rendering  melodies. 

And  two  priests  stood  at  the 
Upper  Gate  of  the  steps  with  two 
trumpets  in  their  hands.  At  dawn 
they  began  to  blow  Tekiah,  Ter- 
uah  and  Tekiah  until  they  came 
to  the  Eastern  Gate.  When  they 
reached  the  gate  they  said  'We 
are  for  the  Lord  and  our  eyes  are 
before  the  Lord' 

(Mishnah,  Succah  V) 
"Blessed  be  our  youth  that  hath 
not  shamed  our  later  years." 

"Blessed  be  our  later  years  that 
atoned  for  our  youth.  " 

(Songs  of  Simhat  Bet  Hashoeva 
-Tosefta  Succa  IV) 

SUCCOT  IN  THE  BIBLE 

"So  Solomon  held  the  Feast  (of 
Succot)  at  that  time,  and  all  Is- 
rael with  him  .  .  .  seven  days  .  .  ." 

(I  Kings  8) 

"And  on  the  second  day  were 
gathered  together  the  heads  ot 
fathers'  houses  of  all  the  people, 
the  priests,  and  the  Levites,  unto 
Ezra  the  scribe,  even  to  give  at- 
tention to  the  words  of  the  Torah. 
And  they  found  written  in  the 
Torah,  how  that  the  Lord  had

So  the  people  went 
forth,  and  brought  them,  and  made 
themselves  booths,  every  one  up- 
on the  roof  of  his  house,  and  in 
their  courts,  and  in  the  courts  of 
the  house  of  God,  and  in  the 
broad  place  of  the  gate  of 
Epharim.  And  all  the  congrega- 
tion of  them  that  were  come  back 
out  of  the  captivity  made  booths, 
and  dwelt  in  the  booths;  for  since 
the  days  of  Joshua,  the  son  of 
Nun,  unto  that  day  the  children 
of  Israel  had  not  done  so.  And 
there  was  very  great  gladness.  Al- 
so day  by  day,  from  the  first  day 
unto  the  last  day,  he  read  in  the 
book  of  the  Torah  of  God.  And 
they  kept  the  feast  seven  days;  and 
on  the  eighth  day  was  a  solemn 
assembly,  according  unto  the  ordi- 
nance." (Nehemiah  8) 
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B'nai  B'rith  Institute 
Rekindles  Inspiration

This  summer  marked  the  22nd 
annual  session  ol  the  B'nai  B'rith 
Institute  tor  Judaism  at  Wild- 
acres,  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountain 
retreat  near  Little  Switzerland, 
N.  C. 

Once  again  they  came,  over  80 
ol  them,  to  "God's  Mountain." 
Most  had  been  there  before,  while- 
others  attended  nearly  -all  the 
sessions,  and  some  attended  every 
one. 

They  come  back,  year  after 
year,  from  several  states,  Wash- 
ington, Maryland,  New  York  and 
even  from  Chicago,  111.  for  the 
beauty  and  poetic  serenity  of  the 
surroundings,  the  friendships 
made  and  renewed,  and  of  course 
for  the  inspiration  and  knowledge 
gleaned  from  the  lecturers  who 
are  among  the  nation's  top  schol- 
ars in  Judaic  history,  philosophy 
and  ethics. 

The  topic  of  the  year's  institute, 
which  was  held  Aug.  3-7,  was, 
"Moral  Crisis  and  Judaism's  Re- 
sponses in  Ancient,  Medieval,  and 
Modern  Eras."  The  speakers 
sought  to  define  the  relevance  ol 
Judaism   to   today's   moral  crisis. 

The  faculty  was  comprised  of 
Dr.  Lou  H.  Silberman,  Hillel  pro- 
fessor of  Jewish  Literature  and 
Thought  at  Vanderbilt  University, 
and  visiting  lecturer  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Vienna;  Dr.  Israel  Knox, 
associate  professor  of  philosophy 
at  New  York  University,  and  Dr. 
Norman  Frimer,  national  co-or- 
dinator  for  Hillel  Affairs  in  the 


New  York  area  and  director  of  the 
Hillel  Foundation  at  Brooklyn 
College. 

The  "students"  gathered  on  a 
terrace  overlooking  the  magnifi- 
cence of  the  Blue  Ridge  to  hear 
such  topics  as,  Judaism's  Con- 
temporary Relevance  ol  Both 
Brinks  of  the  Generation  Gap, 
The  Diety  and  Moral  Crisis  in 
Ancient  Times,  The  Rabbinic 
Approach  to  Ethics  in  Medieval 
Times;  Ancient  Rabbinic  Judaism 
and  Its  Student-Teacher  Relation- 
ship, and  Jewish  Humor  and  Its 
Uses  as  a  Response  to  Crisis. 

Some  distinguished  lecturers  in 
past  years  have  been  Solo  Baron, 
Abraham  Heschel,  Mordecai  Kap- 
lan, Maurice  Samuels,  Morris  Ad- 
ler,  Bernard  Banberger,  Leo  Jung, 
Emanual  Rackman,  Ira  Eisenstein 
and  David  Polish. 

Dr.  Wallace  Hoffman  of  States- 
ville,  N.  C;  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sol 
Levin,  Burlington,  N.  C;  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ellis  Baker,  Charlotte,  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Sig  Schaffer  of  Ral- 
eigh are  among  the  institute  vet- 
erans who  have  been  to  all  or 
nearly  all  of  the  sessions  since  their 
beginning. 

As  he  does  each  year,  I.  D. 
Blumenthal  of  Charlotte,  custo- 
dian of  Wildacres,  addressed  the 
welcoming  session,  recalling  the 
history  of  Wildacres  and  explain- 
ing how  it  is  dedicated  to  the  ad- 
vancement of  human  understand- 
ing for  all  faiths.

Albert  Morris  (A.  M.)  Fleish- 
man of  Fayetteville  died  June  27 
at  Highsmith-Rainey  Memorial 
Hospital.

Bernice  Wolff  of  Fayetteville,  a 
son  Joel,  assistant  to  president  of 
Yale  University,  New  Haven, 
Conn.,  two  grandchildren,  Dara 
and  Stephanie,  and  by  three  sis- 
ters; Mrs.  Marie  Fleishman  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  Mrs.  Joseph 
Blumenthal  and  Mrs.  Alex  Wait- 
man  of  Fayetteville.

4  Lbs.  beef  shoulder,  top  cut  brisket 

or  middle  chuck  cut 
3  onions,  diced  or  sliced 

2  Cloves  garlic,  minced 
1  carrot,  shredded 

1  stalk  celery,  diced 

1  green  pepper,  diced 

3  tablespoons  chicken  schmaltz 

2  teaspoons  salt 

%  teaspoon  paprika 

4  bay  leaves 
10  peppercorn? 

1  tiny  red  peone"  fnnt'onal) 

\Vz  cups  soup  stock  or  tomato  juice 

2  tablespoons  brown  sugar 

Heat  a  heavy  pot  and  braise 
the  meat  till  evenly  browned  on 
all  sides.  Add  remaining  ingredi- 
ents in  the  order  listed,  cover  and 
simmer  1  1/2  to  2  hours.  Or,  fol- 
low same  procedure  for  Pressure 
Cooker  Method,  reducing  liquid 
to  half  the  amount.  Consult  chart 
for  time.  Slice  when  tender  and 
serve  with  gravy  from  pot. 

Serves  6  to  8. 

Bagel 

3  cups  flour  (plus  3  tablespoons  for 
kneading  board) 

IV2  teaspoons  salt 

2  tablespoons  sugar 
1  package  yeast 

2/3  cup  lukewarm  water 

3  tablespoons  salad  oil 
(or  shortening) 

1  egg 

4  quarts  boiling  water  to  which  add 
2  tablespoons  sugar 

Sift  dry  ingredients  together  in- 
to a  deep  mixing  bowl.  Dissolve 
yeast   in   1/3   of   the  lukewarm 


water.  Add  oil  or  melted  shorten- 
ing to  remainder  of  warm  water 
and  stir  into  dissolved  yeast.  Make 
a  well  in  the  center  of  flour  mix- 
ture and  stir  in  the  liquid,  adding 
slightly  beaten  egg  when  half  the 
liquid  has  been  used.  Stir  briskly 
to  form  a  ball  of  dough  and  knead 
on  a  lightly  floured  board  two 
minutes.  Return  dough  to  mixing 
bowl,  smooth  side  up,  and  punch 
down  three  times.  Cover  and  let 
rise  at  room  temperature  15  to 
20  minutes,  or  until  the  dough  has 
come  to  top  of  bowl.  Knead  again 
on  board  till  smooth  and  elastic 
as  lor  rolls.  Divide  dough  into  12 
equal  portions.  Form  into  lengths 
not  more  than  3/4  inch  thick, 
pinching  ends  together.  Place  on 
a  floured  cookie  sheet  and  slip 
under  broiler  flame  3  minutes. 
Drop  each  bagel  into  rapidly 
boiling  water  in  a  deep  kettle  and 
cook  over  moderate  heat  15  to  20 
minutes.  Skim  out  and  place  on  a 
cookie  sheet.  Bake  at  375  deg.  F. 
for  10  minutes  then  increase  heat 
to  400  deg.  F.  lor  5  to  6  minutes 
or  till  bagels  are  browned  and 
crust  golden  brown  and  crisp,  ap- 
proximately 15  minutes. 
Yields  12. 

Variations  are  made  by  sprinkl- 
ing bagels  with  poppy  seed,  or 
coarse  garlic,  onion  or  salt  before 
baking. 

Potato  Blintzes 
Batter 

2  eggs 
1/2  cup  water 
1/3  cup  unsifted  flour

1/4  cup  chopped  onion 

2  tablespoons  peanut  oil 

2  cups  mashed  potatoes,  cooled 

2  tablespoons  salt 

For  the  batter,  combine  all  the 
ingredients  into  a  mixing  bowl. 
Beat  until  well  blended.  Pour 
about  2  tablespoons  of  the  batter 
into  a  hot,  lightly  oiled  6-inch 
skillet  and  tilt  the  pan  until  bot- 
tom is  coated  with  batter.  Pan- 
cake should  be  thin.  Let  the  pan- 


cake cook  on  one  side  until  batter 
becomes  dull  on  surface.  Turn  out 
of  pan.  Continue  with  remaining 
batter  until  all  pancakes  are  made. 

For  the  filling,  saute  onion  in 
2  tablespoons  peanut  oil  until 
tender.  Combine  entire  mixture 
with  mashed  potatoes  and  salt. 
Place  filling  in  center  of  pancake. 
Turn  opposite  sides  in  and  roll 
each  tip  like  a  jelly  roll.  Brown  in 
oil  at  medium  heat  until  golden 
and  thoroughly  heated,  about  10 
to  15  minutes.

Mr.  ;tnd  Mrs.  Sidney  Feldman  ol 
Asheville,  lTad  not  studied  French 
at  Asheville  High  School,  where 
she  is  a  senior,  prior  to  her  trip. 

She  learned  quickly  however, 
during  her  journey. 

"I  even  was  able  to  do  the  gro- 
cery shopping  for  the  family," 
she  said. 

Miss  Feldman  learned  a  great 
deal  more  than  language  on  her 
trip. 

"There  is  no  age  limit  on  drink- 
ing in  France,  so  it's  no  big  deal 
there,"  she  said.  "Kids  don't  drink 
with  the  idea  of  getting  drunk, 
and  I  saw  no  one  drink  too  much." 

Miss  Feldman  found  French 
youth  in  general  to  have  a  more 
mature  attitude  than  youngsters 
in  the  U.S. 

"I  dated  many  French  boys  and 
I  liked  them  very  much,"  she  said. 
"The}'  have  wonderful  manners 
and  show  you  courtesies  you  aren't 
quite  prepared  for." 

Miss  Feldman  also  noted  a  dif- 
ference in  how  French  young  peo- 
ple treat  their  parents. 

"The)  have  great  respect  lor 
their  parents  and  assume  more  re- 
sponsibilities around  the  home," 
she  explained.  "I  used  to  leave 
everything  for  my  mother,  but 
somehow  over  there,  I  got  a  dif- 
ferent idea  and  my  parents  find 
me  vastly  changed." 

Also,  Miss  Feldman  found  dif- 
ferences between  French  and 
American  young  persons  in  their 
tastes  for  music. 

"They  like  slow,  soothing  mu- 
sic, and  also  rock  n  roll  and  be- 
bop,'' she  said.  "There,  they  do 
those  dances  that  were  popular 
here  maybe  in  the  late  40s  or  50s, 
and  they  were  great  fun." 

Miss  Feldman  said  that  it  is 
not  true  that  the  French  popu- 


lace dislikes  Americans,  as  some 
critics  claim.  "II  you  live  in  a 
French  home  they  couldn't  do 
more  for  you,"  she  said. 

She  added  however,  that  fche 
French  are  not  particularly  fond 
of  American  tourists. 

Miss  Feldman  stayed  with  the 
Delivet  family  in  Alancon,  a  city 
known  for  its  lace  goods.  Four  of 
her  six  weeks  were  spent  at  La 
Baule,  where  the  family  has  an 
apartment. 

At  La  Baule,  she  swam,  boated, 
took  a  turn  at  skin  diving,  and 
even  won  $8  at  the  casino,  using 
only  $2  to  start  with. 

She  also  saw  the  movie  "Funm 
Girl"  in  France,  in  addition  to 
some   lather  "risque"  movies. 

Previous  to  her  trip  to  France. 
Miss  Feldman  visited  with  her 
grandparents  in  London,  England 
for  three  weeks.  She  had  not  seen 
her  mother's  parents  since  she  was 
six.   when   they   visited  America. 

She  saw  much  of  the  country- 
side while  in  England  and  visited 
London  fairly  often. 

"1  think  the  people  in  London 
are  not  very  happy  about  our 
having  bought  the  London  Bridge 
and  its  being  taken  clown  to  be 
moved  here,"  she  said.  "They  seem 
to  feel  that  Americans  are  trying 
to  turn  the  United  States  into 
Great  Britain  and  they  resent  it." 

Miss  Feldman  viewed  the  Lon- 
don production  of  "Hair,"  but  the 
show  was  "awful,"  she  said. 

One  thing  Miss  Feldman  was  im- 
pressed by  was  the  lack  of  racial 
discrimination  in  England.  Black 
and  white  were  treated  -alike,  and 
she  saw  no  poor  black  persons,  she 
said. 

Miss  Feldman  is  back  at  school 
now,  but  her  experiences  in 
France  and  England  will  not  be 
forgotten. 
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cational  institutions.  But  while 
in  most  universities  the  students 
are  aggressively  and  destructively 
battling  the  existing  order  in  order 
to  get  the  educational  programs 
o£  the  type  they  want,  at  Hadar 
HaTorah,  students  accept  every- 
thing its  laculty  and  administra- 
tion recommend  because  they  rec- 
ognize the  curriculum  will  fulfill 
not  only  their  educational  require- 
ments, but  also  their  spiritual  and 
emotional  needs. 

Hadar  HaTorah  oilers  a  path 
to  maturity  and  self-fulfillment  to 
young  Jewish  students  Asho  be- 
come "lost"  on  regular  college 
campuses,  and  the  approach  used 
is  one  that  may  seem  anachronistic 
in  this  day  of  nuclear  physics  and 
computer  sciences.  At  Hadar  Ha- 
Torah, which  means  Beauty  of 
the  Torah,  students  are  instructed 
in  Torah  and  Jewish  Talmud. 

Many  people  hearing  of  this 
approach  cannot  understand  at 
first  why  it  should  be  successful 
in  giving  direction  to  college 
youth  who  have  never  had  it  be- 
lore  in  their  lives,  but  Hadar  Ha- 
Torah can  lay  claim  to  some  re- 
markable success  stories.  Hippies 
from  the  Berkeley  campus,  gradu- 
ate students  in  marketing  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania's 
Wharton  School  of  Business, 
scientists  from  the  Harvard  Uni- 
versity space  program  all  have  had 
meaningful  experiences  at  Hadar 
HaTorah  that  have  changed  their 
lives. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  students 
to  be  well  versed  in  Talmudic 
studies  and  the  Hebrew  language 
to  attend  this  institution.  In  fact 
many  students  know  so  little  about 
Judaism  beforehand  that  they 
have  to  be  taught  their  alephs  and 
beths. 

"Some  have  had  no  more  pre- 
vious connection  with  Judaism 
other  than  the  fact  they  were 
born  Jews,"  explained  Rabbi  Jacob 
J.  Hecht,  executive  vice  president 
of  the  National  Committee  For 
Furtherance  of  Jewish  Education, 
which  sponsors  Hadar  HaTorah 
and  two  dozen  other  educational 
and  service  projects.  "But  that  is 
enough,  since  it  gives  us  an  ef- 
fective channel  by  which  we  can 
reach  them." 

According  to  Rabbi  Hecht,  most 
Jewish  students  look  forward  to 
regular  college  as  the  high  point 
of  their  lives. 


"They  expect  to  find  on  col- 
lege campuses  not  only  an  edu- 
cation, but  a  way  to  their  future 
life  —  their  career,  marriage,  and 
family"  he  said. 

But  what  they  do  find  today 
more  often  than  not  on  regular 
college  campuses,  he  claims,  is 
rebellion,  violence,  drugs,  and 
sex,  all  of  which  serve  to  trau- 
matize them,  and  make  them  real- 
ize how  empty  their  lives  are. 

"At  this  point  they  have  the 
desperate  need  to  find  their  iden- 
tity, and  some  —  those  that  find 
their  way  to  Hadar  HaTorah  — 
follow  the  intuition  that  the  light 
path  to  follow  is  one  that  will 
help  them  examine,  probably  for 
the  first  time  in  their  lives,  their 
Jewish  heritage,"  Rabbi  Hecht 
said. 

Upon  arriving  at  Hadar  Ha- 
Torah, students  first  evolve  the 
questions  they  seek  answers  to: 
how,  Avhat,  and  who  they  should 
be  as  Jews,  who  they  should  be- 
lieve in,  and  what  is  an  authentic 
way  of  life.  "When  they  finally 
obtain  the  answers  to  these  ques- 
tions, they  find  their  identity,  and 
in  the  bargain,  a  spiritual  and 
emotional  maturity,"  Rabbi  Hecht 
said. 

Hadar  HaTorah  has  a  flexibil- 
ity of  courses,  geared  to  the 
schedules  of  many  different  types 
of  college  students.  The  regular 
course  is  two  years,  and  most  stu- 
dents interrupt  their  regular  col- 
lege courses  to  take  this  special 
course  at  Hadar  HaTorah.  Others 
enroll  after  graduation  from  high 
school  before  going  on  to  regular 
college. 

For  those  who  do  not  want  to 
take  oft  two  years,  other  programs 
are  available.  Becoming  increas- 
ingly popular  is  the  Weekend 
Seminar  Program.  As  its  name 
suggests,  this  program  is  for  stu- 
dents who  want  to  attend  on  week- 
ends only.  Students  study  the 
Torah  and  the  Talmud  every 
Saturday  and  Sunday.  While  their 
study  is  being  conducted,  the\ 
live  in  a  religious  atmosphere, 
staying  at  the  home  of  a  Hadar 
HaTorah  faculty  member. 

For  students  who  want  to  at- 
tend college  in  the  New  York  area 
half  the  day,  and  Hadar  HaTorah 
the  other  half,  there  is  a  special 
Half  Day  Program,  and  a  summer 
session  concluded  recently.

again  in  its  beautiful  succa. 

The  succa,  constructed  by  the 
elders  with  the  help  of  the  Home's 
stall,  is  one  ol  the  largest  and 
most:  singularly  decorated  in  the 
Carolinas. 

Visitors  seeing  the  colorful  and 
vibrant  succa  praised  its  beautx 
and  some  even  "ooh'd"  and 
"ah'd".  Manx  returned  with  their 
children,  relatives  and  friends  to 
share  their  jox  in.  seeing  the  tab- 
ernacle. 

The  lighting  of  the  candles,  fol- 
lowed by  the  traditional  Kiddish 
and  serving  of  meals  in  the  succa 
when,  weather  permitted,  were 
symbolic  of  our  forefathers  dedi- 
cation to  biblical  times. 

Since  the  succa  was  24  foot  b} 
15,  there  was  little  problem  in 
seating  everyone  among  the  col- 
orful harvest  of  fruit,  vegetables, 
oils  and  wines  hanging  from  the 
ceiling  and  walls  of  the  taber- 
nacle. 

The  residents  emulated  the 
ceremonies  of  Biblical  times  dur- 
ing this  "Season  of  Rejoicing", 
seeking  shelter  and  refreshment 
by  using  the  local  harvest,  together 
with  the  symbols  of  ancient  times, 
the  Citron,  Myrtle  and  the  Fruit- 
ful. Palm.

CHAPLAIN'S 
CORNER 

A  few  years  ago,  information 
was  sought  by  an  Israeli  agency 
from  a  number  of  Jewish  authori- 
ties as  to  what  constitutes  a  jew. 
There  was  a  variety  of  answers 
rangng  from  strict  observations  of 
traditional  ways  of  living  to  the 
simple  commitment  to  Jewish 
identity  by  being  known  as  avow- 
ing identity  of  jewishness. 

During  the  Holy  Day  season  in 
the  first  month  of  the  Jewish  year, 
Jewish  identification  can  mean 
only  the  inevadable  understanding 
that  it  is  the  feeling  of  belonging 
to  the  people  that  is  rightly  known 
as  the  "mother  of  universal  ethical 
monotheism". 

It  was  with  Abraham  that  peo- 
ple began  to  learn  that  there  is 
one  God,  the  Source  of  all  and 
the  Father  of  the  people  to  whom 
there  was  entrusted  the  teaching 
that  the  goals  of  human  living 
must  include  a  striving  for  an  era 
of  peace  and  brotherhood  in  which 
all  the  inhabitants  of  the  human 
family  equally  share. 

From  the  time  when  the  biblical 
patriarch  was  enjoined  to  "be  a 
blessing",  to  the  prophet's  decla- 
ration that  the  Eternal  not  only 
dwell  in  "the  high  and  holy  place" 


but  also  "with  him  that  is  of  a 
contrite  and  humble  spirit  to  re- 
ceive the  spirit  of  the  humble, 
and  to  revive  the  heart  of  the 
contrite  ones",  it  is  a  religious 
contribution  to  the  progress  of 
humanity  that  the  Jewish  people 
was  called  upon  to  expouse  by  its 
very  existence.

DO  THE  JEWS  BELIEVE 
IN  ANGELS? 

Quite  often  do  we  read  in  our 
prayers  and  certainly  in  our  Bible 
about  angels  of  G-d,  messengers 
so  to  speak,  seraphem,  and  all 
sorts  of  designated  beings  that 
may  be  (ailed  angels. 

There  is  no  question  that  an- 
gels are  mentioned  in  the  Bible. 
Not  only  are  they  mentioned  in 
prophetic  literature,  such  as  the 
Book  of  Isiah,  Ezekial,  etc.,  per- 
hajjs  in  the  time  when  people  had 
more  of  a  feeling  for  supernatural 
beings  because  of  the  environ- 
ment of  the  time,  but  we  find 
them  mentioned  quite  often  in  the 
five  books  of  Moses.  We  may  all 
recall  the  story  of  Abraham  and 
the  three  angels  that  visited  him; 
we  may  also  recall  the  story  of 
Jacob,  when  he  mentions  an  an- 
gel in  his  prayer. 

The  fact  is  the  Talmud  has  a 
vast  literature  on  angels  and  a  lot 
of  commentaries  on  the  workings 
of  angels.  As  an  example,  the  Tal- 
mud mentions  that  the  three  an- 
gels who  visited  Abraham  each 
had  one  specific  task  to  do,  and 
that  no  angel  may  have  more  than 
one  task  at  a  time.  Hence,  one 
angel  was  sent  to  tell  Abraham  of 
the  news  that  he  shall  have  a  son; 
another  to  destroy  the  cities  of 
Sodom  and  Gemorrah;  and  the 
third  angel  to  save  the  nephew 
of  Abraham,  namely  Lot.  We  find 
that  the  Talmud  goes  on  to  de- 
scribe how  angels  look— two  wings 
before  them,  two  wings  above 
them,  two  wings  in  the  back  of 
them,  etc.  What  is  interesting, 
however,  is  that  though  the  Tal- 
mud has  all  this  literature  about 
angels,  the  Mishnah,  which  was 
written  approximately  400  yrs.  be- 
fore the  Talmud,  contains  no  men- 
tion of  angels. 

The  next  approach  to  this  sub- 
ject must  be  looked  at  through 
the  writings  of  the  Jew,  namely, 
the  scholars  of  the  medieval  Jew- 
ish environment.  We  do  find 
through  history  that  these  medieval 
Jewish  scholars  are  more  or  less 
divided  as  to  their  approach  to 
the  subject  of  angels.  The  Cab- 
balist,  in  their  mystical  writings, 
certainly  have  a  great  regard  for 
angels,  -assigning  them  all  sorts 
of  tasks  in  their  work  of  carrying 
out  the  will  of  the  Almighty.  Such 
prayers  as  Shalom  Alechen,  tint 
is  sung  every  Friday  evening,  de- 
scribing angels  visiting  the  home 
on  Friday  evening,  are  an  exam- 


ple of  the  prayers  of  angeleology 
of  the  Cabbalists  who  believed  in 
these  angels. 

Other  medieval  Jewish  scholars, 
even  such  noted  ones  as  Mam- 
ondies,  developed  the  thought  of 
angels  and  all  the  aspects  of  great 
holiness  given  unto  them.  For 
with  angels  that  are  good  was  also 
the  thought  of  those  that  are  bad; 
hence,  such  thoughts  as  the  eveil 
eye,  or  shedim,  dibuk,  bad  omens, 
or  messengers  of  the  devil.  (And, 
by  the  way,  the  Talmud  does  men- 
tion all  these  to  exist  in  the  sense 
of  angeleology.  There  are  good 
angels,  and  bad  angels).  Mamoni- 
des,  therefore,  was  against  the 
prayer  of  Shalom  Alec  hem,  which 
made  reference  to  angels,  and,  in 
fact,  to  this  very  clay  Sefardim, 
Spanish  Jews,  do  not  sing  that  song 
in  iher  services.  These  Rationalists, 
in  some  respect,  go  so  far  as  to 
consider  all  the  Biblical  references 
to  angels  as  allegorical  in  nature. 
Or,  at  least,  to  mean  simple  hu- 
man messengers. 

It  must  be  stressed,  as  it  must 
be  in  all  asoteric  matters,  that 
Judaism  was  basically  a  practical 
religion,  and  that  the  belief  in 
such  matters  like  angels  was  not 
an  indispensable  dogma.  If  an- 
gels, or  the  belief  in  their  existence 
in  one  form  or  another,  are  a 
means  of  helping  man  understand 
the  ways  of  the  Almighty  and  to 
follow  in  his  path,  then  there  is 
certainly  nothing  wrong  in  be- 
lieving in  them.  If,  on  the  other 
hand,  as  many  of  the  medieval 
rabbis  feared,  tht  belief  in  angels 
would  detract  in  any  way  from 
one's  belief  in  the  Almighty,  then 
such  a  belief  is  contrary  to  tradi- 
tion. 

We  find  this  fact  to  be  true 
in  Talmudic  times,  for  the  very 

Talmud  that  does  describe  and 
speak  so  much  about  angeleology 
also  says:  LO-YTZABACH  LGA- 
VREL  ULMICHAEL  ELOH  LE 
—  The  Lord  Almighty  proclaims, 

'Do  not  pray  not  to  Gabriel  or 
to  Mechial,  only  Me."  There  is  no 
such  thing  as  angels  or  messengers 
or  intermediaries  before  G-d  in 
prayer,  and,  if  one  feels  that,  then 
forget  about  the  whole  philosophy 
of  intermediaries  and  believe  only 
that  there  is  G-d,  and  man  to  do 
his  works. 

With  this  view,  we  may  thus 
find,  in  our  liturgy  that  the  Jew 
refers  to  two  angels  before  going 
to  bed  every  night.  This  belief 
helps  him  to  have  faith  that  the 
Almighty  watches  over  him.  On 
the  other  hand,  we  find  that  the 
author  of  the  Haggadah  is  quite 
insistant  that  the  Jew,  on  Pass- 
over Eve,  understands  that  it  was 
G-d  alone  "and  no  angels,  nor 
seraph,  etc."  who  took  his  fore-

Acceptance 

Of  Black,  Jew 
Still  Hung  Up 


Ethiopian-born  H;iihi  Paris  sees 
social  acceptance  as  the  "main 
hangup"  in  the  acceptance  of 
black  Jews  in  the  Jewish  com- 
munity. 

Since  1965,  Paris  has  been  as- 
sistant rabbi  of  Congregation  Mt. 
Horab,  the  Bronx,  which  serves 
50  black  Jewish  families. 

"During  the  past  50  to  70  years," 
Paris  said,  "there  had  been  a  rigid 
nonacceptance  o£  the  black  Jew. 
In  recent  years,  there  has  been  a 
shift  from  the  Old  Guard'  view 
of  nonacceptance  toward  a  'new 
guard'  position  of  greater  accept- 
ance." 

Paris,  who  studied  during  1957- 
58  at  Yeshivat  Hadarom  in  Re- 
hovot,  Israel,  pointed  to  the  study- 
ing of  black  Jewish  youth  in 
yeshivol  in  the  United  States  and 
Israel  as  characteristic  of  this  shift. 
"Too  many  Jews,  however,"  he 
added,  "still  have  a  social  hang- 
up   about    accepting    the  black 


Jew.  Although  certain  hassidic 
groups  have  expressed  willingness 
to  accept  and  integrate  black  Jews 
into  their  communities,  the  gen- 
eral attitude  has  not  yet  evolved 
into  full  acceptance." 

In  addition  to  putting  his  case 
for  acceptance  during  frequent 
lecture  tours,  the  35-year-old  na- 
tive of  Addis  Ababa  has  been  ac- 
tive as  a  board  member  of  Hazaad 
Harishon,  an  organization  formed 
to  prepare  black  Jewish  youth  for 
acceptance  into  the  general  Jew- 
ish community.  The  group  has 
performed  in  numerous  dance 
festivals  and  taken  part  in  Israel's 
Independence  Day  Parades. 

Paris  said  that  such  organiza- 
tions as  the  Federation  of  Jew- 
ish. Philanthropies  have  been  in- 
strumental in  relocating  many 
black  Jens  in  white  Jewish  com- 
munities to  give  them  the  bene- 
fits of  a  "total  Jewish  environ- 
ment.' 

He  came  to  the  United  States 
in  1936  during  Mussolini's  invas- 
ion of  Ethiopia.  His  ties  with  the 
Falashas,  the  country's  black  Jews, 
have  been  very  close.  During 
1965-66  he  spent  10  months  there, 
making  many  contacts  with  the 
Falashas.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Pro-Falasha  Committee  of  New 
York,  which  is  seeking  to  improve 
the  plight  of  Ethiopian  Jews.

fathers  out  of  Egypt.  The  Rabbis 
were  quite  insistent  that  prayers 
always  be  offered  directly  to  the 
Almighty  and  not  to  any  inter- 
mediary. 

On  the  other  hand  the  belief 
that  two  angels  accompany  a  Jew 
home  from  the  Synagogue  on  Fri- 
day evening  (to  whom  we  sing 
the  traditional  Shalom  Alechem), 
is  one  of  the  most  popular  and 
widespread  beliefs  in  Judaism,  (of 
course,  as  mentioned  before,  Mam- 
onides  is  against  this),  written  by 
the  mystics  who  believed  that  this 
would  help  the  Jew  to  have  better 
belief  and  faith  in  G-d.

cautious  about  was  the  insistence 
that  any  belief  in  angels  should 
not  lead  the  Jews  to  a  belief  in 
any  king  of  Dualism.  The  role 
and  power  of  the  Almighty  G-d 
is  not  to  be  shared  with  any  crea- 
ture, be  it  human,  physical,  spirit- 
ual, or  even  quasi-divine.  The 
belief  that  "The  Lord,  Our  G-d, 
Is  One"  implies  that  he  has  no 
"second"  or  "assistant".  Whatever 
vehicle  he  may  use  to  carry  out  his 
will  is  merely  a  temporary  instru- 
ment of  his  momentary  desire. 
This  indeed  is  today's  philosophy 
of  angeleology.  Indeed,  says  the 
Talmud,  "G-d  has  many  messeng- 
ers'' —  meaning  there  are  many 
ways  by  which  G-d  gets  his  will 
done. 

If  with  it  we  have  better  faith 
and  understanding  of  G-d  then 
believe  that  G-d  has  members  of 
beauty  and  of  good,  a  messenger 
of  Shalom  Alechem  —  Peace  Be 
With  You  —  on  Friday  night.  If, 
on  the  other  hand,  this  makes  one 
feel  that  the  whole  idea  of  our 
Lord  in  heaven  is  through  mes- 
sengers, then  the  idea  of  angels 
should  not  exist  whatsoever.

UILT  A  TEMPLE 


A  handful  ol  families  saw  a 
dream  realized  Aug.  10  Temple 
Emanu-El  was  dedicated  in  Myrtle 
Beach,  S.  C. 

A  standing-room  crowd  ol  sev- 
eral hundred  attended  as  ranking 
Jewish  leaders  praised  the  24 
Myrtle  Beach  families  whose  ef- 
forts led  to  the  construction  of 
the  temple. 

An  aura  of  "joyous  spiritual- 
ity" prevailed,  according  to  Circuit 
Rider  Reuben  Kesner. 

Kesner  is  spiritual  leader  and 
teacher  of  the  congregation  here 
and  for  Horry  County  and  south- 
eastern North  Carolina.  "If  we 
dedicate  ourselves,  this  is  no  fu- 
tile dream,"  he  said  in  the  open- 
ing prayer. 

"We  shall  find  the  way  to  realize 
our  highest  goals.  Together 
through  our  lives,  may  we  make 
our  building  a  sanctuary  place,  so 
that  all  who  pass  this  way  may 
say,  'Surely,  the  Lord  is  in  the 
place;  this  is  a  house  of  God."' 

Henry  Cohen,  chairman  of  the 
building  committee,  formally  pre- 
sented the  Key  to  the  congrega- 
tion's president,  Hugo  Schiller. 
His  words  rang  out: 

"This  is  a  key  to  Jewish  com- 
mitment; this  is  a  key  to  Jewish 
knowledge;  this  is  a  key  to  Jew- 
ish survival." 

Co-chairman  Raymond  Schild 
kindled  the  Eternal  Lamp,  de- 
livering a  special  prayer  for  the 
occasion. 

Rabbi  David  S.  Gruber,  main 
speaker,  hailed  the  local  achieve- 
ment and  spoke  of  Judaism's  goals 
and  purposes: 

"You  have  taken  -a  parcel  of 
earth  and  made  it  hallowed 
ground;  you  have  used  common 
space  and  transformed  it  into  a 
holy  sanctuary.

For  the  15th  year,  the  Greater 
Garolinas  Assn.  of  Rabbis  met  at 
their  Kallah  at  Wildacres.  This 
year's  program  A\as  of  great  im- 
portance  and  of  knowledge  to  the 
Rabbinical  Assn.  Tbe  guest  lec- 
turer was  Dr.  Israel  Mowshowitz, 
rabbi  of  the  Hillcrest  Jewish  Cen- 
ter, Long  Island,  N.  Y.,  a  gradu- 
ate of  Duke  University. 

Dr.  Mowshowitz  having  been 
passed  president  of  the  New  York 
Board  of  Rabbis  and  privileged  in 
being  part  of  the  first  of  a  con- 
tingent of  rabbis  to  visit  Russia, 
in  1956,  spoke  on  the  subject 
"The  Jews  in  the  Soviet  Russia". 
The  lectures  were  most  interesting. 
Questions  and  answers  followed 
his  lecture. 

Also  having  received  his 
doctors  in  clinicle  psychology, 
he  lectured  to  the  rabbis  on  re- 
ligious and  clinical  psychiatry. 
The  theme  was  bereavement,  coun- 
celling  and  personal  crisis.  Both 
this  series  of  lectures  and  his  anal- 
ysis on  the  public  theme  of  the 
few  in  Russia  were  enlightening 
and  astonishing  in  the  light  of  to- 
day's living.  Dr.  Mowshowitz  spent 
live  days  giving  these  seminars 
and  gave  at  least  eight  such  lec- 
tures before  he  left.  He  was  cer- 
tainly a  tired  man  by  then,  but 
we  rabbis  were  a  more  knowledge- 
able group.

SIGNIFICANCE  OF 
"T'KIAS  KAHAF" 
By  Rabbi  Samuel  A.  Friedman 

Cong.  Beth  Israel,  Asheville,  N.  C. 
and  Sec'y-Treas.,  Greater  Carolinas 
Association  of  Rabbis 

In  the  Middle  Ages,  when  two 
men.  met,  they  extended  their  right 
hands  and  shook  hands  to  show 
that  they  did  not  intend  to  use 
their  swords.  The  handshake  then 
became  a  display  of  friendship,  a 
gesture  of  courtesy. 

Long  before  this,  Eglon,  the 
very  fat  King  of  Moab,  in  greeting 
Ehud,  one  of  the  Judges  of  Israel 
following  Joshua,  looked  at  the 
left  side  of  Ehud  to  see  if  a  sword 
was  concealed  there.  But  Ehud 
was  left-handed.  The  sword  was 
hidden  "under  his  raiment  upon 
his  right  thigh.  This  caused  Eglon 
his  life. 

It  has  been  said  by  H.  T.  Tuc- 
kerman  (1813-71),  American  au- 
thor and  art  critic,  that,  "the  hand 
is  the  mind's  only  perfect  vassal." 
How  significant  then  is  the  Jew- 
ish "T'kias  Kahf,"  the  hand-shake. 
The  hand,  with  its  five  fingers 
represent  the  five  "chushim," 
(senses).  Each  finger  of  the  hand 
is  linked  to  one  of  the  senses:  the 
thumb,  to  clean  the  gums;  the 
sense  of  taste;  the  index  finger 
represents  the  sense  of  smell;  the 
fore-finger,  the  sense  of  touch; 
the  fourth  finger,  the  sense  of  vis- 
ion; and  the  little  finger  repre- 
sents the  sense  of  hearing.  When 
we  shake  hands  with  someone, 
we  greet  not  only  with  the  hand 


but  with  our  whole  bod)  with  all 
its  senses. 

A  hand-shake  between  Jews, 
(and  it  should  be  with  all  people) 
is  a  gesture  of  mutual  trust,  con- 
fidence in  each  other,  an  unwrit- 
ten promise  that  our  words  are 
binding.  The  handshake  then 
must  not  be  an  "Eglon-Ehud" 
greeting,  but  rather  that  of  a 
"David  -  Jonathan'*  relationship, 
"Hashem  yiheye  bayni  uvaynechoh 
uvane  zari  uvane  zarachoh  ad 
olom."  ("The  Lord  shall  be  be- 
tween me  and  thee,  and  between 
my  seed  and  thy  seed,  forever.")

That 


The  State  of  Israel  is  aboul 
1/  500th  the  size  of  the  Arab  speak- 
ing world. 

The  largest  tank  battle  in  his- 
tory was  fought  in  the  Sinai  dur- 
ing the  Six-Day  War.  The  Is- 
raelis sent  325  tanks  against  850 
Egyptian  tanks,  and,  after  a  hard 
and  brutal  battle,  watched  the 
Egyptian  forces  retreat. 

A  total  of  1,261  war  widows  re- 
ceive aid  from  the  Rehabilitation 
Department  of  the  Israel  Ministry 
of  Defense. 

There  were  774,000  children  en- 
rolled in  the  Israeli  school  system 
during  1968. 

There  is  no  capital  punishment 
in  Israel  and,  consequently,  cap- 
tured terrorists  are  not  put  to 
death.  In  fact,  prison  sentences 
are  often  lighter  than  would  be 
expected.

LIN  HOLTON,  46,  has  led  the  Republi- 
can resurgence  in  Virginia  and  now 
stands  on  the  threshold  of  becoming  the 
state's  first  GOP  governor  in  this  cen- 
tury. A  native  of  Big  Stone  Gap,  grad- 
uate of  Washington  and  Lee  Univers- 
ity and  Harvard  Law  School,  he  came 
to  Roanoke  to  practice  law  after  service 
with  the  U.S.  Navy's  submarine  force. 
His  determination  to  build  a  vigorous 
Virginia  Republican  Party  paid  off  in 
1965.  As  a  candidate  for  governor,  work- 
ing with  just  a  fraction  of  the  money 
and  machinery  of  the  opposition,  he 
polled  more  votes  than  any  Republican 
in  Virginia's  history.  One  of  the  six

Buz  came  to  Virginia  after  wartime 
service  as  a  naval  officer.  He  headed 
the  firm  of  Dawbarn  Brothers  in 
Waynesboro  until  it  became  a  full  di- 
vision of  W.  R.  Grace  and  Co.  in  1963. 
Long  involved  in  public  affairs,  he  serv- 
ed as  a  councilman  and  vice  mayor  of 
Waynesboro.

Dick  made  his 
political  debut — and  reputation — in  1964 
when  he  ran  for  the  U.  S.  Congress  in 
the  3rd  District  and  came  within  a  few 
votes  of  being  the  first  Republican  win- 
ner from  that  district  in  this  century.

THE  BEAUTY 
OF  JUDAISM

Judaism  is  more  than  a  way  of  life,  it  is  a  way  of  love. 
It's  gathering  together  as  a  family  at  dinner,  or  saying, 
"Today  I  am  a  man." 

It's  remembering  the  wise  words  of  a  father,  or  the  gentle 
kiss  at  bedtime  from  a  mother.  It's  naming  your  child  after 
your  grandmother,  or  your  first  time  in  synagogue,  or  the 
breaking  of  the  glass  at  a  wedding. 

It's  striving  to  exceed  every  goal,  or  singing,  "Shain  Vie 
Die  Levoone,"  or  assisting  a  needy  neighbor,  or  buying  a  tree 
in  Israel. 

It's  acting  the  way  God  would  want  us  to  act. 
Judaism  is  compassion. 

Judaism  Challenged 

Throughout  the  ages  the  Jew  has  been  persecuted.  His 
dignity,  his  pride,  his  very  existence  has  been  challenged  by 
those  undeserving  of  mention.  And  this  challenge  continues, 
even  today. 

Yet  Judaism  lives  on. 

What  has  kept  Judaism  alive  has  been,  and  is,  the  Jews' 
ability  to  adjust,  to  roll  with  the  punches,  to  question  and 
make  Judaism  relevant  to  the  times. 

Sometimes  it  is  difficult  to  see  why  we  need  to  "feel  Jew- 
ish," especially  in  today's  world  of  man,  machines,  and  ma- 
terialism. Sometimes  it  is  easier  to  say,  "I  was  born  Jewish, 
but  .  .  .  .,"  rather  than  trying  to  explain  to  a  stranger  what 
it  means  to  be  Jewish. 

Relevance  Clouded 

Relevance  can  often  be  clouded  by  ignorance.  The  simple 
answer  is  always  the  bitter  enemy  in  the  search  for  truth. 

Today's  Jewish  youngster,  in  whose  hands  the  future  of 
Judaism  will  be  entrusted,  must  be  able  to  fight  through  ig- 
norance to  find  relevance,  must  forsake  the  easy  answer  in 
the  search  for  eternal  truths. 

He  must  adjust  to  give  Judaism  meaning,  not  only  for 
himself,  but  also  for  his  children. 

This  is  not  to  say  however,  that  Jewish  traditions,  both 
custom  and  ceremony,  are  to  be  discarded.  The  beauty  and 
strength  of  Judaism  lives  with  its  traditions. 

It  is  to  say  that  the  young  Jew  must  fully  understand 
the  ways  of  the  past  and  then  build,  or  adjust  these  ways  to 
the  present. 

Not  An  Easy  Task 

This  is  no  easy  task  for  the  young  Jew.  Too  often  he 
has  been  told  only  that  "God  is  the  One  who  is,"  and  that's 
all  there  is  to  it.  Too  often  his  questions  have  been  left  un- 
answered by  parents,  friends  or  even  religious  leaders,  who 
have  unwittingly  thwarted  religious  motivation  by  showing 
their  lack  of  knowledge  of  their  own  religion. 

In  days  gone  by,  blind  acceptance  was  often  the  rule, 
today  it  is  often  the  exception. 

Youngsters  ask,  "Is  there  a  God?"  They  ask  this  ques- 
tion not  out  of  disrespect,  but  in  the  hopes  of  finding  the 
eternal  truth.  Man  has  been  asking  this  question  throughout 
the  ages,  and  will  be  asking  this  question  until  the  messiah 
comes. 

Man  Must  Seek  Truths 
If  God  wanted  to  make  it  easy  for  us  he  could  say,  "Here

I  am  for  the  world  to  see."  If  he  wanted  to  make  it  easy  he 
could  command,  "There  will  be  no  more  wars,  or  fighting,  or 
unhappiness,  or  suffering." 

But  God  wants  man  to  find  these  eternal  truths. 

In  other  words,  Jewish  youngsters  should  be  told  that 
the  search  for  eternal  truths  began  long  ago  and  will  continue 
far  into  generations  to  come.  There  is  no  simple  way  out. 
Every  man  must  find  God  and  the  relevance  of  God  for  him- 
self. 

The  Jewish  youngster  must  be  told  there  are  many 
divergent  views,  even  among  Jews  themselves,  about  the 
nature  of  God,  and  that  these  views,  no  matter  how  outlandish 
some  may  seem,  all  can  somehow  shed  light  on  the  great 
mystery  of  life. 

Questioning  'Good' 

The  Jewish  youngster  must  feel  that  questioning  is  good 
and  that  it  has  been  through  questioning  that  the  Jewish 
religion  has  formulated  its  beliefs. 

But  most  important,  the  Jewish  youngster  must  feel  the 
security  of  belonging  to  a  people,  whose  love  and  compassion 
is  unparalleled. 

We  must  make  Judaism  vibrant  and  alive  for  our  young- 
sters. 

We  must  equate  Judaism  with  morality  and  show  our 
children  why  leading  the  moral  or  Jewish  life  is  important 
for  him,  as  well  as  mankind. 

We  must  explain  how  traditions  were  formed,  and  why 
they  are  important  to  us,  even  today. 

Judaism  is  more  than  a  way  of  life,  it  is  a  way  of  love. 
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Taste  that  beats 
the  others  cold!

Scientists  Seek  Way  To  Alter  Aging  Process

Some  Theories  On  Aging 

Research  indicates  that  aging 
seems  to  represent  -a  loss  of  in- 
formation from  human  body  parts. 
There  has  been  so  little  change  in 
this  loss  from  generation  to  gen- 
eration that  senility,  in  this  age, 
is  not  much  different  from  that  at 
the  time  of  Moses.  Since  this  in- 
formation loss  is  of  a  general  na- 
ture, it  is  believed  advances  in 
human  longevity  can  be  obtained 
by  actually  altering  the  human 
timing  mechanism. 

Science  is  now  trying  to  develop 
a  means  of  resetting  the  clocks 
determining  this  information  loss. 
Should  science  prove  successful  in 
this  attempt,  it  is  conceivable  that 
the  age  or  time  of  the  onset  of 
most  problems  and  diseases,  if  not 
all,  could  be  markedly  altered. 

It  is  known  that  it  is  possible 
to  alter,  experimentally,  the  rate 
of  aging  by  dietary  means  and 
probably  in  other  ways.  In  time, 
it  is  believed  that  we  shall  dis- 
cover factors  that  will  enable  pro- 
fessionals to  manipulate  the  life 
span  by  altering  the  rate  of  aging 
by  determining  the  exact  nature 
and  location  of  each  debilitating 
problem.  It  is  believed  that  most 
approaches  to  age  control  involve 
the  slowing  or  eliminating  of  dam- 
aging diseases,  with  the  possibility 
of  reversing,  repairing,  or  even 
replacing  existing  damaged  parts. 
Can  Be  Applied  To  Man 

While  much  of  this  experimen- 
tation has  shown  results  with  lab- 
oratory animals,  there  is  enough 
evidence  now  to  consider  that  the 
same  results  can  be  successfully 
applied  to  man.  Detailed  experi- 
mentation and  studies  in  this  di- 
rection are  now  ongoing  in  several 
well  known  Gerontological  Cen- 
ters throughout  the  world. 

It  is  known  that  environment 
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and  changing  attitudes  of  en- 
vironmtnt  can  improve  the  per- 
sonality of  persons  in  their  sixth 
or  seventh  decade.  Inversely,  a 
poor  environment  or  environment 
surrounded  by  pressures,  some  un- 
consciously created  by  suppressed 
attitudes  when  many  generations 
of  a  given  family  live  together  for 
a  period  of  time,  can  further  de- 
teriorate the  attitudes  of  these  per- 
sons. 

At  the  North  Carolina  Jewish 
Home  and  similarly  oriented  facil- 
ities, emphasis  is  placed  upon  the 
practice  of  preventive  medicine  as 
a  means  of  controlling,  at  least 
the  onset  or  aggrevation  of  known 
"problem"  diseases.  In  addition, 
attempts  are  made  to  stimulate  in- 
dividual personalities  in  order  that 
their  attitudes  and  self  concept 
may  be  elevated. 

The  attempt  of  maintaining  or 
developing  a  feeling  of  independ- 
ence is  one  of  the  areas  where 
there  is  proof  positive  that  en- 
vironmental situations  do  alter  the 
behavior  pattern  and,  as  a  conse- 
quence, it  is  now  believed  that 
fluctuating  behavior  is  not  neces- 
sarily the  effect  of  chronological 
aging. 

Worth  Proven 

Many  activities  in  a  professional 
environment  such  as  occupational 
therapy,  recreational  activity,  work 
stimulation  (real  or  created),  hobby 
development  and  redevelopment, 
particularly  those  hobbies  that 
may  have  related  to  the  individual 
in  past  decades,  are  projects  that 
have  been  proven  of  definite  worth 
as  related  to  personality  develop- 
ment and  creation  of  self  esteem. 
Obviously,  many  of  these  activi- 
ties cannot  be  fully  developed  in 
a  multi-generation  household. 

One  may  note  that  it  is  imprac- 
tical to  stereotype  an  individual 
because  of  his  age.  For  example, 
in  western  Germany,  men  and 
women  over  50  are  described  as 
helpless,  delicate  persons  who  can 


only  survive  by  retreating  from 
the  world.  Yet,  these  same  individ- 
uals describe  themselves  as  active, 
competent,  socially  accepted  and 
needed,  as  well  as  being  more  or 
less  socially  integrated.  They  do, 
however,  indicate  that  there  is  a 
decrease  of  their  activities  and 
many  of  their  social  contacts,  as 
well  as  some  of  their  competence 
as  related  to  changes  that  may 
have  occurred  during  the  last  few 
years.  In  Hungary  a  75  year  old 
artesian  may  be  looked  upon  with 
respect  by  virtue  of  his  talents.  In 
Ethopia,  the  president  of  Addis 
Ababa's  city  council  is  80  years 
of  age  and  was  individually  re- 
sponsible for  some  of  the  progress 
in  that  city  during  the  last  year. 
In  Denmark  where  the  studying 
of  the  aging  process  has  advanced 
more  rapidly  than  in  any  other 
single  area  in  this  writer's  opinion, 
it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  older 
employees  in  public  agencies  and 
private  enterprise. 

Misconstrued  Phenomenon 

Here,  in  the  United  States,  un- 
fortunately, the  profile  of  aging 
is  a  misconstrued  phenomenon 
that  has  become  a  "Frankenstein" 
to  many  misinformed  adults  and 
in  particular  to  those  adult  chil- 
dren who  are  fortunate  enough  to 
have  parents.  This  "Frankenstein" 
has  resulted  in  a  misconception 
of  the  ability  of  many  capable 
older  persons,  resulting  in  diffi- 
culties with  various  hiring  agen- 
cies, early  retirement,  etc. 

Fortunately,  when  related  to  the 
total  population,  those  misinform- 
ed persons  are  in  the  minority.  It 
is  believed,  through  continual  edu- 
cation, many  of  the  problems  that 
are  falsely  created  will  be  minimiz- 
ed and  these  people  will  recognize 
that  the  ability  of  an  older  person 
should  not  be  measured  by  the 
calendar  but  only  by  the  physio- 
logical changes  that  inhibit  norm- 
al function.

than  those  who  do  not  work. 
Volunteer  community  service  does 
not  necessarly  provide  the  satis- 
faction of  paid  work  unless  some 
measure  of  payment  or  reward  is 
involved.  At  the  Home  we  recog- 
nize this  factor  and  create  "posi- 
tions" wherever  possible.  Though 
the  pay  is  meager,  one  fact  is  of 
major  importance,  the  individual 
is  paid  for  his  service. 

Marketable  Items  Sold 

Our  hobby  shop  or  occupational 
therapy  shop  is  geared  for  the  sale 
of  marketable  gift  items.  When 
sold,  the  proceeds  bring  an  in- 
come to  the  maker.  At  the  North 
Carolina  Jewish  Home  half  of  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  is  returned 
to  the  Elder,  the  other  half  relates 
back  to  the  Home  for  the  pur- 
chase of  additional  material  and 
supplies  for  perpetuation  of  the 
program. 

While  great  advances  have  been 
made  in  prolonging  life  during 
this  last  century,  one  must  realize 
that  the  increased  longevity  is 
not  totally  the  reason  for  the  ex- 
plosion of  the  "65  plus"  popula- 
tion.

Hippie  Gathering  Immoral1

The  recent  Woodstock  Music 
and  Art  Festival  held  in  Bethel, 
N.  Y.  has  created  "a  national  hal- 
lucination which  has  distorted  the 
minds  of  20,000,000  Americans  as 
to  what  is  right  and  what  is  wrong 
morally,"  it  was  charged  by  the 
National  Committee  for  Further- 
ance of  Jewish  Education. 

In  a  special  report  prepared  by 
its  Committee  on  Youth,  the  NC- 
FJE  claims  that  the  events  of  the 
three-day  festival  succeeded  "in 
pulling  the  wool  over  the  nation's 
eyes  and  traumatizing  Americans 
everywhere  just  as  surely  as  if  they 
had  taken  LSD  or  some  other 
hallucinatory  drug  themselves." 

According  to  the  report,  the 
highlights  of  which  were  released 
by  Rabbi  Jacob  J.  Hecht,  NCFJE 
executive  vice  president:  "Here 
we  have  a  case  where  on  one  hand 
300,000  young  Americans  violated 
the  law  more  times  than  an  adding 
machine  can  count,  and  on  the 
other  hand  they  were  not  only  not 
punished,  but  were  actually  prais- 
ed for  their  action  by  everyone

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from  law-enforcement  officials  to 
the  press." 

"It  is  incredible  that  such  a 
gathering  was  ever  allowed  to  take 
place,"  the  NCFJE  report  said. 
"Can  you  imagine  a  convention 
or  an  athletic  event  being  allowed 
to  bring  300,000  people  into  an 
area  where  the  normal  population 
is  10,000?  Can  you  conceive  of  the 
promoters  of  this  Festival  being 
permitted  to  tie  up  traffic  for 
miles  in  every  direction?  And  to 
create  a  serious  health,  sanitation 
and  epidemic  threat  that  could 
have  emperiled  the  entire  state?" 

Even  more  incredible,  according 
to  the  NCFJE  report,  is  that  those 
who  attended  the  Festival  were 
allowed  to  brazenly  defy  the  law, 
while  police  officials  did  virtually 
nothing. 

"Yes,  on  TV  and  in  the  news- 
papers police  officers  were  shown 
just  watching  while  the  law  was 
being  broken.  Imaginel  Just  watch- 
ing while  so  much  marijuana  was 
being  smoked,  the  atmosphere  lit- 
erally reeked  with  it,  while  LSD 
and  other  dangerous  drugs  were 
passed  around  like  candy,  while 
young  men  and  women  took  off 
their  clothes  and  paraded  around 
nude,  and  while  some  couples 
openly  and  publicly  engaged  in 
sexual  intercourse." 

"Everyone  in  commenting  on  the

The  two  students  were  Michael 
Greenspan,  a  junior  from  Char- 
lotte, and  Elias  Roochvarg,  a 
junior  from  Nutley,  N.  J. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  type 
of  summer  activities  like  swim- 
ming, baseball  and  singing,  they 
also  participated  in  various  dis- 
cussion groups  of  their  choice,  the 
topics  of  these  having  been  decid- 
ed on  the  first  day  of  the  institute 
by  the  students  themselves.  The 
size  of  these  discussion  groups 
ranged  from  5  or  6  to  over  50  and 
the  topics  discussed  ran  the  gamut 
from  the  extremely  abstract  -and 
flexible,  "What  Is  Your  Jewish 
Identity?"  to  the  core  concrete, 
"Possible  Activities  for  the  Hillel 
Group  in  a  Small  Community." 

Even  greater  variety  existed  in 
the  different  backgrounds  of  the 
instituters  themselves.  Due  to  the 
expense  of  transportation  (the 
only  expense  the  students  had  to 
supply  themselves  —  tuition,  room 
and  board  being  paid  for  by  the 
several  Hillel  Foundations  —  there 


Festival  seems  to  have  convenient- 
ly forgotten  that  all  these  actions 
are  highly  illegal,"  commented 
Rabbi  Jacob  J.  Hecht.  "There  are 
laws  on  the  books  about  possession 
of  narcotics,  indecent  exposure, 
and  illicit  sexual  intercourse.  Yet 
not  only  were  almost  no  arrests 
made,  but  the  youth  who  commit- 
ted these  offenses  were  uniformly 
praised  for  'their  extaordinary 
good  behavior." 

The  NCFJE  report  claimed  that 
if  any  one  individual  anywhere 
else  in  the  United  States  that  day 
had  been  seen  smoking  marijuana, 
or  walking  around  nude,  or  having 
intercourse,  he  or  she  would  have 
been  immediately  given  a  sum- 
mons or  arrested. 

"The  truth  of  the  matter  is 
that  law  -  enforcement  officials 
there  were  obviously  content  to  sit 
the  situation  out,  and  judging 
from  their  statements  later,  their 
praise  stemmed  from  their  relief 
that  no  serious  trouble  had  de- 
veloped during  the  three  days  of 
the  Festival,"  the  report  claimed. 

The  NCFJE  report  compared 
the  attitude  of  police  officials  to 
that  of  a  parent  faced  with  a  child 
threatening  to  have  a  temper  tan- 
trum. "All  some  parents  think 
about  is  placating  the  child  so  he 
will  not  go  into  a  rage.  Any 
thought  of  punishment  or  forcing 


was  a  disproportionately  large 
representation  from  the  North- 
east, but  all  parts  of  the  country 
and  Canada  were  represented. 

Aside  from  the  discussions,  the 
highlight  of  the  week  was  indisput- 
ably the  visit,  lecture,  and  informal 
concert  of  Theodore  Bikel.  Aes- 
thetically, religiously  and  intel- 
lectually stimulating,  it  was  a  week 
the  two  UNC  students  would  not 
soon  forget. 

Those  who  came  back  to  Chapel 
Hill  for  the  High  Holy  Days 
(school  did  not  begin  for  upper- 
classmen  until  just  before  Yom 
Kippur)  were  all  very  moved  by 
the  beauty  of  the  services,  as  con- 
ducted by  Rabbi  Howard  Rabino- 
witz.  Again  this  year  I  had  the 
honor  of  assisting  the  rabbi  in 
the  High  Holy  Day  services  by 
acting  as  cantor  and  Ba'al  T'kiah. 

The  agenda  for  this  semester 
includes  continuation  of  the  week- 
ly Saturday  morning  study  group, 
this  year  devoted  to  the  study  and 
discussion  of  PIRKE  AVOT  (Eth- 
ics of  the  Fathers);  continuation 
of  our  ever-popular  Bagel  and  Lox 


him  to  behave  properly  is  far 
from  the  parent's  mind." 

All  levels  of  law-enforcement 
and  governmental  agencies  were 
criticized  from  the  Governor  of 
New  York  State  to  the  policemen 
assigned  to  duty  at  the  Festival. 

According  to  the  NCFJE,  the 
fact  there  was  a  Woodstock  Music 
and  Art  Festival  can  be  attributed 
to  "too  many  years  of  too  much 
permissiveness  on  the  part  of  so- 
ciety." 

"This  festival  was  a  logical  end- 
result  of  the  new  so-called  sexual 
freedom  and  pornography  and  pre- 
marital sex  that  is  sweeping  our 
nation,"  the  NCFJE  report  stated. 
"We  have  nurtured  in  our  youth 
the  idea  they  can  do  anything 
they  want.  We  have  given  them 
a  finger,  and  they  have  taken  the 
entire  hand." 

In  the  view  of  the  NCFJE,  the 
Festival  marks  the  turning  point 
in  the  social  history  of  America 
in  that  "no  one  can  pretend  any 
longer  that  permissiveness  is  not 
the  supreme  law  of  the  land." 

The  Festival  was  seen  as  having 
a  serious  detrimental  effect  on 
American  social  behavior  in  the 
future.  Even  more  serious,  accord- 
ing to  the  NCFJE  report,  is  the 
effect  the  Festival  will  have  on 
the  nation's  youth.

Rabbi  Eleaz,er: 

Women  Too 
Feeble-Minded 
To  Read  Torah

Editor's  Note — November  is  Jew- 
ish Book  Month. 

Rabbi  Eleazer  suggested  strong- 
ly that  women  are  too  feeble- 
minded to  study  Torah. 

Before  attempting  to  determine 
the  reason  for  Rabbi  Eleazer's  sug- 
gestion, I  shall  note  some  histori- 
cal examples  in  chronological  or- 
der of  women  who  were  extremely 
well-versed  in  Torah,  written  and 
oral.  This  will  serve  a  two-fold 
purpose.  It  will  show  that  Rabbi 
Eleazer's  statement  was  merely  ■ad- 
vice and  they  refused  to  accept  it, 
and  it  will  also  show  that  women 
indeed  were  highly  noteworthy 
throughout  our  history. 

Let  us  begin  with  the  famous 
Beruryah. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  the 
martyr  Rabbi  Chanamyah  B.  Tra- 
dyon  and  wife  of  the  prolific  Rabbi 
Meir.  There  are  many  stories  in 
the  Talmud  exemplifying  her 
psycholigical  wisdom  but  more  im- 
portant is  the  fact  that  Beruryah 
was  quite  a  Talmud  scholar. 

In  the  Tosefta,  Boba,  Kama  4, 
we  find  the  following  testimony: 
When  does  the  oven  become  ritual- 
ly  clean?  Rabbi  Tradyon  ruled, 


when  it  is  carried  from  its  place. 
His  daughter,  Beruryah,  says 
"when  the  board  is  dismantled." 
When  this  was  reported,  the  Rabbi 
proclaimed  what  his  daughter  said 
was  better  than  his  sons.  In  the 
Tosefta,  Kelim,  Boba,  Metziah,  do 
we  also  find  a  three-way  argument 
between  the  Rabbis,  Rabbi  Tar- 
fon  and  Beruryah,  and  the  Rabbis 
sided  with  Beruryah. 

Rabbi  Samuel  Ben  Ali  was  head 
or  the  Academy  of  Baghdad  and 
had  no  sons,  and  only  one  daugh- 
ter. It  was  quoted  by  a  traveler 
of  the  time,  "Rabbi  Samuel  has 
no  sons  and  only  one  daughter  and 
she's  an  expert  of  Scriptures  -and 
Talmud.  She  teaches  Scriptures  to 
the  young  men  from  a  window  in 
the  building,  the  students  being 
in  the  court  below,  and  they  do 
not  see  her."  Rabbi  Samuel  Ben 
Ali  was  blessed  with  a  daughter 
who  was  a  mistress  of  Jewish  Schol- 
arships and  Scriptures  to  young 
men. 

Eleazer,  son  of  Yehudah  of 
Worms  in  1197,  was  befelled  by 
tragedy  as  two  Crusaders  attacked 
his  home  and  murdered  his  wife, 
Dolga,  and  their  two  daughters, 
Bettette  and  Hannah.  Eleazer 
composed  a  memorial  poem  which 
he  based  on  the  magnificent  wo- 
men of  valor.  In  this  monument 
to  his  family,  he  touchingly  por- 
trays his  wife:  "She  seeks  out  white 
wool  spinning  with  her  little 
hands  .  .  .  who  was  like  the  mer- 
chant ship  to  support  her  husband 
in  order  that  he  study  Torah  .  .  . 
pleasantly  she  purified  the  dead 
and  sewed  shrouds  for  them  .  .  . 
she  willingly  followed  the  will  of 
her  creator  day  and  night  .  .  . 

In  the  early  part  of  the  16th  cen- 
tury, there  was  a  famous  Yeshiva 
in  the  city  of  Mosul  under  the 
Rabbi  Yakov  Ben  Yehuda  Miz- 
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archi.  The  following  letter  was 
written  by  a  widow:  "I  have  no- 
where to  turn  and  nothing  left 
aside  from  the  mercy  of  Heaven 
and  your  passion.  I  live  with  hope 
that  you  will  be  merciful  for  the 
sake  of  the  grave  of  my  father 
and  my  husband,  lest  their  teach- 
ing and  their  names  be  forgotten 
in  these  communities.  I  have  been 
left  alone  to  teach  Torah  and  to 
argue  and  to  preach  for  ritual, 
imersion,  Shabbos,  family  purity, 
prayers,  etc.  ...  in  my  youth  I 
never  crossed  from  the  threshold 
of  my  house.  I  was  a  King's  daugh- 
ter ..  .  who  are  Kings  if  not  Rab- 
bis? He  taught  me  no  work  nor 
occupation  aside  from  the  work 
of  Heaven,  in  order  to  fulfill  the 
verse  Thou  shalt  meditate  there 
in  day  and  night.  My  father  had 
no  sons,  only  daughters.  My  hus- 
band had  no  time  to  instruct  stu- 
dents, therefore,  I  taught  them 
in  his  place;  I  was  a  fitting  helper 
for  them." 

Returning  now  to  the  declara- 
tion of  Rabbi  Eleazer,  let  us  in- 
vestigate the  reason  for  outburst 
and  understand  the  problem. 

Maimonedes  states,  "A  woman 
who  learned  Torah  has  a  reward 
but  it  does  not  compare  to  a  man's 
reward  since  woman  was  not  com- 
manded to  learn  .  .  .  even  though 
she  has  a  reward,  the  scholars  or- 
dered man  not  to  teach  his  daugh- 
ter Torah  because  most  "women's 
minds  are  not  directed  to  study  but 
rather  transform  words  of  Torah 
into  meaningless  statements  in  ac- 
cordance with  their  low  mental- 
ity." The  Rabbis  said  whoever 
teaches  his  daughter  Torah,  it  is 
as  if  he  would  teach  her  indecency. 
This  statement  was  made  in  ref- 
erence to  the  oral  Torah  but  as 
far  as  the  written  Torah  is  con- 
cerned, it  is  better  not  to  teach 
her,  but  if  he  did,  it  is  not  con- 
sidered as  though  he  taught  her 
indecency.  (I  suppose  you  can 
imagine  now  why  the  women  in 
the  years  gone  by  were  kept  ig- 
norant of  any  understanding  of 
our  religion  and  merely  followed 
whatever  they  saw  in  their  home.) 

Rabbi  Yehuda  Hachosid  com- 
ments: "A  person  is  duty-bound 
to  teach  his  daughters  Mitzvahs 


such  as  codified  halachis  conclus- 
ions. 

Rabbi  Yehuda  Hachosid  goes  on 
to  prove  his  point  by  his  mention- 
ing the  legend  cited  in  San  Hedrin, 
94B,  that  in  the  days  of  Hezekiah 
"Search  was  made  from  Dan  to 
Beersheba  and  no  ignoramus  was 
found.  From  Gabbath  unto  Anti- 
pus,  and  no  boy  or  girl,  man  or 
woman  was  found  who  was  not 
thoroughly  versed  in  the  laws  of 
cleanliness  and  uncleanliness."  He 
also  adds  credibility  to  his  theory 
from  the  Scriptural  command  "As- 
semble the  people  —  the  men  and 
the  women  and  the  children  and 
the  stranger  that  is  within  your 
gates  .  .  .  that  they  may  hear  and 
that  they  may  learn,  and  fear  the 
Lord,  your  G-d  and  observe  and 
to  do  all  the  words  of  this  Torah. 
(Dvorin  31:12). 

Rabbi  Joseph  Karo,  author  of 
the  Shulchon  Oruch  "Rombam" 
(Yoreh  deah  24B)  and  reasons  that 
when  the  entire  nation  was  as- 
sembled, the  King  would  probably 
not  expound  intricate  halachic 
matters  but  would  rather  treat  all 
fundamentals  which  were  meant 
for  women  and  children  as  well 
as  for  men. 

From  these  sources,  we  find  re- 
inforcement for  the  common  sense 
notion  that  women  must  be  taught 
laws  for  which  they  are  held  re- 
sponsible. However,  study  of  the 
oral  law  by  women  is  condemned. 
The  reason  for  this  is  best  ex- 
pressed by  Ranban  when  he  says 
that  women's  minds  are  not  di- 
rected towards  study  and  they  will 
transform  Torah  terminology  into 
meaningless  statements.  Perhaps  it 
is  because  Ranban  felt  that  women 
do  not  have  the  religious  incen- 
tive to  learn  and  therefore  will 
never  find  time  in  their  daily 
schedule  for  concentrated  mental 
gymnastics.  He  felt  there  is  an 
evil  in  giving  the  woman  concepts 
which  she  does  not  understand  to 
be  used  "thrown  around"  by  her 
in  parlor  talk. 

(There  seems  to  be  a  second 
mo'tive  for  the  injunction  express- 
ed by  other  Talmudists.  Rabbi 
Mosheh  of  Coucy  writes  the  study 
of  Torah  will  expose  a  woman  to 
subtility.  The  Maharil  writes  not 
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to  teach  women  lest  she  becomes 
corrupt  for  women  are  feeble. 
Proof  of  this  is  given  by  Beruryah, 
whom  we  have  spoken  of  at  the 
beginning  of  this  article,  was  en- 
ticed by  one  of  her  husband's 
pupils  and  proved  too  weak  to  re- 
sist. She  then  committed  suicide 
and  her  husband,  for  shame,  ran 
away  to  Babylon.  The  fear  of  "ex- 
posing women  to  subtility"  and 
"corrupting"  them  is  directly 
bound  to  the  concept  of  light- 
mindedness  of  women  which  prob- 
ably was  around  because  women 
were  always  guarding  the  home 
fires  and  missed  the  worldly  in- 
teractions which  matured  and 
stabilized  men's  minds.  It  was 
thought  that  fickleness  combined 
with  a  little  knowledge  must  truly 
be  a  dangerous  thing. 

This  erroneous  conception 
should  not  exist  today  for  indeed, 
as  I  have  shown,  women  have  the 
capability  and  the  minds  to  study 
and  to  understand,  to  see  beauty 
and  to  relate  the  world  of  Judaism 
to  others.  Indeed,  we  find  such 
women  existed.

B.  D.  Schwartz:  The  Type  Who  Cares

B.  D.  Schwartz  of  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  is  the  type  of  man  who 
really  cares  about  his  community. 

The  father  of  two  and  grand- 
father of  six,  has  dedicated  his 
life  to  community  affairs  as  well 
as  Jewish  causes.  He's  the  kind  of 
•man  who  uses  action  rather  than 
words. 

"Frankly,  I  give  my  wife  (Syl- 
via) full  credit  for  my  accomplish- 
ments and  that  of  our  two  chil- 
dren," Schwartz  said.  "In  her  quiet 
and  unassuming  way,  she  has  given 
us  the  inspiration  and  guidance 
that  has  led  to  any  contributions 
that  we  have  made  to  our  com- 
munity, state  and  Jewish  heritage. 

"In  spite  of  all  her  help,  she 
too,  found  time  to  be  active  in 
local  affairs,  both  community-wise 
and  Jewish." 

Schwartz,  the  mayor  pro  tem  of 
the  Wilmington  City  Council,  was 
chairman  and  treasurer  for  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal  several 
times.  He  has  also  worked  for  the 
United  Palestine  Appeal,  Jewish

National  Fund  and  the  Z.O.A. 
before  the  State  of  Israel  was  rec- 
ognized. He  is  a  member  of  the 
B'nai  Israel  Congregation  in  Wil- 
mington and  attended  the  B'nai 
B'rith  Institute  at  Wildacres  re- 
cently. 

Although  he  has  always  been 


active  in  local  and  state  politics, 
Schwartz  first  filed  for  public  of- 
fice, the  Wilmington  City  Coun- 
cil, last  April.  He  received  the  top 
vote  in  the  primary  held  in  April, 
then  led  his  ticket  in  the  general 
election  of  May. 

Campaigning  on  a  theme  of 
growth  for  Wilmington,  Schwartz 
was  endorsed  by  a  Wilmington 
newspaper. 

One  of  the  few  Jews  to  be  elect- 
ed mayor  pro  tem  in  the  area, 
Schwartz  has  a  list  of  credentials 
that  would  make  many  men  en- 
vious. 

He  served  continuously  on  the 
Wilmington  College  Board  of 
Trustees  since  its  inception  in 
1958.  He  was  vice  chairman  of  the 
board  and  chairman  of  the  execu- 
tive committee.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Wilmington  College  Foun- 
dation. Wilmington  College  be- 
came an  extension  of  the  Univers- 
ity of  North  Carolina  last  July  1. 

Schwartz  is  a  director  of  the 
Peoples  Savings  &  Loan  Assn.  and 
chairman  of  the  finance  commit- 
tee of  the  Wilmington  Chamber 


of  Commerce.  He  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Kiwanis  Club  lor  33 
years  and  is  a  director  of  the  Wil- 
mington Merchants  Assn.  In  1963, 
he  received  the  association's  trophy 
for  outstanding  service. 

In  addition,  Schwartz  served  as 
past  president  of  the  Wilmington 
Furniture  Dealers  Assn.,  director 
and  treasurer  of  the  chamber  of 
commerce,  director  of  the  cham- 
ber's Committee  of  100,  and  serv- 
ed as  past  director  of  the  North 
Carolina  Merchants  Assn. 

He  is  currently  chairman  of  the 
executive  committee  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina  at  Wil- 
mington, Foundation,  director  of 
the  Wilmington  Merchants  Assn., 
a  member  of  the  Wilmington 
Parking  Authority  and  treasurer 
of  the  New  Hanover  Democratic 
Party.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Cape 
Fear  County  Club  and  the  Cov- 
enant Club. 

Schwartz  was  born  in  Wilming- 
ton in  1909.

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Nixon  Accepts 
Iran  Invitation

President  Nixon  received  the 
Shall  of  Iran  (Mohammad-Reza 
Pahlavi)  at  the  White  House  re- 
cently, and  during  welcoming  re- 
marks at  the  South  Lawn,  tailed 
the  Monarch  one  of  the  world's 
most  successful  revolutionaries. 

"You  have  made  a  revolution  in 
your  land,  a  revolution  in  terms  ol 
literacy,  the  great  progress  that  all 
o!  us  have  noted  there,  a  revolu- 
tion in  terms  of  land  reform,"  he 
said.  "But.  the  key  to  your  success 
has  been  in  the  nature  of  that  rev- 
olution —  designed  not  to  destroy 
and  tear  down,  but  a  revolution 
to  build,  a  peaceful  revolution." 

The  President  noted  that  the 
Shah  had  visited  the  U.S.A.  nine 
times,  but  —  "never  have  you  been 
more  welcome."  he  assured  him. 

Mr.  Nixon  emphasized  that 
Americans  have  much  admiration, 
respect  and  affection  for  the  Shah, 
and  the  Shah  stressed  the  warmth 
and  strength  of  American  relations 
with  Iran. 

Alter  a  21-gun  salute  and  all 
the  trimmings  of  a  state  visit,  the 
two  leaders  met  privately  in  Mr. 
Nixon's  office,  where  they  discuss- 
ed the  Mideast  crisis. 

That  evening,  the  Nixons  host- 
ed a  white-tie  state  dinner  in  the 
Shah's  honor.  During  an  exchange 
of  aLler-dinnei  toasts,  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  Shah  glowingly  prais- 
ed each  other.  Mr.  Nixon  describ- 
ed the  Shah  as  a  man  who  has 
"demonstrated  majesty  in  his  lead- 
ership." He  added  that  he  has 
been,  impressed  with  the  personal 
character  of  the  Shah  from  their 
first  meeting  in  1953. 

The  Shah  responded  by  saying 
that  it  is  heartening  to  know  that 
"we  have  the  friendship  of  great 
leaders  like  the  late  President 
Eisenhower  —  and.  now,  you."  At 


the  close  ol  his  3-day  visit,  the 
Shah  was  presented  to  reporters 
in  the  Rose  Garden  of  the  White 
House  by  President  Nixon,  who 
revealed  that  he  had  accepted  an 
invitation  from  His  Imperial  Ma- 
jesty to  visit  Iran,  a  country  in 
the  Middle  East. 

"I  look  forward  to  visiting  Iran 
again."  Mr.  Nixon  said.  "I  have 
not  yet  set  a  date  but  I  accept  the 
invitation,  and  we'll  set  a  date  at 
a  later  time." 

The  President  added  that  rela- 
tions between  Iran  and  the  U.S.A. 
have  never  been  belter.  "That  is 
due  to  your  leadership."  he  told 
the  Shah.  "It's  clue  also  to  the  fact 
that  we  feel  a  special  relationship 
not  only  to  your  country  but  to 
you  —  a  relationship  which,  in  my 
case,  goes  back  many  y  ears." 

Mr.  Nixon  added  that  the  bi- 
lateral talks  which  he  and  the 
Shah  had  had  were  "most  con- 
strue the".  He  thanked  the  Shah 
lor  his  analysis  ol  the  problems 
facing  the  Mideast  —  which  the 
President  termed  "tremendously 
explosive   at    the   present  time." 

Mr  Nixon  called  Iran  a  bridge 
between  East  and  West,  between 
Asia  and  Europe,  even  Africa.  .  .  . 
and  pointed  out  that  at  such  a 
vantage  point,  the  Shah  is  able  to 
see  world  problems  better  than 
almost  any  other  leader. 

The  Shah  said  that  relations  be- 
tween Iran  and  the:  USA  have 
never  been  as  good  as  they  arc 
now  .  .  .  because  they  are  based 
on  an  absolute  trust  and  mutual 
interests. 

"We  arc  defending  the  same 
principles,  upholding  the  same 
moral  values  that  we  understand, 
and  for  which  we  are  living  and. 
if  necessary,  dying,"  the  Monarch 
stated.  "The  interest  of  the  U.S. 
that  the  world  should  be  a  good

FOR  WHAT  IT'S  WORTH  . .  . 

Why  College 
Students  Rebel

Protests  and  demonstrations  by  college  students  have 
been  "in"  the  past  few  years.  Few  campuses  have  been  spared 
the  indignities  of  "sit-ins,"  "love-ins,"  boycotts,  marches  or 
confrontations. 

How  and  why  college  dissent  began  is  a  matter  of  con- 
jecture. But  the  fact  remains  that  few  colleges,  universities 
or  parents  can  cope  with  the  problem. 

There  are  three  basic  reasons  for  student  unrest. 

First,  college  officials  (especially  during  the  late  1950's 
and  early  '60s)  allowed  themselves  to  wallow  into  a  kind  of 
phony  tranquility. 

The  students  at  this  time  were  considered  "apathetic," 
unconcerned  about  anything  more  meaningful  than  hairdos, 
cars,  dates  or  gossip. 

Often,  these  students  were  ridiculed  by  professors  and 
college  administrators.  Their  qualifications  as  the  future  gene- 
ration were  challenged. 

The  students  responded  during  the  mid  1960s. 

But  the  colleges,  which  sought  to  elicit  the  response, 
allowed  out-dated  policies,  classroom  techniques  and  curricu- 
lum to  continue.  Those  responsible  for  the  explosion,  were 
caught  with  their  pants  down. 

Second,  events  of  the  time  opened  the  door  for  dissent. 

The  Vietnam  (undeclared)  war,  the  struggle  of  the  black 
man  to  gain  equality,  the  destructive  power  of  nuclear-armed 
countries  all  gave  the  students,  to  their  way  of  thinking,  a 
cause  for  concern. 

Nothing  is  harder  to  cope  with,  than  a  group  united 
against  what  they  believe  to  be  evil. 

And  third,  the  young  adult's  struggle  to  achieve  individ- 
uality and  respect  played  its  part  in  contributing  to  the  dissent 
on  college  campuses.  This  struggle  begins  in  the  home. 

Parents  frequently  do  not  listen  to  their  children,  do 
not  want  theii*  children's  advice.  To  many  parents,  a  child  is 
always  a  child. 

It  is  difficult  for  a  young  adult  to  comprehend  this.  The 
young  adult  feels  his  solutions  to  problems  are  correct.  It  is 
hard  on  a  young  adult's  ego  in  essence,  to  be  told  he  (or  she) 
doesn't  know  what  he's  talking  about,  especially  when  this 
rebuke  comes  from  a  parent. 

Sometimes  parents  demand  respect  without  realizing  that 
respect  is  a  two-way  street. 

So,  as  some  call  it,  a  generation  gap  develops.  And  this 
gap,  starting  with  parents,  soon  is  aimed  at  anvone  in  author- 
ity. 

It  is  in  high  school  that  the  child  begins  to  assert  him- 
self. The  friction  begins  slowly.  He  starts  to  buy  his  own 
clothes,  pay  for  his  own  haircuts,  go  out  with  his  own  group 
of  friends.  He  learns  about  his  own  physical  development,  be- 
comes interested  in  the  opposite  sex  and  gets  the  yearnings 
and  drives  of  an  adult. 

The  friction  between  child  and  parent,  young  adult  and 
the  older  generation,  grows  every  year. 

Then,  the  young  adult  goes  to  college,  usually  away  from 
home. 

No  longer  is  there  a  parent  at  his  side  to  tell  him  to  study, 
or  what  to  wear,  or  when  to  come  in  at  night. 

He  has  all  the  freedom  of  being  an  adult  and  faces  the

problems  of  adults.  The  pressures  on  a  student  to  get  high 
grades  are  great. 

It  is  no  surprise  that  when  he  visits  home  on  a  vacation 
his  parents  wonder  what  has  happened  to  their  child.

He  insists  that  his 
parents  listen  to  him.  He  feels  he  is  an  adult  and  should  be 
treated  as  one.

Many  just  know  the  children's 
version  of  Chanukah.  It  is  time 
that  we  adults  know  the  story  well 
and  its  historical  implications  and 
in  this  way  we  will  celebrate  the 
holiday  with  more  enthusiasm. 

After  the  conquests  of  Alexan- 
der the  Great  all  the  peoples  of 
the  Near  and  Middle  East  were 
forced  to  reckon  with  the  incurs- 
ions of  Hellenism.  As  time  went 
on,  their  reactions  changed  from 
hostile  to  warm  "acceptance.  The 
eastern  peoples  welcomed  the  gay- 
er, more  artistic,  more  prosperous 
way  of  life  that  the  Greeks  intro- 
duced. The  upper  classes  in  par- 
ticular were  eager  to  Hellenize  be- 
cause the  use  of  Greek  and  Greek 
ways  were  essential  for  participat- 
ing in  the  political  and  economic 
life  of  the  community.  They  did 
indeed  attempt  to  cherish  their 
native  traditions  in  order  to  bols- 
ter their  own  self-esteem  and  to 
impress  the  Greeks;  but  it  is  sig- 
nificant that  the  books  which  they 
wrote  to  this  end  were  in  Greek 
and  with  Greek  outlooks. 

Initially,  the  attitude  of  the  Jews

was  no  different.  At  least  their 
urban  aristocracy  spoke  Greek  and 
practiced  Greek  ways.  They  loo 
wrote  books  in  Greek  in  order  to 
perpetuate  their  own  traditions. 
The  Maccabean  uprising,  whose 
success  Hanukkah  celebrates,  were 
more  than  a  simple  struggle  of 
Hellenism  against  Hebraism;  it 
was  rather  an  effort  to  reach  a 
modus  vivendi  between  the  two, 
as  the  genesis  and  course  of  the 
war  indicate. 

In  311  B.C.E.  Alexander  the 
Cheat's  General  Seleucus  became 
tiller  of  the  Syrian  empire,  which 
included  Jerusalem.  Like  the  other 
Hellenistic  Kings,  he  did  not  pre- 
tend to  be  the  legitimate  succes- 
sor of  a  native  dynasty  but  used 
a  Greek  army  and  •administration 
—  "Greek"  signifving  that  the  per- 
sonnel spoke  Greek  and  had  been 
trained  in  the  superior  Greek  tech- 
niques. After  the  first  Seleucus  the 
Syrian  empire  degenerated,  but  it 
was  revived  by  Antiochus  III,  sur- 
named  the  Great. 

Statesman  and  general,  he  was 
the  greatest  of  the  Seleucid  kings, 
and  did  a  great  deal  to  recover 
the  power  and  prestige  of  Syria. 
He  had  given  refuge  to  Hannibal 
after  his  defeat  at  Zama  in  202 
and  had  also  ventured  on  an  in- 
cursion into  Greece.  The  Romans, 
who  tolerated  no  single  power  that 
could  threaten  their  position,  made 
war  upon  Antiochus  and  defeated 
him  in  the  Battle  of  Magnesia 
(192  B.C.E.)  As  a  result  of  this 
battle,  Antiochus  was  deprived  of 
those  areas  which  supplied  him 
with  "Greek"  soldiers;  to  supply 
this  need  he  embarked  on  a  large 
program  of  Hellenization. 

This  policy  was  continued  b\ 
Antiochus  IV.  called  Epiphanes 
(the  Glorious),  who  came  to  the 
throne  in  175.  The  natives  at  this 
time  regarded  Hellenization  and 
its  superior  comforts  as  a  privilege, 
for  which  they  were  sometimes 
willing  to  pay. 


The  Chanukah  Party,  to  which 
the  children  of  the  other  mem- 
bers of  your  family,  or  of  your 
friends,  are  invited,  is  an  ideal 
means  of  acquiring  the  Chanukah 
atmosphere. 

First,  decorate  the  room  in 
which  the  party  is  to  take  place. 
Use  cut-out  paper  Menorahs. 
Blue  and  white  crepe  paper,  the 
colors  of  the  Jewish  Hag,  should 
be  utilized.  Blue  and  white  color- 
ed electric  lights  arranged  in  the 
form  of  a  "Mogen  Dovid"  can  be 
used.  If  you  have  a  Zion  Hag, 
hang  it  up.  Kindle  the  Chanukah 
Menorah.  Get  the  party  off  to  a 
good  start  with  the  singing  of 
Chanukah  songs. 


Jerusalem  itself  was  lor  a  time 
officially  a  Greek  city  called  (like 
many  others)  Anlioch.  The  upper 
priesthood  and  upper  classes  gen- 
erally were  well  satisfied  to  wear 
Greek  dress,  read  Greek  books, 
and  frequent  the  Greek  gymnas- 
ium. The  lower  classes  retained 
their  native  traditions,  presum- 
ably, and  their  native  language. 

The  fact  is  that  the  War  of  the 
Maccabees  starts  not  with  a  bad 
High  Priest  who  was  Helleni/.ed 
and  a  good  High  Priest  who  stood 
for  the  native  traditions,  but  with 
two  High  Priests,  equally  Hellen- 
i/ed,  who  were  competing  for  po- 
litical preferment.  In  contempor- 
ary terminology  Judea  was  a  Tem- 
ple State,  with  each  of  the  High 
Priests  working  through  one  or 
another  party  in  the  Syrian  ad- 
ministration in  order  to  become 
Chief  Magistrate  of  Jerusalem. 

The  anti- Jewish  edicts  against 
circumcision,  observance  of  the 
Sabbath.  dietary  infringement 
were  promulgated  only  alter  the 
war  had  started.  That  is  to  say, 
these  opposing  parties  realized 
the  religious  angle  as  a  banner  for 
uniting  the  people.  It  was  only 
after  unity  was  achieved  that  the 
anti-religious  decress  were  issued, 
which  did,  in  actuality,  have  the 
effect  of  cementing  the  people. 
.Many  orthodox,  who  had  been 
dubious  about  lighting  what  seem- 
ed to  them  a  nationalist  war, 
Fought  very  hard  for  a  religious 
war.  Significantly,  as  soon  as  the 
decrees  were  rescinded,  the  six 
thousand  orthodox  who  had  join- 
ed fudah  withdrew. 

When  Antiochus  sent  his  officer 
to  Modin  to  give  instructions 
about  the  new  type  of  sacrifice, 
he  obviously  did  not  anticipate 
resistance.  He  was  convinced  that 
the  people  would  welcome  this 
c  hange  just  as  many  other  people 
in  the  East  and  in  Jerusalem  had 
already  done.  The  fact  that  this 
was  a  national  rather  than  a  re-

ligious  struggle  accounts  in  pari 
for  its  being  slighted  in  Rabbinic 
literature. 

The  Maccabees,  fudah  and  his 
brethren,  were  able  to  succeed  and 
finally  attained  sovereignity  in  132, 
as  other  minorities  in  the  East 
were  attaining  sovereignity,  be- 
cause the  Seleucid  empire  was 
crumbling.  When  the  Maccabee 
dynasty  was  established,  it  was  not 
superior  to  'any  other  of  the  Hell- 
enistic monarchies  on  moral 
grounds.  They  incurred  the  dis- 
pleasure of  the  devout  among  the 
people. 

The  party  called  the  Pharisees 
is  usually  associated  with  extreme 
conservatism;  we  remember  the 
quotation  out  of  the  New  Testa- 
ment which  represents  the  Phari- 
sees as  hypocrites  and  formalists. 
It  is  important  to  realize,  however, 
that  the  Pharisees  actually  began 
on  the  extreme  left.  The  Macca- 
bean kings,  on  the  other  hand, 
were  conservative. 

Their  party  was  the  Sadducees, 
who  believed  in  the  literal  inter- 
pretation of  the  Bible.  The  Phari- 
sees, who  opposed  them  espoused 
a  freer  interpretation  as  a  basis 
lor  liberalizing  legislation.  In 
course  of  time  the  left  of  the 
Pharisees  became  the  center,  the 
usual  history  of  politics.  The 
Pharisees  did  carry  the  main  stream 
of  religious  thought  and  did  per- 
petuate it  for  the  world  at  huge. 

The  Maccabean  revolution, 
taken  by  and  large,  was  a  mag- 
nificent gesture,  truly  the  weak 
against  the  strong  and  truly  sig- 
uigicant  for  the  history  of  our 
general  culture.  It  preserved  one 
protestant  voice  in  Avhat  was  be- 
coming general  uniformity  over  all 
the  Hellenistic  world.  Our  civiliza- 
tion, for  better  or  worse  ,is  what 
it  is  because  the  Maccabees  did 
win.  It  would  not  have  been  the 
same  had  they  failed.  But  its  con- 
sequence was  not  the  defeat  of

HOW  TO  HOLD  A  CHANUKAH  PARTY 
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Is  Chanukah  Over^Done?

Another  Chanukah  is  upon  us. 
replete  with  its  customary  fes- 
tivities, story  telling  and  games, 
.uid  the  over-done  gift  giving.  But 
all  that  is  old  stuff,  known  to  all. 
In  lad.  Chanukah  has  become 
common,  it  has  become  hackneyed, 
trite,  meaningless  so  much  so,  in 
fact,  that  Chanukah  serves  as  little 
more  than  a  J  ewish  expression  of 
the  non- Jewish  festival  that  occurs 
about  the  same  time.  Why? 

In  the  H-aggadah  lor  Passover 
we  read  of  the  resolution  of  a  de- 
bate among  the  sages.  The  sages, 
in  their  deliberations  on  how  the 
narrative  of  the  Haggadah  should 
begin,  resolved  that  it  should  begin 
on  a  note  ol  sadness,  of  abject 
baseness.  One  faction  contended 
that  the  saddest,  basest  condition 
was  the  fact  that  Israel  had  been 
sla\cs  to  Pharaoh:  -another  faction 
contended  that  the  saddest,  basest 
condition  was  that  our  lathers, 
our  ancestors,  had  been  iclolators. 
The  debate  was  resolved  in  typical 
Jewish  fashion,  both  positions  were 
included  in  the  opening  para- 
graphs of  the  narrative. 

Ibis  debate  was  a  significant 
one.  and  the  inclusion  of  both  po- 


sitions reflected  the  concern  of 
the  sages  toward  the  institution  of 
slaverv.  To  these  men,  slavery  was 
a  most  debasing  stale.  The  ab- 
sence of  freedom  made  man  noth- 
ing more  than  a  beast,  bound  by 
circumstances  of  time  and  place 
over  which  he  had  no  control  or 
say.  But  they  recognized  that  slav- 
ery was  not  merely  physical  bond- 
age, not  merely  the  idea  that  "we 
were  slaves  unto  Pharoah  in 
Egypt,'  but  that  "our  ancestors 
were  iclolators  in  the  beginning." 
Our  ancestors  were  also  enslaved 
intellectually.  They  were  condi- 
tioned by  forms  and  ideas  that 
patterned  them  to  respond  with- 
out thinking,  without  deliberation. 

In  their  wisdom,  our  sages  in- 
cluded a  third  form  of  slavery  —  a 
form  of  slavery  that  is  more  per- 
nicious, for  it  does  not  merely  en- 
slave physically  or  intellectually, 
but,  rather  ,it  destroys.  It  is  this 
form  that  is  pertinent  to  Chanu- 
kah, and  to  which  Chanukah  -ad- 
dresses itself. 

"Come  and  learn,"  the  Hag- 
gadah says,  "what  Laban  the  Sy- 
rian wanted  to  do  to  our  father.  .  ." 
Laban  was  not  interested,  as  Phar- 
aoh was,  in  physically  enslaving 
Jacob,  nor  was  he  interested  in 
converting  Jacob  to  his  idolatrous 
religion  thus  subjugating  Jacob's

intellect.  Laban,  in  fact,  did  not 
have  to  try.  He  created  a  condi- 
tion, he  permitted  a  way-of-life 
to  do  the  job  for  him.  Jacob  would 
be  lured  into  physically  and  in- 
tellectually enslaving  himself  to 
Laban  through  the  loss  of  his  own 
identity.  The  material  wealth  ol 
Aram,  the  comforts  and  pleasant- 
ness of  Aramean  life  would  do  the 
job.  Jacob  would  destroy  himsell 
by  losing  his  identity,  and  once 
that  happened,  Jacob  would,  of 
his  own  free  will,  become  Laban's 
chattel. 

The  young  man  who  dreamed 
ol  a  ladder  ascending  to  the 
heavens:  the  youth  who  dedicated 
the  ground  upon  which  he  made 
his  bed  that  night  as  a  Beit-El,  as 
a  house  of  God,  was  to  dream,  as 
an  adult,  of  material  wealth  and 
personal  gain.  The  blandishments 
of  Aremean  culture  was  succeed- 
ing. Only  a  dramatic  revolt  save 
Jacob  from  disappearance  —  Jacob 
I  led  the  influences  that  were  mak- 
ing him  nameless. 

Mattithyahu,  Mattithias,  faced 
a  similar  situation.  All  about  him. 
the  Jews  were  succumbing  to  the 
blandishments  ol  Greek  culture, 
a  culture  that  catered  to  the  physi- 
cal and  material  pleasures  of  life. 
High  and  low,  leader  and  follow- 
er, made  peace  with  Hellenism  in 
the  mad  pursuit  for  physical  com- 
fort. In  their  surge  to  ingratiate 
themselves  with  their  Hellenistic 
masters,  (hey  adopted  Greek  man- 


ners, clothing,  customs,  ceremon- 
ies and  names.  They  gave  up  their 
identitity,  and  enslaved  themselves 
physically  and  intellectually. 

Even  the  Temple  was  not  safe 
Even  this  last  vestige  of  Jewish 
identity  fell  before  the  onslaught 
ol  conformity  to  Hellenism.  And, 
sadly,  few,  if  any,  did  anything. 

A  single  priest  at  an  insignificant 
local  sanctuary  would  not  suc- 
comb.  When  the  emboldened  Hell- 
enists attempted  to  extend  their 
influence  to  the  local  sanctuary  at 
Mod'in,  Mattithias  rebelled.  The 
events  that  followed  are  celebrated 
as  the  Feast  of  Chanukah. 

What  is  significant  is  not  the 
rededication  of  the  Temple  to  the 
service  of  God.  Indeed,  that  was 
important  and  should  be  observ- 
ed. What  is  however,  truly  sig- 
nificant is  the  fact  that  a  man 
dedicated  himself  by  choosing  not 
to  lose  his  identity.  This  is  the 
lesson  of  Chanukah,  that  individ- 
uals can  affect  change,  that  indi- 
viduals can  stand  against  the  tide 
of  conformity  and  assert  their 
identity  and  not  be  overcome.  That 
in  the  end,  it  is  the  Jacobs  and  the 
Mattithiases  that  are  remembered 
and  not  those  who  became  name- 
less. 

Jewish  life  in  America  has  reach- 
ed heights  unforeseen.  The  Ameri- 
can Jewish  Community's  material 
position  is  the  greatest  and  the 
best  that  Jewry  has  ever  achieved.

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Judaism  for  Thinking  Man:  Stevenson

"I  am  first  of  all  'a  human  be- 
ing —  then  a  Black,  an  American, 
and  a  Jew. 

"It's  a  hell  of  a  combination  — 
•nit  I  like  it!" 

Dr.  John  Marshall  Stevenson 
grinned  a  wide,  hearty  grin,  but 
hh  tone  and  manner  were  that  of 
a  man  seriously  committed  in  his 
beliefs  and  determined  in  bis 
course  of  action. 

"I'm  a  controversial  joker,"  he 
quipped.  "My  students  are  either 
my  disciples,  walking  in  my  loot- 
steps,  or  else  they  spit  as  I  go  by. 
There  is  nothing  halfway  about 
John  Marshall  Stevenson." 

And  then  he  began  to  explain— 
with  the  meticulousness  befitting 
the  chairman  of  the  speech  and 
drama  department  at  A&T  State 
University  —  the  effects  of  his 
background,  of  his  very  ancestry, 
>n  becoming  what  he  likes  to 
characterize  a  "thinking  man." 

THE  YOUNG  BLACK  MAN 

Horn  in  Little  Rock,  Ark., 
Stevenson  was  the  son  of  middle- 
class  parents,  and  the  grandson  of 
( ollege  graduates. 

"i  never  really  knew  die  ex- 
perience of  'second-cfass  citizen- 
ship' until  I  was  stationed  in  the 
South  during  a  Navy  hitch,"  he 
recalled. 

"Everything  was  fine  on  the 
base,  but  the  minute  I  would  have 
hepped  off,  life  would  have  be- 
come segregated  for  me."  And  so, 
lor  the  13  months  he  spent  at 
Camp  Lejeune,  Stevenson  never 
left  the  base,  refusing  to  wear  the 
uniform  of  the  United  States  and 
be  treated  as  a  second-class  citi- 
zen. 

He  entered  Arkansas  AM&N, 
where  he  received  his  B.A.,  and 
stayed  in  his  home  state  to  attend 
University  of  Arkansas,  where  he 
finished  the  requirements  for  his 
M.A.  and  Ed.D.  degrees.  He  com- 
pleted courses  for  the  Ph.D.  in 
theater  history  at  the  State  Uni- 
versity of  Iowa. 

"I  left  Arkansas  to  look  for  a 
more  enlightened,  more  progres- 
sive community,"  Stevenson  ex- 
plained. "All  the  people  back 
home  that  I'd  respected,  all  those 
'doing  something,'  had  already 
left." 

ON  BECOMING  JEWISH 

"I  have  been  Jewish,  though  not 
formally'  so,  since  I  was  around 
19,"  Stevenson  reflected.  "I  did 
not  know  it  was  Judaism  at  the 
time,  but  that  is  what  I  was  com- 
ing to  believe  in  more  and  more." 

He  now  sees  Judaism  as  the  re- 
ligion for  the  "thinking  black 
person,*'  as  "it  had  its  birth  in 
slavery,  too."  But  this  realization 
did  not  come  so  easily  to  the 
vounger  Stevenson. 


Though  born  to  Methodist  par- 
ents, he  grew  up  in  an  orphenage 
and  attended  parochial  schools, 
where  religious  doctrine  was  daily 
'drilled"  into  his  young  mind.  As 
he  grew  older,  he  began  to  become 
more  and  more  con  fused  over  the 
"hypocrisy"  he  was  finding  in  re- 
ligion. 

When  he  entered  college,  he 
began  reading  extensively,  talking 
with  ministers,  and  doing  some 
serious  thinking  —  all  of  which 
led  him  to  find  many  more  in- 
consistencies in  Christian  theology. 

As  a  "thinking  man,"  Stevenson 
found  he  could  not  merely  accept 
various  precepts  because  he  was 
told  or  forced  to  do  so.  And  so,  he 
found  himself  wandering  in  what 
he  describes  as  "a  kind  of  no- 
man's  land"  for  several  years, 
searching  and  questioning,  ab- 
sorbing the  philosophies  of  Spin- 
oza, Voltaire,  and  many  others, 
and  yet  never  satisfied  with  any 
answers  he  might  have  hit  upon. 

Still  "wandering,"  he  even  took 
up  with  a  group  of  "Iree-thinkers," 
but  this  association  did  not  last 
long  —  and  he  was  still  left  with 
the  same  longings,  the  same  per- 
olexities  and  doubts. 

As  the  "oneness  of  Cod"  became 
more  and  more  the  guidelight  of 
his  thinking,  however,  he  tried  to 
talk  to  every  Jew  he  could  find. 


"|ews  had  been  a  peculiar  entity 
u  me  as  I  grew  up,"  he  admitted, 
but  as  he  talked  with  Jews,  read 
their  ideology,  and  studied  their 
precepts,  he  could  understand  the 
philosophy  behind  their  beliefs, 
and  relate  it  to  his  own  ideals. 

Stevenson  did  not  become  a  Jew 
lo  be  "different." 

"If  that  were  the  case,"  he  said, 
"I  woidd  have  stopped  years  ago." 

"I  am  a  Jew,"  he  explained," 
because  my  convictions  have  led 
me  to  accept  Judaism.  It  is  the 
result  of  searching,  and  studying, 
and  always  questioning." 

lint  the  "quest"  is  not  over. 

For  Judaism,  to  Stevenson,  de- 
mands "no  abdication  of  the 
mind."  As  a  Jew,  he  does  not  have 
lo  stop  thinking. 

He  does  feel  loo  many  people 
confuse  their  Judaism  with  a  kind 
of  "nationalism."  He  is,  rather, 
what  the  rabbis  call  the  highest 
form  of  Jew  —  "a  Jew  by  convic- 
tion —  and  not  b\  birth,"  he  add- 
ed. 

Already  a  "dabbler"  in  five  or 
six  languages,  Stevenson  taught 
himself  Hebrew,  and  was  recently 
honored  with  an  Aliyah  in  Tem- 
ple Emanuel,  where  he  was  mar- 
ried and  where  he  and  his  wife, 
Vickie,  are  raising  their  boy  and 
two  girls. 


He  "doesn't  really  know"  what 
the  white  Jewish  feelings  are  to- 
ward him  and  his  family,  but 
when  he  is  questioned  as  to  his 
beliefs  by  blacks,  he  professes  to 
"line  them  up  against  the  wall." 

"Blacks  who  discuss  religion 
with  me,  who  question  what  1  am 
doing,"  he  said  with  a  knowing 
grin,  "soon  discover  I  know  where- 
of I  speak!" 

BLACK  POWER 

A  "black  American"  first  and 
foremost,  Stevenson  spoke  opti- 
mistically, and  realistically,  of  the 
effects  of  today's  Black  Power 
Movement. 

He  cited  his  long  hair  ("my 
Afro-natural  lor  which  the  lolks 
back  home  would  disown  me!!") 
as  but  one  visual  symbol  ol  the 
increasing  awareness  and  accept- 
ance of  themselves  and  their  herit- 
age. This  pride  can  be  channeled 
into  constructive  paths,  lie  feels, 
if  the  whites  realize  the  necessitv 
of  such.  If  they  don't— only  trouble 
c  an  result. 

Stevenson  does  not  consider 
"black"  to  refer  to  the  color  ol  a 
man's  skin,  but  rather  to  "an  or- 
ientation, a  state  of  mind,  where 
one  is  —  and  where  one  is  going." 

At  A&T,  he  feels  he  is  "thrown 
in  with  some  of  the  best.  From  the 
standpoint  of  a  black  institution. 
A&T  leads." 

But,  he  feels,  he  must  do  more, 
go  a  step  beyond,  merely  teaching 
his  students.  He  must  help  make 
jobs  and  futures  for  them  as  well. 

Out  of  a  "sense  of  frustration,"* 
and  hoping  to  give  the  black  com- 
munity a  mouthpiece,  a  spring- 
board for  action,  and  means  of 
employment  for  a  small  staff,  he 
established  the  C  VROLINA 
PEACEMAKER  in  1%7.  The 
newspaper  of  which  he  is  owner, 
publisher,  and  editor,  now  goes 
into  6500  homes  weekly. 

TWO  MINORITIES 

"It  must  be  difficult  enough  be- 
ing black,"  people  tell  Stevenson. 
'But  what  is  it  like  being  Jewish, 
too?" 

His  answer  comes  quickly,  clear- 
ly, honestly:  "Being  in  a  minority 
group  —  one  or  more  than  one  — 
tather  than  having  its  defects, 
makes  me  that  much  stronger.  A 
minority  always  has  to  stop  and 
wonder  about  what  it  is  doing. 
This  way,  I  have  to  daily  question 
my  beliefs  and  my  actions." 

He  continued:  "Rabbi  Liebman 
once  wrote  a  book,  PEACE  OF 
MIND.  This  is  what  I've  got.  I 
know  what  I'm  doing  and  where 
I'm  going  —  and  everything  else 
becomes  insignificant. 

"After  all,"  he  concluded,  "you've 
got  to  know  who  you  are  —  or  else 
you  cannot  know  who  von  are  not."

BREAST  OF  LAMB 

1  clove  garlic 

1  breast  of  lamb,  with  pocket  for 
rice  stuffing,  fat  trimmed  off 
meat  and  chopped  fine 

1  tsp.  salt 
%  cup   rice,   parboiled   15   min.  in 

salted  water 
V4  cup  chopped  pecans 

2  tbsp.  chopped  fine  parsley 
4  tbsp.  olive  oil 

2  cups  soup  stock 
4  tbsp.  flour 

Add  meat  fat  to  rice  after  water 
has  been  removed,  plus  chopped 
pecans  and  parsley.  Rub  garlic  clove 
all  over  the  breast  of  lamb  put  the 
rice  stuffing  in  pocket  and  fasten 
opening  with  skewers.  Place  flour 
on  the  bottom  and  top  of  lamb.  Put 
oil  in  roasting  pan  and  place  in 
heated  oven  a  minute,  then  spoon  a 
little  of  the  oil  on  meat  which  has 
been  placed  in  pan,  add  soup  stock 
to  pan  and  use  to  baste  the  meat. 
Oven  temperature  should  be  325 
deg.  F.,  at  about  30-35  minutes  per 
pound.  Serves  about  5.

AUDIO-VISUAL 
TECHNIQUES 
VITAL  IN  CLASS

Modern  technology,  whether  in 
education  or  industry,  has  been 
forced  to  develop  a  vocabulary 
compatible  with  its  novelty.  Since 
the  mass  adoption  of  computers 
•and  computerized  equipment  there 
has  been  a  flow  ol  jargon  and 
idiom  relating  to  these  phenom- 
ena. Ibis  vocabulary  has  moved 
from  the  field  ol  computer  tech- 
nology to  the  areas  ol  educational 
technology,  "and  we  would  begin 
here  by  defining  the  two  basic 
terms  involved  in  both  industrial 
and  educational  technology. 

1  he  most  frequently  heard  word 
the;  ■  days  is  "hardware."  This  is  a 
reference  to  machinery,  be  it  the 
corr.pJex  "Cobol  306"  or  the  un- 
complicated slide  projector  (which 
today,  is  also  computerized  lor 
remote  control  of  slide  shows). 
The  second  term  heard  concomit- 
antly is  "software."  This  refers  to 
the:  materials  fed  into,  placed  on 
oi  under  the  machine  (hardware) 
so  the  machine  may  properly  per- 
lown  its  designated  function. 

The  most  commonly  found 
ha  (hvarc  is  our  religious  schools

A  new  anthology  containing 
fourteen  short  stories  written  by 
young  Israelis  who  have  either 
been  born  or  raised  in  Israel  has 
just  been  published  by  Sabra 
Books.

in  the  more  modern  or  better  en- 
dowed facilities,  possibh  a  tape 
recorder.  Too  much  of  this  hard- 
ware is  too  often  acquired  foi 
show  rather  than  real  utilization, 
since  in  too  many  instances  "hard- 
ware" and  "hard-work"  becomes 
s\  nonymous. 

As  a  general  rule  we  might  state 
that  the  use  ol  hardware  and  its 
constructive  impact  on  the  learn- 
ing process  are  limited  primarily 
b\  the  teachers'  imagination.  There 
15  no  exclusively  unilateral  use  ioi 
an\  machine,  and  in  the  classroom 
the  more  imaginatively  one  em- 
ploys technological  devices  the 
more  likeh  there  is  to  be  a  pos- 
itive result. 

The  first  step  in  achieving  pos- 
itive results  with  audio-visual 
hardware  is  the  introduction  of  an 
in-training  program  for  faculty 
members.  A  series  of  workshops 
dealing  with  the  dynamic  applica- 
tion of  materials  already  in  the 
classroom  would  be  the  first  step. 

An  introductory  series  of  ex- 
periences dealing  with  the  chalk- 
board, the  flannelboard  and  the 
bulletin  board  could  very  well  be 
the  incentives  that  will  move 
teachers  to  explore  other  areas  ol 
•audio-visual  aids.  And  the  key- 
word here  is  aids.  No  hardware 
can  become  the  teacher,  and  no 
technological  device,  no  matter 
how  sophisticated  will  ever  take 
the  place  of  a  dynamic,  dedicated 
teacher.  All  that  should  reasonably 
be  expected  of  these  devices  is 
that  they  will  help  the  teacher  .  .  . 
will  become  an  extension  of  his 
method  and  help  the  expansion  oi 
his  personality. 

In  our  first  workshop  then,  we 
would  seek  to  explore  the  use  o! 
the  most  dynamic  toll  available 
to  the  classroom  teacher  .  .  . 
color.  Here  we  would  discuss  the 
use  of  it  as  a  means  of  extracting 
some  piece  of  information  from 
a  main  body  and  emphasizing  it 
tor  the  class.  We  would  discover 
how  a  crass  project  may  be  en- 
hanced by  writing  suggestions  as 
they  come  from  a  class  brain- 
forming  session,  with  the  major 
ideas  written  in  COLOR.  We 
would  use  the  chalkboard  with  a 


"revelation"  technique,  covering  a 
completely  written  out  unit,  and 
uncovering  information  as  the  les- 
son progressed.  So  simple  an  idea 
as  an  important  word  or  concept 
written  or  circled  in  color  will 
provide  the  impact  needed  for  a 
better  retention  quotient. 

Students  will  be  more  eager  to 
present  work  on  the  board  in 
"living  color"  than  they  ever  were 
in  drab  black  and  while.  Beside 
giving  life  to  a  presentation,  coloi 
does  add  another  dimension. 

The  newest  (for  religious  schools 
at  any  rate)  technological  device 
thai  is  simple  to  use  and  limitless 
in  its  application  is  the  overhead 
projector.  This  machine  projects 
any  graphics  prepared  on  a  trans- 
parent surface.  Most  school  oi  l  ices 
today  are  equipped  with  thermal 
copiers,  most  of  which  -are  capable 
ol  transferring  from  the  opaque 
page  to  the  transparent  surface. 
Once  teachers  are  exposed  to  the 
infinity  ol  possible  uses  of  this 
machine  ,thcy  will  bring  a  new 
spirit  into  their  classroom  presen- 
tations. With  the  overhead,  we  can 
use  not  only  color,  but  motion  .  .  . 
we  can  add  or  take  away  informa- 
tion, presenting  a  unit  in  whole 
oi-  in  part  at  the  teachers  discre- 
tion. 

The  oft  used  and  equally  oft 
abused  film  strip  projector  can  be 
used  for  the  production  of  murals, 
simulated  stained  glass  windows, 
etc.  by  projecting  the  picture  on 
paper,  cardboard  or  plastic  and 
having  it  copied  in  outline,  and  to 
the  desired  size.  This  can't  be  used 
as  a  guide  to  be  modified  by  the 
students,  or  it  can  be  simply  traced 
and  colored. 

A  film  strip  shown  without  cap- 
tions can  be  used  to  stimulate  stu- 
dent discussion  as  to  the  meaning 
of  the  projected  picture,  and  a 
student  commentary  may  be  writ- 
ten and  played  on  a  tape  recorder 
in  conjunction  with  the  projection 
of  the  film  strip.

Hellenism  but  a  reasonable  fusion 
with  it.  What  the  Maccabees  them- 
selves  desired  was  national  sov- 
ereignity —  to  be  an  independent 
nation  like  the  other  sovereignties 
arising  on  the  ruins  of  the  Syrian 
empire.  Judaism  was  of  concern 
to  them  only  as  a  unifying  and 
differentiating  element. 

What  was  this  Hellenism,  which 
played  such  a  role  in  Jewish  his- 
tory? The  word  itself,  now  'a 
household  word,  was  actually  in- 
vented only  about  a  century  ago 
h\  a  German  historian.  Before 
then.  Jewish  scholars  eschewed  the 
period  of  the  Greeks  altogether. 
In  view  ol  the  lad  that  the  Jewish 
literature  which  is  preserved  in 
Greek  is  ol  considerable  import- 
ance, these  writings  should  not 
have  been  overlooked. 

The-  Books  of  The  Apocrypha 
and  Philo  have  a  great  deal  to  say 
to  modern  man.  They  belong  to 
world  literature.  Because  the 
Books  of  the  Apocrypha  were  pari 
ol  the  Greek  Bible  they  have  been 
preserved  only  through  the 
Church.  Even  Philo  was  preserved 
only  in  Church  authors  and  had 
t<  be  rediscovered  by  Jews  within 
the  last  century. 

Anothei  erroi  which  needs  to 
be  corrected  is  one  which  per- 
meates all  out  secular  literature— 
i.e.,  the  belie!  that  there  is  a  kind 
of  dichotomy,  an  opposition  be- 
tween Hellenism  and  Hebraism 
There  is  Matthew  Arnold's  fam- 
ous essay  by  that  name.  Even  lur- 
ther  back,  Paid  had  made  a  sim- 
ilar distinction  in  the  famous  verse 
of  the  Corinthians.  "For  the  Jews 
demanded  the  sign.  The  Greeks 
>eek  after  wisdom."  Though  this 
is  one  aspect,  it  is  certainly  not 
the  whole  story. 

The  old  tradition  ol  East  is 
East  and  West  is  West  and  nevet 
the  twain  shall  meet,  has  been 
greatly  shaken  by  archeology.  The 
Cgaritic  Documents,  discovered 
within  our  lifetime,  are  so  near 
the  Scripture  writers  that  one  does 
not  need  to  know  much  Hebrew 
in  order  to  be  able  to  read  them 
in  transliteration.  At  the  same  time 
parallels  for  some  of  the  oldest 
Greek  myths  appear  in  that  same 
literature.  It  is  incorrect  to  begin 
the  secular  tradition  with  Homer 
and  the  religious  tradition  with 
Abraham,  and  maintain  they  had 
no  contact.  Both  had  predecessors 
who  probably  had  some  relation- 
ship to  each  other. 

If  we  take  a  figure  like  Plato, 
we  find  that  many  of  his  biogr  aph- 
ers report  that  he  lived  in  Athens, 
departed  that  city  upon  the  death 
of  Socrates,  and  visited  Sicily  in 
his  old  age.  Another  set  of  bio- 
graphers, however,  refer  to  travels 
in  the  East  where  he  sat  at  the 
leet  of  Oriental  sages.  In  my  view, 
Plato  was  himself  one  of  the  most 


active  inlluences  in  Helleni/ation. 
His  doctrine  was  sympathetic  to 
the  East.  Even  in  Palestine,  one 
can  find  not  only  some  of  his 
philosophic  doctrines  but  also  his 
political  theory  actually  in  use. 
The  Maccabee  dynasty  employed 
a  good  bit  of  both. 

As  the  Oriental  peoples  on  the 
periphery  of  the  Greek  world  be- 
came more  proud  of  themselves 
and  their  background,  they  insist- 
ed that  Plato  had  learned  all  he- 
knew  from  their  sages,  including 
the  Jews.  The  Alexandrian  Jew- 
ish writers  claimed  with  regularity 
that  Plato  had  learned  much  from 
the  Hebrew  writers. 

The  very  fact  that  the  lile  story 
ol  Plato  is  ambiguous  —  lie  is 
claimed  here  and  he  is  claimed 
there  —  shows  the  wa\  the  wind 
blows.  Actually  there  is  nothing 
ol  the  Platonic  doctrine  which  can- 
not be  derived  from  perfectly 
sound  Greek  -antecedents.  But  these 
antecedents  go  iat  bac  k  into  a  past 
where  East  and  Wesl  came  to- 
gether. 

Ol  all  the  ancient  peoples  the 
two  who  are  most  alike,  not  in 
theological  doctrine  but  in  certain 
outlooks,  chives  and  impulses, 
weir  the  (.reeks  and  the  Hebrews. 
The  quarrel  between  brothers, 
like  that  of  sects  within  a  particu- 
lai  denomination.  Such  quarrels 
are  sometimes  more  virulent  than 
those  with  outsiders. 

There  was  no  denial,  therefore, 
on  the  part  ol  the  Jewish  com- 
munities in  Alexandria  of  Antioch 
ol  any  kind  ol  religious  authority. 
T  he  people  weir  completely  loyal, 
They  had  been  exposed  to  much 
contact  with  the  outside  world,  and 
sought  to  participate  in  the  domi- 
nant civilization,  but  without  tra- 
ditions. Of  course  then  language 
was  Greek,  and  it  is  doubtful  as  to 
how  much  Hebrew  was  known  b\ 
the  Jews  of  Alexandria.  Antioch. 
Rome,  or  any  other  of  the  great 
capitals. 

The  situation  in  Palestine  was 
really  not  very  different.  Greek 
was  as  fully  used,  among  the  upper 
classes,  as  anywhere  else  in  the 
ancient  world.  Professor  Said  Lieb- 
erman  whose  Orthodox)  is  unim- 
peachable, shows  that  Greek  ac- 
tually was  in  steady  use  at  all 
times.  Sermons  were  often  preach- 
ed in  Cheek;  in  fact,  when  one  was 
preached  in  the  vernacular,  there 
frequently  had  to  be  a  translator 
so  that  the  people  coidd  follow. 

Literary  allusions  and  the  evi- 
dence of  archeology  prove  the 
same  point.  Some  of  the  mosaics 
in  the  Galilee  synagogues  show 
scenes  from  the  Bible;  but  there 
are  also  human  figures  and  leg- 
ends written  in  Greek  with  the 
artists  signing  theit  names  in 
Greek.    And    in    the  synagogues 
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themselves  there  are  definite  Greek 
motifs.  Undoubtedly  Philo  had  an 
audience  in  Palestine.  The  people 
were  devout,  they  spoke  Greek! 
Hebrew  was  not  die  vernacular 
even  in  Palestine— it  was  Aramaic. 
The  renascence  of  Hebrew  in  anti- 
quity was  a  deliberate  act  of  an 
almost  romantic  nature. 

Hostility  to  Hellenism  arose 
only  when  the  Roman  destruc  tion 
of  Jerusalem  (70  G.E.)  erased  even 
the  semblance  of  sovereignty  'and 
when  the  rise  of  Christianity  with- 
in Judaism  endangered  the  surviv- 
al of  its  parent.  Before  then  the 
Greek  version  of  the  Bible  —  the 
Septuagint  —  was  welcomed  even 
in  Palestine.  Indeed,  Greek  was 
regarded  as  the  only  lit  language 
into  which  the  Bible  could  be 
translated. 

With  the  loss  of  sovereignty, 
religion  alone  could  serve  as  a 
unifying  and  differentiating  ele- 
ment, and  high  walls  came  to  be 
erected.  The  day  upon  which  the 
Septuagint  translation  was  made 
came  to  be  named  as  black  a  clay 
as  that  on  which  the  Golden  Gall 
was  made.  But,  significantly,  Jews 
still  needed  their  Bible  in  Greek, 
and  so  the  new  and  painfully  lit- 
eral version  of  Aquila  was  pro- 
duced. 

If  a  valid  principle  is  to  be  ex- 
tracted from  the  first  encounter  of 
Judaism  with  the  western  world, 
it  is  this:  as  a  people  we  should 
participate  as  fully  as  possible  in 
the  culture  of  the  environment 
and  retain  as  much  as  we  can  of 
our  own  tradition,  trying  'always 
to  enrich  the  one  by  the  other. 
The  remembering  of  this  meaning 
of  Hanukkah  will  give  added 
depth  to  its  present  day  celebra- 
tion. 

This  article  written  with  the 
help  and  writings  from  the  late 
Professor  Moses  Hadas. 
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and  Jewish  life  in  America  has  be- 
come pleasant  and  good.  But  the 
danger  that  Jacob  faced  is  our 
danger  today.  Our  individual 
Jewish  identity  is  rapidly  disa- 
ppearing. We  are  facing  a  \fat- 
tithiasan  choice  as  our  last  vestiges 
of  communal  Jewish  identity,  our 
synagogues,  are  being  engulfed  by 
the  waves  of  assimilation. 

The  lime  has  come,  if  there  is 
time,  to  affect  a  true  Chanukah,  a 
true  dedication,  not  a  Chanukah 
of  Sanctuaries  and  Institutions, 
but  a  Chanukah  of  identity.  Mat- 
tithias  affected  such  a  change.  He 
has  shown  that  it  can  be  done. 
The  eFstival  of  Chanukah  bears 
witness  to  it.

CHAPLAIN'S 
CORNER

While  the  separation  of  religion 
and  stale  is  basic  to  democracy, 
the  influence  of  religious  faith  up- 
on the  democratic  wa\  ol  life  is 
obvious  in  American  history.  Thus 
the  familiarity  ol  the  nation's 
earliest  settlers  in  the  colonial 
period  has  often  been  recalled. 
National.  Thanksgiving  Day  in 
November  was  patterned  after 
the  Biblical  Succos.  Colonial 
preachers  thundered  against  Brit- 
ish oppression  in  the  pre-revolu- 
tionary  period  comparing  persecu- 
tions to  autocracy.  One  of  the 
country's  seals  proposed  in  the  in- 
fancy of  the  United  States  was  the 
comparison  ol  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
to  the  Red  Sea  and  the  refugees" 
fleeing  to  the  New  Country,  to 
Canaan.  Israel's  Promised  Lf«d. 

The  Jewish  Bible,  so-called  Old 
Testament,  had  the  sources  for  tin 
ideals  of  the  builders  of  the  United 
States.  Where  else  could  they  find 
inspiration  for  human  rights.  The 
evils  ol  absolutism,  the  dignity  o! 
the  individual,  the  demands  lot 
social  justice',  universal  equality, 
but  in  our  Scripture  beginning 
with  the  Mosaic  legislation  and 
culminating  in  the  impassioned 
urgngs  upon  the  rulers  and  people 
of  ancient  prophetic  messages  in 
the  name  of  the  Father  of  human- 
ity.

In  a  democracy  where  the  people 
are  sovereign,  an  understanding 
of  what  the  prophet  stressed  would 
readily  bring  about  a  guest  for  a 
spiritual  conception  of  the  individ- 
ual's relation  to  his  own  soul,  to

ami  has  given  much  of  his  time  to 
helping  North  Carolina  Jewish 
groups. 

He  is  the  1969  national  chair- 
man for  the  North  Carolina  Unit- 
ed Jewish  Appeal.  Earlier  this 
year,  he  was  invited  to  spend  Iti 
days  in  Israel  by  the  government. 

Greenberg's  success  story  started 
in  1959,  two  years  after  he  took 
control  of  his  father's  Town  and

In  December  of  '59,  Greenberg 
walked  into  a  Durham  bank  and 
saw  some  property  for  sale. 

The  property,  in  the  Hillside 
Park  area,  was  purchased,  and  in 
1959,  Greenberg  and  three  em- 
ployees, began  building  single- 
family  dwellings. 

The  lollowing  year,  Greenberg 
invested  in  multi-family  housing 
and  bv  1962,  construction  was 
worth  over  $1  million. 

Greenberg's  fortunes  soared  in 
1964  alter  he  formed  the  Green- 
berg Construction  Co.,  Consolidat- 
ed Properties,  Ltd.  and  a  number 
ol  other  companies  for  accounting 
purposes.  By  the  end  of  that  yeai 
his  buildings  were  worth  $2.5  mil- 
lion, and  by  1967,  his  holdings 
increased  to  over  $3  million  and  he 
was  building  shopping  centers 
and  warehouses. 

Greenberg's  biggest  business 
move  came  in  April,  1968,  when 
he  merged  one  of  his  companies, 
Consolidated  Properties,  into  Ka- 
vanau  Real  Estate  Trust,  listed  on 
the  American  Stock  Exchange. 
Greenberg  became  the  major  stock 
holder   of    Kavanau,   with  about 


25  per  cent  of  its  outstanding 
stock.  Kavanau,  on  the  other  hand, 
acquired  most  of  Greenberg's  in- 
come-producing properties,  worth 
about  $8  million  at  that  time. 

Then,  in  October,  1968,  he 
formed  ABG  Industries,  of  which 
Greenberg  Construction  Co.  and 
Coman  Lumber  Co.  are  both 
wholly-owned  subsidiaries,  in  ad- 
dition to  Century  Carpet  and 
Allentown  Realty  and  Insurance 
Co.,  both  of  Durham. 

AGB  Industries  has  about  S5U 
million  of  construction  coming  up 
around  North  Carolina. 

Among  his  joint  ventures  are 
seven  apartment  complexes  spread 
in  Greensboro,  Durham,  Raleigh 
and  Winston-Salem  and  Bristol 
Court  Shopping  Center,  Eno  In- 
dustrial Park  and  Yorktowne  Of- 
fice Mall  and  Theatre  in  Durham. 

How  Greenberg  wound  up  in 
Durham  is  a  story  in  itself. 

His  parents,  Ida  and  Philip, 
were  driving  to  Florida  during  the 
Depression  'and  decided  to  stop 
overnight  in  Durham. 

The  following  morning,  Philip 
Greenberg  arose,  glanced  through 
his  hotel  window  and  saw  dozens

'I  he  United  States  is  fighting 
an  unusual  war  in  Vietnam. 

And  it  doesn't  take  generals  or 
top-level  government  advisers  to 
tell  you  so. 

Capt.  Roy  Goodman  ean  see  the 
signs  every  day  as  far  behind  the 
lines  as  Tokyo. 

Capt.  Goodman,  who  had  an 
unexpected  leave  with  his  parents, 
Mr.  anil  Mrs.  Eric  Goodman  of 
Salisbury,  X.  C  last  week,  is  cur- 
rently serving  as  hospital  adjutant 
for  the  1,000-bed  249th  General 
Hospital  in  Tokyo,  a  hospital 
which  serves  in  direct  support  ol 
operations  in  Southeast  Asia.  All 
patients  evacuated  from  Vietnam 
arc  sent  through  Japan  now,  which 
means  that  there  is  a  turnover  ol 
about  1,500  a  month  —  and  that 
means  that  Roy  Goodman  is  see- 
ing a  lot  of  wounded  men. 

The  thing  that  hits  him  hardest 
—  and  he's  just  30  years  old  him- 
self is  the  age  of  the  American 
soldier. 

"They're  all  so  young." 
And  he's  also  struck  by  how 
anxious  they  all  are  to  get  home. 

Despite  the  fact  that  they're 
mounded  and  hospitalized  morale 
is  frequently  high  in  the  hospital, 
he  says.  "They're  out  of  Vietnam, 
and  that  means  a  lot." 

Less  than  20  per  cent  of  the 
patients  are  returned  to  active 
duty  overseas,  and  those  that  do 
return  are  rarely  sent  back  into 
battle.  "Once  they've  been  wound- 
ed, they're  usually  sent  somewhere 
else  in  the  Pacific,  Korea,  Thai- 
land, somewhere  besides  Vietnam, 
though  a  small  percentage  does  go 
back." 

In  Army  medical  parlance,  the 
patients  who  come  to  the  hospital 
are  those  who  have  been  "stabliz- 
ed"  in  Vietnam  first.  The  bleed- 
ing's been  stopped,  the  bones  have 
been  set. 

If  the  doctors  think  they'll  re- 
cover quickly,  they  stay  right 
there.  But  if  they  feel  a  person 
will  be  in  the  hospital  over  30 
days,  he's  sent  to  Tokoyo. 

"Once  he  comes  to  us  he  stays 
until  he  reaches  a  point  of  con- 
valescence. Any  major  operations 
that  have  to  be  done  are  done," 
but  for  other  things  —  cosmetic 
operations,  artificial  limbs  —  he's 
sent  back  to  a  hospital  in  the 
United  States  that  has  the  type  of 
specialty  he  needs. 

That  isn't  to  say  that  a  soldier 
doesn't  get  the  best  possible  care 
in  the  military  hospital  in  Japan. 
"They  get  the  best  medical  treat- 
ment in  the  world,"  Goodman  said, 


"in  every  field.  Every  patient  sees 
a  specialist  according  to  his  injury, 
and  that  means  a  lot."  The  whole 
thing  is  terribly  expensive,  but 
they  certainly  shouldn't  be  for- 
gotten after  they're  wounded,  "so 
pay  your  taxes  with  a  smile." 

A  great  majority  of  the  soldiers, 
he  says,  are  concerned  with  what's 
happening  in  the  United  States. 

"In  a  lot  of  ways,  they  feel  like 
they  'are  being  forgotten."  Even 
though  most  of  them  are  glad  to 
be  out  of  Vietnam  and  morale  is 
up  for  this  reason,  there's  a  natu- 
ral depression  that  sets  in  when 
a  boy's  been  wounded,  "and  it 
means  a  lot  to  get  words  of  en- 
couragement from  the  people  back 
home." 

Most  of  the  soldiers  he  talks  to, 
he  said,  "feel  kind  of  helpless  about 
the  problems  at  home.  A  lot  of 
them  disagree  violently  with  the 
riots,  the  student  unrest.  There's 
bitterness  in  a  man  who's  been 
sitting  out  in  a  field  being  shot 
at,  who  has  nothing,  when  he  gets 
in  a  hospital  and  reads  about  the 
people  at  home  who  have  so  much 
and  are  still  dissatisfied." 

But  this  doesn't  mean  that  they 
all  support  the  war  without  ques- 
tion. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  mam  of 
them  feel  that  the  military  would 
like  to  do  the  job  without  inter- 
ference    from     the  politicians. 


"Their  attitude  is  that  we  have  a 
voice  in  saying  which  war  will  be 
fought  through  the  politicians  we 
elec  t,  but  once  they  decide  on  the 
war,  then  let  us  do  the  fighting. 
In  Vietnam,  a  lot  of  them  think 
we  ought  to  fight  the  Avar  or  get 
the  hell  out,  one  or  the  other. 
You  can't  do  both." 

For  example,  there  were  many 
who  epiestioned  the  bombing  halt. 
"We  received  less  patients  before 
and  the  patients  we  did  receive 
weren't  so  much  a  result  of  hostile 
action  as  since.  But  there  was  a 
gradual  increase  as  the  enemy  had 
time  to  re-supply  itself  and  build 
up  it's  forces  again.  I  think  we're 
back  where  we  were  several  years 
ago." 

And  that's  hard  to  accept  when 
you  walk  through  those  hospital 
wards. 

"They  all  look  like  poor  kids, 
who  don't  know  much  about  life, 
getting  the  hell  torn  out  of  them 
before  they've  had  a  chance.  .  .  ." 

It  would  help  tremendously, 
he  said,  if  people  would  put  the 
word  "patient"  with  the  address 
when  they  find  out  a  soldier  has 
been  wounded  —  and  if  they  would 
stop  subscriptions  to  newspapers 
and  magazines  until  he  gets  a 
permanent  'address. 

Meantime,  Capt.  Goodman,  who 
has  previously  served  in  Germany, 
is  living  on  the  Japanese  economy 


and  finding  out  what  it's  like  to 
be  part  ol  an  Oriental  environ- 
ment. 

He  and  two  other  officers  rem 
a  six  room  house  in  a  Japanese 
neighborhood  because  housing  is 
so  scarce  on  the  base.  The  house, 
he  says,  is  "Japanese-western  style," 
which  means  that  some  ol  the 
rooms  have  hardwood  floors  and 
some  have  straw  mats. 

The  people  of  Tokyo,  he  says, 
are  friendly,  but  nonetheless 
there's  a  sort  of  open  hostility 
toward  Americans  being  there. 

"They'd  prefer  we  weren't." 

But  then  so  would  most  of  the 
soldiers  who  are  in  the  hospital 
there.  And  that's  why  Capt.  Good- 
man thinks  it's  so  important  for 
Americans  to  keep  that  mail  com- 
ing, even  if  it  sometimes  does 
take  a  long  time  to  catch  up. 

Nothing  means  as  much  as  a 
letter  to  a  guy  who's  been  wound- 
ed. And  you  would  realize  how 
much  that  is  if  you  could  take  just 
one  walk  through  those  wards  in 
that  hospital  with  him,  Capt. 
Goodman  said. 

"All  those  boys  look  like  pool 
kids,  who  don't  know  much  about 
life  yet,  but  who've  gotten  the  hell 
torn  out  of  them  before  they've 
had  "a  chance.  .  .  ."

lie  said,  "but  not  the  last  battle." 

As  lor  his  opinion  on  what  the 
U.S.  can  do  to  bring  about  a  peace- 
ful solution  to  the  crisis  in  the 
Mideast,  the  Shah  said  the  ITS 
must  do  her  utmost  to  search  for 
that  just  and  lasting  solution. 
However,  he  added,  that  the  only 
way  to  that  solution  is  through 
the  United  National  and  Dr.  far- 
ring.  He  also  said  that  the  USA 
and  Russia  should  take  tougher 
initiatives. 

"  The  U.S.  and  Russia  should  al- 
so continue,  more  than  ever,  a 
dialogue  between  themselves  to 
find  that  breakthrough,"  he  said. 
"But  the  best  direction  to  achieve 
concrete  results  is  to  try  to  find 
the  way  to  implement  that  U.N. 
Resolution  of  November  22." 

Iran  is  the  only  Moslem  coun- 
try which  not  only  trades  with 
Israel,  but  which  also  has  c  ul- 
tural  exchanges  with  her.  The 
Shah  explained  that  Iran  has  al- 
ways separated  politics  from  trade. 

I  he  Shah  is  friendly  with  Israel, 
and  indicated  that  the  fews  who 
live  in  Iran  are  free  to  emigrate 
to  that  country  il  and  when  (hey 
so  desire.  However,  they  are  not 
discontent  with  their  existence  in 
Iran. 

Jews  living  in  the  Moslem  coun- 
try of  [ran  number  about  70,000. 
The  majority  of  them  had  once 
lived  in  ghettos.  Many  si  ill  do. 
The  Shah's  lather  is  credited  with 
giving  those  fews  a  better  oppor- 
tunity, and  in  time  most  of  them 
became  professionals  or  successful 
businessmen. 

Iran  is  die  second  largest  pro- 
ducer of  oil  in  the  Middle  East. 
(Svuidia    \rabia   is  the  largest.) 

Iran  is  bounded  by  the  U.S.S.R. 
and  the  Caspian  Sea  on  the  north, 
Iraq  and  Turkey  on  the  west, 
Afghanistan  and  Pakistan  on  the 
east,  and  die  Persian  Gulf  on  the 
south.  Persian,  the  principal  lan- 
guage of  Iran,  is  Indo-European 
as  opposed  to  Arabic.  Iran  is  a 
constitutional  monarchy  headed  by 
the  Shah,  with  an  elected  Lower 
House  and  a  Senate,  which  is  one- 
half  elected  and  one-half  appoint- 
ed directly  by  the  Shah. 

The  U.S.  seeks  to  help  Iran 
maintain  its  independence  and  to 
make  social  and  economic  pro- 
gress. It  encourages  Iran,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Central  Treat}  Or- 
ganization, to  develop  collective 
defense  security  arrangements  and 
to  strengthen  its  economic  and 
cultural  ties  with  its  regional  CEN- 
TO partners.  The  U.S.A.  has  ex- 
tended to  Iran  such  assistance  as 
sales  of  surplus  agricultural  com- 
modities as  required  by  the  Iran- 
ian supply  situation,  technical  as- 
sistance for  economic  development, 
and  military  assistance.

Samel  tinned  the  chair 
over  to  the  convention  chairman, 
Mis.  Harcy  Fried,  Weldon,  to 
make  an  addition  to  the  present 
NCAJW  Constitution.  The  con- 
stitution reads.  "This  constitution 
ma\  be  amended  at  am  annual 
meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  ol 
those  present  ,  the  proposed  amend - 
mint  having  been  presented  in 
writing  at  a  previous  session.' 

Before  presenting  hei  motion. 
Mrs.  Samel  told  the  50  women 
present,  "The  office  ol  president 
ol  the  North.  Carolina  Assn.  carries 
with  it  honoi  and  prestige  to  the 
Jewish  citizens  and  the  Christian 
citizens  ol  out  slate  and  also  na- 
tionally. She  is  the  contact  between 
all  other  organizations  and  the 
Jewish  people  ol  North  Carolina. 
Since  serving  as  president,  and 
strict  1\  because  ol  holding  this 
office,  1  was  appointed  on  a  state 
committee  by  Gov.  Dan  Moore  to 
sen  e  a  four-year  term.  This  is  an 
advisor)  committee  to  the  N.  C. 
Correctional  Institution  for  Wo- 
men. It  is  made  up  ol  10  women, 
all  representing  slate  organiza- 
tions for  staggering  terms  from 
one  to  four  years.  But  our  associa- 
tion serves  four  years.  Also  serving 
ex-officio  is  the  superintendent  of 
the  institution,  the  Governor's 
wile  at  the  time,  and  the  state 
commissioner  of  the  prisons.  1 
have  just  been  appointed,  again, 
because  of  my  office  as  NCAJW 
president,  to  the  steering  commit- 
tee of  the  State-Wide  Chapel  Com- 
mittee for  the  Chapel  Fund  for 
the  Dobbs  School  for  girls.  These 
children  range  in  age  from  10  to 
16.  These  little  girls,  and  they  are 
darling  looking  children,  are 
compelled  to  stay  at  the  school 
because  of  behavior  problems  'and 
art  in  the  only  institution  in  out 
state  that  does  not  have  a  chapel. 
The  school,  with  Dr.  Mae  Holmes 
as  director,  has  been  in  existence 
25  years.  The-  majority  ol  the 
children  are  serving  time  because 
of  Truancy.  The  chapel  will  be 
non-secfarian.  The  chapel  will 
have  no  religious  symbols  inside 
or  outside  at  the  suggestion  of 
our  own  Rabbi  Michael  Hecht, 
Charlotte.  Each  faith  will  bring 
its  own  trappings  for  its  individ- 
ual services.  The  state  has  ap- 
propriated $50,000  to  the  fund, 
the  rest  to  be  raised  by  the  citizens 
of  our  state.  This  school  will 
eventually  be  equipped  to  house 
500  children.  There  are  many 
other  facets  that  I  will  not  go  into 
in  the  essence  of  time.  What  I  am

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Will  Dissent  Destroy  U.  S.  ?

America  is  now  lacing  a  greal 
crisis  with  the  present-day  state 
of  affairs,  confusion  and  turmoil 
in  all  areas  of  human  relations. 
Where  will  this  lead  us?  Will  we 
destroy  ourselves  with  our  own 
hands?  The  Vietnam  War,  racial 
strife,  hippie  movements,  demon- 
strations, campus  riots,  crime  in 
the  streets  are  growing  at  a  very 
alarming  rate.  We  have  reached 
the  moon,  but  that  will  be  a  very 
empty  achievement  if  the  present 
state  of  affairs  continue  their 
course. 

The  problems  of  yesteryear 
where  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  was  in 
the  heights  of  its  power  was  much 
easier  to  deal  with  and  discredit. 
It  hid  in  secrecy  and  hoods,  and 
never  enjoyed  open  respectability. 
Now  we  have  a  much  more  dan- 
gerous and  complex  enemy  of  oui 
society,  who  are  supposedly  voic- 
ing their  cry  against  the  war, 
against  injustices  and  present-day 
problems.  Can  that  be  -achieved 
by  tearing  down  all  our  institu- 
tions and  values? 

America  is  faced  with  becoming 
a  police  state.  On  one  hand,  tim- 
idity in  dealing  with  strife  en- 
courages more  strife.  On  the  othei 
hand,  firm  force  in  dealing  with 
riots  and  demonstrations  are  used 
to  incite  and  inflame  the  fires 
that  are  started  with  high  sound- 
ing slogans. 

The  hour  is  late  for  the  dem- 
onstrators to  reflect  soberly  and 
responsibly  the  impatience  of 
youth,  their  immaturity  and  ex- 
tremism. 

We  all  want  peace  in  Vietnam. 
Reality  must  be  faced.  How  do 
we  achieve  it?  On  one  side,  the 
cry  for  surrender  and  withdrawal. 
President  Nixon  is  offering  com- 
promise and  peace  with  honor. 
The  critics  of  the  United  States 
are  prolonging  the  war  by  giving 
hopes  that  what  North  Vietnam 
is  not  able  to  win  on  the  battle- 


field will  be  won  for  them  in  the 
streets  of  the  United  States.  Never 
in  all  history  of  all  wars  has  there 
been  such  a  precedent. 

Present  day  nonviolence  move- 
ments, marches  and  demonstra- 
tions has  escalated  to  violence 
•and  riots.  The  rights  of  dissent 
are  fundamental  to  our  society, 
but  even  in  dissent  one  must  act 
responsibly.  Today  responsibility 
has  been  abandoned.  It  has  be- 
come fashionable  to  flaunt  the 
law  in  the  guise  of  dissent. 

Irresponsible  dissent  has  become 
an  American  fad,  a  luxury  that 
we  cannot  long  afford.  From  panty 
raids  on  the  campus  to  smoking 
pot.  and  free  love.  Will  this  be  a 
passing  phase?  Are  these  growing 
pains  of  this  new  revolution?  Can 
we  meet  these  trials?  Only  time 
will  tell.  Dissent  and  demonstra- 
tions have  become  such  sacred 
cows,  that  we  have  lost  -all  sense 
of  balance,  disregarding  the  right 
of  the  silent  majority  ol  domestic 
tranquility  and  the  safety  ol  oui 
citizens  and  the  internal  security 
of  our  nation  placed  in  jeopardy. 

The  First  Amendment  says  that 
you  can  think  as  you  please,  speak 
as  you  please,  but  you  cannot  do 
as  you  please.  Our  courts  -are  open 
for  redress  to  strengthen  our  so- 
ciety. Our  ballot  boxes  and  oui 
vote  is  the  most  effective  and  po- 
tent power  that  we  possess,  which 
must,  be  guarded  zealously  and 
exercised. 

We  have  in  the  tradition  of  this 
nation  a  well-tested  framework  of 
values,  justice,  liberty,  equality  of 
opportunity,  the  worth  and  dig- 
nity of  the  individual,  brother- 
hood, individual  responsibility,  all 
supremely  compatable  with  social 
growth  and  renewal.  Our  prob- 
lem is  not  to  find  better  values 
but  to  be  faithful  to  those  we 
profess,  and  to  make  them  work 
and  live  in  our  institutions. 

We  must  tackle  the  evils  of  the 
day  and  treat  our  problems  rather 
than  indulge  in  hate. 


FOR  WHAT  IT'S  WORTH  . . . 

Can  Israel 
Go  It  Alone?

Fears  are  growing  among  Jewish  leaders  that  the  U.S. 
is  heading  towards  a  policy  of  isolation  which  will  threaten 
the  security  of  Israel. 

The  "even-handed"  policy  of  the  U.S.  in  the  Middle  East, 
the  gradual  withdrawal  of  troops  from  Vietnam  even  without 
a  peace  settlement,  the  promise  of  no  more  Vietnams,  all  seem 
to  justify  this  concern. 

The  "involved"  citizens  of  the  U.S.  clamor  for  "uninvolv- 
ment."  The  "silent  majority"  is  as  confused  as  its  identity. 
The  right  wingers  do  little  more  than  hurl  charges.  U.S.  for- 
eign policy  goals  are  nonexistent. 

This  all  puts  Israel  in  a  rather  unique  position.  While 
Russia  continues  to  arm  the  Arabs,  the  U.S.  continues  "to 
aid"  both  sides.  While  Russia  incites  the  Arabs,  the  U.S.  de- 
livers unrealistic  appeals  for  peace.  And  it  appears  as  if  the 
U.S.  will  do  even  less  for  its  only  real  friend  in  the  Middle 
East  in  the  future. 

Fortunately,  Israel  now  needs  only  the  minimum  of  U.S. 
help  (allowing  the  Israelis  to  buy  U.S.  planes,  etc.)  But  if  the 
time  ever  comes  when  Israel  needs  more  than  lip  service, 
where  will  the  U.S.  be? 

Interesting  Study 

An  experimental  study  by  Yeshiva  University  researchers 
found  that  negative  attitudes  of  Jews  to  inter-faith  marriage 
can  be  altered  by  role-playing,  but  these  attitudes  revert  back 
after  a  short  period  of  time. 

The  study  was  conducted  by  Dr.  Alvin  L.  Atkins,  associate 
professor  of  psychology  at  Yeshiva  University's  Ferkauf  Grad- 
uate School  of  Humanities  and  Social  Sciences,  and  doctoral 
candidate  Stephen  J.  Levy. 

The  small-scaled  experiment  involved  30  coeds  chosen  be- 
cause of  their  "extreme  anti-interfaith  marriage  and  dating 
positions."  The  coeds  were  divided  into  two  groups  given  role- 
playing  (putting  oneself  in  another's  position)  conditions. 

In  the  "active"  role-playing  condition  the  subjects  were 
asked  to  imagine  themselves  dating  a  boy  outside  their  re- 
ligion and  who  they  had  decided  to  marry.  They  were  asked 
to  describe  to  their  girl  friends  how  they  resolved  their  con- 
flicts and  concluded  their  decisions. 

Those  in  the  "passive"  role  group  were  asked  to  read  to 
their  friends  a  statement  written  by  a  girl  who  had  decided 
to  marry  outside  her  faith. 

Among  the  major  reasons  for  accepting  interfaith  ro- 
mance offered  by  the  "active"  group  were  "love,"  "rejection 
of  'old  fashioned'  parents'  ideas,"  and  the  rationale  of  con- 
tinuing religious  practices  regardless  of  the  husbands'  be- 
liefs. Conversion  by  one  of  the  partners  was  found  to  be  of 
minor  importance. 

The  researchers  found  a  great  acceptance  of  interfaith 
marriage  by  the  "active"  group  after  the  subieets  completed 
an  attitude  acceptance  test.  According  to  Dr.  Atkins  and  Mr. 
Levy,  this  "supported  the  notion  that  active  role-playing  does 
provide  emotional  arousal  which  facilitates  attitude  change." 

After  two  weeks,  however,  it  was  found  that  the  active 
role  players  had  significantly  shifted  back  to  their  original 
position  against  dating  or  marrying  outside  their  fath. 

According  to  the  study,  this  reversal  signified  that  "s"Hh 
attitudes  may  be  highly  resistant  to  change  over  time."  The 
researchers  concluded  that  "to  expect  maior  and  enduring 
shifts  in  attitude  by  an  individual,  when  that  nerson  is  closely 
tied  to  those  in  a  peer  group  whose  attitudes  are  the  same, 
may  be  highly  unrealistic."

UJA  Essay  Contest  Scheduled 
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lewish  Mothers  "Aren't  So  Terrible" 


"The  Jewish  wife  is  perhaps 
the  world's  most  libelled  female." 
So  concludes  the  first  systematic 
study  of  Jewish  women  ever  un- 
dertaken. "The  popular  concep- 
tion of  the  Jewish  wife  and  mother 
is  no  more  authentic  than  a  cari- 


cature." She  is,  in  fact,  her  fam- 
ily's "secret  weapon"  against  the 
ills  of  contemporary  existence,  in- 
cluding divorce,  crime,  delinquen- 
cy, illegitimacy,  and  even  pov- 
erty. 

The  pioneering  survey  is  "The 
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1  Jewish  Wife"  by  Gwen  Gibson 
Schwartz  and  Barbara  Wyden 
(Peter  H.  Wyden,  Inc.  $6.95).  It 
is  based  on  a  poll  specially  com- 
missioned from  Alfred  Politz  Re- 
search in  depth.  A  matching  sam- 
ple of  200  non- Jewish  neighbors 
showed  the  differences  between 
the  attitudes  of  the  two  groups. 
The  authors  then  re-interviewed 
50  Jewish  respondents. 

HUSBAND-WIFE 
PARTNERSHIPS 

Communication  between  Jewish 
husbands  and  wives  was  remark- 
ably close,  the  book  shows.  When 
husbands  went  on  business  trips, 
(i0  percent  of  the  Jewish  wives 
(but  only  10.3  percent  of  the  non- 
Jewish  wives)  were  telephoned  by 
their  mates  every  day. 

When  the  couples  talked  pri- 
vately, almost  two-thirds  (70.4  per- 
cent of  the  Jewish  wives  but  only 
somewhat  more  than  hall  (57.6 
percent  of  the  non-Jewish  wives 
reported  that  the  husbands,  busi- 
ness was  the  subject  they  most 
frequently  discussed. 

Moreover,  Jewish  couples  spend 
relatively  little  lime  apart.  Only 
10. 3  percent  of  die  Jewish  (but 
15.2  percent  of  the  non-Jewish) 
wives  said  that  they  occasionally 
went  on  non-business  trips  with- 
out their  husbands.  And  50.7  per- 
cent of  Jewish  (but  only  39.7  per- 
cent of  non-Jewish)  wives  said 
they  didn't  approve  of  husbands 
stopping  for  "drinks  with  the 
boys"  on  the  way  home  after  work. 
THE  GENERATION  GAP 
IS  WIDE 

While  leanness  was  never  a  vir- 
tue in  Jewish  tradition,  few  young 
or  middle-aged  wives  who  were 
interviewed  had  weight  problems; 
not  one  was  obese.  The  authors 
interpreted  this  as  one  of  several 
indications  that  contemporary 
Jewish  wives,  in  many  respects, 
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want  to  be  different  from  their 
forebears. 

"Running  warfare"  with  moth- 
ers-in-law was  another  case  in 
point:  "They  depicted  the  older 
woman  as  'pushy,'  'domineering,' 
'matriarch,'  and  'queen-bees.' 
Run-ins  were  described  like 
heavyweight  bouts.  But  all  this 
visceral  language  was  used  pri- 
marily as  a  release,  an  escape 
valve.  At  no-time  did  any  of  these 
women  suggest  a  complete  break 
with  Mama.

The  ideal  of  the  pluralistic  so- 
cial order  was  stressed  in  the  earl} 
history  of  this  country;  'one  out 
of  many.'  Conflicting  loyalties, 
antagonistic  political  views,  com- 
petitive economic  interests,  reg- 
ional jealousies,  religious  antago- 
nisms, —  such  were  conditions 
that  demanded,  in  time  of  peril, 
a  united  people,  notwithstanding 
serious  diversities  so  that  there 
may  be  formed  "one  nation,  in- 
divisible, with  liberty  and  justice 
for  all,"  an  ideal  yet  to  be  fully 
attained. 

Among  our  Jewish  teachers  in 
ancient  Judea,  it  took  a  heavenly 
voice,  •according  to  legend,  upon 
an  occasion,  when  Hillelites  and 
Shammaites  were  hotly  at  odds, 
to  persuade  them  that  the  views 
of  both  sides  were  "words  of  the 
Living  God." 

When  parties  insist  that  there 
can  only  be  one  aspect  of  truth 
and  that  is  "absolute,"  it  is  pra- 
tically  impossible  to  do  more  than 
to  learn,  at  least,  tolerance  and 
respect  for  sincere  convictions 
when  they  are  irreconcilable. 

On  a  vast  worldwide  scale  in 
the  political  field,  that  seems  to 


be  the  case  when  the  economic 
and.  social  interests  of  totalitarian- 
ism and  democracy  meet  in  con- 
flict. Power  politics  threaten  to 
become  a  stale-mate,  as  seems  to 
be  the  case  today  at  the  meetings 
of  the  United  States  and  North 
Vietnam  and  allies. 

In  the  Jewish-Christian  dia- 
logue there  is  a  bright  picture 
only  where  leaders  with  open 
minds  subject  to  liberal  influence 
meet.  Where  dogmatic,  absolutist 
viewpoints  prevail,  the  best  that 
can  be  hoped  for,  is  continuous 
dialogues  based  on  mutual  respect 
and  understanding.

IN  CHARLOTTE 

The  North  Carolina  Regional 
Advisor)  Board  ol  the  Anti-De- 
famation League  ol  B'nai  B'rith 
met  Nov.  16  ai  Temple  Israel. 
Charlotte,  N.  C.  and  discussed  the 
successful  Dr.  Bill)  Graham 
Award  Reception  held  recently. 
Chairman  Carl  Goldfarb  also  out- 
lined a  number  of  the  meaningfiu 
ac  tions  accomplished  since  the  lasi 
meeting. 

He  commented  on  the  success- 
ful Middle  East  Conference  ol 
July,  1969,  in  Greensboro.  It  had 
been  billed  as  a  major  confron- 
tation between  Arabs  and  Israelis 
outside  the  U.  N.  The  presence 
of  the  Israeli  Consul  General  and 
the  League's  regional  director 
turned  the  three-day  meeting  in- 
to the  most  objective  one  possible 
for  Israel.  Goldfarb  mentioned 
that  the  regional  office  had  acted 
as  consultant  to  the  North  Caro- 
lina Constitutional  Revision  Com- 
mittee, and  that  for  the  first  time, 
the  league  has  been  invited  to 
participate  in  the  1969/70  North 
Carolina  Education  Assn.  Conven- 
tion, to  be  held  in  Charlotte  in 
March. 


He  further  noted  that  "The  Im- 
age of  the  Jews"  film  series  has 
been  accepted  by  the  Catholic 
diocese  for  use  with  all  North 
Carolina  parochial  school  teachers 
and  for  selected  classes. 

The  board  was  queried  as  to 
whether  a  survey  on  the  under- 
utili/ation  of  Jews  in  employment, 
and  on  the  board  of  the  Wachovia 
Bank  should  be  undertaken.  After 
intense  discussion,  which  was  en- 
larged to  include  discriminator) 
country  and  social  clubs,  the  board 
voted  not  to  engage  in  any  bank 
survey  at  this  time. 

Lou  Krapin,  of  the  National 
Fundraising  Department,  said  the 
Supplemental  Fund  Campaign  had 
so  far  raised  $7,143,  an  increase  of 
$1,700  over  last  year.  Joe  Hanch- 
row  then  proposed  a  resolution 
which  was  approved  by  the  board, 
that  it  is  absolutely  essential  for 
board  members  to  become  per- 
sonally involved  in  raising  funds 
on  the  local  level.

Necessity 

Is  Terrific 
Teacher

Necessity  can  be  a  great  teach- 
er as  about  a  dozen  members  of 
B'nai  Shalom  Congregation,  Rich- 
mond, Va.,  are  finding  out  six 
nights  a  week,  as  they  build  a 
temple. 

Not  one  of  the  men  working  on 
the  temple  is  a  carpenter.  In  fact, 
the  closest  workers  to  carpenters 
are  a  couple  of  engineers,  but 
their  temple  work  crew  of  jewel- 
ers, chemists  and  businessmen 
hardly  constitutes  an  honor  roll 
for  who's  who  in  the  construction 
business. 

Yet,  the  men  build  on,  dedicat- 
ed and  proud,  making  amazing 
progress. 

The  story  of  why  the  temple  is 
being  built  by  non-carpenters  is 
interesting.  And  the  lesson  to  be 
learned  can  apply  to  anyone. 

After  planning  for  a  temple, 
the  four-year-old  B'nai  Shalom 
Congregation  found  that  it  did  not 
have  enough  funds  for  the  project. 
But  the  chairman  of  the  building 
committee,  Max  Messier,  estimated 
that  the  congregation  would  save 
about  $30,000,  half  of  what  it 
would  spend,  if  members  joined 
together  to  build  it  themselves. 

So  the  members  got  together. 

Work  on  the  80-foot  by  100 
shell  of  the  building,  which  began 
last  June,  was  completed  recently. 


It  encloses  eight  classrooms,  two 
kitchens,  a  rabbi's  study  and  of- 
fice, and  a  large  combination 
sanctuary-social  hall. 

The  men  take  only  Friday 
nights  off  for  regular  Sabbath 
worship  services. 

The  approximately  70-membei 
congregation  has  been  meeting  at 
a  converted  house  at  6209  Patter- 
son Ave.,  but  damage  from  a  fire 
at  the  house  early  this  year  has 
made  completion  of  the  new  tem- 
ple even  more  pressing. 

Their  new  site  is  on  an  eight- 
acre  tract  which  includes  the  home 
of  the  congregation's  rabbi,  Morris 
C.  Katz,  at  9410  Three  Chopt  Rd.

Age  is  a  liability  which  no  person  can  escape,  but  per- 
haps the  greatest  fear  of  anyone  approaching  old  age  is  the 
fear  that  they  must  either  face  a  life  of  loneliness  or  become 
a  burden  on  their  children  who  already  have  their  own  lives 
to  lead.  The  North  Carolina  Jewish  Home  is  undertaking  a 
project  which  will  eliminate  these  fears  and  provide  an  op- 
portunity for  the  aged  to  live  out  their  lives  in  peaceful  dig- 
nity and  contentment,  surrounded  by  the  company  of  persons 
of  similar  age  and  interests. 

The  Home  is  proposing  a  plan  whereby  private  cottages 
can  be  built  on  the  lands  surrounding  the  Home.  The  cost  of 
the  cottage's  construction  would  be  met  either  through  pri- 
vate donations  or  paid  for  by  the  person  who  chooses  to  move 
into  the  cottage.  A  small  cottage,  adequate  for  two  persons, 
would  cost  approximately  $12,000  with  larger  duplexes  avail- 
able for  as  many  as  four  persons. 

The  primary  idea  behind  the  plan  is  to  provide  a  place  for 
retired  persons  to  live  without  confining  him  to  the  Home  it- 
self. A  retired  person,  who  is  still  physically  active  and  in- 
terested in  community  affairs,  could  live  in  the  retirement 
community  much  the  same  as  in  any  other  community  with 
the  added  advantage  of  being  among  a  group  of  people  with 
similar  interests  and  abilities.  There  may  even  be  elections 
for  village  officers. 

The  land  for  the  cottage  would  be  provided  by  the  home 
with  the  understanding  that  ownership  of  the  biiildino-  wo'dd 
be  transferred  to  the  Home  upon  the  death  of  the  residents. 
Residents  would  pay  a  nominal  fee  to  the  Home  for  unkeep 
and  services,  thereby  eliminating  a  major  problem  of  home 
ownership.  Older  persons  who  could  not  adeauateV  maintain 
the  oottao-es  could  rely  on  groundskeepers  and  maids  provided 
by  the  Home. 

A  further  advantage  would  be  the  fact  that  residents 
would  have  the  option  of  preparing  their  own  meals  or  utiliz- 
ing the  kitchen  facilities  of  the  Home.  This  would  enable  the 
person  to  select  whichever  method  he  prefers  and  would  also 
allow  for  private  entertaining  in  his  own  cottage. 

An  even  more  important  advantage  would  be  the  prox- 
imity of  the  Home  with  its  extensive  facilities.  Residents  who 
become  sick  or  too  advanced  in  age  to  live  privately  can  be 
easily  transferred  to  the  Home. 

The  proposed  architectural  design  for  the  community 
calls  for  a  Colonial  style  construction  which  would  give  the 
area  the  appearance  of  a  college  community.  Recreational 
facilities  would  be  provided  by  the  home,  including  things 
such  as  vollev  ball,  shuffleboard,  pitch  and  putt,  cronuet,  and 
swimming.  Outdoor  barbecues  would  also  be  provided  for  use

by  the  residents.  A  major  attraction  proposed  would  be  the 
Community  House  which  would  provide  a  social  center  for 
the  residents.  Movies  and  card  games  would  be  easily  accessible 
through  the  community  center. 

Proponents  of  the  plan  feel  that  it  would  provide  a  much 
needed  facility  for  senioi  citizens.  Primarily  it  would  allow 
them  the  opportunity  to  live  private  lives  while  being  close 
to  each  other.  Rather  than  being  ejected  from  the  mainstream 
of  their  community  ,  each  member  would  be  eligible  to  play  a 
major  role  in  the  planning  and  projects  since  their  ages  would 
not  be  a  handicap.  By  purchasing  the  cottage  and  supporting 
themselves,  residents  of  the  center  would  not  suffer  from  the 
feeling  that  they  were  depending  upon  someone  else  for  their 
existence. 

Mrs.  Mary  Berman  of  Chapel  Hill  is  the  first  person  to 
subscribe  to  the  idea  of  having  a  cottage  built  and  numerous 
others  have  indicated  that  they  too  are  interested  in  either 
purchasing  one  or  donating  the  necessary  funds  to  make  a 
cottage  available  to  an  eligible  person. 

BILL  SHARPE  DIES 

The  death  of  Bill  Sharpe,  editor  and  publisher  of  The 
State  magazine,  is  a  loss  to  North  Carolina  of  one  of  its  most 
energetic  and  dedicated  activists. 

Mr.  Sharpe  entered  into  North  Carolina  journalism  in  his 
early  twenties  in  Winston-Salem  and  later  launched  into 
various  writing  and  publishing  ventures  including  a  four- 
volume  geography  of  North  Carolina  which  included  chapters 
in  all  100  counties. 

As  the  chief  travel  writer  and  publicist  for  the  Depart- 
ment of  Conservation,  Bill  Sharpe  became  known  for  his  ef- 
forts to  develop  North  Carolina  into  a  variety  vacationland. 
His  attempt  to  publish  his  own  newspaper  called  "Thursday" 
in  Winston-Salem  failed,  but  Mr.  Sharpe  went  on  to  become 
both  a  successful  and  an  outstanding  North  Carolinian  who 
will  certainly  be  missed  by  all  those  who  knew  him  and  his 
work.

HOW  TO  MAKE  CHALLAH, 
CHICKEN  AND  NOT  CAKE

Spec.al  to  the  Time^-Outlook 

I've  never  been  the  smartest  wo- 
man in  the  world  and  my  Jewish 
accent  remains  despite  coming  to 
this  country  from  Russia  in  the 
second  decade  of  the  1900s,  but 
55  years  of  marriage  has  taught 
me  one  thing. 

A  husband  'always  feels  a  bit 
more  contented  if  his  wife  takes 
the  time  to  cook  something  special 
for  him  every  once  in  a  while. 

On  Friday  night  for  example, 
a  dinner  with  challah,  chicken 
pilaw  and  nut  cake  could  hold 
just  the  right  ingredients  for  ush- 
ering in  a  more  meaningful  sab- 
bath. The  recipes  are  below.

CHALLAH 

1  tbsp  sugar 

4  tbsp.  vegetable  shortening 

2  cups  hot  water  with  a  pinch  of 
Saffron  added 

1  tbsp.  salt 

8  cups  flour 

2  packages  yeast 

3  eggs  (slightly  beaten) 

Stir  sugar  and  vegetable  shorten- 
ing into  the  hot  water.  In  separate 
big  bowl,  sift  your  flour  and  salt. 
When  water  turns  lukewarm,  blend 
yeast  in  with  some  of  the  warm 
water  and  add  to  flour,  stirring  to 
make  sponge  in  center  of  bowl.  Let 
flour  mixture  rise  about  half  an 
hour  in  covered  bowl,  then  blend 
in  eggs  and  rest  of  warm  water. 
Place  on  floured  board  and  knead 
until  dough  is  smooth  and  elastic, 
and  not  st'eky.  Put  back  in  bowl,, 
dab  a  little  shortening  on  top  of 
dough,  cover  bowl  and  setting  it  in 
i  wa*-m  nlpce  to  rise  until  double 
the  size  of  dough.  Knead  on  floured 
board  about  10  minutes,  shape  into

in  -iOO  ctegrte  oven  for  15  min.  Turn 
oven  down  to  375  degrees  and  let 
bake  again  lor  45  minutes.

CHICKEN  PILAW 

2     cups  aicea  wnite  meat  of  cooked 
chicken 

4     tusp.    melted   schmaltz  (should 
be  hot) 

1  large  onion  (chopped  fine) 
gizzard  cooked  and  chopped  up 
goor! 

IVi  cup  white  rice 

2  cups  chicken  broth 

2     tbsp.  vegetable  shortening 

(should  be  hot  and  melted) 
1      cup  tomato  juice 

Fry  onions  in  Schmaltz  and  add 
diced  chicken  and  gizzard,  cooking 
until  browned.  Rinse  nee  and  dram. 
Let  rice  cook  in  chicken  broth  in 
tne  top  of  a  double  broiler,  until 
the  broth  is  cooked  into  rice  and 
rice  is  tender.  Combine  rice  an/A 
tomato  juice  with  chicken  mixture.

NUT  CAKE 

9  tbsp.  sugar 

9  eggs,  separated 

1  lemon,  grated  rind  and  juice 

2  tbsp.  matzo  cake  flour 

1  cup  finely  ground  almonds 

Beat  egg  yolk  till  they  look  light 
and  creamy.  Mix  in  grated  lem^n 
rind  and  then  lemon  juice.  Beat  egg 
whites,  adding  sugar  gradually,  till 
the  whites  form  peaks.  Fold  egg 
whites  into  egg  yolk-lemon  mixture 
with  big  strokes.  Blend  ground  al- 
monds into  the  mixture,  add  matzo 
cake  flour  and  mix  slightly.  Put 
mixture  into  a  cake  pan  with  an 
inner  bottom  and  bake  at  325  de- 
grees for  45  minutes.

ISRAEL  TRIP

Editor's  note  —  Tiiis  is  the  first 
of  a  f  ve-part  series  dealing  with 
observations  Rabbi  Berger  made 
during  his  recent  study  trip  with  33 
rabbis  to  Israel. 

This  summer,  as  a  result  of  the 
generosity  and  kindness  of  many 
friends,  it  was  my  privilege  to 
visit  Israel,  and  see  with  my  own 
eyes  the  miracle  of  Israel  reborn, 

This  was  my  second  visit  to  Is- 
rael. Fourteen  years  -ago,  when  1 
served  as  a  chaplain  with  the  1st 
Division  in  Germany,  I  had  been 
invited  together  with  five  other 
European  chaplains  to  be  the  guest 
of  the  Israeli  Government  for  the 
7th  Independence  Day  celebra- 
tion. 

I  recall  ascending  Mt.  Zion  aftei 
that  heartrending  experience  of 
visiting  the  Yad  Vashem  memo- 
rial in  the  "Martef  Hashoah", 
that  chronicled  the  great  tragedy 
that  had  overtaken  our  people. 
We  saw  the  Torah  Scrolls  desecrat- 
ed into  clown's  garments,  stained 
red  with  Jewish  blood  and  we  saw 
the  lampshades  made  of  human 
skin,  and  the  soap  made  of  Jew- 
ish bodies.  And  then  we  went  to 
the  top  of  Mt.  Zion. 

We  strained  to  catch  a  glimpse 
of  the  area  from  afar  where  trees 
covered  the  Western  Wall  of  the 
temple.  I  wondered,  would  I  ever 
be  privileged  to  see  it.  Would  1 
ever  be  able  to  set  foot  in  Old 
Jerusalem?  The  separation  of 
Jerusalem  seemed  so  definite  and 
so  permanent.  Who  knows,  I 
thought,  what  possible  circum- 
stances could  make  it  possible? 
Who  knows  how  many  genera- 
tions, before  the  Messianic  era 
would  come? 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  ex- 
press the  feelings  that  surged  with- 
in me  when  I  finally  stood  at  the 
wall.  I  felt  a  sense  of  unity  and 
continuity  of  Jewish  history.  I 
thought  I  could  hear  the  echoes 
of  the  songs  of  the  levites  and 
priests.  I  felt  a  sense  of  serenity 
and  inner  peace,  that  one  feels  in 
the  presence  of  the  Holy  and  in- 
expressible. 

My  mind  went  back  to  that 
night  on  June  14th  -at  Bethe  El 
when  we  had  all  assembled,  to 
voice  our  concern  and  express  in 
tangible  terms  our  fellowship  with 
our  brothers  in  the  land  of  Israel. 

We  had  good  reason  to  be  con- 
cerned and  apprehensive  about  the 
safety,  and  even  the  very  existence, 
of  the  state  itself.  The  Arab  world 
appeared  determined  to  make 
good  their  threat  to  destroy  Is- 
rael. 

The  events  of  that  week  are 
now  known  throughout  the  world. 
Israel's  stunning  victory  will  be 
studied   in   military  colleges  for

No  Jews  Allowed 
Policy  Changing 
In  Big  Business 

American  corporations  are  out  to  undo  the  "negative  im- 
age" that  their  executive  suite  doors  are  still  shut  tight  to 
Jews. 

The  once  unspoken  but  rigidly  enforced  "no  Jews  allow- 
ed" policy  in  "Big  Business"  is  now  the  exception,  not  the 
rule,  says  a  New  York  banking  official. 

Sanford  Kleiner,  vice-president  of  the  Chemical  Bank 
of  New  York,  also  reports  that  the  "historic  underutilization'* 
of  Jews  in  management  positions,  although  much  diminished, 
still  persists. 

But  this,  he  adds,  is  because  many  Jews  are  still  skeptical 
about  entering  the  field  "because  of  the  image  that  has  been 
created  by  offending  companies  and  industries." 

Based  on  studies  and  his  experiences  as  a  personnel 
officer,  Kleiner  finds  that  more  and  more  Jews  are  moving 
into  "management  pipelines,"  as  major  industries,  on  the  hunt 
for  executive  talent,  have  turned  affirmative  about  recruiting 
Jews. 

Many  firms,  Kleiner  writes  in  "Careers  in  Corporate 
Management,"  a  career  guide  published  recently  bv  B'nai 
B'rith  Vocational  Service,  are  vigorously  encouraging  Jews  to 
join  their  management  ranks.  Their  methods  include: 

Working  with  Jewish  campus  and  communal  agences  to 
uncover  Jewish  executive  manpower  previously  untapped  by 
major  industries. 

Advertising  in  Jewish-oriented  publications. 

Reinforcing  non-discriminatory  policies  within  their  own 
companies  —  a  guard  against  lower  echelon  supervisors  ex- 
ercising personal  prejudices  in  hiring  and  promotion. 

Kleiner  attributes  the  repudiation  of  religion  as  a  cri- 
terion for  employment  to  the  combined  efforts  of  an  "en- 
lightened business  community,"  civil  rights  agencies  and 
anti-discrimination  laws. 

A  lingering  problem  among  corporate  personnel  staffs, 
Kleiner  notes,  is  the  need  to  dispel  their  "stereotypes"  of  how 
Jewish  youth  wants  to  earn  a  living. 

"False  notions"  still  prevail  that  Jews  prefer  careers  in 
the  professions  or  in  "high  risk  businesses  offering  speedy 
rewards,"  he  says. 

Yet,  Kleiner  adds,  recent  studies  have  proved  "what  Jew- 
ish as-encies  have  long  maintained:  that  the  career  goals  of 
Jewish  youngsters  have  become  broader  and  more  varied." 

Kleiner  cites  B'nai  B'rith's  Anti-Defamation  League  and 
its  Hillel  Foundations,  the  former  for  establishing  co-operative 
workshop  programs  with  many  firms  to  educate  their  person- 
nel staffs  on  the  career  aspirations  of  Jewish  youth,  and  the 
campus  group  for  its  assistance  in  college  recruitment  pro- 
grams.

How  close  we  had  come  to  de- 
struction I  realized  more  fully 
when  in  a  museum  near  Yad 
Mordecai,  I  saw  a  placard  with  a 
picture  of  Hitler  and  a  caption 
that  read,  "Yes,  Adolph,  we  will 
finish  your  glorious  task." 

Little  wonder  that  I  had  felt  a 
great  urgency  to  proceed  direct- 
ly to  Jerusalem,  and  pour  out  my 
longing  and  thanksgiving  at  the 
WESTERN  WALL. 

The  remarkable  thing  is  that 
to  reach  the  wall  one  has  to  walk 
through  long,  winding  Arab  mar- 
kets, long  narrow  stone  paved  pas- 
sageways, covered  with  arching 
roofs  in  many  places,  where  all 
sorts  of  objects  from  radishes  the 
size  of  oranges  to  olive  wood  esrog 
boxes  are  sold.  It  is  as  if  one  were 
completely  surrounded  by  Arabs 
in  an  Arab  section. 

Yet  no  one  felt  the  slightest  fear. 
One  feels  immediately  -at  home  in 
the  land  of  Israel.  For  more  im- 


portant than  what  the  eye  sees, 
is  what  the  heart  feels. 

Israel  is  more  than  a  country. 
It  is  a  state  of  mind.  And  what 
draws  the  Jew  is  that  mystic  mag- 
netism —  and  that  inner  longing 
one  experiences  when  he  comes 
home  spiritually.  Here,  one  is 
fully  at  peace,  with  his  inner  be- 
ing. 

In  next  month's  Times-Out- 
look, I  shall  examine  the  unity 
and  kinship  of  Israel.

She  was  born  and  raised  in 
Nashville,  but  always  cheered  for 
the  Greensboro  Generals  when 
they  played  her  home  team  in  ice 
hocke) . 

Is  it  an)  wonder  Carol  Le\)  i^> 
now  a  resident  ol  Greensboro  — 
yelling  regularly  and  enthusiasti- 
cally for  the  Generals? 

And,  for  almost  a  year  now,  she 
has  found  satisfaction,  not  onl\ 
in  her  love  for  sports,  but  especial- 
ly in  her  work  at  the  Guilford 
County  Juvenile  Detention  Home. 

With  a  bachelor's  degree  in  the 
social  sciences  and  a  master's  de- 
gree in  guidance  and  counseling. 
Miss  Levy  has  been  "very  excited'" 
about  her  role  as  a  detention  home 
supervisor  ever  since  she  started 
in  March,  1969. 

The  job  involves  "just  about 
anything  and  everything,"  accord- 
ing to  Miss  Levy,  but  basicall) 
she  supervises  the  children  on  a 
group  basis.  She  is  responsible, 
during  her  3-11  p.m.  shift,  foi 
planning  and  preparing  theii 
meals  (with  their  assistance),  or- 
ganizing their  activities,  and  en- 
forcing the  necessary  discipline.

along  with  a  male  supervisor  who 
shares  her  shift. 

The  number  ol  children  at  any 
one  time  varies,  helping  to  create 
the  situation  of  "never  a  dull  mo- 
ment," Miss  Levy  says. 

She  views  the  home  as  an  "in- 
between  place"  —  a  place  of  de- 
tainment between  a  youngster's 
apprehension  by  authorities  and 
disposition  by  the  courts.

And,  while  the  job  of  the  home 
is  to  keep  the  children  there,  it  is 
also  responsible  for  giving  the 
boys  and  girls  "certain  guidelines 
by  which  to  live." 

At  first,  Miss  Levy  admits,  it 
was  beyond  her  comprehension 
that  she  was  in  charge  of  a  group 
of  teen-agers  she  actually  could 
not  turn  her  back  on.  She  was 
initially  hesitant  —  uncertain  — 
and  afraid.  How  would  she  handle 
a  child  who  became  violent?  How 
could  she  help  these  children,  per- 
haps prevent  them  from  becoming 
habitual  offenders? 

As  she  worked  there  for  several 
months  —  having  learned  to  treat 
each  situation  as  she  came  to  it 
—  she  developed  somewhat  of  a 
"philosophy"  —  definite  attitudes 
by  which  she  must  live  hei  role 
of  supervisor. 

Objectivity  is  of  prime  impoit- 
ance,  according  to  Miss  Levy,  in 
dealing  with   juvenile  offenders 

"How  can  I  judge  another  per- 
son?" she  asks.  "There  are,  oi 
course,  legally  defined  guidelines 
But  morality  is  not  for  me  to 
judge." 

And  so.  ever\  time  she  opens 
the  door  to  the  home,  never  know- 
ing exactly  what  she  will  find  in- 
side from  day  to  day,  she  leaves 
her  own  moral  code  and  personal 
beliefs  behind  her.  "If  I  could  not 
be  objective,"  she  explains,  "then 
I  could  not  be  a  counselor." 

Equalh  vital  to  Miss  levy's 
working   philosophy    is   the   i  im- 


portance to  consistency.  In  a  situa- 
tion of  group  dynamics  a  super- 
visor must  be  extremely  careful 
to  show  no  partiality. 

The  numerous  challenges  of 
her  job  enhance  its  "fascination" 
for  Miss  Levy.  She  sees  the  young- 
sters as  "waiting  for  someone  to 
move  them  around  on  a  chess- 
board, while  not  knowing  what 
position  they  are  in."  And  while 
the  courts  decide  what  will  be 
done  legally,  the  detention  home 
staff  must  do  what  it  can  to  take 
the  children's  minds  off  the  situa- 
tion, 

Work  details  are  an  important 
part  of  the  program,  as  the  staff 
tries  to  instill  within  the  young 
people  a  pride  for  the  home,  one 
of  the  nicest  of  such  facilities. 

But  the  children  do  not  carry 
the  full  load.  "The  supervisors 
work  right  along  with  them,"  Miss 
Levy  explains,  "to  teach  the  chil- 
dren there  is  dignity  in  work. 
Most  of  them  soon  learn  to  enjoy 
the  details." 

Although  she  has  two  college 
degrees,  and  is  considering  work- 
ing for  her  doctorate  some  day, 
Miss  Levy  leaves  her  "book-learn- 
ing" outside  the  door  to  the  home. 

"I  started  this  job  with  the 
realization  that  I  could  learn 
everything  and  still  not  be  able 
to  handle  the  situation,"  she  says. 
"I  could  not  impose  my  college 
education  on  this  job.  I  had  to 
learn  by  experience,  and  must  con-

tinue  to  do  so.  How  to  handle  this 
job  is  not  in  anybody's  textbook." 

She  has  learned  the  youngsters 
are  to  be  treated  as  fellow  human 
beings  —  to  be  given  -as  fairly  as 
possible  the  treatment  they  them- 
selves ask  for.  She  must  teach 
them  that  "trust  works  two  ways," 
and  that  they  must  earn  the  trust 
they  want. 

So,  while  they  sometimes  com- 
plain about  the  disciplinary  meas- 
ures, the  children  -are  taught  that 
the  rules  are  based  on  what  the 
boys  and  girls  themselves  have 
warranted  over  the  1 1  years  of 
the  home's  existence. 

In  speaking  for  the  staff  and 
director  Wade  Bunting,  Miss  Levy 
says,  "we  do  what  we  can  to  give 
the  children  what  they  need  — 
not  merely  materially,  but  in  the 
important  realm  of  understanding 
as  well." 

Miss  Levy's  work  history  in- 
cludes public  relations  and  ad- 
vertising, counseling  with  Ten- 
nessee's poverty  program,  real 
estate  sales,  and  public  health 
counseling  in  the  area  of  family 
planning. 

For  a  long  lime,  she  has  wanted 
to  work  with  children  in  her  pres- 
ent capacity.  Her  satisfaction  now 
comes  from  developing  an  under- 
standing of  what  she  is  doing,  and 
what  she  must  continue  to  do. 

The  children  she  supervises  are 
"in  need  of  something,"  she  feels. 
"If  they  did  not  have  these  un- 
fulfilled needs,  they  would  not 
have  done  what  they  did,  be  it 
auto  theft,  running  away  from 
training  schools,  or  chronic  tru- 
ancy." 

They  strongly  desire  attention, 
according  to  Miss  Levy,  and  so  she 
tries  to  give  them  a  "positive  at- 
tention," the  keep  them  from  do- 
ing "negative  things." 

She  finds  she  must  be  as  spon- 
taneous as  the  children.  They  will 
say  "just  about  anything"  —  and 
she  must  do  the  same. 

The  staff  of  a  detention  home 
can  not  expect  immediate  results 
from  its  undertakings.  And  Miss 
Levy  feels  there  is  additional  chal- 
lenge in  this  very  fact.  She  finds 
it  difficult,  but  a  significant  part 
of  the  challenge,  to  have  to  build 
herself  back  up  to  give  to  each 
new  group  what  she  just  gave  to 
the  last. 

She  is  realistic  in  her  approach 
to  her  work: 

"We  do  not  have  these  boys 
and  girls  around  long  enough  to 
shape  their  lives.  But  we  must 
show  them  that  someone  has  faith 
and  sincere  interest  in  them  — 
just  because  they  are  fellow  hu- 
man beings. 

"And  that  iust  may  be  the  whole 
answer,  right  there."

The  two  aspects  on  Judaism  art 
its  particularism  and  univers-al- 
ism.  Its  ideal  motivation  for  the 
eventual  salvation  of  mankind  as 
a  family  of  peoples  duelling  to- 
gether on  earth  in  unity,  is  to  be 
understood  in  terms  of  the  faith 
learned  by  the  people  who  coven- 
anted at  Sinai  with  the  One  whose 
worship  made  them  unique  among 
all  others  who  preserved  a  separate 
existence. 

Even  a  small  group  of  individ- 
uals coming  together  in  Sabbath 
worship  (as  in  the  North  Carolina 
Jewish  Home)  can  learn  to  feel 
the  uniqueness  of  a  fellowship 
seeking  to  preserve  an  ideal  hern- 
age  of  a  people  with  its  roots  in 
the  ancient  biblical  revelation, 
that  directed  their  path  in  history, 
for  the  welfare  of  humanity.  A 
universal  brotherhood  is  the  ulti- 
mate goal. 

Thus  the  United  Nations  (inef- 
fectual though  it  frequently  is) 
may  be  said  to  seek  the  realiza- 


tion of  the  prophetic  vision  ol 
One  World. 

An  effort  some  years  ago  to 
create  a  universal  language  (in- 
itiated by  a  Jewish  scientist)  had 
its  inspiration  in  the  teachings  ol 
the  biblical  prophets. 

Ours  in  el  feet  is  an  epoch  ol 
resurgent  nationalisms,  of  cultural 
diversity,  ol  insights  into  the 
beauty  of  varied  traditions.  Om 
people  are  dedicated  to  the 
strengthening  of  Israel  as  the  hope 
of  Jewish  survival,  if  evei  threaten- 
ed as  in  the  closing  decades  pre- 
ceding the  one  just  begun.  But 
this  should  not  lessen  the  hope  at 
the  beginning  of  a  new  decade 
that  as  people  intensify  the  strug- 
gle for  individual  group  cultures 
and  religions,  they  will  also  cherish 
the  global  vision  of  the  prophets 
of  Israel.  To  do  this,  Judaism 
with  its  teachings  from  divinely 
inspired  leaders  since  biblical 
times  also  has  made  contributions 
that  will  in  all  generations  help 
people  preserve  and  seek  the  ideal 
of  world-unity  that  is  the  best 
if  not  the  only  assurance  of  event- 
ual world  peace.

STUDENTS  CARE?

Euucation  Kuitoj 

"Jews  of  college  communities 
do  not  extend  friendship  and  hos- 
pitality to  out-of-town  Jewish 
students."  This  statement  was 
made  to  me  recently  by  a  number 
(if  college  students  home  for  the 
holidays. 

We  rationalize  that  it's  as  much 
the  fault  of  the  student  as  it  is 
the  Jewish  communities. 

To  meet  the  families  is  the  first 
>tep. 

The  obvious  meeting  place  is 
the  synagogue.  If  the  students  do 
not  make  themselves  known  to 
the  Rabbi  and  to  the  Jews  of  their 
respective  college  towns,  then  the 
families  presume  that  they  do  not 
care  to  be  known,  or  do  not  care 
to  socialize. 

Parents  should  include  in  their 
list  of  recommendations  to  their 
college  sons  and  daughters  that 
they  introduce  themselves  to  the 
local  Rabbi  or  synagogue  presi- 
dent for  innumerable  reasons. 
Primarily,  for  contact  in  case  of 
emergencies. 

In  the  vicinity  of  our  circuit 
communities,  there  are  several 
colleges  and  private  schools.  We 
make  a  point  of  contacting  the 
Presidents  and  Headmasters  of 
each  institution  and  asking  them 
to  "announce  or  post  our  service 
schedule  for  the  Jewish  students. 

In  our  six  years,  we  can  use  one 
liand  to  count  the  number  of  those 
who  took  advantage  of  our  invi- 
tations. 

There  was  one  good  attendance 
event  and  that  was  'a  Passover 
Community  Seder.  A  free  meal 
was  offered  and  about  twenty 
youngsters  crawled  out  of  their 
dormitory  walls  to  bless  us  with 
iheir  company  but  never  to  re- 
turn. 

During  the  past  winter  recess, 
we  had  the  pleas-ant  experience 
of  hosting  a  dinner  for  our  re- 
turning collegiates.

We  are  concerned  with  their 
lives.  We  are  selfishly  concerned. 
We  have  taught  them  Jewish  ways. 
We  had  hoped  to  instill  within 
them  a  strong  bond;  a  close  kin- 
ship with  Judaism,  and  so  we 
probed,  and  so  we  questioned. 
Have  you  been  to  the  synagogue 
in  your  college  town?  Have  you 
met  the  Rabbi?  Is  there  a  Hillel 
House  on  campus?  Have  you  af- 
filiated? Have  you  introduced 
yourself  to  the  other  Jewish  stu- 
dents? 

The  response  to  all  these  ques- 
tions was  not  surprising.  We  were 
hopeful  but  disappointed. 

The  majority  of  our  circuit  stu- 
dents, however,  did  find  their  way 
to  the  local  synagogue  during  that 
winter  recess. 

Is  Judaism  then  possible  on  the 
college  campus?  We  believe  it  is— 
hut  not  many  young  people  are 
willing  to  give  it  the  time.  It  has 
hecome  for  them  ^n  inconven- 
ience. 

We  seem  to  sense  that  a  display 
of  Jewishness  in  a  limited  Jewish 
environment  is  somewhat  embar- 
rassing. We  rush  in  to  say:  "try 
heing  the  Jew  that  you  are  and 
watch  respect  for  you  grow." 

We  are  brazen  enough  to  pre- 
sume that  we  have  given  our  young 
people  a  firm  Jewish  ground  to 
stand  on;  we  presume  that 
strength  of  character  is  an  out- 
growth of  Jewish  training. 

[  he  old  cliche  "it's  not  easy  to 
he  a  Jew"  applies  to  the  collegiate 
as  well,  but  we  ask  you,  fellow 
students,  is  there  anything  under 
ihe  sun  worthwhile  that  is  easy?

Flowers 
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Chapel  Needed 
At  Dobbs  School

Where  do  you  go  to  pray  on 
the  Sabbath?  Do  you  have  a  church 
or  synagogue  in  which  to  worship? 
If  so,  you  will  understand  why 
the  children  at  Dobbs  School  For 
Girls,  Kinston,  N.  C,  would  want 
a  chapel  of  their  own.  Dobbs 
School  for  Girls  is  a  North  Caro- 
lina correctional  institution  that 
accommodates  220  children  from 
ages  10  to  16.  It  is  25  years  old 
and  does  not  have  a  place  of  wor- 
ship. 

At  present,  the  girls'  religious 
services  and  Sunday  school  classes 
are  held  in  the  all-purpose  gym- 
nasium. 

However,  at  last,  because  of 
many  concerned  North  Carolin- 
ians, a  State-Wide  Chapel  Com- 
mittee has  been  appointed  with 
Mrs.  Robert  B.  Morgan  (wife  of 
Attorney  General  Robert  B.  Mor- 
gan) of  Littleton,  N.  C,  as  honor- 
ary chairman.  Co-chairmen  serv- 
ing with  Mrs.  Morgan  are  Dr. 
Rachel  Davis,  Kinston,  N.  C,  and 
Mrs.  Fannie  T.  Newsome,  Rich 
Square,  N.  C. 

The  state  has  appropriated  $50,- 

000  toward  the  Chapel  Fund,  with 
$200,000  to  be  contributed  by  in- 
dustrial firms,  church  groups,  pri- 
vate businesses,  and  hopefully, 
from  public  spirited  individuals. 

All  contributions  are  tax-de- 
ductible. 

Dr.  Davis,  a  practicing  surgeon 
and  physician  with  a  very  heavy 
schedule,  informed  me  that  not 
one  of  the  busy  people  contacted 
to  serve  on  the  State-Wide  Com- 
mittee refused. 

With  the  dedication  of  the  com- 
mittee members  and  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  public,  the  chapel 
should  soon  become  a  reality. 

I  knew  very  little  about  juve- 
nile correctional  institutions  in 
North  Carolina  when  I  accepted 
my  appointment  on  the  commit- 
tee, so  I  quickly  made  an  "un- 
announced" visit  to  Dobbs  School. 

1  can  truthfully  say  I  looked  for- 
ward to  the  visit  with  fear  and 
a  heavy  heart. 

At  8:30  a.m.,  Oct.  10,  in  front 
of  the  vocational  building,  Dr. 
Davis  introduced  me  to  Miss  Mae 
Holmes,  director  of  Dobbs  School. 
Within  a  few  minutes,  the  warmth 
and  graciousness  of  Miss  Holmes 
made  me  feel  less  fearful.  We  be- 
gun our  tour  with  the  home  eco- 
nomics class  in  which  10  girls, 
ages  12  to  16,  dressed  in  everyday 
school  clothes  (regulation  uniforms 
are  only  worn  in  the  laundry  room, 
kitchen,  cafeteria)  were  knitting. 
At  this  particular  time  they  were 
knitting  doll  clothes  for  the  dolls 
distributed  to  the  poor  by  the  Sal- 
vation Army  at  Christmas.  This 
gives  the  girls  a  community  in- 


terest. The  small  room  was  bright 
and  cheerful  with  a  valance  that 
had  been  hand  blocked  and  paint- 
ed by  the  girls. 

Across  the  hall,  I  saw  12  young 
girls  in  a  beauty  clinic.  They  were 
being  trained  by  a  certified  cos- 
metologist. Six  girls  were  seated, 
having  their  hair  shampooed  and 
set  by  the  others.  Then,  the  pro- 
cess was  reversed.  All  of  the  girls 
are  trained  for  two  to  three 
months  in  each  vocational  depart- 
ment. This  training  helps  them 
get  jobs  when  they  are  released. 
Two-thirds  of  the  girls  are  trained 
sufficiently  to  actually  earn  a  liv- 
ing. They  are  also  trained  to  be 
good  future  home  makers.  As  Dr. 
Davis  mentioned  to  me  earlier, 
"The  best  missionaries  for  good 
home  makers  must  begin  with 
childhood  training." 

Miss  Holmes  proudly  called  my 
attention  to  the  beige  asphalt  tile 
on  the  floor  of  the  clinic,  saying, 
"Twenty  years  ago,  the  girls  and 
I  placed  each  block  of  tile  down 
by  hand  and  the  floor  still  looks 
good." 

Sixteen  girls  are  assigned  to  the 
well-equipped  laundry.  The  ma- 
chinery is  the  same  as  that  used 
in  commercial  laundries.  The  girls 
are  taught  to  be  fast,  but  thorough. 
The  laundry  is  brought  in  on  Mon- 
day and  finished  by  Friday.  Two 
girls  were  working  the  large  flat 
iron  and  mangle  for  flat  work. 
Other  girls  were  using  the  two, 
50-pound  load  masters  and  dryers. 
There  were  three  hot  pressers  for 
shirts,  dresses,  skirts,  etc.  There 
was  one,  200-pound  extractor- 
washer  combination.  The  girls  are 
periodically  changed  after  learning 
one  chore  so  that  they  are  exposed 
to  every  department. 

By  now,  after  chatting  with  the 
different  girls,  witnessing  their 
cheerful  demeanor  and  the  warmth 
they  directed  toward  Miss  Holmes, 
my  heart  felt  less  heavy  and  I  was 
able  to  really  look  at  these  chil- 
dren as  individuals.  They  had 
varied  expressions  on  their  faces. 
All  were  attractive,  some  beautiful, 
some  alert  and  happy,  many  wist- 
ful and  questioning,  but  all  naked- 
ly showing  the  desperate  need  for 
love. 

Miss  Holmes  has  been  with  the 
school  since  its  beginning  in  July, 
1944.  She  commented  on  how  the 
school  has  grown  from  two  frame 
buildings  to  the  present  school  ad- 
ministration building,  six  girl's 
cottages,  one  cottage  under  con- 
struction, and  a  new  cafeteria. 
Where  there  was  once  mud,  as 
recently  as  three  years  ago,  there 
are  now  lawns  and  sidewalks  to 
each  building. 

Miss  Holmes  said  the  majority 
of  girls  were  there  because  of 
(Continued  on  Page  28) 
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truancy.  Many  return  again  and 
again.  The  average  stay  is  for  one 
year.  Miss  Holmes  said,  "We  do 
have  recidivists  (repeaters),  but  I 
do  not  feel  it  is  the  fault  of  the 
children  but  the  lack  of  adequate 
supervision  and  guidance  at  home 
and  in  the  community.  Obvious- 
ly, many  of  the  agencies  do  not 
have  sufficient  personnel  for  ade- 
quate supervision.  It  is  unfortun- 
ate that  most  of  the  children  have 
to  return  to  the  unfortunate  situ- 
ation from  which  they  came  which 
is  often  responsible  for  their  reci- 
divism." 

Miss  Holmes  went  on  to  say, 
"There  is  an  urgent  need  for  more 
guidance  and  supervision  and  love 
as  well  as  adequate  placement  for 
children  who  need  such." 

While  still  in  the  vocational 
building,  we  visited  the  arts  and 
crafts  class.  Thirteen  girls  were 
doing  various  things.  The  room 
was  equipped  to  handle  weaving, 
carpet  tooling,  ceramics,  copper 
enameling,  mosaic  drawing,  re- 
lief printing,  embroidery  and  cro- 
cheting. A  small  adjoining  craft 
preparation  room  held  sinks,  kiln 
and  tables  for  ceramic  ware.  The 
cheerful  arts  and  crafts  teacher 
said  that  the  girls  use  a  lot  of 
audio-visual  aids,  as  well  as  a 
teacher  instructing  program  craft 
so  they  can  achieve  something 
worthwhile.  They  also  use  the 
craft  project  for  slow  learners. 
Some  of  the  children  who  do  not 
do  so  well  in  school  do  beautiful 
ceramic  work. 

We  left  the  vocational  building 
and  walked  to  the  school  building. 
Eleven  girls  in  the  sixth  grade  class 
were  discussing  "Who  Cares",  a 
film  pertaining  to  a  younger 
brother  who  got  in  trouble. 

The  teacher,  Miss  Charity  Hol- 
land, explained  to  me  that  topics 
from  the  past  two  weeks  were 
"How  We  Try  To  Escape  From 
Life",  and  "What  We  Want  From 
Life."  She  furnished  me  with 
poems  and  papers  written  by  the 
girls  on  these  subjects  which  con- 
tained the  following: 

From  a  12  year  old,  "God  bless 
us  all  very  much.  So  when  we  go 
to  heaven."  From  a  16  year  old, 
"I  don't  think  it's  so  bad  now,  I 
cry  and  shout  and  I  also  pout, 
but  that's  not  going  to  get  me 
out."  From  a  15  year  old,  "Some 
of  us  is  better  off  that  we  were 
•at  home."  From  another  15  year 
old,  "I  love  to  love  and  I  love  to 
be  loved.  I  am  not  bad  just  be- 
cause J  am  here.  Although  I  was 
always  into  something  when  I  was 
home." 

From  a  13  year  old,  "I  don't 
have  no  job,  just  what  can  1  do, 
tell  me  God.  I  can't  get  me  some 
food.  God  help  me  in  my  home 
God." 


From  a  14  year  old,  "Oh,  please 
God  stand  by  me  and  my  mother 
and  make  me  a  better  girl  some 
day  and  I  will  go  home  soon." 
There  were  many,  many  other 
prayers  in  each  poem  and  essay. 

The  school  has  excellent  equip- 
ment but  limited  classroom  space. 
The  gymnasium  is  used  for  all 
school  classes  which  includes 
health,  science,  biology  and  physi- 
cal education.  With  the  lack  of 
classrooms,  the  gym  is  sometimes 
used  for  two  classes  simultaneous- 
ly. It  is  used  for  all  types  of  as- 
sembly programs.  A  large  room 
which  has  been  converted  into  a 
four-bed  clinic  serves  as  an  in- 
firmary. Another  room  is  used  for 
a  daily  clinic  serviced  by  a  regis- 
tered nurse.  A  doctor  makes  week- 
ly visits  and  is  always  on  call  when 
needed.  Each  new  child  is  given 
a  complete  physical  upon  admis- 
sion. A  dental  clinic  is  only  avail- 
able for  approximately  one  month, 
annually.  Otherwise,  children 
needing  services  during  the  year 
must  be  taken  into  town  to  a  pri- 
vate dentist.  Dental  services  are 
one  of  the  greatest  health  needs 
at  Dobbs  School.  As  things  stand 
now,  the  dental  bills  are  being 
paid  from  the  school  budget.  The 
school  budget  is  inadequate  for 
the  health  service  needs  for  the 
school  population. 

Roosevelt  Farmer,  the  reading 
lab  instructor  explained,  "The 
Reading  Laboratory  here  at  Dobbs 
School  for  Girls  is  our  recent  fed- 
erally funded  project.  ...  A  series 
of  tests  are  given  prior  to  students 
entering  this  particular  program. 
Their  results  determine  whether 
or  not  they  need  to  be  admitted. 
We  have  various  machines  that 
assist  us  in  teaching  the  child  basic 
reading  skills.  Our  staff  strongly 
believes  that  this  type  of  program 
plays  a  vital  part  in  our  overall 
program.  At  the  present  time,  we 
have  50  students  enrolled  in  the 
program." 

I  visited  the  Maddison  Cottage, 
which  is  named  after  Blaine  Mad- 
dison, commissioner  of  the  Board 
of  Juveniie  Correction.  The  cot- 
tage accommodates  46  girls  with 
four  staff  members  who  live  in 
and  supervise  all  activities.  There 
are  three  rooms  each  with  14  beds. 
Each  bathroom  has  facilities  for 
seven  girls.  Each  girl  has  her  own 
closet  and  cubby-hole  for  clothing, 
marked  with  her  name.  Cleanli- 
ness and  manners  are  stressed  and 
appear  very  obvious.  All  girls  stood 
whenever  Miss  Holmes  and  I  en- 
tered a  room  and  said,  "Good 
Morning." 

The  cottages  are  equipped  with 
eight  quiet  rooms.  These  rooms 
are  used  for  disciplinary  purposes 
and  are  called  "rooms  for  medi- 
tation." They  are  used  only  when 
absolutely  necessary(  if  a  child  has 
been  fighting  or  has  run  away). 
Also,  some  children  when  upset, 
find  comfort  in  being  alone  and

ANN  STERNBERG 
PLAY  'HIT' 

Asheville's  Ann  Sternberg  has 
added  another  feature  to  her  grow- 
ing list  of  successes  with  the  New 
York  opening  of  her  musical 
"Gertrude  Stein's  First  Reader". 
Cue  magazine  acclaimed  the  show 
as  "a  charming  revue,  cunningly 
constructed"  and  hailed  Miss 
Sternberg's  material  as  "vibrant 
and  tuneful  and  at  times  quite 
sophisticated". 

The  show  opened  on  Dec.  15th 
at  the  New  York  Astor  Palace 
Theatre  and  won  immediate  ac- 
claim for  its  adapation  of  Ger- 
trude Stein's  works  set  to  the  fresh, 
vibrating  rhythms  of  Miss  Stein- 
berg's talent.  George  Oppenheim- 
er  in  his  "On  Stage"  column  in 
Newsday  said,  "A  greatly  talented 
lady,  Ann  Sternberg,  has  set  the 
old  girl  to  music  and  in  the  pro- 
cess, provided  a  thoroughly  en- 
joyable entertainment". 

In  addition  to  the  New  York 
showing,  productions  of  the  show 
are  being  scheduled  for  London 
and  Dublin,  and  several  New  York 
singers  have  incorporated  songs 
from  it  in  their  repertoires. 

Miss  Sternberg  began  her  en- 
tertainment career  on  the  Ashe- 
ville  stage  after  graduating  from 
Lee  H.  Edwards  High  School  and 
Columbia  University.  She  was  -al- 
so known  for  her  TV  work  in 
Asheville  prior  to  going  to  New 
York. 

In  recent  years  her  songs  have 
been  featured  in  concert  and  at 
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are  permitted  to  use  a  "medita- 
tion room"  for  privacy. 

The  girls  are  rewarded  for  good 
behavior  by  being  taken  off  the 
grounds  on  educational  tours.  This 
summer,  60  girls  were  taken  to 
a  banquet  at  the  Holiday  Inn. 
There  were  also  trips  to  the  plane- 
tarium, Chapel  Hill,  concerts  and 
to  church  for  a  special  treat.  The 
choir,  which  consists  of  60  girls, 
sometimes  sing  at  churches  in 
Kinston. 

A  small  canteen  is  kept,  where 
the  girls  whose  parents  can  afford 
to  send  them  money,  can  buy 
candy,  cosmetics,  chewing  gum  and 
other  small  essentials  that  they 
might  want.  The  money  provided 
for  the  majority  of  the  children  is 
drawn  from  a  miscellaneous  fund 
set    up    by    the    director,  Miss

the  satirical  night  club,  "Upstairs 
At  The  Downstairs.  In  addition 
to  the  songwriting  Miss  Sternberg 
has  done  for  "First  Reader",  she 
also  plays  the  accompaniment  on 
the  piano. 

Herbert  Machiz  is  directing  the 
New  York  showing  with  Joy  Gar- 
rett, Sandra  Thornton,  Michael 
Anthony,  and  Frank  Giordano 
making  up  the  cast. 

Oppenheimer  said  of  the  show, 
"Miss  Sternberg,  with  her  tunes, 
Mr.  Machiz,  with  his  staging,  and 
the  rollicking  foursome,  with  their 
acting  and  singing,  have  created 
a  feeling  of  childish  spontaneity." 
He  also  predicts  that  Miss  Stern- 
berg is  on  her  way  "to  do  bigger 
and  better  things". 

Some  of  the  songs  included  in 
the  play  are,  "Wildflowers", 
"Baby  Benjamin",  "Be  Very  Care- 
ful", and  "The  Blackberry  Vine". 


Holmes.  The  course  of  the  money 
being  received  from  contributions. 
Unfortunately,  this  is  a  very  meag- 
er fund.  Miss  Holmes  tries  to  see 
that  each  child  can  use  the  can- 
teen periodically. 

Mr.  W.  A.  Lawson,  principal, 
and  his  staff  are  to  be  commend- 
ed on  an  exceptional  job  of  teach- 
ing these  young  people.  The 
school  tries  to  keep  in  touch  with 
each  girl  after  they  are  released. 
Miss  Holmes  proudly  informed  me 
that  three  former  Dobbs  School 
girls  are  now  attending  college. 

Although  after  my  visit,  I  feel 
that  our  North  Carolina  children 
are  in  safe,  competent  hands, 
Dobbs  School  for  Girls  is  still  a 
correctional  institution.  Since  these 
children  are  there  primarily  for 
truancy,  I  feel  the  fault  lies  with 
us,  the  parents.  All  of  us  in  every 
community  should  try  to  help  vol 
untarily,  in  any  capacity.  The 
state  agencies  and  public  schools 
suffer    because   of   the    lack  ol

TIE  MOSCOW-CAIRO  COMBINE

UNITED  NATIONS,  (WUP)- 

This  summer  will  mark  three  years 
since  the  June  1967  Six-Day  War 
which  shook  the  world  and  astoun- 
ded the  nations  best  military  ex- 
perts. The  impact  of  this  unprece- 
dented war  is  only  now  being  fully 
felt  by  Nasser  and  the  other  Arab 
leaders.  It  is  as  if  they  have  just 
awakened  from  a  trance  and  be- 
held a  mirage  —  a  mirage  where 
the  'hateful'  Israelis  whom  they 
had  sworn  to  destroy  find  them- 
selves entrenched  all  along  the 


Suez  Canal;  occupying  the  Syrian 
Golan  Heights  hitherto  the  Da 
mascus  'dagger'  thrust  into  the 
back  of  the  Jewish  State;  control- 
ling the  Old  City  of  Jerusalem, 
the  City  of  David,  previously  de- 
creed as  out  of  bounds  for  Jews, 
but  now  united  as  the  Capital  of 
the  Third  Hebrew  Common- 
wealth, and  guarding  the  entire 
West  Bank,  formerly  jutting  into 
he  body- whole  of  Israel  as  a 
double-edged  sword. 

No  wonder  Nasser,  caught  in 
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the  Soviet  web,  is  disturbed.  And 
he  keeps  pondering  the  question: 
How  did  they  do  it  in  six  days? 
And  he  asks  again:  And  why  noth- 
ing has  changed  in  almost  three 
:ong  years.  "I  closed  the  Suez  Canal 
to  them  —  and  here  they  are  in 
control  of  it!"  the  festering 
thought  runs  through  his  troubled 
mind.  "Revenge,  revenge,"  is  the 
only  answer,  "and  the  Russians 
will  not  forsake  me  in  time  of 
need.  I  will  try  again.  We  must 
destroy  Israel." 

But  the  Dictator  of  the  Nile  has 
apparently  forgotten  the  ancient 
Egyptian  episode  of  the  Exodus, 
not  realizing  that  it  was  only  an 
episode,  an  unfinished  episode 
and  that  the  final  act  in  the  drama 
is  still  to  unfold  and  that  there  is 
such  a  thing  as  "history  repeating 
itself." 

But  Nasser  s  hopes  are  on  the 
gods  of  the  Kremlin  whose  role  in 
the  fast-unfolding  Mideast  de- 
velopment is  "an  unsavory  one. 
The  picture  today  may  be  summed 
up  as  follows: 

Following  the  Six-Day  War, 
Russia  sabotaged  the  prospects  oi 
peace  by  swiftly  reaming  its  Arab 
client  states,  particularly  Egypt, 
giving  unstinting  political  support 
to  President  Nasser's  refusal  to 
engage  in  peace  talks.  By  the  late 
summer  of  1968,  the  UAR  war 
machine  was  sufficiently  strong  to 
enable  Nasser  to  embark  on  his 
campaign  ol  limited  offense 
against  Israel.  This  campaign  was 
to  be  phase-two  of  a  three-stage 
strategy  designed  to  bring  Israel 
to  its  knees  in  war.  As  Nasser 
himself  explained  to  his  people 
in  an  address  delivered  on  14 
September  1968: 

"We  said  that  we  would  face 
the  stages  of  steadfastness,  deter- 
rent  defense  and  liberation,  re- 
spectively .  .  .  The  stage  of  achiev- 
ing steadfastness  has  ended." 

This  statement  of  his  was  hard- 
ly an  empty  threat,  as  was  demon- 
strated by  an  ensuing  massive  mil- 
itary barrage  along  the  entire 
length  of  the  Suez  Canal.  By  the 
spring  of  1969,  this  "deterrent  de- 
fense" stage  had  developed  into 
a  daily  cycle  of  shelling,  sniping 
and  sabotage,  resulting  in  a 
mounting  toll  of  Israeli  casualties. 

On  May  1,  1969,  Nasser  esca- 
lated the  intensity  of  the  battle 
and  publicity  repudiated  the 
cease-fire  agreement,  and  on  July 


24  he  declared  quite  accurately 
that  what  was  now  at  hand  was  a 
"war  of  attrition"  against  Israel. 
On  August  25  the  true  meaning 
of  the  "liberation"  phase  was  al- 
so made  public.  It  was  to  be,  in 
Nasser's  words,  "the  battle  for  the 
purification  of  Palestine." 

It  became  clear  that  Nasser's 
war  of  attrition  was  the  soften- 
ing or  conditioning  process  pur- 
posely calculated  to  bleed  Israel 
to  the  maximum  as  —  and  note 
well  —  a  preliminary  to  invasion. 

Fully  aware  of  the  enemy's  in- 
tention, the  point  was  reached  in 
Israel  where  a  response  could  no 
longer  be  delayed.  Jerusalem's  aim 
was  two-fold: 

1.  Carry  attrition  to  the  other 
side  with  the  intention  of  stop- 
ping the  carnage  along  the  Canal 
and  restoring  the  cease-fire;  and 

2.  Eliminate  Nasser's  option  of 
full-scale  attack. 

Because  of  her  gross  disadvan- 
tage in  terms  of  manpower  and 
weapon  strength,  Israel  could  not 
afford  to  permit  Egypt  to  dictate 
the  tactical  course  oi  the  confron- 
tation. The  tactical  thrust  was 
thus  shifted  to  an  arena  in  which 
the  tables  of  attrition  could  be 
effectively  turned  against  him. 

The  results  of  this  new  turn  of 
events  have  become  daily  front 
page  news.  Thus,  thanks  to  Is 
raei's  alertness,  Nasser's  three- 
phase  scheme  has  been  frustrated 
—  a  matter  which  he  himself  bit- 
terly admitted  in  a  recent  Cairo 
speech.  While  asserting  that 
"Egypt  and  her  allies  were  ready 
for  battle,"  lie  blamed  everyone 
but  himself  for  Egypt's  plight.  He 
accused  'mankind'  for  failing  to 
impose  justice,  and  he  singled  out 
the  U.S.  as  the  one  "which  bears 
the  largest  responsibility  for  what 
is  happening  in  our  area." 

The  real  culprit  in  this  fast- 
unfolding  drama  is  the  Soviet 
Union  which  is  doing  everything 
in  its  power  to  bail  Nasser  out  ol 
his  present  predicament.  Moscow 
seeks  now  to  guarantee  the  condi- 
tions that  will  eventually  upset  the 
balance  in  favor  of  its  Egyptian 
client.  The  recent  Moscow  notes 
to  Paris,  Washington  and  London 
had  but  one  purpose  -  to  gene- 
rate once  again  an  atmosphere  ol 
international  gloom  as  a  means  to 
stimulate  Four  Power  action  for 
a  'settlement'  of  Russian-UAR  vin

hand  with  his  girl  down  Dizen 
golf  Street  in  Tel-Aviv. 

"Danish  furniture  is  the  nicesi 
kind.  That's  whal  we  ought  to 
get." 

"We'll  never  be  able  to  afford 
it  unless  that  job  comes  through 
—not  if  we  want  that  refrigeratoi 
with  a  freezer.  .  .  ." 

The  conversation  drills  oil  as 
they  turn  into  a  cafe,  where  he 
orders  beer,  and  she,  Coca-Coki. 

You'd  nevei  guess  thai  the 
young  man  has  just  spent  40  days 
in  Sinai  defending  his  country 
Yesterday,  sweaty  and  tired,  he 
wore  fatigues.  Today,  in  his  pur- 
ple sweater,  he  talks  in  relaxed 
fashion  of  plans  for  marriage 

Startling  contrasts  —  that's  Is 
rael.  That's  what  107  rabbis  sec 
on  a  ten-day  trip  in  January  . 

The  borders  —  tense,  active, 
dangerous.  Children  sleeping  in 
bunkers  every  night  for  fear  of 
enemy  bullets.  Outposts  in  the 
wilderness  where  kids  of  18  and 
19  plant  straggly  crops  in  un- 
promising dust.  Tanks,  cannons., 
planes  in  the  air.  The  semi-au- 
tomatic rifle  on  every  shoulder. 
Pretty  girls  wearing  captain's  in 
signia.  Scores  of  young  men 
crowded  into  an  army  canteen  for 
a  bite  to  eat  before  returning  to 
the  front. 

The  cities  -  alive,  vibrant, 
blossoming.  Buildings  going  up 
on  every  side.  Cars  and  television 
sets.  Oldsters  frolicking  in  the 
surf  at  Tel-Aviv  on  a  warm  Jan- 
uary morning.  Youngsters  idling 
on  the  way  home  from  school. 
University  students  in  Jerusalem 
rushing  to  afternoon  jobs  Neon 
lights  on  crowded  main  streets  as 
dusk  falls. 

The  green  fields  of  the  north 
ern  Negev.  Who  can  remembei 
that  ten  years  ago  they  were  only 
yellow  sands  and  brown  rocks? 

Jerusalem.  The  once  dreary 
divided  city  teems.  Minor  gov- 
ernment officials  with  brief-cases. 
Laughing  boy  scouts.  Women  in 
kerchiefs  and  men  in  long  black 
coats  and  long  beards.  Blond  chil- 
dren. Many  dark  children.  Who's 
an  Arab  and  who's  a  Jew?  Hard 
to  tell.  But  you  can  tell  all  the 
different  kinds  of  Christian 
priests:  Russians,  Greeks,  Armen- 
ians, friars  with  rope  belts,  learned 
Franciscans.    Men   with  turbans.

Women  with  black  veils.  Girls 
with  mini-skirts. 

Contrasts.  On  the-  one  hand  an 
overpowering,  continuing  crisis. 
On  the  other  hand,  almost  a  holi- 
day mood. 

The  rabbis  don't  have  to  be 
told  —  they  can  sec  the  urgeni 
needs  of  Israel  in  1970.  Money. 
It's  the  ke)  to  survival.  The  Is 
raelis  have  guts.  They  have  in- 
genuity, energ),  and  willpower. 
But  they  need  mone\  too.  Other- 
wise they  won't  be  able  to— live. 
We  don't  talk  like  that  bu'  we 
know  it's  true.  Their  lives  are  at 
stake.  We  know  that  the  security, 
spiritual  and  perhaps  physical,  oi 
all  Jews  in  the  world  is  linked 
with  the  fate  of  Israel. 

Mone\.  The  Israeli  grumbles 
over  taxes.  His  movie  ticket  lists 
among  the  other  imposts  a  fee 
for  collecting  his  taxes.  A  tax  tax! 
Salary  increases  will  be  by  way  of 
government  bonds  payable  some 
other  year.  There  will  be  more 
compulsory  loans  by  the  citizens 
to  their  government. 

Education  past  the  eighth  grade 
is  not  free.  Israelis  cannot  afford 
such  "luxuries,"  although  educa- 
tion is  the  key  to  the  future.  So- 
cial welfare  programs  for  new 
immigrants  are  not  available  to 
veteran  Israelis,  who  have  to  look 
after  themselves. 

The  Israeli  jokes:  "A  tourist 
was  once  looking  for  the  Western 
Wall,  but  didn't  know  how  to  ask 
for  it  in  Hebrew.  Finally,  in 
broken  Yiddish  he  directed  the 
taxi-driver,  'Take  me  to  that  place, 
you  know,  that  famous  place, 
where  all  the  Jews  come  and  cry.' 


Promptly  the  drivei  took  him  to 
the  Bureau  of  Internal  Revenue.' " 

The  Israeli  grumbles  'and  jokes, 
but  he  is  proud  he  can  pay  to 
wards  the  defense  of  his  country 
and  the  absorption  of  new  immi 
grants 

Each  day  the  wai  costs  mount 
(not  to  mention  the  lives  lost). 
In  a  few  days  oi  battle  with  the 
Egyptians  more  ammunition  is 
used  than  in  the  entire  Six-Days 
War.  Can  the  Israelis  sell  enough 
oranges  to  get  the  needed  foreign 
exchange  to  make  up  their  losses? 

And  yet  an  awesome  feeling  ol 
security  prevades.  I  knock  on  the 
door  of  my  aunt's  apartment.  She'1 
80,  lives  alone,  has  no  idea  who's 
at  the  door.  She  opens  the  doot 
without  asking  who  it  is.  Back 
at  home,  my  relatives  in  New 
York  have  three  locks  on  the  door. 

Security  This  is  home.  "This 
is  where  we  belong.''  "We  arc  jot 
afraid."  "The  Guardian  ol  Israel 
neither  slumbers  nor  sleeps."  The 
tourists  are  everywhere,  undaunt 
ed  by  daily  newspaper  accounts 
oi  strife  in  the  Middle  East.  Th- 
immigrants  keep  coming. 

"We  arc  doing  holy  work.  We 
will  absorb  60,000  immigrants,. 
We  will  provide  medical  services 
for  our  people.  We  will  open  old 
age  homes.  We  will  supply  schools 
in  spite  ol  the  fantastic  burden  ol 
defense  spending.  We  will  do  it 
all  il  onl\  American  Jews  will 
help  us."  The  message  comes, 
from  high  government  officials- 
Deputy  Prime-minister  Alon,  Min- 
ister of  Welfare  Joseph  Burg. 
President  Shazar,  General  Gazeet. 
Mayor  ol  Jerusalem  Teddy  Kol 
lek:  "Help  us  in  our  sacred  tasks." 
Israel  needs  $250,000,000  this  year. 
Otherwise  .  .  .  but  there  can  be 
no  otherwise. 

It's  a  hectic  trip  for  the  rabbis. 
Getting  up  at  4:00  in  the  morning, 
traveling  all  over  Israel.  It's  worth 
it.  The  rabbis  bring  priceless  in- 
spiration home  —  and  American 
Jews  will  rise  to  the  challenge.

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Why  Deny  Difference?

Whether  we  know  it  or  not, 
and  whether  we  like  it  or  not,  the 
Jewish  community  has  a  mystique 
all  its  own.  It  is  something  about 
which  we  are  abundantly  aware. 
There  is  a  lingering  hope  held  by 
many  among  us  that  our  unique- 
ness will  not  be  too  apparent  to 
the  non-Jewish  community  —  yet 
it  is  There  are  many  aspects  of 
our  particular  group  consciousness 
r/hich  are  puzzling  to  the  Chris 
tian  world.  For  example,  there- 
are  very  few  Jews  who  have  not 
been   asked  the  question  as  to 


whether  the  Jews  are  a  race,  a 
nation,  or  a  creed  —  a  question 
often  asked  with  sincere  curiosity. 

Remembering  the  horrors  of  the 
Holocaust  in  which  the  designa- 
tion of  race  was  used  by  Hitler, 
we  are  inclined  to  answer  that  the 
fews  are  definitely  not  a  race.  By 
using  all  the  logic  of  racial  defi- 
nition, great  care  is  generally  taken 
to  point  out  that  race  implies 
certain  physical  characteristics, 
which  are  difficult  to  find  among 
Jews  who  have  come  from  all  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  backgrounds.  So, 
we  have  tried  to  show  that  the 


designation  of  race  does  not  -apply 
to  us.  And  frankly,  we  have  not 
really  succeeded  in  convincing 
people  on  the  basis  of  our  argu- 
ments. 

As  to  whether  the  Jews  are  a 
nation,  regardless  of  all  the  logic 
we  might  use  to  explain  that  this 
is  not  so,  there  is  still  the  Bible— 
which,  to  the  Christian  world,  is 
far  more  convincing  than  our  ar- 
guments. The  Biblical  view  still 
accounts  for  the  idea  that  the 
Jews  are  scattered  throughout  the 
nations  of  the  world  because  of 
their  disobedience  to  God  —  and 
the  believing  Christian  for  whom 
the  Bible  is  the  first  and  the  last 
word  will  find  his  "reliable"  an- 
swer in  print,  regardless  of  what 
we  say  or  think  or  do. 

So,  with  our  arguments,  we  are 
left  with  the  idea  that  the  Jews 
are  a  religion  or  a  creed  —  an  idea 
which  may  seem  to  us  to  be  more 
comfortable  to  live  with  and  more 
comfortable  to  argue  about;  but 
this,  too,  is  not  really  convincing 
—  neither  to  others,  nor  really  to 
ourselves.  We  know,  and  the 
Christian  world  knows,  that  there 
are  many  Jews  who  have  given 
up  on  their  religion  but  yet  who 
are  still  considered  Jewish  —  Jews 
who  consider  themselves  Jewish, 
and  who  are  considered  to  be 
Jews  by  both  the  Jewish  and  the 
Christian  community.  The  recent 
ruling  announced  by  the  Israeli 
Supreme  Court  further  under- 
scores this  idea  —  the  position 
that  a  Jew  who  renounces  his  re- 
ligion is  still  to  be  regarded  *as 
a  Jew  and  can  become  a  citizen  of 
Israel  on  the  basis  of  the  "law  of 
return."  To  put  it  another  way, 
someone  had  once  said  that  "you 
cannot  resign  from  being  Jewish.'' 

The  Christian  community  finds 
it  amazing  how  Jews  maintain 
their  ties  with  one  another  even 
though  the  religion  might  be  rul- 
ed out  completely  as  the  bond  be- 
tween the  individual  and  the 
group.  It  is  difficult,  for  instance, 
for  many  Christians  to  understand 
why  we  should  still  be  talking 
about  the  Holocaust  and  its  vic- 
tims as  though  the  six  million 
were  our  own  relatives.  The  fact 
of  the  matter  is  that  we  do  feel 
that  they  are  our  relatives  even 
though  their  names  are  unknown 
to  us.  It  is  similarly  difficult  for 
many  in  the  Christian  community 
to  understand  our  sense  of  kin- 
ship with  the  Jews  of  Israel  or 
the  Tews  of  Russia.  The  sense  of 
kinship  is  there,  and  it  would  be 
well  if  the  same  sense  of  kinship 
existed  within  the  Christian  com- 
munity Perhaps  as  a  result  a  few 
more  people  would  have  been 
kept  alive  throughout  the  many 
generations  of  man. 

In  this  time  in  which  so  much 
is  being  sa'd  about  conformity, 
when  so  much  concern  is  being 
expressed  about  people  being  lost 
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in  the  crowd,  the  idea  of  the  Jew 
as  the  non-com  formist  has  quite 
a  lot  to  offer  —  even  though  it  is 
not  fully  appreciated  by  us  or 
by  our  children.  What  better  as- 
sertion can  there  be  than  the  as- 
sertion of  personal  integrity,  the 
assertion  of  a  particular  heritage 
out  of  which  the  individual  has 
emerged  and  a  heritage  with  which 
a  person  can  proudly  identify 
himself  throughout  his  entire  life. 
There  is  operating  within  the 
Jewish  community  a  personal  feel- 
ing of  mission  to  the  world  —  a 
mission  involving  the  value  of 
life. 

We  cannot  conform  to  anyone 
else's  definition  of  race,  nation  or 
creed.  We  have  to  be  understood 
on  our  terms;  we  have  to  be 
characterized  by  the  fact  that  we 
are  here  and  that,  as  Jews,  we  shall 
remain  an  integral  part  of  the  con- 
temporary scene.  We  may  not 
want  to  be  different,  but  the 
grounds  for  difference  and  the 
value  of  difference  extend  far  be- 
yond anything  we  may  personally 
choose  to  do.

PURIMS 
in  other  lands

Purim  which  is  observed  uni 
versally  by  Jews  in  all  lands,  is 
but  one  ol  man;  Purims  cele 
brated  throughout  the  world  in 
specific  localities  or  b\  individ 
uals  or  families.  Scores  of  thesr 
Purims  are  listed,  all  commemor- 
ating special  events  that  bore  ;i 
striking  similarity  to  the  Purim 
of  Persia,  with  its  Hainan,  Mor 
decai  -and  Esther,  and  its  last  min- 
ute miracle.  Many  are  preceded 
by  a  day  of  fasting,  and  the  Purim 
itself  accompanied  by  exchange  oi 
gifts,  feasting,  and  the  reading  ol 
a  scroll  relating  to  the  incidents 
leading  up  to  the  celebration. 
These  Purims  were  not  necessarib 
observed  in  the  month  of  Adar. 
Purim  o£  Castile  -  1339 

Gonzalo  Martinez,  commandei 
of  the  Gastilian  ami),  sought  to 
expel  the  Jews  from  Castile  and 
take  all  their  possessions  which 
would  be  used  to  finance  the 
king's  war  against  the  Moham 
niedans  His  plotting  was  discover 
ed  by  Moses  Abudiel.  He  exorted 
all  the  Jewish  communities  of 
Castile  to  prayers  and  fasting,  and. 
at  the  same  time  won  the  ear  ol 
beautiful  Leonora  de  Guzman 
who  was  the  favorite  of  King  Al- 
fonso XI  of  Castile.  She  revealed 
to  the  king  that  Gonzalo  was 
preaching  treason,  and,  in  fact, 
wanted  to  become  king  himself. 
Gonzalo's  armies  surrendered  to 
Alfonso  XI  and  the  general  was 
burned  at  the  stake.  Moses 
Abudiel  was  returned  to  his  high 
station  in  the  government,  and. 
together  with  Leonora  de  Guz 
man,  induced  the  king  to  abolish 
many  decrees  that  were  unfriendh 
to  the  Jews  of  Castile. 

The  Purim  of  Castile  is  cele 
brated  in  the  month  of  Adar. 
Purim  of  Saragossa  —  1428 

The  King  of  Aragon,  whenevei 
he  visited  the  Street  of  the  Jews 
in  Saragossa,  used  to  be  met  b\ 
leaders  of  the  community  who 
carried  scrolls  of  the  Torah  in 
arks  of  wood.  Many  Jews  question 
ed  if  the  carrying  of  the  Torali 
back  and  forth  for  such  a  purpose 
was  not  sacrilegious,  and  it  was 
decided  that  henceforth  only  the 


empty  wooden  arks  would  be  car 
ried  in  greeting  the  king.  A  con- 
vert from  Judaism  informed  the 
king  that  the  Jews  were  planning 
not  to  show  him  the  proper  re- 
spect and  he  made  an  unscheduled 
visit  to  the  Street.  The  night  be- 
fore, however-,  the  synagogue  lead 
ers  were  warned  in  a  dream  ol 
the  king's  visit  and  its  purpose. 
The  king  ordered  the  wooden  arks 
to  be  opened,  and  when  he  found 
the  decorated  scrolls  within,  the 
informer  was  punished. 

The  Sephardim  in  Jerusalem, 
until  quite  recently,  observed  the 
Purim  ol  Saragossa  on  Shevat  17 
each  year,  with  feasting,  and  read 
ing  from  the  Saragossa  Scroll. 
Purim  Fettmilch  —  20  Adar,  161(i 

Vincent  Fettmilch,  a  baker, 
loused  a  mob  against  the  Jewish 
populace  of  Frankfurt,  plunder- 
ing. ra\  ishing  and  terrorizing 
them  Unable  to  guarantee  then 
safety,  the  town  council  advised 
the  Jews  to  leave  Frankfurt  to 
protect  themselves  For  more  than 
a  year  the  Jews  lived  in  nearby 
towns,  sustained  b\  the  charity  ol 
their  fellow  Jews,  until  order  was 
restored  and  the  leaders  of  the 
mob.  including  Fettmilch,  were 
beheaded  The  Jews  returned  "un 
der  the  protection  ol  the  Emperor' 
and.  the  Christian  populace  was 
ordered  to  pa)  the  Jews  a  huge 
sum  as  indemnit)  foi  the  losses 
they  had  suffered. 

Adar  19,  in  Frankfurt,  is  a  Fast 
Day,  in  memory  of  the  exodus 
from  the  city,  and  Adar  20,  is  cel- 
ebrated as  'Purim  Fettmilch.' 
Yom  Ha-Nes,  The  Day  of  The 
Miracle  —  Nissan  2,  1775 

Karim  Khan,  the  Persian  vizier, 
beseiged  Basra,  Mesopotamia.  He 
successfully  breached  the  city's  de- 
fenses and  put  man)  of  its  in- 
habitants to  the  sword  and  sub- 
jected the  Jewish  women  to  the 
vilest  of  indignities.  The)  found 
refuge  in  prayer  in  the  synagogue. 
And  as  they  prayed,  the  Viziei 
turned  his  attention  to  the  neigh- 
boring Arabs,  who  put  his  arm) 
to  rout.  After  a  third  attempt 
against  the  Arabs,  the  Vizier  was 
poisoned  on  Adar  27,  and  the  Shah 
ordered  his  armies  to  return  to 
Persia.  B)  Nissen  2  not  a  single- 
Persian  soldier  remained  in  Basra 
and  the  Jews  rejoiced  on.  their 
deliverance. 

The  megillah  which  is  read 
each  year  on  that  date  is  called 
'Megillat  Paras',  the  Scroll  of  Per- 
sia, 

Purim  of  Tripoli  —  Purim  Burgel 
-New  Moon  of  Shevat,  1793 
Ali  Karamenli,  the  aging  and 
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licentious  pasha  ol  Tripoli,  was 
especiail)  unfriendl)  to  the  Jews 
and  his  attitude  -and  decrees  were 
becoming  progressively  worse,  The: 
wife  of  the  head  ol  the  Jewish 
community,  noted  foi  her  charm 
and  wisdom,  and  hei  ability  to 
amuse  the  old  rulei  with  her  tales, 
won.  his  friendship  and  became  his 
confidante  and  advise]  on  stale 
affairs.  Through  the  intercession 
of  this  'Queen  Esthei  of  Tripoli', 
the  paslra  became  less  hostile  to 
her  fellow  Jews  and  hei  influence 
continued  to  grow.  But  civil  wai 
broke  out  in  Tripoli,  and  the 
pasha's  son.  Ali  Burgel,  took  over 
the  reigns  of  government  and 
vented  his  wrath  against  the  Jews. 
'Queen  Esther',  and  all  of  Tripoli. 
The  Jewish  conimunit)  was  oi 
dered  to  pay  a  huge  ransom  oi  face 
death. 

In  the  midst  of  their  extreme 
adversit),  Burgel  Pasha  went  oil 
to  war  and  was  badly  defeated.  Ali 
Pasha  was  returned  to  office,  and 
the  Jews  were  saved.  Each  year  in 
Tripoli  and  Bengazi  they  read  a 
scroll  relating  the  story  of  the 
downfall  of  Burgel  and  observe 
the  29th  ol  Teveth  as  a  Purim 
Festival. 

Miracle  ot  The  Bomb  - 
Fossano,  1796 
The  rabble  ol  the  cit)  of  Fos 
sano,  incensed  that  the  Jews  were 
observing  the  Passover  while  the 
French   were   attacking   the  city 
(Continued  on  Page  23)

than  exposing  them  to  our  young  people../' 

A  thought-provoking  article  by  our  Northeastern  Circuit-Riding  Rabbi,  Harry  L.  Lawrence 


The  American  Jewish  commun- 
ity, rich  in  resources  and  man- 
power, seems  to  live  in  an  atmos- 
phere of  perpetual  concern.  With 
its  future  ...  its  youth  ...  its 
ambivalence  of  action  and  iden- 
tification. Though  not  expressed 
in  these  terms,  it  seems  to  l>e  a 
struggle  between  "midrash"  and 


"maaseh"  .  .  .  saying  and  doing. 
There  is  much  wailing  about  our 
young  people  being  "turned  off" 
in  Religious  School;  going  away 
to  college  with  no  firm  grip  on 
their  Jewishness  and  a  slightly 
more  than  peripheral  knowledge 
of  their  Judaism. 

And    yet    we    know    that  our 


young  people  are  not  unconcern- 
ed about  who  and  what  they  are, 
and  what  they  should  be  doing. 
We  find  our  youth  involved  in  all 
the  activism  and  upheaval  of  so- 
cial problems  that  is  part  of  their 
world.  We  find  them  anxious  to 
act  .  .  .  and  frustrated  because 
they  have  no  framework  in  which 
to  place  their  actions  and  their 
concerns.  They  have  learned  Jew- 
ish history,  but  they  have  little 
knowledge  of,  or  feeling  for  tra- 
ditional Jewish  continuity  as  it 
stems  from  that  history.  They  are 
taught  rituals  but  not  the  import- 
ance of  rituals  as  the  motive  to 
action. 

One  of  the  songs  popular  and 
well-known  among  our  young  peo- 
ple says  "I  got  somethin'  to  say 
sir,  and  I'm  gonna  say  it  now." 
And  the  way  in  which  our  youth 
are  saying  and  "doing  their  thing" 
seems  to  deny  that  they  ever  were 
exposed  to  a  JEWISH  education. 

We  are  hung  up  on  the  teach- 
ing of  Hebrew,  and  this  is  no 
doubt  a  good  thing.  What  de- 
tracts from  how  good  it  really 
should  be  is  that  we  teach  He- 
brew as  'a  foreign  language.  It 
seems  to  me  that  to  teach  He- 
brew as  a  foreign  language  to 
Jewish  children,  is  to  take  away 
from  its  importance  as  part  of 
the  totality  of  the  child's  Jewish- 
ness. The  dichotomy  between 
"Sunday"  School  and  "Hebrew" 
school  seems  to  be  self-defeating. 
There  is  no  discernible  reason  for 
Hebrew  not  being  introduced  the 
very  first  day  a  child  starts  in  Re- 
ligious School  .  .  .  and  having 
this  continuous  and  ongoing 
through  his  entire  Religious 
School  experience 

And  when  we  have  achieved 
some  skill  in  Hebrew,  it  should 
not  be  relegated  to  a  mere  reading 
and  translation  experience.  Since 
English  and  Hebrew  express  a 
difference  in  thought  as  well  as 
words,  there  should  be  some  effort 
made  toward  the  inculcation  of  a 
curiosity  to  seek  the  meaning  of 
the  message  inherent  in  the  text. 

Let  me  make  a  suggestion  in 
these  terms.  Since  the  Torah  speci- 
fies only  one  area  of  prayer'V- 
achalta,  v'savata  u'verachta"  that 
"You  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied 
and  bless  the  Lord"  does  it  not 
stand  to  reason  that  it  is  the 
"Birchat  ha-mazon"  which  has  a 
priority  in  our  worship  teaching. 
And  second,  since  in  every  other 
place  in  the  Torah  it  is  manifest- 
ly obvious  that  it  is  God  Who 
blessed  man  ...  I  submit,  there- 
fore, that  instead  of  teaching  only 


the  literal  translation  of,  for  ex- 
ample, the  "motzi"  that  we  should 
encourage  our  students  to  under- 
stand it.  They  might,  as  some  stu- 
dents recently  did,  decide  that 
we  might  say  "Who  blessed  us  by 
bringing  forth  bread  from  the 
earth."  Here  is  a  personal  involve- 
ment in  bracha,  a  reason  for  rec- 
ognizing its  importance  .  .  .  not 
as  a  theory  but  as  a  reason  fol- 
ks practice  ...  at  -all  meals  .  .  . 
and  not  just  when  there  is  a  Rabbi 
lo  carry  the  bracha  ball  for  us. 

I  believe  it  should  be  pointed 
out  that  the  Siddur  is  not  a  book 
used  during  the  week  for  the  prac- 
tice of  Hebrew  reading,  and  on 
Shabbat  for  worship,  but  rather 
that  it  is  also  a  manual  of  social 
action  reminding  us  of  our  re- 
sponsibilities, obligations  and  priv- 
ileges. 

To  keep  our  youngsters  interest- 
ed at  least,  if  not  "turned  on"  we 
should  seek  out  the  areas  of  their 
interests,  rather  than  impose  our 
own  in  the  guise  of  curriculum. 
We  can  close  the  "learning  gap" 
if  we  would  begin  to  listen  instead 
of  just  lecture. 

Lest  the  reader  think  that  there 
are  only  Jeremiads  in  our  current 
situation,  let  him  take  heart. 
There  is  no  greater  experience 
for  adults,  I  believe,  than  exposing 
them  to  our  young  people  at  a  re- 
treat, a  conclave,  a  Kallah,  or 
some  other  experience  where  the 
young  people  can  be  and  express 
themselves.  It  is  an  inspiring  ex- 
perience to  watch  our  youth  warm 
up  to  a  truly  Jewish  activity  .  .  . 
to  hear  them  express  themselves 
in  truly  Jewish  terms. 

In  short,  our  Religious  Schools 
must  take  a  good  hard  look  at 
their  goals  and  decide  on  the  rel- 
ative importance  of  concept  or 
context  .  .  .  text  or  pretext. 

With  a  viable  curriculum  and 
a  dynamic  youth  program,  a  great 
many  of  our  concerns  could  be 
lessened  ...  a  good  many  of  our 
fears  abated.  If  we  can  feed  solid 
spiritual  food  to  those  of  our 
young  people  who  are  so  hungry 
to  learn,  we  need  have  no  fear  of 
their  being  undernourished  in 
their  Judaism  or  weakened  in 
their  idealism.

realize  the  threat  of  annihilation 
because  of  their  unfamilrarity 
with  the  comparison  to  the  holo- 
caust, and  that  the  advent  of  the 
State  of  Israel  could  be  viewed 
as  another  exodus  —  survival  on 
fewish  land.  He  asked  whv  Chris- 
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tians  were  expected  to  take  a  po 
litical  stand  on  Israel,  mentioning 
that  the  Six-Day-War  revealed  to 
Jews  the  depth  of  their  attach  mem 
to  that  country,  and  the  Chris 
tians'  unawareness  of  it.  One  ol 
the  things  bothering  some  of  them 
is  Israel's  signifying,  to  them,  the 
arrival  of  the  Messianic  Age  and 
or  the  preparation  for  it. 

He  further  stated  that  the  Arab 
refugees  are  a  very  big  problem, 
with  Israel  also  involved  in  in- 
justice in  this  area  and  that,  there- 
fore, there  is  no  blanket  support; 
that  most  Christians  would  argue 
that  Judaism  is  a  religion  and 
needs  no  political  expression,  and 
that  the  land  is  not  essential  to 
Israel  because  of  this,  an  opinion 
he  does  not  share  at  all. 

He  considers  the  following  ar- 
guments the  principal  ones  in  fav- 
or of  Israel:  the  legal  argument, 
though  there  may  be  moral  res- 
ervations due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Jewish  state  was  carved  out  with 
some  degree  of  force;  Christians 
demand  utter  morality  from  Is- 
rael, contrary  to  what  is  expected 
of  other  nations.  Secondly,  on  re 
ligious  grounds,  stemming  from 
aspects  of  the  Old  Testament,  and 
thirdly,  the  humanitarian  argu- 
ment which  is  based  on  the  re 
jection  of  the  Jews  by  others,  the 
incomprehensibility  ol  the  holo- 
caust, the  determination  never  to 
let  this  happen  again,  and  the  de- 
sire to  escape  from  the  inhuman- 
ity of  the  Western  world.  He  feels 
that  Israel,  as  a  political  state, 
will  be  judged  the  same  as  others: 
but  as  a  Jewish  state,  much  more 
harshly. 

As  indicated  above,  Di .  Davies' 
remarks  were  most  pro-Israel.  He 
also  pointed  out  some  of  the  view- 
points prevalent  among  Christian 
clergy,  producing  a  hostile  re- 
sponse from  man)  ol  the  rabbis 
who  demanded  the  right  to  answei 
him.  But  because  of  the  mannei 
the  meeting  was  handled  b\  tin 
chairman,  this  did  not  become  a 
problem. 

The  major  point  Dr.  Davies  ap 
peared  to  have  made  was  this:  he  iv 
firmly  convinced  that  the  majority 
of  Christians  does  not  understand 
the  uniqueness  of  Israel  in  Jewish 
thinking. 

In  the  afternoon,  Rabbi  Bal 
lour  Brickner  presented  an  out 
standing  address  on  "The  Jewish 
View  of  Israel."  He  traced  the 
history  of  Jews  and  Judaism,  and 
their  direct  connection  with  the 
land  from  the  very  beginning.  He 
emphasized,  many  previously  "un 
mentionable"  subjects,  stimulating 
the  kind  of  questions  he  had  hop- 
ed for.  He  said,  for  example,  that 
thanks  to  the  recent  statement  by 
the  Catholic  Church,  forbidding 
proselytizing  and  conversion  at 
tempts,  Catholics  and  the  Jews 
could  now  participate  in  dialogues 
as  equals,  making  possible  much 
closer  relations.  He  also  indicated 


that  the  Protestants  have  a  big 
problem  because  of  their  never 
having  answered  the  question  of 
displacement  —  the  thinking  that 
when  the  Jewish  people  were  cast 
out  of  the  Holy  Land,  they  ceased 
to  be  God's  chosen  and  were  re- 
placed in  that  role  by  those  of  the 
Christian  faith. 

Rabbi  Brickner's  presentation 
.  remarkable  in  that  it  got 
across  to  the  Christian  ministers, 
in  plain  language,  degrees  of  un- 
derstanding from  a  theologically 
sound  basis.  His  session  induced 
the  most  questions,  and  the  meet- 
ing reached  a  level  of  true  under 
standing. 

The  above  seminar  was  in  con- 
junction with  the  winter  Kahlah 
of  the  Association  of  Rabbis.  In 
addition  to  the  seminar  on  Israel, 
a  lecture  was  presented  to  the 
Jewish  and  Christian  guests  ol 
Greensboro  by  Dr.  F.  Rickmyers, 
Prof  of  Archeology  of  Duke  Uni- 
versity, on  the  subject  of  "Arch- 
eology in  Israel  and  Ancient  Syn- 
agogue in  the  Gallil  and  its  arche- 
ological  discoveries

Mrs.  Laura  (one, 
Civic  Leader,  Dies 

Mrs.  Laura  Weil]  Cone,  81,  ol 
904  CountiN  Club  Dr.,  died  Feb. 
4,  at  Moses  H.  Cone  Hospital. 

A  cultural  and  civic  leader  in 
Greensboro  and  North  Carolina 
for  many  years,  she  was  widow  ol 
Julius  W.  Cone,  who  served  as 
president  of  the  old  Cone  Export 
and  Commission  Co.  (a  division 
of  Cone  Mills). 

A  native  ol  Wilmington,  Mrs. 
Cone  moved  to  Greensboro  in  1911 
and  became  prominently  identi- 
fied with  philanthropic  and  edu- 
cational activities  in  the  city  and 
state. 

Her  first  marriage  was  to  David 
P.  Stern  and  she  was  wed  to  Julius 
Cone  after  Mr.  Stern's  death. 

For  a  number  of  years,  she 
served  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  and  served  on  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  the  Consoli- 
dated. University  of  North  Caro- 
lina for  20  years.  She  was  gradu- 
ated from  Woman's  College  (now 
University  of  North  Carolina- 
Greensboro)  and  was  one  of  the 
institution's  outstanding  alumnae. 
She  later  received  an  honorary 
desree  from  that  institution. 

She  aho  served  as  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Bennett 
College  and  of  Moses  H.  Cone 


Memorial  Hospital. 

Surviving  are  a  daughter,  Mrs. 
Edward  Loewenstein  of  Greens- 
boro, and  a  son,  Edward  T.  Cone, 
a  professor  at  Princeton  Univers- 
ity; and  three  grandchildren  and 
one  great-grand  child. 

Mrs.  Cone  was  closely  identi- 
fied with  civic  affairs  in  Greens- 
boro. During  the  1930s,  she  was 
president  of  the  old  Community 
Chest,  the  first  and  only  woman 
ever  to  serve  in  that  capacity. 
She  contributed  generously  to 
civic  and  cultural  causes,  includ- 
ing Weatherspoon  Art  Gallery  at 
UNC-G.  She  served  as  head  ol 
women  volunteers  for  Civil  De- 
fense in  Greensboro  during  World 
War  III. 

Mrs.  Cone  maintained  a  sum- 
mer home.  Owl's  Roost,  in  Blow 
ing  Rock. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  con- 
gregation at  Temple  Emanuel. 

Her  husband  was  the  son  of  the 
late  Herman  Cone  and  the  brothei 
of  the  late  Moses  H.  and  Caesar 
Cone  I,  the  founding  fathers  ol 
Cone  Mills. 

Mrs.  Cone  was  a  graduate  ol 
Woman's  College,  class  of  1910. 
As  a  student  she  composed  the 
University  Alma  Mater,  sen  eel  as 
jiresident  of  her  senior  class,  and 
during  her  senior  yeai  was  editor 
of  'Fhe  Carolinian  and  The  State 
Normal  Magazine. 

She  also  was  elected  as  the 
everlasting  president  of  the  Class 
of  1910.  From  1913-1915,  she  serv- 
ed as  president  ol  the  Alumnae 
Association  of  the  College. 

An  Honorary  Doctor  ol  Laws 
degree  was  conferred  upon  hei 
at  UNC-G  in  1942.  At  that  time 
Dr.  Frank  P.  Graham,  then  presi 
dent  of  the  university,  said  in 
awarding  the  degree,  "She  stands 
for  excellence  without  pretense 
and  democracy  without  surren- 
der." Golden  Chain,  a  student 
leadership  honorary  society,  elect- 
ed her  to  honorary  membership  in 
1950. 

Mrs.  Cone  in  1960,  was  the  first 
recipient  of  the  Alumnae  Service 
Award.  She  had  served  as  presi 
dent  of  the  Friends  of  the  Uni 
versity  Library,  and  was  a  membei 
of  the  Board  of  the  Excellence 
Fund,  an  organization  of  Greens 
boro  citizens  in  supDort  of  the 
University.  In  the  fall  of  1967  a 
nine-story  high  rise  residence  hall 
was  named  in  her  honoi .  The 
building  of  Elliott  Hall,  the  Uni 


versity  Student  Union  Building, 
was  made  possible  through  her 
gifts  and  gifts  of  the  Cone  family. 

For  nearly  30  years  she  served 
as  a  member  of  the  board  of  Ben- 
nett College  and  in  1961  a  resi- 
dence hall  on  it's  campus  was 
dedicated  in  her  honor.  In  recent 
years  she  had  made  a  substantial 
contribution  to  the  college  and 
the  most  recent  building  construct- 
ed on  the  campus  (Pfeiffer  Science 
Building)  houses  a  library  furnish- 
ed with  monies  she  donated.  This 
library  is  named  in  her  honor. 

During  the  years  of  World  War 
II.  Mrs.  Cone  served  as  Director 
of  the  Civilian  Defense  volunteers 
Office,  as  Coordinator  of  the  Di- 
vision of  Community  Welfare  and 
Morale  in  the  Guilford  County 
Defense  Program,  the  committee 
of  operations  of  the  Greensboro 
USO,  served  as  vice-president  of 
the  Travelers  Aid  Board,  and  was 
active  in  the  Family  Service 
Agency. 

Mrs.  Cone  had  served  as  presi- 
dent of  the  Greensboro  Nursing 
Council,  was  a  membei  of  the 
Planning  Council,  a  board  mem- 
ber of  the  N.  C.  Symphony,  and 
had  served  as  recording  secretary 
of  the  N.  C.  League  ol  Women 
Voters.

The  Home-  —  Its  Purposes 

The  North  Carolina  Jewish 
Home  was  organized  te>  provide' 
a  philanthropic  medically  orient 
ed  complex  for  both  long  and 
short  term  care,  including  housing 
for  the  well,  semi-retired  persons, 
and  those  requiring  geriatric  care. 

The  housing  foi  the  semi-re- 
tired persons  is  pari  ol  a  long 
range  village  concept  plant  that 
shall  be  pro\  ided  on  an  individual 
basis  when  appropriate-  arrange 
ments  are  made  by  those  desiring 
community  living. 
Provides  For  The  Whole  Person 

Services  aie  provided  Loi  tli< 
care  of  the  whole  persons,  includ 
ing  physical  and  general  rehabili 
tation  wherevei  possible,  By  pro 
viding  for  the  whole  person  in 
stead  ol  a  particular  disease  oi 
disability  a  whole  new  attitude  is 
developed  providing  a  happiei 
outlook,  a  desire  to  progress,  and 
a  general  feeling  ol  well  being 
individual  persons.  Many  ol  these 
provisions  include  voluntary  pai 
ticipation  in  the  recreation,  hobby . 
social  and  religious  activities  that 
are  among  the  continual  ongoing 
programs.  These,  togethei  witb 
24-hour  skilled  nursing,  the  avail 
ability  of  physical  therapy,  occu 
pational  therapy,  dental,  optom 
etry,  podiatry,  and  the  special 
services,  togethei  with  social  sei- 
vice  guidance  provide  a  well 
rounded  program  that  not  onl\ 
cares  for  the  whole  person  but 
assists  in  providing  comfoi  i  foi 
members  of  the  family. 

Admission  Policies 

Detailed  admission  information 
may  be  obtained  through  the  Ex 
ecutive  Director  of  the  Home.  It 
is  suggested  that  prior  arrange 
ments  be  made  for  such  discus 
sions. 

Priority  for  all  admissions  i-> 
given  to  persons  of  the  Jewish 
faith  consistant  with  their  needs 
and  the  availability  of  suitable 
space. 

No  Jewish  person  is  rejected 
because  of  his,  or  of  his  family's 
inability  to  pay  the  cost  of  care 
providing  the  applicant  and  his 
family  are  bonafied  residents  ol 
the  State  of  North  Carolina  and 
their  community  or  area  is  con- 


sidered "an  equal  share'"  Home 
participant 

Approval  of  all  applications 
are  subject  to  a  Medical  Commit- 
tee review  ol  the  pre-admission 
physical  and  medical  examination 
report  submitted  b)  the  appli- 
cant's family  physician  and  a  sub- 
sequent meeting  by  the  family 
with  the  Admission's  Committee. 

Waiting  List. 

'  1  ho  there  is  a  waiting  list  for 
admissions  it  is  suggested  that  in- 
terested applicants  complete  the 
Admission  Procedure.  Admissions 
taken  from  this  list  are  admitted 
to  the  Home  in  accordance  with 
the  need  of  the  applicant  in  rela- 
tion to  the  suitability  of  the  ex- 
isting vacancy  and  not  necessarily 
in  relation  to  the  dale  ol  (he  ap- 
proved application 

Medicare  and  similar  type  short 
term  applications  require  the 
written  recommendation  oi  a 
physician  togethei  with  the  ap- 
propriate medical  reports.  Infor- 
mation pertaining  to  this  type  of 
admission  may  be  obtained  through 
the  Executive  Director. 

The  North  Carolina  Jewish 
Home  is  one  of  the  few  Homes 
in  this  state  that  has  been  accredit- 
ed and  approved  by  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of 
Hospitals,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.

CHAPLAIN'S 
CORNER 

The  recent  Israeli  ruling  that 
Jewish  identity  can  be  of  paternal 
origin  in  case  of  children  who  en- 
ter the  state  of  Israel,  has  aroused 
considerable  interest  and  discus- 
sion. Traditionalists  cannot  agree 
that  Jewish  identification  can  be 
(hanged  from  centuries  of  observ- 
ance, to  say  the  least. 

For  us,   even   more  important 


than  definitions  is  the  actual  com- 
mitment of  youth  to  a  positive 
and- meaningful  heritage  that  can 
assure  Jewish  preservation  as  a 
force  in  individual  -and  social  ex- 
istence. There  are  ample  evidences 
of  this  religious  burgeoning  in 
American  Jewish  life,  though  con- 
trary impressions  prevail  also.  \t 
a  recently  held  gathering  of  i Met- 
ropolitan federations,  a  large  del- 
egation of  young  people  insisted 
that  more  attention  should  be 
given  to  Jewish  education  ihan 
in  the  past.  The  argument  was 
advanced  that  without  the  Jewish 
background  of  historical  relation- 
ship to  the  Jewish  past,  our  secu- 
lar organizations  would  not  long 
endure.  Even  some  liberal  religious 
exponents  are  advocating  Jewish 
day  schools  as  means  of  making 
religious  education  count  for  more 
in  the  learning  periods  of  child 
hood  and  early  youth.  Large  num- 
bers of  university  campuses  are 
including  Judaism  in  their  educa- 
tional curriculum. 

There  was  a  time  when  influ- 
ences making  for  the  intensifying 
of  fewish  uniqueness  were  de- 
cried as  isolationist.  With  the 
wider  extension  of  means  of  c  om- 
munication —  principally  by  radio 
-and  television  —  such  hesitancy 
is  groundless.  It  must  also  be  not- 
ed that  the  dialogues  between 
Jews  and  others  are  increasingly 
making  for  religious  understand- 
ing and  unity  without  endangering 
the  individual  faiths  based  upon 
history  and  tradition.  There  are 
many  non  Jewish  leaders  who  "are 
of  the  opinion  that  a  stronger  Jew- 
ish commitment  will  have  a  bene- 
ficial effect  upon  the  effort  to 
stem  the  tide  toward  a  secularism 
that  prevents  many  young  people 
in  their  formative  periods  of 
growth  from  seeking  to  know  more 
about  religion. 

An  ancient  sage  expressed  a 
dictum  that  has  an  enduring  les- 
son: The  world  rests  upon  the 
love  of  learning  (our  definition 
of  Torah),  spiritual  aspiration. 
(Avodah)  and  Benevolence  (the 
eagerness  of  people  to  build  a 
better  world).  These  three  foun- 
dations of  civilization  for  the  Jew- 
are  in  agreement  with  the  teach- 
ings of  a  heritage  that  has  value 
for  all  seriously  concerned  with 
the  need  for  preventing  the  loss 
of  what  humanity  needs  most  in 
the  advancement  of  a  meaningful 
social  order.

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THE  HEBREW  COMMONWEALTH 
AND  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 
THE  UNITED  STATES

Oscar  S.  Straus  (1850-1926),  who 
served  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary  to 
Turkey  under  Presidents  Grover 
Cleveland  and  William  McKinley, 
wrote  a  small  but  vitally  important 
book  on  the  "The  Origin  of  Repub- 
lican Form  of  Government."  Out  of 
print  and  now  difficult  to  get,  it 
was  first  published  by  G.  P.  Put- 
nam's Sons  of  New  York  in  1885. 
In  honor  of  the  American  Jewish 
Tercentenery,  the  publishers  have 
given  the  AJP  the  rights  to  republish 
the  most  important  parts  of  the 
book.  These  reveal  that  the  Founding 
Fathers  received  their  inspiration  in 
the  founding  of  the  American  Re- 
public from  precedents  of  govern- 
ment by  and  for  the  people  as  estab- 
lished ages  ago  by  the  ancient  He- 
brews under  Moses,  Joshua  and  the 
Judges. 

In  his  brilliant  essays,  Mr.  Straus 
maizes  it  clear  that  the  Republic 
established  by  Moses  constituted  a 
perfect  pattern  for  the  form  of  gov- 
ernment instituted  by  the  Continen 
tal  Congress.  He  reveals  that  the 
Republic  of  Moses  had  its  (1)  Chief 
Executive  in  the  Judge  of  shophet; 
(2)  an  elected  Senate  of  seventy  el- 
ders, usually  referred  to  as  the  San- 
hedrin,  and  (3)  an  Assembly  or 
"Congregation"  as  distinct  from  "all 
Israel."  The  democratic  spirit  of  the 
Mosaic  Republic,  he  shows,  is  borne 
out  by  the  fact  that  the  people  them- 
selves "selected"  or  '  'appointed" 
their  leaders.  The  Levites,  however, 
were  separated  from  the  other  tribes, 
thus  keeping  the  priesthood  apart 
from  the  State  government. 

This  publication  is  happy  to  pre- 
sent to  our  readers  the  first  of  a 
series  of  twelve  articles  from  Mr.

EARLY  AMERICANS  AND 
THE  OLD  TESTAMENT 

The  social,  religious,  and  po- 
litical upheavals  that  kept  the 
governments  of  England  and  the 
Continent  in  constant  change  and 
commotion,  had  as  yet  little  el- 
fect  in  the  colonies.  The  people 
here  were  busy  with  their  own 
affairs,  and  England  having  not 
as  yet  laid  her  rapacious  hands 
upon  them,  they  prospered  all  the 
more  by  reason  of  this  neglect. 
Beliefs  that  had  lost  much  of  their 
vigor  in  Europe  retained  all  their 
ancient  force  in  the  colonies.  The 
inestimable  privilege  of  worship- 
ping God  in  accordance  with  their 
own  conscience  was  denied  to  the 
first  settlers  of  New  England  in 
the  mother  country,  and  they 
came  to  the  wilds  of  America  to 
enjoy  that  boon.  The  Bible  was 
to  them  not  only  their  guide  in 
religion,  but  their  text-book  in 
politics.  They  studied  the  Old 
Testament  and  applied  its  teach- 
ing with  a  thoroughness  and  literal 
devotion  that  no  people,  except- 
ing only  the  Jews,  and  perhaps 
the  Scotch,  had  ever  exemplified, 
for  they  seemed  to  recognize  a 
striking  similarity  between  their 
own  hardships,  history,  and  con- 
dition and  ihose  of  t lie  children  of 


Israel  under  Moses  and  Joshua. 
They  quoted  its  texts  with  a  lit- 
eral application.  Their  condition 
they  characterized  as  "Egyptian 
Bondage",  James  I.  they  styled 
"Pharaoh",  the  ocean  whose  dan- 
gers and  hardships  their  ancestors 
were  driven  to  encounter  they 
spoke  of  as  the  "Red  Sea".  They 
likened  their  own  numbers  to  that 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  "three 
millions  souls",  America  in  whose 
wilds  they  had  come  was  their 
"Wilderness",  and  in  alter  days 
Washington  and  Adams  were  fre- 
quently referred  to  as  their  Moses 
and  Joshua. 

America  —  A  New  Canaan 
Their  first  conception  of  the 
form  of  an  American  union  was 
a  Theocracy,  the  same  form  of 
government  in  all  its  essential 
characteristics,  and  expressly  mod- 
elled thereafter,  as  the  children  of 
Israel  set  up  over  the  twelve  tribes 
under  their  great  lawgiver  Moses. 
They  continued  this  Theocracy 
for  a  period  of  forty-one  years, 
from  1643  to  1684,  and  under  it 
they  organized  the  New  England 
Confederacy.  "This  confederacy 
of  the  four  New  England  Colo- 
nies", says  Pitkin,  "served  as  the 
basis  of  the  great  confederacy  af- 
terwards between  the  thirteen 
States  of  America."  An  examina- 
tion of  the  two  systems  discloses 
a  similarity  not  only  in  name,  but 
in  principles.  T  he  Puritans,  esp- 
ecially the  New  England  Puritans, 
evinced  a  greater  preference  for 
the  Old  Testament  than  perhaps 
they  themselves  were  aware  of. 
The  persecution  they  had  suffer- 
ed in  the  mother  country  instead 
of  subduing  or  disbanding  them, 
had  transformed  them  from  what 
at  first  was  a  sect  into  a  faction, 
united  together  by  the  strongest 
ties  of  union  with  spirits  rendered 
more  determined  by  the  severity 
of  the  hardships  they  had  endured. 
The  wilderness  they  had  conquer- 
ed by  their  patient  toil  was  now 
blossoming  as  a  garden  interspers- 
ed within  growing  villages  and 
populous  towns.  Their  first  and 
only  concern  was  to  preserve  this 
new  Canaan  for  themselves,  and 
to  establish  such  laws  and  regu- 
lations for  their  government  as 
might  secure  this  end  beyond 
peradventure. 

Mosaic  Code  The  Guide 
The  Mosaic  laws  were  framed 
under  divine  sanction  to  accom- 
plish a  similar  end.  To  these  laws 
they  turned  as  a  guide,  not  taking 
into  account  that  more  than  thirty 
centuries  had  rolled  by,  and  that 
the  social  regulations  of  those 
times  were  not  better  fitted  for 
the  then  times  than  the  vestments

Israel  Immigration 
Up  28%  In  1969 

Immigration  rose  by  2N  pet 
cent  in  1969.  with  89,880  new 
comers  arriving  in  the  country, 
against  31,071  the  previous  year. 
This  was  announced  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Jewish  Agency,  Mr. 
Arieh  Pincus,  at  the  opening  ol 
the  meeting  of  the  Plenary  of  the 
Jewish  Agency  Executive  on  30 
December.  Mr.  Pincus  said  thai 
6,500  immigrants  came  from  the 
U.S.  and  Canada  in  1969,  compar- 
ed with  5,100  the  previous  year. 
Immigration  from  France  rose  b\ 
50  per  cent,  from  3,600  to  5,400. 
The  number  of  immigrants  from 
Argentine  also  rose  by  close  to 
fifty  per  cent  —  from  900  to  1,300. 

According  to  forecasts,  60,000 
immigrants  should  arrive  in  1970, 
including  9,000  from  North 
America,  7,000  from  France  and 
close  to  2,000  from  Argentine.

tage  to  be  imposed  on  Israel. 

This  then  is  the  crux  of  the 
present  Soviet  feverish  effort  to 
bring  the  other  Big  Powers  into 
line.  This  effort  demonstrates  once 
more  how  heavily  Moscow  relies 
on  Nasser  in  its  effort  to  convert 
i  he  Middle  East  into  a  Soviet 
sphere  of  influence.  Of  course, 
the  technique  is  not  one  of  direct 
thrust  by  but  proxy,  through 
President  Nasser  —  the  USSR 
mainstay  in  the  Middle  East  today. 

Evidently,  theirs  is  a  classical 


alliance  ol  opportunism. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Israeli 
Mission  here  has  reminded  the 
UN  that  "the  strict  observance  of 
the  obligations  concerning  the 
cease-fire  is  primary  and  it  is  the 
condition  for  progress  toward 
peace.  It  is  not  possible  to  advance 
on  the  road  to  peace  through  ex- 
changes of  fire  but  only  on  the 
basis  of  a  cease-fire." 

The  question:  Will  the  Big 
Powers  and  the  UN  compel  Nas- 
ser and  the  other  Arab  leaders  to 
abide  by  the  cease-fire  agreement?

Jewish  War  Veterans  National  Commander 
Meets  With  President  Nixon 


The  National  Commander  of 
the  Jewish  War  Veterans,  Bernard 
B.  Direnfeld  of  Cleveland,  pre- 
sented the  JWV  "Medal  of  Merit" 
lo  President  Richard  M.  Nixon 
at  a  January  27th  meeting  in  the 
White  House.  Commander  Diren- 
feld was  accompanied  by  National 
Executive  Director  Felix  M.  Put- 
terman,  of  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  National  Consultant  Dr.  Sey- 
mour Weisinan,  of  Norwalk,  Con- 
necticut. 

According  to  Commander  Diren- 
feld, his  talk  with  the  President 
was  wide-ranging  and  included 
Vietnam,  the  Middle  East,  and 
the  status  of  the  draft. 

in  making  the  presentation  to 
the  President,  Commander  Diren- 
feld cited  the  President's  long  in- 
terest in  veterans  work.  He  also 
pointed  out  that  Mr.  Nixon,  as 
Vice  President  in  1951,  officiated 


at  the  dedication  of  the  National 
Shrine  to  Jewish  War  Dead  in 
Washington. 

The  citation  with  the  medal 
presented  to  the  President  reads 
as  follows: 

"To  Richard  M.  Nixon,  patriot, 
-linesman,  fellow  veteran,  with 
the  profound  respect  and  warm 
admiration  of  the  Jewish  War 
Veterans  of  the  U.S.A.,  75th  year 
of  service  to  our  beloved  country, 
January,  1970." 

The  JWV  is  the  nation's  oldest 
active  war  veterans  organization. 
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JLC  Condemns  Arms  Deal 

The  Jewish  Labor  Committee, 
an  organization  representing  over 
500,000  Jewish  workers  in  the 
American  labor  movement,  today 
joined  in  the  growing  protests 
against  the  French  government's 
deal  to  arm  Libya  with  over  100 
jet  fighter  planes. 

Charles  S.  Zimmerman,  presi- 
dent of  the  Jewish  Labor  Com- 
mittee, condemned  the  "complic- 
ity" of  the  French  government. 
He  stated,  "It  is  obvious  to  all 
except  those  who  refuse  to  see, 
that  these  jets  will  find  their  way 
to  Libya's  ally  Egypt  for  use 
against  Israel.  While  France,  in 
the  name  of  neutrality,  refuses  to 
sell  arms  to  Israel,  she  wantonly 


sells  arms  to  Libya,  which  in  ac- 
tuality  are  destined  for  combat 
against  Israel.  Thus  France's  pro- 
fession of  neutrality  is  destroyed. 
In  effect,  France  is  part  and  par- 
cel of  the  Arab  vendetta,  and  is  in- 
volved in  a  complicity  to  destroy 
Israel.  Libya  does  not  have  the 
need  for  over  100  jets  for  its  own 
use;  it  has  neither  the  personnel 
nor  the  airfields  to  employ  such 
sophisticated  equipment." 


Health  Needs  Stud  led 

Shortly  the  Department  of  Hos- 
pital Administration,  School  of 
Medicine,  University  of  N.  C.  will 
be  sending  a  household  survey 
questionnaire  to  all  known  Jew- 
ish families  in  North  Carolina. 

Since  these  questionnaires  will 
not  require  signatures  or  return 
addresses  the  identities  of  all  re- 
spondents will  be  protected. 

Every  individual,  as  a  vitally 
interested  member  of  the  Jewish 
Community,  is  urged  to  complete 
this  questionnaire  promptly  and 
return  it  to  the  University  in  the 
envelope  provided.  The  time  taken 
to  complete  this  questionnaire 
may  well  pave  the  way  for  the 
development  of  a  comprehensive 
health  plan  for  the  Jewish  Popu- 
lation of  this  state. 

The  results  of  this  survey  will 
be    evaluated    and  subsequently 


sent  to  the  leaders  of  the  Jewish 
Community  thru  the  N.  C.  Jewish 
Home  where  the  plan  will  be  cor- 
related and  coordinated  for  dis- 
tribution and  subsequent  imple- 
mention. 

This  study  is  probably  the  most 
comprehensive  of  its  type  to  be 
held  in  North  Carolina  and  since 
it  will  affect  all  Jewry  it  is  con- 
sidered an  important  factor  in  the 
future  health  care  of  each  family. 

Since  the  identity  of  each  re- 
spondent is  obviously  protected 
there  should  be  little  reason  why 
one  should  not  help  plan  for  his 
future  health  needs.

Will  it  lead  to  a 
war  between  the  major  powers?

Millions  ol  Americans  arc  con- 
cerned thai  the  present  direction 
of  U.S.  policj  will  encourage  and 
build   hopes   oJ    the   Arabs,  thai

U.S.  assistanc  e  to  Israel  will  weaken 
and  eventually  reach  then  goals 
of  destroying  Israel. 

United  States  action  to  molih 
the  oil  interests.  American  policy 
to  give  military  arms  to  the  Arabs 
adding  to  billions  of  military  arms 
supplied  by  Russians,  does  not 
help  peace  and  favors  the  Arabs. 
This  approach  has  nol  endeared 
us  to  the  Arabs,  and  has  not  been 
taken  as  an  even-handed  approach 
or  balanced  the  arms  race. 

Israel's  goals  arc  nol  to  destroy 
any  nation,  or  expand  their  terri 
tory  and  domain,  but  to  survive. 
The  Arabs  war  cry  is  the  destine 
tion  of  Israel.  They  have  Russian 
commitment,  massive  military 
help,  coupled  with  numerical  su- 
periority of  fifty  to  one. 

Arabs  price  of  goodwill  and 
friendship  to  the  United  States  is 
embargo  of  American-Jewish  help 
and  American  dollars.  That  would 
be  considered  even-handed,  nofh 
ing  short  of  that  will  result  in  the 
goodwill  of  the  Arabs.  We  must 
take  a  firm  stand  for  one  side  oi 
the  other  and  let  the  whole  world 
know  our  policy. 

The  United  States  cannot  waive 
American  interests  and  endangei 
our  security  by  shirking  its  moral 
support  of  a  western  small  nation 
to  survive. 

It  is  to  the  interest  of  the  U.S. 
that  Israel  survives,  and  for  the 
West  to  have  some  sphere  of  in 
fluence  in  that  area. 


If  Israel  falls,  can  we  hold  on 
to  oui  oil  interests?  If  Israel  falls, 
will  the  Arabs  be  independent  and 
free  of  Russia?  Will  the  economy 
of  the  Arabs  be  helped?  The  mil 
lions  of  Arabs'  realistic  interests 
lie  in  peace  between  Israel  and 
the  Arabs,  lot  Israel  to  export  its 
progress  and  help  to  Iter  neigh- 
bors. 

America's  image  has  been  at- 
tacked because  of  the  war  in  Viet- 
nam, America  should  unashamedly 
identify  with  one  country  in  the 
world  that  is  holding  the  line  foi 
the  West. 

Israel,  a  creation  ol  the  United 
Nations  brought  to  life  in  one  of 
the  few  humanitarian  acts  wit 
nesseel  in  history,  finds  itself  in 
an  untenable  position.  Surround 
ed  by  Arab  nations,  wTho  are  be- 
ing duped  b\  the  Soviet  Union 
to  engage  in  ac  ts  contrary,  to  the 
character  oi  the  United  Nations 
Israel  is  piovoked,  marruaded,  at 
tacked,  blockaded,  mugged,  dy 
namited  and  infiltrated  by  the 
Fedayeen  and  no  voice  is  raised 
to  protest  against  these  acts. 

Mr.  President,  Israel  has  en- 
gaged in  three  wars  defending  hei 
security.  Must  her  very  survival 
always  be  at  razors  edge?  Must 
she  always  beg  for  help?  Must  she 
always  feel  insecure  to  danger  ol 
her  enemies,  and  feel  insecure  if 
the  lines  ol  defense  and  arms  will 
be  supplied  to  them? 

We  have  defended  Europe.  We 
have  defended  Korea.  We  are  de- 
fending South  Vietnam.  Why  must 
our  help  to  Israel  be  given  so  be 
grudgingly  and  on  a  day  to  day 
basis?

Mr.  President,  I  have  every  con 
fidence  shared  by  millions  ol 
peace-loving  Americans  that  youi 
ultimate  action  will  be  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  United  States  and 
the  security  of  Israel,  and  will 
bring  peace  in  the  Middle  East.

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Heb  raic  Origin  of  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United  States 


The  Bible  as  linked  with  the 
history  of  the  children  of  Israel 
was  the  motivating  force  that  in- 
spired the  framers  of  our  Constitu- 
tion and  the  designers  of  the  Great 
Seal  of  the  United  States  pictured 
above.  All  the  symbols  in  both 
the  reverse  and  obverse  of  the  Seal 
have  biblical^  significance.  The 
number  13,  usually  accepted  as 
being  unlucky,  plays  a  dominant 
factor.  Though  this  may  be  par- 
tially based  on  the  fact  that  there 
were  13  original  States,  the  reasons 
go  deeper  than  that.  Eachad 
("one"  for  God)  in  Hebrew  num- 
erically adds  up  to  13.  Also  ancient 
Israel  xi>as  composed  of  13  tribes, 
counting  the  tiuo  sotis  of  Joseph. 

On  the  obverse  side  of  the  seal, 
besides  the  13  stars  forming  a  per- 
fect Magen  David,  we  find  the 
words  E  Plurubus  Unum,  13  let- 


ters and  meaning  "one  out  of 
many."  The  eagle,  another  biblical 
symbol,  holds  in  one  of  his  talons 
an  olive  branch  ivith  13  leaves,  and 
in  the  other,  13  arrows.  Our  flag, 
covering  the  eagle's  body,  has  13 
bars  —  seven  standing  out  as  in 
the  seven-branched  candlestick. 

On  the  reverse  side  of  the  Seal 
zue  find  the  pyramid,  rising  in  a 
wilderness  and  built  in  13  layers 
of  stone.  Above  it,  in  the  head- 
stone, is  the  all-seeing  Eye  of  God. 
The  words  Annuit  Coeptis— mean- 
ing "He  hath  prospered  our  be- 
ginning," and  again  in  13  letters 
—are  written  over  the  pyramid. 
Below  it  we  find:  Novus  Ordo 
Seclorum,  meaning  "An  old  order 
of  the  ages  born  anew."  The  foun- 
ding Fathers  considered  the  He- 
brew Republic  one  of  the  old  or- 
ders of  the  ages.

of  lhat  dime  would  suffice  as  a 
proper  protection  against  the  New 
England  winter.  They  did  not 
seem  to  understand  that  however 
severe  the  Mosaic  code  was,  it  was 
mild  in  comparison  with  the  laws 
that  preceded  it,  and  that  the  so- 
cial relations  of  mankind  had  un- 
dergone a  change  during  the  many 
centuries  that  had  rolled  by.  They 
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even  baptized  their  children  no 
longer  by  the  names  of  Christian 
saints  but  by  those  of  the  He- 
brew prophets  and  patriarchs.  In 
a  word,  they  adopted  not  the  spirit 
but  the  letter  of  the  Old  Testa- 
ment, and  here  was  the  radical 
error  of  their  social  regulations. 

"God  Alone  Is  King" 

The  question  suggests  itself: 
Why  could  not  the  social  laws 
and  religious  regulations  of  the 
Hebrews  be  adopted  by  the  people 
of  New  England  with  the  same 
propriety,  justice,  and  applicab- 
ility as  their  form  of  government, 
The  answer  is  plain.  The  former 
were  framed  upon  the  central 
idea  of  exclusiveness.  The  chil- 
dren of  Israel  were,  as  they  be- 
lieved, God's  chosen  people.  So- 
cial and  religious  regulations  were 
made  with  this  chief  end  in  view, 
that  they  might  not  by  contact 
with  surrounding  nations  lapse  in- 
to idolatry.  On  the  other  hand, 
their  form  of  government  was  con- 
structed upon  laws  of  universal 
humanity,  upon  the  broad  prin- 
ciples that  all  men  are  equal,  that 
God  alone  is  king;  which  were  as 
true  when  the  Declaration  of  In- 
dependence was  adopted  as  in  the 
times  of  Moses  and  Joshua,  and 
as  true  in  New  England  as  they 
were  in  Canaan.

burst  into  the  Jewish  Quarter  in- 
tent on  murder.

In  the  moment  of  certain  death, 
while  the  mob  was  bursting 
through  the  synagogue  door,  a 
cannon  shell  from  French  guns 
burst  through  the  wall  of  the 
vestibule,  cutting  all  access  to  the 
trembling  Jews.  The  mob  took 
flight  .  .  .  and  the  Jews  found 
deliverance.

As  we  make  our  Passover  prep- 
arations and  await  the  hour  when 
we  shall  recite  the  Haggadah,  we 
again  become  a  w  a  r  e  of  the 
thoughts  expressed  in  that  hallow- 
ed booklet.  Verily,  in  the  tense 
world  situation  today,  we  are  again 
cognizant  of  the  sad  truth  express- 
ed by  the  words,  "B'chol  Dor 
Vodor  Om-dim  O-le-nu  L'  cha-lo- 
se-nu,  —  in  every  generation  there 
are  those  who  rise  against  us  and 
seek  to  destroy  us." 

When  the  State  of  Israel  was 
established  close  to  twenty-two 
years  ago,  hopes  were  high  that 
the  Wandering  Jew,  having  come 
home  at  last,  would  be  able  to 
weave  the  pattern  of  his  redgious, 
social,  and  economic  life  unmo- 
lested and  unperturbed. 

Alas,  that  hope  has  not  been 
fulfilled  as  yet,  because  the  old 
enemies,  in  modern  garb,  have 
risen  again.  The  heirs  of  Pharaoh, 
of  Nebuchadnezzar,  king  of  Baby- 
lon, —  now  Iraq,  —  of  Laban  the 
Syrian,  and  of  Ivan  the  Terrible 
have  banded  together  to  destroy 
Jewish  life  and  property  in  the 
land  of  our  Fathers  by  all  means 
at  their  disposal. 

At  this  point  our  sacred  Hag 
gadah  comes  again  to  bolster  our

Blessed  be 
He,  delivers  us  from  their  hands." 

Indeed,  their  cold,  cunning,  and 
brutal  strategy  will  not  avail  these 
adversaries  of  ours.  With  the  help 
of  the  Almighty,  our  people  will 
continue  to  rebuild  the  ancient 
homeland  and  make  it  the  beacon 
of  democracy,  equality,  and  social 
progress  in  the  entire  Middle  East. 

Turning  our  attention  to  this 
country,  we  earnestly  hope  that  all 
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Americans  will  realize  that  de- 
mocracy in  all  of  its  phases  can 
be  achieved  only  through  posi- 
tive —  not  negative  —  efforts  ot 
people  working  together  in  build- 
ing an  America  in  which  life,  lib- 
erty, and  the  pursuit  of  happiness 
will  become  the  portion  of  all  of 
its  inhabitants. 


May  this  Passover  season  be  the 
harbinger  of  a  turning  point  in 
the  affairs  of  mankind,  ushering 
in  a  Spring  of  tranquility  in  the 
world  that  will  flower  into  a  Sum- 
mer of  happiness  in  the  hearts  of 
men  and  will  hopefully  produce 
a  Harvest  of  Peace  in  the  Uni- 
verse.

According  to  the  Talmud,  when 
prophesy  ceased,  prognostication 
was  given  over  to  the  fools  -and 
to  the  children.  I  am  no  longer 
a  child,  although  my  mother,  ol 
sainted  memory,  called  me  "Boy- 
alee"*  until  the  day  of  her  death, 
and  I  have  no  aspirations  to  be 
identified  with  fools,  and  so  I 
shall  strive  very  carefull)  not  to 
project  the  nature  of  the  future 
of  American  Judaism,  but  mereh 
to  analyze  sympathetic  all)  the  pres 
ent  status  of  Judaism  in  our  Amer- 
ican "Open  Society". 

Everything  1  read  nowadays  on 
the  status  of  Judaism  in  America 
seems  to  echo  the  same  Jeremiads. 
We  are  told  that  our  dramatic 
building'  program  since  World 
War  II  encompassing  magnifi- 
cent synagogues,  functional  Jew- 
ish Community  Centers,  even  Jew 
ish  charitable  agencies  are  all  the 
products  of  an  "Edifice  complex  ' 
for  they  are  built  on  sand;  the\ 
are  mausoleums  lor  our  Jewish 
heritage  and  not  true  reflections 
of  dynamic  Jewish  living.  We  are 
bombarded  with  statistics  based 
upon  numerous  sociological  sur- 
veys purporting  to  demonstrate 
that  Judaism  is  on  the  wane  in 
America,  that  interdating  and  in- 
termarriage are  increasing  precipi 
tously,  that  Jewish  intellectuals  are 
alienated  from  their  religious  cul- 
ture, that  Jewish  college  students 
are  estranged  from  any  knowledge 
about  Judaism,  •and  that  the  ques- 
tionable values  of  our  non- Jewish 
American  environment  are  domi 
nating  the  lives  of  more  and  more 
Jews  with  each  passing  year. 

I  once  had  a  professor  at  North 
western  who  received  his  doctorate 
in  statistics  who  maintained  that 
there  are  lies,  damned  lies,  and 
statistics.  I  do  not  question  the  sta-

The  Gab- 
bai came  in  first  and  reported  that 
America  was  a  CHURBAN.  "All 
the  Jews  hang  out  at  the  theatres 
and  the  night  clubs".  "No  one  ob- 
serves Shabbos  or  Yom  Tov  or 
Kashrus".  "There  are  no  Yeshivos, 
and  such  Talmud  Torahs  as  they 
have  are  taught  by  AM  HORAT- 
ZIM".

Behind  The  Scenes  at  The  U nited  Nations  .  .  . 
INITIATOR  OF  THE  GENOCIDE  CONVENTION 

Raphael  Lemkin.. the  forgotten  man 

A  WUP  FEATURE

UNITED  NATIONS  (WUP)- 
On  9  December  1969  this  world 
organization  observed  the  21st 
anniversary  of  the  -adoption  oi 
the  Convention  on  Genocide  and 
early  last  month  the  United  King- 
dom became  the  75  th  party  to  the 
Convention.  The  United  States, 
which  has  not  yet  ratified  the 
Convention,  is  presently  consider- 
ing acting  upon  it,  according  to 
word  from  The  White  House. 

In  all  the  reports  and  commem- 
orations celebrating  the  historic 
UN  action  not  a  word  or  refer- 
ence was  made  or  heard  about  the 
one  man  who  had  devoted  his 
life  in  initiating  the  campaign  in 
UN  corridors  and  lobbies  for  the 
world  body  to  do  something  about 
the  Prevention  and  Punishment 
of  the  Crime  of  Genocide,  a  term 
he  had  coined. 


ICORPORATION 


This  man  was  the  Polish  Jewish 
refugee,  Raphael  Lemkin  who,  in 
1939,  escaped  the  Nazis  when  the 
Hitler  hordes  invaded  his  country. 

But  not  everyone  had  forgotten 
Raphael  Lemkin  who,  as  a  poor 
struggling  man  ever  in  quest  of 
new  supporters  for  his  cause,  has 
passed  on  to  the  other  world  "in 
the  line  of  duty,"  as  it  were. 

This  writer  knew  Lemkin  well 
all  through  his  days  of  struggle 
here  at  the  UN  and  often  aided 
him  in  many  ways.  The  creator 
of  the  Genocide  Convention  knew 
how  to  appreciate  such  aid. 

There  were  several  other  news- 
men who  were  sympathetic  to  his 
seemingly  losing'  cause.  Among 
these  in  those  early  days  of  UN 
endeavor  was  the  veteran  writer 
and  author  John  Hohenberg  who 
then  covered  for  The  New  York 
Post. 

Realizing  how  unappreciative 
the  UN  world  was  to  this  grand 
soul,  Hohenberg  decided,  in  No- 
vember 1968— one  month  before 
the  UN  observed  the  20th  anni- 
versary of  the  adoption  of  the 
Convention  —  to  bring  Raphael 
Lemkin  back  to  life  through  a 
feature  story  which  was  publish- 
ed in  The  Saturday  Review  and 
which  was  republished  in  con- 
densed form  in  the  March  1969 
"Jewish  Digest." 

Some  of  Hohenberg's  observa- 
tions are  worth  noting— lest  the 
world  entirely  forget  the  Lemkin 
UN  episode: 

"You  will  not  find  the  name  of 
Raphael  Lemkin  inscribed  on  any 
roll  of  honor  in  the  green  glass 
house  on  Turtle  Bay;  nor  is  it 
glorified  in  the  official  documents, 
or  even  mentioned  in  the  UN  bi- 
ble, 'Everyman's  United  Nations. 
And  yet,  without  Raphael  Lemkin, 


that  first  magnificent  crusade 
against  the  mass  murder  of  human 
beings  for  racial  and  religious 
reasons  woidd  never  have  come 
to  pass. 

"This  Lemkin,  as  some  called 
him  with  a  slightly  supercilious 
air,  was  an  'unofficial  man'— a 
stateless  person,  a  man  without  a 
country.  Except  for  one  place  at 
the  UN,  the  press  section,  he  had 
no  influence— but  that  was  the 
crucial  point  about  him.  He  had 
a  way  of  making  people  listen  to 
him. 

"My  experience  in  the  press  sec- 
tion was  typical  of  may  other  cor- 
respondents whom  he  hunted 
down  with  relentless  and  single- 
minded  devotion." 

After  many  attempts  by  Lemkin, 
Hohenberg  relates,  he  became  in- 
terested in  'Genocide'— a  term  he 
had  never  heard  before,  but  Lem- 
kin told  him:  "Genocide  comes 
from  the  Greek,  genos,  meaning 
race,  and  the  Latin,  cide  meaning 
killing.  It  is  the  mass  murder  of 
people  for  religious  and  racial 
reasons."  The  Polish-born  Hitler 
escapee  then  recounted  his  whole 
story  to  the  veteran  newsman— 
the  identical  story  told  to  this 
and  many  other  correspondents  at 
the  time. 

Lemkin's  much-merited  reward 
came  on  December  9,  1948,  when 
the  General  Assembly,  meeting  in 
Paris,  adopted  his  Convention  for 
which  he  had  struggled  for  so 
many  years. 

In  1959,  to  the  great  sorrow  of 
the  entire  UN  press  corps,  Raph- 
ael Lemkin  died  of  a  heart  at- 
tack. 

It  would  be  fitting  for  the  Unit- 
ed Nations,  perhaps  through  U.  S. 
initiative,  to  make  a  move  to  hon- 
or and  recognize  in  some  way  "the 
man  who  had  proved  that  a  sin- 
gle individual  could  change  the 
world. 


AMBASSADOR  TEKOAH 
DISCUSSES  THE  ROLE  OF 
ZIONISM  .  .  .  SAYS 

"ZION  AND  ENTIRE 
JEWISH  PEOPLE 
FACING  CRUCIAL 
WILL  POWER  TEST' 

By  DAVID  HOROWITZ 

NEW  YORK  (WUP)-"Zion  and 
the  entire  Jewish  people  are  fac- 
ing a  crucial  test  of  strength  and 
will  power.  It  will  determine  Is- 
rael's future.  It  will  decide  the 
Jewish  people's  destiny." 

Thus  declared  Israel's  eloquent 
spokesman  at  the  United  Nations, 
Ambassador  Yosef  Tekoah,  at  a 
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recent  historic  meeting  here  al 
which  thirteen  Zionist  groups 
agreed  to  form  a  new  Zionist  Fed- 
eration to  serve  as  a  unified  cen 
tral  body  capable  of  acting  in  be 
half  of  all  Zionists. 

The  Israeli  Ambassador,  who., 
through  his  bold  and  forthright 
statements  in  UN  debates,  had 
given  both  the  Soviets  and  the 
malcontent  Arabs  something  to 
worry  about,  heartened  by  the 
Zionist  leaders  present  at  the  meet- 
ing b\  the  great  hope  he  had 
placed  in  the  future  of  the  Zion- 
ist movement. 

"After  Israel's  independence," 
he  stated,  'there  might  have  been 
some  thought  that  the  Zionist 
movement  had  reached  its  apogee 
and  its  task  had  been  accomplish- 
ed. No  one  will  dare  say  that," 
he  stressed,  "after  twenty-two  years 
of  incessant  Arab  warfare  against 
Israel.  No  one  will  suggest  that, 
when  it  is  clear  that  Israel's  strug- 
gle for  survival  is  not  over;  when 
it  is  obvious  that,  at  best,  we  are 
now  engaged  in  a  strife  which  will 
shape  Israel's  territorial  bound- 
aries Israel's  demography,  Israel's 
viability.  In  such  times,"  he  added, 
"we  must  face  the  challenges  and 
the  dangers  as  one." 

Tekoah  went  on  to  say  that  "the 
people  of  Israel  have  understood 
it"  and  "that  the  people  of  Israel 
stand  united  behind  a  Government 
of  national  unity.  They  bear  the 
burden  of  the  struggle  with  their 
ranks  closed  and  firm,"  he  added 
meaningfully,  "and  it  is  good  to 
know  that  the  Zionist  movement 
of  America  realizes  the  gravity  ol 
the  hour  and  has  established  the 
framework  for  its  unity,"  referring 
to  the  new  Federation. 

But  the  Israeli  spokesman  add- 
ed: "Structural  unity,  however, 
would  be  of  importance  only  if  it 
leads  to  strengthened  united  ac- 
tion. This  is  the  hour  of  action; 
concrete,  imaginative  action." 

As  this  correspondent  assessed 
it,  the  entire  masterful  Tekoah  ad- 
dress will  undoubtedly  be  record- 
ed as  an  historic  document  in  Jew- 
ish-Israeli annals  and  it  is,  there- 
fore, worth  while  recording.  The 
following  are  some  of  the  vital  as- 
pects thereof: 

"In  his  quest  to  annihilate  the 
Jewish  people,  Hitler  began  by 
distorting  the  image  of  the  Jew, 
by  rewriting  Jewish  history,  by 
fabricating  some  of  the  most  odi- 
ous historic  and  racial  theories. 

"The  Arab  Governments,  in 
their  campaign  to  complete  Hit- 
ler's crimes  against  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple and  destroy  the  Jewish  State 
have  adopted  the  same  method 
of  falsifying  Jewish  history  and  in 
particular  besmirching  the  Zion- 
ist movement  and  its  ideals. 

"In  this  campaign  of  slander 
and  distortion,  the  Arabs  have 
found  an  ally  in  the  Soviet  Union 
for  whom  Jewish  history  and  Zion- 
ism have  long  been  an  object  of 
villification.    In  pronouncement 


alter  pronouncement,  in  books  and 
in  the  press,  over  the  radio,  in 
pamphlets  and  in  lectures,  Arab 
and  Soviet  pror)aganda  has  sought 
to  identify  Zionism  with  imperial- 
ism, colonialism  and  even  totali 
larianism  .  .  .  The  Arab-Soviet 
slanders  have  made  inroads  in 
many  parts  of  the  world  including 
this  country  and  in  particulai 
among  the  youth  .  .  . 

"It  is  most  urgent  to  rebut  this 
propaganda.  It  is  most  urgent  to 
restate  Zionism's  essence  for  those 
that  might  be  swayed  by  the  Arab- 
Soviet  claims  and  other  negative 
influence.  .  .  It  is  imperative  to 
impress  upon  them  that  Zionism 
is  the  Jewish  people's  national  lib- 
eration movement.  .  .  They  will 
accept  that  only  when  they  see 
Zionism  in  its  true  historic  per- 
spective and  magnitude.  .  . 

"Tell  them  that  when  the  Jews 
exiled  from  their  land  in  the  sev- 
enth century  B.C.E.  sat  by  the 
rivers  of  Babylon  and  wept  but 
also  sought  ways  to  go  home— that 
was  already  Zionism.  When  in  a 
mass  revolt  against  their  exile 
they  returned  and  rebuilt  the 
Temple  and  reestablished  their 
state— that  was  Zionism.  When  they 
were  the  last  people  in  the  entire 
Mediterranean  basin  to  resist  the 
forces  of  the  Roman  Empire  and 
to  struggle  for  independence— that 
was  Zionism.  When  for  centuries 
after  the  Roman  conquest,  they 
refused  to  surrender  and  rebelled 
again  and  again  against  the  in- 
vaders—that was  Zionism. 

"When  uprooted  from  their  land 
by  the  conquerers  and  dispersed 
by  them  all  over  the  world,  they 
continued  to  dream  and  strive  to 
return  to  Israel-that  was  Zionism. 
When  during  the  long  succession 
of  foreign  invaders  they  tried  re- 
peatedly to  regain  sovereignty  al 
least  in  part  of  their  homeland— 
that  was  Zionism.  When  they  vol- 
unteered, from  Palestine  and  from 
all  over  the  world  to  establish  Jew 
ish  armies  that  fought  on  the  side 
of  the  allies  in  World  War  1  and 
helped  end  Ottoman  subjugation 
—that  was  Zionism.  When  they 
formed  a  Jewish  brigade  in  World 
War  II  to  fight  Hitler,  while  Arab 
leaders  supported  him— that  was 
Zionism. 

"When  Jews  went  to  Nazi  gas 
chambers  with  the  name  of  Jeru- 
salem on  their  lips— that  was  Zion- 
ism. When  in  the  forests  of  Rus- 
sia and  the  Ukraine  Jewish  parti- 
sans battled  the  Germans  and 
sang  of  the  land  where  palms  are 
growing— that  was  Zionism.  When 
Jews  fought  British  colonialism 
while  the  Arabs  of  Palestine  and 
the  neghboring  Arab  states  were 
being  helped  by  it— that  was  Zion- 
ism. 

"Let  them  know  that  Zionism 
is  one  of  the  world's  oldest  anti- 
imperialist  movements;  that  it 
aims  at  securing  for  the  Jewish 
people  the  rights  possessed  by  oth-

The  Israel  Army's 
UNDECLARED  WAR

The  Jewish  Agency  Settlement 
Department  and  the  Keren  Haye- 
sod  United  Israel  Appeal,  which 
provides  its  funds,  can  and  have 
solved  many  problems  for  Israel's 
fledgling  border  settlements. 

Yet  neither  they  nor  any  other 
agency  could  solve  the  problem  of 
bringing  many  of  the  more  back- 
ward immigrant  settlers  into  the 
20th  Century.  It  took  a  group  of 
girls,  not  yet  21,  to  make  the  big- 
gest step  forward  in  this  direction. 
These  are  the  girl-soldiers  of  the 
Israel  Army  who  have  been  mo- 
bilized into  a  special  unit  of  teach- 
ers and  counsellors  in  an  operation 
that  has  been  called  by  the  army, 
"The  War  Against  Ignorance ". 

They  serve  in  the  no-man's  land 
where  other  teachers  will  not  go. 
They  teach  the  poorest,  most  prim- 
itive, immigrant  groups  whose  ed- 
ucational needs  encompass  more 
than  the  ordinary  Aleph,  Bet, 
Gimel.  Things  like  how  to  live 
in  homes,  eat  with  forks  and 
spoons,  keep  themselves  clean,  set- 
tle disputes  with  words  not  knives, 
and  participate  as  citizens  in  Is- 
raeli life  are  also  of  extreme  im- 
portance. 

If  education  is  a  "modification 
of  behavior"  as  defined  by  the 
educational  psychologists,  then 
these  soldier-teachers  are  "educat- 


ing" in  the  truest  sense  of  the 
word,  'and  their  work  may  have 
deep  implications  for  "educators 
of  the  underprivileged"  from  Har- 
lem to  Hong  Kong. 

A  thousand  girls  make  up  the 
soldier-teacher  unit,  formed  seven 
\ears  ago  when  officials  saw  the 
problems  involved  in  educating 
and  absorbing  the  masses  of  ori- 
ental immigrants  coming  to  Israel. 
Many  regular  teachers  refused  to 
go  to  the  far-off  border  settle- 
ments which  spelled  danger  and 
hardships  when  they  could  easily 
find  jobs  in  cities  or  towns  closer 
to  home.  Others  were  unwilling  to 
teach  people  with  no  or  little  edu- 
cation, being  accustomed  as  they 
were  to  bright  Jewish  children  of 
their  own  background. 

To  get  the  job  done,  the  Army 
was  called  in,  military  tactics  ap- 
plied, and  within  seven  years  a 
"War  against  Ignorance"  launch- 
ed, with  exciting  results.  Teaching 
was  made  one  of  the  specialties  of 
the  girl  soldiers  —  like  secretarial 
work,  communications,  driving, 
administration,  and  other  jobs 
done  by  girls  to  free  men  for  fight- 
ing. But  teaching  became  a  "spe- 
cial specialty." 

According  to  Lt.  Malka,  a  tall 
striking  blonde  who  heads  the  sol- 
dier-teacher unit  of  the  Northern 
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Groupleader  Erica,  head  of  the  teacher  soldiers  in  Kiriat  Shmona,  demon- 
strates a  new  technique  in  working  with  children  or  adults  learning  Hebrew. 
Observing  is  Chana  and  Kolya,  both  teachers  of  adults  in  Kiriat  Shmona 
although  trained  to  teach  children.  Demonstration  is  in  3  room  flat  shared 
by  five  teachers  in  Kiriat  Shmona  where  the  girls  live. 


Command,  girls  who  plan  to  be- 
come teachers  professionally,  know 
they  will  automatically  go  into  the 
soldier-teacher  corps  while  in  the 
Army.  Most  girls  enter  the  service 
at  18,  upon  completion  of  high 
school,  but  teachers  delay  their 
service  two  years  to  attend  teach- 
ers' college,  and  enter  the  soldier 
teacher  unit  with  a  little  knowl 
edge  and  pedagogy  under  their 
belts. 

.As  all  girl  soldiers,  they  go 
through  the  regular  basic  training 
in  weaponry,  self-defense,  logistics, 
and  physical  fitness  because  al- 
though their  specialty  is  teaching, 
they  are  also  soldiers  and  may  be 
called  on  to  serve  in  an  emergen- 
cy. But  as  teachers,  their  problems 
and  responsibilities  may  be  great- 
er, explained  Lt.  Malka,  because 
they  are  more  or  less  on  their  own. 

"It's  more  difficult  commanding 
soldier-teachers  than  ordinary  sol- 
diers," said  Malka.  "They  are  in 
lonely  places  with  people  of  very 
different  backgrounds,  far  from 
their  families,  boy  friends,  and  the 
social  life  they  were  used  to.  They 
are  older  and  have  more  ideas  of 
their  own.  When  you  tell  them 
they  must  work  in  their  Army  uni- 
form, cannot  leave  the  area  to  go 
home  or  see  their  boyfriends,  it's 
harder  for  them  to  obey  than  for 
the  younger  girls.  But  they  are  on 
their  honour.  No  one  comes  to 
inspect  them  or  see  that  they 
obey.  .  .  ." 

"No  less  exceptional  is  Lt.  Mal- 
ka herself,  a  girl  serious  beyond 
her  21  years,  who  finished  two 
years  of  teachers'  college  as  well 


as  officers'  training,  qualifying 
her  to  serve  as  head  of  the  North- 
ern unit  of  soldier-teachers. 

"J  came  from  a  home  in  Tel 
Aviv,  where  I  had  everything  1 
wanted.  I  was  spoiled.  I'm  differ- 
ent now.  My  service  is  difficult.  I 
work  six  days  a  week  and  must 
travel  all  the  time.  I  live  with  five 
girls  in  a  small  apartment  in 
Haifa  and  I  never  have  privacy. 
We  have  man)  problems  to  face 
all  the  time." 

Malka's  commander  is  21  year 
old  Capt.  Nilli,  the  overall  head 
of  the  national  soldier-teacher 
unit,  known  for  her  capacity  to 
conceive  and  carry-through  excit- 
ing new  educational  programs. 
Malka  explained  how  Nili  chang- 
ed things  since  she  took  charge: 
"Since  she  became  chief  she  added 
the  social-work  aspect  to  the  teach- 
ing. Before,  we  were  involved  in 
teaching  school  —  communicating 
knowledge  to  the  people."  Now, 
the  girls  are  part  of  the  place  they 
work  in.  They  live  with  the  people, 
share  their  problems,  share  their 
joys,  and  find  a  way  to  relate  edu- 
cation to  the  peoples'  daily  needs. 

"If  you  understand  a  person's 
background,  you  can  teach  him 
much  better  and  that's  what  we 
have  been  doing.  The  results  have 
been  wonderful.  If  a  60  year  old 
woman  with  a  dozen  children  and 
one  day  of  schooling  learns  to 
write  a  letter  to  her  soldier-son 
and  can  read  his  answer,  you  can't 
imagine  her  joy,"  Malka  explain- 
ed. 

Malka  took  this  reporter  to  Ki-

rial  Shmona  where  recent  shell- 
ings  and  Fatah  raids  made  the  air 
crackle  with  tension.  The  resi- 
dents' nervousness  was  apparent. 
Many  of  Kiriat  Shmona's  class- 
rooms were  manned  by  Malka's 
soldier-teachers.  We  visited  a  few. 

In  a  kindergarten  run  by  Eliza, 
a  freckle-faced  soldier  of  20  from 
Vfula,  the  37  children  in  the  class 
were  eating  lunch  before  leaving 
for  home.  Big  black  eyes  peered 
at  us  from  swarthy  faces  under 
pitch-black  hair.  The  children, 
spoons  in  iheir  hands,  stopped 
eating  their  soup  to  see  who  the 
•Grangers  were. 

\s  kindergarten  leachers  all 
over  the  world,  Eii/a  tries  to  give 
(he  children  programs  of  reading 
and  math  readiness  in  preparation 
for  their  entrance  into  regular 
school.  But  these  subjects  are  not 
the  most  important  things,  she 
feels.  Because  her  pupils  come 
from  such  large  families  where  lit- 
tle -attention  is  paid  to  each  child, 
all  of  her  .17  children  have  a 
chance  to  speak  in  the  class.  They 
speak  about  themselves,  their 
homes,  families  or  events  in  their 
lives.  Eliza  discussed  topics  with 
them  like  cleanliness,  manners, 
foods  with  vitamins,  nature,  and 
things  they  will  enjoy  so  that 
school  is  a  pleasurable  as  well  as 
learning  experience  for  them. 

Nomi,  21,  a  bright,  energetic 
girl  from  a  Eel  Aviv  suburb, 
teaches  Kitah  Aleph  in  the  public 
school.  She  admitted  that  she  didn't 
know  what  to  expect  when  they 
told  her  she  would  be  teaching  in 
Kiriat  Shmona. 

Nomi  visited  each  student's 
home  to  speak  to  the  parents  and 
get  an  idea  of  home  backgrounds. 
More  than  half  her  class  comes 
from  large,  North  African  fami- 
lies with  little  education.  A  few 
come  from  middle  class  homes 
and  "there's  a  great  difference," 
she  said."  In  these  homes,  there 
are  only  two  or  three  children. 
You  find  books  and  newspapers 
and  parents  to  discuss  things  with 
their  children.  The  children  bring 
something  to  school  from  their 
homes.  .  .  ." 

In  her  clean,  bright  classroom 
full  of  pictures,  the  children's 
schoolwork,  freshly  polished  desks 
and  chairs,  Nomi  explained  that, 
in  addition  to  reading,  writing, 
mathematics  and  songs,  she  gives 
time  to  behavior,  sportsmanship, 
helping  others,  and  work  habits. 
But  everything  must  be  done 
against  the  background  of  border 
raids  which  fill  the  children's 
minds  with  many  far-from  academ- 
is  thoughts. 

"My  children  are  aware  of  the 
dangers  around  them.  If  I  show 
them  pictures  of  children  playing, 
they  speak  of  the  games  they  play 
in  the  shelters,  or  of  the  game 
"Catch  the  Fatah  Man"  they  now 
play.  If  I  show  them  a  picture  of 


a  flashlight,  they  define  it  as  what 
they  need  for  going  to  the  shelter 
at  night." 

The  soldier-teachers,  part  and 
parcel  of  the  community,  gain  in- 
sight most  regular  teachers  never 
have.  In  the  communities  with 
many  oriental  immigrants,  the 
teacher  is  held  up  as  a  person  of 
great  wisdom,  and  is  often  called 
on  to  solve  family  problems.  One 
teacher,  trying  to  teach  personal 
hygiene,  explained  to  parents  that 
their  children  were  infected  with 
bugs  in  their  hair.  She  demon- 
strated how  to  remedy  this,  and 
in  the  process,  caught  the  bug  her- 
self. It  was  some  time  before  she 
resumed  such  demonstrations. 

Sgt.  Chana,  ;i  teacher  whose 
forte  was  very  young  children,  now 
works  with  adults  in  Kiriat  Shmo- 
na. She  literally  brings  the  edu- 
cation into  their  homes.  It  wasn't 
easy  because  the  men  of  the  vil- 
lage refused  to  admit  their  illit- 
eracy to  a  young  girl  and  many 
of  the  women  were  reluctant  to 
study  "because  we  never  learned 
before." 

Chana  went  from  door  to  door 
and  asked  people  if  they  wanted 
to  study.  She  told  them  she  was 
available  to  teach  them  to  read, 
write,  add  and  subtract.  She  now 
teaches  some  30  students  twice  a 
week  for  1 V2  hours  and  after  a 
year  and  a  half,  has  succeeded  in 
convincing  many  women  who  nev- 
er thought  it  possible,  that  they 
can  indeed  learn.

The  Council 
leaders  were  attending  a  public  af- 
fairs institute  last  month  conducted 
biennially  by  the  NCJW  in  the  Na- 
tion's Capital.

The  role  of  religious  leadership  in 
the  new  technology  was  the  subject 
of  a  unique  three-day  conference  of 
Jewish  and  Presbyterian  scholars 
and  theologians  in  Princeton,  New 
Jersey.  More  than  30  rabbis,  minis- 
ters and  college  professors  discussed 
the  religious  implications  of  such 
developments  as  breaking  the  genet- 
ic code,  creating  life  in  test  tubes, 
and  manipulating  human  behavior 
through  drugs  and  subliminal  sug- 
gestion.

FROM  PURIM  TO  PASSOVER 

"THE  MUSIC 
OF  ISRAEL: 

Ingathering' 

"The  Music  of  Israel:  Ingath- 
ering" is  the  theme  of  the  26th 
Annual  Jewish  Music  Festival 
whose  nation-wide  observance 
from  March  22  to  April  20  (Purim 
to  Passover)  will  launch  the  Jew- 
ish Music  Council  of  the  Nation- 
al Jewish  Welfare  Board  (JWB) 
on  its  second  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury of  cultural  activity. 

Cantor  Arthur  Wolfson  of  Tem- 
ple Emanu  El,  New  York,  who  is 
chairman  of  the  Jewish  Music 
Council,  which  sponsors  the  Mu- 
sic Festival,  said  that  underlying 
the  choice  of  this  year's  theme  is 
the  aim  to  advance  the  cause  of 
Jewish  music  and  to  give  expres- 
sion to  the  feeling  of  Jewish  peo- 
plehood. 

"Since  the  birth  of  Israel  in 
1948,  there  has  been  a  contin- 
uous growth  and  development  in 
its  musical  creativity,"  Cantor 
Wolfson  noted,  adding:  "Musi- 
cians and  composers  who  came  to 
Israel  from  many  countries 
brought  with  them  a  heritage 
representative  of  their  natjve 
countries.  The  'ingathering'  of 
Jews  from  all  parts  of  the  world 


has  made  it  possible  lor  the  com- 
posers to  extract  ideas  and  idioms 
of  many  diverse  cultures." 

Jewish  Music  Festival  programs 
will  be  presented  in  hundreds  of 
American  communities  through 
Jewish  Community  Centers,  syna- 
gogues, Hillel  Foundations,  Ha- 
dassah  and  National  Council  of 
Jewish  Women  chapters,  B'nai 
B'rith  lodges  and  chapters,  Jew- 
ish schools,  colleges,  choral  groups, 
radio  and  TV  stations,  and  other 
organizations. 

To  aid  in  the  preparation  of 
these  programs,  the  Jewish  Music 
Council  has  published  a  cata- 
logue resource  list  with  the  names 
of  music  publishers  in  the  United 
States  through  whom  Israeli  mu- 
sic is  available  and  a  listing  of  ap- 
propriate recordings  currently 
available  in  this  country. 

Ira  S.  Goldberg,  a  New  York  mu- 
sic educator,  has  prepared  a  Bib- 
liography of  Instrumental  Music 
of  Jewish  Interest  as  a  Music  Fes- 
tival, resource.  Jewish  Music  Con- 
cert Programs,  a  compilation  based 
on  last  year's  Silver  Jubilee  Mu- 
sic Festival,  is  another  new  pub- 
lication of  the  Music  Council. 
Copies  of  the  bibliography  pre- 
pared by  Mr.  Goldberg  can  be 
obtained  at  $3.50  each,  and  cop- 
ies of  Jewish  Music  Concert  Pro- 
grams at  $1.00  each,  prepaid,  from 
the  National  Jewish  Music  Coun- 
cil, 15  East  26th  Street,  New  York. 
N.Y.  10010. 


The  Jewish  War  Veterans  have 
demanded  that  countries  refusing 
to  cooperate  in  international 
agreements  concerning  hijacking 
and  sabotage  should  be  written 
off  as  landing  points  for  interna- 
tional jet  travel.

Hannah  caused  quite  a  stir  in 
her  home  community  by  making 
an  outstanding  record  in  a  course 
of  study  rarely  undertaken  by 
girls.  Like  many  another  ORT- 
Israel  graduate,  she  will  be  the 
first  technician  in  her  family.  Her 
father  is  a  tailor,  as  were  his  fa- 
ther and  grandfather  before  him. 
The  family  came  from  Poland  13 
years  ago  and  still  lives  in  a  new 
immigrant  quarter  near  Kfar  Sa- 
ba. "What  Hannah  has  done," 
say  her  proud  parents,  "is  a  great 
thing  for  us  as  well  as  for  her." 

Hannah  is  now  serving  in  the 
army,  for  a  required  20  months. 
After  basic  training,  she  will  be 
assigned  to  technical  service,  as 
customary  in  the  case  of  OR1 
graduates. 

Hannah's  Technical  Graduation 
Certificate  entitles  her  to  contin 
ue  studying  at  a  technical  univer- 
sity; because  of  her  talent,  dili- 
gence and  scholastic  achievements 
she  has  every  chance  of  being  ac- 
cepted by  the  Haifa  Technion.  Or 
she  may  choose  to  go  directly  from 
army  service  into  industry,  where 
her  skill  is  in  great  demand. 


"Technology  offers  wonderful 
opportunities  for  women  as  well 
as  for  men,"  Hannah  believes.  "In- 
strumentation, for  example,  is  a 
very  suitable  profession  for  wo- 
men. I  had  excellent  training  at 
ODT  and  I  know  my  ORT  diplo- 
ma will  lead  to  many  interesting 
job  offers.

MURDERED  HADASSAH 
HEART  SURGEON 
AIDED  ARAB  PATIENTS 


"Whether  il  was  the  underpriv- 
ileged Arab  or  the  Jew,  it  did  not 
matter  what  the  station  of  life  or 
the  religious  origin— all  that  mat- 
tered for  him  was  that  a  human 
being  was  in  distress." 

It  was  difficult  for  Mrs.  Max 
Schenk,  President  of  Hadassah, 
ihe  Women's  Zionist  Organiza- 
tion of  America,  the  largest  Zion 
organization  in  the  world,  to  take 
hold  of  an  emotion  and  cloak  it 
with  the  right  kind  of  verbal 
framework  in  speaking  of  Dr. 
Hanoch  Milwidsky,  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Thoracic  Surgery 
of  the  Hadassah-Hebrew  Univer- 
sity Medical  Center.  Professor  Mil- 
widsky was  one  of  the  17  who 
perished  in  the  crash  of  the  Swiss 
airliner  that  was  bound  from  Zu- 
rich to  Tel  Aviv.  He  has  been  on 
a  sabbatical  from  the  Hadassah 
Medical  Organization,  deeply  in- 
volved in  his  all-embracing  inter- 
est: heart  surgery. 

The  tragic  death  of  Dr.  Mil- 
widsky was  "not  only  a  loss  to  the 
scientific  community  but  to  the 
world  at  large,"  Mrs.  Schenk  said 
in  a  transatlantic  telephone  inter- 
view from  Jerusalem. 

Somewhere  in  Amman,  Jordan, 
there  is  an  Arab  who  knew  the 
skill  of  the  Department  headed  by 
the  58-year-old  Dr.  Milwidsky. 
Repeatedly  the  Arab  from  Am- 
man tried  unsuccessfully  to  find 
relief  from  his  increasing  breath- 
lessness  in  Beirut,  Damascus  and 
Cairo.  He  found  success  in  the 
hands  of  Hadassah's  skilled  phys- 
icians who  replaced  in  this  Arab 
two  diseased  heart  valves. 

"The  records  of  the  Hadassah 
Medical  Center  are  full  of  Arab 
names  who  have  been  treated  by 
this  humanitarian,"  Mrs.  Schenk 
said,  as  she  posed  the  question: 
"Is  there  any  other  nation  that 
would  spend  its  meager  economic 
and  human  resources  to  save  a 
cowardly  enemy  out  to  kill  and 


maim  innocent  women  and  chil- 
dren? I  don't  think  so.  We  Jews 
cannot  leave  the  path  we  have 
trod  for  others  to  follow— a  path 
built  on  social  justice,  humanity, 
faith  in  mankind  and  the  healing 
of  ihe  human  body  which  Dr. 
Milwidsky  so  deeply  believed  in." 

The  Hadassah  leader  recalled 
that  Professor  Milwidsky,  who  this 
year  was  celebrating  his  -52  years 
of  work  in  Hadassah.  performed 
the  first  closed  heart  operation  in 
Israel  in  1952,  and  in  1959,  he 
did  the  first  open  heart  surgery. 
It  was  under  his  direction  that  the 
Department  of  Thoracic  Surgery 
successfully  fought  pulmonary  tu- 
berculosis, and  is  an  authority  in 
this  field.  It  was  because  of  his 
gifts  that  the  Department  is  able 
to  handle  all  kinds  of  cardio-vas- 
cular  and  thoracic  surgery  wheth- 
er congenital  or  acquired.  An- 
nually, he  directed  over  200  ma- 
jor operations. 

"For  Dr.  Milwidsky  there  was 
no  greater  joy  than  seeing  his  pa- 
tients—Arab and  Jew— return  to 
normal  life.  The  list  is  long  of  his 
contributions  to  this  specialty.  His 
publications  have  been  read  the 
world  over,  not  excluding  the 
medical  institutions  of  the  Arab 
world,"  Mrs.  Schenk  said. 

In  a  sharp  indictment  of  those 
who  had  perpetrated  the  bomb 
explosion  of  the  Swiss  airliner,  she 
asserted  "All  men  mourn  and  cry 
out  for  the  shame  that  lies  with 
every  man  who  remains  silent." 

In  appealing  to  the  United 
States,  the  international  commun- 
ity, airlines  and  the  Pilots  Asso- 
ciation to  curb  the  activity  of 
terrorist  groups,  Mrs.  Schenk 
scored  the  curtailment  of  any  air 
service  saying  "to  yield  to  terror 
is  to  join  forces  with  terror."

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ARABS  CONTINUE 
TO  BRING 
CRITICALLY-ILL. 
BABIES  TO 
HADASSAH 

Arabs  from  the  West  Bank  and 
East  Jerusalem  continue  to  bring 
their  children  to  the  H-adassah- 
Hebreu  University  Medical  Cen- 
ter, despite  the  prev  ailing  tension. 
Many  ol  these  cases  are  very  rare 
medicalh,  and  indeed  have  not 
been  seen  by  Israeli  doctors  for 
two  decades. 

An  Arab  mother  from  Tulkarem 
brought  a  three-week  old  baby  in 
a  critical  condition  because  of  -an 
infected  umbilical  cord.  By  keep- 
ing the  baby  in  an  incubator  and 
using  all  the  latest  medical  tech- 
niques, the  baby  was  saved. 

Anothei  baby  suffering  from 
septicemia  weighed  less  than  its 
birthweight  at  three  months  old. 
and  the  mother  had  been  told  that 
its  condition  was  hopeless.  A 
friend  of  hers,  a  carpenter  from 
East  Jerusalem,  who  knew  Pro- 
fessor Alexander  Russell,  Head  ol 
the  Pediatrics  Department  at  Ha- 
dassah. from  World  War  II,  when 
Prof.  Russell  served  in  the  Royal 
Air  Force  in  the  Middle  East, 
urged  the  mother  to  try  Hadassah. 
After  several  days  of  treatment  in 
an  incubator,  and  with  careful 
nursing,  the  baby  is  recovering  and 
will  be  perfectly  normal. 

One  Arab  family  rushed  up  to 
Hadassah  with  a  small  child  who 
had  been  stung  by  a  scorpion.  Al- 
ter it  had  been  saved,  the  fathei 
wrote  to  The  Jerusalem  Post: 
"Sir. 

In  this  way  we  wish  to  convey 
our  deepest  appreciation  and  most 
heartfelt  thanks  to  all  the  heroic 
doctors  and  nurses  of  the  Hadas- 
sah-Hebrew  University  Medical 
Center  who  helped  to  save  the 
life  of  our  year  old  daughter. 
Suzanne,  who  was  bitten  by  a  scor- 
pion.

The  ever-increasing  incidence 
ol  intermarriage  between  Jews 
and  non-Jews  threatens  the  survi- 
val of  Judaism  in  the  United 
States,  according  to  a  prominent 
sociologist  writing  in  the  March 
issue  of  Commentary  magazine, 
published  by  the  American  Jew- 
ish Committee. 

Dr.  Marshall  Sklare,  professor 
of  sociology  at  Yeshiva  University, 
and  currently  visiting  professor 
of  American  Jewish  Studies  at 
Brandeis  University,  in  an  article 
titled  "Intermarriage  and  Jewish 
Survival,"  declared  that  among 
upper  and  upper-middle  class 
Jews,  the  impression  is  held  that 


"intermarriage  is  the  inevitable 
wave  of  the  future"  and  "the 
most  highly  acculturaled  elemeirts 
of  American  Jewry  are  now  en- 
gaged in  accommodating  to  it." 

Although  precise  statistics  on  in 
termarriage  are  impossible  to  find, 
since  only  two  states  (Iowa  and 
Indiana)  ask  for  religion  in  their 
marriage  forms.  Dr.  Sklare  cited 
a  1965  survey  of  Boston  where,  he 
claimed,  the  temper  of  Jewish  life 
approximates  that  of  the  giant 
communities  where  the  majority 
of  American  Jews  live.

More.  It  means  for  each  man  to 
push,  pull,  haul,  can  y  on  his  back

of  economic  independence.  Ulti- 
mately, this  means  the  production 
of  Israel's  products  for  export. 

You,  Mr.  8c  Mrs.  Everyjew  in 
America,  are  the  main  target  for 
Israel's  exports.  Whether  you  have 
given  thousands  of  dollars  to  Is- 
rael or  have  not  given  one  dollar 
because  you  thought  it  was  too 
little,  you  can  add  billions  to  Is- 
rael without  spending  one  extra 
cent.  Once  you  know  what  to  do, 
I  believe  none  among  you  will 
hesitate. 

What  can  you  do?  Since  >ou 
are  buying  anyway,  exercise  your 
right  to  choose  what  you  buy. 
Make  a  promise  and  keep  that 
promise:  you  will  buy  Israeli  prod- 
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ucts  whenever  you  can.  Israeli 
jelly  for  your  toast.  Israeli  soup. 
Israeli  wines  and  liquors.  Israeli 
cocoa,  chocolates,  chewing  gum, 
bubble  gum,  Israeli  sportswear, 
suedewear,  knitwear,  leatherwear, 
infantswear,  Is  r  a  e  1  i  paintings, 
sculptures,  ceramics,  Israeli  books, 
Israeli  cosmetics,  Israeli  cut  dia- 
monds, Israeli  electronic  compon- 
ents, tools,  dies,  laminates,  poly- 
ethylenes  —  anything  from  Israel 
because  it  is  from  Israel. 

Every  one  of  us  is  a  buyer.  Many 
of  us  are  also  sellers.  To  the  sell- 
ers falls  the  prerogative  of  double 
good.  Let  the  sellers  set  the  pace: 
by  the  variety  of  Israeli  items 
stocked,  by  the  quantity  of  Is- 
raeli items  stocked,  by  the  promi- 
nence of  displays  of  Israeli  items, 
by  the  power  oi  word  of  mouth 
recommendations  of  Israeli  ex- 
ports.

"The  SHADOW  People"

Jewish  youth  are  visible,  vocal, 
and  volatile.  A  great  many  of 
them  are  tumultuous,  making 
waves  that  rock  "The  Establish- 
ment." They  have  turned  their 
backs  on  Israel,  as  il  it  were  a 
Medusa  which  could  change  them 
into  stone. 

A  goodly  portion  of  the  "Jewish 
Establishment,"  however,  had 
made  it  on  the  American  scene  by 
"doing  their  own  thing."  In  mu- 
sic: Bikel,  Bernstein,  Heifetz,  Hor- 
owitz, Rubinstein.  On  the  Supreme 
Court:  Abe  Fortas.  Vt  Harvard: 
Paul  Freund.  In  law:  Louis  Nizer. 
Jews  own  The  New  York  Times, 
run  half  the  publishing  houses  in 
New  York,  head  the  three  major 
television  networks,  have  zeroed  in 
on  Hollywood.  They  dominate  the 
food,  clothing,  general  retailing, 
and  printing  fields.  Seventeen  per- 
cent of  all  lawyers  and  ten  per- 
cent of  all  doctors  in  America  are 
Jews. 

But  between  the  Jewish  youth 
who  are  anti-establishment  and 
the  "Jewish  Establishment"  itself, 
there  fall  those  Jews  whom  I  call 
"The  Shadow  People."  These  are 
the  young  marrieds.  The  profes- 
sionals. The  intellectuals.  The 
loners.  The  non-joiners.  The  near- 
ly assimilated.  The  lip-service 
Jews.  These  "Shadow  People"  have 
not  given  one  nickel  of  the  bil- 
lion dollars  contributed  to  Israel 
by  American  Jews  in  the  past  two 
decades. 

American  Jewry,  you  are  al- 
ready sitting  shiv'ah  for  the  chil- 
dren Judaism  is  losing.  But  we  are 
not  losing  the  children.  We  never 
had  them.  The  synagogue  never 
had  them.  The  Jewish  community 
never  had  them.  Israel  never  had 
them. 

American  Jewry,  we  now  need 


to  sit  shiv'ah  lor  "The  Shadow 
People"  as  well.  In  times  like 
the  June  War,  restless  and  un- 
quiet, called  by  a  God  they  don't 
believe  in  and  magnetized  by  a  re 
ligion  they  don't  practice,  they  are 
—for  six  days— Jewified. 

Now  I  ask  you:  When  the  bub- 
bahs  and  zaydahs  who  came  from 
the  shtetls  of  Europe  and  seeded 
America  with  Jews  die  out,  when 
the  boys  and  girls  who  couldn't 
care  less  after  the  bar  mitzvah  or 
bat  mitzvah  is  over  grow  up,  when 
"The  Shadow  People"  don't  have 
the  threat  of  Israel's  annihilation 
to  Jewify  them— What  then  for 
Judaism?  What   then   for  Israel?

Monument  permanently  com 
memorating  the  victims  of  the 
Nazi  holocaust  will  be  established 
at  the  Chaim  Weizmann  Memorial 
Plaza  at  Rehovot,  Israel,  as  the 
joint  offering  of  the  Aufbau  Foun- 
dation of  New  York  and  Yad 
Chaim  Weizmann,  it  was  announc- 
ed by  Meyer  W.  Weisgal,  head  of 
Yad  Chaim  Weizmann.  Yad  Weiz- 
mann is  Israel's  National  Memo- 
rial for  its  first  President  and  pre- 
mier scientist-statesman;  it  encom- 
passes the  Weizmann  Institute  ol 
Science. 

In  carrera  marble,  the  Monu- 
ment, to  be  designed  and  execut- 
ed by  the  noted  Israeli  sculptor. 
Dan  Karavan,  will  be  formally 
dedicated  in  1970  at  a  date  to  be 
announced  later. 

The  concept  of  the  Memorial 
was  worked  out,  in  behalf  of  the 
\ufbau  Foundation,  by  Dr.  VI- 
fred  Prager,  then  Chairman  of  the 
Aufbau  Foundation,  with  Meyer 
W.  Weisgal,  head  of  Yad  Chaim 
Weizmann,  during  a  visit  to  Re- 
hovot in  the  Spring  of  1968.

in  an  ISRAEL  HOME 


Serve  your  family  the  finest

While  visiting  Tel  Aviv,  1  had 
the  unusual  experience  of  spend- 
ing an  evening  in  a  home  art  gal- 
lery. Israeli  style. 

A  new  immigrant  has  conceived 
the  novel  idea  of  opening  a  per- 
manent gallery  in  his  home  to  dis- 
play the  works  of  Israeli  artists. 
The  immigrant,  Harry  Stern,  had 
rome  to  the  country  from  Switz- 
erland on  the  eve  of  the  Six-Day 
War  to  offer  his  services  in  the 
anticipated  emergency. 

Like  so  many  of  those  who  then 
Hocked  to  the  State  of  Israel  in 
its  hour  of  need,  he  came  for  a 
while  but  stayed  —  with  a  smile. 
Once  the  emergency  was  over,  and 
Israel  emerged  victorious  from  the 
short-lived  conflict,  he  decided  that 
he  wanted  to  remain  for  good. 
Though  he  had  spent  many  years 
of  his  life  in  large  cities  such  as 
Zurich,  Paris  and  Rome  for  long 
stretches  at  a  time,  he  felt  thai 
Israel  was  the  land  he  most  want- 
ed to  live  in  permanently. 

One  ol  the  main  reasons  that 
deterred  him  from  leaving  was 
that  he  had  looked  up  an  Israeli 
born  young  woman  named  Sight 
whom  he  met  some  years  earlier 
in  Paris.  Their  reunion  in  Tel- 
Aviv  was  for  keeps.  The)  fell  in 
love.  Out  of  the  tragedies,  perils 
and.  hardships  that  beset  the  Is- 
raelis in  those  days,  in  their  fight 
for  survival  in  the  summer  of  1967. 
came  one  of  the  many  romances 
which  brought  together  like-mind 
ed  couples  whose  marriages  have 
since  laid  the  foundation  lot  new 
families  in  the  land. 

Today  Harry  and  Sight  have  a 
year-old  sabra  son  named  Ariel, 
and  a  commodious  apartment  in 
North  Tel  Aviv,  on  the  top  flooi 
of  58,  November  the  2(Jth  Street, 
which  is  named  for  the  dale  ol 
the  II. N.  decision  to  partition  Pal- 
estine into  separate  Jewish  8c  Arab 
States.  The  balcony  of  the  apart 
merit  affords  a  spectacular  view 
ranging  from  the  Mediterranean 
Sea  in  the  west  across  to  the  north 
ern  environs  of  the  city  towards 
Herzlia.  Inside,  t  h  e  apartment 
with  its  large  L-shaped  living  room 
offers  an  attractive  view  of  mod- 
ern Israeli  painters  whose  can- 
vases hang  on  its  spacious  walls. 

In  addition  to  these  Israeli 
works,  the  enterprising  owner  ol 
the  home  art  gallery  has  a  collec- 
tion of  French  impressionists  of 
his  own  which  he  brought  over 
with  him  from  Europe.  Of  the 
Israeli  artists  on  display,  three  in 
particular  intrigued  me. 

One  of  the  exponents  of  the 
new  trend  in  Israeli  art  is  Sala 
Russota,  who  has  lived  in  Palestine 
and  its  "successor,"  Israel,  for  over 
35  years,  although  she  has  spent 


long  periods  overseas  during  that 
time.  Mrs.  Russota  studied  art  in 
the  Berlin  Academy,  the  city  of 
her  birth,  and  went  on  to  study 
in  Paris  and  Ascona,  Italy.  She 
won  a  prize  awarded  by  the  Berlin 
Academy  to  a  promising  young 
artist.  In  1934,  after  Hitler's  ad- 
vent to  power,  she  left  Germany 
and  was  invited  by  the  first  May- 
oi  of  Tel  Aviv,  the  late  Meir  Di- 
zengoff,  to  hold  her  first  exhi- 
bition in  that  city. 

At  the  time,  Tel  Aviv  still  had 
less  than  60,000  inhabitants,  but 
the  propagation  of  culture  was  a 
high  priority  on  Dizengoff's  muni- 
cipal "uplift  programs."  It  was 
the  Mayor  s  ambition  to  develop 
Tel  Aviv  into  the  cultural  no 
less  than  fashion  and  mercantile 
capital  of  the  Middle  East  as  a 
whole,  and  he  came  near  seeing 
that  realization  in  his  own  life- 
time. 

Subsequently  Sala  exhibited  at 
one-man  shows  in  Tel  Aviv  and 
Jerusalem  after  the  second  world 
war,  as  well  as  in  Alexandria  and 
Cairo  in  1917  —  something,  of 
course,  that  no  Jewish  artist,  let 
alone  an  Israeli,  can  hope  to  do 
nowadays!  In  later  years  her  works 
were  accepted  lot  viewing  at  the 
Royal  Acadeni)  in  London  and 
at  exhibitions  in  various  parts  ol 
England.  In  1958  she  gave  a  one- 
man  show  in  London  and  Paris, 
and  loin  years  later  in  Houston. 
Texas. 

Mrs.  Russola's  works  are  lyrical 
in  conception  and  execution.  She 
concentrates  upon  a  variety  of  snb- 
jects— flowers,  heads,  water-colours 
ol  the  hill  city  in  which  she  lives. 
Safad.  Northern  Israel.  Her  pas 
toral  scenes  are  influenced  by  the 
views  around  her  second  home  far- 
ther south,  in  Rehovol.  She  is  also 
addicted  to  Biblical  themes,  such 
•as  Jacob  struggling  with  the  angel, 
Jonah  and  the  Whale,  Jephtah's 
Daughter  and  Potiphar's  Wife. 
Her  colours  are  bold  and  expres- 
sive, whether  in  a  landscape  of 
the  Hills  of  Judea  or  shown  in 
a  vase  ol  sunflowers  or  a  delicate 
almond-lree  in  mauve. 

Another  old-timer  in  Israel  is 
a  modern  abstractionist,  Dutch- 
born  Shlomo  van  den  Berg,  now 
aged  50.  He  came  to  the  country 
with  Aliyal  Hanoar  in  1936  at  the 
age  of  16,  spent  three  years  in  a 
Kibbutz  on  the  land,  and  then, 
at  the  age  of  20,  joined  the  British 
Army  as  a  Palestinian  Jewish  vol- 
unteer. After  serving  throughout 
the  Second  War,  van  den  Berg 
came  home  to  take  up  painting 
seriously.  He  taught  himself  the 
art  and  for  a  while  worked  with 
the  veteran  Israeli  artist  Zaritsky.

During  1953-54  he  studied  in  Par- 
is, and  later  came  back  to  teach 
painting  and  art  history  in  Jeru- 
salem, where  he  now  lives. 

Van  den  Berg,  who  has  also  de- 
signed mosaics  and  theatre  sets 
has  had  a  large  number  of  one- 
man  shows  in  Israel  and  Paris 
since  1945,  and  has  also  been  rep- 
resented in  numerous  group  exhi- 
bitions. His  paintings  and  gou- 
aches done  in  1967  and  1968  were 
shown  at  the  Israel  Museum  in 
Jerusalem  about  a  year  ago.  His 
mossaics  now  embellish  movie- 
houses,  film  studios  and  even  fac- 
tories in  various  parts  of  the  coun- 
try, and  examples  of  his  work  were 
displayed  in  the  Israel  Pavilion 
of  the  Trade  Fair  at  Izmir,  Tur- 
key. 

A  third  modernist  whose  paint- 
ings attracted  me  greatly  during 
my  visit  to  Harry  Stern's  gallery 
was  the  late  Reggie  Weston,  an 
English-born  Jewish  artist  who 
died  in  Paris  at  the  age  of  58. 
Reggie,  who  had  been  beloved  by 
a  wide  circle  of  friends  in  France, 
England  and  Israel,  started  paint- 
ing at  the  age  of  12  and  was 
taught  by  his  father,  a  professor 
of  painting. 

After  spending  some  years  in 
Egypt,  where  the  elder  Weston 
had  received  an  appointment  as 
drawing  master  in  a  Port  Said 
school,  the  youngster  went  to  Pal- 
estine in  1936  with  the  intention 
of  joining  a  Kibbutz.  Instead,  he 
became  a  staff  member  of  the  Pal- 
estine Post  edited  by  Gershon 
Agronsky,  who  later  served  as 
Mayor  of  Jerusalem  (until  his 
death  in  1959). 

Weston  held  his  first  exhibition 
in  1939  and  went  on  painting 
throughout  the  war  years,  devel- 
oping an  inimitable  style.  In  1947 
he  went  to  Paris  for  further 
study  and  work,  and  during  the 
five  years  preceding  his  death  in 
July,  1967,  he  spent  part  of  every 
year  in  Israel. 

The  home-art  gallery  of  Harry 
Stern  was  something  new  to  me, 
something  new,  I  gather  in  Israel. 
It  offers  the  opportunity  of  meet- 
ing Israelis,  as  well  as  viewing  the 
works  of  Israeli  artists.  The  three 
artists  to  whom  I  was  introduced 
in  the  cocktail  setting  of  the  Sterns 
were  all  born  outside  Israel  and 
yet  they  had  something  in  com- 
mon in  that  they  achieved  fruitful 
artistic  development  in  a  new  en- 
vironment under  the  inspiration 
of  the  Land  of  Israel  itself.  It  was 
another  indication  of  the  miracle 
of  Israel:  the  flourishing  cultural 
revival  in  the  midst  of  an  eco- 
nomic and  security  struggle  for 
the  survival  of  a  Jewish  State. 

If  you  are  interested  in  art,  look 
the  Sterns  up  when  next  you  are 
in  Tel  Aviv.  It's  an  off-beat  cul- 
tural extra  for  tourists  so  inter- 
ested.

POMPIDOU 
CRITICIZED! 

French  President  Pompidou  was 
sharply  criticized  by  the  president 
of  the  American  Jewish  Congress 
for  telling  Jewish  groups  in  the 
U.  S.  that  Israel  must  cease  being 
a  "racial  and  religious  state"  and 
become  "a  state  in  the  geographi- 
cal sense  like  all  other  states." 

Rabbi  Arthur  J.  Lelyveld  charg- 
ed that  President  Pompidou's 
statement  "betrays  a  dangerous 
misunderstanding  of  the  role  of 
Israel  in  Jewish  history  and  in 
the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  Jew- 
ish people." 

Mr.  Pompidou  was  also  quoted 
by  Jean  Beliard,  his  spokesman, 
as  having  told  American  Jews  he 
met  in  San  Francisco  and  Chicago 
that  Israel  must  stop  using  its  ra- 
cial and  religious  ties  abroad  to 
further  its  policies.  Rabbi  Lely- 
veld commented: 

"In  expressing  this  view,  Presi- 
dent Pompidou  has  challenged 
the  very  basis  of  the  Jewish  state. 
Israel  was  created  not  merely  as 
a  state  like  any  other  but  rather 
as  the  modern  expression  of  the 
Promised  Land— a  state  in  which 
people  of  all  races  and  religions 
may  live  in  peace  and  dignity  and 
in  which  Jewish  culture  may  at 
long  last  flower  on  Jewish  soil,  in 
a  Jewish  atmosphere  and  with  its 
roots  nourished  by  Jews  around 
the  world. 

"President  Pompidou  has  ap- 
parently fallen  victim  to  the  Arab 
propaganda  line  that  insists  Israel 
has  no  right  to  exist.  For  if  Israel 
is  not  to  be  a  Jewish  state,  it  has 
indeed  relinquished  the  purpose 
of  its  existence." 

Rabbi  Lelyveld  said  President 
Pompidou's  effort  to  "separate  Is- 
rael from  the  Jewish  diaspora" 
was  "particularly  ironic  in  the 
light  of  France's  continuing  ties 
with  the  French  cultural  dias- 
pora." The  American  Jewish  Con- 
gress leader  pointed  out  that  the 
dinner  in  President  Pompidou's 
honor  in  New  York  was  sponsored 
by  several  Franco-American  socie- 
ties. 


The  School  of  Occupational 
Therapy,  the  first  unit  to  be  open- 
ed in  the  renascent  Hadassah-

Directors  of  all  Israeli  hospitals 


participated  in  the  discussion  which 
followed  the  appointment  a  year 
ago  of  a  committee  to  investigate 
the  importance  of  rehabilitation 
in  hospital  organization.  The  af- 
ter-effects of  war,  accident,  stroke 
and  heart  attacks  result  in  pa- 
tients requiring  prolonged  periods 
of  careful  rehabilitation  treatment, 
after  they  have  been  treated  in 
the  appropriate  departments  of 
the  hospital  during  the  acute 
phase  of  the  injury  or  illness. 

The  meeting  of  hospital  direc- 
tors decided  that  every  hospital  in 
Israel  with  250  beds  or  more 
should  set  up  a  Rehabilitation  De- 
partment with  a  bed  capacity 
equal  to  at  least  10  per  cent  of 
the  Hospital's  total  bed  occupan- 
cy.

In  an  historic  move,  Reform  Ju- 
daism became  the  first  branch  of 
the  Jewish  faith  officially  to  de- 
clare, Yom  Ha-Atzmut,  Independ- 
ence Day  of  the  Stale  of  Israel,  as 
a  new  festival  observance  on  their 
religious  calendar,  equal  in  im- 
portance with  other  Eestival  days. 

Keynoting  the  Hist  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Central  Conference  ol 
Vmerican  Rabbis,  Rabbi  Roland 
B.  Gittelsohn,  CCAR  president, 
announced  that  beginning!  this 
year  Israel  Independence  Day 
would  become  a  part  of  the  regu- 
lar Reform  Jewish  holiday  calen- 
dar. He  further  declared  that  die 
group's  Israel  and  Liturgy  Com- 
mittees had  created  a  new  relig- 
ious service  for  use  on  this  day. 
It  will  be  made  available  next 
month. 

Israel  independence  Day  falls 
on  the  5th  Day  of  Iyar  in  the  Jew- 
ish calendar.  The  1970  date  oc- 
curs on  May  II. 

Rabbi  Gittelsohn  told  more  than 
100  colleagues  plus  their  wives 
here  that  he  hoped  this  action  and 
the  group's  first  meeting  in  Israel 
would  signify  to  the  Israeli  people, 
that  not  just  since  1948  but  even 
before,  "our  love  for  this  land  and 
the  firm,  fervent  hope  that  a  Jew- 
ish commonwealth  and  civilization 
would  be  reconstituted  on  this 
land  have  been  important  tenants 
of  American  Reform  Judaism." 

The  Boston  spiritual  leader  re- 
minded his  100  colleagues  at  Mt. 
Scopus  that  "at  one  time  Reform 
Judaism  was  philosophically  op- 
posed to  Zionism."  He  cited  past 
and  present  Reform  rabbis,  in- 
cluding such  deceased  CCAR  pres- 
idents as  Rabbis  Judah  Magnes, 
Stephen  S.  Wise,  Abba  Hillel  Sil- 
ver and  Barnett  R.  Brickner  "hav- 
ing rendered  invaluable  service 
to  the  cause  of  Israel." 

Israel  Independence  Day  is  cur- 
rently celebrated  both  in  the  syna- 
gogue and  through  sec  ular  events 
like  concerts,  parades  and  other 
programs.  The  Chief  Rabbinate  in 
Israel  has  prepared  special  pray- 
ers to  be  included  in  either  the 
week-day  or  sabbath  religious  ser- 
vices by  Orthodox  Jews.  They  have 
also  suggested  that  a  special  holi- 
day meal  be  served  as  part  of  the 
day's  events. 

Conservative  Judaism  has  had 
a  special  Israel  Independence  ser- 
vice for  congregations  in  use  dur- 
ing the  past  ten  years.  Neither  Or- 
thodox and  Conservative  Judaism 
has  ever  made  the  day  an  official 
part  of  the  festival  calendar. 

Rabbi  Robert  I.  Kahn,  chairman 
of  the  CCAR's  Liturgy  Commit- 
tee, noted  that  the  new  religious 


service  includes  passages  from 
Psalms,  Isaiah  and  Ezekiel  refer- 
ring to  the  return  to  Israel  and 
Jerusalem  alter  the  Jewish  exile. 
586  B.C.E. 

The  Houston  spiritual  leader 
said  that  excerpts  from  the  1948 
Israel  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence were  also  contained  in  the 
new  liturgy. 

Rabbi  Ely  E.  Pilchik,  chairman 
of  the  CCAR's  Israel  Committee, 
called  attention  to  the  fact  that 
several  hymns  in  the  service  in- 
dueled  old  and  new  melodies  such 
as  the  126th  Psalm,  describing 
God's  returning  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple to  their  Land;  "At  the  lop  ol 
Mt.  Zofim  (Mt.  Scopus)":  and  "Jer- 
usalem of  Gold,"  the  song  made 
popular  alter  the  unification  ol 
Jerusalem  at  die  end  of  the  June 
war,  1967. 

I  he  preface  to  the  new  ser\icc 
states:  "We  hope  that  the  relig- 
ious observance  of  Yom  Ha-Atz- 
maut  will  I  lout  ish  alongside  Cha- 
nukah  and  Purim  observances  in 
the  homes  and  synagogues  of  our 
people  in  the  Reform  movement 
and  the  hearts  of  the  whole  house 
of:  Israel  the  world  over." 

The  resolution  adopted  by  the 
CCAR's  1969  Houston  convention 
said: 

WHEREAS,  1  he  CCAR  would 
wish  to  further  the  desire  of  Jews 
everywhere  to  give  public  expres- 
sion to  their  identification  and 
unity  with  the  accomplishments 
and  aspirations  of  our  people  in 
I  srael, 

"Be  it  therefore  resolved,  That 
the  CCAR,  assembled  in  Houston. 
Texas,  at  its  Eightieth  Anniversary 
Convention,  institute  Israel  Inde- 
pendence Day  as  a  permanent  fes- 
tival to  be  observed  annually  on 
the  fifth  day  of  Iyar  as  part  of 
our  spiritual  history  and  religious 
1  i  he. 

"Be  it  further  resolved,  That  the 
CCAR  direct  its  Committee  on  Lit- 
urgy jointly  with  the  Committee 
on  Israel  to  prepare  an  order  of 
service  and  cultural  program  for 
the  appropriate  and  meaningful 
observance  of  Israel  Independence 
Day  in  our  homes  and  congrega- 
tions." 

Resolution  adopted  by  the  Rab 
binic  body  are  not  considered  man- 
datory but  are  recommendations 
since  each  synagogue  and  Rabbi 
operate  as  an  independent  entity. 
CCAR  leaders  observed  that  this 
resolution  constituted  the  first  such 
official  action  by  any  national  Jew- 
ish relgious  body  and  believed 
that  within  time  most  Reform 
congregations  would  make  the  ob- 
servance of  the  holiday  a  regular 
event.

Chairman  of  the  American

In  May,  1967,  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  Six-Day  War,  the  Jew- 
ish community  was  anguished  by  a 
feeling  of  isolation.  Alone  it  stood 
in  its  concern  and  anxiety  over 
Israel's  survival  and  continued 
safety. 

The  Jewish  community  was  just- 
ly shocked  to  its  foundation  in  the 
presence  of  a  conspicuous  silence 
that  has  gripped  world's  consci- 
ence. They  simply  didn't  care.  To- 
day we  can  confess  out  own  Al 
Cheit,  when  seeing  the  paralyzing 
apathy  that  has  deadened  the  feel- 
ing of  a  good  portion  of  the  Jew- 
ish body  in  response  to  the  pres- 
ent dangers  lurking  on  Israel's 
horizon. 

Where,  may  we  ask,  are  those 
young  idealists  among  us  who  have 
marched  with  placard  and  disgust 
against  the  horrors  of  war;  against 
social  injustices  and  many  other 
causes?  Where  were  those  famil- 
iar Jewish  conscientious  protesters 
when  innocent  people  were  hung 
in  the  streets  of  Iraq,  when  Arab 
terrorist  detonated  bombs  in  school 
buses,  in  market  places,  in  public 
places  of  Israeli  cities,  towns  and 
roads?  Where  is  the  public  outcry 
ol  our  Jewish  young  who  have 
joined  the  cause— cause  of  many  ac 
tivist  groups  but  have  failed  to  en- 
gage in  an  activism  of  response  in 
behalf  of  their  own  brethren? 

We  are  prone  to  accuse  the  out 
side  world  of  the  sin  of  silence, 
but  too  often  we  forget  that  we 
and  our  children  are  guilty  of  the 
same  sin.  Where  was  the  mass- 
meeting  of  a  Madison  Square  Gar- 
den Jewish   assembl)    to  express

SUNSPOTS  STUDIED 

Pasadena,  Calif.  —  Astronomers 
at  the  California  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology and  the  University  of  Tel 
Aviv  are  cooperating  in  a  unique 
investigation  ol  the  evolution  of 
sunspots  aimed  at  developing  -a 
way  to  predict  solar  flares,  which 
can  be  hazardous  to  astronauts. 

Time  lapse  movies  of  the  sun's 
constantly  moving  and  fiery  suf- 
face  can  be  taken  continuously 
for  as  long  as  20  hours  through 
two  identical  six-inch  telescopes 
located  on  opposite  sides  of  the 
earth— one  in  Israel  and  the  other 
in  Southern  California. 

If  a  particularly  interesting  and 
active  region  appears  on  the  sun, 
the  solar  observers  can  keep  al- 
most continuous  track  of  it  with 
their  telescope  cameras.  They  also 
have  a  radio  communication  sys- 
tem with  which  to  alert  one  or 
the  other  observatory. 

Harold  Zirin,  professor  ol  as- 
tronomy at  Caltech  and  a  member 
of  the  Hale  Observatories  staff, 
selected  Israel  as  the  site  for  -a 
second  telescope  when  he  started 
the  program  to  film  the  sun  in 
1967.  With  the  cooperation  of  the 
Israeli  government,  Zirin  person- 
ally set  up  a  telescope  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Tel  Aviv  just  before  the 
outbreak  of  the  15-day  war. 

"I  stayed  in  Tel  Aviv  until  all 
my  helpers  from  the  university  left 
for  the  war,"  Zirin  recalls.  "Our 
telescope  looked  just  like  a  can- 
non on  top  of  -a  building  and  I 
guess  we  would  have  been  a  good 
target  for  an  attack." 

But  the  telescope  came  through 
untouched  and  Zirin  returned  lat- 
er with  a  dome  and  additional 
equipment  to  complete  the  instal- 
lation of  Tel  Aviv's  first  obser- 
vatory. 

Yuval  Ne'enran,  director  of  the 
University  of  Tel  Aviv  and  a  for- 
mer visiting  professor  in  physics 
at  Caltech,  selected  Uri  Feldman 
of  the  Goddard  Space  Laboratory 
to  be  the  head  of  the  observatory. 
One  postdoctoral  fellow  from  Cal- 
tech spends  a  few  months  assist- 
ing Feldman  each  year  and  the 
University  of  Tel  Aviv  also  sends 
•astronomers  to  Caltech  for  post- 
doctoral work. 

Communication  between  Cal- 
tech and  Tel  Aviv  is  conducted  on 
a  daily  basis  by  amateur  radio. 
Zirin  usually  uses  the  radio  fa- 
cilities of  Gordon  Marshall,  chair- 
man of  Marsh-all  Industries,  who 
lives  near  the  Institute. 

"The  biggest  problem,"  Zirin 
savs.  "is  that  the  onlv  time  we  can 
reach  Tel  Aviv  with  a  radio  sig- 
nal is  at  dawn  or  sunset.  But  if 
something  spectacular  comes  up, 
we  use  the  phone  or  telervpe." 

Once  they  have  decided  on  the 
area  of  the  sun  to  be  filmed  the 
astronomers  in  IsraH  and  Cali- 
fornia synchronize  their  cameras 


and  telescopes  so  that  the  camera 
in  Tel  Aviv  picks  up  the  view  of 
a  sunspot  precisely  where  the  cam- 
era in  Pasadena  left  off. 

Film  taken  by  the  Tel  Aviv  ob- 
servatory is  sent  to  California 
where  it  is  processed  -and  spliced 
together  with  the  film  taken  at 
Caltech  to  produce  a  continuous 
record  on  film  of  the  life  of  sun- 
spots. 

Results  of  the  Tel  Aviv-Caltech 
project  are  of  interest  not  only  to 
fellow  astronomers,  but  also  to  a 
wide  range  of  scientists.  Sunspots 
are  the  source  of  cosmic  rays  and 
x-rays  as  well  as  phenomena  such 
as  radio  interference.  A  better  un- 
derstanding of  the  sun  also  is  vital 
to  (he  success  of  space  travel.

there  was  a  far  greater  opportunity 
for  service  to  Judaism  in  America. 
When  the  Shammas  had  gone,  the 
Rebbet/in  turned  to  her  husband 
confused,  "Are  they  both  talking 
about  the  same  place?"  she  asked. 
Rabbi  Elchanan  replied,  "You  do 
not  seem  to  understand.  Each  one 
sees  what  he  wants  to  see'"  I  sub- 
mit that  in  like  manner  the  sur- 
veyers  of  American  Jewry  today 
also  see  only  what  they  want  to  see. 

As  I  observe  the  American  scene, 
I  see  Synagogue  affiliation  at  an 
all-time  high.  There  are  800  con- 
gregations affiliated  with  United 
Synagogue,  1607  in  the  UOJC  ac- 
cording to  the  1965  American  Jew- 
ish Year  Book,  and  664  in  UAHC, 
and  many  are  so  oversubscribed 
that  they  have  had  to  close  their 
memberships.  The  shortage  of  Rab- 
bis in  America  is  very  acute  in 
spite  of  the  crash  expansion  pro- 
grams carried  on  by  all  Yeshivas 
and  Seminaries.  For  example,  the 
Jewish  Theological  Seminary  has 
only  recently  undertaken  a  $35,- 
000,000  expansion  program.  There 
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are  similai  shortages  in  Hebrew 
teachers  and  Cantors  despite  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  a  marked 
growth  in  the  number  of  Hebrew 
School  teachers  and  Cantors  being 
trained  in  the  past  ten  years. 

What  is  true  of  synagogues  is 
also  applicable  to  Summer  Camps. 
The  Moshava  Camps,  the  Ramah 
Camps,  and  the  Young  Judea 
Camps  have  shown  a  remarkable 
growth  in  number  and  in  size  in 
the  past  ten  years.  In  spite  of  this, 
most  camps  with  Jewish  content 
in  their  programming,  have  quotas 
and  have  waiting  lists.  Apparently, 
no  longei  are  Jewish  parents  con 
tented  with  merely  an  activity 
program:  they  demand  Jewish  cul 
ture  and  religious  education  as 
part  of  a  Jewish-sponsored  camp 
program. 

Hardh  anyone  changes  his  namt 
nowaday-  to  hide  his  Jewish  iden- 
tity. In  lad.  the  reason  we  can  gei 
statistics  now  that  we  could  not 
get  a  generation  ago  is  because 
Jews  rarelj  hide  theii  Jewishness 
on  registration  forms,  application 
blanks,  marriage  licenses,  etc. 
Twenty-five  years  ago.  jokes  were 
common h  made  about  changing 
names,  denying  one's  Jewish  re 
ligion,  and  generally  obscuring 
one's  Jewish  identity.  Today  we 
no  longei  joke  about  these  mat- 
ters because  they  are  no  longei 
practiced— except  for  an  occasional 
"kook"  such  as  Daniel  Burros 
whose  Jewish  self  hatred  led  him 
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to  attain  leadership  in  the  New 
York  Ku  Klux  Klan  and  then  to 
commit  suicide  when  he  was  threat- 
ened with  exposure. 

While  Jews  generall)  are  less 
observant  of  the  traditional  rit- 
uals of  Judaism,  the  number  of 
Jewish  converts  to  other  religions 
is  insignificant.  Several  years  ago. 
Rabbi  David  Eichhorn  oi  the  Na 
tional  Jewish  Welfare  Board  sur- 
veyed Americ  an  Rabbis  regarding 
the  numbei  oi  non-Jewish  con- 
\  ei  is  the)  had  made  in  the  pre- 
vious yeai.  He  discovered  that 
while  Christian  Missionary  Groups 
were  boasting  of  having  made  500 
Jewish  converts  to  Christianity  in 
the  previous  year  —  a  very  unre 
liable  figure  at  best  —  American 
Rabbis  had  definitely  converted 
over  2000  Christians  to  Judaism. 
Admittedly  the  primary  motiva 
lion  for  conversion  to  Judaism 
was  marriage  with  a  Jewish  part 
ner.  Nevertheless,  it  is  significant 
that  so  man)  individual  Jews  still 
make  conversion  a  conditioir  pre- 
cedent to  then  intermarriage! 
What  is  more,  assuming  that  the 
intermarriage  rate  between  Jew 
and  non-Jew  is  as  high  as  50%. 
as  some  sociologists  maintain,  ap- 
parently the  marriages  are  civil 
marriages  for  the  most  pari,  be- 
cause the  Jewish  partners  are  not 
converting  to  Christianity  even 
though  the\  marry  non-Jews. 

Of  course,  the  statistics  on  inter- 
marriage are  very   depressing,  if

words,  we  make  a  mistake  if  we 
measure  Judaism  in  numbers.  We 
were  never  numerous.  Our  strength 
has  never  been  manifest  in  ex- 
panding our  numbers  at  the  ex- 
pense of  our  commitment.  Ac- 
cording to  Cecil  Roth,  in  every 
generation  between  70  C.E.  and 
1842  when  the  Reform  Movement 
began,  more  Jews  left  Judasim 
than  remained  jews.  Assimilation 
is  not  a  recent  or  a  new  phenom- 
enon for  American  Jewry.  What 
hajDpened  to  the  descenclents  of 
the  24  Dutch  refugees  who  set- 
tled in  New  Amsterdam  in  1654? 
What  happened  to  the  waves  of 
Sephardic  and  German  Jewish  im- 
migrants which  preceded  the  East 
European  immigration  after  1880? 
For  the  most  part,  they  all  assim- 
ilated, intermarried,  and  disap- 
peared as  fews.  Why?  Primarily 
because  American  Jewry  was  whol- 
ly dependent  upon  European  born 
and  trained  leadership.  There  were 
no  American  Jewish  institutions 
of  higher  learning  to  educate 
American  Jewish  youth  in  Juda- 
ism, and  such  as  there  were,  were 
little  more  than  Sunday  Schools 
and  pre-Bar  Mit/vah  Talmud  To- 
rahs  conducted  by  poorly  trained 
teachers  working  with  inadequate 
texts. 

And  that  brings  me  to  examine 
another  facet  of  Judaism  in  an 
open  society  —  namely,  the  quality 
of  Jewish  religious  education  to 
day.  I  submit  that  the  Jewish  chil- 
dren of  this  generation  are  getting 
a  much  better  Jewish  education 
than  their  parents  did.  Most  Tal- 
mud Totalis  and  Day  Schools  are 
overcrowded.  There  are  several 
major  military  installations  near 
my  community.  For  the  first  time 
in  the  history  of  our  congregation 
we  are  servicing  a  sizable  number 
of  children  of  Jewish  military  per- 
sonnel whose  parents  are  trans- 
porting them  some  twenty  miles  on 
Sundays  and  weekday  afternoons 
tor  Sunday  School  and  Talmud 
Torah.  As  a  former  chaplain,  1 
can  testify  that  Jewish  identity  is 
very  much  alive  among  Jewish 
military  personnel.  The  Jewish 
Day  School  movement  has  spread 
like  wild  fire  and  now  extends 
from  coast  to  coast:  323  Torah 
Umesorah  Day  Schools,  24  Solo- 
mon Schechter  Day  Schools,  15 
Lubovitcher  Day  Schools.  Even 
the  Reform  Movement  is  consid- 
ering the  advisability  of  sponsor- 
ing Day  Schools.  Not  only  do  we 
have  newer  and  better  school  texts, 
but  more  books  on  Jewish  sub- 
jects are  being  published  today 
in  America  than  at  any  time  be- 
fore in  our  history.  Furthermore, 
with  the  cost  of  publication  ris- 
ing, books  on  Jewish  subjects  are 
still  selling  well  despite  their  high 
price  tags.  $5.95  is  the  usual  price 
for  a  Jewish  publication,  and  I 
have  paid  as  high  as  $15.00.  It  is 
not  unusual  to  find  twelve  to 
fifteen  books  on  Jewish  subjects 
listed  in  any  general  advertisement 


of  books  such  as  sent  out  from 
time  to  time  by  the  Marlboro  Com- 
pany. 

Jewish  periodicals  have  shown 
a  marked  improvement  in  number 
and  content  during  the  past  ten 
years.  Not  only  has  the  qualit) 
of  regional  Jewish  English  news- 
papers advanced,  but  new  nation- 
al publications  have  begun  to  ex- 
plore Judaism  from  all  angles  for 
interested  aciult  laymen.  There  is 
;>.  plethora  of  Jewish  current  event 
publications  designed  especially 
for  our  religious  schools,  including 
lilmstrips  and  colorful  magazines. 
In  the  field  of  visual  aids,  film- 
strips  on  almost  all  aspects  of  our 
Jewish  heritage  a  r  e  available 
through  single  agencies  represent- 
ing many  producers.  Every  Jewish 
organization  seems  to  publish  its 
own  periodical,  and  educational 
materials  on  Judaism  are  now  be- 
ing produced  in  jjrodigious  quan- 
tities by  almost  every  Jewish  group 
in  America. 

We  now  have  better-trained 
American-born  teachers  for  our 
Synagogue  Religious  Schools.  For- 
eign-born teachers  who  speak  Eng- 
lish with  an  accent  tend  to  create 
the  impression  that  Judaism  is 
something  foreign  to  America. 
This  psychological  factor  is  grad- 
ually being  dissipated  by  Ameri- 
can-born teachers  who  make  Juda- 
ism as  indigenous  to  America  as 
hot  dogs  and  baseball  and  apple 
pie. 

Our  Jewish  educational  stand- 
ards are  improving  with  each  pass- 
ing month,  and  we  are  extending 
our  years  of  instruction  down  to 
Nursery  and  up  through  High 
School  The  Synagogue  School  as  a 
Bar  Mitzvah  factory  has  all  but 
disappeared  from  the  American 
scene.  Granted,  there  is  always 
room  for  improvement,  but  there 
is  no  doubt  about  it  that  our  pres- 
ent-day Jewish  educational  system 
is  both  more  meaningful  and  more 
relevant  than  that  of  a  generation 
ago.  Our  teachers  are  now  well 
versed  in  educational  psychology 
and  in  the  latest  techniques  of  in- 
struction. We  are  even  expanding 
into  adult  education,  and  rare  in- 
deed is  the  synagoguge  without 
an  adult  education  program  or  a 
Jewish  organization  without  adult 
education  involved  somewhere  in 
its  activities.  I  wonder  how  many 
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ot  us  have  ever  heard  oi  a  small 
but  signifcant  group  oi  Jewish 
physicists  and  chemists  known  as 
the  Association  of  Orthodox  Jew- 
ish Scientists.  Organized  in  1948. 
the  AOJS  now  has  500  members 
in  the  United  States  and  Canada 
(and  200  members  in  Great  Brit- 
ain and  Israel).  There  are  chapters 
in  New  York,  Chicago.  Philadel- 
phia, Pittsburgh.  Cleveland,  Bos 
ton.  Los  Angeles,  St.  Louis,  De 
troit  and  Toronto.  Its  president  is 
33-year-old  Dr.  Seymour-  Glick. 
chief  of  the  division  of  endocrinol- 
ogy at  Maimonides  Hospital  in 
Brooklyn. 

We  ma)  be  losing  many  of  oui 
intellectuals  whose  Jewish  educa- 
tion ceased  with  elementary  school, 
but  apparently  there  are  notable 
islands  of  exception.  A  synogoguc 
near  the  Argonne  Laboratories  out- 
side Chicago  boasts  of  a  member- 
ship of  almost  500  among  whom 
are  more  members  with  PhD's  than 
without.  PhDs'.  It  is  also  hearten 
ing  that  as  soon  as  signifcant  num- 
bers of  Jewish  scientists  were  sent 
to  Oakridge,  Tennessee,  they  or- 
ganized a  synagogue,  a  religious 
school,  and  a  sisterhood.  The  same 
phenomenon  developed  at  Cape 
Kennedy  where  the  congregation 
at  Satellite  Beach  is  growing  by 
leaps  and  bounds.  We  are  being 
over  pessimistic  when  we  imply 
by  our  tears  and  our  gnashing  ol 
teeth  that  Judaism  has  no  attrac- 
tion, no  message,  or  no  relevance 
for  all  Jewish  scientists  and  intel- 
lectuals. 

Where  then  does  Jewish  identi- 
fication suffei  in  our  American 
open  society?  Because  we  can 
move  more  ot  less  freely  in  so- 
ciety, because  we  are  not  forced 


to  confine  our  idealism  to  Jewish 
causes  exclusively,  because  we  do 
not  have  to  seek  our  companion- 
ship only  among  Jews,  our  routine 
ritual  observances  have  tended  to 
languish.  We  do  not  have  to  go 
to  Shul  to  socialize.  Because  our 
religious  education  was  fragment- 
ary, we  do  not  feel  the  necessity 
of  practicing  religious  rituals  in 
the  home— especially  rituals  whose 
significance  we  do  not  understand. 
Even,  those  who  do  practice  some 
home  rituals  lend  to  do  so  not 
because  the)  arc  meaningful  to 
them,  but  either  because  of  blind 
habit,  nostalgia,  or  because  their 
children  come  home  from  religious 
school  and  insist  that  their  par- 
ents practice  what  they  are  learn- 
ing about  in  school.  This  latter 
occurrence,  which  is  relatively 
common,  again  points  to  the  grow- 
ing effectiveness  of  our  religious 
school  educational  system. 

Jewish  identity  has  definitely 
not  suffered  in  one  aspect  of  our 
religious  observance,  and  that  is 
in  the  customs  and  ceremonies  in- 
volving the  life  cycle.  We  circum- 
cise our  sons  and  rush  to  the  syna- 
gogue to  name  our  daughters.  We 
sacrifice  in  order  to  have  a  Bar 
Mitzvah.  A  Bas  Mitzvah.  or  a 
Confirmation— with  all  the  pomp 
and  ceremony  and  social  celebra- 
tion we  can  afford.  Jewish  wed- 
dings are  always  officiated  by  a 
Rabbi,  a  Cantor,  or  by  a  Jewish 
Religious  Dignitary.  Where  inter- 
marriage is  nol  involved,  Jewish 
couples  rarely  if  ever  go  to  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  to  get  married. 
The  role  of  the  Rabbi  in  marriage 
may  well  be  influenced  positively 
by  our  open  society  because  the 
normal  standard  procedure  is  Foi 
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all  Christians  to  be  married  b\  -a 
minister  or  a  priest.  A  Rabbi  is 
summoned  at  death,  and  he  usu- 
ally conducts  the  funeral  and  the 
unveiling.  The  family  of  the  de- 
ceased generall)  observes  Shiva, 
and  the  sons,  and  sometimes  the 
daughters  recite  Raddish.  We  still 
go  to  Shul  for  Yizkor  and  tend 
to  observe  Yahrzeits  rather  consist- 
ently. As  such,  we  must  conclude 
that  in  those  religious  ceremonial 
observances  having  to  do  with  oui 
life  cycle.  Judaism,  even  in  an 
open  society,  still  plays  a  dominant 
role. 


Do  1  sound  too  optimistic?  Well, 
perhaps  I  am,  but  Hatikvoh  is  the 
hallmark  of  the  Jew,  and  hence 
I  am  hopeful.  I  do  not  know  what 
the  future  ma}  bring,  but  I  do  see 
signs  of  progress  in  quality  and 
maturity  in  certain  facets  of  our 
American  Jewish  community. 

Over  twenty  years  ago,  Rabbi 
Ahron  Opher  wrote  a  poem  that 
was  published  in  "Liberal  Juda- 
ism.'" which  magazine  has  since 
been  renamed  "American  Juda 
ism".

A  JEW  AT  HEART

1  am  a  Jew  and  proud  to  let  men 
know  it 

How  do  I  show  it? 

I  can  tell  you  at  the  start— 

I  am  a  Jew  at  heart  .  .  . 

Why,  no.  I  do  not  go  to  synagogue 
services—

For  Palestine  or  Europe's  Jews  or 
of  the  earth's  far  corners, 

I  am  an  American.  Why  bother 
about  foreigners? 

As  I  told  you  from  the  start— 

I  am  a  Jew  at  heart. 

The  poem  was  intended  to  ex- 
press the  shallowness  of  many  Jews 
in  that  pre-open  society  era.  How 
many  of  the  attitudes  expressed 
still  dominate  the  thinking  of  the 
average  Jew  today?  How  many 
have  already  become  anachronis- 
tic? 

No,  we  are  definitely  not  dy- 
ing! In  fact,  I  think  a  significant 
number  of  us  are  making  some 
real  strides  forward  towards  be- 
coming self-respecting,  responsi- 
ble, informed  American  Jews  liv- 
ing proudly  and  positively  in  an 
open  society. 
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How  We  Celebrate  Passover  -  Pesach

The  word  Pesach  or  Passover, 
in  both  Hebrew  and  English 
means  "to  pass  by"  or  "to  spare". 
It  derives  from  the  Biblical  account 
of  the  deliverance  of  Israel's  first 
born  from  the  judgment  by  the 
plague  brought  on  the  Egyptians, 
•as  well  as  the  miraculous  liberation 
of  the  Hebrews  from  Egyptian 
bondage.  Outside  Israel,  the  Holi- 
day lasts  for  8  days,  from  the  15th 
of  Nisan.  During  this  period  it  is 
forbidden  to  find  leaven  in  the 
homes  of  the  Hebrews  and  only 
unleavened  bread  may  be  eaten; 
this  to  commemorate  the  fact  that 
in  preparing  for  the  Exodus  from 
Egyptian  bondage  the  Hebrews 
were  enjoined  to  prepare  food 
hastily,  which  would  be  eaten  in 
like  fashion. 

Preparation  for  the  Pesach  Hol- 
iday requires  engaging  in  a  care- 
ful inspection  and  cleaning  of  all 
possible  nooks  and  corners.  Ho 
metz  or  leavened  articles,  in  real- 
ity anything  that  is  not  strictly 
prepared  for  Passover,  must  be 
listed  and  by  contract  signed  away 
to  a  non-Jew  for  the  period  of  the 
Holiday  in  order  to  remove  Jewish 
ownership  over  it.  Certain  kinds 
of  produce  are  regarded  as  Hometz 
or  forbidden  foods  for  this  Holy 
period. 

Dishes  and  tableware  must  be 
renewed  for  the  Holiday  or  kept 
especially  for  it.  While  dishes  and 
cutlery  may  be  put  aside  from 
year  to  year,  this  is  not  possible 
with  large  appliances  and  many 
pots.  If  the  pots  or  utensils  are 
made  of  metal  they  may  be  kash- 
ered  by  extreme  heat,  steam  oi 
fire.  After  a  thorough  cleansing, 
including  at  least  the  application 
of  steam  or  direct  flame,  they  are 
usable  during  the  Pesach  period. 
Immovable  or  larger  objects  that 
will  not  be  used  during  the  Holi- 
day should  be  moved  out  or  at 
least  comp^tely  covered.  Tables 
that  will  be  used  for  meal  service 
or  preparation  of  food,  should  be 
claned  and  then  covered  over  with 
a  fresh  tablecloth. 

The  word  Seder  means  order 
and  refers  to  the  order  of  service, 
including  the  reading  of  the  Hag- 
gadah,  and  the  sequence  of  sub- 
sequent arrangements.  The  mir- 


acles incident  to  Israel's  deliver- 
ance from  Egypt  are  recited  in  the 
Haggadah,  which  is  read  at  the 
2nd  Sedorim  (dinner  services). 
These  special  meal  services  take 
place  on  the  eve  of  the  first  (April 
20,  1970)  and  second  days.  During 
the  service  of  the  meal  4  glasses 
of  wine  should  be  consumed.  The 
male  participants  at  the  Seder  are 
to  assume  the  status  and  position 
of  free  men,  that  is,  in  the  style 
of  the  Greek  gentry  of  the  Biblical 
period;  cushions  are  provided  them 
so  they  may  lean  on  the  left  side 
while  eating.  In  a  place  such  as 
this  facility,  many  of  these  cus- 
toms are  symbolic  and  are  por- 
trayed by  the  Leader. 

On  the  first  2  days,  work  is  not 
usually  performed  by  the  very 
pious,  however,  preparation  of 
food  is  exempted.  Cooking  is  part 
of  the  preparation  of  food,  and 
this  means  that  making  fire  is  ac- 
cepted, thus  also,  by  default,  smok- 
ing is  permissible. 

Breakfast  for  the  first  2  and 
last  2  days,  as  on  Sabbath,  usualh 
consists  of  tea  and  cakes.  Services 
may  be  held  in  the  Chapel,  tak- 
ing up  the  morning  and  the  lunch 
meal  follows  thereafter. 

SEDER 

at  The  Home 

At  the  Home,  the  Seder  regula 
tions  require  considerable  prepara 
tions.  Orders  have  to  be  placed  foi 
equipment,  dishes  and  tableware, 
as  well  as  foodstuffs.  In  the  dining 
room,  a  Leader  will  conduct  the 
Seder  (the  ritualistic  story  of  the 
Passover). 

At  the  place  where  the  person 
conducts  the  Seder,  there  shall  be 
a  Seder  or  Haroset  plate.  Hagga- 
dahs  shall  be  available  for  those 
who  want  to  follow  the  services. 
The  Haggadahs  are  to  be  returned 
after  each  Seder. 

In  the  Haggadah  is  recited  the 
story  of  the  religious  holiday  and 
in  the  narration  certain  procedures 
are  called  for.  One  of  these  calls 
for  several  handwashing^.  To  sim- 
plify this  project,  a  table  covered 
with  cloths  shall  be  placed  conve- 
niently near  the  Leader.  It  con- 
tains 2  vessels,  one  %  full  of  water 


and  the  other  empty.  A  towel  for 
drying  shall  be  nearby. 

The  Haroset  or  Seder  plate  shall 
contain  the  following: 

BETZAH— a  baked  egg,  remind- 
er of  sacrifices  in  Temple. 

SAROAH-a  bone  that  has  been 
burnt,  reminder  of  Paschal  lamb. 

MAROR— some  bitter  herb,  as 
ground  horseradish. 

KARPAS— sprig  of  parsley. 

HOROSET— a  scoop  of  mixture 
made  of  apple,  nuts  and  wine. 

Sufficient  matzohs  and  bottles 
of  wine  shall  be  distributed  about 
the  tables.  Provisions  have  been 
made  to  use  sacramental  grape 
juice  for  those  unable  to  use  wine 
Each  setting  shall  consist  of  a  wine 
glass;  water  glass:  napkin;  table 
ware:  fruit  dish  or  saucer;  salt 
water;  hard  boiled  egg.  In  addi 
tion,  near  the  Seder  plate  there 
should  be  an  arrangement  of  3 
matzoths  separated  b)  folds  of  a 
napkin.  Since  it  is  symbolic  to 
expect  a  visit  by  the  Prophet  Eli- 
jah, an  appropriate  glass  will  be 
placed  near  the  Seder  plate  at  the 
Leader's  table. 

Kiddush  or  Sanctification— is  re- 
cited by  the  person  who  conducts 
the  Seder  or  some  Elder  designated 
by  him.  It  is  the  holiday  prayer 
over  wine. 

Urekhat/  or  Lave,  the  first  hand 
washing  follows  immediately,  no 
blessing. 

Karpas  or  Greens,  each  person 
takes  a  sprig  of  parsley,  dips  into 
the  salt  water  (reciting  blessings 
upon  vegetables). 

Yakhatz  or  Divide,  Leader 
breaks  hall  of  the  middle  matzo 
from  the  stack  before  him,  and 
hides  it.  The  hidden  piece-Afri- 
koman— (Greek  word  meaning  des- 
sert) should  be  eaten  after  the 
meal. 

Magid— start  retelling  the  story 
of  the  Exodus.  During  this  nar- 
ration a  high  point  comes  when 
the  four  questions  are  asked,  usu- 
ally by  the  youngest  at  the  tables. 

The  traditional  feeling  is  touch- 
ed off  with  the  deceptively  sim- 
ple request:  "Why  is  this  night  dif- 
ferent from  all  other  nights?"  The 
response  to  these  questions  tells 
the  story  of  Passover.  Further 
along,  in  telling  about  the  10 
plagues,  the  Leader  tilts  the  cup 
or  glass  spilling  a  drop  of  wine 
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into  a  dish  as  each  plague  is  men- 
I  tioned;  blood,  frogs,  lice,  beasts, 
pestilence,  boils,  hail,  locusts,  dark- 
ness striking  the  first  born. 

The  Leader  also  gives  an  expla- 
nation about  the  articles  on  the 
Seder  plate. 

The  Maror,  which  means  bitter- 
ness, is  displayed  with  the  com- 
'ment.  that  it  symbolizes  the  em- 
bittered life  in  those  days, 

The  Leader  and  company  theft 
drink  the  2nd  cup  of  wine. 

Rochtzo,  all  then  go  to  wash 
hands,  a  second  time. 

Motzi-Matzoh,  leader  breaks 
the  upper  matzo  and  distributes 
pieces  to  all  at  the  table  who  join 
in  making  the  blessing,  upon  bread. 

Maror,  The  Leader  makes  the 
blessing,  all  join  in  eating  of  the 
bitter  herb. 

Korekh,  or  Combine— a  sand- 
wich made  up  of  the  bitter  herb 
and  haroset  placed  between  pieces 
of  matzoh,  to  symbolize  a  little 
of  good  and  a  little  of  evil,  as  did 
Rabbi  Hillel. 

Shuikhan  Arukah  or  set  the  ta- 
ble—complete the  meal. 

Tzafon  or  Hidden  piece— After 
the  meal  is  eaten  the  Afikoman  is 
broken  in  pieces,  none  smaller 
than  an  olive,  and  distributed  to 
all.  Children  in  the  group  usually 
have  found  where  it  was  hidden, 
so  that  at  this  point  the  Leader 
has  to  offer  the  lucky  finder  some 
thing  to  ransom  it  back.  The  meal 
cannot  be  finished  without  shar- 
ing the  Afikoman.  When  it  is  dis- 
tributed, that  marks  the  end  of 
the  meal. 

Baraykh,  Grace  after  the  meal. 

The  3rd  cup  of  wine  is  drunk, 
the  door  is  opened  for  Elijah  to 
enter. 

FTallel,  of  the  psalms  of  praise 
are  recited,  when  the  door  is 
closed. 

The  4th  and  final  cup  of  wine 
is  drunk  and  the  Nirt/ah,  or  Ac- 
cepted—meaning the  conclusion  of 
the  Seder  according  to  the  letter 
and  the  spirit  of  the  Law. 

Because  it  is  a  festive  occasion, 
the  company  usually  sits  around 
to  sing  traditional  songs,  as  a  sign 
of  contentment  and  to  delay  break- 
ing up  the  gathering. 

The  2nd  Seder  is  conducted  on 
the  following  evening,  in  the  same 
way,  except  that  Counting  of  the 
Omer  is  started.  Omer  means  a 
measure  of  barley.  The  Counting 
of  Omer  is  continued  daily  to 
span  the  time  between  the  first 
day  of  Passover  and  the  barley 
harvest,  celebrated  on  Shevout,  50 
days  later,  that  is  7  weeks  from 
Passover.  Shevout  or  Feast  of 
Weeks,  as  a  religious  holiday  cele- 
brates the  granting  of  the  Torah 
at  Mt.  Sinai. 

The  preparations  leading  up  to 
Passover  are  arduous  and  exten- 
sive. After  Passover,  several  days 
have  to  elapse  before  routine  is 
estabMshed  again.  The  Passover 
articles  have  to  be  gathered  to- 
gether, cleaned  and  stored.  Sub- 


si  itution  of  the  Hornet/,  or  regu- 
lar articles  has  to  take  place  as 
time  and  convenience  permit,  so 
that  sometimes  the  Passover  meal 
arrangements  may  continue  for 
an  extra  day  or  two. 

The  understanding  of  all  con- 
cerned is  sincerely  appreciated. 
The  first  Seder  will  start  at  6:00 
P.  MJ.,  dinner  will  be  served  about 
6:25.  Those  residents  unable  to 
participate  in  the  service  or  the 
later  festive  dinner  will  be  served 
in  their  rooms  at  the  regular  time. 
The  second  Seder  will  usually  com- 
mence at  the  regular  scheduled 
dinner  hour  and  will  be  restricted 
to  residents  of  the  home. 

Relatives  of  residents  can  make 
arrangements  to  enjoy  the  first 
Seder  at  the  home.  Appropriate 
information  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  families  concerned. 

Regrettably  limited  space  re- 
stricts the  number  of  guests  to 
family  members.

CHAPLAIN'S 
CORNER 

RABBI  ISRAEL  SARASOHN 

Chaplain 
North  Carolina  Jewish  Home 

It  is  unthinkable  that  in  a  civ- 
ilized era  entire  people  should  be 
threatened  with  extinction.  It  ap- 
plied to  the  Holocaust  when  a 
third  of  the  world's  Jewish  pop- 
ulation was  annihilated  during  the 
Second  World  War  and  in  Nazi 
concentration  camps.  The  United 
Nations  adopted  a  Genocide  Pact 
which  almost  all  its  memher-na- 
tions  adopted.  (The  United  States 
is  one  of  the  lew  that  has  not  yet 
done  so.  Reverence  for  life  is  en- 
joined in  our  tradition.  Amalek's 
attempt  to  destroy  the  Jewish  peo- 
ple has  made  the  Sabbath  preced- 
ing Purim  the  one  known  as  Re- 
membrance, "Z-achor".  Egypt's  bib- 
lical king  Pharaoh  sought  to  de- 
stroy all  the  male  infants  to  bring 
about  the  Israelite's  genocide.  On 
the  other  hand,  divine  reverence 
for  life  is  indicated  in  the  mid 
rashic  description  of  God's  refusal 
to  let  the  angelic  host  sing  the 
Song  of  Moses  together  with  the 
Israelites  while  Egyptians  were 
drowning  in  the  Red  Sea,  because 
all  deserve  divine  compassion. 

Reverence  for  human  existence 
was  recently  shown  by  the  Israeli 
when  the  Defense  Ministry  warn- 
ed Egyptian  civilians  in  danger 
of  the  explosion  of  a  bomb  in  the 
suburbs  of  Cairo  in  an  area  in 
which  only  civilians  lived. 

The  Bible  required  a  warning 
to  a  hostile  city  and  opportunity 
to  make  peace  before  actually  de- 
daring  war  and  besieging  it. 

When  life  is  at  stake,  the  an- 
cient judges  permitted  the  viola- 
lion  of  even  the  Sabbath. 

Reverence  for  human  existence 
frequently  characterizes  the  Jew- 
ish tradition.  By  way  of  contrast, 
the  Arab  leaders  openly  -assert  that 
their  purpose  is  to  force  Israeli 
into  the  Mediterranean  Sea  and 
to  completely  annihilate  the  State 
of  Israel  and  its  population.  Even 
the  head  of  the  French  govern- 
ment on  his  recent  visit,  because 
of  his  pro-Arab  bias  was  -asked 
about  his  attitude  toward  the  right 
of  the  State  of  Israel  to  exist  and 
had  to  assure  his  Jewish  interview- 
ers that  he  was  a  true  friend  of 
democracy  and  justice  and  did  not 
deny  the  right  of  the  Jewish  state 
to  survive. 

We  live  in  times  when  rever- 
ence for  life  and  the  basic  human 
rights  of  people  are  so  often  ig- 
nored even  in  this  land  and  the 
nations'  leaders  have  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  prevent  needless 
loss  of  human  lives,  which  adop- 
tion of  Genocide  Pact  would 
strengthen. 
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The  time  gap  is  dosing.  Soon 
we  expect  to  be  on  our  way,  pass- 
ing the  next  milestone  in  the  de- 
velopment of  a  Geriopolis,  the 
lirst  of  its  kind  in  the  South. 

The  University  of  North  Caro- 
lina in  cooperation  with  City  Plan- 
ning -and  Architectural  Associates 
lias  been  commissioned  to  develop 
a  plan  for  the  long  term  health 
needs  of  North  Carolina  Jewry. 
This  plan  also  includes  a  Feasi- 
bility Study  leading  toward  the 
future  direction  and  development 
of  the  N.  C.  Jewish  Home  and 
its  auxiliary  services. 

Within  the  very  near  future  it 
is  anticipated  that  the  Board  of 
Governors  will  consider  plans  for 
the  development  of  a  new  wing 
for  the  care  of  tbe  more  compli- 
cated infirmities;  that  is,  an  area 
lor  the  admission  and  care  of  mas- 
sive nursing  care  applicants  as  well 
as  for  the  care  of  those  in  the 
Home  who  may  require  special 
care.  In  short  this  new  wing  will 
be  tantamount  to  a  chronic  ill  hos- 
pital that  does  not  require  the 
sophistication  of  surgeries  or  com- 
plicated ex-ray  therapies. 

What  Is  A  Geriopolis? 

It  is  expected  simultaneously 
with  the  development  of  the  hos- 
pital wing,  that  we  shall  see  a 
mushrooming  of  cottages  and  a 
club  residence  which  shall  form 
the  nucleus  for  community  living. 
The  cottages  will  be  occupied  by 
those  self  sufficient,  semi-retired 
or  retired  individuals  who  are 
actively  engaged  in  normal  activ- 
ities of  day  to  day  living,  who  feel 
that  they  would  have  an  advan- 
tage by  living  among  their  con- 
temporaries and  in  addition, 
should  the  need  or  desire  arise, 
have  access  to  all  the  facilities  of 
the  Home  and  its  environs.  The 
closeness  of  Winston-Salem  and 
other  cities  of  the  Triad  make  this 
an  ideal  setting  for  suburban  liv- 
ing in  an  urban  atmosphere. 

Cottages  will  be  provided 
through  Founders  Fees  plus  main- 
tenance costs  on  a  "non  ownership" 
basis;   that  is,  the  property  and 
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buildings  shall  belong  to  the  Home 
and  not  to  the  Builder  or  Founder, 
though  he  shall  have  the  right  to 
live  in  the  cottage  "as  long  as  he 
is  able.  These  fees  will  be  estab- 
lished by  the  appropriate  commit- 
tees and  published  at  a  later  date. 
It  is  anticipated  at  this  time  that 
the  Founders  Fee  will  be  between 
SI 2,000  and  $14,000  for  the  aver- 
age cottage.  T  he  maintenance  costs 
will  be  adjusted  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  each  occupant, 
exclusive  of  personal  or  medical 
services.  Persons  living  in  these 
cottages  shall  not  only  enjoy  their 
privacy  with  independent  living 
but  shall  have  the  normal  free- 
doms they  enjoyed  throughout  life 
since  this  living  arrangement  will 
not  differ  from  that  of  -any  other 
community,  be  it  a  city  or  village. 

The  Club  Residence  program  is 
to  provide  a  facility— a  warm,  in- 
viting club  atmosphere— where  old- 
er people  can  enter  for  short  or 
long  periods.  The  normal  run  of 
older  folks  shall  be  considered  lor 
this  project.  This  is  based  upon 
the  fact  that  !)7%  of  the  older  peo- 
ple do  not  live  in  institutions. 
Many  of  these  folk,  however,  will 
endure  minor  disabilities  and  "ail- 
ments, which  they  choose  to  over- 
look because  they  want  to  be  in- 
dependent. 


The  aim  of  the  Club-Residence 
will  be  to  help  one  remain  inde- 
pendent. This  objective  will  be 
accomplished  through  the  creation 
of  a  preventive  environment.  The 
direct  means  to  strengthen  and 
project  the  members  or  registrants 
will  be  through  dietary  means. 
They  will  be  fed  planned,  nutri- 
tious meals  twice  a  day.  That  is 
to  say,  they  can  have  breakfast  and 
dinner  or  they  can  have  dinner 
and  supper.  The  third  meal  will 
depend  on  personal  preference, 
they  may  wish  to  skip  one  meal  or 
to  do  a  little  fussing  for  them- 
selves, according  to  circumstances. 
The  reason  for  including  2  meals 
as  part  of  the  rental  arrangement 
is  to  keep  them  from  cheating 
themselves  when  it  comes  to  eat- 
ing. To  make  their  money  stretch, 
many  of  them  would,  if  they  had 
not  already  contracted  for  it, 
skimp  on  food  and  thus  eat  poor- 
ly. However,  -any  effort  to  force 
them  to  have  all  three  meals  at 
the  Club  is  an  interference  with 
their  right  to  make  choices  and  a 
restriction  on  their  mobility,  thus 
many  of  the  areas  in  the  Club-Res- 
idence will  have  efficiency  apart- 
ments with  kitchenettes. 

Everyone  knows  how  difficult  it 
is  to  get  a  doctor  who  will  make 
a  house  call.  This  is  even  more 
of  -a  problem  when  the  patient  is 
an  older  person,  when  he  lives  in 
an  outlying  neighborhood  and 
when  he  does  not  have  a  personal 
physician.  Thus,  the  plan  to  have 
a  doctor  on  call,  will  be  a  great 
convenience. 

T  he  Club  will  have  a  Reassur- 
ance Service.  Each  person  would 
be  looked  in  on  at  wake-up  time 
and  at  bed  time  to  anticipate  un- 
usual or  medical  situations.  The 
person  to  perform  this  function 
will  be  the  Registered  Nurse,  who 
is  trained  to  know  what  to  do  in 
emergencies.  Practical  Nurses  and 
maids  will  be  available,  for  a  fee, 
to  perform  helpful  tasks  for  those 
who  need  a  little  assistance  in  or- 
der to  accomplish  routine  activi- 
ties. Occupants  of  the  Club  would 
receive  the  advantage  of  having 
the  "umbrella  of  the  Home"  spread 


above  them. 

Since  the  N.  C.  Jewish  Home 
will  provide  supervision,  the  high- 
est standards  of  services  will  be  ob- 
served. However,  as  a  Club,  it  will 
not  be  a  total  control  facility.  The 
members  or  registrants  will  be  per 
mitted  to  follow  through  with  their 
own  wishes  in  most  situations.  No 
pressure  shall  be  brought  upon 
them,  except  in  extreme  cases. 
The  other  side  of  the  coin  is  that 
except  where  the  registrant  sur- 
renders some  freedom,  the  man- 
agement will  not  be  responsible. 
These  factors  will  have  to  be  made 
dear  to  everyone  in  order  to  enjoy 
good  public  relations. 

Changes  in  principles  and  poli- 
cies will  be  continuous,  once  ex- 
perience is  gained  because  this  is 
a  dynamic  organism.  It  may  be 
that  in  time,  the  opportunity  for 
the  Club  to  exercise  greater  se- 
lectivity will  present  itself.  Then, 
as  now,  the  goal  will  be  to  offer 
protection  and  support  for  older 
people  so  they  can  lead  dignified, 
active,  pleasureful  lives. 

Obviously  those  who  care  lo  re- 
side in  the  cottage  or  Club  Resi- 
dents must  be  adequate,  well  ori- 
ented persons  since  the  arrange- 
ments are  basically  that  of  inde- 
pendent living. 

Many  folks,  though  adequate 
and  well  oriented,  prefer  to  live 
in  the  Home  proper  where  fhey 
may  be  guided  in  their  many  ac- 
tivities and  enjoy  the  aura  of  a 
complete  protective  environment. 
Phis  is  not  extraordinary,  since 
the  Home,  when  finally  complet- 
ed, will  be  divided  into  several 
distinct  sections  providing  various 
levels  of  care. 

One  can  now  envision  a  com- 
plete city,  not  necessarily  restrict- 
ed to  the  Elderly  but  basically  for 
the  aging.  Although  these  resi- 
dents would  live  far  enough  from 
the  younger  groups  they  could  still 
be  close  enough  to  visit  their  chil- 
dren and  grandchildren. 

There  shall  be  mailed  shopping 
areas,  and  easy  availability  to  most 
activities.  There  will  be  the  Home

Last  spring,  as  tew  may  be 
aware,  marked  tbe  tour  hundredth 
anniversary  of  a  Portuguese  Jew- 
ess whose  private  life  and  public 
acts  wrote  *a  fantastic  page  in  the 
global  epic  of  the  Jewish  People. 
No  historic  figure,  it  seems,  dram- 
atizes the  universal  Jewish  epic 
more  than  the  "widow  of  Constan- 
tinople" (Istanbul),  as  she  came 
to  be  called,  whose  Tahrzeit  was 
commemorated  early  in  1969. 
Apart  from  the  colorful  aspects  of 
Donna  Gracia  Mendesia's  personal 
life,  her  story  strikes  a  curious 
contrast  between  Islam's  attitude 
to  the  Jews  in  her  day  and  Mos- 
lem hostility  today,  tor  one  thing, 
and  between  Christiendom's  atti- 
tude to  the  Jews  in  her  day  and 
Catholic  "ecumenism-'  today,  for 
another. 

The  "senora  of  Kushto"  (Con 
stantinople),  as  her  rabbi  friends 
liked  to  refer  to  her  in  their  cor- 
respondence, was  past  forty  years 
of  age  when,  after  running  year 
after  year  from  the  bloody  In- 
quisition, she  finally  managed  to 
settle  down  in  Constantinople  un- 
der the  protection  of  Suleiman  the 
Magnificent.  As  we  know,  Sulei- 
man was  the  highly  sophiticated 
cultured  ruler  of  Moslem  Tur- 
key whose  liberal,  broad-minded 
sultanate  c  onstituted  Islam's  bright- 
est epoch.  For  forty  sluccessive 
years— until  his  death  at  seventy- 
two,  in  1566,  three  years  before  the 
death  of  his  friend  Donna  Gracia, 
heroine"  of  our  story. 
As  everybody  knows,  in  Sulei- 
man the  Magnificient's  day  Islam 
and  Christendom  had  their  differ- 
ences, to  put  it  mildly,  and  the 
frequent  showdowns  between  them 
were  basically  more  political  than 
religious,  despite  the  religious 
character  some  of  their  bloody 
skirmishes  often  took  on.  Partic- 
ularly, for  example,  after  the  bish- 
op of  Naples,  seventy-nine-year-old 
Giampietro  Caraffa  was  made 
Pope.  As  Pope  "Paul  IV,"  Caraffa 
undertook  not  only  to  combat  the 
Protestant  Reformation  that  erupt- 
ed shortly  after  his  election,  but 
Islam  as  well,  though  the  Moslems 
had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Ref- 
ormation. And  the  Jews  in  par- 
ticular, though  they  had  even  less 
to  do  with  a  revolution  primarily 
Christian. 

Be  it  as  it  may,  as  first  of  the 
so-called  Counter-Reformation 
popes,  Paul  IV  forced  the  Jews 
into  slums  that  were  later  to  be

known  as  Ghetto  and,  among  oth- 
er things,  imposed  a  penalty  tax 
on  synagogues,  and  forbade  Jews 
and  Jewesses  to  fraternize  with 
Catholic  friends,  and  —  to  make 
sure  that  his  police  identify  them— 
compelled  Jewish  males  to  wear 
green  "Jewish"  hats  on  the  street 
and  their  womenfolk  green  "Jew- 
ish" veils.  He  extended  his  re- 
strictions to  the  professions,  and 
to  commerce  as  well,  by  restricting 
Jewish  physicians  to  Jewish  pa- 
tients and  by  restricting  Jewish 
merchants  to  trading  in  old  clothes. 
'Segregation,"  in  short,  was  thor- 
ough. 

As  in  our  own  day  from  Arab 
lands,  Jewish  refugees  from  the 
papal  states  tied  for  their  lives. 
As  we  recall,  incidentally,  from 
events  in  our  own  time,  Jewish 
refugees  ultimately  came  to  be 
known  by  international  social  wel- 
fare agenc  ies  as  DP's— "displaced 
persons."  In  Senora  Gracia's  era, 
however,  there  was  no  internation- 
al organization  such  as  UNRRA— 
"United  Nations  Relief  and  Re- 
habilitation Administration."  Nor 
a  Jewish  JDC— "Joint  Distribution 
Committee."  In  plain  words,  the 
living  rooms  of  the  "widow  of 
Kushto"  became  the  UNRRA- 
JDC  for  the  Jewish  DP's  who'd 
been  fortunate  enough  to  escape 
from  papal  regions  where  the  In- 
quisition was  running  rampant. 

Gracia  set  herself  up  as  a  watch- 
man, as  it  were,  seeking  liaison 
with  papal  agents,  who  seemed  to 
be  everywhere  pursuing  Jewish  fu- 
gitives en  route.  One  day,  a  group 
of  Jewish  DP's  reached  Ancona, 
an  Adriatic  port  about  130  miles 
northeast  of  Rome,  but  though 
they  had  anchored  under  Sulei- 
man's flag  they  were  immediately 
picked  up  by  the  papal  police. 
When  Senora  Gracia,  however,  got 
wind  of  the  fact  that  the  whole 
group  had  been  thrown  into  the 
papal  dungeons,  she  promptly  ap- 
pealed to  the  sultan.  The  Otto- 
man monarch  wasted  no  time  and 
got  word  to  the  pope  that  unless 
he  order  the  release  of  the  Jewish 
captives,  any  Catholic  picked  up 
in  Moslem  lands  would  be  impris- 
oned without  delay. 

The  pope  had  no  choice.  Sulei- 
man's powerful  fleet  covered  the 
Mediterranean  and  the  Balkans, 
and  retaliation  would  be  easy 
enough.  Soon,  however,  papal 
agents  informed  Paul  that  Sulei-

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man's  threat  had  been  prompted 
by  a  wealthy  Jewess  who  herself 
had  been  a  fugitive  from  the  In- 
quisition. And.  further  checking 
into  the  Jewess's  past,  he  discovered 
that  though  left  -a  widow  at  twen- 
ty-five with  an  infant  daughter  on 
her  hands,  Gracia  had  somehow 
made  her  way  from  port  to  port 
for  sixteen  years,  fleeing  with  her 
child  Reyna  from  Portugal  to 
Italy,  to  Belgium,  to  Islamic  ports 
and,  for  all  her  exposure,  was  nev- 
er •apprehended  by  the  papal 
sleuths,  agents  or  clergy.  And  so 
now,  by  way  of  belated  reprisal, 
he  took  it  out  on  Ancona  Jews. 
Baptism  or— the  stake. 

Within  a  few  days  alter  the  ar- 
rival of  a  papal  emissary  in  An- 
cona, the  Piazz-a  della  Mostra,  one 
of  the  most  popular  squares  in 
that  port  city,  was  transformed 
into  a  gigantic  amphitheater  dom- 
inated by  a  towering  gallows 
fronted  by  a  mounted  platform 
with  a  pyre  in  the  middle,  all  ol 
it  facing  directly  a  series  of  tiers. 
All  public  places  in  the  city  the 
following  day  had  papal  procla- 
mations nailed  to  tavern  doors, 
tree  trunks  and  mileposts  along 
the  roads  leading  into  the  city, 
which  read: 

"The  Holy  Office  of  the  Inqui- 
sition of  this  seaport  city  will 
celebrate  an  Auto  da  fe  (Act  of 
Faith)  on  the  second  Monday  of 
the  month  of  April  Anno  Domini 
1556  on  the  Piazza  della  Mostra. 
.  .  .  All  the  faithful  among  you 
who  shall  contribute  to  the  pro- 
motion of  or  be  present  at  this 
Auto  da  fe  of  13  April  will  be 
graced  as  partakers  of  all  the  spir- 
itual .graces  granted  b\  the  Roman 
Pontiff,  His  Holiness  Paul  IV.  .  .  ." 

Thus  on  the  night  preceding 
the  day  set  by  the  papal  proclama- 
tion, after  their  sentence  had  been 
read  out  to  the  victims,  eighty- 
seven  Jewish  prisoners  were  tak- 
en from  the  dungeons  for  appro- 
priate preliminaries.  They  were 
each  given  special  garb  —  black 
white-striped  vest,  trousers  ol 
matching  design,  and  -a  yellow  cot- 
ton san  benito,  the  last  painted  on 
breast  and  back  with  a  conspicu- 
ous, red  St.  Andrew  crucifix.  In 
this  ceremonial  garb,  though  bare- 
foot at  the  same  time,  the  victims 
marced  in  procession  with  burn- 
ing wax  tapers  in  their  hands.  At

To  be  erected  at  the  entrance 
to  the  Memorial  Plaza,  the  Monu 
ment.  as  described  by  the  artist, 
will  be  a  marble  stone  cut  in  two. 
From  the  divided  stone  will  flow 
a  stream  ol  water— to  symbolize 
tears.  On  the  right  hand  stone  a 
torn  Sefer  Torah  stands,  slanted, 
as  if  it  were  falling  to  the  side, 
like  a  torn,  disintegrated  body— 
the  bod\  of  the  Jewish  people 
folded  into  the  Torah.  Intertwin- 
ed with  the  rags  of  a  wandering 
Jewish  people  will  be  seen  burned 
scrolls,  burned  pages  of  prayer 
books.  The  Torah  will  be  covered 
by  a  torn  garment  encrusted  with 
numbers  identical  with  numbers 
indelibly  stencilled  on  Nazism's 
victims.  The  numbers  will  be  ex- 
ecuted in  shining  gold  metal  to 
symbolize  purity.

tht  head  of  this  ghastly  procession 
marched  a  monastic  with  banner 
of  the  Inquisition  held  high,  its 
ironical  motto  plain  to  all,  Justitia 
et  Misericordia  (Justice  and  Mer- 
cy). The  monastic  with  banner  was 
followed  by  a  contingent  of  monks 
carrying  a  huge  cross,  alter  which 
inarched  officers  of  the  Inquisi- 
tion •according  to  their  respective 
tanks,  besides  various  church  dig- 
nitaries of  the  Church  hierarchy. 

The  condemned  of  course  were 
last  in  the  procession,  one  by  one, 
but  each  accompanied  by  a  Chris- 
tian "godfather"— usualy,  a  resi- 
dent in  the  town— whose  function 
seemed  to  be  to  return  his  Jewish 
ward  safely  to  the  dungeon  follow- 
ing this  dress  rehearsal.  The  con- 
demned, however,  were  not  the 
very  last  contingent  of  the  dress 
rehearsal.  For  following  them,  it 
seems,  was  another  Christian  group 
of  marchers  consisting  of  devout 
volunteers  who  would  be  charged 
with  the  pious  responsibility  of 
carrying  the  bones  and  remains  of 
Jews  and  Jewesses  who,  while 
awaiting  trial,  had  prematurely 
perished  in  their  confinement.  And 
in  this  particular  instance,  too,  an 
added  feature  of  the  procession 
were  the  effigies  of  the  Turkish 
jews  who  had  been  released  after 
Donna  Gracia's  intercession  with 
Suleiman  but  who,  lor  all  that, 
had  none  the  less  been  "condemn- 
ed" in  -absentia. 

As  Gracia  would  later  be  in- 
formed, the  Ancona  Auto  da  Fes 
would  be  no  minor  instances  of 
such  ceremonial  nights.  The  col- 
onnades would  continue  to  be 
draped  in  black,  as  would  the 
'thrones,"  one  for  the  commis- 
sioner, the  other  for  some  promi- 
nent personage  from  the  prov- 
inces. All  night  long,  too,  a  com- 
mission waited  for  the  prisoners 
to  recant— a  fundamental  "clem- 
ency" dispensation  from  the  In- 
quisition —  for  which  they  were 
promised  their  lives  plus  their 
freedom— or,  amnesty  on  the  island 
of  Malta.  Recantation,  though,  was 
not  enough.  They  wonld  each 
have  to  leave  their  possessions  be- 
hind. 

At  any  rate,  recantation  was  won 
by  the  commissioners  from  no  less 
than  sixty-three  of  the  condemned. 

Twenty-four  held  out,  however, 
spurning  the  baptismal  font  with 
remarkable  courage.  Needless  to 
say,  their  doom  was  sealed.  The 
following  morning,  in  fact.  When 
the  stubborn  ones,  as  they  were 
called,  were  led  into  the  Piazza, 
it  was  crowded  with  spectators  of 
every  variety,  stevedores  from  the 
nearby  wharves,  French,  Dutch 
and  German  soldiers  on  leave, 
peasants  from  the  surrounding 
country  who'd  come  in  by  foot  or 
dray  during  the  night  to  peddle 
their  produce,  and  Princes  of  the 
Church    whose    dazzling  fiacres 


formed  long  stretching  rows  behind 
the  square,  not  to  mention  bearded 
monks  in  long  cassocks  who  had 
even  made  the  "pilgrimage"  for 
the  occasion  all  the  way  from 
Rome. 

The  pontifical  indictment  was 
l  ead  out  by  a  clerk  of  the  Inqui- 
sition from  the  platform.  He  had 
hardly  concluded  when  the  mob 
turned  wild  with  shouts  of  Here- 
sia!  Heresia!  Though  human  life 
was  involved,  the  pitch  of  hys- 
teria apparently  took  on  the  color 
and  mood  of  an  ancient  Roman 
c  ircus,  when  slaves  were  thrown 
to  the  beasts,  or  of  a  Spanish  bull- 
light.  However  it  may  be,  that 
first  day  claimed  the  lives  of  one 
Jewess  and  four  male  Jews.  They 
died  with  the  cry  of  Shema  Yis- 
tael,  on  the  pyre  in  full  view  of 
the  mob. 

Another  Auto  da  Fe  was  held 
two  days  later,  when  two  more 
fews  were  thrown  into  the  flaming 
pyre.  And  on  the  Saturday  fol- 
lowing, still  another  Auto  da  Fe 
was  held,  in  full  regalia,  for  six 
more  Jewish  martyrs.  Then  •again, 
two  months  later,  in  June,  eight 
more  martyrs  were  consumed  by 
the  flames,  on  the  platform,  in 
the  center  of  the  Piazza  della  Mos- 
tra.  And  finally,  five  days  later, 
Saturday  was  reserved  for  the  re- 
maining three  Jews  who  had  stub- 
bornly rejected  all  offers  to  "re- 
cant." In  other  words,  five  sep- 
arate ceremonies,  as  it  were,  had 
been  held  lor  twenty-four  Jewish 
martyrs  under  instructions  of  the 
pope  and  by  direction  of  the  re- 
gional commissioner  of  the  so- 
called  Holy  Inquisition,  as  Donna 
Gracia  was  informed  by  special 
messenger. 

With  travel  and  communication 
slow  in  that  era,  an  era  more  than 
three  centuries  before  telegraphy 
or  even  railroad,  it  took  some  time 
before  she  got  all  the  facts.  Of 
the  sixty-three  Jews  who  had  re- 
canted and  were  to  be  transferred 
to  the  island  of  Malta,  some  man- 
aged to  escape  to  another  Italian 
seaport,  Pesaro,  and  to  a  Greek 
seaport,  Salonica,  and  even  to 
Constantinople.  One  of  them— 
Judah  Farago  by  name— had  even 
managed  to  successfully  conceal 
on  his  person  a  message  from  An- 
cona's  Jewry  written  on  the  very 
day  of  the  first  Audo  da  Fe.  The 
history  of  Jewish  martyrology  in- 
deed has  thus  far  disclosed  no 
more  courageous  piece  of  docu- 
mentary evidence  than  the  He- 
brew message  from  the  terrified

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HALF  OF  TORAH  SCROLLS 
FROM  RUMANIA  TO  ISRAEL 
NOW  DISTRIBUTED 

With  the  recent  presentation  oi 
102  tor  ah  scrolls  to  synagogues  and 
institutions  in  the  southern  Negev 
r'egion,  about  half  of  the  3,100 
scrolls  brought  to  Israel  from  Ru- 
mania by  the  foint  Distribution 
Committee  have  now  been  distrib 
uted,  it  was  announced  this  week 
by  Samuel  L.  H-aber,  JDC  Execu 
five  Vice-Chairman. 

The  most  recent  presentation 
was  in  Beersheba's  Struma  Syna 
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gogue,  named  after  the  ill-fated 
tiny  refugee  vessel  on  which  769 
Jews  were  trying  desperately  to 
reach  Palestine  during  World  War 
II.  Forced  by  Turkey  to  leave  the 
harbor,  the  ship  hit  a  mine  and 
sank.  Only  one  woman  was  picked 
up  alive. 

Participating  in  the  ceremon\ 
were  Dr.  Moses  Rosen,  Chief  Rab 
bi  of  Rumania;  Dr.  Zerah  Wahi 
haftig,  Minister  of  Religious  Al 
fairs;  Dr.  Aaron  Greenbaum,  Di- 
rector oi  JDC  Religious  Affairs 
in  Israel:  Chief  Sephardic  Rabbi 
M.  Daharr;  and  Ashkenazic  Chief 
Rabbi  Eliyahu  Katz  of  Beersheba 

Dr.  Greenbaum  outlined  the 
lole  oi  the  JDC  in  effecting  the 
transfer  of  the  scrolls  to  Israel  and 
noted  the  continuing  JDC  program 
of  assistance  for  aged  Jews  in  Ru 
mania,  with  funds  from  the  Unit 
ed  Jewish  Appeal.  He  commended 
the  Oriel  Rabbi  and  Mrs.  Rosen 
for  theii  "inspired  communis 
leadership.' 

Dr.  Wahrhaftig  expressed  the 
Government's  appreciation  for  the 
work,  of  the  JDC  in  the  transfer, 
restoration  and  distribution  of  the 
scrolls.  Man)  of  the  scrolls  had 
to  undergo  considerable  repair  b) 
the  highly  trained  scribes  of  the 
Ministry  of  Religion. 

The  officers  of  the  Struma  Syn- 
agogue presented  Rabbi  Rosen 
with  'a  scroll  designating  him  as 
Honorary  President  of  the  con- 
gregation. The  synagogue  also 
dedicated  one  of  the  torah  scrolls 
to  the  memory  of  Rabbi  Rosen's 
parents.

COOKBOOK  IS  A  BRAILLE 
BEST-SELLER !

A  book.  "Treasured  Jewish  Re- 
cipes," written  as  part  of  a  program 
of  rehabilitation  therapy  by  the 
author  allei  going  blind,  has  be 
come  a  braille  best  seller  of  the  fret 
Jewish.  Braille  Library  of  the  Jew- 
ish Braille  Institute  of  America. 
It  is  in  demand  b\  blind  home 
makers— both  Jewish  and  non-Jew 
ish— in  the  United  States  and  Can- 
ada, and  throughout  the  world, 
including  Israel.  Shaner  Green- 
wald, a  veteran  of  the  Women's 
Army  Corps,  operated  the  Kol  Toy 
food  service  in  Albany,  New  York, 
She  wrote  this  personal  book  of 
Jewish  recipes  from  "forshpeis" 
(appetizers)  to  old  fashioned  ("hai- 
mish")  desserts  after  losing  her 
sight  three  years  ago.  The  book 
has  also  been  recorded  for  the 
blind  and  partially-sighted  who  do 
not  read  braille. 

"There's  more  to  Jewish  cook- 
ing than  chicken  soup."  Miss 
Greenwald  said.  "Mama  baked 
'challahs'  when  she  was  a  girl  in 
a  Polish  'shtetl'.  She  was  taught 
by  a  real  'meiven',  her-  mother, 
my  Bubeh  Sarah,"  Miss  Greenwald 
commented.  "Bubeh  gave  me  reci- 
pes by  example,  telling  me  to  'top 
(feel)  and  'farzich'  (taste).  Hei 
measure  was  an  eight-ounce  'Yahrt 
seit'  glass.  All  of  Bubeh's  recipes 
are  in  the  book  with  that  Old 
Country  flavor  of  the  world  oi 
Sholom  Aleichem  that  is  no  more. 

Shaner  Greenwald  today  is  thor- 
oughly rehabilitated  to  a  vital 
normal  life  without  sight.  She 
does  her  own  housework,  sewing. 


cooking  and  shopping;  she  swims 
and  golfs,  unbetievably,  in  the 
low  70's  with  a  10  handicap. 

The    Jewish    Braille  Institute 
provides  for  the  cultural  and  re- 
ligious needs  of  the  Jewish  blind 
and  serves  thousands  of  sightless 
persons    throughout     the  world 
without  charge.  Its  program  is  en 
dorsed  b)  the  National  Federation 
ol     Temple    Sisterhoods,  which 
founded  the  Institute  arrd  is  its 
patron,  arrd  by  the  National  Worn 
en's  League  ol  the  United  Syna 
gogue  of  America  and  the  Worn 
en's  Branch  ol  the  Union  of  Or 
ihodox   Jewish   Congregations  ol 
America. 

The  Institute's  headquarters  are 
at  110  East  30th  Street.  New  York 
City,  where  it  maintains  a  free 
circulating  library  of  more  than 
1!0,000  braille  volumes  and  an  ex 
tensive  collection  of  full-length  re 
corded  "talking  books." 
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Jewish  community  ot  Ancona.  For 
certainly  if  the  story  of  the  "War- 
saw Ghetto"  in  our  own  era  is 
an  heroic  chapter  in  Jewish  his- 
tory, the  little  Hebrew-worded  plea 
from  Ancona  in  the  bloody  era 
of  Paul  IV  must  equally  stand  by 
itself  as  an  example  of  Jewish 
heroism. 

Without  quoting  it  in  its  en- 
lirety,  let  it  suffice  to  recall  that 
what  Ancona's  Jewry  asked  was 
"to  proclaim  an  execution  for  an 
execution  ...  so  that  the  now 
flourishing  seaport  city  of  Ancona 
should  ultimately  lie  wasted  in 
utter  desolation  .  .  .  that  no  Is- 
raelite should  undertake  to  dwell 
there,  nor  even  so  much  as  merely 
sojourn  there,  for  monetary  gain. 
.  .  .  Let  your  eyes  not  be  lured 
thither  by  commercial  gain  even 
to  the  fraction  of  a  prutah.  .  .  . 
Let  that  harbor  city  turn  into  a 
chamber  of  refuse  and  decay  .  .  . 
cursed  be  he  who  crosses  its  paths. 
.  .  .  Let  the  inhabitants  of  the 
world  know  there  is  a  God  for 
Israel  and  that  we  are  all  of  one 
and  the  same  progeny  .  .  .  that 
their  blood  is  no  redder  than  our 
blood.  .  .  .  Let  them  gape  ...  let 
them  hang  their  heads  in  shame 
.  .  .  for  damned  is  the  earth  be- 
cause of  the  likes  of  them.  .  .  ." 

A  feeling  of  shame  and  horror 
overwhelmed  the  Jewries  in  Italy, 
Portugal  and  Turkey.  Saintly  rab- 
bis proclaimed  a  special  memorial 
fastday  for  the  martyrs  of  An- 
cona and  pronounced  a  memorial 
prohibition  on  meat  and  wine  for 
the  whole  month  of  Abh,  fifth 
month  of  the  Jewish  calendar, 
when  one  whole  day  is  set  aside 
from  ancient  times  as  a  fastday 
commemorating  the  destruction  of 
Jerusalem  and  the  Temple.  Pious 
Jews  assembled  in  their  synagogues 
at  all  hours  during  that  month  to 
chant  appropriate  prayers  for  the 
souls  of  Ancona's  martyrs,  and  the 
book  of  Lamentations  ,as  on  Tisha 
bAbh  (Ninth  of  Abh),  was  recited 
by  many  sympathizers  even  on  the 
Sabbath  day,  when  mourning  is 
traditionally  forbidden. 

Of  course,  thought  Donna  Gra- 
cra  Mendesia,  prayer  is  fine  so 
far  as  it  goes.  But  there  is  no  rea- 
son, really,  why  the  Ancona  affair 
must  be  closed  with  prayer  and 
fasting  or  self-imposed  rationing 
of  wine  and  meat.  The  heartrend- 
ing message  from  Ancona  spoke  for 


itself.  The  Jews  in  friendlier  lands 
can  act  in  ways  other  than  devo- 
tional. Her  attitude  began  to  take 
more  concrete  form,  too,  when  an- 
other message  reached  her.  This 
time  from  the  seaport  of  Pesaro 
whither,  as  noted  earlier,  some 
of  the  "lecanters"  had  managed 
to  escape.  Well,  the  escapees,  it 
seems,  had  only  given  lip  service  to 
recanting,  for  they  now  demanded 
that  Jewish  merchants,  wherever 
they  may  be,  in  the  Levant  and 
elsewhere,  boycott  the  port  of  An- 
cona! Donna  Gracia  agreed. 

Vessels  trading  with  Italian  ports, 
it  seems,  were  to  a  large  extent 
owned  by  Jewish  merchant  marine 
companies  large  and  small,  the 
largest  of  them  sailing  Suleiman's 
flag.  What  the  fugitivies  in  Pesaro 
were  asking— like  their  brethren 
in  Ancoira— was  simple  enough. 
The  Duke  of  Pesaro,  it  seems,  had 
suggested  that  if  they  but  could 
persuade  Jewish  shippers  in  the 
Levant  to  steer  their  cargoes  by 
way  of  Pesaro  instead  of  Ancona, 
and  thereby  help  his  port  earn 
extra  revenue,  he  would  grant 
them  residential  privileges  despite 
papal  pressure  or  other  interfer- 
ence from  the  Inquisition.  The 
widow  proceeded  with  dispatch. 

Her  family  was  one  of  the 
wealthiest  "Marrano"  families  in 
the  Iberian  Peninsula,  long  before 
their  Lisbon  days,  where  she  was 
born  in  1510.  And  though  her 
wealthy  parents  had  been  forced 
to  baptize  her  in  her  infancy,  Ju- 
daism had  been  secretly  practised 
at  home  with  a  fierce  loyalty.  And 
when  she  was  married  at  eighteen, 
her  husband  s  family,  too,  was  af- 
fluent, with  a  banking  business 
reaching  out  into  France,  Holland 
•and  Belgium,  with  ties  so  impor- 
tant that  the  King  of  France  and 
the  German  Emperor  were  more 
than  friendly.  Thus  all  the  relig- 
ious persecution  she  had  known 
from  her  very  childhood  had  not, 
it  seems,  destroyed  the  family  for- 
tune, in  the  final  analysis.  And, 
it  goes  without  saying,  had  earned 
her  some  commercial  standing  in 
the  then  tenuously  linked  Jewish 
communities  scattered  from  the 
Mediterranean  to  the  Atlantic. 

Gracia  now  went  so  far  as  to 
promise  Jewish  merchants  that  she 
would  hold  herself  personally  re- 
sponsible for  any  financial  losses 
that  they  might  suffer  from  boy- 
cotting the  port  of  Ancona  in  favor

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INTERNATIONAL  CONFERENCE  ON  TOURISM 

TOURISM:  MAIN  DOLLAR  EARNER 


Seventy  Overseas  delegates  and 
180  Israeli  representatives  to  the 
International  Conference  on  Tour- 
ism, were  told  by  Israel's  Minister 
of  Tourism,  Mr.  Moshe  Kol.  at 
the  opening  session,  that,  il  a  gen- 
uine cease-fire  came  into  force, 
tourism  would  become  a  common 
denominator  for  cooperation  in  the 
Middle  East.  "Tourism  is  today  the 
country's  main  dollar  earner,"  con- 
tinued Mr.  Kol,  "with  an  income 
of  over  $100m.  Last  year,  and  we 
expect  to  surpass  this  figure  this 
year,  despite  the  disruptions  in  air 
travel  and  the  efforts  of  saboteurs 
to  discourage  people  from  visiting 
Israel.  Tourism  in  February  of  this 
year,  to  Israel,  set  a  new  record, 
proving  the  basic  stability  of  our 
attraction  to  tourists." 

Israel  aims  at  a  goal  ol  eight 
million  tourists  in  this  decade  and 
projects  put  before  the  confer- 
ence, representing  a  total  invest- 
ment of  IL.300m.,  ranged  through 
hotels,  retirement  homes,  spas,  res< 
taurants  and  beach  developments. 
Investors  were  given  the  opportu- 
nity of  participating  in  the  p.anned 
"Hosh"  hostel-hotel  which  will  in- 
volve the  restoring  and  converting 
of  existing  buildings  in  the  Jew- 
ish Quarter  of  the  Old  City  of 
Jerusalem,  close  to  the  Western 
Wall.  Other  opportunities  for 
tourist  attraction  were  offered  for 


the  Golan  Heights  and  the  north- 
east shore  of  Lake  Tiberias,  which 
was  formerly  in  Syrian  hands. 

A  special  luncheon  was  held  on 
the  opening  clay  of  the  Confer- 
ence, whose  guest  of  honour  was 
Premier  Golda  Meir.  Mrs.  Meii 
welcomed  the  delegates  and  prais- 
ed those  who  had  come  from  all 
corners  of  the  earth  to  attend  the 
Conference,  and  for  their  readi- 
ness to  invest  in  the  Israeli  tour- 
ism business  thus  making  it  pos- 
sible for  more  and  more  tourists 
to  visit  the  country.  She  specif  ical 
ly  referred  to  the  "dafka"  tourists 
who  despite  terrorist  attempts  to 
discourage  tourism  to  Israel  and 
thereby  damage  the  Israeli  econo 
my,  come  to  this  country  on  a  visit, 
"dafka"  (in  spite  of)  because  ol 
the  Arabs'  wish  that  the)  should 
not  come.  "The  more  difficult 
things  become,  the  more  detei 
mined  do  we  become  not  to  be 
defeated,"  said  the  Premier,  and 
called  on  everyone  present  to  in- 
crease their  investments  in  tour 
ism. 

The  opening  sessions  were  held 
at  the  Israel  Museum  in  Jerusa- 
lem and  continued  at  the  Acca 
diah  Hotel  in  Herzliah-on-Sea.

ol  tlie  port  ol  Pesaro.  Anyhow, 
within  weeks,  as  it  turned  out,  the 
boycott  on  the  bloody  port  of  An- 
cona  had  gathered  such  momentum 
that  before  2  months  would  pass  it 
would  catch  on  among  all  Jewish 
merchant  guilds  in  Spain,  Portu- 
gal and  Turkey.  Soon,  as  expect- 
ed indeed,  the  wharves  of  Ancona 
which  had  heretofore  ec  hoed  with 
clatter  and  rumble  of  unloading 
cargo,  with  galley  and  sailboat 
unloading  their  costly  burdens 
from  remote  parts  of  the  Medi- 
terranean, suddenly  quieted  down 
considerably.  Sailors  and  long- 
shoremen were  no  longer  seen 
hauling  endless  packs  of  spices, 
rugs  and  costl)  fabrics  from  the 
East.  Instead,  they  were  seen  sit- 
ting around  the  taverns  on  the 
waterfront  imbibing  red  wine  from 
uncooled.  cheap  carafes. 

It  did  not  take  long  before  the 
pope  got  wind  of  the  situation 
back  in  Ancona,  when  his  M'aestro 
di  Camera  showed  him  on  the 
books  that  the  papal  income  from 
Ancona  had  been  falling  off  no- 
ticeably. Soon,  too,  collectore  after 
collectore  confirmed  the  sad  fact 
by  reporting  that  they  found  it 
difficult  to  collect  any  of  the  tax- 
es, assessments,  annates  or  census 
hitherto  accruing  with  praisewor- 
thy regularity  from  the  devout 
Catholics  in  Ancona.  Again,  the 
eighty-year-old  Pontiff  discovered 
that  behind  it  all  was  the  "ac- 
cursed" Jewish  widow  of  Con- 
stantinople. But  he  could  do  lit- 
tle or  nothing  -about  it. 

Despite  her  powers  ol  persua- 
sion, however,  the  Jewish  guilds, 
it  seems,  had  originally  consented 
to  join  the  boycott  for  a  trial  pe- 
riod not  exceeding  eight  months. 
Some  of  them  even  began  to  balk 
before  the  trial  period  had  run 
its  course.  Pretty  soon,  too,  others 
were  flatly  claiming  financial  loss- 
es as  a  direct  result  of  trading 
through  the  port  of  Pesaro,  and 
accordingly  dropped  out.  On  top 
of  that,  moreover,  the  Duke  of 
Pesaro  himself  was  demanding 
more  visible  benefits  for  his  com- 
petitive port,  even  going  so  far  as 
to  threaten  to  expel  the  handful 
of  refugees  he  had  given  asylum. 
Added  to  all  this,  Salonica  mer- 
chants threatened  Gracia  that  they 
would  stay  out  unless  all  Jewish 


shippers  in  Constantinople,  Ach  ia- 
nople  'and  Broussa  joined  up. 

Gracia  remained  adamant.  With- 
in one  brief  span  of  ten  days  she 
had  personally  laid  out  over  10,- 
000  scudi  (a  scudo,  by  our  stand- 
ard, was  valued  at  anywhere  from 
fifty  cents  to  a  dollar)  to  reim- 
burse complaining  merrchants  for 
their  alleged  losses.  Before  long, 
too,  the  Jewish  community  broke 
up  into  two  factions.  One  faction 
stood  behind  the  benevolent  wid- 
ow, the  other  faction  opposed  her 
—and  A\ere  accordingly  branded 
a^  "the  papists."  She  profit  mo- 
tive, obviously,  had  quickly  dis- 
couraged the  latter,  and  Gracia 
had  but  one  final  recourse  left. 
To  bring  the  rabbis  into  the  pic- 
ture. In  her  day,  a  rabbi  was  the 
last  word  in  the  Jewish  community. 
The  rabbi's  role  was  that  of  teach- 
er, of  course,  but  no  less  as  final 
arbiter  in  matters  that  pertain  to 
relations  between  the  Jewish  com- 
munity and  the  "authorities."  That 
is,  king,  provincial  ruler,  local 
duke,  or  whoever  else  had  it  in 
his  power  to  giant  the  Jews  the 
right  of  residence  or— to  expel 
them  from  Ids  domain. 

It  is  noteworthy,  then,  that  the 
widow  was  not  only  able  to  enlist 
the  unqualified  rabbinical  support 
of  the  chancellor  of  the  prestigi- 
ous rabbinical  college  of  Constan- 
tinople, Rabbi  Joseph  Ibn  Lew, 
but  that  of  the  greatest  saints  and 
mystics  of  her  day.  Her  opponents, 
of  course,  whispered  that  she  had 
won  Ibn  Lew's  moral  support  be- 
cause it  had  been  she  who  both 
founded  and  financed  his  theologi- 
cal college.  To  be  sure,  she  had, 
even  as  she  was  financing  the  set- 
tlement in  her  adopted  city  ol  no 
less  than  five  hundred  Jewish  fam- 
ilies rescued  from  Inquisition 
areas.  But  the  whisperers  were 
soon  silenced  when  word  reached 
Constantinople  that  the  supreme 
holy  rabbinical  savants  of  Pales- 
tine —  from  far-off  Safed  —  were 
lending  the  full  weight  of  their 
juridical  authority  to  her  boycott 
of  the  harbor  of  Ancona. 

Nobody  was  bigger  than  Rabbi 
Joseph  Karo,  encyclopedic  author 
of  Judaism's  foremost  code  of  re- 
ligious practise,  Shulhan  Aruch. 
Himself  born  in  Toledo,  his  par- 
ents had  fled  from  Spain  with  him 
at  the  time  of  the  expulsion  of  the 
Jews.

They  mustered  not  only  in 
the  ranks  of  the  Continental  ar- 
my, with  their  firelocks  in  hand, 
lighting  the  battles  of  the  revolu 
tion,  but  on  Sunday  their  eloquent 
voices  were  heard  from  the  pulpit 
and  in  camp  denouncing  not  onh 
as  false  in  principle  but  as  against 
the  true  spirit  and  meaning  of  the 
Scriptures,  the  slavish  doctrines 
ol  "unlimited  submission  and  non- 
resistance",  which  the\  explained, 
had  been  invented  by  crown  syco- 
phants and  court  chaplains  to  flat- 
ter the  ears  of  tyrannical  riders. 
The)  pictured  in  glowing  words 
the  rise  and  fall  ol  the  Hebrew 
Commonwealth,  and  read  to  then 
hearers  again  the  warnings  and 
admonitions  ol  Samuel,  and  the 
references  made  by  the  prophets 
to  the  wrongs  and  injustice  ol 
kings,  and  the  consequential  sul- 
ferings  ol  the  people  because  ol 
their  rejecting  Cod's  established 
rule,  the  government  of  the  people 
as  it  existed  under  Moses.  Joshua, 
and  the  judges. 

"And  the  Lord  said  unto  Sam- 
uel, hearken  unto  the  voice  ol 
the  people  in  all  that  they  sa\ 
unto  thee:  for  they  have  not  re- 
jected thee,  that  1  should  not  rule- 
over  them."  (Samuel  viii.,  7). 

"Now  therefore  hearken  unto 
their  voice'  howbeit  yet  protest 
solemnly  unto  them,  and  shov\ 
them  the  manner  of  the  king  that 
shall  reign  over  them." 

These  and  similar  passages  were 
taken  as  texts  for  the  politico-theo- 
logical sermons  that  were  heard 
Sunday  after  Sunday  throughout 
New  England.  Jonathan  Mayhew. 
in  the  preface  to  his  famous  dis- 
course concerning  "Unlimited  Sub 
mission  and  Non-Resistance  to 
Higher  Powers,"  published  at  the 
request  of  the  hearers,  delivered 
on  the  30th  of  January,  1750,  the 
anniversary  of  the  death  of  King 
Charles  I,  says  by  way  of  intro- 
duction: "ft  is  to  be  hoped  that 
but  few  will  think  the  subject  .  .  . 
an  improper  one  to  be  discoursed 
on  in  the  pulpit,  under  a  notion 
that  this  is  preaching  politics.  Why 
then  should  not  these  parts  of  the 
Scripture  which  relate  to  civil  gov- 
ernment be  examined  and  ex- 
plained from  the  desk  as  well  as 
others?" 


Hebrew  Commonwealth  Held 
Up  as  Model 

By  a  remarkable  and  potent  co- 
incidence the  very  texts  and  argu- 
ments drawn  from  the  Scriptures, 
that  were  adduced  by  the  divines 
co  resist  the  unjust  exactions  and 
illegal  encroachments  of  the  king, 
jnd  which  stripped  the  royal  seep 
ae  of  its  divine  character,  held 
up  before  the  American  people 
the  Hebrew  Commonwealth  as  a 
model  of  government:  so  close!) 
are  the  rights  of  the  people  and 
their  form  of  government  identi 
lied  in  the  books  of  the  Old  Tes 
tament.  The  same  Scriptural  rec- 
ords which  weaned  the  Americans 
from  their  monarchial  affiliations, 
which  placed  the  divine  mark  up- 
on popurar  government,  and  which 
designated  that  form  as  best  cal- 
culated to  secure  the  inestimable 
privileges  of  civil  liberty  also  sup 
plied  the  model  for  its  creation. 

"Rebellion  to  Tyrants  Is 
Obedience  to  God" 

The  framers  of  the  Republic  ol 
the  United  States  did  not  con 
struct  this  government  aftei  the 
model  of  the  then  existing  repub- 
lics, or  alter  that  of  the  great  re- 
publics ol  classical  or  mediaeval 
history.  They  brought  to  their  aid 
the  experiences  of  all  the  past; 
the  entire  science  of  government 
was  their  guide.  In  the  words  ol 
Franklin,  who,  as  an  authority  on 
the  subject,  is  second  to  none: 
"We  have  gone  back  to  ancient 
history  for  models  of  government, 
and  examined  the  different  forms 
ol  those  republics  which,  having 
been  origin-ally  formed  with  the 
seeds  of  their  own  dissolution,  now 
no  longer  exists,  and  we  have 
viewed  modern  states  all  round 
Europe,  but  find  none  of  theii 
constitutions  suitable  to  our  own 
circumstances."  On  the  other  hand, 
the  departments  constituting  the 
framework  of  our  government- 
the  Executive,  Legislative,  and  Ju 
dicial— owe  their  origin  directly  to 
similar  departments  in  the  govern 
ment  of  England,  and  to  the  gen 
eral  form  of  construction  of  the 
then  existing  colonial  governments. 
In  the  spirit  and  essence  of  oui 
Constitution  the  influence  of  the 
Hebrew  Commonwealth  was  para 
mount,  in  that  it  was  not  only  the 
highest  authority  for  the  princi 
pie:  "Rebellion  to  tyrants  is  obe 
dience  to  God,"  but  also  because 
it  was  in  itself  a  divine  precedent 
for  a  pure  democrac)  as  distin 
guished  from  monarchy,  aristocra 
cy,  or  any  other  form  of  govern 
ment.  By  that  means  and  to  that 
extent  it  had  a  decisive  influence 
in  guiding  the  American  people 
in  the  selection  of  their  form  of 
government.

NEW  YORK — Noble  laureate  Rene 
Ca^sin  (left),  Freneh  del^eate  to  the 
United  Nations  Human  Piehts  Com- 
mission, is  presented  a  silver  menor- 
ah  for  his  lifetime  work  as  "a  noble 
champion  of  human  rights'  by  Mau- 
rice Weinstein,  chairman  of  the  B'nai 
B'rith  International  Council.

We  are  naturally  pleased  by  the 
accolade,  but  a  wee  bit  disap- 
pointed in  that  such  exhilarating 
occasions  have  to  date  been  ini- 


tiated solely  b\  us.  "To  date' 
(overs  a  period  of  six  years. 

Each  Brotherhood  service  wc 
have  held  in  the  circuit  has  evok- 
ed overwhelming  favor.  And  we 
are  sure  much  good-will  has  re 
suited— yet  as  Thorn  Billington 
has  aptly  written,  there  is  more 
Brotherhood  prevalent  in  theory 
than  in  action. 

However,  we  -are  not  discour- 
aged by  the  apparent  apathy.  How 
could  discouragement  be  possible

It  was  the  overwhelming  desire 
ol'  Temple  Israel  Sisterhood  to 
make  a  memorable  -and  beautiful 
gift  to  the  Temple  on  its  75th 
anniversary.  Above  all,  this  gift  had 
to  be  of  permanent  value,  to  last 
so  long  that  our  children  and  oui 
children's  children  would  derive 
benefit  from  it.  The  question  was. 
what  is  truly  Permanent? 

Buildings  in  time  crumble.  Gold 
and  silver  and  precious  stones  are 
subject  to  the  whims  of  fortune. 
There  is  nothing  that  a  man  can 
carry  or  see  thai  is  his  forever. 
Only  what  a  man  is  inside  is  his 
to  keep  and  to  transmit  to  his 
children. 

Our  future,  that  of  the  Jewish 
people  and  that  of  the  temple  we 
seek  to  honor,  is  bound  with  the 
education  of  our  young.  Whatever 
we  can  do  to  enhance  that  educa- 
tion and  their  spirit  is  our  best 
investment.  We  have  many  chal- 
lenges right  here  at  home  in  this 
field  and  we  must  rise  to  all  of 
them.  But  there  is  a  small  plot  of 
ground  far  from  here  where  every 
day's  events  are  of  the  utmost  im- 
portance for  us  and  for  our  chil- 
dren. That  place  is  Israel! 

Because  funds  are  limited  high 
school  education  is  not  free  and 
young  immigrants  cannot  afford  it. 

Sisterhood  feels  that  it  is  not  up 
to  Israel  alone  but  to  Jews  every- 
where to  provide  for  the  future  of 
the  young  people  of  Israel,  espe- 
cially those  who  are  refugees  from 
so  many  lands  of  oppression.  We 
feel  that  these  young  people  are 
helping  to  build,  not  only  Israel's 
future,  but  our  own,  because  our 
pride  as  Jews  and  human  beings 
depends  on  that  little  bit  of  soil 
upon  which  the  eyes  of  the  whole 
world  are  now  focused.  Therefore, 
our  sisterhood  is  awarding  schol- 
arships up  to  $1,000.00  to  provide 
for  the  high  school  education  oi 
young  immigrants  to  Israel  through 
the  special  programs  of  the  United 
Jewish  Appeal.  As  a  token  of  this 
major  contribution  we  are  present- 
ing the  Temple  with  a  symbol  of 
what  our  gift  represents. 

It  is  an  amulet,  a  good  luck 
charm.  What  do  we  see  in  it? 
The  ten  commandments,  which  are 
meant  to  be  studied  and  fulfilled; 
the  name  of  G--  which  is  our  duty 
to  raise  up  before  the  world  in 
triumph;  the  hands  of  the  priest 
raised  in  benediction  symbolic  of 
the  role  of  the  synagogue  in  our 
lives;  the  seven-branched  candela- 
brum symbolizing  our  faith  and 
Israel  reborn;  the  horns  of  plenty, 
to  express  our  wish  that  this  syna- 
gogue be  blessed  with  G~'s  every 
bounty.

The  National  Conference  of 
Christians  and  Jews  issued  the  first 
of  a  new  series  of  booklets  that 
will  inaugurate  a  Iresh  drive  by 
the  human-relations  organization 
io  improve  interreligious  under- 
standing. 

Titled  "The  Meaning  and  Con- 
duct of  Dialogue,"  the  31-page 
manual  sets  forth  the  objectives 
and  techniques  of  "dialogue"— a 
long-standing  Conference  tech- 
nique. 

Said  Dr.  Sterling  B.  Brown,  Con- 
ference president,  in  announcing 
the  new  publication: 

"Christian-Jewish  relations  in 
the  United  States  have  been  placed 
under  a  severe  strain  by  the  Six- 
Day  War  of  1967,  and  its  after- 
math. While  the  interreligious  cli- 
mate in  our  country  improved 
immeasurably  after  the  Confer- 
ence was  established  in   1928,  we 


find  ourselves  today  in  what  may 
well  be  a  new  era  of  crisis  in  this 
sensitive  area.  This  booklet  is  a 
new  step  in  the  Conference's  in- 
tensive effort  to  bridge  with  un- 
derstanding the  growing  gaps  be- 
tween groups." 

The  Conference's  long  experi- 
ence with  dialogue  Dr.  Brown 
added,  has  indicated  that,  contrary 
to  fears  by  some  that  faith  would 
weaken  and  conversions  result,  in- 
dividual faith  has  been  strength- 
ened by  the  dialogue  process. 
Says  the  booklet  at  one  point: 
"Lift  the  blanket  of  practical 
problems  that  concern  American 
religious  people  (the  .Arab-Israeli 
War,  intermarriage,  birth  control, 
Vietnam,  black-white  polarization, 
and  such  state-church  controver- 
sies as  teaching  religion  in  the 
public  schools  or  giving  state  aid 
to  non-public  schools),  and  you 
find  deeper  layers  of  religious  be- 
liefs and  internalized  traditions 
from  which  their  positions  on 
these  issues  spring.

Let's  be  honest  about  it  and 
confess  our  own  sins.  And  most  ol 
ours  sins  are  transgressions  of  neg- 
lect, of  omission  rather  than  com- 
mission. It  is  not  in  what  we  have 
done  that  we  have  to  confess  Al 
Cheit,  but  in  what  we  have  failed 
to  do,  or  say,  or  act.  G-d  knows 
that  Israel's  first  aid  and  succor 
of  viabilit)  and  vitality  comes 
through  the  I  J.  J.  A.  In  terms  of 
damim  —  funds  in  Hebrew  —  the 
American  Jewish  community  is  the 
major  partner  in  the  works  of  re- 
demption. But  damim  means  also 
blood.  In  terms  of  the  gut  issues, 
the  blood-life  of  Israel's  posture 
and  image,  there  is  much  more  we 
could  do. 

There  is  too  much  of  a  personal 
disengagement  on  behalf  of  many 
of  those  who  have  joined  the  pa- 
rades of  many  good  causes— some 
better  and  some  questionable— 
but  have  failed  to  respond  to  their 
brothers'  need  in  terms  of  involve- 
ment. Some  small  fringe  Jewish 
followers  of  the  New  Left  have 
even  joined  the  ranks  of  our  foes. 
What  is  necessary  now,  therefore, 
are  the  policies  and  politics  of  en 
gagement:  of  a  public  outcry  in 
acting  and  reacting  to  all  evil  and 
injustice  that  bruises  our  consci- 
ence. For  silence  too  is  evil.  When 
an  El  Al  plane  is  terrorized— 
let's  raise  our  voice;  when  school 
children  are  shelled  in  a  Kibbutz 
and  are  compelled  to  spend  their 
young  lives  in  bunkers— let  us  not 
keep  silent;  when  Jews  are  impris- 
oned in  what  amounts  to  Arab 
concentration  camps  —  let's  speak 
up;  when  Russia's  3  million  Jews 
(I  have  heard  that  figure  for  the 
past  5  years)  are  dying  a  silent 
death  of  soul  because  they  must 
keep  silent— let's  be  their  voice. 

This  must  be  our  response  to 
the  voice  of  conscience  calling  up- 
on us:  "Ayecha— Where  art  thou 
man!"

Return 
to 

Jerusalem

Temple  Emanuel,  Greensboro,  N.  C. 

In  the  year  70,  the  Temple  in  Jeru- 
salem was  destroyed  by  the  Romans, 
and  the  principle  of  existence  and 
survival  outside  of  the  land  of  Israel  was 
forced  upon  the  Jewish  people.  Exactly 
1900  years  later,  our  Central  Confer- 
ence of  American  Rabbis  held  an 
historic  convention  which  began  with  a 
worship  service  in  the  open  amphi- 
theater of  Hebrew  University  on  Mt. 
Scopus  looking  out  over  the  vast 
expanse  of  the  Negev  Desert  and  also 
within  sight  of  Solomon's  Temple. 
The  emotional  impact  of  this  on  our 
group  of  more  than  three  hundred 
rabbis  who  were  assembled  is  difficult 
to  convey  in  words.  The  very  location 
of  our  service  was  thrilling  in  itself — 
being  on  the  original  campus  of  the 
University  and  near  the  Hadassah 
Hospital  which  were  not  in  the  hands 
of  the  Israelis  until  the  Six-Day  War  in 
1967  had  succeeded  in  ending  the 
Jordanian  occupation  of  Mt.  Scopus. 

At  our  annual  convention  in  that  year, 
following  the  excitement  of  victory, 
a  resolution  was  passed  to  hold  a 
meeting  of  the  CCAR  in  Jerusalem  at 
the  earliest  possible  moment  and  this 
month  brought  an  unmistakable 
fulfillment  of  our  desire.  Ours  was  the 
first  major  rabbinic  group  in  the  world 
to  hold  such  a  meeting  in  such  a  place, 
and  the  sense  of  history  in  the  making 
was  deeply  felt  by  all  of  us. 

Our  convention  was  privileged  to 
hear  presentations  by  distinguished 
Israeli  philosophers,  historians, 
educators,  archaeologists,  rabbis,  and 
writers — an  array  of  individuals  who 
are  the  great  Jewish  leaders  and  Jewish 
heroes  of  our  time.  Major  addresses 
were  given  by  members  of  the  Israeli 
Supreme  Court  and  Knesset,  and  the 
Israeli  legislative  assembly.  The 
memorable  list  of  those  who  spoke  to  us 
included  Avram  Harmon,  President  of 


the  Hebrew  University,  David  Ben 
Gurion,  Abba  Eban,  and  our  closing 
session  featured  a  talk  by  Golda  Meir 
who,  in  addition  to  an  extensive 
discussion  of  the  current  political 
situation,  responded  to  pertinent 
questions  asked  by  our  men. 

Rabbi  Roland  Gittelsohn  of  Boston, 
the  president  of  the  CCAR,  expressed 
the  view  that  we  came  to  Israel  to  be 
exposed  to  the  tremendous  erudition  of 
the  land;  we  came  in  order  to  tap  an 
unparalleled  rich  source  of  Jewish 
knowledge  which  only  Israel  could 
provide.  But  more  than  that,  through 
the  press,  radio  and  television,  the 
Reform  movement  was  exposed  to  the 
country  as  never  before.  We  identified 
ourselves  in  support  of  the  many  Reform 
rabbis  and  laymen  who  are  working 
in  Israel  for  the  sake  of  the  progressive 
movement.  Through  our  convention, 
we  identified  ourselves  unmistakably 
with  the  State  of  Israel. 

In  the  question  period  with  the  Prime 
Minister,  Mrs.  Meir  was  asked  about 
what  Israel  is  doing  abroad  to  combat 
Arab  propaganda — a  matter  about 
which  we  all  have  a  great  deal  of 
concern.  She  answered  that  Israel 
cannot  be  expected  to  compete  with 
the  extremely  well-staffed  consulates 
and  embassies  of  fourteen  Arab 
countries  and  the  well-staffed  consul- 
ates and  embassies  of  communist 
nations  around  the  world,  and  the 
American  oil  companies.  Furthermore,

Behind  the 


at  the  United  Nations 

BY  DAVID  HOROWITZ 

UNITED  NATIONS  (WUP)— If  one 
needs  anything  to  be  convinced  that 
this  world  organization  is  one-sided  and 
acts  partially  on  basic  issues  affecting 
right  and  wrong,  all  he  needs  to  do  is 
to  read  the  official  UN  documents 
reporting  on  the  recent  meetings  of  the 
Commission  on  Human  Rights  on  the 
question  of  the  "occupied  territories 
of  the  Middle  East"  as  this  writer 
has  just  done. 

The  immediate  reaction  is  one  of 
shock  and  unbelief,  unbelief  in  the 
thought  that  such  a  vital  body  as  this 
Commission  should  have  adopted,  by 
a  vote  of  only  12  in  favor  to  none 
against  with  16  abstentions,  a  resolution 
against  Israel  absed  on  information 
gained  mainly  and  almost  exclusively 
from  biased  Arab  sources. 

The  official  UN  report,  dated  23 
March  and  captioned  "Human  Rights 
Commission  Condemns  Israel's 
Violation  of  Geneva  Convention  In 
Occupied  Territories,  Extends  Mandate 
of  Working  Group  On  Middle  East," 
opens  with  this  paragraph: 

"The  Commission  on  Human  Rights 
this  afternoon  condemned  'Israel's 
refusal  to  apply'  the  1949  Geneva 
Convention  on  protection  of  civilians, 
called  on  it  to  take  certain  measures  to 
rectify  the  situation  and  decided  to 
extend  the  mandate  of  the  Special 
Working  Group  which  has  been  investi- 
gating allegations  of  human  rights 
violation  in  Israel-occupied  territories." 

The  next  paragraph  notes  that  "a 
resolution  to  this  effect,  submitted  by 
— note  well — India,  Lebanon, 
Mauritania,  the  United  Arab  Republic 
and  Yugoslavia,  was  adopted  by  a 
roll-call  vote  of  12  in  favor,  to  none 
against,  with  16  abstentions." 

And  who  were  these  twelve  who 
wielded  such  great  power  in  maneuver- 
ing into  UN  law  the  viciously-drafted 
anti-Israel  resolution?  Let's  note  them 
for  the  record:  India,  Iran,  Iraq, 
Lebanon,  Mauritania,  Morocco,  Poland, 
Turkey,  Ukraine,  USSR,  UAR,  and 
Yugoslavia. 

Those  who  disassociated  themselves 
from  the  draft  were  Austria,  Chile, 
Democratic  Republic  of  the  Congo, 
Finland,  France,  Ghana,  Guatemala, 
Jamaica,  Madagascar,  Netherlands, 
New  Zealand,  Philippines,  United 
Kingdom,  United  States,  Uruguay  and 
Venezuela.  Peru  was  absent  and  the 
delegates  of  Israel,  Senegal  and  the 


United  Republic  of  Tanzania  announced 
that  their  delegations  would  not  par- 
ticipate in  the  vote  taken  by  the 
32-member  Commission. 

With  this  pro-Arab,  pro-Soviet 
action,  so  satanically  maneuvered 
against  the  Jewish  State  in  the  typical 
Nazi-style  Big-Lie  tactic,  the  world 
organization  has  lent  itself  to  an 
immoral  procedure  against  one  of  its 
innocent  members  by  the  very  fact  that 
it  will  have  to  subsidize  the  three- 
member  Committee — Ceylon,  Yugo- 
slavia and  Somalia — and  encourage  ti 
further  to  procure  fabricated  state- 
ments and  documents  from  biased 
sources. 

No  wonder  the  Israeli  delegation  here 
reacted  with  indignation.  Several  days 
after  the  vote,  it  issued  the  following 
protest: 

"The  imminent  departure  for  the 
Middle  East  of  the  three-member 
Special  Committee  set  up  "to  investi- 
gate Israeli  practices  affecting  the 
human  rights  of  the  opulation  of  the 
occupied  territories'  is  a  further  step  in 
the  Arab  proaganda  campaign  which 
utilizes  UN  machinery  to  promote 
belligerence  toward  Israel  and  to 
cover  up  for  the  oppression  of  Jewish 
communities  in  Arab  States." 

The  Israeli  protest  went  on  to  note 
that  the  Assembly  resolution,  on  the 
basis  of  which  the  Committee  was 
established,  "prejudiced  the  issue  by 
assuming  prima  facie  in  its  preambular 
paragraph  that  there  has  been  violations 
of  human  rights  in  Israel  controlled 
territories  and  by  expressing  in  advance 
disapproval  of  Israel's  alleged  conduct. 
The  resolution  completely  ignored 
the  tragic  plight  of  Jewish  civilians  in 
the  area  of  hostilities  who  were  perse- 
cuted, maltreated  and  deprived  by  the 
Arab  Governments  following  the 
June  1967  war  of  their  fundamental 
freedoms  and  human  rights.  This  was 
undoubtedly  the  reason  why  only  a 
minority  of  member  states  of  the  UN 
supported  the  resolution.  In  fact,  only 
the  Arab  delegations  and  their 
traditional  supporters  voted  for  it  .  .  ." 

"It  is  ominous,"  the  Israeli  statement 
concluded,  "that  the  Arab  States  should 
have  succeeded  in  harnessing  UN 
resources  and  disatching  one  group 
after  another  to  investigate  the  situation 
of  Arab  inhabitants  in  Israel  adminis- 
tered areas  which  are  open  to  the 
scrutiny  of  all,  while  at  the  same  time 
preventing  the  examination  by  the  UN 
of  the  light  of  Jews  in  Arab  States 
cut  off  from  the  outside  world,  as 
attempted  by  the  first  UN  humanitarian 
mission  under  Dr.  Nils  Gussing  .  .  ." 

So,  there  we  have  it!  Nations  remain 
silent  as  the  evil-doers  continue  to 
weave  their  web  of  iniquity.

Architectural  Competition 
Launched  In  Israel 
For  New  Association's 
First  Home  for  The  Aged 

A  national  competition  has  been 
launched  in  Israel  for  the  submission 
of  architectural  plans  for  the  first  home 
for  the  aged  to  be  built  with  the  help 
of  the  recently  established  Association 
for  the  Planning  and  Development 
of  Services  for  the  Aged. 

One  of  the  partners  in  the  Association 
is  Malben,  the  Joint  Distribution 
Committee's  program  in   Israel,  which 
provides  health  and  welfare  assistance 
to  aged,  chronically  ill  and  handicapped 
Israelis,  using  funds  derived  mainly 
from  the  United  Jewish  Appeal. 

Reporting  the  competition,  Samuel 
L.  Haber,  JDC  Executive  Vice-Chairman, 
said  the  new  home  will  be  built  in  Afula, 
with  the  cooperation  and  participation 
of  the  local  community.  It  will  serve 
a  number  of  small  villages  and 
agricultural  settlements  in  the  Jezreel, 
Jordan,  and  Beisan  Valley  districts 
where  there  are  no  such  facilities.  The 
home  will  accommodate  100  elderly 
persons  of  whom  some  75  will  be 
infirm  and  seriously-ill  who  require 
considerable  nursing  care. 

The  home  will  also  serve  as  a  regional 
center  for  community  services  to 
elderly  people  who,  with  access  to 
services  like  "means-on-wheels," 
housekeeping  help,  and  home  nursing 
care,  can  continue  to  live  independently, 
Mr.  Haber  said. 

Formed  last  year  on  the  initiative  of 
JDC/Malben,  the  Association  has  drawn 
up  long  term  plans  which  provide  for 
the  eventual  construction  of  ten  homes 
for  the  aged,  Mr.  Haber  said.  Like 
the  one  at  Afula  they  will  be  built  in 
partnership  with  local  communities  to 
fill  gaps  in  the  nationwide   sytem  of 
care  for  the  aged.  All  will  give  priority 
to  the  care  of  nursing  and  infirm  cases 
and  will  serve  as  geriatric  centers  for 
the  aged  population  in  the  vicinity, 
the  JDC  administrator  said,  noting  that 
JDC  is  contributing  half  of  the 
Association's  five  year  IL  30,000,000 
($8,571,000)  budget. 

Mr.  Haber  pointed  out  that  while 
JDC/Malben's  main  responsibility  until 
recently  has  been  the  care  of  the  aged, 
chronically  ill  and  handicapped  among 
newcomers  to  Israel,  JDC  long  ago 
recognized  that  there  was  a  serious 
shortage  of  facilities  for  the  aged 
among  the  country's  settled  population, 
even  in  the  most  populated  areas  of 
the  country. 

"Through  the  Association's  program 
we  hope  to  assure  the  aged  person — 
regardless  of  when  he  arrived  in  the 
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country  or  where  he  lives — of  proper 
medical  and  social  care,  either  in  an 
institution  or  while  continuing  to  live  in 
his  normal  environment,"  he  concluded.

President  Milton  Perel  noted  that 
recent  surveys  of  the  Beth  Shalom 
Home  have  resulted  in  the  recertifica- 
tion  of  the  Home  as  an  Extended  Care 
Facility  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  for  the  Medicare 
Program.  Additionally  the  Joint 
Commission  on  Accreditation  of 
Hospitals  etended  two  years  of 
meritorious  accreditation  to  the  Home 
as  an  Extended  and  Resident  Care 
Facility.  Mr.  Perel  indicated  that  both  of 
these  endorsements  indicate  the  only 
home  for  aged  Jews  in  Virginia  offers 
care  and  services  of  the  highest  quality 
adjudged  by  the  two  national  standard 
setting  accrediting  agencies. 

During  the  past  year  the  Home  has 
undergone  considerable  internal 
reorganization  to  meet  the  changing 
requirements  of  Federal  and  State 
regulatory  agencies.  As  a  consequence 
Beth  Shalom  Home  is  one  of  a  handful 
of  facilities  who  are  licensed  and 
accredited  to  offer  three  levels  of  care. 

Thirty-one  beds  are  set  aside  for 
licensure  as  Home  for  the  Aged 
Facility  by  the  Virginia  Department  of 
Welfare  and  Institutions.  Sixty-one  beds 
are  now  identified  as  the  Intermediate 
Care  Facility  under  the  Virginia 
Department  of  Health;  24  beds  are  set 
aside  to  provide  services  under  the 
Medicare  and  Medicaid  Programs 
through  the  offering  of  a  skilled 
nursing  service. 

According  to  the  new  standards  and 
regulations,  residents  of  the  Home 
are  to  be  assigned  to  that  part 
providing  the  services  needed  by  the 
residents.  Residents  are  therefore 
transferred  to  different  sections  in 
accordance  with  their  treatment  needs. 

Mr.  Perel  noted  with  great  enthusiasm 
that  the  staff  has  been  upgraded  and 
reorganized  to  meet  these  new 
regulations.  He  added  that  as  of 
July  1,  1970  under  present  state  regula- 
tions and  law,  nursing  home  adminis- 
trators will  have  to  be  licensed.  He 
anticipates  no  problem  for  the  Home's 
administration  staff  since  they  are 
well  qualified  by  experience  and 
training. 


of  milk  and  cheese 
helps  JDC  stretch 
feeding  program 

GENEVA — The  JDC  received  over 
450,000  lbs.  of  powdered  milk  and 
cheese,  valued  at  nearly  $260,000,  as  a 
gift  from  the  Swiss  Government  in 
1969,  Louis  D.  Horwitz,  Director-General 
of  the  Joint  Districution  Committee, 
announced  recently. 

Expressing  JDC's  gratitude  for  this 
generous  contribution,  Mr.  Horwitz  said 
that  without  it  JDC  would  have  had  to 
divert  funds  needed  for  other  vital 
programs  in  order  to  purchase  the 
dairy  products  needed  in  its  feeding 
programs.  He  pointed  out  that  in  1969 
JDC  spent  about  $7,000,000,  or  nearly 
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Greensboro/High  Point/ 
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Steve  Campbell 
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one-third  of  its  budget,  on  cash  relief 
and  feeding  programs  which  served 
some  155,000  people  in  27  countries. 
JDC  receives  funds  for  its  health, 
welfare  and  refugee  assistance  pro- 
grams mainly  from  the  campaigns  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal. 

The  milk  and  cheese  were  distributed 
for  use  in  feeding  programs  in  schools, 
canteens,  old  age  homes  and  other 
institutions  which  JDC  supports  in 
Israel,  North  Africa  and  Eastern  Europe, 
Mr.  Horwitz  said.  The  bulk  of  the  milk 
and  cheese — 275,000  pounds  of  milk, 
and  44,000  pounds  of  kosher  cheese — 
was  shipped  for  use  in  Israel,  where 
JDC/Malben  operates  10  old  age  homes 
with  2,700  residents  and  also  subsidizes 
130  yeshivoth  with  18,500  students. 

Mr.  Horwitz  also  reported  that  JDC 
has  been  notified  by  the  Swiss  Govern- 
ment that  its  allocation  in  1970  will 
include  130  tons  of  milk  and  65  tons  of 
cheese.  While  most  of  this  will  again 
be  used  in  Israel,  North  Africa  and 
Eastern  Europe,  15  tons  of  milk  and 
five  tons  of  kosher  cheese  will  be  sent 
to  Iran  for  the  first  time,  to  replace 
contributions  previously  received  from 
other  sources,  Mr.  Horwitz  added. 

In  Iran,  7,000  out  of  10,000  Jewish 
children  who  attended  a  network  of 
JDC-supported  schools  and  kinder- 
gartens benefit  from  feeding  programs 
in  the  schools,  to  which  the  Swiss 
dairy  products  will  be  distributed, 
Mr.  Horwitz  said. 

Since  the  schools  are  in  session  only 
138  days  out  of  the  year,  a  $25,000 
pilot  project  has  been  initiated  by  the 
JDC  Medical  Department,  whereby  700 
of  the  neediest  children  are  also  being 
fed  on  weekends  and  holidays  to  see 
what  effect  the  added  nutrition  will  have 
on  their  height,  weight  and  general 
health.  Without  the  Swiss  contribution  it 
would  have  been  difficult  to  find 
funds  for  this  project,  the  JDC  leader 
concluded.

she  said  that  Arab  exchange  students 
are  sent  to  a  tremendous  number  of 
colleges  and  universities  around  the 
world  not  to  study.  They  remain  on 
these  campuses  for  a  far  longer  period 
of  time  than  it  takes  to  complete  an 
education  or  to  get  a  degree.  Israeli 
students  have  one  purpose  when  they 
go  away  to  school — and  that  is  to  study. 
Israel  is  currently  trying  to  develop  a 
plan  for  extensive  information  and 
education,  but  for  the  present  they  have 
to  rely  on  the  help  of  people  like 
ourselves  who  are  interested  in  the 


cause  of  Israel.  She  emphasized  that  a 
torch  has  to  be  lit  among  the  leaders 
in  all  of  our  communities  to  help  in  the 
effort  to  let  the  world  know  what 
Israel  means  to  us  and  to  the  family 
of  nations. 

Abba  Eban,  in  addressing  himself  to 
the  same  problem,  pointed  out  that 
"it  is  a  tendency  of  our  age  to  canonize 
and  to  consecrate  violence;  the 
communications  media  have  a  morbid 
obsession  with  violence."  He  reminded 
us  that  "we  have  two  Israels — the  Israel 
of  reality  and  the  Israel  of  the  head- 
lines." The  newspaper  stories  about 
what  is  happening  there  are  very 
deceptive  because  they  concentrate  on 
everything  except  the  growth  of  the 
land  and  the  people.  He  did,  however, 
refer  to  the  fact  that  Israel  bears 
burdens  which  cannot  be  borne  alone. 
Israel  has  more  problems  per  capita 
and  more  problems  per  square  mile 
than  any  other  nation  in  the  world.  He 
concluded  his  talk  with  a  message  of 
resolve  in  which  we  all  shared — a 
resolve  to  enable  Israel  to  have  a  future 
that  is  greater  than  its  past. 

For  those  of  us  who  were  there  in 
such  large  numbers,  we  were  able  to 
experience  Israel  rather  than  to  learn 
about  it.  It  was  our  hope  as  rabbis  to 
bring  home  our  enthusiasm,  having 
come  from  where  the  Jewish  action  is, 
with  renewed  strength  and  vigor.  We 
could  not  help  but  feel  that  this  81st 
convention  was  different  from  any  other 
which  had  ever  been  planned  by  the 
CCAR.  Nineteen-hundred  years  later 
we  returned  to  Mt.  Ccopus  and  we 
captured  the  sense  of  Jewish  history 
which  has  made  the  land  and  the  people 
of  Israel  live.  We  absorbed  within 
ourselves  the  sense  and  the  feeling  of 
Jewish  history  which  is  our  unique 
legacy  to  teach.

BODIES 

WASHINGTON— B'nai  B'rith  this 
week  announced  the  appointment  of 
three  communal  leaders  as  national 
commissioners  of  its  Hillel  Foundations 
and  a  fourth  as  a  national  commissioner 
of  the  B'nai  B'rith  Youth  Organization. 

Named  by  Dr.  William  A.  Wexler, 
president  of  B'nai  B'rith,  they  will  serve 
through  1971. 

The  new  Hillel  commissioners  are: 

Victor  Carter  of  Los  Angeles,  a  past 
president  of  the  city's  Jewish 
Federation-Council  and  former  chairman 
of  its  United  Jewish  Welfare  Fund 
Campaign  and  Israel  Bond  drive. 

Leon  Germanow  of  Rochester,  N.  Y., 
a  member  of  the  national  cabinet  of  the 
United  Jewish  Appeal,  the  national 
council  of  the  American  Joint 
Distribution  Committee  and  the  overseas 
committee  of  the  Council  of  Jewish 
Federations  and  Welfare  Funds. 
Albert  A.  Spiegel  of  Los  Angeles,  a 
member  of  the  UJA's  national  campaign 
cabinet  and  the  board  of  the  American 
Joint  Distribution  Committee  and  a 
vice-president  of  the  Los  Angeles 
Jewish  Federation-Council. 

Isadore  A.  Bogis  of  Vineland,  N.  J., 
the  new  BBYO  commissioner,  is  a 
member  of  the  board  of  governors  of 
B'nai  B'rith's  Middle  Atlantic  district 
and  president  of  the  Rutgers-Douglass 
Hillel  Building  Corporation. 

Jewish  and  Arab  Students 
In  ORT-lsrael  Network 

Peaceful  and  progressive  co-exist- 
ence between  Jewish  and  non-Jewish 
citizens  is  a  fact  of  everyday  life  in 
virtually  every  sphere  in  Israel.  A 
graphic  example  is  found  in  the  field 
of  education:  here  the  experience  of 
ORT  schools,  in  which  there  are  several 
hundred  students  from  minority  groups 
(Arab,  Druze,  Circassian),  is 
particularly  relevant. 

Some  of  the  minority-group  students 
attend  ORT  vocational  high  schools 
and  apprenticeship  centers  with 
predominantly  Jewish  student  bodies. 
Others  attend  ORT  vocational  high 
schools  which  serve  minority  groups 
exclusively,  such  as  ORT-Nazareth  for 
Arab  boys,  ORT-Abu  Ghosh  for  Arab 
boys  and  girls  and  ORT-lsifya  for  Druze 
boys  and  girls. 

The  attitudes  of  the  Druze  and 
Circassian  minorities  are  somewhat 
different  from  those  of  the  Arab 
minority.  The  Druze,  especially,  have 


demonstrated  outstanding  loyalty  to  the 
State  of  Israel  from  its  inception.  Druze 
service  (a  duty  from  which  Israeli 
Arabs  are  exempt)  and  Druze  border 
police  have  helped  establish  the  proud 
record  of  this  legendary  corps. 

The  Circassians  are  a  small  Moslem 
sect,  originating  in  the  Caucasus,  which 
settled  in  the  Holy  Land  about  100 
years  ago.  By  tradition,  they  lead  a 
placid  existence  in  a  few  small  hill 
villages  in  the  Galilee. 

Of  greatest  interest,  perhaps,  are  the 
ORT  schools  in  which  Israeli  Arabs 
form  a  minority  student  group.  Without 
exception,  the  directors  of  these 
schools  say  personal  relations  between 
Jewish  and  Arab  youngsters  are  good, 
and  in  some  cases,  excellent.  From  time 
to  time,  an  Arab  pupil  may  experience 
initial  adjustment  problems,  but  these 
are  not  always  because  he  is  studying  in 
a  predominantly  Jewish  school.  If  they 
are,  however,  school  directors  and 
teachers  take  prompt  corrective  action 
— which  usually  begins  with  a  quiet 
reminder  to  the  Jewish  students  that, 
being  in  the  majority,  they  have  an 
obligation  to  make  the  Arab  boy  or  girl 
feel  accepted  and  at  ease. 

"As  a  rule,"  says  Avigdor  Schachan, 
Director  of  the  ORT-Zale  Vocational 
High  School  in  Lod,  "serious  adjust- 
ment problems  stem  from  some  other 
source.  In  Lod,  an  Arab  boy  is  more 
likely  to  strike  up  a  friendship  with  a 
Jewish  boy  than  with  another  Arab.  And 
this  friendship  goes  beyond  the 
schoolyard  into  leisure  hours  'on  the 
street'  and  often  into  the  homes." 

ORT-Zale  undoubtedly  reflects  the 
town  of  Lod  itself,  in  which  amity 
between  Jewish  and  Arab  citizens  has 
long  been  the  rule.  Most  of  the  Jews 
came  to  Lod  as  new  immigrants  after 
1948,  while  most  of  the  Arabs  had  been 
established  there  for  generations.  The 
two  groups  adapted  themselves 
peaceably  to  modern  Lod's  way  of  life. 
An  expression  of  this  good  will  is  on 
the  door  of  Avigdor  Shachan's  office — 
a  finely-wrought  silver  mezzuzah, 
presented  by  the  grandfather  of  one  of 
the  Arab  pupils. 

If  close  friendships  and  socializing 
after  school  are  less  the  rule  at  the 
ORT-Lvovitch  Technical  Center  in 
Natanya,  it  may  be  because  the  Arab 
students  there  live  in  villages  some 
distances  away,  making  after-school 
more  difficult.  Daily  classroom  and 
workshop  relations,  however,  are 
very  good. 
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Let's 
go 

fishing . . .

Why  not  start  the  new  fishing  season 
by  decidingjhat  this  is  the  year  to  catch 
a  fish  big  enough  to  make  the  record 
books? 

Almost  all  state  conservation 
departments  record  large  fish  taken 
from  a  state's  waters.  Eligible  species 
include  almost  every  fish  in  the  United 
States,  and  how  you  catch  the  fish  isn't 
important  as  long  as  it  was  by  a  legal 
sport  fishing  method. 

How  do  you  go  about  finding  and 
catching  a  trophy  fish?  Well,  the  angling 
authorities  at  Mercury  outboards 
suggest  that  there  are  proven  tech- 
niques for  locating  big  fish,  methods 
followed  by  expert  anglers. 

An  important  first  step  is  to  decide 
which  record  you  want  to  break. 
Study  information  about  your  state's 
present  record  catches,  and  decide 
which  fish  you  intend  to  pursue.  Then 
concentrate  all  your  efforts  toward 
catching  that  kind  of  fish.  Read  all 
available  material  about  your  quarry. 
Visit  state  fishery  biologists  and  learn 
what  they  know  about  your  fish,  and 
where  the  best  angling  might  be  found. 

Next,  narrow  the  number  of  places 
you  intend  to  fish  to  several  promising 
bodies  of  water.  Limit  all  fishing  to 
those  places  which  are  the  most  likely 
spots  for  big  fish.  Study  each  lake  or 
stream  keeping  in  mind  the  things 
you've  learned  from  prior  reading  and 
discussion. 

As  for  fishing  methods,  try  everything! 
Record-breaking  fish  from  one  mid-west 
state  last  year  were  taken  by  a  number 
of  techniques  including  lures,  live  bait, 
fly  rods  and  bait  casting  equipment. 

Of  course,  be  familiar  with  your 
state's  requirements  for  having  a  fish 
checked  for  possible  entry  in  the  record 
book.  One  precaution  from  the  boys 
at  Mercury:  don't  clean  the  fish  until 
its  weight  has  been  verified.

The  rewards  for  catching  a  record- 
size  fish  aren't  much  beyond  personal 
satisfaction,  admiration  from  other 
anglers,  and  expertis  gained  as  a  result 
of  your  effort.  The  big  reward  is  the 
fun  you  had  going  fishing. 

New  Book  Maintains 
Talmud  Underwent 
Continuous  Process  Of 
Formation  Until  End 
Of  8th  Century 

On  the  basis  of  internal  and  external 
evidence,  the  generally  accepted  view 
dating  the  composition  of  the  Talmud 
in  the  fifth  century  was  demonstrated 
to  be  untenable  by  Dr.  Meyer  S. 
Feldblum,  associate  professor  of 
Talmudic  literature  at  Yeshiva  University 
and  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
of  Bernard  Revel  Graduate  School. 

Writing  in  his  new  book,  Talmudic 
Law  and  Literature,  Dr.  Feldblum 
maintains  that  the  Talmud  "is  not  the 
product  of  any  single  redaction,  but 
rather  the  end  result  of  a  long, 
continuous  process  of  development," 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  eighth 
century.  This  approch  has  led  the 
author  to  reevaluate  several  central 
premises,  prevalent  for  more  than  seven 
hundred  years,  concerning  the  nature, 
evolvement,  and  interpretation  of 
the  Talmud. 

Dr.  Feldblum  shows,  through  an 
examination  of  various  sections  of 
Gittin,  the  tractate  deaJing  with  divorce 
laws,  that  the  material  which  entered 
the  Talmud  between  500  and  800, 
"greatly  affected  the  earlier  material, 
both  qualitatively  and  quantitatively." 

"The  concept  of  the  continuous 
formation  of  the  Talmud,"  Dr.  Feldblum 
said,  "has  far-reaching  consequences 
for  the  clarification  of  rabbinic  law  and 
thought,  as  well  as  for  the  accurate 
utilization  of  Talmudic  sources  by 
the  historian."

Man  is  the  most  dangerous  animal 
in  the  world. 

His  plunder  has  exterminated  entire 
species  of  life.  His  carelessness  has 
clogged  waterways.  His  technology  has 
darkened  skies.  He  has  even  developed 
the  power  to  destroy  every  living  thing 
on  earth. 

Yet  it  appears  that  his  end  will  be 
marked,  as  T.  S.  Eliot  said,  "not  with  a 
bang  but  a  whimper."  If  he  continues 
on  his  present  course  man  will  choke 
his  existence  with  in  a  few  decades 
through  his  policy  of  pollution. 

It  is  this  frightening  prospect  which 
has  awakened  the  nation  to  its  peril. 
The  environment  has  become  one  of 
the  top  issues  of  the  new  decade, 
because  it  is  obvious  that  steps  must  be 
taken  immediately  to  protect  and 
restore  it. 

I  am  heartened  by  the  great  response 
to  the  environmental  crisis  from 
Minnesota  citizens.  It  is  clear  that 
sentiment  favors  quick  action  to  correct 
the  wrong  of  past  generations. 
Minnesota  has  too  much  to  lose  to  be 
apathetic  about  the  pollution  problem. 
Our  matchless  lakes  and  forests  are  too 
precious  to  be  forfeited  for 
expediency's  sake. 

Man's  laziness  caused  the  trouble. 
It  was  simple  to  dump  our  wastes  into 
the  nearest  stream.  Pesticides  seemd 
preferable  to  pests.  For  raw  materials,  it 
was  easy  to  cut  into  the  woods  or 
gouge  holes  in  the  land.  Automobiles 
and  industry  filling  the  air  with  soot 
were  secondary  to  land  transportation 
and  big  profit. 


Little  consideration  was  given  in 
years  past  to  the  long-range  effects  of 
this  indiscriminate  torture  to  our 
environment.  Now  we  are  paying  for  it 
with  dirty  air,  foul  rivers  and  dying 
lakes. 

In  order  to  reverse  this  disturbing 
trend,  it  is  imperative  that  we  consider 
the  ecological  impact  of  our  technology, 
and  turn  that  technology  toward 
solving  the  problems  created  by  its 
careless  use.  Part  of  this  must  be  done 
through  legislation.  I  am  co-sponsoring 
many  bills  dealing  with  environmental 
improvement,  and  will  support  every 
worthwhile  measure  dealing  with  the 
subject. 

I  expect  Congress  to  act  affirmatively 
on  this  front  in  1970.  Instead  of 
promises,  we  need  action.  Some 
legislation  in  this  field  has  been 
hamstrung  by  a  lack  of  funds.  I  believe 
we  must  allocate  a  larger  proportion 
of  our  budget  to  this  pressing  problem. 

In  the  meantime,  the  individual 
citizen  can  make  an  important  contri- 
bution. We  can  determine  to  do 
everything  we  personally  can  to  fight 
pollution  and  to  preserve  our  surround- 
ings. We  can  be  careful  rather  than 
careless  with  our  natural  resources. 
We  can  lower  our  litter  rate. 

With  this  increased  emphasis  and 
enthusiasm  we  can  begin  to  solve  our 
environmental  problems  and  to  return 
better  living  conditions  to  our  outdoors. 
Then  man  would  not  be  so  dangerous 
to  himself.

Barry  was  a  student  delegate  for  the 
United  States  at  International  Con- 
ferences in  Zagreb,  Yugoslavia  and  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Brazil. 

He  hitch-hiked  all  over  Europe,  into 
Russia  and  Yugoslavia  four  times. 
For  the  Greensboro  Daily  News  he 
covered  the  1952  Helsinki  Olympic 
Games  and  for  WOR  he  covered  the 


Batista  overthrow  in  Havana,  arriving 
in  the  capitol  before  Castro!  Some  of 
his  live  coverage  was  relayed  by 
telephone  from  convenient  phone 
booths  there!  He  broadcast  from  the 
Liberty  City  race  riot  area  of  Miami 
during  the  1968  Republican  Convention 
in  that  city.  He  did  his  reporting  from 
an  all-Negro  bar. 

Refreshingly  frank,  this  good  looking 
and  lanky  North  Carolinian  gets  to  his 
subject  with  the  advantage  of  a 
conversational  knowledge  of  twenty-one 
languages  This  was  recently  demon- 
strated when  he  conversed  in  that  many 
tongues  with  21  members  of  the  New 
York  Police  Department — and  translated 
himself  and  them  simultaneously 
to  his  listeners! 

Looking  something  like  a  young 
Lincoln,  with  deep-set,  understanding 
brown  eyes  and  a  disarming  smile, 
he  approaches  the  subject  in  the 
homespun  manner  of  a  Will  Rogers. 
Just  a  touch  of  accent  gives  his  voice  a 
melodious  timbre  but  his  command 
of  the  language  and  his  "Farberesque" 
instant-similies  make  him  unique  and 
fascinating.  As  a  sophisticated 
ex-newspaperman  for  the  Greensboro 
Daily  News,  he  has  the  reporter's 
inquiring  pursuit  of  the  point.  It  was 
while  he  was  a  reporter  and  on  the 
Austrian  border  that  he  covered  the  flow 
of  refugees  in  the  aftermath  of  the

RETIREMENT 

VILLAGES 

AND 

ATTITUDES 

OF 

ITS 

RESIDENTS 

In  recent  years  a  number  of  private 
housing  developments  as  well  as  a  few 
public  housing  projects  have  been  built 
exclusively  for  older  people.  This  is 
what  we  might  call  age-segregated 
housing. 

Some  of  those  who  take  a  position 
for  age-segregated  housing  infer  that 
living  in  such  an  ecological  setting 
somehow  insures  more  contact  with 
family  and  other  young  persons.  Family 
research  specialists,  on  the  other  hand, 
feel  that  the  contemporary  family  is  so 
mobile  that  constant  contact  with 
primary  relatives  is  difficult,  regardless 
of  where  the  parent  lives.  Much 
research  has  been  undertaken  which 
tends  to  refute  the  importance  of 
contact  by  the  elderly  with  children. 

Those  who  support  age-segregated 
housing  of  the  elderly  contend  that 
there  are  significant  changes  in 
individual  needs  and  capacities  for  this 
group,  and  that  these  can  be  served 
better  in  a  community  geared  especially 
to  older  persons.  They  maintain  that,  as 
many  individuals  grow  older,  there  is 
gradual  loss  of  energy  level,  with  a 
consequent  wish  for  less  responsibility 
and  fewer  chores.  Hence  a  planned 
community  which  assumes  these  tasks 
may  be  functional  for  the  adjustment  of 
this  group.  The  proponents  of  these 
communities  claim  that  it  is  possible 
to  increase  social  and  community 
participation  by  maximizing  accessi- 
bility. There  is  also  economic  saving  in 
large,  single-purpose  communities  that 
may  bring  the  aging  groups  more  value 
than  is  possible  in  urban  age-integrated 
housing. 


Value  of  Planned 
Communities 

A  study  was  made  of  a  retirement 
community  located  in  the  Los  Angeles 
metropolitan  area,  it  is  priced  to  attract 
those  in  the  middle  and  upper  income 
groups,  those  within  perhaps  the  top  10 
percent  of  the  aged  population. 

A  sample  of  individuals  who  were 
about  to  move  into  this  retirement 
community  was  selected  and  inter- 
viewed. The  second  phase  consisted  of 
interviewing  the  same  people, 
approximately  one  year  after  they 
moved,  to  note  any  changes  in  attitudes 
and  to  ascertain  their  satisfactions 
and  dissatisfactions. 

The  age  distribution  of  the  population 
which  moved  into  this  retirement  village 
does  not  correspond  with  that  expected 
in  the  usual  retirement  community. 

About  39  percent  of  the  respondents 
were  less  than  65  years  of  age,  46 
prcent  were  between  the  ages  of  65 
and  75,  and  approimately  15  percent 
were  over  75. 

Retired  or 
Semi-Retired . . .  ? 

A  distinctive  characteristic  of  this 
retirement  community  population  is  that 
it  did  not,  at  the  time  of  moving, 
consist  only  of  retired  people. 
Twenty-six  percent  of  the  in-moving 
population  was  not  yet  retired,  though 
more  than  one-third  of  this  nonretired 
group  were  over  the  age  of  65.  However, 
subsequent  to  the  move,  81  percent 
were  reported  as  retired.  Therefore, 
while  many  were  not  retired  at  the  time 
of  moving,  they  were  looking  forward 
to  the  move  with  the  idea  of  retiring. 

Almost  three-fourths  reported  that 
ttiey  never  wanted  to  work  again, 
three-fifths  stated  that  they  did  not  miss 
doing  a  good  job,  have  trouble  keeping 
occupied,  or  miss  people  at  work. 
Most  reported  that  there  had  been  no 
change  in  their  attitudes  on  these 
matters  since  moving  to  the  retirement 
village. 

For  those  who  did  report  change,  it 
was  in  the  direction  of  accentuating  the 
advantages  of  leisure  over  work. 
Interestingly,  women  had  more  prob- 
lems in  this  regard  than  men. 

The  decision  to  move  to  a  particular 
leisure  village  was  made  because  of 
specific  advantages  offered,  either 
financial  or  physical,  rather  than  for 
social  or  family  reasons.  They  liked  the 
setup  or  they  liked  the  package  deal. 

Before  the  move  they  had  anticipated 
problems  in  social  interaction.  Three- 
fifths  of  the  men  and  a  few  more  of  the 
women  were  concerned  that  there  might 
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be  too  much  organized  social  activity 
and  that  they  would  not  have  privacy. 

A  Year  Later 

After  the  move,  three-fourths  were 
very  pleased  initially  with  their  new 
community  and  only  10  percent  were 
disappointed.  The  physical  setting  and 
the  social  relationships  were  pointed 
out  as  features  most  liked  immediately. 
Ninety-five  percent  listed  these  first 
among  features  they  liked,  despite  the 
fact  that  social  relationships  were  of 
most  concern  prior  to  moving. 

The  lack  of  shopping  facilities  and 
services  was  the  most  disappointing 
feature.  (These  features  have  been 
considered  in  the  development  of  the 
village  at  the  N.  C.  Jewish  Home.) 
At  the  end  of  a  year  of  residence,  the 
activities  (golf,  bridge,  etc.),  the 
people,  the  way  of  life,  and  the  general 
atmosphere  were  items  noted  as  most 
pleasant. 

Those  who  expressd  disappointment, 
mentioned  chiefly  the  people,  the 
management  and  the  location.  Women 
were  more  likely  to  name  these  as  a 
major  source  of  dissatisfaction.  The 
physical  aspects  of  the  community, 
such  as  workmanship  of  some  of  the 
construction,  the  lack  of  shrubbery  or 
the  lack  of  facilities,  were  mentioned  by 
those  who  expressed  disappointment. 

Members  of  this  group  seemed  to 
have  close  family  ties  but  did  not 
believe  that  parents  should  interfere 
with  the  opportunities  of  children  even 
if  this  meant  that  they  had  to  move 
away.  Over  three-fourths  of  the  residents 
had  relatives,  mostly  children,  living 
in  the  area.  Generally,  they  maintained 
contact  about  once  a  week  or  more 
frequently,  which  was  about  the  same 
as  previously. 

The  Meaning 
Of  Activities 

As  a  group,  they  tended  to  be 
extroverted  and  activity-oriented  by  the 
definition  of  the  number  of  things  they 
were  doing.  They  found  reassurance  in 
the  companionship  of  contemporaries 
similar  to  themselves  in  socio-economic 
status  and  with  similar  problems  of 
adjustment  to  new  roles.  They  com- 
mented that,  "It's  a  good  quality  of 
people  who  live  here." 

In  general,  there  seemed  to  be  a 
move  in  the  direction  on  disengagement 
from  many  responsibilities  of  former 
years,  but  at  the  same  time  the  main- 
tenance of  a  level  of  activity  that  kept 
them  occupied.  They  expressed  a  need 
for,  and  a  pride  in,  being  kept  busy, 
but  not  in  working. 


Those  who  saw  positives  in  their 
current  age  commented  on  peace  of 
mind,  freedom  from  responsibility, 
leisure  and  security.  All  are  passive, 
disengaged  types  of  reason,  yet  these 
people  were  engaged  in  many  activities. 

The  overwhelming  negative  aspect  of 
their  current  age  was  health  status  and 
concern  about  their  future  health. 

Most  of  them  said  they  felt  "blue" 
less  frequently  since  the  move, 
although  this  change  was  not  as 
characteristic  for  the  women  as  for  the 
men.  Both  men  and  women  indicated 
greater  happiness  since  the  move  and 
less  loneliness  and  the  majority  felt 
that  they  had  made  the  right  decision. 

This  study,  while  relating  to  the  Los 
Angeles  area  is  similar  to  studies  of 
other  well  planned  communities  in 
different  parts  of  the  country.  The 
comments  and  opinions  of  retirees  and 
semiretirees  residing  in  these  com- 
munities parallel  the  thought  expressed 
in  this  article,  demonstrating  a  need 
for  other  well  planned  retirement 
communities  that  will,  in  time,  be 
integrated  into  the  total  community. 
A  community  developed  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  medically  oriented  Home  helps  to 
eliminate  the  negative  aspect  relating  to 
future  health  needs.

The  observance  of  the  Passover 
Festival  demonstrates  the  identification 
of  history  and  religion  in  the  Jewish 
tradition,  whereas  in  other  universal 
faiths,  it  is  the  spiritual  experiences  of 
an  exalted  person  or  being  that 
constitutes  the  foundation  and  center 
of  revelation.  The  people  as  such  are 
the  source  and  basis  of  spiritual  growth 
and  development.  The  biblical  story  of 
ancient  Israel  is  more  than  a  recitation 
of  chance  events.  It  shows  how  an 
ancient  people  dweling  in  the  darkness 
of  bondage  was  guided  to  the  freedom 
without  which  its  innate  spiritual 
capacities  could  not  have  been  brought 
to  the  light  that  made  it  a  blessing  to 
a  world  in  need  of  divine  teachings  as 
was  promised  to  its  earliest  patriarchs. 

Enslavement  of  body  also  chained  the 
people's  spirit  even  as  the  message  of 
Moses  could  not  be  listened  to  by  them 
because  of  "impatience  of  spirit  and 
cruel  bondage"  as  we  are  told  in 
Exodus  6:9.  Physical  liberation  had  to 
precede  spiritual  preparation.  The 


people  to  become  bearers  of  a  banner 
of  light  and  knowledge  had  to  be  led  to 
a  revelation  that  would  teach  a  religion 
in  which  the  supremacy  of  human 
ideals  and  values  are  identified  with 
faith  in  the  God  who  made  himself 
known  at  Mount  Sinai  as  the  One  who 
brought  the  people  "out  of  the  house 
of  bondage"  (Exodus  20:2). 

Deepest  darkness  often  precedes  the 
light  of  dawn.  Moses  himself  was  in 
the  darkness  of  a  Midianite  desert 
before  he  beheld  the  illumination  of 
light  of  a  burning  bush  whose  brilliance 
enchanted  him  by  its  continuous 
brightness.  Even  so,  the  light  emanating 
from  the  spirit  of  an  entire  people 
brightened  its  existence  so  that  from  it 
came  the  teachings  so  necessary  for 
a  humanity  seeking  the  blessings  of  the 
better  life  to  which  all  of  the  world's 
peoples  are  entitled.  Ignorance  and 
poverty,  disease  and  degradation  can 
eventually  be  reduced,  if  not  eventually 
altogether  eliminated,  as  obstacles  in 
the  way  to  the  betterment  of  human 
existence  as  the  result  of  the  accept- 
ance of  teachings  that  had  their  source 
in  the  liberation  of  the  people  of  Israel 
from  the  bondage  of  body  and  soul, 
and  the  attainment  of  the  freedom  which 
Jewish  people  everywhere  celebrate 
with  the  Passover  Festival.

"It  wouldn't  change  anything,"  said 
Mel. 

"Nobody  would  care  much.  They 
only  care  about  money  anyway — not 
people,"  said  Robert. 

"Israel's  so  far  away,  I  don't  feel 
anything,"  said  Gloria. 

"It  couldn't  happen,"  said  Karen. 

"What's  Israel  got  to  do  with  us," 
said  Harold. 

"Even  if  there  were  no  Israel,  Jews  in 
America  would  be  safe,"  said  Peter. 

These  children  were  born  in  1956-57. 
To  them,  the  Holocaust  is  a  horror 
story.  It  scares  them,  but  it  is  only  a 
story.  It  didn't  happen  to  them. 

Israel  is  10,000  miles  from  Los 
Angeles.  For  these  children  (and 
thousands  like  them)  Israel  is  a  fairy 


tale  that  begins:  "Once  upon  a  time  . . ." 
and  ends  "They  lived  happily  ever 
after." 

But  these  children,  in  fifteen  years, 
will  be  adults.  One  wonders  if  they  will 
care  then  if  there  is  an  Israel.  One 
wonders  if  they  will  pay  the  bills  for 
armaments  that  keep  Israel  from 
annihilation.  One  wonders  if  they  will, 
to  any  degree  at  all,  define  their 
Judaism  in  terms  of  Israel. 

Eenie,  meanie,  miney,  mo.  Will  our 
children  let  Israel  go?

Three  Asheville  residents  were 
among  104  American  businessmen  who 
toured  Israel  recently  on  a  fact-finding 
trip  called  "Operation  Israel."  Larry 
Mills,  Norman  Sultan  and  Martin 
Belovin  visited  the  city  of  Jerusalem, 
the  Israeli  army  position  in  Sinai,  and 
army  advance  outposts,  one  of  which 
was  at  the  Suez  Canal. 


But  one  of  the  most  interesting  spots 
in  Israel  visited  by  the  group,  they  said, 
was  the  Western  Wall,  or  the  "Wailing 
Wall,"  on  the  site  of  the  original  temple 
built  by  Solomon  and  described  in 
the  Bible.  None  of  the  original  temple 
stands  today,  however.  It  was  rebuilt  in 
the  years  of  King  Herod's  reign  under 
the  Roman  Emperors.  And  still 
considered  one  of  the  holiest  of  Jewish 
sites,  this  one  section  of  the  wall  around 
the  Second  Temple  remains. 

Recent  excavations  have  uncovered 
much  of  this  remaining  section  of  the 
ancient  wall  which  was  made  of  tiers  of 
large  stones.  It  had  been  almost 
covered  by  centuries  of  debris  and 
rubbish.  For  generations,  Jews  from  all 
over  the  world  made  pilgrimages  to  the 
small  part  of  the  "Wailing  Wall"  then 
standing  to  lament  the  destruction  of 
the  temple  and  the  scattering  of  the 
Jewish  nation. 

From  1948  until  the  Seven  Day  War  in 
1967,  Jews  were  denied  access  to  the 
way   by  Jordanian  authorities.  The 
entire  temple  area  was  on  the  Jordan 


side  of  the  "divided"  city  of  Jerusalem 
during  that  time.  New  Jerusalem,  the 
modern  city  built  mostly  by  the  Jews 
after  1948  is  to  the  west  of  the  Old  City, 
and  provides  the  visitor  with  an  oppor- 
tunity to  step  across  almost  two 
thousand  years,  change  in  customs 
and  architecture. 

The  group  heard  a  talk  by  General 
Ezar  Weizman,  minister  of  transporta- 
tion, and  visited  the  homes  for  the  aged 
and  the  Knesset  (Parliament).  They  also 
toured  the  borders  between  Israel  and 
its  enemy  countries  of  Syria  and 
Jordan,  he  said.  They  were  particularly 
impressed  by  their  visit  to  the  Golan 
Heights  area,  which  was  taken  in  37 
hours  of  one  of  the  bloodiest  battles 
during  the  Six  Day  War. 

The  visiting  Americans  were  informed 
that  Syrian  guns  on  the  Heights  poured 
a  ceaseless  hail  of  artillery  fire  into  the 
Jewish  farm  settlements  in  the  Upper 
Galilee  region  before  the  area  was 
taken  by  Israelis. 

More  than  100,000  Syrian  settlers 
abandoned  the  area  after  it  was 
captured.  Archaeologists  have  dis- 
covered the  remains  of  at  least  10 
Jewish  synagogues  on  the  Heights, 
which  now  holds  18  Jewish  kibbutzes. 
He  said  the  excavations  substantiated 
Mishna  and  Talmudic  references  to 
Jewish  settlements  on  the  Heights 
during  Biblical  times. 

Sultan  said  the  tour  was  extremely 
interesting  and  informative.

Barry  Farber  Tells 
Convention  Group 

HELP  REBUILD 
AMERICA!" 

Barry  Farber,  a  Greensboro  native 
who  is  campaigning  for  the  U.  S. 
Congress  in  New  York  City,  called 
for  America's  middle  class  to  help 
the  nation  reorder  its  priorities. 
The  popular  radio  and  TV  personality 
told  the  annual  convention  of  the 
North  Carolina  Association  of  Jewish 
Women,  Men  and  Youth  that  the 
United  States  desperately  needs 
leadership  to  bring  a  national 
austerity,  rebuilding  the  nation 
around  social  services  to  the  needy. 
"If  people  in  the  middle  are  moti- 
vated to  redirect  their  energy  and 
genius  into  social  services,"  he 
proclaimed,  "dissidents  will  join 
them  to  help  rebuild  America." 
America  must  stop  living  in  the  past, 
Farber  indicated,  noting  that 
Americans  can  justly  take  pride  in 
"rescuing  the  world  twice." 
But  "that's  over;  we  won  it;  its  a 
whole  new  ball  game." 
Farber  said  the  nation  has  to  rebuild 
community,  government  and  social 
patterns  "to  reweave  the  fabric 
between  the  races,  between  the 
young  and  old."

at  the  United  Nations

UNITED  NATIONS  (WUP) — A  new 
crises  has  arisen  in  the  Middle  East — 
direct  Soviet  military  intervention 
against  Israel — and  this  world 
organization,  true  to  its  past  tradition 
in  relation  to  the  security  of  the  Jewish 
State,  is  retreating  from  its  Charter

responsibilities  by  refusing  to  take  any 
stand  against  the  real  culprits,  the 
Russians  and  Arabs.  In  the  face  of  this 
serious  situation,  one  wonders  whether 
the  UN  community  of  nations,  under  the 
influence  of  the  Soviet-Arab-Asian- 
African  blocs,  wants  to  see  the  demise 
of  its  sisten-UN  Member  State. 

As  for  the  reports  that  Russian  pilots 
are  now  flying  missions  for  Egypt, 
Secretary-General  U  Thant,  through  a 
UN  spokesman,  made  a  general 
statement  referring  to  certain  "relevant 
resolutions"  but  avoided  pin-pointing 
the  basic  cause  of  the  trouble  pestering 
the  region.  Ambassador  Tekoah  was 
quick  in  criticizing  the  vague  statement. 
"It  is  further  evidence,"  he  said,  "that 
the  UN  is  unable  to  view  objectively 
the  Israel-Arab  conflict  and  to  contribute 
constructively  to  its  resolution." 

The  Israeli  Ambassador  noted  further 
that  "to  condone  outside  military 
intervention  in  the  Middle  East  conflict 
on  any  grounds  whatever  is  a  mis- 
guided attitude  courting  disaster." 

Thus,  once  again,  as  in  1948,  1956 
and  1967,  the  United  Nations  is  showing 
itself  to  be  impotent  by  refusing  to 
raise  a  finger  to  stabilize  the  situation 
in  the  Mideast  region,  that  is,  when  the 
odds  are  against  the  Jewish  State.  On 
the  other  hand,  should  the  Arabs  be  in 
danger,  the  UN  would  lose  no  time  in 
attempts  to  rescue  them  from  defeat 
via  truces  and  armistice  agreements. 

No  wonder  Israeli  officials  in  Israel, 
here  and  in  Washington  are  viewing  the 
present  development,  which  has  no 
precedent,  as  alarming. 

An  Israeli  spokesman  noted  this  week 
that  "the  ruthlessness  of  Soviet  policy 
unfolded  in  disastrous  dimension  in  the 
Spring  of  1967  when,  by  a  series  of 
calculated  machinations,  it  created  the 
conditions  for  the  outbreak  of  war. 
"Russia,"  he  stated,  "Instigated  its 
eruption  by  feeding  Cairo  with  false 
intelligence  reports,  created  the  pretext 
for  the  Egyptian  aggression,  and 
provided  the  military  tools  that  made 
it  possible. 

"The  war  lost,"  the  spokesman  noted 
further,  "Russia  set  about  recouping 
its  losses.  By  shoring  up  Egypt's 
faltering  aggressive  posture  through  an 
unprecedented  airlift  of  weapons  and 
technicians,  the  Soviet  Union  snatched 
away  the  prospect  of  peace.  It  did  all 
in  its  power,  militarily  and  politically,  to 
deflect  the  Israel-Arab  conflict  away 
from  the  peace  table,  back  to  the  field 
of  battle.  The  airlift  was  followed  by  a 
systematic  and  speedy  rearming  and 
retraining  program  of  the  Egyptian 
armed  forces  so  that  within  18  months 
they  were  already  at  a  strength 
surpassing  that  of  1967.

PASSOVER 
EYE 


Editor's  Note:  This  mess- 
age, although  prepared 
for  Passover,  bears  re- 
peating. It  was  read  at 
the  Community  Seder  in 
Danville,  Va.  by  Samuel 
Newman,  M.D.,  D.H.L. 

In  as  few  words  as  possible  I  shall 
extract  the  meaning  of  this  solemn 
occasion  which  is  celebrated  by  Jews 
all  over  the  world. 

Every  civilization,  every  culture,  every 
religion,  cherishes  particular  values. 
A  value  which  has  been  transmitted 
from  generation  to  generation  for 
thousands  of  years  must  also  have  a 
universal  element  to  be  cherished 
so  long. 

The  Exodus  from  Egypt  which  we  are 
celebrating  tonight  carries  a  universal 
element:  that  freedom  cannot  be 
extinguished  for  long  from  the  human 
heart.  According  to  tradition  it  was  the 
women  who  kept  the  hope  of  freedom 
alive    inthe  hearts  of  the  children  of 
Israel  in  Egypt  and  wove  before  their 
eyes  the  dream  of  glorious  nationhood. 

The  towering  figure  of  Moses  is 
spangled  with  particularisms  and 
universalisms.  The  son  of  an  enslaved 
Hebrew,  he  was  reared  in  the  glittering 
court  of  Pharoah,  imbibing  the  highest 
culture  of  his  time.  Yet,  the  chance 
witnessing  of  the  flogging  of  a  Hebrew 
slave  awakened  in  Moses  the  spark  of 
Hebrew  Consciousness  in  his  heart. 

Moses  becomes  the  spokesman  of 
his  people  before  the  mighty  Pharoah. 
His  simple  words — three  simple  words — 
LET  MY  PEOPLE  GO,  ring  through  the 
ages  as  a  confrontation  with  and 
challenge  to  tyrants  and  oppressors 
through  the  ages.  "Let  my  people  go" 


became  the  slogan  of  leaders  of 
oppressed  peoples  and  classes 
throughout  recorded  history. 

Moses,  the  leader  and  moulder  of  a 
nation,  on  the  march  through  the 
wilderness,  transmits  to  them  the  Ten 
Commandments — the  very  core  and 
heart  of  our  western  civilization.  Greece 
and  Rome  made  important  contributions 
to  western  civilization,  but  they  are 
only  a  historic  memory,  but  we  Jews 
still  exist  and  shall  continue  to  spin  the 
golden  thread  of  our  glorious  history. 

The  grand  figure  of  Moses  conveys 
another  particularism  and  a  universalism. 
Moses,  the  architect  of  the  Hebrew 
nation,  does  not  witness  the  hour  of  its 
triumph.  Moses  is  not  permitted  to 
enter  the  Promised  Land,  at  the  head  of 
his  people.  In  this  fact  is  enshrouded 
the  tragedy  of  all  great  visionaries  and 
leaders  of  mankind:  the  unattained 
goals  of  their  dreams.  The  frustration  of 
Moses  teaches  man  that  one  should 
not  refrain  from  undertaking  noble  goals 
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for  mankind  even  though  they  may  not 
materialize  within  his  own  lifetime. 

Individual  man  is  part  of  collective 
man,  whose  burdens  and  dreams  he  is 
to  share.  And  collective  man  is  part  of 
the  Cosmos.  This  thought  has  been 
aptly  and  succinctly  stated  by  the 
ancient  Rabbi  Tarfon:  "It  is  not  for  you 
to  finish  the  task;  neither  are  you  free 
to  desist  from  it."  The  life  of  the 
individual  is  fused  with  the  life  of  the 
whole  of  humanity,  and  the  life  of 
humanity  with  the  life  of  the  Emerging 
Cosmos. 

"We  were  slaves  unto  Pharoah  in 
Egypt."  Of  this  we  are  reminded  in  the 
Bible  innumerable  times.  This  remem- 
brance is  to  teach  us  many  things  but 
time  will  permit  to  allude  to  only  two. 
FIRST,  though  we  are  the  descendents 
of  patriarchs,  great  and  noble,  the 
emphasis  is  on  having  been  slaves  in 
Egypt.  This  is  to  admonish  us  that  we 
should  not  cultivate  racial  pride  and 
notions  of  superiority.  SECOND,  we 
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•  Vitality 
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•  and  many  others. 
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should  always  identify  ourselves  with 
the  oppressed  and  downtrodden  and 
help  them  in  the  struggle  for  a  better 
life.  "Justice,  justice,  shalt  thou 
pursue!",  thundered  the  prophet.  This 
cry  should  permeate  our  Jewish 
consciousness  and  become  the  raison 
d'etre  of  our  Jewish  existence.  As  long 
as  we  cherish  this  hunger  for  justice 
the  name  Jew  has  meaning  for  us  and 
those  who  will  come  after  us.  If  we  lose 
this  hunger  for  justice  the  name  Jew 
will  mean  no  more  than  the  label  on  a 
stuffed  specimen  in  a  zoological 
museum. 

I  come  now  to  the  end  of  my  remarks. 
The  Torah  admonishes  us  to  love  the 
Egyptians.  "Thou  shalt  not  abhor  an 
Edomite,  for  he  is  thy  brother;  thou  shalt 
not  abhor  an  Egyptian;  because  thou 
wast  a  stranger  in  his  land."  (Deut:  23-7). 
Destiny  has  thrown  Jew  and  Muslim 
together  on  many  occasions  and  in 
many  lands.  Our  brethren  in  Israel  have 
no  more  ardent  desire  than  to  live  in 
peace  and  friendship  with  the 
Egyptians.  There  is  room  on  God's 
earth  for  all  his  children.  Muslim  and 
Jew  have  written  a  glorious  chapter  in 
the  story  of  Western  civilization  for 
many  centuries.  Together  we  have 
transmitted  the  classic  heritage  of 
Greece  and  Rome  to  a  Europe  steeped 
in  darkness.  We  may  again  write  another 
golden  page  of  Muslim  and  Jewish 
collaboration.  From  Christemdon  we  ask 
not  charity  or  compensation  for  the 
torrents  of  Jewish  blood  that  has  been 
shed  by  hate,  prejudice  and  ignorance. 
We  served  it  well  as  a  scapegoat  and 
lightening  rod  for  its  frustrations  and 
blunders.  We  only  ask  the  world  to  let 
Israel  live  in  the  tiny  spot  where  our 
ancestors  have  had  an  appointment  with 
destiny;  where  Jacob  in  his  dreams  on 
his  stony  bed  "beheld  a  ladder  set  up

on  the  earth,  and  the  top  of  it  reached 
to  heaven:  and  behold  the  angels  of 
God  ascending  and  descending  on  it." 
I  wish  I  had  time  to  explain  the  rich 
symbolic  meaning  of  this  Biblical  verse. 

To  our  American  friends  we  say, 
please  sustain  struggling  Israel.  No  one 
will  be  harmed  by  Israel's  exsistence. 
We  American  Jews  will  not  be  less 
American  because  of  our  support  of 
our  brethren  in  Israel.  Our  ancestors 
were  compelled  to  make  bricks  without 
straw  and  to  carry  stones,  on  bent  backs 
to  build  the  pyramids.  Let  us  help  with 
bricks  and  stones  to  build  a  rejuvenated 
nation  and  culture  on  the  soil  sacred 
to  half  of  the  human  race. 


In  New  York  City 
RABBINICAL  AND 
CANTORIAL  STUDENTS 
IN  ANTI-WAR 
ACTIVITY 

The  students  of  the  Hebrew  Union 
College-Jewish  Institute  of  Religion 
(New  Yrok  School)  observed  the  seven 
traditional  days  of  mourning  ("shi-vah") 
for  the  students  who  were  killed  at 
Kent  State,  and  for  those  dying  in 
South  East  Asia.  All  classes  were 
cancelled  during  this  period  by  vote  of 
the  faculty.  A  public  memorial  service 
marked  the  close  of  the  period  on 
Wednesday,  May  13th,  at  12:30  P.M.,  at 
the  Hebrew  Union  College  -  Jewish 
Institute  of  Religion,  40  West  68th 
Street.  In  addition,  in  order  to  free 
students  at  this  time  to  intensely  pursue 
ways  of  accomplishing  the  following 
demands,  students  voted  to  replace 
their  academic  responsibilities  with 


other  forms  of  collective  and  individual 
activities. 

The  demands  passed  by  the 
Rabbinical  &  Cantorial  Student  Bodies 
were: 

1.  WE  DEMAND  AN  IMMEDIATE 
CESSATION  OF  ALL  U.S.  MILITARY 
INVOLVEMENT  IN  CAMBODIA. 

2.  WE  DEMAND  THE  WITHDRAWAL 
OF  ALL  AMERICAN  FORCES  AND 
MILITARY  SUPPORT  FROM 
SOUTHEAST  ASIA. 

3.  WE  DEMAND  AN  END  TO  DOMESTIC 
POLITICAL  REPRESSION. 

Beside  direct  involvement  in  anti-war 
activity,  the  students  are  organizing 
task  forces  of  Rabbinical  and  Cantorial 
students  to  work  in  the  community  at 
large,  to  provide  education,  guidance, 
counselling  motivation  and  direction  by 
applying  the  teachings  of  Judaism  to 
the  present  political  crisis. 


SEMINARY  STUDENTS 
CONTINUE  STUDIES 

NEW  YORK,  NEW  YORK— Which 
comes  first — study  or  good  deeds?  This 
ancient  rabbinic  question  acquired  new 
relevance  and  meaning  here  as  students 
in  the  principal  academic  departments 
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of  The  Jewish  Theological  Seminary  of 
America  debated  the  stance  they  should 
take  on  the  current  student  and  uni- 
versity strikes. 

The  question  comes  from  a  central 
Talmudic  debate  between  Rabbi  Akiba 
and  Rabbi  Tarfon.  Rabbi  Tarfon 
maintained  that  action  was  even  more 
important  than  study,  while  Rabbi  Akiba 
asserted  that  study  took  precedence. 
The  sages  resolved  the  difference  by 
concluding  that  study  comes  first 
because  proper  actions  result  from  the 
study  of  Torah  (the  tradition).

Studies  met  independently,  met  by 
schools  with  their  respective  faculties 
and  administrators,  met  in  institution- 
wide  sessions  involving  representatives 
of  all  levels  of  the  Seminary  community. 
Their  purpose:  to  determine  a  course 
of  action  -or  non-action — which  was 
appropriate  for  committed  Jews  and 
which  would  permit  them  to  express 
their  feelings  about  the  extension  of  the 
war  to  Cambodia,  the  death  of  four 
students  at  Kent,  and  the  resulting 
waves  of  revolt  sweeping  campuses 
across  the  country. 

Their  decisions,  hammered  out  school 
by  school,  have  one  common  thread — 
a  thread  that  places  them  directly  in 
line  with  their  rabbinic  forebears:  each 
school,  whether  officially  joining  the 
strike,  eschewing  it,  or  supporting  it, 
made  provision  for  the  continuation  of 
study;  and  all,  while  affirming  solidarity 
with  striking  students,  condemned  both 
violence,  and  interference  with  the 
rights  of  others  to  carry  on  university 
functions. 

The  specific  actions  taken  ranged 
from  that  of  the  Cantor's  Institute,  which 
voiced  its  concern,  but  voted  that 
classes  be  continued  without  interrup- 
tion, to  that  of  The  Teachers  Institute, 
which  voted  "an  official  suspension  of 
formal  classes  for  the  duration  of  this 
academic  semester."  The  Rabbinical 
Department  voted  to  close  "as  a 
demonstration  of  our  solidarity  with  our 
colleagues  at  other  institutions  of 
learning"  but  "to  continue  the  learning 
process  by  moving  'underground', 
holding  classes  outside  of  the  Seminary 
buildings." 

The  Seminary  community,  after 
discussion  lasting  well  into  the  night 
on  several  evenings,  deplored  "the 
President's  expansion  of  the  Southeast 
Asian  war  into  Cambodian  territory." 
They  recorded  their  "moral  indignation 
at  "the  needless  shooting  of  college 
students  at  Kent  State  University;" 
urged  a  "constitutional  confrontation

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regarding  the  President's  right  to  commit 
our  country  to  war  without  a  formal 
declaration  of  the  Congress,"  the 
revocation  of  the  Gulf  of  Tonkin 
resolution,  and  the  withholding  by 
Congress  of  funds  for  continued  fighting 
in  Southeast  Asia.  Decisions  regarding 
specific  action  by  the  several  constituent 
bodies  of  the  Seminary  were  referred 
to  each  school. 

Howard  Lifshitz,  Wilmette,  Illinois, 
who  is  president  of  the  rabbinical 
student  organization,  told  of  his  group's 
decision  to  "strike  but  continue 
studying."  As  future  rabbis,  we  were 
all  aware  of  our  present  and  future 
responsibilities  to  the  Jewish  community. 
We  wanted  time  to  carry  our  message 
and  our  concerns  to  the  community 
now;  and  learning,  to  enable  us  to  fulfill 
our  future  role  to  the  best  of  our  ability. 
We  feel  that  our  'underground 
Seminary'  will  give  us  both.  Through 
it,  we  are  attempting  to  implement  the 
decision  of  the  sages,  and  base  our 
action,  on  study  and  learning." 

Explaining  the  decision  of  his  school, 
Marshall  Portnoy,  native  of  New  Haven, 
Connecticut,  and  President  of  the 
student  organization  of  the  Cantors 
Institute,  said  that  they  had  agreed  that, 
as  committed  Jews,  they  wanted  to 
continue  their  studies,  especially  in  a 
time  of  crisis.  However,  sharing  the 
concerns  of  their  peer  group  with 
present  national  policy,  they  requested 
and  secured  relaxation  of  attendance 
requirements   and  change  to  a  pass-fail 
grading  system  for  the  present  semester 
to  enable  members  of  the  student  body 
to  participate  in  political  activities. 
A  similar  request  has  been  entered  for 
the  beginning  of  the  fall  semester,  so 
that  students  can  carry  their  concerns 
to  the  community  during  the 
congressional  campaigns. 

Sheldon  Lewis,  of  Southfield, 
Michigan,  the  spokesman  for  the 
Teacher  Institute-Seminary  College  of 
Jewish  Studies,  mentioned  the  particular 
problem  of  the  undergraduate  students, 
most  of  whom  are  enrolled  in  another 
college  program.  "We  feel  the  need  to 
show  our  solidarity  with  other  students 
in  our  secular  schools,"  said  Mr.  Lewis, 
"but  as  Seminary  students  and  as 


Jews  we  also  felt  to  diverge — to  do 
something  specifically  in  line  with  our 
own  tradition  and  commitment.  In  our 
decision  to  close  the  school,  and  yet  to 
assume  individually  the  responsibility 
for  fulfilling  our  academic  obligations, 
we  feel  we  have  found  an  appropriate 
resolution  for  our  conflict."

Hsitory  will  be  again  made  in

From  every  part  of  the 
nited  States,  reports  are  coming  in 
detailing  the  activities  and  special 
programs  devoted  to  the  interest  of  the 
United  Synagogue  Forest. 

The  forest,  to  be  planted  in 
cooperation  with  the  Jewish  National 
Fund  near  Sanhedria  west  of  Jerusalem, 
will  adorn  the  slopes  of  an  imposing 
hill,  the  first  to  come  into  view  on  the 
Jerusalem  skyline  as  one  arrives  from 
Tel  Aviv.  It  will  bring  added  beauty  and 
security  to  the  Holy  Land.  Leaders  of

NEW  YORK — We  must  change  our 
attitude  toward  nature  if  we  are  to 
reverse  our  destruction  of  our  natural 
habitat,  a  prominent  rabbi  has  declared, 
in  a  statement  supporting  the  recently 
signed  Water  Quality  Improvement  Act 
increasing  liability  and  penalties  for 
environmental  pollution. 

Rabbi  Marc  H.  Tanenbaum,  national 
director  of  the  Interreligious  Affairs 
Department  of  the  American  Jewish 
Committee,  speaking  on  radio  station 
WINS,  stated  that  "there  can  be  little 
question  but  that  strong  measures  of 
this  kind  are  urgently  required.  But  it 
seems  clear  that  fundamental  and 
lasting  changes  on  the  ecological  front 
will  take  place  only  if  there  is  a 
profound  re-orientation  on  the  part  of 


our  entire  society  in  its  attitude 
toward  nature." 

Rabbi  Tanenbaum  added:  "In  our 
excessively  secularized  age,  we  have 
radically  de-sacralized  nature  to  the 
point  that  it  no  longer  enjoys  any 
special  status  for  man.  Science  and 
technology,  to  survey  and  control  the 
earth,  have  reduced  nature  to  an 
amorphus  mass  that  is  exploited  or 
plundered  in  accordance  with  the  needs 
of  the  day  as  determined  by  man's 
existence  in  an  industrial  society." 


The  Nixon  Administration's  preoccu- 
pation with  Southeast  Asia  must  not 
deter  it  from  providing  to  Israel  the 
"necessary  material"  that  could  make 
the  difference  "between  Israel's 
survival  and  her  ultimate  destruction," 
Philip  E.  Hoffman,  President  of  the 
American  Jewish  Committee,  warned 
as  he  addressed  the  agency's  64th 
Annual  Dinner  May  14  at  the  Americana 
Hotel. 

Mr.  Hoffman  told  an  audience  of 
1,000  that  "Israel's  destruction  would  be 
a  catastrophe  not  only  for  Jews  but 
for  the  entire  Western  world."  The 
Soviet  Union,  he  said,  "appears  to  be 
assuming  a  more  direct  and  substantial 
role  in  support  of  the  Arab  world,  and 
in  the  process  may  be  transforming  a 
regional  contest  into  a  conflict  of 
massive  and  menacing  dimensions."

RABBI  HECHT  LEAVING 
TEMPLE  ISRAEL 

Rabbi  Michael  Hecht  is  leaving 
Temple  Israel  to  become  rabbi  of  Beth 
Am  Synagogue  in  Cleveland  Heights, 
Ohio,  it  was  announced  Wednesday. 


He  will  leave  at  the  end  of  June, 
according  to  Samuel  Strause,  Temple 
Israel  president.  Strause  said  the 
temple's  trustees  hope  to  have  a 
successor  by  then. 

Hecht  has  led  Temple  Israel,  largest 
Jewish  congregation  in  the  Carolinas, 
since  1962.  He  came  here  when  he  was 
26  years  old,  the  youngest  rabbi  at  that 
time  in  the  two  states. 

While  the  total  temple  membership 
is  over  400  families,  Hecht  will  be  going 
to  a  congregation  nearly  twice  as 
large — 750  families.  Beth  Am  Synagogue 
is  one  of  four  Conservative  (Orthodox) 
synagogues  in  the  Cleveland  area, 
serving  about  85,000  Jews. 

Hecht  said  Wednesday  that  he  looks 
back  on  the  past  eight  years  "with  great 
pride  at  the  many  fine  things  the 
temple  has  done  with  our  youth,  our 
study  programs  on  Judaism  and 
our  school." 

In  those  years,  the  temple  hired  its 
first  full-time  youth  director,  Dov  Kentof, 
and  expanded  the  school  on  all  levels, 
The  temple  building  also  has  undergone 
extensive  renovations. 

Hecht,  on  behalf  of  the  National 
Conference  of  Christians  and  Jews, 
initiated  the  inter-faith  "Tour  of 
understanding"  in  1967.  It  will  be 
repeated  this  Sunday  with  five 
denominations  represented. 

Hecht  is  serving  his  second  term  as

The  Israeli  Ambassador  to  the  United 
States  has  warned  that  "Israel  will  not 
be  another  Czechoslovakia"  and  will 
not  hesitate  to  engage  Soviet  pilots 
if  attacked.  He  charged  the  Soviet 
Union  with  being  responsible  for 
continued  war  in  the  Middle  East — 
with  persistently  interfering  with  signs 
of  Arab  willingness  to  move  toward 
peace. 

At  an  evening  session  of  the  four- 
day  annual  meeting  of  the  Anti- 
Defamation  League  of  B'nai  B'rith  at 
the  Waldorf  Astoria  Hotel,  Ambassador 
Yitzhak  Rabin  declared  that  Israel 
does  not  wish  a  situation  to  arise  "in 
which  Soviet  pilots  or  gunners  will  be 
in  a  position  to  engage  our  forces,  but 
if  they  do,  if  we  are  attacked,  we  will 
be  obliged  to  protect  our  freedom, 
our  security  and  independence,  come 
what  may." 

Ambassador  Rabin  said  that  by 
"assuming  an  actual  combatant  role  in 
the  Mideast  conflict"  the  Soviet  Union 
has  made  itself  "a  direct  and  active 
military  partner  in  the  policy  of 
aggresion  against  Israel."  Asserting 
that  he  did  not  know  at  what  point  the 
Soviet  Union  intended  to  draw  the 
line,  the  Ambasador  said  that  "those 
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who  decide  on  direct  Soviet  involve- 
ment are  surely  aware  that  the  people 
of  Israel  will  defend  themselves." 

Noting  that  Israel  is  celebrating  the 
twenty-second  anniversary  of  its 
independence,  Ambassador  Rabin  said 
that  Israeli  leaders  in  1948  had 
declared  the  new  state's  willingness 
"to  make  its  contribution  in  a  concerted 
effort  for  the  advancement  of  the 
entire  Middle  East."  He  called  it 
"overly  simplistic"  to  say  that  there  is 
no  peace  in  the  Mideast  because  "our 
neighbors  don't  want  us."  The 
Ambassador  pointed  out  that  there  have 
been  times  when  the  Arabs  "have 
shown  a  readiness  to  grapple  with  the 
realities  of  our  existence"  and  said  it 
was  a  "tragedy  that  these  seeds  of 
realism  of  acceptance  were  never 
allowed  to  germinate"  because  of 
Soviet  intervention. 

Ambassador  Rabin  charged  the  Soviet 
Union  with  ruthlessly  choosing  and 
exploiting  the  Israeli-Arab  dispute  "as 
the  vehicle  to  enhance  Russian 
expansionist  ambitions  in  the  Middle 
East  at  the  expense  of  all  of  us  in 
the  area." 

He  went  on  to  say  that  Russia  is 
"no  longer  content  to  pursue  its 
ambitions  by  proxy"  and  is  actively 
participating  in  the  air  defense  of 
Egypt. 

"This  is  an  unprecedented  step  and 
it  is  an  aggressive  one,"  the 
Ambassador  declared. 

The  Soviet  Union,  he  asserted,  "has 
drastically  and  adversely  shifted  the 
balance  of  forces"  against  Israel  and  if 
Russian  expansionism  is  to  be 
contained  "this  imbalance  must  be 
corrected  .  .  .  now." 

He  warned  that  "the  credibility  of 
Israel's  strength  has  to  be  preserved 
because  weakness  could  mean  almost 
certain  war  in  the  Midde  East." 

According  to  the  Ambassador,  to 
deprive  Israel  now  of  the  planes  and 
other  arms  needed  would  not  only 
impair  that  country's  defensive 
strength  militarily  but  "would 
strengthen  Soviet  boldness  and 
ambition  politically. 

"If  freedom  is  to  be  preserved 
anywhere  in  this  world,"  he  asserted, 
"then  freedom-loving  nations  of 
whatever  size  dare  not  be  exposed  and 
held  in  hostage  to  the  aggressive 
whims  and  designs  of  totalitarian 
ambition." 

Ambassador  Rabin  said  that  smaller 
democracies  draw  strength  from  larger 
ones  "led  by  the  biggest  of  them  all — 
America. 


"Were  the  Soviet  Union  to  find  cause 
to  question  U.S  strength  and  credibility 
as  they  affect  our  area,"  he  continued, 
"Then  a  very  dangerous  situation  is 
going  to  arise  in  the  Middle  East." 

Ambassador  Rabin  said  that  Israel 
recognizes  the  Soviet  presence  for  what 
it  is — "a  new  dimension  to  a  brutal 
policy  of  aggression  against  a  small 
democratic  naiton."  But,  he  added, 
"we  also  recognize  the  depth  of  our 
own  will  to  remain  free  and  strong. 
It  is  four  thousand  years  deep  and  as 
strong  as  in  the  eternity  of  Israel." 


Balance  of  power 
Changed  by  Soviets 

IMMEDIATE  AID 
REQUESTED 

Three  hundred  Jewish  communal  and 
organizational  leaders  from  all  sections 
of  the  United  States  today  declared 
that  the  intervention  of  Soviet  pilots  and 
other  military  personnel  in  the  Arab 
world  against  Israel  had  "drastically 
changed  the  balance  of  power  in  the

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Middle  East"  and  called  on  the 
Administration  to  provide  additional 
supersonic  aircraft  to  Israel 
"without  delay." 

In  a  statement  adopted  by  the 
Eleventh  Annual  National  Policy 
Conference  of  the  American  Israel 
Public  Affairs  Committee  at  the  Sheraton 
Park  Hotel  here,  the  delegates  declaeed 
that  any  postponement  in  the  supply  of 
further  military  aid  to  Israel  "will 
weaken  Israel's  deterrent  position," 
make  her  vulnerable  to  attack,  and 
"fortify  Arab  resistance  to  peace 
negotiations." 

"The  United  States  must  act  at  once 
to  meet  the  new  danger  and  to  deter 
the  Arab  states  and  their  Russian  ally 
from  launching  a  fourth  war  aganist 
Israel,"  the  statement  declared. 

Immediate  supply  of  U.S.  arms  to 
Israel  would  serve  America's  "national 
interests  by  combatting  the  spread  of 
Soviet  influence  and  power  in  the 
Middle  East  and  would  honor  our 
commitment  to  preserve  the  integrity" 
of  Israel. 

The  delegates,  among  them  officials 
of  most  of  the  major  national  Jewish 
organizations,  also  called  on  the 
Government  to  relieve  the  people  of 
Israel  of  the  "staggering  economic 
burden  of  war  forced  on  them  by  the 
Arab  states  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  people  of  Israel  must  not  be 
asked  to  stand  alone  and  unassisted  in 
their  struggle  for  survival  and  in 
defense  of  democracy  and  freedom." 
the  statement  declared. 

The  policy  statement  pointed  out  that 
America's  goal  of  an  Israel-Arab 
peace  can  be  reached  only  through 
"direct  negotiations  leading  to  binding 
peace  treaties."  and  declared  that  such 
negotiations  have  been  retarded  by 
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the  Four  Power  talks  which  have 
encouraged  the  Arab  states  to  believe 
that  there  would  be  a  dictated  settle- 
ment favorable  to  them  and  against 
Israel's  interests. 

America's  withdrawal  from  the  talks 
and  their  termination  "would  hasten 
direct  negotiations  and  serve  the 
cause  of  peace." 

The  National  Policy  Conference 
pointed  out  that  the  United  States  had 
departed  from  its  past  policy  which 
held  that  the  parties  themselves  could 
determine  their  boundaries,  and  was 
now  advocating  reinstatement  of  an  old 
Sinai  international  frontiers  and  only 
"insubstantila"  changes  at  the 
Jordan  border. 

These  proposals,  the  statement  said, 
limit  Israel's  ability  to  regotiate  secure 
frontiers.  "Reutrn  to  the  1967  lines 
means  retreat  to  the  1967  close-range 
exposure  and  siege"  it  was  declared. 
"These  lines,  far  from  preventing  war, 
are  conducive  to  war." 

The  Policy  Conference  also  opposed 
shared  rule  over  Jerusalem  as  the  U.S. 
has  advocated  in  the  State  Department's 
statement  of  1969,  and  declared  that 
Jordan  "merits  no  reward  for  twenty 
years  of  misrule"  in  the  Holy  City.  It 
pointed  out  that  Jordan,  which  had 
seized  East  Jerusalem  in  1948  in 
defiance  of  the  1947  United  Nations 
resolution,  had  closed  its  gates  to  all 
Jews  as  well  as  to  Christian  and 
Moslem  Israeli   and  had  desecrated  all 
Jewish  holy  places. 

On  the  other  hand,  Israel,  since  the 
Six  Day  War,  has  "restored  the  shrines 
and  opened  the  holy  places  to 
peoples  of  all  faiths." 

The  delegates  also  objected  to  the 
American  proposals  regarding  Arab 
refugees  which  would  permit  them  to 
opt  for  repatriation  to  Israel  or 
resettlement  elsewhere.  "Mass  repa- 
triation would  mean  the  destruction  of 
Israel  by  hostile  fifth  column,"  the 
statement  declared,  pointing  out  that  the 
American  proposals  go  far  beyond 
U.N.  resolutions  on  the  subject. 


A  ten-point  program  to  help  New 
York  and  other  cities  avert  clashes

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HOPE... FOR  MAN

What  is  our  human  destiny?  Plato 
would  say  that  it  is  for  us  to  seek  as 
long  as  we  live  to  be  filled  with  that 
which  is  fitting  for  man,  to  be  filled  with 
knowledge  and  truth,  not  with  lust  and 
folly,  to  reject  that  which  poisons  our 
hearts  and  our  social  relationships,  and 
to  digest  as  long  as  we  live  the  food 
of  inner  beauty,  inner  justice,  inner 
reason,  to  let  our  souls  feast  upon  the 
sun  of  goodness  and  truth. 

We  certainly  live  in  an  age  of 
enormous  moral  confusion.  How  many 
of  us  have  almost  completely  lost  the 
sense  of  right  and  wrong,  dismissing 
questions  of  good  and  evil  as  matters  of 


mere  personal  taste?  How  many  say 
that  all  ethical  judgments  are  purely 
relative  and  that  we  can  be  excused  for 
almost  every  action  as  a  degree  of 
heredity  or  environment?  Now,  these 
are  very  comforting  exits  from  personal 
moral  responsibility.  I  suspect  their 
validity.  I  maintain  the  inner  necessity 
of  the  moral  adventure  for  man, 
convinced  as  I  am  that  human  nature 
can  discover  neither  peace  nor 
happiness  without  allegiance  to  basic 
moral  standards. 

Yet  do  we  not  today  feel  like  ethical 
beggars  with  this  counterfeit  money  of 
modernity  jingling  in  our  pockets, 


unable  to  buy  us  any  peace,  harmony, 
abiding  joy  What,  then,  shall  we  do? 

We  can  try  to  look  at  the  moral  story 
and  find  out  where  we  have  gone  wrong 
and  how  we  can  find  our  way  again 
to  the  true  treasure-houses  laden  with 
the  coinage  of  goodness. 

As  for  myself,  I  believe  that  man  is 
not  a  helpless  cork,  a  mere  chemical 
compound,  a  slave  to  environment  or 
heredity,  but  that  he  is  a  creature  of 
God,  endowed  by  his  creator  not 
merely  with  inalienable  rights  but  with 
inalienable  qualities  as  well.  Man  is  a 
morality-seeking  creature  even  as  he  is 
a  truth-seeking  creature.  God  has 
fashioned  the  world  full  of  many  things, 
rocks  that  are  hard,  mountains  that 
are  towering,  seas  that  are  shimmering, 
and  man  who  is  haunted  restlessly 
until  he  achieves  a  rich  measure  of 
beauty,  of  truth,  and  of  goodness. 
The  conscience  within  man  is  as  much 
a  part  of  him  as  the  intellect  within  him. 

At  birth,  these  are  both  merely 
potential,  but  in  the  very  protoplasm  of 
the  human  species  there  is  the  hunger 
and  the  need  for  moral  fulfillment  and 
intellectual  growth  as  well  as  for 
biological  nutriment.  It  is  absurd  to 
limit  man  to  the  realm  of  truth  and  to 
blind  our  eyes  to  his  equal  appetite  for 
goodness.  Even  as  the  plants  turn  to 
the  light  of  the  sun  for  their  chlorophyll, 
so  do  men  turn  to  the  light  of  the  sun 
of  goodness  for  moral  chlorophyll  with 
which  to  sustain  themselves.  It  is  of 
course  true  that  many  human  beings  in 
their  folly  never  develop  their  potential 
intellects,  remaining  serfs  to  ignorance. 
Likewise,  many  never  develop  their 
potential  consciences,  remaining  slaves 
to  passion  or  cruelty.  This  does  not 
negate,  however,  the  reality  of  the 
"still  small  voice  of  God".  Present 
within  the  very  germ  plasm  of  humanity 
any  more  than  the  small  tender  flame 
of  intelligence  which  flickers  at  birth  in 
every  normal  infant  can  be  denied. 

The  great  mistake  of  contemporary 
life  is  that  we  have  made  such  a  virtue 
of  intellectual  growth  while  almost 
totally  ignoring  the  necessity  of 
conscience  growth.  We  have  failed  to 
understand  that  individual  evolution  can 
take  place  not  only  in  mental  but  in 
moral  power.  The  earth  tragically  today 
is  full  of  people  who  remain  fixated 
on  a  childish  level  of  conscience.  What 
an  illusion  has  blinded  the  human  race; 
that  our  conscience  is  given  to  us 
once  and  for  all  at  birth  and  we 
ourselves  have  to  do  little  or  nothing 
about  it.  Quite  fallaciously  we  think  of 
our  conscience  as  though  it  were  similar 
to  our  eyes,  our  ears,  our  sense  of 
sight  and  smell.  The  truth  is  that  our 
moral  capacity  is  purely  potential  and 
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needs  strenuous  training,  education, 
development.  It  is  certainly  not  an 
organic  power  that  comes  to  us  at  birth, 
like  breathing,  which  demands  little 
attention  from  us  as  long  as  we  life. 

This  is  the  revolution  that  is  needed 
in  our  age — the  understanding  that  we 
ought  to  be  far  more  unhappy  about 
remaining  on  the  kindergarten  level  of 
conscience  than  about  remaining  on 
the  childish  level  of  information  and 
intellect.  Yet  few  realize  this  truth.  We 
are  poignanlty  proud  of  our  degrees 
and  diplomas  and  equally  proud  of  our 
growth  in  the  mastery  of  matter  and 
nature.  But  have  we  seen  that  the 
potential  conscience  in  us  requires  just 
as  much  attention  as  the  potential 
intellect — probably  more  if  the  world 
is  to  be  saved?  We  can  hire  a 
mathematician  to  solve  a  difficult 
equation  for  us;  we  can  engage  a 
chemist  to  fashion  a  new  organic 
compound  for  our  needs.  We  cannot 
really  buy  anyone  to  make  our  moral 
choices  for  us.  A  world  that  is 
intellectually  mature  but  morally  infantile 
is  on  the  road  to  ruin. 

The  true  hope  is  that  we  will  now 
for  the  first  time  perceive  that  there  is 
in  us  not  only  mental  power  but  moral 
power  waiting  to  be  trained  and 
educated  in  acceptance  with  our 
growing  experience  and  in  the  light  of 
our  widening  horizons  or  reason.

Three  outstanding  speakers  have 
been  announced  by  Robert  S.  Kadis  of 
Goldsboro  and  include  Dr.  Martin  A. 
Cohen,  Rabbi  Alan  W.  Miller  and  Rabbi 
Irving  Greenburg. 

Dr.  Cohen,  a  native  of  Philadelphia, 
received  his  B.A.  and  M.A.  degrees  from 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  taught 
in  the  Departments  of  Romance 
Languages  at  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania  (1946-50)  and  Rutgers 
University  (1950-51).  During  the  Korean 
Emergency  he  served  in  the  United 
States  Air  Force.  Upon  separation  from 
service  he  entered  Hebrew  Union 
College-Jewish  Institute  of  Religion, 
where  he  was  awarded  the  degrees  of 
Bachelor  of  Hebrew  Letters,  Master 
of  Hebrew  Letters  and  Doctor  of 
Philosophy.  He  was  ordained  a  rabbi 
in  1957. 

He  is  on  the  faculty  of  the  New  York 
School  of  the  College-Institute,  where 
he  teaches  History  and  Bible.  He  has 
served  as  Visiting  Lecturer  in  Western 
Religious  Thought  at  Antioch  College 
and  Adjunct  Professor  in  Jewish 
Religious  Thought  at  Temple  University. 

Dr.  Cohen's  edition  and  translation 
of  Samuel  Usque's  Consolation  for  the 
Tribulations  of  Israel  was  published 
in  April,  1965.  He  has  completed  a  book 
on  the  Mexican  Inquisition  and  on 
preparing  another  on  the  relationship 
between  Jewish  History  and  Jewish 
Theology.  He  has  also  been  commis- 
sioned to  write  a  new  one-volume 
history  of  the  Jews.  He  lectures 
frequently  on  Jewish  history  and 
theology  to  adult  groups  and  has 
contributed  studies  to  leading  journals 
dealing  primarily  with  power  politics 
and  its  relationship  to  religious 
institutions.  In  the  past  several  years 
he  has  been  particularly  active  in  the 
field  of  Catholic-Jewish  relations.  In  the 
summer  of  1967  he  was  a  visiting 
professor  at  Wheeling  College  in  West 
Virginia,  teaching  Catholic  ecclesiastical 
educators.  He  has  also  been  named  a 
Departmental  Editor  of  the  new 
Encyclopedia  Judaica. 

Dr.  Cohen  is  a  member  of  Phi  Beta 
Kappa  and  the  Central  Conference  of 
American  Rabbis.  He  is  active  in 
veterans'  affairs,  having  served  as 
National  Chaplain  of  the  American 
Veterans  of  World  War  II  and  Korea 
(AmVets). 

Alan  Miller,  Rabbi  of  the  Society  For 
The  Advancement  of  Judaism,  New 
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York  City,  mother  synagogue  of  the 
Reconstructionist  movement.  Rabbi 
Miller  was  born  in  Hull,  England  and 
received  his  education  at  Jew's  College, 
London  (1944-48)  and  Balliol  College, 
Oxford  (1948-1951). 

His  doctoral  thesis  at  the  University 
of  London  was  "Studies  in  the  Concept 
of  Torah  in  the  Babylonian  Talmud." 
At  Oxford  he  read  Modern  Greats 
(Politics,  Philosophy  and  Economics). 

A  member  of  the  Executive  of  the 
Editorial  Board  of  the  Reconstructionist 
Magazine  and  Visiting  Lecturer  at  the 
Reconstructionist  Rabbinical  College  in 
Philadelphia,  Rabbi  Miller  has  lectured 
widely,  especially  on  the  campus,  and 
written  extensively.  His  book,  GOD  OF 
DANIEL  S,  was  published  in  May  1969 
by  Macmillan.  He  has  co-authored 
several  works  including  "Black-Anti- 
Semitism-  Jewish  Racism"  (with  James 
Baldwin,  Julius  Lester,  Albert  Verspan, 
Earl  Rabb,  Nat  Hentoff  et,  al.)  published 
by  Richard  Baron  in  the  fall  of  1969. 

A  naturalized  citizen  of  the  United

HUMAN  BONDAGE 
AND  INHUMAN 
SILENCE 

By  Rabbi  Haim  Kemelman 

Recently  we  have  sat  at  our  Seder 
tables,  joyfully  and  freely  reciting  the 
ancient  declaration  of  independence: 
"Avodim  hayenoo  .  .  .  We  were  once 
slaves  to  Phoroah  in  Egypt."  Now 
apparently  we  are  free  and  slavery  is  a 
thing  of  the  past.  But  is  it  really? 

It's  true  that  we  are  free.  But  while 
we  are  no  longer  slaves,  a  large  portion 
of  the  House  of  Israel  is  still  in 
spiritual  bondage.  31/2  million  Russian 
Jews  are  still  slaves  to  a  Pharaohism 
of  soul  as  agonizing  as  the  ancient 
Pharaoh's  bondage.  And  while  Israel's 
ancient  bondage  in  Egypt  shackled 
600,000  souls,  the  Kremlin's  bondage 
imprisons  6  times  as  many  Jewish  souls. 
How,  then,  can  we  in  good  conscience 
relax  and  enjoy  our  personal  freedom 
as  long  as  godless  Pharaohism,  in  our 
own  time,  stifles  the  human  lives  and 
spirits  of  millions  of  our  brethren? 

There  is,  indeed,  a  credibility  gap 
between  our  festive  mood  of  freedom 
and  the  lamentable  condition  in  which 
freedom  is  silenced  to  death  behind 
the  curtain  of  fear.  Yet,  we  have  made 
a  solemn  pledge  in  affirmation  of 
freedom's  solidarity  when  we  declared 
at  the  Seder:  "In  every  generation  one 
must  look  upon  himself  as  though  he 
himself  has  gained  deliverance  of  the 
exodus."  This  truth  of  freedom's 
unlimited  extension  is  a  lesson  for  all 
generations.  And  if  it's  true  that  the 
redeeming  events  of  Israel's  ancient  past 
affect  our  personal  destinies  and 
happiness  today,  it's  equally  true  that 
in  the  human  bondage  of  our  brethren 
in  the  Kremlin's  vale  of  tears,  we  are 
directly  linked  in  the  consciousness  of 
anguishing  fetters.

The  festivals  which 
called  for  pilgrimages  to  the  sacred 
sanctuaries.  —  Pesach,  Shevuos, 
Succos,  —  marked  early  and  late 
harvests.  These  were  most  impressive 
because  they  were  also  historical 
celebrations.  Pesach  recalled  the  be- 
ginnings of  the  life  of  the  people. 
Pentecost  (Shevuous)  observed  the 
anniversary  of  the  revelation  of  the 
Decalog.  Succos  celebrated  the  survival 
of  the  people  in  the  wilderness. 

Undoubtedly  it  was  the  covenant 


made  by  the  people  at  Sinai  that  made 
them  the  "peculiar"  people,  the  most 
unique  group  in  ancient  times.  It  gave 
them  a  cause,  a  purpose  that  dedicated 
with  the  Torah,  the  basis  of  which 
grew  out  of  Sinai,  to  help  humanity  live 
in  a  world  based  on  ideals  that  even- 
tually were  accepted  as  the  foundation 
of  civilization. 

In  an  age,  unparalleled  in  its 
scientific,  technological  and  industrial 
accomplishments,  the  human  values 
so  necessary  for  spreading  what  is  best 
for  the  spirit  of  mankind  are  treated 
cynically,  and  actually  are  threatened 
with  widely  prevailing  attitudes  that 
would  destroy  what  has  been  built  up  by 
generations  of  effort  and  labor  to 
strengthen  the  standards  that  make  man 
in  the  words  of  the  psalmist  "but  little 
lower  than  heavenly  beings"  and  give 
him  a  place  in  creation  that  would  fitly 
characterize  him  as  a  co-partner  with 
the  Creator  in  whose  image  he  was 
fashioned. 

The  marvelous  survival  of  the  Jew  has 
been  given  this  interpretation  by  many 
of  the  world's  leading  philosophers 
and  theologians. 

Thus  can  the  festival  of  Shevuous, 
with  its  identification  as  the  Jewish 
people's  greatest  contribution  to 
mankind,  be  strengthed  as  a  time  for 
understanding  the  historic  role  of  Israel 
as  an  influential  group  among  the 
nations  of  the  earth. 

A  widely  celebrated  Israeli  festival  is 
"Israel  Independence  Day."  It  marks 
the  anniversary  of  its  Declaration  of 


Independence.  To  dedicate  itself  to  the 
ancient  biblical  characterization  of  a 
"peculiar  people"  in  the  sense  of 
contributing  to  the  social  progress  of 
humanity,  would  give  the  State,  though 
small  in  size,  a  mighty  cause  for  the 
rights  of  small  nations  to  their  existence. 
This  would  emphasize  for  them  a 
uniqueness  that  could  be  the  best 
answer  to  their  detractors  who  accuse 
them  of  expansionist  and  imperialist 
ambitions.  It  would  furthermore  help  to 
eventually  bring  about  an  atmosphere 
in  the  region  of  which  the  Israeli  are  the 
center,  resulting  in  understanding  and 
enduring  peace.  It  would  be  a  long 
range  program  that  is  beyond  the 
disturbances  and  conflicts  that  cause 
so  much  anxiety  in  the  relationships  of 
our  time.

HONORING  FIRST  JEW  TO  DIE 
IN  AMERICAN  REVOLUTION 

HOLLINGS 

DEDICATES 

DIORAMA 

WASHINGTON — A  diorama  honoring 
Francis  Salvador,  the  first  Jew  to  die 
in  the  American  Revolution,  was 
dedicated  recently  by  Sen.  Ernest  F. 
Hollings  of  South  Carolina  in  cere- 
monies at  the  Klutznick  Exhibit  Hall  of 
the  B'nai  B'rith  Building  here. 

Salvador,  a  drafter  of  South  Carolina's 
first  constitution,  was  elected  to  the 
state's  Provincial  Congress  in  1775, 
the  first  Jew  to  serve  in  a  Colonial 
legislature. 

His  death  by  Indian  ambush  in  1776 
in  a  woods  near  present-day  Clemson  is 
depicted  in  the  three-dimensional  scene 
by  Charleston,  S.  C.  artist  Robert 
R.  N.  Whitelaw,  who  also  did  a  dioramic 
series  on  the  life  of  George  Washington 
for  the  George  Washington  Masonic 
National  Memorial  in  Alexandria,  Va. 

The  diorama  was  commissioned  by 
B'nai  B'rith  and  subscribed  largely  by 
members  of  South  Carolina's  Jewish 
community.  Originally  unveiled  in 
Charleston  last  March,  it  will  be  the 
focal  point  of  a  permanent  exhibit, 
including  pictures  and  documents 
relating  to  Salvador's  life  and  work,  at 
the  B'nai  B'rith  Building. 

Other  speakers  were  Thomas  J. 
Tobias  of  Charleston,  a  member  of 
B'nai  B'rith's  Jewish  Historical  Com- 
mittee and  chairman  of  the  Salvador 
Diorama  Committee,  and  Dr.  Abram 


Kanof  of  New  York,  the  B'nai  B'rith 
committee's  chairman.  Rep.  James  R. 
Mann  of  South  Carolina  was  among  the 
nearly  100  Jewish  and  communal 
leaders  in  attendance. 

After  praising  Salvador  as  one  who 
gave  his  life  for  the  cause  of  representa- 
tive government,  Sen.  Hollings  went 
on  to  criticize  the  Nixon  Administration 
for  invading  Cambodian  sanctuaries 
"without  the  consent  of  a  single 
member  of  Congress."

heritage  in  teaching  their  children  the 
ways  of  their  fathers?

satisfied  with  handing  over  a  few 
hundred  Siddurim  to  old  men  and  a 
quota  of  matzos  for  some  of  his  people, 
while  others  would  have  to  settle  for 
the  Egyptian  bread  of  soul-affliction.  He 
demanded  total  redemption  for  all, 
and  in  all,  with  our  young  and  old  .  .  . 
sons  and  daughters  .  .  .  all."  Because 
redemption  is  indivisible;  redemption 
is  not  a  gift  of  the  oppressor,  the 
hand-out  of  charity  morsels.  It  is  the 
attainment  of  God's  grace  by  a  total 
human  commitment  in  raising  the  voice 
of  freedom  and  in  shattering  shackles. 
And  there  are  no  percentages  to  human 
redemption:  it's  all,  or  nothing. 

But  unfortunately  there  are  still  those 
in  our  midst  who  have  left  Egypt,  but 
Egypt  has  not  left  them.  The  ghetto 
mentality  of  standing  as  a  beggar  at  the 
door  of  the  "poritz",  for  whatever 
hand-me-overs  they  can  obtain,  still 
afflicts  many  of  us.  And  standing  before 
the  Pharaohs,  they  forget  even  the 
anguishing  lesson  of  Auschwitz. 

Abba  Eban,  the  enlightened  and 
eloquent  spokesman  of  Israel,  speaking 
of  the  holocaust  and  Russian  Jewry, 
says:  "In  all  quarters  of  the  civilized 
world,  the  suffering  of  German  Jewry 
met  with  uncanny  silence  .  .  .  demo- 
cratic leaders  felt,  with  the  best  of 
intentions,  that  loud  protests  would  only 
make  matters  worse  ...  —  a  position 
taken  with  equal  self-assurance,  and 
equal  fallaciousness,  with  regard  to  the 
plight  of  Soviet  Jewry  even  today." 

And  so  today  we  have  history 
repeating  itself.  As  in  the  old  days  of 
Israel's  bondage  in  Egypt,  we  must 
convince  Klal  Israel  in  the  need  for 
redemption,  for  all  the  enslaved,  before 
vve  can  convince  the  Pharaohs  to 
let  .  .  .  go.  For  only  if  our  voice  is 
raised,  fo rth rightly  and  emphatically,  in 
unity  and  in  totality  of  freedom's 
purpose  in  behalf  of  Russian  Jewry, 
will  those  who  dwell  in  servitude's 
darkness  see  the  light  of  freedom,  to 
sing  the  Shira  of  redemption.  And  only 
then  will  our  own  Seder  be  complete, 
our  cups  of  rejoicing  full,  our  solidarity 
in  the  affirmation  of  freedom  forthright. 
For  in  truth,  we  will  be  able  to  speak 
of  human  bondage  as  a  thing  of  the 
past;  intoning  "Havodim  hayenoo."

The  submarine  con- 
tinued on  her  way  home,  but 
disappeared  with  all  her  69  crew  men 
a  few  days  later.

However  he  did  not  reach  his  decision 
to  enter  the  Jewish  Theological 
Seminary  of  America  until  he  had 
finished  serving  four  years  in  the 
army  during  WWII.  He  is  a  graduate 
from  Brooklyn  College  and  holds  an 
MA  in  history  from  New  York  University. 
He  was  ordained  in  1951  and  won 
the  homiletics  prize  of  his  class. 

Rabbi  Landau  has  special  training  in 
pastoral  counseling.  He  is  also  vitally 
interested  in  adult  education.  He 
initiated  pilot  projects  in  the  field  of 
parent  child  relations. 

He  is  on  the  governing  board  of  the 
National  Academy  for  Adult  Jewish 
Studies  and  a  member  of  the  National 
Commission  on  Jewish  Affairs  and 
the  Rabbinic  Advisory  committee  for 
the  Jewish  Family  Service.  He  is 
also  the  first  vice  president  of  the 
Southeast  Region  of  the  Rabbinical 
Assembly.

THE  SOVIET-EGYPTIAN 
WAR  OF  ATTRITION 
AGAINST  ISRAEL 

1.  The  present  stage  of  Soviet 
military  strategy  in  the  Middle  East  is  to 
protect  and  intensify  Egypt's  war  of 
attrition  against  Israel.  The  strategy 
currently  pursued  is  calculated  to 
release  the  Egyptian  armed  forces  for 
offensive  action,  Russia  itself  assuming 
responsibility  for  the  defense  of  the 
Egyptian  rear,  at  least  until 
further  notice. 

Under  the  protection  of  the  Soviet 
military  umbrella,  the  Egyptian  armed 
forces  have,  since  April,  sharply 
increased  their  artillery  barrages,  air 
strikes  and  commando  raids.  The 
escalation  began  concurrently  with  the 
Russian  deployment  of  SA-III  missiles 
around  Egyptian  military  targets  at  the 
end  of  March,  and  intensified,  again 
concurrently,  with  the  appearance  in 
mid-April  of  Russian  pilots  flying  in 
a  combat  role  over  Egyptian  skies.  In 
May,  the  consolidation  of  the  Soviet 
military  involvement  was  paralleled  by 
further  Egyptian  escalation  along  the 
Suez  front. 

CASUALTY  INDICATOR 

2.  The  resumption  of  the  war  of 
attrition  comes  after  a  period  of  some 
six  months  of  relative  Egyptian  military 
restraint.  It  will  be  recalled  that  Nasser 
announced  his  attrition  policy  in  the 
late  spring  of  '69.  By  the  end  of  July,  the 
war  was  taking  a  heavy  toll  of  Israeli 
casualties,  and  it  was  at  this  juncture 
that  the  Israeli  airforce  stepped  in.  Its

at  the  United  Nations

Dr.  James  Shelton  Cites 
U.  S.  Precedents  Justifying 
Israeli-Type  Retaliations 

NEW  YORK,  (WUP)— Dr.  James  H. 
Sheldon,  renowned  for  his  life-long 
struggle  against  bigots  and  racists,  has 
reminded  the  world  of  several  historic 
U.  S.  precedents  justifying  Israeli-type 
defensive  retaliation  against  guerrillas 
operating  without  any  interference  in 
neighboring  states. 

In  an  article  featured  in  the  current 
issue  of  the  American-Examiner  here, 
Dr.  Sheldon  poses  a  number  of 
challenging  questions,  among  them 
this:  "What  happens  when  a  neighboring 
government  denies  responsibility  for 
organized  guerrilla  bands  engaged  in 
making  nightly  raids?"  Author  Sheldon, 
of  course,  had  in  mind  the  recent 
terrorist  onslaughts  from  Lebanese 
territory. 

"In  such  cases,"  he  states,  "every 
nation  retains  to  itself  under  the  UN 
Charter  the  right  of  self-defense,  and 
has  also  the  privilege  of  exercising  the 
age-old  device  of  retaliation,  or  reprisal, 
which  holds  a  specific  and  thoroughly- 
recognized  status  in  international  law." 

The  noted  champion  of  human  rights 
then  proceeds  to  go  into  some  of  our 
own  American  history.  "It  is  worth 
inquiring,"  he  says,  "how  the  U.  S.  had 
conducted  itself  in  similar 
circumstances." 

He  points  to  the  fact  that  "far  back 
in  the  days  of  President  Thomas 
Jefferson,  Arab  pirates  in  the  Mediter- 
ranean tried  to  levy  a  toll  upon  the 
merchant  shipping  of  our  young 
Republic,  as  they  had  also  done  to 
other  shipping  in  the  area.  Jefferson 
sent  an  expeditionary  force,  took 
possession  of  some  of  the  territory  of 
Tripoli,  and  after  four  years  exacted 
satisfaction." 

Citing  another  example,  he  reminds 
the  world  that  "in  the  time  of  Woodrow 
Wilson,  our  Mexican  border  was 
troubled  by  invasions  made  by  a  group 
of  guerrillas  ('freedom  fighters'  would 
be  the  Arab  term  for  them  today)  led 
by  Francisco  Villa,  who  attacked  and 
burned  a  number  of  ranches  in  New 
Mexico  and  Western  Texas,  killing  U.  S. 
citizens  in  the  process.  The  reaction 
of  President  Wilson  was  definitive:  he 
sent  General  Pershing  with  a  good  part 


of  the  American  army  to  pursue  Villa 
half-way  across  Mexico,  in  retaliation." 

Dr.  Sheldon  makes  it  clear  that  "all 
this  was  in  strict  accord  with  inter- 
national law,  which  defines  the  duites 
of  sovereignty  rather  clearly.  A  nation, 
to  be  a  nation  entitled  to  membership  in 
the  world  community."  he  stresses, 
"must  maintain  secure  boundaries — 
both  against  attack  from  without,  and 
equally  secure  in  preventing  the  misuse 
of  its  territory  as  a  base  for  un- 
authorized attacks  upon  a  neighbor. 

"If  a  country  cannot  perform  this 
latter  function,"  Dr.  Sheldon  notes 
further,  "it  is  the  recognized  right  of  the 
neighbor  to  defend  itself  by  mounting 
retaliatory  actions.  The  retaliation, 
however,  must  be  carried  on  by 
recognized  agencies  of  the  offended 
government.  One  cannot  retaliate 
against  guerrillas  by  forming  a  band  of 
counter-guerrillas. 

"In  all  of  these  things,"  author 
Sheldon  concludes,  "Israel  has  pursued 
the  correct  and  legal  course." 

He  indicates,  however,  that  "in  the 
case  of  Lebanon,  the  situation  is  further 
complicated  by  the  fact  that  as  early 
as  November,  1968,  her  Prime  Minister 
unwisely  responded  to  guerrilla 
pressures  by  declaring  that  the 
'fedayeen  action  is  legitimate  and  no 
one  can  condemn  the  fedayeen  for  what 
they  are  doing.'  After  such  a  statement, 
and  after  in  fact  granting  the  fedayeen 
free  use  of  a  large  part  of  Lebanese 
territory,  the  legal  situation  approaches 
perilously  near  to  a  condition  of

Israel  complains  of  guerrilla  raids  or 
acts  of  terrorism  rooted  in  the  territory 
of  a  neighbor,  the  complaint  is  auto- 
matically ruled  off  the  agenda  by  a 
Soviet  veto  (spoken  or  unspoken),  and 
by  the  knowledge  that  there  is  a  built-in 
majority  of  Arab  and  Communist 
votes — even  including  Syria,  that 
strange  state  which  has  never  yet 
accepted  the  UN  resolution  of 
November  1967,  but  was  nevertheless 
elected  to  the  Council  at  the  very 
moment  when  it  illegally  held  captive, 
in  one  of  its  airports,  an  American  plane 
and  some  of  its  Israeli  passengers  ..."

The  noted  military  expert  let  his 
audience  know  that  in   World  War  II, 
England,  France  and  Russia  had 
required  U.  S.  aid  because  none  of 
these  great  powers  could  stand  the 
economic  burden  by  itself. 


What  the  Commies  said 
51  Years  ago  .  . .

(6)  Foment  unnecessary  strikes  in 
vital  industries,  encourage  civil 
disorders,  and  foster  a  lenient  and  soft 
attitude  on  the  part  of  government 
toward  such  disorders.

This  quite  definitive  treatise  was  first 
given  public  notice  when  it  was  printed 
in  the  Bartlesville,  Oklahoma,  Examiner- 
Enterprise.  Printed  but  no  one  gave  it 
much  thought.  Just  fifty-one  years  later

effect  was  immediate,  and  during  the 
latter  part  of  1969  Nasser  was 
compelled  to  deescalate  to  a  point 
where  it  appeared  that  he  might  find  it 
advantageous  to  opt  for  restoration  of 
the  cease-fire.  This  gradual  deescalation 
was  reflected  clearly  in  the  Israeli 
casualty  figures  for  that  period.  (With 
Israel's  2,500,000  population,  each 
casualty  is  the  equivalent  of  about  80  if 
measured  against  the  size  of  the 
American  population.)

RENEWAL  OF  ATTRITION  POLICY 

3.  It  was  at  this  time,  however,  in 
January  1970,  that  Nasser  made  his 
secret  trip  to  meet  with  Soviet  leaders 
to  press  for  the  direct  military  support 
that  would  enable  him  to  resume  his 
attrition  war,  rather  than  accept  the 
Israeli  offer  of  a  cease-fire.  The  positive 
response  he  received  from  his  Soviet 
backers  immediately  began  to  be 
reflected  in  a  new  boldness  along  the 
Suez  front  which  heightened  with  each 
new  phase  of  direct  Soviet  involvement. 
Their  rear  echelons  safeguarded  by 
Russian  missiles  and  pilots,  their  lines 
of  supply  secured  and  their  military 
installations  protected,  the  Egyptian 
armed  forces  were  ready  by  mid-April 
to  resume  their  war  with  nenewed  vigor. 
The  rise  in  Israeli  casualties  illustrates 
the  sharp  escalation  that  has  taken 
place  as  an  immediate  result  of  the 
Soviet  involvement:

4.  Present  Soviet  strategy  is  hardly 
one  calculated  to  provide  defense  for 
Egypt,  but  rather  to  equip,  staff  and 
cover  the  Egyptian  offensive  designs. 
The  Soviet  Union  is  an  active  partner  in 
Nasser's  war  of  attrition  which  the 
Egyptian  President  and  his  spokesman 
have  openly  declared  to  be  the

conditioning  process  for  a  subsequent 
frontal  assault  across  the  Suez  Canal. 
This  is  the  issue  which  is  presently 
being  contested  along  the  Suez  Canal.

"A  Stone  in  David's  Tower"  is  the 
name  of  the  new  sound  and  light  show 
presented  nightly  in  Jerusalem  using 
the  ancient  Citadel  of  King  David  as  its 
authentic  and  historic  setting.

the  dreadful  cult  of  Moloch;  shrieking 
trumpets  and  wild  singing  drown  out  the 
wails  of  the  human  sacrificial  victims — 
a  chilling  prelude  to  the  final  destruction 
of  the  sinful  city. 

The  stone  remembers  a  second 
Temple,  wantonly  abused  and  defiled  by 
the  Seleucid  overlords,  conquered  and 
purified  again  by  the  Maccabees.  It 
remembers  the  single  jar  of  oil  left  over, 
which  miraculously  sufficed  to  light  the 
sacred  lamps  for  eight  days  and  nights, 
until  it  could  be  replenished. 

Darkness  again,  and  a  light  goes  on 
in  the  window  of  the  main  tower, 
revealing  the  immense  thickness  of  the 
stones.  Herod  bemoans  the  death  of 
his  queen  whom  he  adored  and  killed 
in  insane  and  groundless  jealousy. 
We  are  in  the  very  court  that  heard 
these  demented  laments,  for  on  this 
spot  stood  Herod's  palace. 

The  stone  remembers  Herod's  Temple, 
a  marvel  of  the  age;  the  white  clad 
priests  leaping  into  the  flames,  the 
desolation  following  the  Roman 
conquest,  the  name  of  Jerusalem 
echoing  over  the  hills  of  rubble  and 
ashes  that  were  the  holy  city. 

Light  shines  through  a  lonely  portal, 
a  young  Crusader  sings  a  Provencal 
madrigal;  the  cloisters  ring  with  solemn 
Gregorian  chant,  and  gravely  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  Hospital  receives  a  new 
knight  into  the  brotherhood  of 
the  order. 

Now  two  small  windows  glow  in 
the  minaret,  the  call  of  the  muezzin  is 
heard,  followed  by  the  shrill,  gaily 
arrogant  march  music  of  the  Janissaries. 
Suleiman  the  Magnificent  orders  the 
walls  and  fortifications  of 
Jerusalem  rebuilt. 

Going  back  to  the  beginnings,  the 
stone  reviews  all  those  he  saw  pass 
by — Canaanites,  Israelites,  Assyrians, 
Persians,  Jews  again,  Syrian  Seleucids, 
the  Hasmonean  kings,  the  Roman 
prefects  and  procurators,  the  East 
Roman  Emperors,  the  Ommayad, 
Abbassid  and  Fatimid  Khalifs,  the 
Seljuks,  the  Franks,  the  Royal  House  of 
Saladin,  the  Mameluks  and  the 
Ottomans  and  the  British,  the  city 
divided  and  united  again.  Fair,  bustling, 
expanding  and  working  for  the 
blessing  of  peace.

a  personal  Biography  of 

BEN  MAY 

WILMINGTON,  N.  C. 

My  family  came  from  Poland  in  three 
shifts  and  I  arrived  on  the  second  shift 
in  1897.  We  needed  the  money  to  bring 
over  the  rest  of  the  family  to  America 
so  I  went  to  work  in  a  "sweat  shop" 
at  the  age  of  fifteen.  I  was  paid  250  for 
each  dozen  of  knee  pants  that  I  sewed. 

In  1900  I  started  my  own  business. 
I  opened  a  candy  and  stationery  store 
on  Lexington  Ave.  and  106  St.,  which  I 
operated  until  1902.  After  that  my 
older  brother  and  I  left  for  the  sunny 
south  and  started  a  junk  business.  We 
traveled  around  until  we  reached 
Wilmington  and  settled  here  in  1903. 
On  arrival  we  found  the  following 
families:  The  Goldsteins,  Kaminskys, 
Lowensteins,  Goldbergs,  Abramovitz, 
Louis  Abelovitz  and  Mr.  Seigel.  There 
was  also  a  new  cemetery 
'just  in  case.' 

Mr.  Goldstein  had  a  Torah  so  we 
began  having  a  minyan  each  Saturday 
morning  in  his  home.  Later  we  rented  a 
hall  above  the  Wilmington  Grocery. 

My  wife,  Esther,  and  I  were  married  in 
the  year  1906.  We  made  a  nice  big 
wedding  and  provided  horses  and 


carriages  to  bring  all  the  guests  and 
relatives  together.  By  that  time  there 
were  quite  a  few  more  newcomers. 

Soon  after  I  started  a  furniture 
business  on  Market  Street  in  1908,  Mr. 
Marcus  Jacobi  stopped  in  to  collect 
for  the  U.  J.  A.  He  asked  my  brother  and 
I  to  join  the  B'nai  B'rith  lodge.  The 
meeting  rooms  were  located  in  the  Odd 
Fellows  building  and  we  had  a  nice 
crowd  at  our  initiation.  I  am  proud  to  be 
a  life  member  of  that  organization. 

Our  congregation  was  getting  larger 
all  the  time  so  we  started  to  talk  about 
building  a  shul.  We  had  a  meeting  and 
Mr.  Kaminsky  was  elected  president 
and  I,  the  chairman  of  the  building 
committee.  We  went  out  to  raise  funds 
and  to  look  for  a  building  lot  and  that 
took  some  time  until  we  found  a  location 
on  Walnut  Street.  By  then  I  was  already 
in  the  delicatessen  and  fancy  grocery 
business.  I  was  doing  business  with 
all  the  wholesale  grocery  and  packing 
houses  in  Wilmington  and  out  of  town 
and  I  got  donations  for  our  shul  from  all 
of  them.  At  that  time  $5.00  was  a  big 
sum  of  money  and  we  didn't  stop 
raising  money  until  our  synagogue  was 
built  in  1914. 

In  1920  I  started  a  wholesale  jobbing 
business.  I  bought  a  Ford  that  had  to 
be  cranked  everytime  in  order  to  start. 
I  would  go  traveling  on  the  road  as  far 
as  150  miles  around  Wilmington.  I 
would  leave  on  Mondays  and  return  on 
Fridays  if  I  could  make  it  back.

Phase  Two  of  studying  whether  the 
U.S.  should  switch  to  the  metric  sys- 
tem of  measurement  has  begun.

A  final  report  with  recommendations 
is  due  Congress  in  1 971 .

Next  year,  the 
data  is  to  be  analyzed,  the  report 
written,  including  a  suggested 
course  of  action.  According  to  those 
who  are  in  a  position  to  know,  usage 
of  the  "customary"  system  of  mea- 
surement units,  foot-pound-gallon, 
is  rapidly  diminishing,  being  replaced 
by  the  metric  system.  Guess  every- 
one should  use  the  same  "yardstick."

To  Jerusalem 

Thirty-eight  students  from  the 
American  College  in  Jerusalem  were 
among  the  20,000  people  from  all  over 
the  world  who  gathered  in  the  Judean 
hills  for  the  Three  Day  March  to 
Jerusalem  which  takes  place  every  year 
in  accordance  with  the  Biblical  in- 
junction to  "go  up"  to  Jerusalem 
for  Passover. 

Under  the  guidance  of  Lea  Levy, 
Director  of  Student  Activities,  the 
students  began  practicing  for  the  march 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring 
Semester.  Starting  with  a  distance  of 
three  miles  per  week,  they  soon  in- 
creased their  hiking  to  fifteen  miles  per 
week  in  preparation  for  the 
60  mile  march. 

On  each  of  the  three  mornings,  they 
left  their  camp  at  historic  Beth  El — 
where  the  Patriarch  Jacob  had  his 
dream  of  the  ladder  to  heaven  filled 
with  angels — and  marched  some  twenty 
miles  under  the  bright  Judean  sun. 

As  the  sun  descended  behind  the 
purple  mountains,  they  returned  to  the 
camp  to  spend  the  night  singing  and 
dancing  before  the  innumerable  camp- 
fires  that  dotted  the  hillsides. 

Miss  Levy  summed  up  the  students 
feelings  when  she  said,  "It  was  one  of 
the  most  incredible  experiences 
of  my  life!" 

In  its  second  year  as  the  only 
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English-language  institute  of  higher 
learning  in  Israel,  the  American  College 
encourages  its  students  to  participate 
in  events  such  as  this  which  bring  them 
directly  into  the  vortex  of  life  in  Israel.

An  impressive  and  unusual  program 
of  events  and  services  marking  Dr.  Ariel 
L.  Goldburg's  twenty-five  years  of 
service  as  Rabbi  of  Congregation  Beth 
Ahabah  was  announced  by  President 
Sam  Cohen  and  a  special  anniversary 
committee.

This  was  an 
event  unique  in  the  annals  of  the 
American  rabbinate  .  .  .  the  participation 
of  four  rabbis  from  one  family. 

In  honor  of  Dr.  Ariel  L.  Goldburg 
for  25  years  of  dedicated  service  to 
Congregation  Beth  Ahabah  and  its 
members,  the  congregation 
commissioned  the  composition  of 
special  liturgical  music. 

On  Saturday  evening,  May  30th  the 
Congregation  and  guests  were  invited 
to  attend  a  banquet  held  in  the  John 
Marshall  Hotel. 

Dr.  Goldburg  came  to  Beth  Ahabah 
in  1945  from  Charleston,  W.  Va.  where 
he  had  served  as  Rabbi  of  the  Vine 
Street  Temple.  He  is  a  native  of  Quincy, 
Illinois  and  a  graduate  of  Hebrew 
Union  College  where  he  was  ordained 
and  more  recently  received  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Hebrew  Letters. 

In  making  the  announcement, 
President  Cohen  stated,  "This  is  an 
occasion  of  particular  significance  to  all 


of  us,  whether  we  have  been  members 
of  Beth  Ahabah  for  all  of  Dr.  Goldburg's 
25  years  or  only  a  portion  thereof.

VIOLENCE 

as  viewed  through 
Jewish  Eyes 

By  Rabbi  Arnold  S.  Task 
Temple  Emanuel 
Greensboro,  North  Carolina 

Earlier  this  month,  I  participated  in 
a  memorial  service  at  UNC-G  for  the 
students  from  Kent  State  and  Jackson 
State  College  who  had  been  killed  in 
recent  weeks.  It  was  interesting  for  me 
to  note  that  the  clergymen  who 
preceded  me  in  the  service  limited  their 
remarks  to  the  shock  and  the  terror 
that  had  accompanied  the  loss  of  six 
lives  this  month.  One  person  made 
reference  to  Willie  Grimes  who  was 
killed  last  year  at  A  &  T — but  that  was 
as  far  back  in  history  as  any  of  the 
speakers  had  been  inclined  to  go. 

I  found  myself  having  to  provide  the 
Jewish  perspective  on  the  problem 
contributed  to  the  recent  tragedies — 
a  perspective  which  transcends  current 
events.  The  problem  is  one  of  violence, 
the  wanton  destructive  force  which  is

able  to  consume  both  people  and 
property.  Shortly  before  my  turn  to 
speak,  the  group  joined  in  singing  the 
folk  song,  "When  Will  They  Ever 
Learn" — and  this  provided  me  with  my 
opening  words  and  the  theme 
of  my  comments. 

When  will  they  ever  learn — Jackson 
State  and  Kent  State  were  simply  the 
latest  episodes  in  a  continuing  drama 
that  has  pervaded  the  entire  develop- 
ment of  civilization.  The  act  of  killing 
faceless,  nameless  students  at  these 
schools  was  not  too  different  from  the 
blood-stained  thread  of  history  that 
runs  through  MyLai,  the  Holocaust  in 
Euiope,  the  Inquisition,  the  Crusades — 
events  which  are  quickly  forgotten, 
events  which  the  history  books  have  a 
way  of  glossing  over  so  that  they 


appear  to  have  served  a  useful  purpose 
for  society.  A  few  years  ago,  I  had 
spoken  to  a  high  school  class  which 
was  studying  world  history,  and  I 
happened  to  glance  at  the  textbook 
chapter  dealing  with  the  Crusades — a 
chapter  that  began  with  these  words: 
"The  Crusades  represent  one  of  the 
most  inspiring  periods  in  the  history  of 
civilization."  What  about  the  thousands 
of  lives  that  were  brought  to  an  abrupt 
end  in  the  "inspiring  period"? 

The  young  people  and  their  parents 
of  today  have  gone  through  thirty  years 
of  war,  and  today's  young  people  have 
all  grown  up  knowing  that  there  is  a 
serious  war  and  an  even  more  serious 
threat  of  a  larger  war  in  various  parts

of  the  world.  The  generations  living 
today  have  become  accustomed  to 
thinking  of  "the  enemy"  in  very  vivid 
terms.  The  idea  of  the  enemy  has  been

tacked  on  as  a  label  to  apply  to 
parents,  teachers,  children,  the  estab- 
lishment, the  administration,  blacks, 
whites,  the  police  and  even  religion, 
is  amazing  to  hear  such  terms  as 
"love"  and  "peace"  spoken  in  clear 
tones  of  hostility — where  the  tone  is 
contrary  to  the  sense  that  the  words 
try  to  convey.  The  words  "love"  and 
"peace"  are  often  addressed  to  what  is 
regarded  as  the  enemy  who  is  looked 
upon  as  a  dangerous  threat  to  the 
existence  of  those  who  speak.  When 
rocks  and  bottles  are  thrown  at  National 
Guardsmen  and  when  guns  are  fired 
at  students,  it  is  no  longer  a  matter  of 
people  facing  other  people;  it  is  no 
longer  a  confrontation  between  human 
beings  who  can  see  in  one  another 
people  who  have  dreams  and  aspira- 
tions, people  who  have  families  for 
whom  they  care,  people  who  can  bleed 
and  die,  people  who  have  fears.  In 
confrontations  such  as  the  ones 
through  which  we  have  lived  together 
when  it  is  enemy  facing  enemy,  when 
the  prevailing  thought  is  to  destroy  the 
enemy  before  he  destroys  you — then 
violence  can  come  as  no  surprise. 

The  need  to  remember  what  has 
happened  in  the  past  should  serve  to 
teach  us  what  can  happen  when  we — 
and  others — forget  what  human  life  is 
all  about.  As  frail  as  our  life  might  seem 
to  be,  it  is  still  all  we  have,  and  our 
greatest  purpose  in  living  can  be  served 
by  reminding  others  about  human 
integrity  and  how  it  can  be  easily 
destroyed,  reminding  others  even  when 
others  turn  a  deaf  ear.  Kent  State  and 
Jackson  State  should  not  have 
happened  and  would  not  have  happened 
if  we  had  learned  our  lesson  about 
what  happens  when  people  lose  their 
identity.  A  human  being  cannot  be 
looked  upon  as  a  moving  target  without 
tragedy  becoming  the  result.

known  that  the  basic  inspiration  for 
early  American  independence  came 
from  Old  Testament  colonial  preach- 
ments. The  humanitarian  treatment  of 
people,  condemnation  of  exploitation 
and  despotism,  the  human  rights 
accorded  to  all  equally  so  basic  to 
democracy,  were  made  clear  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Mogaic  and  prophetic 
ideals  of  the  Bible. 

The  Sabbath  may  serve  as  an 
illustration  of  the  spiritual  foundation  of 
humanity  and  democracy.  In  the 
creation  story  of  Genesis,  the  day  of 
rest  was  divinely  hallowed  for  humanity 
because  it  was  so  instituted,  as  creative 
work  necessitates  the  time  for  rest. 

Other  parts  of  the  Bible  make  the 
Sabbath  more  than  simply  a  day  of  rest. 
It  is  a  sign,  a  symbol  of  the  covenant 
into  which  the  people  of  Israel  entered 
upon  first  having  been  redeemed  from 
bondage.  In  other  words,  people  must 
have  freedom  and  independence  to  have 
opportunities  for  work  and  the  self- 
expression  which  give  meaning  to  life, 
in  order  to  have  the  physical  and 
spiritual  refreshment  that  rest  makes 
possible.  Other  Jewish  sacred  days  can 
likewise  be  interpreted  as  expressinos 
of  ideals  basic  to  the  democratic  way  of 
life.  A  well  known  historian  has 
expressed  it  in  the  words:  "Hebraic 
mortar  cemented  the  foundations 
of  democracy".

Farewells  are  never  easy,  even  where 
the  relationship  has  been  of  short 
duration:  in  my  case  the  difficulty  is 
compounded  by  the  many  personal 
kindnesses  shown  to  me  during  the  short 
period  for  which  I  have  been  your  Rabbi. 

No  one  can  be  associated  with 
Temple  Israel  of  Kinston  without  being 
impressed  by  the  close  family  spirit 
which  prevades  its  activities.  This  is  one 
of  the  hallmarks  of  a  true  congregation, 
something  which  transcends  in 
significance  size  of  membership, 
lavishness  of  equipment  or  even  range 
of  activities.  Because  of  this  family 
spirit,  the  names  of  those  who  shoulder 
the  burden  of  congregational  life  must 
be  known  to  you.  It  is  therefore  un- 
necessary for  me  to  mention  them.  I 
would  only  place  on  record  my  sense  of 
the  debt  owed  to  them  by  any  Rabbi 
who  serves  the  congregation. 

It  would  be  idle  to  pretend  that  in 
small  communities  such  as  Kinston 
Judaism  does  not  face  serious  problems, 
such  as  are  not  encountered  in  larger 
centres.  It  does  not  enjoy  the  protection 
of  numbers,  and  the  defection  of  one 
family  can  place  a  temple  in  jeopardy. 
Costs  are  rising  and  people  expect  the 
standards  of  congregational  life  that 
they  see  in  the  cities. 


Moreover,  just  as  want  brought  its 
problems  to  an  earlier  generation,  so 
affluence  brings  problems  to  our  own. 
Not  many  years  ago  the  cry  was  that 
it  was  impossible  to  do  much  towards 
one's  obligations  as  a  Jew  because  of 
the  difficulty  of  making  a  bare  living; 
today  the  obstacle,  real  or  pretended,  is. 
the  claim  of  leisure  on  our  time.  If  we 
are  not  prepared  to  make  that  decision, 
we  must  not  be  surprised  if  we  see 
our  children  fall  away. 

Again,  we  must  acknowledge  that  the 
task  is  more  difficult  in  places  where 
Jews  constitute  a  small  isolated  minority. 
It  is  for  us  to  rise  to  the  challenge. 

And  we  must  not  fail  to  explore  new 
approaches  to  the  solution  of  our 
problems.  The  time  has  gone  when  each 
town  could  maintain  its  own  congrega- 
tional apparatus.  Equally  the  means 
exists  by  which  they  can  pool  their 
resources  so  that  together  they  can 
maintain  a  viable  community  life  in  this 
part  of  North  Carolina. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  know  that  with 
the  impending  arrival  of  Rabbi  Selinger, 
the  continuity  of  the  religious  life  of 
Temple  Israel  will  be  maintained. 
Judging  by  the  courtesies  you  have 
shown  me,  he  will  enjoy  your  full 
cooperation.  I  pray  that  God's  blessing 
will  rest  on  all  your  labours.

JAPANESE  FEEL  CLOSE 
KINSHIP  FOR  JUDAISM 

"Orientala"  Or  "Jewpanews"

The  following  interesting  report  is 
taken  from  the  Spring,  1970  issue  of 
"To  Our  Colleagues,"  published  by 
Gertz  Bros.,  Inc.,  159  West  25th  Street, 
New  York  City.  Contributing  editors  are 
Rabbi  Samuel  M.  Silver,  Rabbi  Saul  I. 
Teplitz,  and  Rabbi  Abraham  R.  Besdin. 

In  the  land  of  Judoism  anything  can 
happen — and  it  usually  does! 

Our  Jewish  choir  director's  name  is 
Saito  Hiroshi.  His  Hebrew  name  is 
Dror!  A  tall,  handsome  Japanese 


collegian,  he  plans  to  continue  his 
studies  in  Israel  next  year.  Like  many 
young  men  and  women  of  Nippon, 
Saito-san  has  already  experienced 
kibbutz  life  and  loved  it.  He  hopes  to 
master  the  mystique,  social,  technical 
and  organizational  skills  needed  for  a 
kibbutz  movement  in  Japan.  His  fluent 
Hebrew  will  undoubtedly  be  an  asset  as 
he  reaches  for  this  idealistic  goal. 
Israel  has,  indeed,  become  a  light 
unto  the  nations. 

Our  Jewish  music  director  answers  to 
the  name  Amano  Skoko.  One  day  she 
informed  us  that  her  brother  would  like 
to  attend  the  next  Jewish  choir  rehearsal. 
Arrangements  were  made  for  my  wife 
to  wait  for  him  at  the  main  gate  of  the 
Air  Base.  At  the  appointed  hour  Marcia 
saw  a  well-groomed  Japanese  gentle- 
man at  the  Security  Guard  booth  near 
the  entrance.  Suspecting  that  he  was 
Shoko's  brother,  Marcia  welcomed  him 
with  the  traditional  yokoso  and  konban 
wa — "Glad  you  could  come"  and 
"Good  evening." 

The  conversation  stalled  when  her 
precious  but  limited  vocabulary  ran  its 
brief  course.  Even  English  could  not 
have  changed  the  situation.  All 
attempts  at  communication  failed — 
until  Amano-san  sighed  and  asked:  "At 
medaberet  Ivrit?"    Recovering  from  the 
shock,  Marcia  replied  that  she  does 
speak  Hebrew.  A  lively  conversation 
— in  Hebrew — began. 

How  fascinating!  A  Japanese  gentle- 
man unable  to  speak  English  and  an 
American  Rebbetzin  struggling  with 
Japanese  carrying  on  a  warm  conversa- 
tion in  the  tongue  of  the  ancient  Hebrew 
Prophets.  Amano-san  is  proud  of  his 
Hebrew  which  he  acquired  during  an 
eighteen-month  adventure  in  Israel. 
A  pious  man,  he  belongs  to  a  new 
religious  sect  with  strong  ties  to  Israel. 

One  of  my  dearest  friends  is  a 
prominent  Japanese  journalist,  probably 
the  most  renowned  in  the  field.  Our 
friendship  goes  back  to  those  apoca- 
lyptic days  when  both  of  us,  in  the 
company  of  an  astonished  international 
team  of  journalists,  followed  the  wake 
of  the  victorious  Israeli  forces  after  the 
Six-Day  War.  He  now  heads  a  key 
department  of  the  Ashai  Shinbun,  the 
world's  largest  newspaper.  His 
unqualified  admiration  for  Israel  which 
fastened  powerful  bonds  between  us 
thousands  of  miles  away  in  the  Sinai 
Desert,  at  the  Suez  Canal  and  the 
Jordan  River,  continues  to  draw  us 
intellectually  closer  in  his  native  Japan.

Michele  Jacqueline  Ziskind,  a  17-year 
old  Alexandria,  Va.,  student  is  winner 
of  the  United  Jewish  Appeal  National 
Teenage  Essay  Contest,  announced 
Edward  Ginsberg  at  Cleveland,  UJA 
general  chairman. 

Miss  Ziskind,  whose  essay  was 
selected  from  over  2500  entries,  will 
receive  an  all  expense-paid  two  week 
trip  to  Israel. 

Ginsberg  revealed  that  the  contest  is 
the  first  step  in  an  intensive  effort  to 
strengthen  the  organization's  youth 
program. 

"Although  UJA  is  primarily  concerned 
with  the  relief,  rescue  and  rehabilitation 
of  Jews  in  Israel  and  other  countries," 
he  noted,  "we  are  also  aware  that  the 
next  generation  must  grow  up  with  a 
strong  sense  of  Jewish  identity  in  order 
to  be  as  responsive  to  the  needs  of 
the  future  as  their  parents  are  to  the 
needs  of  today." 

The  essays  were  based  on  the  theme, 
"All  Israel  is  Responsible,  One  for  the 
Other."  Jewish  schoils,  synagogue 
youth  groups  and  individuals  from  every 
state  in  the  nation  submitted  entries.

CIRCUIT  RIDER 
HONORED 


On  June  16,  1970  the  Columbus 
County  Ministerial  Association  honored 
Circuit  Rider  Reuben  Kesner  with  a 
testimonial  dinner.  Over  140  people 
from  Southeastern  North  Carolina, 
including  the  leading  officials  and 
leaders  from  the  town  of  Whiteville  and 
Columbus  County  and  the  presidents 
of  the  circuit  congregations  that  Reuben 
Kesner  serves,  paid  honor  to  him. 
Rev.  William  Furr,  president  of  the 
Columbus  County  Ministerial  Associa- 
tion gave  the  main  address  which  was 
entitled,  "The  Mark  of  Leadership."  He 
described  Circuit  Rider  Reuben  Kesner 
as  being  a  real  leader  of  men  for  he 
possessed  "enthusiastic  dedication"  in 
all  his  endeavors,  "genuine  compassion 
for  his  fellow  man"  and  was  a  true 
"man  of  character."  "May  his  tribe 
increase"  were  Rev.  Furr's  departing 
words. 

Letters  from  leading  government 
officials  were  read  and  presented  to 
Mr.  Kesner.  They  were  from  Congress- 
man Alton  Lennon  and  U.  S.  Senators 
Sam  Irvin,  Jr.  and  Everett  Jordan;  and 
Governor  Bob  Scott,  all  praising  Circuit 
Rider  Reuben  Kesner  for  his  work  and 
expressing  regret  that  they  were  unable 
to  attend  the  "Appreciation  Night" 
ceremonies.  A  congratulatory  letter  from 
Mr.  I.  D.  Blumenthal,  founder  and 
financial  backer  of  the  Circuit  Riding 
program,  was  also  read.

Mr.  J.  H.  Leder  thanked  the  Ministerial 
Association  for  honoring  Reuben  Kesner 
and  stated,  "by  honoring  him,  you  are 
also  honoring  the  entire  Jewish  com- 
munity." He  then  cited  the  sixteen  year 
history  of  the  Circuit  Riding  program 
in  southeastern  North  Carolina,  which  is 
sponsored  by  the  North  Carolina 
Association  of  Jewish  Men  and  under 
the  directorship  of  I.  D.  Blumenthal, 
Charlotte  philanthropist.  Mr.  Leder  then 
introduced  the  presidents  of  the 
Whiteville,  Lumberton,  Myrtle  Beach 
and  Wallace  congregations  that  Mr. 
Kesner  serves.  The  respective  presi- 
dents, in  turn,  introduced  the  members 
of  their  congregations  who  were  also 
present  and  then  publicly  thanked  Mr. 
Kesner  for  his  outstanding  services  to 
their  communities.  Special  recognition 
was  given  to  Mr.  Si  Steinberg,  close 
associate  of  Reuben  Kesner,  who  was 
attending  one  of  his  first  social  affairs 
after  recovering  from  a  long  illness. 

A  plaque  from  the  Ministerial 
Association  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Kesner,  citing  his  contribution  to  the 
spiritual  life  of  the  community.  Circuit 
Rider  Reuben  Kesner  humbly  accepted 
the  plaque  and  stated,  "after  hearing 
all  of  the  tributes  and  after  discounting 
them  properly,  they  are  still  music  to 
my  ears."  After  delivering  a  meaningful 
message  to  his  captivated  audience, 
Mr.  Kesner  offered  a  Hebrew  prayer, 
thanking  God  for  letting  him  reach  this 
moment  in  his  life.

New  York — More  than  2,500  dele- 
gates, representing  318,000  members 
throughout  the  United  States  and 
Puerto  Rico  will  attend  the  56th 
National  Convention  of  Hadassah,  the 
Women's  Zionist  Organization  of 
America,  August  16-19,  at  the  Washing- 
ton Hilton  Hotel  in  the  Nation's  capital. 

Founded  in  1912,  Hadassah  is  the 
largest  American  Jewish  Women's 
Organization  in  the  country.  It  is,  also, 
the  largest  Zionist  Organization  in  the 
world  today  and  spends  more  than 
$12  million  annually  for  its  health, 
educational,  vocational,  social  welfare 
and  land  redemption  programs. 

In  addition  to  hearing  reports, 
projecting  plans,  and  participating  in 
seminars  and  workshops,  Mrs.  Max 
Schenk,  national  president  of  Hadassah, 
announced  that  the  delegates  will 
honor  distinguished  guests  and  hear 
addresses  by  government  leaders  and 
international  authorities  in  the  fields 
of  Hadassah's  activities. 

Senator  Lister  Hill,  who  has  been  the 
leading  advocate  in  America  for  the 
promotion  and  implementation  of 
modern  medicine,  and  Dr.  William  B. 
Walsh,  founder  and  director  of  Project 
Hope,  will  address  the  Hadassah 
Medical  Organization  plenary  session, 
Monday,  August  17,  at  8:30  p.m.,  when 
their  magnificent  accomplishments  will 
be  publicly  acknowledged.

Acting  Chief,  Program  Management 


Division,  Women's  Centers,  Job  Corps. 

Also,  Dr.  Irving  Greenberg,  professor, 
Yeshiva  University;  Gerson  Green,  Vice 
President,  University  Research  Corpora- 
tion; Rabbi  Stanley  Rabinowitz, 
spiritual  leader,  Adas  Israel,  Washing- 
ton, D.  C;  and  I.  L.  Kenen,  executive 
director,  American  Israel  Affairs 
Committee. 

Mrs.  Max  Schenk,  national  president, 
will  address  the  opening  evening 
session  Sunday,  August  16.  Mrs.  Saul 
Katz,  national  convention  chairman, 
announced  that  the  1970  "Hadassah 
Fashion  Show",  produced,  designed 
and  executed  by  students  at  Hadassah's 
Alice  Seligsberg  Comprehensive  School 
for  Girls  in  Jerusalem  will  be  shown 
Monday,  August  17,  at  the  Hadassah 
Israel  Education  Services  plenary. 

Hadassah  maintains  a  network  of 
medical  institutions  in  Israel  which 
include  diagnostic,  curative  and  pre- 
ventive medical  services  and  has  re- 
ceived several  United  States  grants  for 
the  medical,  educational  and  rehabili- 
tative work  that  it  supports  there.  This 
year,  it  was  allotted  $4.85  million  from 
the  Agency  for  International  Develop- 
ment for  research  and  development  of 
its  medical  facilities  at  Ein  Karem  and 
for  the  renovation  of  its  Mount  Scopus 
Hospital,  which  it  regained  after  the 
Six-Day  War  in  June,  1967. 

Other  United  States  agencies  have 
shown  great  interest  in  Hadassah's 
youth  rehabilitation  work,  vocational 
training,  and  programs  for  the  educa- 
tionally deprived  as  they  are  carried 
out  through  Youth  Aliyah  and  by 
Hadassah  Israel  Education  Services. 

In  the  United  States,  Hadassah — a 
non-governmental  organization, 
accredited  to  the  United  Nations — 
conducts  an  intensive  American  Affairs 
program  and  has  recently  expanded  its 
work  through  volunteer  service  in 
national  school  lunch  and  school  tutorial 
programs;  aspects  of  the  Poverty 
Program;  informing  members  on  vital 
community,  state,  national,  and  inter- 
national developments;  fostering 
creative  Jewish  living  through  Jewish 
education;  and  sponsoring  and  support- 
ing a  Zionist  coed  youth  movement 
(Hashachar — The  Dawn)  an  organiza- 
tion including  a  variety  of  programs 
for  youth,  9-25.

The  SCATTERED 


NATION 


BY  ZEBULON  B.  VANCE 


Says  Prof.  Maury :  "  There  is  a  river  in  the  ocean.  In  the 
severest  droughts  it  never  fails,  and  in  the  mightiest  floods  it 
never  overflows.  The  Gulf  of  Mexico  is  its  fountain,  and  its 
mouth  is  in  the  Arctic  seas.  It  is  the  Gulf  Stream.  There  is 
in  the  world  no  other  such  majestic  flow  of  waters.  Its  current 
is  more  rapid  than  the  Mississippi  or  the  Amazon,  and  its  vol- 
ume more  than  a  thousand  times  greater.  Its  waters,  as  far  out 
from  the  Gulf  as  the  Carolina  coasts,  are  of  an  indigo  blue;  they 
are  so  distinctly  marked  that  their  line  of  junction  with  the 
common  sea-water  may  be  traced  by  the  eye.  Often  one-half  of 
a  vessel  may  be  perceived  floating  in  Gulf  Stream  water,  while 
the  other  half  is  in  common  water  of  the  sea,  so  sharp  is  the  line 
and  such  .the  want  of  affinity  between  those  waters,  and  such  too 
the  reluctance,  so  to  speak,  on  the  part  of  those  of  the  Gulf 
Stream  to  mingle  with  the  common  water  of  the  sea." 

This  curious  phenomenon  in  the  physical  world  has  its 
counterpart  in  the  moral.  There  is  a  lonely  river  in  the  midst 
of  the  ocean  of  mankind.  The  mightiest  floods  of  human 
temptation  have  never  caused  it  to  overflow  and  the  fiercest  fires 
of  human  cruelty,  though  seven  times  heated  in  the  furnace  of 
religious  bigotry,  have  never  caused  it  to  dry  up,  although  its 
waves  for  two  thousand  years  have  rolled  crimson  with  the  blood 
of  its  martyrs.  Its  fountain  is  in  the  gray  dawn  of  the  world's 
history,  and  its  mouth  is  somewhere  in  the  shadows  of  eternity. 
It  too  refuses  to  mingle  with  the  surrounding  waves,  and  the 
line  which  divides  its  restless  billows  from  the  common  waters 
of  humanity  is  also  plainly  visible  to  the  eye.  It  is  the  Jewish 
race. 

The  Jew  is  beyond  doubt  the  most  remarkable  man  of  this 


world — past  or  present.  Of  all  the  stories  of  the  sons  of  men, 
there  is  none  so  wild,  so  wonderful,  so  full  of  extreme  mutation, 
so  replete  with  suffering  and  horror,  so  abounding  in  extraor- 
dinary providences,  so  overflowing  with  scenic  romance.  There 
is  no  man  who  approaches  him  in  the  extent  and  character  of  the 
influence  which  he  has  exercised  over  the  human  family.  His 
history  is  the  history  of  our  civilization  and  progress  in  this 
world,  and  our  faith  and  hope  in  that  which  is  to  come.  From 
him  have  we  derived  the  form  and  pattern  of  all  that  is  excellent 
on  earth  or  in  heaven.  If,  as  De  Quincey  says,  the  Roman  Em- 
perors, as  the  great  accountants  for  the  happiness  of  more  men 
and  men  more  cultivated  than  ever  before,  were  entrusted  to 
the  motions  of  a  single  will  and  had  a  special,  singular  and  mys- 
terious relation  to  the  secret  councils  of  heaven — thrice  truly 
may  it  be  said  of  the  Jew.  Palestine,  his  home,  was  the  central 
chamber  of  God's  administration.  He  was  at  once  the  grand 
usher  to  these  glorious  courts,  the  repository  of  the  councils  of 
the  Almighty  and  the  envoy  of  the  divine  mandates  to  the  con- 
sciences of  men.  He  was  the  priest  and  faith-giver  to  man- 
kind, and  as  such,  in  spite  of  the  jibe  and  jeer,  he  must  ever  be 
considered  as  occupying  a  peculiar  and  sacred  relation  to  all 
other  peoples  of  this  world.  Even  now,  though  the  Jews  have 
long  since  ceased  to  exist  ns  a  consolidated  nation,  inhabiting 
a  common  country,  and  for  eighteen  hundred  years  have  been 
scattered  far  and  near  over  the  wide  earth,  their  strange  cus- 
toms, their  distinct  features,  personal  peculiarities  and  their 
scattered  unity,  make  them  still  a  wonder  and  an  astonish- 
ment. 

Though  dead  as  a  nation — as  we  speak  of  nations — they  yet 
live.  Their  ideas  fill  the  world  and  move  the  wheels  of  its  prog- 
ress, even  as  the  sun,  when  he  sinks  behind  the  western  hills, 
yet  fills  the  heavens  with  the  remnants  of  his  glory.  As  the 
destruction  of  matter  in  one  form  is  made  necessary  to  its  resur- 
rection in  another,  so  it  would  seem  that  the  perishing  of  the 
Jewish  nationality  was  in  order  to  the  universal  acceptance  and 
the  everlasting  establishment  of  Jewish  ideas.  Never  before 
was  there  an  instance  of  such  a  general  rejection  of  the  person 
and  character,  and  acceptance  of  the  doctrines  and  dogmas  of  a 
people. 

We  regard  with  unlimited  admiration  the  Greek  and  Roman, 
but  reject  with  contempt  his  crude  and  beastly  divinities.  We 
affect  to  despise  the  Jew,  but  accept  and  adore  the  pure  concep- 
tion of  a  God  which  he  taught  us,  and  whose  real  existence  the 
history  of  the  Jew  more  than  all  else  establishes.  When  the 
Court  Chaplain  of  Frederick  the  Great  was  asked  by  that  bluff 
monarch  for  a  brief  and  concise  summary  of  the  argument  in 
support  of  the  truths  of  Scripture,  he  instantly  replied,  with  a 
force  to  which  nothing  could  be  added,  "The  Jews,  Your 
Majesty,  the  Jews." 

I  propose  briefly  to  glance  at  their  history,  origin  and  civiliza- 
tion, peculiarities,  present  condition  and  probable  destiny. 

"  A  people  of  Semitic  race,"  says  the  Encyclopaedia,  "  whose 
ancestors  appear  at  the  very  dawn  of  the  history  of  mankind,  on 
the  banks  of  Euphrates,  the  Jordan  and  the  Nile,  their  frag- 
ments are  now  to  be  seen  in  larger  or  smaller  numbers,  in  al- 
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most  all  of  the  cities  of  the  globe,  from  Batavia  to  New  Or- 
leans, from  Stockholm  to  Cape  Town.  When  little  more  nu- 
merous than  a  family,  they  had  their  language,  customs  and 
peculiar  observances,  treated  with  princes  and  in  every  respect 
acted  as  a  nation.  Though  broken,  as  if  into  atoms,  and  scat- 
tered through  all  climes,  among  the  rudest  and  the  most  civilized 
nations,  they  have  preserved,  through  thousands  of  years,  com- 
mon features  and  observances,  a  common  religion,  literature 
and  sacred  language.  Without  any  political  union,  without  any 
common  head  or  centre,  they  are  generally  regarded  and  regard 
themselves  as  a  nation.  They  began  as  nomads,  emigrating 
from  country  to  country;  their  law  made  them  agriculturists 
for  fifteen  centuries;  their  exile  transformed  them  into  a  mer- 
cantile people.  They  have  struggled  for  their  national  existence 
against  the  Egyptians,  Assyrians,  Babylonians,  Syrians  and 
Romans;  have  been  conquered  and  nearly  exterminated  by  each 
of  these  powers  and  have  survived  them  all.  They  have  been 
oppressed  and  persecuted  by  Emperors  and  Republics,  by  Sul- 
tans and  by  Popes,  Moors  and  Inquisitors;  they  were  proscribed 
in  Catholic  Spain,  Protestant  Norway  and  Greek  Muscovy,  while 
their  persecutors  sang  the  hymns  of  their  psalmody,  revered 
their  books,  believed  in  their  prophets  and  even  persecuted  them 
in  the  name  of  their  God.  They  have  numbered  philosophers 
among  the  Greeks  of  Alexandria,  and  the  Saracens  of  Cordova ; 
have  transplanted  the  wisdom  of  the  East  beyond  the  Pyrenees 
and  the  Rhine,  and  have  been  treated  as  pariahs  among  Pagans, 
Mahommedans  and  Christians.  They  have  fought  for  liberty 
under  Kosciusko  and  Blucher,  and  popular  assemblies  among  the 
Sclavi  and  Germans  still  withheld  from  them  the  right  of  living 
in  certain  towns,  villages  and  streets." 

Whilst  no  people  can  claim  such  an  unmixed  purity  of  blood, 
certainly  none  can  establish  such  antiquity  of  origin,  such  un- 
broken generations  of  descent.  That  splendid  passage  of  Mac- 
aulay  so  often  quoted,  in  reference  to  the  Roman  Pontiffs,  loses 
its  force  in  sight  of  Hebrew  history.  "  No  other  institution," 
says  he,  "is  left  standing  which  carries  the  mind  back  to  the 
times  when  the  smoke  of  sacrifice  rose  from  the  Pantheon,  and 
when  camels,  leopards,  and  tigers  bounded  in  the  Iberian  am- 
phitheatre. The  proudest  royal  houses  are  but  of  yesterday  as 
compared  with  the  line  of  the  Supreme  Pontiffs;  that  line  we 
trace  back  in  unbroken  links,  from  the  Pope  who  crowned  Na- 
poleon in  the  nineteenth  century,  to  the  Pope  who  crowned 
Pepin  in  the  eighth,  and  far  beyond  Pepin,  the  august  dynasty 
extends  until  it  is  lost  in  the  twilight  of  fable.  The  Republic 
of  Venice  came  next  in  antiquity,  but  the  Republic  of  Venice  is 
modern  compared  with  the  Papacy,  and  the  Republic  of  Venice 
is  gone  and  the  Papacy  remains.  The  Catholic  Church  was 
great  and  respected  before  the  Saxon  had  set  foot  on  Britain, 
before  the  Frank  had  passed  the  Rhine,  when  Grecian  eloquence 
still  nourished  at  Antioch,  when  idols  were  still  worshipped  in 
the  Temple  at  Mecca;  and  she  may  still  exist,  in  undiminished 
vigor  when  some  traveler  from  New  Zealand  in  the  midst  of  a 
vast  solitude  shall  take  his  stand  on  a  broken  arch  of  London 
Bridge  to  sketch  the  ruins  of  St.  Paul."  This  is  justly  esteemed 
one  of  the  most  eloquent  passages  in  our  literature,  but  I  submit 


it  is  not  history. 

The  J ewish  people's  church  and  institutions  are  still  left  stand- 
ing, though  the  stones  of  the  temple  remain  no  longer  one  upon 
the  other,  though  its  sacrificial  fires  are  forever  extinguished; 
and  though  the  tribes,  whose  glory  it  was,  wander  with  weary 
feet  throughout  the  earth.  And  what  is  the  line  of  Roman 
Pontiffs  compared  to  that  splendid  dynasty  of  the  successors  of 
Aaron  and  Levi  ?  "  The  twilight  of  fable,"  in  which  the  line  of 
Pontiffs  began,  was  but  the  noonday  brightness  of  the  Jewish 
priesthood.  Their  institution  carries  the  mind  backto  theage  when 
the  prophet,  in  rapt  mood,  stood  over  Babylon  and  uttered  God's 
wrath  against  that  grand  and  wondrous  mistress  of  the  Euphra- 
tean  plains — when  the  Memphian  chivalry  still  gave  precedence 
to  the  chariots  and  horsemen  who  each  morning  poured  forth 
from  the  brazen  gates  of  the  abode  of  Ammon ;  when  Tyre  and 
Sidon  were  yet  building  their  palaces  by  the  sea,  and  Carthage, 
their  greatest  daughter,  was  yet  unborn.  That  dynasty  of  pro- 
phetic priests  existed  even  before  Clio's  pen  had  learned  to  re- 
cord the  deeds  of  men;  and  when  that  splendid,  entombed  civili- 
zation once  lighted  the  shores  of  the  Erythrean  Sea,  the  banks 
of  the  Euphrates  and  the  plains  of  Shinar,  with  a  glory  incon- 
ceivable, of  which  there  is  nought  now  to  tell,  except  the  dumb 
eloquence  of  ruined  temples  and  buried  cities. 

Then,  too,  it  must  be  remembered  that  these  Pontiffs  were  but 
Gentiles  in  the  garb  of  Jews,  imitating  their  whole  routine.  All 
Christian  churches  are  but  off-shoots  from  or  grafts  upon  the 
old  Jewish  stock.  Strike  out  all  of  Judaism  from  the  Christian 
church  and  there  remains  nothing  but  an  unmeaning  super- 
stition. 

The  Christian  is  simply  the  successor  of  the  Jew — the  glory 
of  the  one  is  likewise  the  glory  of  the  other.  The  Saviour  of  the 
world  was,  after  the  flesh,  a  Jew — born  of  a  Jewish  maiden; 
so  likewise  were  all  of  the  apostles  and  first  propagators  of 
Christianity.  The  Christian  religion  is  equally  Jewish  with 
that  of  Moses  and  the  prophets. 

I  am  not  unaware  of  the  fact  that  other  people  besides  the 
Semites-  had  a  conception  of  the  true  God  long  before  He  was 
revealed  to  Abraham.  The  Hebrew  Scriptures  themselves  tes- 
tify this,  and  so  likewise  do  the  books  of  the  very  oldest  of 
written  records.  The  fathers  of  the  great  Aryan  race,  the  shep- 
herds of  Iran  had  so  vivid  a  conception  of  the  unity  of  God,  as 
to  give  rise  to  the  opinion  that  they  too  had  once  had  a  direct 
revelation.  It  is  more  likely,  however,  that  traditions  of  this 
God  had  descended  among  them  from  the  Deluge,  which  ulti- 
mately became  adulterated  by  polytheistic  imaginings.  It  seems 
natural  that  these  people  of  highly  sensitive  intellects,  dwelling 
beneath  the  serene  skies  that  impend  over  the  plains  and  moun- 
tains of  Southwestern  Asia,  thickly  studded  with  the  calm  and 
glorious  stars,  should  mistake  these  most  majestic  emblems  of 
the  Creator  for  the  Creator  himself.  Hence,  no  doubt,  arose 
the  worship  of  light  and  fire  by  the  Iranians,  and  Sabceanism  or 
star  worship  by  the  Chaldeans.

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gations  of  America,  called  upon  Jewish 
youth  to  "proclaim  the  value  and  the 
joys  of  a  life  of  piety  and  observance,  of 
modesty  and  reticence,  in  an  age  of 
sensuousness  and  hedonism." 

In  delivering  the  Sabbath  sermon 
before  the  1,000  youth  delegates  and 
leaders  attending  the  Seventeenth 
Annual  Convention  of  the  National 
Conference  of  Synagogue  Youth,  the 
youth  arm  of  the  national  orthodox 
congregational  body,  Rabbi  Karasick 
urged  them  to  "exercise  meaningful 
leadership  by  tackling  the  moral  issues 
of  contemporary  society."  "You  must 
have  the  courage  to  be  different,  to 
swim  against  the  stream,"  he  said. 
"A  leader  must  have  the  courage  to  say 
no  to  many  of  the  prevalent  patterns 
and  habits  which  have  infected 
American  youth." 

He  continued:  "The  biblical  ideals  of 
virtue  and  chastity,  vilified  by  so  many 
of  today's  young  people,  still  remain 
the  foundations  of  a  just  and  civilized 
society.  Young  people  cannot  possibly 


have  an  overview  of  the  totality  of 
existence,  and  do  not  understand  that 
such  excesses,  as  reflected  in  the 
epidemic  spread  of  drug  addiction  and 
in  the  sexual  license  of  the  so-called 
new  morality,  will  make  them  unfit  to 
assume  the  obligations  of  a  wholesome, 
mature  family  life.  The  family  is  and 
will  forever  remain  the  core  of  a  sane 
society." 

Harold  H.  Boxer,  vice  president  of 
the  Orthodox  Union  and  chairman  of  its 
Joint  Youth  Commission,  in  welcoming 
the  delegates,  called  them  "the  hope  of 
the  American  Jewish  community."

NEW  MOVIE  "HIS  LAND" 
FROM  BILLY  GRAHAM 

"I  haven't  seen  a  better  film  about 
Jerusalem — ever,"  was  the  way  Teddy 
Kollek,  mayor  of  Jerusalem,  reacted  to 
a  new  movie  made  by  a  conservative 
Christian  group. 

"Thank  you  for  picturing  our  land  as 
it  is.  I've  never  seen  it  so  beautiful,"  said 
Israeli  Prime  Minister  Golda  Meir. 

The  film,  "His  Land,"  is  the  latest 
production  of  World  Wide  Pictures,  the 
film  division  of  the  Billy  Graham 
Association.  Prints  of  the  movie,  in 
either  16mm  or  35mm  versions,  may  be 
obtained  on  a  free  will  offering  basis 
from  World  Wide  Pictures,  1313 
Hennepin  Avenue,  Minneapolis,  Minn. 
55403.  A  discussion  guide  to  "His  Land" 
is  available  from  the  Interreligious 
Affairs  Department,  American  Jewish 
Committee,  165  East  56th  Street, 
New  York,  N.  Y.  10022. 

The  hour-length  color  movie,  filmed 
in  Israel  this  past  Spring  and  costing 
more  than  a  quarter  million  dollars, 


features  Cliff  Richards,  one  of  England's 
most  popular  young  singing  stars, and 
Cliff  Barrows,  who  is  also  president  of 
World  Wide  Pictures.  It  has  a  musical 
score  by  Ralph  Carmichael. 

Produced  primarily  for  Christian 
audiences,  the  film  has  evoked  a 
generally  positive  response  among 
Christians  and  an  equally  affirmative 
reaction  from  the  Jewish  community. 
Reflecting  Protestant  evangelical 
theology,  it  views  the  return  of  the 
Jewish  people  to  the  land  of  Israel  as 
related  to  Biblical  prophesy. 

While  "His  Land"  depicts  the  state  of 
Israel  as  it  is  today,  it  also  incorporates 
film  of  twenty  or  thirty  years  ago 
showing  early  settlers  transforming  the 
land  from  a  desert  wilderness  and 
swamps  to  a  fertile  garden,  and  more 
recent  film  showing  the  reunification  of 
Jerusalem  and  the  regained  access  to 
the  Wailing  Wall  as  a  result  of  the 
June  1967  conflict. 

The  film  traverses  the  land  of  Israel — 
from  Beersheba  to  Bethlehem,  from  Tel 
Aviv  to  Jerusalem,  from  the  Negev  to 
the  Sea  of  Galilee. 

Its  vivid  color  was  achieved  by  filming 
only  in  the  early  morning  and  late 
evening,  since  the  intense  light  of  the 
daytime  hours  in  Israel  is  too  bright  for 
movie  cameras  to  handle. 

The  film  is  being  distributed  to 
churches  and  civic  groups  in  the 
United  States  and  England,  and  is  being 
seen  by  ten-to-fifteen  thousand  people 
a  day. 

World  Wide  Pictures  reports  that  it 
has  ordered  more  prints  of  "His  Land" 
than  of  any  other  film  it  has  ever  made, 
and  that  the  demand  still  exceeds  the 
supply. 

Director  Jim  Collier  has  said  of  the 
film:  "If  God  would  use  any  part  of  this 
picture  as  a  gesture  of  love  from  a 
Christian  to  a  Jew,  it  will  be  more  than 
worthwhile." 
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THIRD  KKK  MANIA 
COMES  TO  CLOSE 

The  "third  Ku  Klux  Klan  mania"  in 
the  nation's  history  has  come  to  a  close, 
according  to  a  new  report  by  the  Race 
Relations  Information  Center,  which 
credits  the  Anti-Defarration  League  of 
B'nai  B'rith  with  a  major  contribution  to 
the  Klan's  current  collapse. 

Concentrating  on  North  Carolina,  the 
report  asserts  that  Klan  membership 
has  dropped  to  600  from  a  peak  of  six 
to  seven  thousand  just  four  years  ago. 
Written  by  Dwayne  Walls,  a  reporter  for 
the  Charlotte  Observer,  the  report 
states:  "If  North  Carolina  is  an  accurate 
standard — and  there  is  evidence  that  it 
is — the  Nation's  third  Ku  Klux  Klan 
mania  is  ended." 

The  Race  Relations  Information 
Center  is  a  private,  non-profit  organiza- 
tion that  gathers  and  distributes 
information  about  race  relations  in  the 
United  States.  The  Center  is  the 
successor  to  the  Southern  Education 
Reporting  Service,  which  was  estab- 
lished in  1954.  The  material  on  the 
KKK  is  contained  in  its  May,  1970 
special  report — "The  Klan:  Collapsed 
and  Dormant." 

In  what  the  report  calls  "Klanwatch- 
ing,"  the  Center  points  out  that  Klan 
activity  is  under  constant  observation 
by  such  organizations  as  "the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Investigation,  the  State 
Bureau  of  Investigation,  several  local 
police  departments,  and  at  least  one 
private  agency,  the  Anti-Defamation 
League  of  B'nai  B'rith."  It  goes  on  to 
say  that  "some  of  the  most  effective 
reporting  of  Klan  affairs  is  supplied  by 
...  the  Anti-Defamation  League.  All 
information  developed  by  them  is 
transmitted  to  appropriate  law  enforce- 
ment agencies." 

The  report  cautions  that  a  large  part 
of  the  KKK's  decline  in  popularity  and 
membership  throughout  the  South  may 
be  due  to  the  political  rise  of  George 
Wallace,  and  that  "it  is  competing  today 
with  dozens  of  other  right-wing 
organizations,  ranging  from  the  John 
Birch  Society  to  the  White  Citizens 
Councils." 

"If  some  of  these  organizatons 
cannot  claim  a  great  deal  more  legiti- 
macy and  respectability  than  the  Ku 
Klux  Klan,  at  least  they  are  not  hamper- 
ed by  the  Klan's  ugly  history  of 
violence.  They  have  steadily  chipped 
away  at  the  Klan's  recruiting  reservoir 
because  they  professed  to  offer  would- 
be  Klansmen  a  voice  and  a  forum. 
They  have,  in  fact,  done  a  better  job 
of  proselyting  than  some  of  society's 
truly  legitimate  elements — the  organized 
church,  for  example." 


The  Center  report  points  to  the  fact 
that  the  KKK's  rapid  decline  came 
during  a  period  when  school  desegre- 
gation was  increasing  and  there  was  a 
rise  in  the  radical  left.  It  says  that  a 
possible  reason  Klan  leaders  did  not 
react  is  because  they  "have  been  so 
involved  with  their  own  internal 
problems  that  they  have  not  had  the 
time  or  the  energy  to  capitalize  on  the 
threat  of  violence  from  the  left."  (For 
example,  James  Robertson  Jones, 
former  Grand  Dragon  of  the  North 
Carolina  Klan,  and  Robert  Shelton, 
the  Klan's  national  leader,  had  both 
been  in  prison.) 

North  Carolina  saw  shootings,  off- 
campus  riots  and  bombings  at  high

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schools,  vandalism,  fights,  cuttings,  and 
"military  drill  and  training"  by  a  quasi- 
Panther  group  in  Winston-Salem,  yet  the 
old  Klan  members  have  not  responded 
as  might  have  been  expected.  The 
report  raises  the  question:  "If  Bob  Jones 
or  someone  with  his  talent  and  energy 
as  an  organizer  applies  himself  to  the 
job,  how  many  of  these  former  klansmen 
could  be  convinced  to  don  the  robes 
again?" 

But  the  Klansman  has,  according  to 
the  Center,  moved  over  to  Wallace  and 
other  right-wing  rallying  points. 
"Klansmen  who  once  had  been 
secretive,  almost  ashamed  to  admit 
to  klan  membership  wore  their  Wallace 
buttons  with  pride  and  a  noticeable 
element  of  self-confidence."  They 
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worked  for  Wallace,  not  as  Klansmen, 
but  as  individuals.  "At  times,  it  seemed, 
one  could  almost  feel  them  putting 
klanism  forever  behind  them,  much  as  a 
rising  high  school  senior  puts  forever 
behind  him  the  junior  high." 

Some  remaining  Klansmen  take  an 
almost  meek  approach  that  the  Klan 
stay  away  from  politics;  "that  it  should 
function,  as  klansman  Ray  Thomas  of 
Charlotte  puts  it,  'like  a  fraternal 
organization,  like  the  Masons  and 
Shriners." 

But  the  report  asserts  only  that  the 
Klan  is  dormant,  not  dead.  It  has  risen 
to  significant  power  three  times  in 
American  history;  and  the  Center  report 
ends  by  saying  there  is  "room  for  some 
determined  missionary  work  by  church- 
men and  fraternal  organization  willing 
to  help  eliminate  the  threat  of  a  fourth 
Klan  ever  developing."

RABBI  FEINSTEIN 
PLANS  NEW 
JEWISH  SCHOOL 

A  spiritual  leader  of  world  Jewry, 
internationally  renowned  as  an  authority 
on  Talmudic  Jurisprudence  (Halacha), 
has  announced  plans  that  promise  to  be 
a  milestone  in  the  development  of 
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higher  Jewish  education  in  America, 
while  addressing  himself  to  the  crisis 
of  our  time. 

The  Gaon  (a  Hebrew  title  reserved  for 
a  Rabbi  eminent  in  Talmudic  scholar- 
ship, piety  and  selfless  public  service) 
Rabbi  Moshe  Feinstein  is  Dean  of 
Mesivtha  Tifereth  Jerusalem  of  America 
— one  of  the  oldest  institutions  of  higher 
Jewish  education  on  the  American 
continent — and  a  beneficiary  of  the 
Highpoint  United  Jewish  Charities. 

He  disclosed  that  a  contract  has  been 
signed  for  the  acquisition  of  acreage 
and  improvements  on  Staten  Island, 
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New  York,  that  will  give  his  Yeshiva  the 
largest  contiguous  campus  of  any 
Jewish  school  of  learning  in  the  New 
York  metropolitan  area. 

Rabbi  Feinstein  also  serves  as 
president  of  the  Union  of  Orthodox 
Rabbis  of  the  U.S.  and  Canada;  chair- 
man of  the  Council  of  Sages  of  Agudath 
Israel;  chairman  of  Torah  Schools  for 
Israel,  and  head  of  many  other  national 
and  international  organizations.  His 
schedule  does  not  allow  him  to  accept 
the  many  invitations  from  communities 
throughout  the  world  to  visit  them  and 
meet  with  their  leaders. 

Nevertheless,  Rabbi  Feinstein 
traveled  to  Memphis,  Tenn.,  in  the 
Spring  of  1966  to  be  the  main  speaker 
at  the  dedication  of  the  newly-built 
edifice  of  the  Yeshiva  of  the  South, 
erected  through  the  generosity  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Philip  Belz,  because  he  felt 
the  importance  of  this  institution  to  the 
future  of  Southern  Jewry. 

In  conjunction  with  this  announce- 
ment, the  Sage  stated  that  it  is  impera- 
tive— particularly  now  when  young 
people  are  so  confused  and  fall  prey  to 
philosophies  of  violence  and  destruction 
that  mortally  endanger  themselves  and 
society — that  we  vigorously  redouble 
our  efforts  and  our  facilities  to  reach  as 
many  of  our  youth  as  possible. 

This  scholar,  who  so  far  has  pub- 
lished four  large  volumes  containing  his 
opinions  and  rulings  in  response  to 
requests  from  different  parts  of  the 
globe  for  his  Halachic  decisions, 
declared  that,  "research  in  and 
application  of  the  values  and  teachings 
of  Talmudic  Law  can  provide  the  remedy 
and  solutions  to  the  present-day  ills  of 
society  which,  although  adequately 
catalogued  and  identified  by  the  various 
sciences,  appear  to  be  immune  to 
scientific  solutions." 

According  to  Rabbi  Feinstein,  this 
new  beautiful  9  acre  campus,  together 
with  its  existing  4  story,  38,000  sq.  ft. 
fireproof,  75  room  granite  building  and 
the  additional  future  buildings  to  be 
erected  will  house  the  Resident  Division 
of  Tifereth  Jerusalem's  Preparatory, 
Undergraduate  and  Graduate  Schools 
and  will  be  the  realization  of  his  long 
time  dream. 

Shortly  after  coming  to  these  shores 
33  years  ago,  Rabbi  Feinstein,  known  as 
the  "Rabbi's  Rabbi,"  accepted  the 
invitation  to  head  this  unique  educa- 
tional institution — a  virtual  landmark  on 
Manhattan's  Lower  East  Side — which 
provides  a  complete  program  of 
education.  It  begins  with  a  pre-school 
division,  elementary  and  high  schools 
and  continues  through  a  rabbinical 
seminary  and  the  graduate  school  for 
advanced  Talmudic  research  which  he

A  REPORT  ON  THE 
COMMUNITY 
RELATIONS  COUNCIL 

By  Rabbi  Arnold  S.  Task,  Chairman 

During  the  past  year,  a  series  of 
discussions  had  resulted  in  the  forma- 
tion of  a  Community  Relations  Council, 
composed  of  presidents  and  repre- 
sentatives of  all  adult  and  youth  Jewish 
organizations  in  Greensboro.  Aside  from 
the  Greensboro  Jewish  United 
Charities,  there  had  been  no  existing 
"umbrella  organization"  in  our 
community  that  could  bring  together 
people  from  all  the  groups  to  discuss 
matters  of  mutual  concern. 

Many  areas  around  the  country  have 
had  CRC's  which  have  served  in  a 
variety  of  ways.  We  have  benefited  from 
the  experience  of  other  councils  which 
have  been  in  existence  for  a  number 


of  years.  Our  primary  purpose  here  is  to 
be  one  of  education,  sharing  insights 
into  world  situations  and  community 
problems  which  have  an  effect  on  us. 
Hopefully,  the  groups  involved  in  the 
CRC  may  be  able  to  plan  their  own 
respective  programs  in  response  to  what 
is  happening  in  the  world.  Each 
organization's  president  has  received 
a  tremendous  amount  of  information 
from  the  national  organizations  with 
which  they  are  affiliated,  but  there  has 
not  been  the  opportunity  for  this 
information  to  be  shared. 

One  specific  event  stimulated  the 
formation  of  our  CRC.  Last  summer,  an 
Institute  on  the  Middle  East  was  held 
at  UNC-G.  It  was  sponsored  by  a  private 
foundation,  and  it  was  planned  by  an 
Arab  professor  from  a  university  in 
Washington.  Were  it  not  for  the  alert 
reaction  by  several  individuals  in  our 
community,  the  program  would  have 
excluded  a  thorough  presentation  of  the 
(Please  turn  to  page  12) 
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Israeli  view  of  the  Middle  East  conflicts. 
There  was  also  an  increased  awareness 
of  the  many  Arab  exchange  students 
and  professors  on  our  local  campuses 
whose  views  of  the  Arab-Israeli 
problems  were  making  the  rounds 
among  students  and  interested 
church  members. 

Our  problem  was  this:  how  can  we 
be  better  informed  about  what  is  going 


on?  Part  of  the  answer  was  the 
formation  of  the  CRC.  Our  meetings 
have  included  discussions  on  the 
historical  background  of  the  current 
crises,  an  examination  of  Russia's  stake 
in  the  Middle  East,  and  close  look  at 
Egypt's  role  in  the  critical  area — 
presentations  having  been  made  by 
well-informed  resource  people  in  our 
own  community.  We  have  had  the 
opportunity  to  take  a  close  look  at  the 
outlook  of  the  Christian  community  with 


regard  to  Israel,  with  theological  and 
practical  factors  which  must  be 
considered.  We  have  talked  about  a 
number  of  major  publications  which 
have  included  articles  leaning  heavily 
toward  the  Arab  point  of  view.  Our 
entire  CRC  group  attended  a  Public 
Affairs  forum  on  American  policy  in  the 
Middle  East  held  at  A  &  T  State 
University  which  was  a  good  learning 
experience  for  all  of  us.

What  is  important  is  not  merely  the 
appearances  or  the  fact  that  sirch 
programs  are  planned,  but  also  the 
opportunity  that  is  presented  to  answer 
questions  and  to  create  a  receptive 
feeling  toward  the  realities  of  Israel. 
Those  who  attend  such  meetings  or 
classes  are,  in  turn,  able  to  share  some 
of  their  impressions  with  others — and, 
hopefully  these  impressions  will  be 
favorable  concerning  Israel's  position 
and  problems. 

The  content  of  these  presentations 
frequently  include  a  concise  history  of 
the  area  and  how  Israel  and  the  Arab 
countries  came  into  being  after  World 
War  I.  Theodore  Herzl  and  the 
beginnings  of  the  Zionist  movement; 
the  Balfour  Declaration;  the  break-up  of 
the  old  Ottoman  Empire;  the  British 
and  French  Mandates;  the  United 
Nations  declaration  of  1947  calling  for 
the  establishment  of  both  a  Jewish  state 
and  an  Arab  Palestine;  the  Egyptian 
and  Jordanian  takeover  of  the  Arab 
Palestine  which,  because  of  Arab  action, 
never  had  a  chance  to  come  into 
existence;  the  Grand  Mufti's  exhortation 
to  the  Arabs  living  within  the  borders 
of  the  Jewish  State;  the  causes  of  the 
wars  of  1948,  1956  and  1967;  the 
Russian  desire  to  gain  complete  control 
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over  the  Middle  East — these  are  some 
of  the  points  that  need  to  be  considered 
when  looking  at  how  the  crisis  became 
a  crisis.  It  is  easy  enough  to  ignore  or  to 
forget  facts  of  history,  but  today's 
problems  did  not  develop  in  a  vacuum — 
except  perhaps  as  the  result  of  a 
vacuum  in  understanding. 

Christian  groups  are  concerned  about 
the  freedom  of  missionaries  and  their 
activities  among  the  Arabs,  and  the 
assurance  can  be  given  that  Israel 
would  do  nothing  to  curtail  this.  There 
is  also  the  concern  about  the  accessibil- 
ity of  religious  sites  for  Christians  and 
Moslems;  in  this,  assurance  can  also  be 
given  that  there  has  been  greater 
freedom  of  religious  expression  with 
the  Israelis  in  charge  of  a  united 
Jerusalem  than  there  had  ever  been 
when  the  city  was  divided.  A  long 
history  has  had  an  influence  on  the 
Jewish  attitude  toward  religious  free- 
dom and  integrity  and  respect  for 
holy  places. 

Israel's  achievements  within  her 
borders  will  not  make  the  same  kind  of 
headlines  that  tell  of  the  conflicts  with 
the  Arab  neighbors.  People  have  to  be 
reminded  of  the  fact  that  when  the 
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problems  at  Dudley  and  A  &  T  had 
attracted  national  attention,  many  of  us 
living  here  had  received  anxious 
telephone  calls  from  friends  and 
relatives  who  had  the  impression  that 
the  entire  city  was  under  siege.  So,  too, 
do  the  news  stories  from  the  Middle 
East  relate  only  part  of  the  story. 

The  Community  Relations  Council  is 
a  logical  result  of  so  much  that  is 
taking  place  around  us.  It  can  serve  a 
constructive  purpose  as  we  find  out 
what  is  being  done  nationally  and 
locally  in  terms  of  effective  ongoing 
contact  with  congressmen  and  the  news 
media,  and  in  terms  of  gaining  a  better 
understanding  of  what  is  happening  and 
what  we  might  be  able  to  do  about  it. 
Answering  Arab  propaganda  calls  for  a 
knowledgeable  education  effort  by 
those  who  are  interested  in  the 
cause  of  Israel. 

We  are  still  in  the  early  stages  of 
trying  to  define  our  purpose  and  our 
scope  or  response,  but  it  is  important 
that  you  know  about  this  development. 
It  might  be  said  that  in  our  deliberations 
we  are  guided  by  the  teaching  of  Rabbi 
Tarphon  recorded  in  the  Pirke  Ovos, 
"It  is  not  encumbent  upon  you  to 
complete  the  work,  but  neither  are  you 
free  to  stay  away  from  it  altogether." 
The  need  for  a  better  understanding  and 
involvement  in  these  critical  times  is 
enough  reason  for  us  not  to  stay  away 
from  the  contemporary  problems  of 
the  world.

IS  RESPONSIBLE, 

ONE  FOR  THE  OTHER"

A  man  fasts  at  the  Isaiah  Wall  of  the 
United  Nations  so  that  his  family  in 
Russia  might  be  free — 

And  we  are  responsible  . .  . 

Three  million  othe'rs  living  under 
Soviet  oppression  wait  for  a  sign 
of  hope — 

And  we  are  responsible  .  .  . 

In  our  cities,  millions  are  packed  into 
ghettos,  deprived  of  the  means  to 
live  decently — 

And  we  are  responsible  . . . 

People  the  world  over  are  hungry, 
homeless  and  persecuted — 

And  we  are  responsible  .  .  . 

WHY? 

What  is  it  that  makes  us,  as  Jews, 
responsible  for  every  other  Jew? 

Why  is  it  that  wherever  injustice  and 
indignity  exist  in  the  world,  the  Jew 
is  concerned? 

For  the  answer,  we  return  to  the  foot 
of  a  wilderness  mountain. 

As  the  earth  shook  and  the  shofar 
sounded,  we  accepted  our  responsibility 
as  a  people. 

We  were  no  longer  as  a  blind  man 
who  cannot  help  it  if  he  walks  in  a 
crooked  path. 

We  lost  our  innocence,  but  in  the 
process  we  gained  the  ability  to  see. 

Because  he  could  now  distinguish 
right  from  wrong,  the  Jew  could  no 
longer  say  that  he  is  uncommitted 
to  his  fellow  man. 

Since  that  moment  at  Sinai,  there  is 
no  such  thing  as  a  solitary  Jew. 

There  exists  a  kinship  deeper  than 
heredity — a  bond  of  history,  spirit  and 
mutual  commitment  to  each  other  and 
to  God. 

A  Jew  is  responsible — not  only  for  his 
own  actions  but  for  those  of  his  fellow 
Jews  as  well,  for  we  all  stand 
judgment  together. 

The  sage  Simeon  Ben  Yohai  tells  of 
the  man  in  a  boat  who  began  to  bore  a 
hole  under  his  own  seat.  A  fellow 
passenger  protested,  and  rightly,  for 
when  the  water  enters,  the 
whole  boat  sinks. 

So  it  is  with  Jews.  We  are  constantly 
on  trial,  and  the  verdict  applies  to 
all  of  us. 

Because  we  are  in  the  same  boat,  the 
well-being  of  even  a  single  Russian 


family  is  definitely  "our  business." 

How  much  greater,  then,  must  be  our 
responsibility  to  the  thousands  of  others 
in  the  world  who  hunger  for  freedom! 

Why  should  the  Jew  carry  this  burden 
of  concern,  not  only  for  his  fellow  Jews 
but  for  all  men  as  well? 

WHY? 

Because  the  Jew,  of  all  people, 
should  know  best  .  .  . 

— We  have  been  slaves,  so  we  know 
what  oppression  is. 

— We  have  been  convicted  at  the 
Inquisition,  so  we  know  the  meaning 
of  injustice. 

— We  have  been  forced  into  ghettos 
and  deprived  of  opportunities,  so  we 
know  the  pangs  of  humiliation. 

— We  have  been  starved  in  prisons 
where  hunger  is  real,  and  we  know  the 
terror  of  the  pogrom. 

— We  have  died  in  drainless  shower 
stalls  so  we  know  how  great  is  the 
scourge  of  hate. 

— We  have  experienced  the  rebirth 
of  our  homeland  after  2,000  years,  so  we 
know  the  meaning  of  hope  and  the 
power  of  faith. 

Out  of  a  covenant  of  morality  at  Sinai 
and  the  anquish  of  our  past  comes  the 
compassion  and  understanding  that 
each  Human  is  responsible, 
One  for  the  Other. 

To  shirk  this  responsibility  is  to  deny 
the  real  meaning  of  being  a  Jew.

subsequently  founded. 

Throughout  these  years,  Rabbi 
Feinstein  hoped  to  establish  a  resident 
division  for  select  outstanding  students.

and  adequate  quarters. 

Rabbi  Feinstein  indicated  that  a 
$1,000,000  emergency  drive  is  being 
launched  for  Phase  I  of  the  development 
campaign.  This  sum  is  needed  to 
enable  Mesivtha  Tifereth  Jerusalem  to 
take  title  to  this  new  campus  and  to 
occupy  it  for  the  coming  September, 
1970  school  term,  thereby  tripling  its 
present  facilities  for  resident  students. 

He  emphasized  that  this  resident 
campus  would,  in  no  way  curtail  the 
school's  educational  activities  con- 
ducted in  its  buildings  on  East 
Broadway  in  New  York  City.  In  fact,  this 
facility  which  will  continue  to  serve  as 
the  In-Town  Center  accommodating 
hundreds  of  commuting  students,  has 
experienced  growth  particularly  in  its 
pre-school,  elementary  and  high  school 
divisions  as  it  has  expanded  and 
improved  its  programs  to  compensate 
for  the  influx  of  students  from  the 
other  Jewish  educational  institutions 
that  have  moved  or  are  planning  to 
move  from  the  area.

Home  Recertified 
for  Medicare 

The  North  Carolina  Jewish  Home  has 
been  recertified  for  the  fourth  time  by 
the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  as  an  extended 
care  facility  under  the  Medicare 
program. 

Certification  followed  an  all  day 
examination  of  the  Home's  total  program 
by  Mr.  William  Littlejohn,  Medicare- 
Medicaid  Standards  Section,  Personal 
Health  Division,  North  Carolina  State 
Board  of  Health. 

The  Home  was  commended  for  the 
excellence  of  its  programs  and  of  the 
care  provided  to  its  residents. 

Certification  surveys  are  conducted 
annually.  To  be  eligible  to  serve 
Medicare  patients  the  Home  must  meet 
rigorous  requirements  pertaining  to  all 
phases  of  post  hospital  extended  care 
which  include  administrative  manage- 
ment, patient  care  policies,  physician 
services,  nursing  and  dietary  services 
and  restorative  care. 

Also  included  are  conditions  pertain- 
ing to  pharmaceutical  diagnostic  and 
social  services,  all  records,  physical 
environment,  housekeeping  services 
and  disaster  planning. 

The  Home  is  now  currently  accredited 
by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accredita- 
tion of  Hospitals,  the  United  States 
Department  of  Health,  Education,  and 
Welfare,  recognized  by  the  American 
Hospital  Association  and  has  contractual 
arrangements  with  the  North  Carolina 
Blue  Cross-Blue  Shield  plans.  In  view 
of  these  certifications  the  Home  is 
qualified  to  serve  those  patients  eligible 
for  care  under  both  Title  18  (Medicare) 
and  Title  19  (Medicaid)  of  the  Social 
Security  Act.

The  course  of  historical  happenings 
may  be  variously  understood.  The 
biblical  interpretation  is  supported  by 
those  who  stress  the  special  contribu- 
butions  of  ancient  peoples  (and  to  a 
degree,  modern  ones  likewise)  to  the 
progress  of  humanity.  Thus  the  ancient 
Greeks  with  their  culturally  creative 
geniuses  set  standards  of  beauty  and 
expertness  in  art,  literature,  sculpture 
and  architecture  accepted  by  those 
concerned  with  the  best  in  those  areas. 
Ancient  Rome  has  remained  authori- 
tative for  those  seeking  the  origins  of 
jurisprudence  and  social  systems. 
But  it  is  the  people  of  the  Bible — 
though  among  the  tiniest  of  ancient 
nations — that  gave  the  world  ethical 
monotheism.  In  contrast  to  religions  in 
which  the  ways  of  living  were  ignored 
by  the  gods  worshipped,  the  Israelites 
had  prophets  and  teachers  that  called 
upon  their  people  to  obey  rules  and 
directions  for  social  and  individual 
living  that  would  ultimately  bring  about 
a  world  of  peoples  living  together  in 
goodness,  charity  and  peace.  It  was  the 
faith  in  a  "Power  not  ourselves  that 
makes  for  goodness"  as  a  modern 
thinker  expressed  it.  In  our  times 
associations  of  nations  and  most

Miss  Connie  Lerner,  a  raven-haired 
beauty  whose  parents  barely  escaped 
death  in  Hitler's  Europe  26  years  ago, 
won  the  crown  of  Miss  North  Carolina  in 
Raleigh  Saturday  night,  July  11,  1970. 

With  it,  Miss  Lerner,  whose  grand- 
parents and  most  of  her  aunts  and 
uncles  died  in  Nazi  concentration 
camps,  also  won  the  right  to  compete 
for  the  title  of  Miss  America  1971. 

Her  victory  came  at  the  end  of  a  long, 
grueling  week  of  stiff  competition,  in 
which  Miss  Lerner,  18,  and  one  of  the 
youngest  contestants  in  the  pageant, 
appeared  as  a  strong  contender  for  the 
title  from  its  opening  preliminary 
rounds. 

Miss  Lerner  became  the  second 
Asheville  beauty  queen  to  win  the 
state  crown,  following  in  the  steps  of 
Maria  Beale  Fletcher,  who  won  the  Miss 
North  Carolina  title  eight  years  ago 
and  went  on  to  Atlantic  City  to  capture 
the  Miss  America  title. 

In  the  parade  in  Raleigh,  Miss  Lerner 
wore  for  luck  the  same  red  dress  Maria 
Fletcher  had  worn  in  competition. 

The  new  Miss  North  Carolina  wore 
a  bright  lime-green  bathing  suit  to  win 
the  swim  suit  competition  and  the 
attention  of  pageant  followers  on 
Tuesday,  the  opening  night  of  the 
week-long  event. 

As  one  of  the  10  semifinalists 
announced  here  Saturday  night,  Miss 
Lerner,  an  accomplished  pianist,  played 
the  powerful  Revolutionary  Etude  by 
Chopin.
